Abalienatus,  the  lame  with 
Corruptius ,  and  lignifies  the  cor¬ 
ruption,  or  mortification  of  a  Part. 

Abaptijlon  fignifies  properly  an 
Inftrument  to  trepan  with,  other- 
wife  call’d  Ter  e  bell  a  or  Trepanum. 

Abarnahas ,  a  chymical  term, 
us’d  chiefly  in  the  bufinefs  of  the 
tranfmutation  of  Metals. 

Ab  articulation ,  the  fame  with 
Dearticulation,  a  certain  articula¬ 
tion  of  the  Bones,  which  gives 
evident  Motion.  S eeD'tartbrofis. 

Abbreviation ,  a  way  of  Short- 
Writing  us’d  by  Phyfical,  and  Chy¬ 
mical  Authors,  whofeldom  write 
their  Words  at  length,  and  often 
make  ufe  of  Characters  to  exprefs 
their  meaning,  as  in  the  Catalogue 
prefix’d  to  this  Work. 

Abditus ,  is  a  term  ufed  by  Phy- 
litians,  when  they  would  exprefs 
an  hidden  or  unknown  caule  of 
Difeafes. 

Abdomen ,  the  lower  Belly,  con¬ 
taining  the  Liver,  Spleen,  Reins, 
Stomach,  Inteftines,  Bladder,  &c. 
It  is  furrounded  with  the  Ferito > 


n&um  on  the  infide  j  the  foretiioft 
part  is  divided  into  the  Epiga - 
Jlrium ,  the  right  and  left  Hypo¬ 
chondria,  and  the  Navel  ;  the 
lower  Region  being  called  theAy- 
pogafirium. 

Abduftio,  a  certain  Species  of  a 
Fradture,  which  happening  near 
the  Joint,  divides  the  whole  fub- 
fiance  of  the  Bones  fo  as  to  make 
the  broken  ends  fly  far  afunder. 

Ah  duel  ores  Mufculi,  thofe  Muf» 
cles  wh^gh  pull  back  the  Arms, 
Legs,  Eyes,  <&c.  whole  Oppo- 
fites  are  call’d  AdduBores. 

Abevacuatio ,  is  a  partial  Eva¬ 
cuation. 

Abies y  call’d  alfo  Sapinus ,  the 
Fir-tree  j  the  Branches  and  Tops 
whereof  are  infufed  in  Diet-drinks 
for  the  Scurvy ,  with  very  good 
fuccefs. 

Abiga  Herbs* ,  its  Leaves  are 
like  thofe  of  the  Fir-tree,  whence 
it  is  alfo  called  Cham&pitys  j  it 
haftens  Delivery. 

AblaBatio ,  the  Weaning  of  a 
Child. 

Ablatio  hath  a  threefold  figni- 
fication  in  Phyfick  ;  the  firfl  is  the 
taking  away  of  what  is  fuperflu* 
ous  in  the  Bones  ,*  the  fecond  is 
the  time  of  Remiflion  from  a 
A  5  Paroxyfm,

Paroxyfm,  or  Fit  of  Sicknefs;  the 
third  is  Chymica',  and  lignifies 
the  fame  as  Abftradb'on. 

Abluentia ,  fee  Abftergerjia. 

Ablutio ,  the  walking  of  Chy- 
micai  Medicines  with  Water,  to 
clean  fe ’em  from  their  Impurities ; 
as  likewife  the  Lye  of  Afhes,  and 
the  walking  off  of  the  acrimoni¬ 
ous  or  faline  pares  from  calcin'd 
ordifiolv’d  Matters,  by  Water,  as 
alio  the  cleaning  of  the  Body. 

Absmafus,  one  of  the  Ventri¬ 
cles  of  Animals  that  chew  the 
Cud,  in  which  there  are  reckon’d 
four,  viz.  Venter ,  Reticulum,  O- 
mafus,  and  Abomafus. 

Aborfus,  Abortios ,  Abortus ,  & 
Abortivum,  fignifie  one  and  the 
fame  thing,  viz.  an  untimely 
Birth  or  Mi  {carriage,  which  hap¬ 
pens  thro’  divers  Caufes,  inward 
and  outward,  by  defeat,  iuperfiu- 
ity,  or  depravation  of  the  nutri¬ 
tious  J  uice,  by  a  Fall,  Blow,  Fright, 
fudden  Toy,  diuretick  Medicines, 
&c.  0 

Abrabax, a  magical  Word,  com¬ 
prehending  the  Days  of  the  Year 
in  numeral  Letters. 

Abracadabra ,  a  cabaliftical 
Word  ufedasa  Charm  tofighten 
away  Diftempers. 

Abrafio ,  is  a  fuperficial  Exulce¬ 
ration  of  the  Membranous  parts,  fo 
that  feme  Articles  are  wore  off. 

Abrotanum ,  Southern-wood,  it 
is  fomewhataftringent  and  difeu- 
tient  ;  relifts  Pu trifad- ion,  cures 
the  biting  of  venomous  Creatures, 
kills  Worms,  and  is  good  for  the 
Jaundice  and  Mother-fits. 

Abfcejjio ,  is  taken  for 

a  folution  of  Continuity  that  hap¬ 
pens  frequently  in  an  impeded 
Cnfis,  from  the  morbifick  matter 
that  moves  to  another  part. 


Abfejfus,  fee  Apojlema. 

AbjciJJJo ,  or  AbfaJJion  has  a  four¬ 
fold  Signification  ;  as  i ft,  the  exit 
or  termination  of  a  Difeafe  by 
reafon  of  the  weaknefs  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient,  or  violence  of  the  morbifick 
Caufe  when  it  exceeds  the  ftrength 
of  the  Sick,  which  is  properly 
mortal,  idly ,  It  lignifies  a  kind 
of  Fradure  of  the  Bone,  when 
one  part  is  feparated  from  the  o- 
ther.  idly.  ’Tis  call’d  AbfcfJJto 
from  an  interruption  or  fupprefti- 
onof  the  Voice,  tyhly,  It  is  ta¬ 
ken  for  a  dhirurgicai  Operation 
#chen  any  Part  is  cut  off. 

Abfinthium ,  Wormwood  :  It 
ftrengthens  the  Stomach,  excites 
Appetite,  and  opens  Obftrudions. 
Some  derive  its  Name  from  the 
Abfmthii,  a  Nation  of  Font  us, 
others  from  the  Greek. 

Abforbentia,  all  Alcaline  Medi¬ 
cines,  which  qualifie,  and  as  it 
were  drink  up  acid  Humours. 

A’cfiemius,  he  who  abftains 

from  whatever  Meats  and  Drinks 

his  Phvficianbas  forbid  him.  But 
•/ 

in  a  ftrid  Senfe  it  lignifies  him 
who  abftains  from  Wine. 

Abjlerger.tia ,  fuch  Medicines  as 
confiding  of  rugged,  hard,  fharp 
and  pointed  Particles,  do  as  ’twere 
fhave  and  fcour  off  all  filth  from 
the  Superficies,  and  the  Pores  and 
PalTages  of  Bodies,  according  to 
their  different  motions.  They  are 
alfo  call’d  A'duentia>  abfterlive 
Medicines. 

Abjlinentia,  a  fading  from  Meat 
and  Drink. 

Acacia ,  according  to  Diofcori- 
des,is  a  Woody  and  Thorny  Shrub, 
from  the  ripe  Seed  of  which  is 
expreft  a  blackifh  Juice  of  the 
fame  Name,  and  a  reddifh  or 
deep  yellow  when  ’tis  not  ripe  :

Eutour  Acacia,  or  Prunus  Sylve- 
firis,  is  the  Sloe-tree  or  Thorn- 
tree,  the  infpiflated  juice  of  whole 
Fruit  is  call'd  Rob  Acacia, 

Acamatos  fignifies  the  heft  Con- 
ftitution  and  Shape  of  an  human 
Body. 

Acanacea,  all  Thiftles  that  are 
prickly,  and  have  Heads,  are  fo 
call’d. 

Acanos,  is  an  Herb  or  Shrub 
with  Prickles. 

Acantabolus,  or  Acanthabolos,  a 
Chirurgeon’s  Inftrumenf,  call’d 
alfo  Volfella,  like  a  pair  of  Pincers 
wherewith  to  takeout  any  prick¬ 
ly  fubftance  that  fhall  chance  to 
flick  to  the  Oefophagus  or  Gullet  3 
alfo  the  Fragments  of  corrupted 
^  Bones,  Bullets,  Hair,  or  any  thing 
that  by  chance  remains  in  a 
"Wound.  ’Tis  alfo  us’d  for  that 
Inftrument  wherewirh  People 
pull  out  the  Hairs  from  their 
Eyebrows.  | 

Ac  ant  ha,  the  moft  backward 
Protuberance  of  the  Vertebra, 
call’d  Spina  Dorfi 3  as  alio  the 
Thorn  of  Trees  or  Plants. 

Acanthium ,  the  fame  with 

Acanthus ,  a  Thorn,  Tree,  or 
prickly  Herb.  Acanthium  and 
Acantha  fignifie  the  fame  thing. 

Acanthus ,  Bears-breech,  fo  cal¬ 
led  from  the  refemblance  of  its 
Leaves  to  the  Bear’s  Paws. 

Acari,  a  kind  of  Lice  which 
breed  under  the  Skin :  but  the 
fame  Word  is  ufed  by  Adflotle  for 
that  fmall  creature  which  breeds 
in  Wax. 

Acarna ,  and  Acorna ,  a  prickly 
Plant.  Thefe  two  words  are  con¬ 
founded  by  feme  3  for  Acarna  is 
properly  the  Laurel-tree,  but  A- 
co'M  a  prickly  Plant  fromxsgws 
a  fharp  point.

Acaron ,  Butchers-broom  ;  the 
Root  is  one  of  the  five  opening 
Roots  3  it’s  chiefly  us’d  for  Qb- 
ftrudf ions  of  the  Liver,  the  Urine 
and  the  Courfes. 

Acarus ,  an  Animal  very  fmall. 

Acatalis  is  a  Greek  Word,  fig- 
nifying  Juniper -berries. 

Acathrafia ,  an  Impurity  of  Hu¬ 
mours  not  difeharg’d  by  Purga¬ 
tion. 

Acceleratores,  the  Mufcles  of 
the  Penis,  from  the  upper  part  of 
the  Urethra  till  it  afeends  under 
the  Os  Pubis ,  which  bind  or  con- 
ftringe  the  Corpora  Cavernoja  of 
the  Urethra. 

AcceJJio ,  fee  Paroxyfmus • 

Ac  a  dens,  fee  Symptoma. 

Arcipitrina,  the  Hawk-herb ; 
fee  Hieracium. 

Accipiter ,  an  Hawk. 

Accyfetum ,  is  a  Species  of  Aly * 
fon  3  fee  Alyffon . 

Acephalos ,  a  Monfter  without 
an  Head. 

Aceratss ,  a  pure  incorruptible 
Body. 

Acerides ,  fuch  Plaifters  as  are 
made  without  Wax. 

Acer ,  the  Maple-tree:  At  the 
beginning  of  Spring,  when  the 
Buds  grow  big,  but  before  they 
unfold  themfeives  into  Leaves, 
this  Tree  being  cut  in  the  Trunk, 
Branches,  or  Root,  yields  plenti¬ 
fully,  like  the  Birch-tree,  a  iweet 
Liquor  fit  to  be  drank.  ’Tis  call’d 
Aceris  by  Sclinus. 

Acer  bus,  fouer. 

Acervus ,  an  heap. 

Acer  us,  the  fame  with  Acer. 

Acetabulum,  Navel- wort,  the 
lame  with  Umbilicus  Veneris,  ha¬ 
ving  a  round  Leaf,  but  fomewbat 
turn’d  towards  the  end.  Ifs  cold 
and  moift,  and  fomewbat  aftrin- 
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gent}  ’tis  good  for  Inflammati¬ 
ons  and  St.  Anthony’s  Fire. 

Acetabulum,  that  Cavity  in  the 
Hucklebone  which  is  appointed 
to  receive  the  head  of  the  Thigh¬ 
bone  within  it.  Aifo  certain 
Glandules  in  the  Chorion  are  call’d 
Acetabula ,  concerning  which  fee 
Cctyledones. 

Acetabulum  was  alfb  call’d  by 
the  Ancients  a  certain  Meafure 
containing  two  ounces  and  half 
of  Wine,  and  two  ounces  and  two 
drachms  of  Oil. 

Acetaria,  Sallad- herbs,  which 
are  eat  with  Oil,  Salt,  or  Vinegar. 

Acetofa ,  Sorrel,  an  Herb  of  a 
fouriffi  fade,  whence  it  got  its 
Name.  ’Tis  cold  and  dry,  pro¬ 
vokes  Appetite,  fupprefTes  Choler 
and  quenches  Third}  wherefore 
’tis  frequently  us’d  in  Fevers. 

Acetofella .  a  ieffer  fort  of  Sorrel, 
but  of  the  fame  nature  and  kind. 

Acetum,  in  general  may  figni- 
fie  any  acid  Liquor,  whence  fome  ' 
call  the  Spirit  of  Salt,  Nitre,  Vi¬ 
triol,  &c  Acetum  \  but  in  the 
Shops,  and  where  ’tis  mention’d 
limply,  it  only  lignifies  Vinegar  of 
Wine  or  Grapes.  It  is  either  natu¬ 
ral,  didill’d,  or  compounded  with 
other  Ingredients,  as  Vinegar  of 
Roles,  Elder,  &c. 

Acetum  AlcaltSlum,  is  didill’d 
Vinegar,  which  is  faturated  and 
fharpued  with  its  proper  Alcali, 
Salt. 

Acetum  Philofopbicum ,  is  an  A- 
cid  diftill’d  from  Honey. 

Acetum  Radicatum,  the  (harped 
part  of  the  Vinegar,  which  has  its 
Phlegm  drawn  off,  and  afterward 
{Lengthen'd  with  its  own  Salt} 
whence  by  fbme  it  is  alfo  call’d 
the  Alca’ized  Vinegar. 

Ach aments ,  is  a  fort  of  Folium, 
fee  Folium. 


Acharijlum ,  a  Confedtion  a- 
gainft  Catarrhs  from  a  cold  Caufe 
and  difficulty  of  breathing. 

Achat  it  es  Lapis,  ’tis  laid  that 
it  expels  Trouble  of  the  mind. 
Some  derive  its  Name  from  A- 
chates,  a  River  in  Sicily ,  where  it 
was  found  atfird. 

Achalais,  a  fort  of  Barley. 

Achillea  &  Achilleus,fce  Mille¬ 
folium . 

Achlys ,  a  certain  dark  Didem- 
per  of  the  Eye,  which  is  reckon’d 
amongftthe  Species  of  Amblyopia 
or  Dimnefs  of  Sight. 

Achmadium,  Achman,  or  Achi - 
man  lignifies  Antimony. 

Achne  denotes  Lint,  or  the 
gumminefs  of  the  Eye,  or  fome- 
times  ’tis  taken  for  the  Spume  of 
the  Sea,  or  the  fubtile  Froth  of 
Water. 

Achor  or  Cerea,  a  Species  of  the 
Herpes  ;  a  fort  of  crufted  Scab, 
which  makes  an  itching  and  dink 
on  the  fur  face  of  the  Head,  occa- 
iion’d  by  a  ferous,  fait,  and  fharp 
matter.  The  Difference  between 
an  Achor  and  Favus  coniids  in  this, 
that  in  Achors  the  Holes  or  Cavi¬ 
ties  are  final],  and  fometimes  not 
vffible,  but  in  a  Favus  they  are 
more  large  and  conlpicuous. 

Achor tfios,  that  is  infeparable, 
call’d  fo  from  the  Accidents ,  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  and  Signs  which  always  at¬ 
tend  a  Difpontion  agreeable  to, 
or  againd  Nature  ;  fo  foftnefs  to 
an  humid  Body,  or  hardnefs  to  a 
dry  one,  are  laid  to  be  infepa¬ 
rable. 

Achroi ,  Men  that  have  !od 
their  natural  Colour,  as  melan¬ 
choly  Perfons,  Men  of  an  ill  habit 
of  Body,  and  fuch  as  are  troubled 
with  the  Jaundice, 
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AciaCelfi, the  fame  with  'Fibula 
Chimrgorum. 

Adda  Dyfpepfia,  fee  Defpepjia. 

AriduU ,  medicinal  Springs,  or 
mineral  Waters,  from  Nitre, 
Allum,  Sulphur,  &c. 

Acidus,  {harp. 

Aries,  Iron  or  Steel,  as  ufed  in 
Medicine. 

Acinefia ,  the  Immobility  of  the 
whole  Body,  or  any  part  thereof, 
asinaPalfy,  Apopelxy,  Swoon¬ 
ing,  &c. 

Acini ,  fmall  Grains  j  whether 
they  gfow  by  themfelves  as  Elder¬ 
berries,  or  be  {hut  up  in  an  Husk 
as  Grapeftones  $  nay,  fometimes 
they  are  taken  for  the  Grapes 
themfelves.  It  is  call’d  Acinus  by 
Columella ;  the  fmall  Kernels, 
which  are  fcarce  vifible,  as  well 
in  the  Liver  as  in  the  Skin,  &c. 
are  a1  fo  call’d  Acini glandulofi. 

Aciniformis  Tunica ,  the  fame 
with  the  Tunica  Uvea  of  the  Eye. 

Acinus  vel  Aconos ,  fee  Ocima- 
jlrum. 

Accipenfer ,  afortofFifh. 

Acmafiica  Febris ,  the  fame  with 
Synoehus, from  Iencreafe. 

Acmafticos,  which  is  the  fame 
with  Homotonos,  is  a  Species  of  a 
Synoch  Fever ,  which  preferves  the 
fame  Efifervefcence  or  Heat  to 
the  end  :  It  is  call’d  Empacmajlica . 
It  continually  encreafes;  and  on 
theconttary,  Faracmaflica  when 
it  decreafes. 

Acme ,  the  height  of  a  Difeafej 
many  Diftempers  have  four  Pe¬ 
riods,  the  firfl:  is  call’d  j,  or 
-the  Beginning ,  when  the  matter 
is  but  yet  raw,  as  it  were  unripe; 
the  zd  is««££fletr<s,  the  growth  or 
encreafe*  when  themorbifick  mat¬ 
ter  becomes  a  little  digefted  and 
ripened;  the  third  is  when 


*tis  fully  and  completely  fo ;  and 
then  it  is  that  the  Patient,  for 
want  of  fufficient  ifrength,  dies. 
The  fourth  is  rfetgoK/vii,  or  the  De¬ 
clension  of  a  Diftemper,  when  its 
Rage  is  abated,  and  the  Patient 
judg’d  beyond  Danger,  for  none 
die  in  the  declenfion  of  a  Difeafe. 
Acme  flgnifies  like  wife  the  utmoli 
Vigour  and  Strength  of  a  Man. 

Aconitum ,  Wolfs  bane  or  Monks* 
hood,  commonly  grows  on  barren 
Rocks,  where  there  is  no  Earth. 

Acopon,  or  Acopum ,  everything 
is  call’d  fo  that  removes  Weari- 
nefs. 

Acopum,  a  Fomentation  or 
Ointment  of  warming  andmolll- 
fying  Ingredients,  which  allays  the 
fenfe  of  Wearinefs,  contra&ed  by 
a  too  violent  motion  of  the  Body. 

Acorn  a,  fee  Acarna. 

Acorum ,  and  Acorus ,  a  fort  of 
FI  ig ;  it  is  laid  to  be  a  good  Re¬ 
medy  ag3inft  the  dimnefs  of  the 
Eyes.  In  the  Apothecaries  Shops 
the  Calamus  Aromaticus  goes  by 
that  Name  alfo. 

Acofmia ,  an  ill  Hate  of  Health 
accompanied  with  the  lofs  of 
Colour  in  the  Face. 

Acoufiica ,  fuch  Medicines  as 
help  hearing,  are  good  againft 
Deafnefs. 

Acraiy  an  Arabick  Word  deno¬ 
ting  a  Tit  llation  of  the  Genitals 
in  both  Sexes,  but  more  frequent¬ 
ly  in  Women,  with  a  fpafmodick 
tenfion  of  the  Soermatick  Veflels, 
an  Inflation  of  the  Belly,  and  cold 
Sweats. 

Acrajla,  the  Intemperature  or 
predominancy  of  the  Quality  a- 
bov'*  another  in  their  mixture. 
It  alfo  lignifies  lncontinency  a- 
bout  Eating  and  rinking,  as 
alfo  about  other  things  that  are 
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Non- Nat urals:  In  fome  places  it 
lignifies  a  Debility  or  I m poten¬ 
cy,  and  there  it  falls  in  wich  the 
Word 

A cratia,  which  fignides  Impo- 
tency,  Weaknefs,  and  Inability ; 
and  fometimes  it  is  taken  for  an 
Excefs,  and  there  falls  in  with 
Acrafia,  Incontinence;  as  when 
too  inordinate  a  Delire  over¬ 
comes  the  Man. 

Acratifma,  a  kind  of  Breakfaft 
among  the  ancient  Grecians  con¬ 
fiding  of dry’d  Bread. 

Acrijia  when  a  Diftemper  is  in 
fo  uncertain  a  condition  that  a 
Pfeylician  can  hardly  pals  a  right 
Judgment  upon  it. 

Acrocbordum ,  a  fort  of  W2rt 
very  painful,  round,  and  final!  at 
the  bottom,  call’d  Verruca  penjilis, 
or  an  hanging  Wart.  It  ligmfies 
alfo  a  Wart  under,  and  of  the 
fame  colour  with  the  Skin. 

Acromium,  the  upper  Procefs 
or  encreafe  of  the  Shoulder-blade 
or  the  top  of  the  Shoulder,  where 
the  Neck-bones  are  join’d  with 
the  Shoulder-blades. 

Acromphalum,  the  Middle  of 
the  Navel,  whereunto  is  faflned 
the  Navel  firing  of  the  Chi!d 
whilfl  in  its  Mothers  womb.  ’Tis 
call’d  alfo  Acromphalium. 

A:ros ,  the  height  and  vigour  of 
Dileafes,  and  of  Men.  It  ligmfies 
alfo  the  Prominency  of  Bones, 
the  tops  of  Fingers,  and  of  Plants. 

Acrcteriafmos ,  a  cutting  cffby 
a  Saw  any  of  the  extreme  parts 
of  the  Body  that  are  corrupted, 
of  which  the  Bones  are  perifh’d 
a  Chirurgical  Operation  in  the 
Gangrene  and  Sphacelus. 

Acte ,  Elder;  fee,  Sambucus . 

Adhy  an  Operation  or  Fundli- 
®n,  which  Men  perform  either  by 


the  Body  alone,  or  by  both  Body 
and  Mind;  and  it  is  either  Vo¬ 
luntary  or  Spontaneous ;  Volun¬ 
tary,  is  that  which  depends  upon 
the  Will,  as  Seeing,  Walking, 
Running, &c.  Spontaneous,which 
depends  not  upon  the  Will,  as  the 
cir  culation  of  the  Blood,  the  beat¬ 
ing  of  the  Heart  and  Arteries,  &c. 

Admits  Ignis ,  fcelgnis  aclualis. 

Aculei,  Thorns  or  Prickels,  the 
pointed  Extremities  of  Vegeta¬ 
bles,  which  if  touch’d,  occalion  a 
Pain. 

Acuere  is  us’d  by  the  Chymifls 
when  a  weak  Liquor  is  made 
more  penetrating  and  fit  for  diffo- 
lution  by  a  llronger ;  for  Inllance, 

|  Spirit  of  Salt  quickens  juice  of  Ci¬ 
tron,  and  Spirit  of  Nitre  diflili’d 
Vinegar,  for  the  diffolution  and 
preparation"  of  Magijlerles ;  and 
Suppolitories  are  quickned  by 
Scammony  andfuch  like  things. 

Acula} is  a  diminutive  from  Acus. 

Acumen,  hath  various  Signifi¬ 
cations,  but  when  us’d  in  Anato¬ 
my, as  th t  Acumen  of  theO;  Sacrum 
is  taken  to  be  the  Os  Coccygis  itielf, 
according  to  Deventer. 

Arus ,  Chaff. 

Aug  fo  call’d  from  the  figure 
of  a  Needle,  which  the  Sheath  of 
fome  Seeds  repreient. 

Acus,  this  alfo  belongs  to  a 
Chirurgical  Inliimment,  and  hath 
|  various  Ules,  as  the  Couching 
|  Needle,  which  is  us’d  to  remove 

ISuffulions  or  Cataradls  in  the 
Eyes;  the  Interpundlory  ones, 
which  pierce  the  Skin  in  Dropli- 
cal  Humours,  &c.  call’d  Anafarca . 
Acutella ,  that  is  Ononis. 

Acinus  Morbus,  an  Acute  Dif- 
eale,  is  that  which  is  over  in  little 
time,  but  net  without  imminent 
danger  ;  and  it  is  either  very  acute 
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or  moft  acute  ;  the  latter  is  meant 
when  the  Diftemper  is  over  in  3 
or  4 days;  but  the  former  is  that 
which  continues  till  the  -7th  day. 
Or  eife  a  Difeafe  is  call’d  /imply 
acute  when  it  Jails  1 4*  or  it  may 
be  20  days;  or  la  ft  ly,  acute  ex 
*decidentia,  which  la, its  40  days  at 
moft,  Livius  calls  it  Percelaris, 
becaufe  it  either  kills  or  cures. 

Ad  am  as,  a  Stone  fo  call’d  from 
itshardnefs,  or  a  Diamond. 

AJarce  Ad ar cion,  Adarcus ;  as 
to  its  fubftance,  his  like  the  con¬ 
creted  Froth  of  fait  Water  flick¬ 
ing  to  Sticks  and  Straws.  It  is 
very  acrid  and  hot,  and  by  reafon 
of  its  venomous  quality,  isimpof- 
fible  to  be  taken  inwardly;  it 
maybe  us’d  outwardly mixt  with 
other  things.  At  this  day  it  is 
call’d  Balia  Marinum . 

Addit amentum,  Epiphyfis,  the 
Procefs  of  the  Ulna,  or  the  infe¬ 
rior  Cubit-bone,  as  alfo  the  fame  j 
with  additions,  which  fignifies 
in  Chymiflry  fomething  put  to 
the  fubjecl  of  an  operation  to  make 
It  proceed  the  better. 

Additto,  the  fame  with  Appofitio , 
or  the  adding  any  thing  by  Art 
which  is  deficient. 

Adduftores  Mufculi,  the  con¬ 
tracting  Mufcles ;  fee  Abduffores 
Mufculi. 

Aden,  a  Glandule,  which  is  ei¬ 
ther  conglobated,  as  the  Glan¬ 
dules  of  the  Mefentery,  or  of  the 
Groin,  and  the  Pinealis,  whole 
Office  is  to  difpenfe  the  feparated 
Humours  to  tne  Veins;  or  con¬ 
glomerated  like  a  Clufter,  as  the 
Salival  Glandules,  the  pancreas, 
or  Sweetbread,  &c.  which  convey 
their  Juice  by  their  own  proper 
Channels,  into  feme  notable  Ca¬ 
vities  of  the  Body.  They  are^ 


made  up  of  feveral  little  Bladders 
and  Fibres,  or  little  hollow  Con¬ 
duits,  difpos’d  in  a  confus’d 
manner.  Aden  fbmetlmes  alfo 
fignifies  the  fame  with  Bubo. 
o  Adephagia,  the  Gregdinefs .  of 
Children,  who  e’ry  now  and  then 
fall  to  frefh  feeding,  before  their 
former  Vi&ualsare  digefted. 

Adeps ,  or  Pinguedo ,  Fat,  is  a 
fimiiar  part,  made  of  earthy  and 
fulphureous  Blood,  white,  fofr„ 
infen fible,  apt  to  prefer ve  natural 
heat  and  nourifh  the  Body  in  time 
of  need.  Adeps  and  Pinguedo 
differ  in  this,  that  Adeps  is  a 
thicker,  harder,  and  more  earthy 
Subfiance  than  Pinguedo.  The  Fat 
which  is  particularly  meant  by 
Adeps,  flows  from  the  Blood  thro” 
peculiar  VefTeis,  into  little  Bags 
or  Bladders  appropriate  there¬ 
unto;  as  is  plain  from  the  Obfer- 
vation  of  Malpighius. 

Adepti,  Chymical  Philofophers, 
fuch  as  aClually  have,  or  pretend 
to  have  the  Philofopher’s  Stone. 

Adianthium,  Maidenhair;  It 
removes  the  tartareous  and  vifcous 
Mucilage  that  is  contain’d  in  the 
Lungs;  and  therefore  ’tis  good 
for  thofe  that  have  Coughs  and 
fhort  Breath,  and  for  thofe  that 
have  Pain  in  the  Sides,  Kidneys 
or  Bladder. 

Adiaphorous ,  Salts  or  Spirits 
are  fuch  as  remarkably  abound 
neither  with  acid  nor  alkaliac  parts. 

Adiapneu/lia,  is  when  the  natu¬ 
ral  perfpiration  thro’  the  infenfi- 
ble  Pores  of  the  Body  is  flopt, 
impair’d  or  abolifh’d.  It  is  alfo 
the  primary  caufe  of  Fevers,  when 
the  fuliginous  Effluvia  cannot 
exhale  thro’  the  habit  of  the  Body 
by  the  cutaneous,  but  are  forc’d 
to  return  to  the  mafs  of  Humours,

Adjutorium  Os,  fee  Humerus }  fo 
called,  becaufe  it  is  very  inftru- 
mental  in  lifting  up  of  the  Arm. 

Adnata,  Tunica ,  the  common 
Membrane  of  the  Eye,  called  Con¬ 
junctive.  It  fprings  from  the  Scull,  | 
grows  to  the  exterior  part  of  the  l 
Tunica  Cornea  5  and  that  the  vifi-  l 
ble  Species  may  pafs  there,  leaves  a  I 
round  Cavity  forward,  to  which  is  | 
annexed  another  Tunic ,  without  I 
any  particular  Name,  made  up  E 
of  the  Tendons  of  thofe  Mufcles  j 
which  move  the  Eye.  By  reafon  | 
of  its  Whitenefs,  it’s  called  Atbu-  j 
ginea . 

Adnata ,  or  Adnafcentia, five  Ap¬ 
pendices,  Branches  which  fome- 
times  fproutoutof  the  Stalk. 

Adonis  Flos ,  AJoni’s  Flower. 

Aior ,  femen  Adoreum^  fee  Zea. 

Ad  pondus  omnium,  fignifies  that 
the  laft  prefcrib’d  Medicine  ought 
to  weigh  as  much  as -all  the  other 
Medicines  prefcrib’d  before ;  as  for 
inftan ce, Crabs  Eyes  and  Antimony, 
Diaphoretic!?,  of  each  half  a  dram  3 
of  Sugar,  as  much  as  the  Weight 
of  the  whole,  i.  e.  one  dram. 

Adra,  Rhiza,  ’ris  an  hard  and 
thick  Root,  commonly  underftood 
of  the  Arifiolochia. 

Adracbine ,  fee  Andrachne. 

Adrop  is  a  Spagyrical  term,  de¬ 
noting  either  the  very  Body,  or 
that  Lead  out  of  which  Mercury 
ought  to  be  chofe  for  the  Philofo- 
pher’s  Stone. 

Adfiricloria3  fee  Afiringentia.  * 


JEgagropilus,  a  Ball  of  Hair  or 
Wool  made  or  form’d  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach  of  the  Rock  Goats ,  of  an  Ob¬ 
long,  rarely  of  a  round  Figure, 
conlifting  of  a  double  Subftance, 
the  interior  of  which  looks  like 
Fibres  of  Roots,  or  the  Filaments 
or  Threads  from  the  concreted 
juice  of  Plants}  the  outward 
part,  like  a  Leather  Skin,  refem- 
bling  fometimes  a  woody  Bark, 
fometimes  a  ftony  Cruft,  of  an 
Afh  or  black  Colour,  and  of  vari¬ 
ous  Sizes }  and  this  Experience 
hath  prov’d  to  be  Medicinal  in 
various  Cafes. 

Agger,  the  Sick. 

Agilops,Angilops,znd  Anchylops , 
is  a  little  Swelling  about  the  Glan¬ 
dule  of  the  Eye,  called  Caruncula 
major,  for  the  moft  part  accompa¬ 
nied  with  an  Inflammation.  An¬ 
chylops  and  Agilops  are  often  ufed 
indifferently}  yetfome  for  diftin- 
(ftion’s  fake  fay,  that  Anchylops  is  a 
Swelling  betwixt  the  greater  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  Eye  and  the  Nofe,  not  yet 
open  3  but  that  Agilcps  is  a  Swel¬ 
ling  betwixt  the  Nofe  and  Angle 
oftheEye,  whichifitbe  notfeafo- 
nably  open’d,  the  Bene  underneath 
grows  putrified.  JEgilops  is  often 
taken  for  the  Fifinla  Lachrymalis. 

Agilops,  an  Herb  which  isfaid 
to  cure  the  Difeafe  of  the  Eyes, 
called  JEgilops. 

JEgoceros,  F&num  Gr&cum. 

JEgolethron ,  a  certain  kind  of 
Crowfoot,  called  FlammuU, 

JEgyptiacum  XJnguentum ,  is  a  ve¬ 
ry  cleaniing  Medicine  for  Ulcers. 
It  is  improperly  call’d  an  Oint¬ 
ment,  flnee  there  is  neither  Oil 
or  any  other  fat  Subftance  in  its 
Compofition. 

JEipathia,  a  Faflion  of  long 
Continuance. 

JEigleuces, 
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Aigleuces ,  a  fort  offweet  Wine 
like  Muft,  which  is  made  from 
Mufi,  by  Fermentation  in  ftone 
Bottles  in  the  he3t  of  the  Sun. 

Aquihbrium,  a  Mechanical 
term,  iignifying  Equality  of  Pro¬ 
portion  in  folid  or  fluid  Bodies, 
whether  in  Motion  or  Reft. 

Aer  Ingenitus  or  Jnnatus,  is  that 
which  is  contain’d  betwixt  the 
Membrane  of  the  Tympanum,  and 
the  Tympanum  it  felf. 

Areolus ,  or  Areolum,  a  Greek 
Weight,  equal  to  two  Grains 
when  the  Scruple  contained  twen¬ 
ty  four  Grains. 

Aerification  is  therelblving  wa¬ 
ter  into  Air  itlelf  by  Fermentation. 

Aeromeli ,  Manna,  or  Aerial 
Honey,  fee  Manna. 

Aerofis ,  is  an  Attenuation  of  the 
Blood,  and  refolution  or  fubtili- 
zation  of  it  into  a  Vapour,  for 
the  continuation  of  the  vital  Spi¬ 
rits,  and  the  Nutrition  of  the  vi¬ 
tal  Flame. 

Aruginofa  Bilis,  fee  Bills. 

Arugo  live  Viride  Airis,  is  when 
Copper  is  reduc’d  into  a  green 
and  friable  Subftance  by  Acids  ; 
Verdegreafe. 

Aryfipelus  is  often  put  (tho’ 
falfe)  for  Eryfiplas,  which  fee. 

As,  Copper,  is  a  Metal  harder 
than  Lead,  fofter  than  Iron,  con- 
lifting  of  Sulphurous,  Mercurial, 
and  Saline  Parts,  its  Gravity  to 
that  of  Water  is  as  eight  to  one. 

Afchos,  II gni lies  Deformity,  e- 
fpeciaiy  of  the  Body,  or  any  par¬ 
ticular  Limb. 

Afichynomene,  the  Herb  called 
Noli  me  tang  ere. 

Afculus,  or  rather  Eficulus,  a 
Tree  that  bears  Mafi. 

Afiuarium,  the  fame  that  Vapo¬ 
rarium. 


Atas,  part  of  the  Duration  of 
Life,  wherein  humane  Bodies  un¬ 
dergo  a  conliderable  and  fenlible 
Change.  And  it  is  Sixfold,  i.  Pue - 
ritia,  Childhood,  which  is  reckon¬ 
ed  to  the  Fifth  Year  of  our  Age,  is 
diftinguifh’d  into  the  time  before, 
at,  and  after  breeding  of  Teeth. 
z.  Adole [cent i ay  Youth,  reckon’d  to 
the  Eighteenth,and  Youth  proper¬ 
ly  fo  call’d  to  the  Twenty-fifth 
Y ear.

Athales,  the  Herb  Semper  Vi - 
vum ,  fo  called,  becaule ’tis  always 
Green. 

Athiopisy  an  Herb  with  very 
downy  Leaves,  brought  into  Eu¬ 
rope  out  of  Athiopia. 

Athiops  Minera1,  is  a  Prepara¬ 
tion  with  one  part  of  Quickfilver, 
and  two  parts  of  Flower  of  Sul¬ 
phur,  well  mix'd  together  ;  and 
the  Sulphur  being  burnt  from  the 
Quickfilver,  there  remains  a  black 
Powder,  which  lbme  make  ufe  of1 
in  the  Venereal  Diieafe,  from  two 
to  eight  Grains,  tis  called  Athi~ 
ops  from  its  blaclcnefs.

Albuginea  oculi ,  a  white  Tunic 
of  the  Eye,  which  proceeds  from 
the  Pericranium ,  grows  to  the  Tu¬ 
nica  Cornea,  and  leaves  a,  hole  for¬ 
ward  for  the  opening  of  the  Apple 
of  the  Eye.

The  Skin  which  immediately  con¬ 
tains  the  Teflicle  is  alfo  call'd  Al¬ 
buginea,  from  its  white  Colour.

Alcahefiy  or  Alkabefi ,  is  laid 
to  be  the  general  Refolvent,  Ever- 
lafting,  and  Immutable,  which  re¬ 
duces  every  vilible  Body  into  a  Li¬ 
quor  of  its  own  Concrete,  prefer- 
ving  the  Power  of  its  Seeds,  and 
its  natural  Elfential  Form  whole. 
This  is  very  great,  if  the  EffetSt  be 
anfwerahle,  and  yet  every  one  at¬ 
tributes  the  lame  to  his  own  Pro- 
cefs.  Some  take  it  for  Mercury 
prepar'd,  others  for  Tartar}  but 


whether  there  were  ever  fuch  a 
Liquor,'  or  luchan  univerfal  Men¬ 
struum,  I  much  doubt. 

Alcali,  all  fuch  Salt,  without 
an  Acid,  and  that  ferments  with 
an  Acid  as  is  extradited  from  the 
Allies  of  any  Subftances  by  a  boil¬ 
ed  Lixivium  or  Lie.  ’Tis  faid  to 
borrow  its  Name  from  the  Herb 
Kali ,  with  whofe  Salt  the  Egypti¬ 
ans  as  well  as  we, make  Glafs.  Our 
Glafs-Makers  call  it  Souda :  It  foon 
ferments,  if  mix’d  with  an  Acid. 
Alcali  is  of  t hree  forts :  The  Vola¬ 
tile  Alcali,  luch  as  is  drawn  out  of 
living  Creatures,  as  that  ofHartf. 
horn.  Urine,  &c.  The  fix'd  Alcali 
is  that  extradited  from  the  Afhes  of 
Vegetables,  as  the  Sait  of  Worm- 
Wood,  Tartar,  <&c.TheMetallic\ 
and  Rocky  Alcali ,  becauie  Metals 
and  Stones  will  ferment  with,  and 
be  diffoiv’d  by  Acids.  Untothefs 
Some  add  mix’d  Ale  aids ,  as  Nitre, 
Ailum,  all  forts  of  Vitriols,  &c. 

Alcalfiatio,  is  when, for  inftance. 
Spirit  of  Wine  is  impregnated  with 
fome  Alcali  fothat  the  Menfiruum 

imay  become  more  diilblvent. 
Alcaol ,  is  Lac  acetofium,  or 
Qmckfilver. 

Alee ,  alces,  that  is.  Force  and 
Strength,  from  a  Creature  of  ex¬ 
cellent  Strength  of  that  Name. 

Alcea,  Vervain y  Mallow,  tis  rec¬ 
kon’d  amongft  Empiaftickand  E- 
mollient  Medicines ;  and  as  it  is 
like,  fo  it  agrees  in  Virtue  with 
the  Mallow.  It  is  derived  from 
biAx.fi  Strength,  Vigour ;  becaufe’ 
it  is  judg’d  a  mold  powerful  Reme¬ 
dy  in  the  Dijentery  and  Ruptures. 

Alee  do,  a  fore  of  Bud  that 

breeds  m  the  Sea. 

Alchitrum ,  is  Oyl  of  Jumper, 
liquid  Pitch,-  and  alfo  fignifies 
Arfenick  prepar’d  by  wafbing. 

B  Alchytramj 
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Alckytram,  is  call’d  the  faeces 
of  Diftillation. 

Alcbymia ,  or  Ahhem'ut,  relates 
chiefly  to  Tranfmutation  of  Me¬ 
tals,  for  the  reft  it  is  the  fame  with 
Chymta. 

Alchymilla,  Ladies  Mantle,  ’tis 
an  excellent  Wound-herb,  ’tis  hot 
and  dry,  and  aftringent  ;  it  flops 
bleeding;  the  Leaves,  the  Tops, 
and  the  Roots  are  ufed  in  vulne¬ 
rary  Potions,  Powders,  Plafters 
and  Ointments :  ’Tis  alfo  call'd 
Fss  Leonh ,  from  its  round  and 
broad  Leaves, like  the  Lion’s  Paw. 

Alcibiadium  and  Alctbium,  Vi¬ 
pers,  Buglofs,  fo  call  d,  becaufe 
Aicibius  firft  found  out  the  Virtue 
of  it  for  the  biting  of  Vipers. 
Alcocalum,  (eeCbiera. 

Alcohol,  the  purer  Subftance  of 
any  thing  feparated  from  the  im- 
pUrer.  It  fignifks  alfo  moft  fubtil 
and  refin’d  Duft  or  Powder;  and 
fometimtsa  moft  highly  rectified 
Spirit,  which  when  fet  on  fire, 
burns  quite  away,  without  leaving 
any  Phlegm  behind  it.  It  is  an 
Arabian  Word.  1 1  likewife  de¬ 
notes  two  different  things,  firft,  a 
fubtil  or  palpable  Powder,  or  elfe 
a  Spirit  re&ified  by  various  Diftil- 
lations,  but  the  modern  Chymifts 
apply  the  Word  Alcool  chiefly  to 
what  they  call  an  ^Etherial  fubtil 
Spirit.

Alimentum,F\oxir\{hment  which 
is  either  Meat  or  drink,  compos’d 
offucha  Subftance,  the  moft  mi¬ 
nute  Particles  whereof  may  pafs 
tho’  the  fmaller  pafidges  of  our 
Body  and  fo  afford  nourifhment. 
Upon  the  account  of  its  different 
degrees  ’tis  taken  three  ways  by 
Hypo  crates  ;  oneis  for  future  Nou¬ 
rifhment,  which  Paffes  from  the 
Mouth  into  the  Ventricle  or  Sto¬ 
mach  ;  another  is  for  thac  which 
is  as  it  were  for  Nourifhment,  and 
that  is  the  Arterious  Blood  and 
Animal  Spirits;  the  third  is  true 
or  proper  Nourifhment,  that 
which  faftens  to  the  parts,  and  at 
laft  is  affimilated  into  their  Nature. 

Alindefis ,  an  Exercitation  of 
the  Body,  wherein  People  fir  ft  a- 
nointing  with  Oil,  us’d  afterward 
to  roil  themfelves  in  the  Duft. 

Aliocub  figniftes  the  fame  as 
Sal-Armoniac. 

Alip&nos ,  Leannefs,  or  a  depri¬ 
vation  of  Fat  by  dry  external 
Medicines,  fuch  as  are  appiy’d  to 
raw  Wounds  to  fuppreis  Inflam¬ 
mation,  and  quicken  Conglutition. 


Alipafma,  a  fmall  Duft,  which 
mixt  with  Oil,  isufed  to  be  rubbed 
into  the  Body  to  hinder  fweating. 

Al'fma  is  the  Water  Plantain ,  as 
fome  will  have  it.  See  Saponaria . 

Alites ,  Birds. 

Alitura,  Nourifhment,  the  Acti¬ 
on  of  a  live  Body,  whereby  the 
perpetual  wafte  of  Blood,  Spirits, 
and  Subftance  is  continually  re¬ 
pair’d  by  the  accefiion  of  new 
Nutritious  Juice,  rightly  prepar’d 
and  fermented,  and  then  ftuck  up¬ 
on  the  parts  that  are  to  be  nourifh’d. 

Alkahejl,  fee  Alcahefi . 

Alkali,  fee  Alcali. 

Alkanzi,  an  Ele&uary  or  Con« 
feftion. 

Alkara ,  a  Cucurbit. 

Alkermes,  a  J  uice  or  Confeft ion 
of  that  Name* 

Alhekengi,  Winter  cherries. 

Alkiam  is  call’d  the  nourifhing 
Spirit  that  governs  Man,  by  which 
the  con ver lion  of  the  Nutrition 
and  the  generation  of  the  Animal 
is  made ;  and  by  this  the  Man 
fubfifts,  for  ’tis  the  Subftance  that 
mixeth  all  the  reft. 

Alkibric  is  Sulphur  vivum}  or 
incombuftible  Sulphur. 

Alkin ,  Pot-afhes. 

Allantoides,  the  Urinary  Tunic 
placed  betwixt  the  Amnion  and 
the  Chorion,  which  by  the  Navel 
and  Urachus  receives  the  Urine 
that  comes  out  of  the  Bladder, 
’Tis  call’d  like  wife  Farciminalisy 
becaufe  that  in  many  Brutes  ’tis 
of  the  fhape  of  a  Gut-pudding; 
but  in  Man  and  fome  other  few 
Animals  ’tis  round,  and  like  the 
thin  fofc  Skin  which  wrappeth 
the  Child  in  the  Womb. 

Alleluja,  fi  v  e  O  xy  trip  by  Uu  m ,  ft  vq 
TrifoUum  acetofum ,  Woodforrel. 

B  a  Alii  ar  arts 
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Alliar&ns.  a  Spag)r;cal  Term 
in  thebufn  efsof  the  Philofopher’s 
Stone,  ftgnif'ying  the  PhiJoiophi- 
cai  Brafs,  the  white  Brafs,  the 
Water  of  Mercury,  and  the  Liliy 
ftiiptfrom  the  Thorns. 

Alii  aria,  and  AlUaris,  Jack  by 
the  Hedge  ;  Country  People  ule 
it  in  Sauces;  when  his  green  it 
provokes  Urine,  when  his  dry  it 
expels  Poifon;  being  boil’d  in 
Wine,  or  mix’d  with  Honey,  it 
cures  old  Coughs  ;■  if  rubb’d  be¬ 
twixt  your  Fingers,  it  fmellslike 
Gariick. 

Allium, G arlick,  this  being  beat 
up  with  Lard,  and  apply’d  to  the 
Soles  of  the  Feet,  opens  the  ft  op- 
pages  of  the  Lungs. 

Allicticiim ,  a  Galenical  Medi¬ 
cine,  which  by  fermentation  and 
cleanfing  alters  and  purifies  the 
B’ood,  boil’d  up  for  the  moil  part 
of  the  root  of  Sowthiftle,  Cichory 
Fennel,  Endive,  Letticc,  Currans, 
Sorrel,  £>:c. 

Altnarhapta ,  Mercury. 

1  Almene ,  Sal  Gem, 

Almizadir,  Verdegreefe. 

Alnec ,  Tin. 

Alnus ,  the  Alder- tree,  the  green 
Leaves  ,of  this  Tree  apply'd  to 
Tumours,  difcufles  them,  and 
takes  offlnflamatior.s.  The  wood 
cf  this  Treeis  ftubborn,  and  very 
apt  to  break. 

Aloe,  Aloes,  the  Juice  ofa  cer¬ 
tain  Plant,  of  which  there  are 
divers  kinds,  as  the  Indian,  the 
Arabian,  American,  Egyptian.  It 
has  thick  and  long  Leaves,  and 
white  Flowers;  its  Juice  is  very 
bitter,  which  being  infpiftated,  is 
brought  to  us  out  of  Arabia  and 
Egypt.  You  meet  now  with  four 
forts  in  the  Shops,  which  differ 


only  in  being  more  or  lefs  refin’d  : 
For  the  groffeft  and  blacked  is 
called  Alloe  Cab  Mina  :  The  purer 
fort  Hepatica ,  being  of  a  Liver 
Colour  :  The  more  pure  iort 
Succotrina ,  from  its  Colour,  refeni  - 
bl  no;  to  that  of  a  Citron ,  cr  rather 
from  the  I fie  of  Stteotaria, whereit 
grows  in  abundance;  and  the  pu- 
reft  of  ail  Lucida ,  being  tranipa- 
rent.  It  purges  gently. 

Aloetica ,  are  Medicines  which 
'chiefly  confift  of  Aloes. 

Alogotrophia ,  is  a  difproporti- 
onate  Nutrition,  when  one  part  of 
the  Body  is  nourifhed  moreorlefs 
than  another,as  in  the  Rickets, 

Alopecia ,  according  to  T liny , 
Capillcrum  dejluvium ,  a  (bedding 
of  the  Hair,  ib  call’d  from  a  Fox, 
whole  Urine  is  Paid  to 
make  places  bald  and  barren  for  a 
Year;  or  from  a  Difeafe  peculiar 
to  a  Fox.  It  is  call’d  like  wife, 
aepAoris,  from  the  figure,  becaufe 
that  the  parts  fmooth  and  defti- 
i ute  of  Hair,  look  winding  like  a 
Serpent,  in  Greek  o<pi<z.  Itiscom- 
inon  to  both  thefe  Diftempers, 
that  the  Hairs  fall  off  areatim,  i.e. 
by  (bedding;  whence  in  general, 
this  Dif  afe  is  call’d  Area. 

Alopecuroides  Grzmen,  Fox-tail 
Grafs. 

Alo/apifcis,  or  Alaufa,  a  little 
Fifli,  call’d  Clupea  by  the  Latins 
by  us  a  Shad. 

Alphenic,  an  Arabick  Word, 
fignifying  Hordeated  or  Barley- 
fugar. 

Alphitidon  is  a  Fraflure,  when 
the  Bones  are  broken  into  a  great 
many  pieces. 

Alphas ,  or  Vitiligo ,  is  thus  de- 
ferib’d  by  Celfas ;  A  Diftemper 
wherein  the  white  Colour  of  the 

Ski.ii 
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'  Skin  is  fomewhat  rough,  not  con¬ 
tinued,  but  rather  like  To  many 
fever  a]  Drops:  Sometimes  it  di- 
fperies  it  felt  wider,  but  with  fome 
Interftices. 1  Alphas  is  likewife 
call'd  Morpk&a.  It  differs  from 
Leuce,  in  that  it  penetrates  not 
fo  deep. 

Alratica,  is  when  the  Womb 
of  the  Woman  is  not  perforate, 
or  that  the  Orifice  is  very  final), 
and  it  may  be  either  naturally  cr 
accidentally. 

Alfine,  duckweed,  caTd  like- 
wife  Auricula  Muris,  and  Mcrfus 
Galling  from  the  fhape  of  its 
Leaves,  and  becaufe  Birds  are 
fond  of  it.  It  cools  and  npoiffens 
moderately ;  upon  which  account 
it  is  good  for  Inflammations,  and 
agjinft  heat,  either  taken  inward¬ 
ly,  or  outwardly  applied:  It  is 
good  for  fuch  as  are  in  wafting 
Conditions. 

Aljiracojlum ,  is  the  Name  of  a 
compound  Medicine  in  Fevers, 
of  great  Warmth,  and  much 
commended  by  Mefue. 

Alter  an  tut,  the  fame  with  Alli- 
tica . 

Alter  at  io  hath  various  fignifi- 
cations;  genarally  it  denotes  a 
contradiftindl  change  of  Quali¬ 
ties,  that  is,  into  another  Nature, 
and  a  Tranfition  into  a  different 
State  from  the  prefent ;  in  which 
fignifi cation  are  alfo  underdcod 
the  Evacuations,  &c.  Fallopius 
effablifheth  a  threefold  Alteration  ; 
one  which  hurts  not,  as  the 
blacknefs  of  the  Skin ;  another 
which  is  entirely  beyond  Nature, 
and  doth  mifchief;  and  a  third 
which  is  in  a  middle  way,  and 
hath  relation  to  the  Condition, 
how  far  it  exceeds  or  adls  agree¬ 
able  to  Mature,

Arsenic. 

Alth&a,  Fit  feus,  vel  ibifcits,  by 
the  Apothecaries  Bifmalva,  Mal- 
vavifeus ,  and  Evijcus,  Mar fh~ Mal¬ 
lows.  Itfoftens,  difeuffes,  eafis 
Pain,  brings  Tumours  to  Suppu¬ 
ration,  and  corredls  fharp  Hu¬ 
mours;  the  Heib,  the  Root,  and 
the  Seeds  are  all  good  for  the  fame 
purpofi.  ’Tis  chiefly  u fed  for  Di- 
fiafes  of  the  bladder,  the  Stone  of 
the  Kidneys,  and  for  an  Affhma 
and  Pluiify,  his  alio  ufed  in  Gli- 
ffers  ard  Catap’afms. 

Altoli&oim ,  call’d  by  Belmont 
Paracelfus’j  Clay. 

Aludel ,  or  Aludelli ,  fiiblimatory 
Glaffes  without  Bottoms,  put  one 
upon  the  top  of  another,  and  fitted 
to  the  Pot  that  is  under  them  us’d 
in  Chymical  Sublimations. 

Alvearium ,  the  Cavity  of  thein- 
ward  Ear,  near  the  paffage  which 
conveys  the  Sound  where  that  yel¬ 
low  and  bitter  excrementitious 
fluff  is  bred. 

Alvecli DentiumStw  Moenist,  the 
Cavities  of  the  Jaws  wherein  the 
Teeth  are  placed. 

Alvifluxus, the  fame  with  Diar- 
rk&a. 

Alviduca,  Laxative  Medicines. 

Abus,  the  Cavity  of  the  Abdo¬ 
men  cr  Belly,  containing  the  Li¬ 
ver,  Spleen,  lnteftines,  Reins, 
Bladder,  &>c. 

Airmen,  Alum,  of  which  there 
are  commonly  found  in  the  Shops, 
Firff}the  Arumen  Rupeum, or  Rech* 
allurn Second,  the  Blum  sum*  or 
plumofum ;  concerning  which  fie 
Alumianthus  ;  Third  the  Si  file  \ 
Fourth  the  Saccharinum,  prepa¬ 
red  of  Rocb-allum ,  the  Whites  of 
B  1  Eggs, 
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Eggs,  and  Rofe  water,*  the  Fifth 
is  call'd  Alumen  Catinum ,  tho’  it 
be  no  Allum,  properly  fpsaking, 
but  only  a  Salt  extracted  out  of 
certain  Woods,  and  Pot-afhes,  and 
Well  reverberated.  There  is  alfo  a- 
nother  kind,  call'd  Roman  Allum 
not  unlike  the  Rock- allum #  but  of  a 
pale  red  Colour  :  But  that  which 
is  common  in  ufe  is  Roch- allum.  | 

Aluta,  fignifies  a  '‘Skin  in  gene¬ 
ral,  from  whence  the  Workmen 
that  drefs  them  are  call’d  Alutari , 
or  Skinners^ 

Alvus  aftriaa,  CoAive. 

Alvus  Fluida,  a  Loofnefs. 

Alvus  is  call’d  the  lower  Belly, 
by  which  the  natural  Excretion  of 
the  Rues  is  made,  this  fome- 
times  in  a  Latitude  of  Health, 
and  in  a  preternatural  State  exceeds 
and  fometimes  is  deficient,  which 
we  call  either  Coflivenefs ,  when 
the  Belly  is  bound,  or  Loofnefs , 
when  it  is  folubile,  to  the  lafi  of 
which  belongs  Li  enterics  and  Di- 
arrh&ds. 

Alypov  ,8c  Alypia,  White  Turbith. 

Alyjfon,  an  Herb  that  cures  the 
bitingof  mad  Dogs. 

Atnalgomatio ,  five  Amalgama, 
the  co-mixture  of  Metals  with 
Mercury,  or  reducing  of  Metals 
into  aPafieby  Mercury. 

Amaracum^nodov'iferous  Herb. 

Amaranthus. an  Herb  the  Flower 
whereof  never  withers. 

Amdrella ,  Milkwort. 

Am  at  orius,  or  the  Ogling  Muf- 
eles  feated  in  either  Eye,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Bart  holme  and  Bidloo. 

Amaurofis,  a  dimnefs  of  Sight 
whether  the  Objeft  be  plac’d  near  ‘ 
or  at  a  difiance,«  but  fo,  that  no 
external  Fault  appear  in  the  Eye, 
if  you  infpedf  it  ever  fb  narrowly  : 
The  Defeat  confifis  in  the  Qbfiru- 


flion  of  the  Optick  Nerve.  It  is 
call’d  alfo  Gutta  fenna. 

Amanfum,  or  Smalt-,  capable 
cf  an  eafy  Fufion  *,  the  Amaufazre 
of  various  Colours,  according  to 
the  Variety  of  Matter  of  which 
they  are  made. 

Amber  vel  Ambra ,  vid ,  Ambra 

Gryfea . 

Ambervalis ,  the  Flower  of  an 
Herb  that  fiourifhes  at  Vroceffion - 
ing  time. 

Ambe ,  a  fuperficial  jutting  out 
of  the  Bones:  Alfo  a  Chirurgeon’s 
Inftrument,with  which  disjointed 
Bones  are  fet  again. 

Amblofis, the  lame  with  Abortus. 

Amblotica,  Medicines  which 
caufe  Abortion,as  are  all  Diureticks. 

Amblyopia,  dulnefs  of  Sight, 
which  is  fourfold,  Myopia ,  Presby¬ 
tia,  Ny Halopi a ,  and  Amaurofis  of 
which  in  their  proper  places. 

Ambons. ,  the  lame  with  Ambe. 

Ambra  Gryfea ,  Ambergreale 
a  kind  of  Bitumen,  cafi  up  out  of 
the  Sea.  It  is  certainly  a  Vegeta¬ 
ble,  tho’  fometimes  it  be  alfo  found 
in  the  Whale ,  who  quefiionlefs 
fwallowsit.  It  is  found  near  the 
Shoar  of  Japan,  the  Ifies  of  Mo¬ 
lucca  and  of  Mauritius ,  on  the 
wefiern  Shoar  of  the  lUe  of  Suma¬ 
tra,  of  Borneo,  and  of  Cape  Cor¬ 
morant.  The  gray  is  the  befi, 
which  being  prick’d  with  Nee¬ 
dle,  diftils  a  fat  Juice,  The  Black; 
and  the  white  are  Adulterated. 

Ambrifio ,  fee  Botrys. 

Ambrofia,  a  folid  Medicine  pre¬ 
par’d  as  grateful  and  pleafant  as  can 
be.  It  feems  to  take  its  Name 
from  the  Meat  of  the  Gods,  becaule 
they  are  Laid  to  eat  Ambrofia ,  and 
drink  Nottar. 

Ambulatio ,  the  fpreadingofa 
Gangreen  or  Inflammation,  is  fo 
called  by  the  Surgeons.  Am- 
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Ambulo ,  the  Name  of  a  Dileafe 
that  is  flatulent  and  furious,  call’d 
the  furious  Flatus  $  it  is  a  Wind 
with  various  periodical  Pains,  a- 
riflng  from  fubtil  Vapors  in  diffe¬ 
rent  parts  of  the  Body. 

Ambujiio, a  Solution  of  th eCon- 
tinuum ,  caufed  by  fome  External 
Burning,  which  always  offends  the 
Cuticula,  very  often  the  Cutis,  and 
fometimesalfo  the  Mufcles,  Veins, 
Arteries,  Nerves,  and  Tendons. 

Amelias,  an  Herbfb  call’d  from 
the  River  Mella ,  in  France,  near 
which  it  grows  plentifully. 

Amentia  or  Dementia  Madnefs 
or  Foolifhnefs. 

Amentum,  the  fame  with  Ala- 
men  Vlumofum,  feu  Amianthus » 

Amethodicum ,  that  which  is 
done  without  any  Methodical 
Rational  Prefcription,  as  your 
Empyrieks  or  Quacks  do. 

Amethyjlus,  the  Amethyjl,z  pre¬ 
cious  Stone  of  a  purple  Colour  5  it 
grows  in  the  Faft  Andies,  the  rocky 
Arabia ,  in  Armenia ,  Egypt,  Gala¬ 
tia,  Thar  [us,  Cyprus,  Bohemia ,  See. 

Amianthus,  a  kind  of  Stone  like 
the  AlumenFlumofum,  which  two 
are  often  taken  promifcuoufly  for 
one  another,  though  they  differ  in 
this,  that  the  Amianthus  being 
caft  in  the  Fire,  it  will  not  burn. 
It  is  call’d  Earthfiax,  or  Salaman¬ 
ders  hairs . 

Arninmm  Vinum ,  an  Italian 
Wine,  thought  by  fome  to  be  the 
Vinum  Falernum. 

Amma ,  or  Br  at  her  ium, or  Subli - 
gaculum,  a  fort  of  Girdle  call’d  a 
Trufs,  ufedin  Ruptures ,  to  hinder 
the  falling  out  of  the  Intefiines.  It 
isalfo  call’d  Brachile  or  Brachiale. 

Ammi,  Bifhopfweed,  the  Seed 
of  it  is  one  of  the  four  leffer  hot 
Seeds  5  it  incides,  opens,  and 
dries  j  ’tis  good  for  the  Gripes, 


Difficulty  of  Urine,  and  the  biting 
of  Venomous  Creatures:  Tis 
mix’d  with  Blifter  Plaiflers,  to 
prevent  difficulty  of  Urine,  which 
ufually  comes  upon  the  ufe  of  fuch 
Medicines. 

Ammion ,  or  Minium. 

Ammochojia,  a  kind  of  Remedy 
fo  call’d  that  is  proper  for  drying 
the  Body,  being  laid  upon  Sand, 
and  cover’d  over  with  Sand  it 
ought  to  be  Sea,  and  not  River 
Sand,  becaufe  the  latter  is  moifier. 

Ammochryips  is  a  Clay  of  a  Gol¬ 
den  Colour,  found  at  the  Baths  in 
Svpijferland. 

Ammoniacum  Gumrni ,  five 
Hammoniacum,  Gum  Ammoni- 
ack ;  a  Tear  dropping  from  a  Tree 
which  grows  near  the  Temple  of 
Jupiter  Bammon  in  Ajfrica.  It  ap¬ 
pears  like  Frankincenfe,of  a  whitifh 
Colour,  interperfed  with  fome 
Seeds  like  thole  of  the  Angelica. 
It  has  an  Aromatick  Tafte,  in¬ 
clining  to  bitter. 

Amna,  Varacelfus  calls  Water 
that  runs  thro’  Chalk  by  this  Name. 

Amnion ,  five  Charts  Virginia , 
the  Membrane  with  which  the 
Foetus  in  the  Womb  is  moft  imme¬ 
diately  clad,  which  with  the  reft 
of  the  Secmdine j  the  Chorion- and 
Alantois ,  is  ejefted  after  the  Birth 
it  is  whiter  and  thinner  than  the 
Chorion  :  It  contains  not  only  the 
Foetus,  but  the  nutritious  Humour, 
whence  the  Foetus  by  the  Mouth 
and  Throat  fucks  its  Nouriih- 
ment.  It  is  outwardly  cloath’d 
with  the  Urinary  Membrane,  and 
the  Chorion ,  which  lometimes  Hick 
fo  clofe  to  one  another,  that  they 
can  fcarce  be  feparated. 

Amolyntum ,  a  Medicine  which 
will  not  defile  the  Hands  that 
touch  it. 
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A momum\  What  the  Amomum 
of  the  Ancients  was,  is  uncertain ; 
fome  will  have  it  to  be  the  Rofe  cf 
Jericho.  The  Shops  fhew  two 
Torts  of  Seeds,  under  the  Name  of 
Amomum,  the  firft  of  which  is 
black  and  round  like  Pepper  or  Cu 
bebs,but  has  no  fharp  Tafle, which 
feems  to  be  the  Sifon  or  Sinon  of 
the  Ancients :  The  other  is  a  fmall 
and  pale  Seed;  either  of  them  is 
feldom  ufed.  In  (lead  of  the  A- 
tnomum  of  the  Ancients,  they  ufe 
fweet  Cane.  Both  the  Amomum 
and  the  Cardamomum  enter  into 
the  Compofition  of  Theriaci  and 
fome  are  of  Opinion,  that  they  are 
both  the  Fruit  of  a  Plant  of  the 
fame  fort ;  fince  their  Leaves  are 
the  lame,  and  the  Fruit  differ  only 
in  fhape,  one  being  round,  the  o- 
ther  triangular. 

Amoris  dulcedo,  the  fame  with 
Clitoris. 

Amoris  Flos,  the  fame  with  A 
maranthus. 

Amoris  Foma,  fee  Mala  Inf  ana. 

Amp eloprafinu m,  a  Leek  grow¬ 
ing  about  Vines. 

Ampelos ,  fee  Vi  sis. 

Amphsmerinus ,  a  Quotidian 
Diiiemper,  creeping  fometimes 
'  back,  fometime  forwards. 

Amphibium,  every  Animal  that 
lives  as  well  in  the  Water  as  upon 
the  Land,  as  the  Caftor,  Croco¬ 
dile,  Frog,  and  the  like. 

Ampkisbaena,  a  fort  of  Serpent. 

Amphiblefircides,  or  the  Tunica , 
Retina  of  the  Eye,  is  a  foft,  white, 
and  (limy  Subfiance ;  which  is  fo 
nam’d,  becaufe  that  being  thrown 
in  the  Water,  it  refembles  a  Net. 
It  (hoots  from  the  very  Center  of 
the  Optick  Nerve ;  and  expand¬ 
ing  it  felf  over  the  Vitreous  Hu- 
£40 ur,  is  extended  as  far  as  the 


Ligament  of  the  Eyelids.  This 
Tunick,  in  that  it  is  whitifh,  and 
of  a  marrowy  Subftance,  feems  to 
proceed  from  the  very  marrowy 
and  fibrous  Sub  fiance  of  the  Op- 
tick  Nerve ;  fo  that  it  is  as  it  were 
an  Expanfion  of  Nervous  Fibres, 
which  are  there  gather’d  ifito  one 
Bundle,  into  a  Contexture  made 
like  a  Net. 

Amphi branch) a,  Places  about 
thofe  Glandules  in  the  Jaws,wh:ch 
moiflen  the  Afpera  Arteritiy  Sto¬ 
mach,  (jjpe. 

Amphicathezome,  that  is,  Cir « 
cuipfedeo-  a  Word  expreffing  the 
manner  of  being  fenc’d  round  in 
a  Bath,  that  a  Deco&ion  may  wa¬

Ampulla,  a  round  Glafs  with  a 
Neck  to  it,  a  glafs  Bottle. 

Amputatio ,  the  cutting  off  a 
Limb,  or  part  of  the  Body.

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Amuletum, an  Amulet,  the  fame 
with  Teriamma.  A  certain  external 
Remedy,  worn  about  the  Neck, 
cr  in  Rings,  againft  Agues,  Poi- 
fons,  and  Witchcraft.

Anabole  fignifies  a  rejefHon  of 
fomething  upwards,  ora  Vomit. 

Anabatica ,  fee  Synocbus. 

Anbrocbifmus ,  when  any  thing 
fliperfluous  and  corrupted  is  taken 
up,  by  the  letting  down  of  a  Band 
fit  for  that  purpofe :  1 1  is  like  wile 
a  way  of  drawing  out  theinverted 
prickling  Hairs  of  the  Eye-lids,  by 
the  help  of  a  thread  of  fine  Silk 
in  the  Eye  of  a  Needles  which 
when  you  have  doubled,  you  put 
the  Hair  thro\  and  draw  it  out. 

Anabrojis,  a  Confumption,  or

Anhelatio ,  fhortnefs  of  Breath, 
happens  fometimes  to  healthy 
People,  efpeciaiiy  if  they  are  not 
very  frrongand  vigorous,  if  they 
ufe  too  much  Exercife,  run,  leap, 
or  go  up  a  fleep  and  high  place. 
Fat  People  are  always  more  or 
lefs  fubjeft  to  it,  for  their  Intrails 
being  very  large,  they  are  Toon 
extended  and  prefs’d  upon  one 
another,  after  the  ufe  of  a  good 
quantity  of  Meats  and  Drink, 
efpeciaiiy  if  they  are  not  cf  an  eafie 
d;geflion.  Fevers,  the  Dropfie, 
Pleurifie,  pain  in  the  Stomach, 
and  the  Afthma,  are  always  at¬ 
tended  with  a  fhortnefs  of  breath.

infinite  Difeafes. 

Ant  emetic  a ,  fuch  things  as 
hinder  and  flop  Vomitting. 

Antendeixis,  a  contrary  Indi¬ 
cation,  or  a  contradidtory  Indica¬ 
tion,  which  forbids  that  to  be  us’d 
which  the  former  Indication  iug- 
gefledas  proper;  as  for  Inftance, 
in  the  Pleursfie  abundance  of  ill 
Juice  in  Blood  requires  evacuati¬ 
on  ;  but  then  again  theWeaknefs 
of  the  Patient  may  forbid  it. 

Anteneafmus ,  a  Species  of  a 
dangerous  Madnefs,  foaming  like 


Perfbns  poflefs’d,  and  endeavou¬ 
ring  to  lay  violent  hands  on 
themlelves. 

Antepileptica,  Medicines  a- 
gainfi:  the  Falling-ficknefl. 

Anthelix,  or Scapha,  the  Protu¬ 
berance  of  the  Ear,  or  the  inward 
brink  of  the  outward  Ear. 

Anthelmiritica,  Medicines  that 
deflroy  Worms  in  the  Inteftines 
are  thus  call’d. 

Anthemis ,  and  Anthemon,  is  a 
Name  whereby  various  Flowers 
are  denominated. 

Antherun ?,  any  thing  that’s  flo¬ 
rid  in  the  Body.  Anther  a  are 
alfo  the  teps  in  the  Middle  of 
Flowers,  which  lean  upon  little 
hairy  threads;  as  alfo  Medicinal 
Preparations  of  a  florid  colour. 

Anther  eon ,  call’d  Mentum,  or 
Chin,  being  that  part  of  the  Face 
on  which  the  Beard  grows. 

Antkia  a  certain  kind  pf  Fill?, 
called  by  that  Name  ufed  in  Me¬ 
dicine. 

Anthophylli ,  or  Antopkala,  a  great 
fort  of  Cloves  which  are  come  to 
maturity,  with  a  hard  and  cleft 
Kernel  within;  in  tafte  they  are 
not  fo  fharp  as  the  common 
Cloves,  urilefs  it  be  on  the  outflde. 

Anthora.  See  Napellus . 

Anthos,  fignihes  a  Flower;  it 
is  chiefly  ufed  for  the  Roiemary- 
flower. 

Anthofmlas,  a  fragrant,  florid, 
pure,  noble  Wine. 

Anthracojis  Oculi,  a  fcaley  cor- 
rofive  Ulcer  in  the  Eye,  attended 
with  a  T  umour  of  the  whole  Body, 
efpecially  about  the  Eyes.  The 
Caufe  is  now  and  then  an  Infla- 
mation  of  the  Eye,  from  a  malig¬ 
nant  Fever. 

Anthrax,  Car  bo,  Fruna,  or  Car- 
bunculus,  is  au  Inflamation  and 
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Tumor  that  arifes  in  feveral 
places,  furrounded  with  hot,  fiery 
and  mod  (harp  Pimples,  accom- 
pany’d  with  acute  Pain,  but  with¬ 
out  ever  being  iuppurated ;  and 
when  it  fpreads  itfelf  farther,  it 
burns  the  Flefh,  throws  off  Lobes 
of  it  when  ’tis  rotten,  and  leaves 
an  Ulcer  behind  it,  as  if  it  had 
been  burnt  in  with  Iron.  There 
are  two  forts  of  ’em,  peftilential 
and  not  peftilential.  ’Tis  alfo 
call’d  Ignus  Per  ficus.  I 

Anthrifcus,  is  an  Herb  more 
known  to  the  Ancients  than  to  us. 

Anthropologic,  the  Defcription 
of  a  Man,  or  the  Dodbrine  concer¬ 
ning  him.  Bartholin  divides  it 
into  two  parts,  viz.  Anatomy, 
which  treats  of  the  Body,  and  Pfy- 
chology,  which  treats  of  the  Soul. 

Anthropometric,  dignifies  a 
defcription  of  the  human  Body, 
and  all  its  parts,  according  to 
thefe  three  dimenfions.  Length , 
Breadth ,  and  Profundity 

Anthropomorphus  ,the  Mandrake, 
reprefenting  the  Figure  of  a  Man. 

Anthropofophia ,  that  is,  the 
Knowledge  that  explains  the 
Nature  of  Man,  and  is  Structure 
internally  and  externally. 

Anthyllis ,  ’tis  fuppofed  to  be 
Chamomile. 

Anthypnoticct,  Medicines  which 
hinder  Sleep. 

Anthypocondriacct ,  Remedies  a- 
gainftthe  Difeafeof  the  Hypocon- 
dria. 

Anthyflerica,  Medicines  good 
againftthe  Fits  of  the  Mother. 

Antiarthriticct ,  Medicines  a- 
gainft  the  Gout. 

Anttas ,  in  the  Plural  Anttades 
TonfilU ,  Glandules  of  the  Neck, 
which  Chirurgions  commonly  call 
Alponds,  tyhich  they  do  not  too 


much  referable  neither..  They  are 
two  Glandules,  which  in  reality 
make  up  but  one  Body,  plac’d  at 
the  fides  of  the  Epiglottis ,  or  Cover 
of  the  Wind-pipe.  Its  Subftancq 
is  fimilar,  and  made  like  feparatc 
Grains,  juffc  like  Honey  or  Oil, 
hardned  with  Cold,  but  that  they 
flick  clofer  together,  as  if  they 
were  joyn’d  by  a  Membrane;  tis 
ofafomewhat  Yellowifh  Colour, 
and  foft:  It  has  on  each  fide  one 
common  large  oval  hollow  paf- 
fage,  wbichopensintothe  Mouth 
within  the  Skirt,  whereof  it  con¬ 
tains  two  fomewhat  big,  and  feve- 
ral  lefs  Cavities.  Its  ufe  is  to  col- 
left  the  fnotty  Vifcous  Matter, 
and  to  mciften  the  adjacent  Parts 
therewith.  Itfignifiesalfo  the  In¬ 
flammations  of  thefe  Parts.  See 
Parijlhmia. 

Antiballornena,  or  Succedmea , 
Medicines  of  like  ftrength,  which 
are  now  and  then  ufed  in  the  de¬ 
feat  of  one  another:  Apothecaries 
call  them,  fffuid  pro  quo  &  fubjli - 
tut  a. 

Anticacheclica,  Medicines  cor¬ 
recting  the  ill  Dilpofition  of  the 
Blood. 

Anticar  dium,  a  Cavity  in  the 
Breafl  above  the  Region  or  Place 
of  the  Heart. 

Antic  at arrh  alis.  Medicines  di¬ 
rected  again  ft  Catarrhs. 

Anticaufoticus ,  a  Form  of  Me¬ 
dicines  againft  a  burning  Fever, 
or  Inflammation. 

Antichetr ,  is  the  great  Finger  of 
the  Hand,  called  the  Thumb. 

Anticnemium ,  the  former  part 
of  the  Leg. 

Anti  apart  s ,  or  Anticipatio ,  this 
is  Paul  of  Difeales,  the  Orders  or 
Periods  of  whole  Paroxyfms  hap¬ 
pen  before  their  time,  and  pre- 
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vent  what  were  to  come,  as  the 
Mmjlrua  coming  before  Expecta¬ 
tion. 

Anti cdictt)  Remedies  againft 
the  Cholick. 

Antidinica ,  Remedies  againft 
-  the  Giddinefs  of  the  Head. 

Antidotum ,  an  Antidote  or  Me- 
dicine  againft  deadly  Poiibn,  fuch 
as  is  taken  inwardly. 

Antidyfent erica,  Medicines  that 
cure  the  Dyfentery. 

Antifebrile ,  fee AntlpyrecUcum. 

AntiheBica,  Remedies  againft  a 
Confumption. 

Antilepfis ,  Apprehenfio,  it  either 
fignifies  the  manner  of  making  a 
Ligature  upon  a  contrary  Part  to 
that  affedfed  j  or  elfe  it  is  taken 
for  an  Indication,  whereby  the 
Phyftcian  apprehends  what  is  ne- 
ceftary  to  gain  his  ends. 

Antilobium ,  is  the  Name  of 
that  little  part  of  the  Ear,  which 
is  placed  above  the  loweft  part, 
called  the  Lobe. 

Antiloimica >  Remedies  againft 
the  Peftilence. 

Antdyffus ,  a  Compofttion  a- 
gainft  Madneft. 

Antimonium ,  a  Mineral  of  a 
Metallick  Nature ;  confifting,  j fi, 
of  a  Mineral  Sulphur,  partly  ve¬ 
ry  pure,  and  approaching  to  that 
of  Gold,  of  a  red  Colour  j  and  part¬ 
ly  of  a  combuftibie  common  Sul¬ 
phur.  idly ,  Of  a  great  Quanti¬ 
ty  of  fuliginous,  indigefted,  Me¬ 
tallick  Mercury,  participating  of 
the  Nature  of  Lead.  3 dly,  Of  a 
Terreftrial  Subftance,  and  a  little 
Salt.  That  which  is  to  be  fold 
in  the  Shops  is  melted,  and  made 
up  commonly  in  form  of  a  Py¬ 
ramid  5  the  Mineral  itfelf  is  fel- 
dom  met  with  there.  It  is  found 


in  Germany ,  'Hungary  and  Tran - 
fylvania.  It  is  alfo  called  Stibium 
in  Latin,  A.timad  by  the  Arabi¬ 
ans  5  and  the  Cnymifts  have  gi¬ 
ven  it  a  great  Variety  of  Names. 

Antinepkriiica ,  Medicines  that 
cure  the  Diftempers  of  the  Reins, 
but  efpecially  the  Stone. 

Antiparalyticus ,  fuch  Medicines 
as  are  directed  againft  P allies. 

Antipatbia,  or  Antipathy  ,a  Con¬ 
trariety  and  Repugnancy  in  the 
Body,  or  in  M  .d.cines  $  alfo  a 
Loathing  and  Abhorrence  of  any 
thing  without  a  manifeft  Caufe. 

A  n  i  i  per  if.  ajis  .the  Compreftion  or 
Surrounding  of  the  Air  that  keeps 
in  Cold  or  Heat,  as  in  Hay  that 
is  cock’d,  or  made  in  Ricks  to 
moift.  Hippocrates  fays  in  his 
Aphorifms,  That  Bodies  are  hot¬ 
ter  in  Winter ,  and  colder  in  Sum¬ 
mer.  Which  we  interpret  thus: 
That  this  does  not  only  come 
from  the  Ant’perijlajis  of  the  Air, 
but  from  the  Nitre  with  which 
the  Air  in  Winter  time  is  impreg¬ 
nated,  efpecially  when  the  North- 
wind  blows  5  fo  that  when  we 
come  to  breath,  the  fulphureous 
Blood  is  more  fermented  and  in¬ 
flamed  in  the  Lungs. 

Antipharmacum ,  a  Remedy  a- 
gainft  Poifon,  or  a  Remedy  a~ 
gainft  any  other  Difeafe. 

Antiphthijica,  Medicinesagainfl: 
a  Confumption. 

Antipbthora ,  a  fort  of  Napel- 
lus,  or  of  Thor  a. 

Antipleureticum,  any  Remedy 
againft  a  Pleurify. 

Antipodagrica ,  the  fame  with 
Anti  arthritic  a. 

Antipraxia ,  flgnifies  a  Contra¬ 
riety  of  Functions  and  Tempera¬ 
ments  in  divers  Members,  as 
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Heat  of  the  Liver,  and  Coldnefs 
of  the  Stomach,  concurring  to¬ 
gether  to  make  one  Symptom. 

Antiperyton,  a  febrifuge  Medi¬ 
cine. 

Antipyreticum ,  or  Antipureti - 
cum,  a  Medicine  that  temperates 
and  allays  too  much  Heat  in  Fe¬ 
vers,  as  Acids  do ;  as  alfo  a  Fe¬ 
brifuge  or  Specifick  againft  an 
Ague. 

Anti  quart  anarium,  a  Medicine 
againft  aquarian  Fever,  or  Ague. 

Anti  quantum ,  the  fame  with 
Antiquartinarium. 

Antiqtti  morbid  fuch  Difeafesas, 
after  the  fortieth  Day,  continue 
often  many  Years  \  and  therefore 
they  are  cal dd,  inveterate  or  old 
Difeafes . 

Antirrhinum ,  Snap-dragon. 

Antirrhition ,  the  fame  wiih  An- 
tirrhinon . 

Antirhope,  iigmfies  to  aft  con¬ 
trary  to  Propenfity  or  Inclination. 

Antifpajis,  a  Revulftcn  ofaDif- 
eafe,  i,  e .  when  Humours,  which 
flow  into  fome  one  Part,  are  turn¬ 
ed  into  another,  as  by  the  open- 
lUg  of  a  Vein  in  a  remote  Part. 

Antifcolica ,  Remidies  that  kill 
Worms.  See  Anthelmintic  a. 

Antifcor.buticayR^medks  againft 
the  Scurvy. 

Antifccrsdon ,  a  fort  of  Gar  lick. 

Antifpftjmodicum ,  is  a  Medicine 
againft  violent  Contractions  of  the 
Parts  of  the  Body. 

Antifpafticum »  a  Remedy  or 
Application  that  diverts  Diftem- 
pers  to  other  Parts.  See  Anti- 
fpafis.  . 

AntitaJiSj  a  Gmtra-extenfio,  an 
oppolite  pacing  of  Parts  in  the 
Body,  as  the  Liver  and  the  Spleen. 
It  fignifies  alio  the  Extenfion  of 
the  two  parts  of  a  broken  Bone, 
when  it  is  to  be  fet  again. 


Annthenar ,  one  oftheMufcles 
that  extend  the  Thumb. 

nntithorft,  the  fame  with  An¬ 
ther#* 

Antitragus ,  the  outward  part 
of  the  Ear,  oppofite  to  the  Tra- 
gusi 

Antivenerer,  Medicines  good 
againft  the  French  Pox. 

Antrum  buccinoum,  the  lame 
with  Cochlea , 

Anus ,  the  fame  with  Podex 
Cuius,  part  of  the  Extremity  of 
the  Intejlinum  ReBum ;  it  confifts 
ot  three  Mufcles,  two  called  Ln- 
' vatoresy  which  diftend  and  open 
it  in  time  of  neceffity  $  and  one 
called  Sphincter,  which  fours  it, 
and  keeps  it  fo.  It  is  alfo  a  Ca¬ 
vity  in  the  Brain,  which  aviles 
from  the  Contafl  of  four  Trunks 
of  the  Spinal  Marrow  $  alfo  the 
Skin  which  gees  over  the  Navel, 
which  when  wrinkled  is  a  fign 
of  Old-age. 

Any dria,  Codum  ficcum,  a  dry 
Seafon. 

Any  dr  on,  a  fort  of  Herb,  which 
makes thofe third y  thattafte  it. 

Aorta ,  or  the  great  Artery,  is 
a  Veffel  which  proceeds,  from  the 
left  Ventricle  of  the  Heart,  cor- 
fifting  of  four  Tunicks,  a  Ner¬ 
vous,  Glandulous,  Mufcular  and 
Membranous  or  internal  one.  It 
beats  continually,  and  diftributes 
Blood  into  the  whole  Body  for 
Nourifhment.  The  Branches 
which  creep  from  the  Heart  to 
the  Brain  are  oiled  Car oc ides  j 
thole  which  run  laterally  towards 
the  Arms  are  called  Humerarii  : 
As  the  Trunk  of  it  defeends,  the 
Branches  extend  themfelvcs  to¬ 
wards  the  Bowels  j  and  going 
further  on  to  the  Thighs  and  Feet* 
it  ends.  Its  Subftance  is  Muf¬ 
cular,  C  Ajpa- 
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Apagma,  the  thr lifting  of  a 
Bone,  or  other  Part,  out  of  its 
proper  Place. 

Apanthropia,  ft  unifies  a  fallen 
Retirement  or  Solitude,  and  is 
reckon’d  among  the  Symptoms 
of  Melancholy. 

Apanthifmus ,  the  Obliteration 
of  a  Part  of  the  Body,  fo  that  it 
can  be  no  more  found ;  as  it  often 
happens  to  a  little  arterious  Pipe 
about  the  Heart. 

Aparafcuafea,  Things  neceffa- 
ry  for  the  Bath. 

Apzrine,  Cleavers,  or  Goofe- 
grafs.  This  Herb  beat  up  with 
JLard,  cures  the  King’s  Evil.  The 
diftili’d  Water  flops  the  Flux  of 
the  Belly,  and  is  good  in  the  Jaun¬ 
dice  j  the  diftili’d  Water,  or  the 
Herb  cut  fmall  and  boiled  in  a 
fufftcient  Quantity  of  Wine,  and 
drank,  is  an  excellent  Remedy  for 
the  Stone  and  Gravel. 

Apjtrthrofis,  fignifies  fuch  an 
Articulation  of  the  Bones,  ss  is 
attended  with  an  evident  Motion. 

Apathia ,  an  utter  want  of  Paf- 
iions. 

Apechema,  that  which,  like  an 
Eccho,  makes  an  anfwer,  as  a 
Stroke  given  one  part  fhall  make 
a  Fradlure  on  the  contrary. 

Apella ,  or  Recutitus,  one  that 
is  circumcifed. 

Apepfm ,  when  the  Stomach  has 
noConco&ion ;  an  Indigeftion. 

Asmrl&  <pvf^cc\cc,  crude  Tumors, 
or  Knobs  in  the  Body  not  come 
to  Maturity  or  Suppuration. 

Aperientia,  opening  Things,  are 
thofe  which,  conlifting  of  fharp 
fmall  Particles,  penetrate  the  Bo¬ 
dy  profoundly,  and  by  attenua¬ 
ting  and  expelling  the  more  grofs, 
open  the  Pores  and  Paflages  of 
the  Body  and  its  Velfels  >  aperi¬ 
tive  Medicines. 


Aperijlatos ,  an  hollow  Ulcer. 

Apes,  Bees,  fo  called,  becaufe 
they  were  thought  at  firft  to  be 
without  Feet. 

Aphace ,  a  fort  of  Vetch. 

Aphcerefis,  a  part  of  Chirurge- 
ry  lo  called,  which  teaches  to 
take  away  Superfluities. 

Aphonia,  or  Loquela  abolitio , 
Dumbnefs ,  as  thofe  who  are 
born  deaf  confequently  remain 
dumb,  idly.  Children  who,  tho’ 
not  born  deaf,  yet  remain  dumb 
for  feme  time.  7dpy,  Some  ve¬ 
ry  decrepit Perfons.  ^thly,  Dumb¬ 
nefs  owes  its  Caufe  fometimes 
alfb  to  an  Apoplexy,  •Epiiepfy* 
Swooning,  hypochondriack  Suf¬ 
focation,  or  Vapours,  Inflamma¬ 
tions  of  the  Throat,  Obftrudlions 
of  the  Nerves,  of  the  Tongue, &c. 

Aphorijmus,  a  fhort  determi¬ 
native  Sentence  ;  an  Aphorilin. 

Aphrodifia  Phrenitis, a  mad  and 
violent  Love,  or  a  Diftemper 
called  other  wife  Furor  Uterinus , 
or  Phrenzy  of  the  Womb. 

Aphronitrum,  the  Scum  of  Ni¬ 
tre. 

Aphrodifius  Morbus,  the  fame 
with  Lues  Venerea  and  Aphrodi- 

fia. 

Aphroditarmm,  is  the  Name  of 
a  dry  Medicine,  which  confiftsof 
Frankincenfe,  Filings  of  Copper, 
C'rufe,  Starch,  of  each  an  equal 
Weight.  This  Name  is  alfo  gi¬ 
ven  to  a  Goliyry. 

Aphtha,  fignify  that  Diforder 
when  the  Tongue  and  whole 
Mouth  is  cover’d  with  a  vifeid* 
white  and  {limy  Subftance,  which 
fometimes  extends  to  rhe  very 
Stomach  and  Guts.  Some,  a- 
mong  the  modern  Phyftcians, 
will  have  them  to  be  certain 
Wheals  or  Pimples  about  the  in¬ 
ternal 
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ternal  Parts  of  the  Mouth,  as  a!- 
fo  about  the  Ventricle  and  Guts, 
accompanied  with  a  Fever  a  Di- 
ftemper  to  which  Infants  are  ve¬ 
ry  obnoxious.  Thefe  Ulcers  be¬ 
gin  in  the  Gums,  then  by  little 
and  little  fpread  over  the  Palate 
and  the  whole  Mouth,  and  then 
at  laffc  defcend  to  the  Epiglottis, 
br  Cover  of  the  Wind-pipe,  and 
the  upper  part  of  the  Throat, 
which  being  once  infected,  the 
Child  hardly  recovers. 

Aphylanthes ,  as  if  you  fhould 
fay,  a  Flower  without  Leaves. 

Apiajirum ,  Balm,  fo  called  be- 
caufe  the  Bees  much  delight  ink. 
See  Ratrach'mm  and  Mdijfipbyl- 
lum. 

Apices,  the  fame  that  Anthem . 

Apinthion.  See  Abfinthium . 

Apionta ,  a  Name  for  the  feve- 
ral  Excretions  of  the  Body. 

Apios.  See  Pyrum. 

Apios,  Horfe-radifh. 

Apium,  Smallage.  ’Tis  hot  and 
dry,  it  incides  and  opens,  upon 
which  account  *tis  reckon'd  a- 
mong  the  live  opening  Roots.  It 
provokes  Urine  and  the  Courfes, 
and  expels  Gravel.  It  cures  the 
Jaundice  $  the  Seed  is  reckon’d 
among  the  leffer  hot  Seeds.  The 
ufe  of  this  hot  Herb  certainly  in¬ 
jures  thofe  that  are  afllidfed  with 
the  Falling-ficknefs.

leaft  to  the  outward  Senfe. 

Apobraffomai,  Signifies  to  eje£t 
or  throw  out,  and  is  applied  to 
the  Ejaculation  of  the  Virile  fe¬ 
rn  en. 

Apobregma,  dilutum>  any  thing 
diluted,  or  made  thin. 

Apocaptinmos ,  Fumi cation. 

Apocatafiafis,  dignifies  making 
whole  again,  or  Reftitution  to  a 
former  Condition. 

dpocbyltfma,  called  Succago,  Ro - 
bur,  Roby  and  Rihob ,  is  a  boiling 
and  thickening  of  any  vegetable 
Juice  with  Sugar  and  Honey,  in¬ 
to  a  kind  of  an  hard  Coniiftence. 

Apoclafma ,  the  breaking  off  of 
any  part  of  the  Body. 

Apocope ,  the  cutting  off  a  Part. 

Apocrifisy  and  Apocrifea ,  that 
which,  byreafbn  of  its  Superflui¬ 
ty,  is  caff  out  of  the  Body. 

Apocrpifeicum ,  any  thing  that 
helps  by  virtue  of  binding;  repel¬ 
ling  Medicines. 

Apocyr  Um,  Dogs-bane,  an  Herb 
fo  call’d,  becaufe  it  kills  all  four- 
footed  Beafts  that  eat  it,  efpecially 
Dogs. 

Apod aery ticum,  a  Medicine  that 
provokes  Tears 5  tfeo’ by  fome  it 
is  taken  for  a  Collyrium  applied 
to  the  Eyes  to  flop  and  dry  up  the 
Defluxions  and  Tears. 

Apodes,  fuch  as  have  little  Feet 
fo  call’d  as  if  they  were  without 
Feet. 

Apolepfia ,  oy  Apolepfisy  the  In¬ 
terception  of  Blood  and  Animal 
Spirits,  or  a  medium  betwixt  ari 
Apoplexy  and  Palflej  or  a  Spe¬ 
cies  of  the  Apoplexy,  attended 
by  an  Interception  of  the  Speech 
and  a  total  abolition  of  Senfe  and 
Motion.  ’Tis  the  fame  with  Ca- 
tahpfis. 

Apokxis,  declining  of  ftrength 
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or  the  tirft  approach  of  Old  age. 

Apoiinojis ,  a  method  of  curing 
JEifiulas  by  crude  Kemp,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Agin  eta. 

Apollinaris ,  fee  Hyofcyamus. 

Ap  mdi,  Oxymel,  or  a  Deco&i- 
on  of  Honey  and  Vinegar. 

Aponeurojis ,  the  End,  Tailor 
String  of  Mufcles;  his  call’d  al¬ 
io  a  Tendon.  Chirurgeons  take 
itfalfly  fora  Nerve. 

Ap  ophlegmatica,  fee  Apophlegma- 
ti'mus. 

Apophlegmatifmus ,  fome  Phy- 
ficians  call  it  in  barbarous  Langu¬ 
age,  Mafiicatorium.  It  is  a  Me¬ 
dicine  which,  being  kept  in  the 
Mouth,  and  often  alfo  chew’d 
draws  forth  pituitous  Humours, 
which  are  voided  at  the  Mouth : 
’Tis  made  of  the  Root  of  baftard 
Pellitory,  Salt,  Holly,  Maftich, 
Wa c '?€•  When  his  us’d  in  this 
folid  form,  his  call’d  Mafiicatorium. 
’Tis  us’d  alfo  in  a  liquid  form,  and 
is  of  the  nature  of  a  Gargarifm, 
made  up  of  the  Cephalicks  and  at¬ 
tenuating  Ingredients,  boil’d  and 
prepar’d  ;  a  Chaw  or  Mafticatory. 

Apophthora ,  an  Abortion,  or  the 
Birth  of  a  F&ttts  before  its  due 
time. 

Apophy [is, Probole, JLchphyfis,  Pro- 
cefius,  Pro  Audio,  Projedura  &  Pro¬ 
tuber  antia,  is  a  part  of  a  Bone  that 
is  not  contiguous,  as  an  Epiphyjis 
is,  but  continuous  with  the  Bone, 
and  ftretching  itfelf  beyond  a 
plain  furface;  as  the  Procejfus, 
Pterygoides,  Mammiformis,  Styloi- 
des ,  2c  c. 

Apopie/ma ,  in  an  expreffion  of 
the  Humours  which  is  caus’d  from 
the  Ligature  in  Wounds  and 
Fra&ures. 

Apopledica  Vent,  the  Jugular 
Veins,  which  the  Ancients  falfly 
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call’d  the  Sopor  ales,  or  fleepy  Vein. 

Apopledica,  Medicines  againft 
the  Apoplexy. 

Apoplexica,  Attordtus,  Stupor , 
Sideratio,  and  Morbus  attenitus : 
is  a  profound  Sieep,  wherein  the 
Patient  being  vehemently  fhaken 
pull’d  and  prick’d,  yet  perceives 
nothing,  nor  affords  any  fign  of 
ACIion,  accompanied  with  a  diffi¬ 
culty  of  Refpiration  for  the  moil 
part,  and  fometimes  with  none  at 
ail,  fnoaring  no  other  wife  than  if 
they  were  faff  afleep,  with  their 
Eyelids  fhut.  or  at  lead:  contract¬ 
ed;  but  the  Pulfe  and  Colour  of 
the  Face  remains,  unlefs  it  be  in 
a  confummuted  Apoplexy ;  in 
which,  unlefs  it  changes  into  a 
Palfle,  nothing  but  Death  is  to  be 
expedied;  the  figns  whereof  are, 
when  the  Pulfe  begins  to  flacken 
by  degrees,  and  the  Colour  in  the 
Face  turns  pale.  It  arifes  fre¬ 
quently  from  vifeous  Blood, which 
obftruCts  the  Jeaft  Pores  of  the 
Brain,  or  from  Blood  extravafa- 
ted  about  the  Bails  of  the  Brain, 
which  oppreffes  and  ftraitens  the 
Carotidal  Arteries,  or  the  Brain, 

Apopnixis ,  a  Suffocation. 

Apopfopheo.  dignities  the  break¬ 
ing  of  Wind  backwards. 

Apoptofis ,  is  a  relaxation  or  re- 
mifiionofa  Ligature. 

Aporrhosi ,  Vapours  and  fulphu- 
reous  Effluviums,  which  exhale 
thro’  the  Pores  of  the  Eody,  and 
other  breathing  holes.  It  alfo 
means  morbid  and  contagious 
Effluvia. 

Apofcepharnifmus ,  is  one  Species 
of  a  Fracture  of  the  Cranium. 

Apofchafis ,  fignifles  Scarrifica- 
tion,  or  a  flight  Incifion  in  the 
Skin. 

Apofiia,  a  loathing  of  Meat.

Apofpafma,  when  the  Unity  of 
OrganicaJ  compounded  Parts  is 
diffolv’d,  and  thofe  things  which 
were  of  a  different  Nature,  yet 
naturally  compared  together,  are 
disjoin’d  by  the  Rupture  of  thofe 
Ligaments,  and  little  fibrous 
Threads  or  Filaments  which  held 
’em  together;  as  when  the  Skin 
is  feparated  from  a  Membrane,  a 
Membrane  from  a  Mufcle,  one 
Mufclefrom  another,  which  na¬ 
turally  adher’d  to  it. 

Apofphacelifis  is  call’d  a  Mortifi¬ 
cation  of  the  Flefb,  which  is  made 
in  Wounds  and  Fraffures,  efpe- 
ciaily  by  the  Bandage. 

Apofphinxis ,  is  a  Conftndtion 
when  a  Part  is  tied  with  Cords. 

Apoftajis.  See  Apoftema. 

Apoflema ,  which  Pliny  calls  A - 
(is,  Hippocrates  Metajlajis ,  and 
Ceifus  Abfcejfus ;  is  an  Exulcera¬ 
tion  left  after  a  Cri/isi  but  Apofla- 
Jis  and  Metajlajis  fometimes  differ 
in  this,  That  the  former  is  meant 
of  an  accurate  Crtfis  the  latter  of 
the  Tranflation  of  a  Difeafe  from 
one  part  to  another,  an  Apoflume, 
an  Impoftume. 

Apjiolorum  Unguent  urn,  fo  cal¬ 
led  from  the  T  welve  Ingredients, 
which  anfwer  to  the  Number  of 
the  Apoftles.  ’Tis  Vulnerary. 

Apcfnrma ,  a  (having  away  of 
the  Skin  or  Bone. 

Apotheca, an  Apothecary’s  Shop; 
as  alio  the  V effe  s  wherein  the  Me¬ 
dicines  are  kept  in  thofe  Shops. 

Apothecaries .  an  Apothecary. 

Apotherapia,  a  Cure  or  Remedy; 
alfo  an  Exercitation,  which  both 
purges  the  Excrements,  and  fe- 
cures  from  wearinefs. 

jfjpotbermus ,  the  fame  with  A- 
pochtlyfma ,  a  boil'd  Wine. 

Apothejis  is  a  due  poiition  or  plac¬ 
ing  a  broken  Member  right  again. 


Apozema,  the  Apothecaries  call 
a  Deception  by  this  Name,  and  it 
lignifies  a  Decodlion  of  Roots, 
Woods,  Barks,  Herbs,  Flowers, 
Fruits,  Seeds,  &c.  which  is  boil’d 
down  commonly  to  12,  iy,  or  20 
Ounces.  It  is  either  Purging, 
Loofening,  Altering,  or  Drying; 
Cephalic k  (  for  the  Head  )  Sto¬ 
ma  chick,  Diuretic!? ,  Splenetic k, 
or  Hepatick  (  good  for  the  Li¬ 
ver.  ) 

Apparatus  Major  &  Minor,  the 
greater  and  lefler  Preparation ;  a 
form  of  Speech  ufed  by  Lit  hot  c - 
mijls,  or  thofe  that  cut  for  the 
Stone,  according  to  the  different 
Methods  they  take.  They  make 
ule  chiefly  of  two  different  ways ; 
one  by  the  help  of  feveral  Infiru- 
ments, call’d  the  Greater  Preparati¬ 
on  ;  and  the  other  with  a  few  only, 
called  the  lefler. 

Appendicula  Vermiformis,{kt  Ca- 
eum  Intefiinum,  or  the  blind  Gut. 

Appendix  and  Appendicula.  See 
Epiphijis. 

Appetitus  aliment  arias,  or  Hun¬ 
ger,  is  a  certain  Confluution  of 
the  Fancy,  ariflng  from  the  motion 
of  a  Nerve  of  the  Par  Vagum,  and 
th t  Inter cojlal,  which  tor  want  of 
Nourifhment  is  mov’d  inordinate¬ 
ly  in  the  Stomach ;  whereby  we  are 
imped’d  by  the  Animal  Spirits,  to 
thofe  Motions  of  our  Members 
which  are  moft  conducive  to  the 
procuring  of  Nourifhment.  Itis 
occalion’d  in  as  much  as  the  Ani¬ 
mal  Spirits,  being  any  way  exci¬ 
ted  about  the  middle  of  the  brain, 
fhoot  thence  toward  the  Body  of 
the  Nerves:  Or  it  may  be  thus 
defin’d,  Appetitus  aliment  arias,  is 
an  Incitement  to  feck  Ncurifia- 
ment,  from  an  acid  Humourwhich 
arifes  from  a  Ferment  in  the  S101 
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mach,  with  which  the  Nerves  be- ' 
ing  vellicated,  they  communicate 
the  Senfeof  want  of  Nourifhment 
to  the  Brain  ;  which  Want  the 
Brain  naturally  judges  ought  to 
befupplied. 

Appetitus Can'mus, the  fame  wi th 
Cy  nodes  Or  ex  is. 

Approximate  is  a  kind  of  tranf- 
plantory  Cure  by  immediate  Con¬ 
tact  into  an  Animal  or  Vegetable 
Subjedt. 

Apfmthatum^  a  fort  of  Potion  ve¬ 
ry  good  for  the  Stomach,  whofe 
chief  Ingredient  is  Wormwood. 

Apfyckia,  a  Deliquium  of  the  Mind , 
or  the  higheft  degree  of  Swooning. 

Aptyfius,  want  of  Spittle,  Jo  that 
a  Man  cannot  fpit. 

Apuhticns ,  a  Medicine  that 
Skins,  Heals,  or  Cicatrizes. 

Apyrexia ,  an  Inter  miffion  or  a- 
bating  of  Fevers.  The  Caufe  of 
it  is,  that  all  the  morbifick  Matter 
is  fpent  in  one  fit,  and  it  intermits 
till  new  come,  and  begin  to  fwell 
and  ferment  as  the  other. 

Apurotbium,  Brimftone,  or  ful- 
phur  Vivum. 

Aqua. ,  with  the  Arabians ,  the 
fame  that  Sujfu/io.  SeeCataraBa. 

Aqua  difiillata ,  or  St  Mat  ilia,  di- 
ftill’d  Water,  is  fuch  as  is  drawn 
by  diftilling,  confiftingof  watery 
and  fpirituous  Parts,  but  more  of 
watery.  It  is  fometimes  fimple, 
fometimes  compounded  of  many 
Ingredients. 

Aqua-DuBus,  the  bony  Paflage 
of  the  Drum,  which  reaches  from 
the  Ear  to  the  Palate.  It  is  fo 
call’d  from  its  (hape,  which  refem- 
bles  a  Conduit-pipe. 

Aqua  fhrium  omnium ,  is  Water 
made  of  Cow-dung,  by  Diftilla- 
tion,  when  the  Cows  go  to  Grafs ; 
becaule  they  feed  then  upon  all 


forts  of  flowers.  It  has  a  delight¬ 
ful  fragrance. 

Aqua  inter  cutim, Water  betwixt 
the  Skin  the  lame  with  Anafarca. 

Aquali cuius ,  by  fome  call’d  the 
Tubes  os  Groins,  is  that  part  of  the 
Body  where  the  Trunk  ends,  and 
where  the  Pudenda  of  both  Sexes 
are  feated. 

Aqua  pericardii,  that  Humour 
which  is  gather’d  together  about 
the  Heart.  It  flows  from  the 
Glandules  which  lean  upon  the 
Bans  of  the  Heart-  and  is  fent 
back  by  the  Lympbatick  Veflels 
into  the  Ducius  Chilferus 

Aqueous  humor ,  the  Watry  Hu¬ 
mour,  See  Humores  Oculi. 

Aquilla  alba,  Mercurius  Dulciss 
is  often  fo  call’d  by  the  Chymifts. 

AquiU  lapis .  See  JEtites. 

Aquifolium ,  the  fame  with  A- 
grifoiium. 

Aquileia,  Aquilina ,  or  AquiU - 
gium,  Columbine;  the  Seed  candi¬ 
ed  is  commended  for  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Bowels,  and  for  Giddinefa, 
One  Dram  of  the  Seed  pouder’d, 
and  taken  in  Wine  with  Saffron, 
cures  the  jaundice,  if  the  Sick 
keep  in  Bed  and  Sweat.  Thedif- 
till’d  Water  of  it  difcuffes  inward 
Tumours,  expels  Poifon,  and  ea- 
fes  the  Gripes.  The  Seed  finely 
pouder’d,  and  taken  in  Wine,  helps 
Delivery ;  if  the  firfb  Draught  does 
not  do  the  buflnefs,  it  muff  be  re¬ 
peated  ;  but  it  is  moft  frequently 
ufed  in  Gargarifms,  to  cleanfe  the 
Teeth,  and  to  cure  the  Scurvey 
and  Ulcers  of  the  Mouth  and 
Jaws. 

Aquula ,  the  fame  with  Hyda- 
tis.  > 

Arabicum  Gummi,  Gum-Ara- 
bic,  which  is  fold  in  Shops;  ’tis 

Tbebai - 
cum3 
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cum ,  and  by  fome  B  aby  Ionic  um. 
Some  fay  it  is  a  kind  of  the  Aca¬ 
cia  or  Sloe-tree,  whereof  they 
make  two  forts,  the  greater  and 
leffer.  The  right  Gum-arabick  is 
a  tranfparent  and  glutinous  Gum, 
eafily  diflblv’d  in  Water,  round, 
and  looks  on  the  outfide  as  if 
it  were  Worm-eaten.  It  is 
brought  from  Arabia  and  Sene- 
pallia, 

Arabicus  lapis,  is  a  white  Mar¬ 
ble,  found  in  Arabia,  like  fpotted 
Ivory ,  this  ground  fine  into  Pow¬ 
der  is  faid  to  cure  the  Hemorrhoids, 
and  is  an  excellent  Dentrifce. 

Arabisy  a  fort  of  Water-crefs. 

Arachydna,  or  Arachidnct ,  an 
Herb. 

Aracbis,  or  Aracus,  a  fort  of 
Pulfe. 

Arctcydna ,  the  fame  whhAra- 
chidna 

Arachnoides  Tunica,  ftu  Aranea 
Tunica,  v'dAmpbibleJlroides ,  is  call¬ 
ed  the  third  and  thinneft  Mem¬ 
brane  of  the  Spinalis  Medulla ;  as 
a'fo  the  Criftaiine  Tunick  of  the 
Eye,  fo  call’d  from  its  likenefs  to 
a  Spider’s  Web. 

Ar&otica.  See  Rarefacientia. 

Aranea.  See  Paris  Herba. 

Aranea  Tunica,  or  Cryftallina, 
Arachnoides  <fy>  Amphibleflroides , 
that  which  furrounds  the  Cryfta- 
line  Humour,  byreafon  of  its  light 
thin  Contexture,  like  the  Work¬ 
manship  of  a  Spider ;  it  has  the 
Name  of  Aranea . 

Aranea ,  a  Spider. 

Arantia.  See  Aurantium. 

Arbor ,  and  Arbos ,  a  Tree. 

Arbor  Diana,  a  Cryftallization 
of  Mercury  and  Silver  dilfolv’d  in 
Aquafortis. 

Arbor  Vita,  the  Tree  of  Life,  a 
kind  of  Cedar  or  Juniper-tree,  fo 
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call’d  perhaps  becaufe  it  revives 
by  its  fmell. 

Arbor  Maris ,  Coral. 

Arbores  is  a  morbid  Foulnefs  of 
the  Skin,  which  at  fir  ft  hath  no 
Exulceration,  but  in  Procefs  of 
Time  grows  into  Blotches.  Mor¬ 
ph  ere  is  the  fame. 

Arbutus,  the  Strawberry-Tree. 

Arcanum  is  call’d  a  Medicine 
which  has  fome  Secret  in  its  Pre¬ 
paration  or  Adminiftration.  The 
Arcanum  Theophrajli  is  theQuin- 
teffence  of  a  thing  mo  ft  highly 
exalted  j  or,  as -he  fays,  it  is  the 
vertue  of  a  thing  refin’d  by  a  thou- 
fand  Exaltations.  Heboafts  of  4 
Arcana  especially.  1.  The  Ar¬ 
canum  of  the  firft  Matter,  z.  Of 
th zPhilofopher  s  Stone.s  3.  Of  the 
Mercury  of  Life,  4.  Oft  he  Tin¬ 
cture.  Others  call  it  an  Extraci' 
especially  fo  call’d. 

Arceuthos.  See  Juniperus. 

Archsologia,  Water  Angelica. 

Arche,  the  beginning  cf  a  Dif- 
eafe.  See  Acme. 

Archeologia ,  or  a  Treat! fe  of 
Reafon  and  Experience  abftradfed- 
ly  conlider’d  and  reduc’d  accord¬ 
ing  to  all  the  parts  of  Phyfick ,  and 
is  an  univerfal  Rule  of  Medicine, 
the  firft  Conclulions  and  Caufes 
of  all  th e  Dogmas  or  Opinions  of 
Phyficians. 

Archeus ,  according  to  the  Chy- 
mifts,  is  the  higheft,  and  exalted, 
and  invifible  Spirit,  which  is  fepa- 
rated  from  Bodies,  is  exalted  and 
afeends;  a  hidden  Vertue  of  Na¬ 
ture,  common  to  all  things ;  an  Ar- 
tift,  a  Phyfician.  Alfo  Archiatros , 
or  the  chief  Phyfician  of  Nature, 
which  diftributes  to  every  thing, 
and  to  every  Member  its  peculiar 
Archeus  occultly  by  the  Air.  Alfo 
Archeus  the  firft  in  Nature,  is  a 
C  4  moft 
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moil:  occult  Quality,  which  pro¬ 
duces  all  things  from  Iliajles ,  be¬ 
ing  only  immediately  fudain’d  by 
the  Divine  Virtue  it  felf. 

Archiater ,  the  President  or 
chief  Phyilcian.  The  Phylicians 
of  Princes  are  thusdil’d  by  way  of 
Excellency., 

Arpb'tdoxis,  under  this  Title 
were  feveral  of  Paraceljus’ s  Wri¬ 
tings  cal*d  Magical. 

Arcos  is  JEs  ufium. 

Arclatic,  or  Coojiipatio,  is  a  kind 
of  ftraitnefs  in  the  Padages,  and 
often  procures  Inflammations  in 
the  Guts, 

Archtgeni  morbi ,  acute  Difeafes. 

Arftoftapbylos.  See  Vncctnium . 

Arcuatio,  the  bending  of  the 
Bones. 

Arcmtus  morbus.  SeelSierus. 

Ardea  avis,  a  Bird  fo  call'd,  be 
caufe  he  foars  high  in  the  Air. 

Ardentes  F*?£r*?.t,burning  Fevers, 
are  thofe  wh’ch  are  accompanied 
with  a  great  Heat  and  Third:,  as 
in  that  call’d  Caufus  and  Lipria. 
See  Caufus. 

Ardor,  feu  AEjlus^  a  very  intenfe 
acute  Heat,  railed  in  our  Bodies  by 
a  too  high  Exaltation  of  Sulphur 
or  Spirits. 

Ardor  ventriculi,  that  which  we 
call  Heart-burning,  is  a  particular 
fort  of  Pain  in  the  Stomach)  which 
at  the  fame  timemoleds  the  whole 
Gullet.  Some  call  it  a  fervent  Heat 
of  the  Stomach:  Some  an  Ebulliti¬ 
on,  and  a  boiling  bubling  Heat  of 
the  Stomach,  when  a  certain  fiery 
Pain  is  felt  in  the  Ventricle,  and 
the  Throat,  as  if  it  burnt  ;  it  hap¬ 
pens  often  to  People  that  are  in 
good  Health  enough,  and  that  ei¬ 
ther  feeding  or  fading,  Specially 
when  they  belch,  as  if  there  were 
a.  fiery  fort  of  Blad  clofely  pent 


up,  and  which  could  not  break  out. 
Yet  it  happens  fometimes  alfo  in 
feveral  Fevers.  It  is  caufed  by  a 
certain  Ejfervefence  of  little,  fharp, 
bileous  and  fulphureous  Particles, 
whence  proceeds  that  Ebullition, 
or  bubling  Heat  of  the  Stomach. 

Ardor  Urina .  See  Dyfuria. 

Area,  the  falling  off  of  the  Hair. 
Celfus  reckons  two  forts ;  but  this 
is  common  to  both  of  them,  that 
the  uppermod  little  Skin  being 
decay’d,  the  Hairs  are  fird  leden- 
ed,  and  then  quite  fall  off :  And 
it  the  p  ace  be  wounded,  it  fends 
forth  a  liquid  Matter  of  an  ill  Sa¬ 
vour  ;  both  of  them  fpread,  in 
fome  i wifely, in  others  {lowly ;  that 
is  the  word  that  makes  the  Skin 
thick,  fat  fh,  and  perfectly  bald  : 
That  which  is  call'd  di¬ 

lates  it  felf  in  any  (hapej  it  hap¬ 
pens  both  in  the  Head  and  Beard; 
the  former  is  call’d  from 

its  refembling  a  Serpent ;  it  be¬ 
gins  at  the  hinder  part  of  the  Head, 
exceeds  net  the  breadth  of  two 
Fingers,  fpreads  it  felf  towards 
the  Ears  in  two  Branches,  in 
fome  to  the  Forehead,  till  they 
both  join  in  the  fore-part  of  the 
Head.  The  one  Didemper  is  in¬ 
cident  to  any  Age  ;  the  other 
common  to  Infants.  The  former 
is  fcarce  ever  cured,  the  latter  of¬ 
ten  ceales  of  his  own  accord. 

Area,  a  Space  betwixt  the  Muf- 
cles  and  Glands. 

Aregon,  an  Ointment  that  re- 
folves,  relaxes,  and  attenuates. 

Aremaros ,  the  fame  with  Cin¬ 
nabar . 

Arena,  Gravel,  is  a  thing  bred 
in  our  Body  of  a  great  deal  of  Salt 
and  Earth,  which  often  grows  up 
into  a  Stone, 
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Arenaria,  a  fort  of  Coronopus ,  fo 
call'd  becaufe  it  delights  in  Sandy 
Grounds.  See  Coronopus. 

Arenatio ,  a  fort  of  dry  Bath, 
when  thefick  fit  with  their  Feei 
upon  hot  Sand,  often  made  ufe  of 
in  the  Dropfy.  A  Sand-bath. 

Areola  Papillaris,  the  Circle 
about  the  Teat. 

Ares ,  this  is  a  feign’d  Word  o 
Faracelfus;  and  he  didingufh’d 
Ares  into  thefe  parts  j  Firft.  that 
he  calls  Archeicum  which  is  Natu¬ 
ral,  and  then  into  the  Chemicum 
which  is  Artificial  To  this  be 
longs  his  Melofinicum  or  Principle 
of  Tranfmutation,  which  hecalls 
the  Salamandrine  Eflence,  fuch  as 
heafiigns  to  th ePhilofopber's  Scone. 

Arejla  bovis.  See  Anonis , 

Argemon ,  a  little  Ulcer  of  the 
Eye  in  that  Circle  of  it  which  is 
call’d  Iris,  comprehending  part  of 
the  white  and  black. 

Argemone.  See  Argentina  and 
Anferina. 

Argentina,  the  lame  with  Age- 
mone ,  Silver- weed,  fo  call’d  from 
its  exceeding  white  Colour  :  it 
cools  moderately,  and  is  very  a- 
ftringent;  upon  which  account,  it 
cures  fpitting  of  Blood,  and  the 
immoderate  Flux  of  the  Womb 
and  Belly.  ’Tis  good  for  the  Stone  2 
in  the  Kidneys,  and  is  very  ufeful 
in  curing  Wounds  and  Ulcers.  JTis 
much  commended  for  eafing  the 
Pain  of  the  Teeth,  and  for  remov¬ 
ing  the  Putrefaction  of  the  Gums. 
*Tis  good  to  aflfwage  the  Heat  of 
Fevers,  which  it  does  very  pow¬ 
erfully,  being  beaten  up  with  Salt 
and  Vinegar,  and  applied  to  the 
Soles  of  the  Feet,  and  the  Arm* 
wrids.  The  Women  ufe  the  dif- 
dill’d  Waters  to  take  off  Freckles,  I 
Spots,  and  Blotches  from  the  Face,  j 


’Tis  affirm’d,  that  being  worn  in 
the  Shoes,  it  will  cure  the  bloody 
Fiux,  bleeding  ar  the  Nofe,  and  all 
immoderate  Fluxes  of  the  Belly. 
See  Anferia.

Argil  la,  white  Earth,  or  a  kind 
of  Chalk  that  is  friable,  and  void 
of  Fat  or  G  eafinefs 

Ar  gyro  come,  io  call’d  from  its 
white  Flowers,  a  fort  of  Cudweed, 
See  Gnapbalium . 

Argurop&a  is  the  Art  of  making 
Silver  of  other  Metals  and  Mine¬ 
rals,  or  of  feparating  it  from  them 
by  Chymidry. 

Aridura,  a  particular  Confump- 
tion,  or  wading  away  of  fome 
Member  of  the  Body. 

Arilli ,  the  fame  with  Acini. 

Arif  arum,  a  fmall  fort  of  W  ake- 
Robin.  Sea  Arum. 

Ar  icy  m  on,  a  Woman  that  foot! 
conceives,  and  is  pregnant,  or 
fruitful, 

Andiias  Corporis ,  a  Marafmus , 
or  Heftick  Drynefs. 

Ariflalthoea,  common  Marfh- 
mallows. 

Ariftolochia,  Birth  -  wort,  the 
Root  is  hot  and  dry,  doth  difcuis, 
attenuate,  open,  andcleanfe;  but 
the  round  is  of  finer  parts,  the  long 
of  groffer  ;  both  are  Cephalick , 
Fpatick ,  and  Pulmonic k-  It**  find 
to  have  got  its  Name  from  its  Ex¬ 
cellency  of  promoting  the  ■Delive¬ 
ry  in  Women. 

Ar'tfto- 
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Ariflophaneon,  the  Name  of  an  j 
Emollient  Plaifter,  made  ofPitch,  \ 
Wax,  Opopanax,  and  Vinegar. 

Armens  (tea  mains-,  the  Armenian 
Apple,  doubtlefs  fo  call’d  from  its 
Native  Soil. 

Arifia,  An  Ear  of  Corn. 

Ar menus  Jviq  Armenius  Lapis,  a 
Stone  full  of  green,  blue,  and  black 
Spots,  as  Lapis  Lazuli  is  of  golden  ; 
fo  that  they  differ  only  in  Matu¬ 
rity.  But  Lapis  Lazuli  is  more 
frequently  found  in  Golden  Mines, 
this  in  Silver.  *Tis  call’d  the  Ar¬ 
menian  Stone,  becaufeit  was  from 
thence  firft  brought  into  Europe  ; 
but  now  it  is  found  alfo  in  Germa¬ 
ny,  and  efpecially  in  Tyrol ,  under 
the  Name  of  Melochites.  The 
blueft  is  the  beftfor  Ufe,  being  a 
Purgative,  to  be  given  from  one 
Dram  to  four  Scruples. 

Armerius  Flos ,  an  Herb  call’d 
Sweet-William. 

Armilla  Membranofa ,  a  circular 
ligafnent' comprehending  the  ma 
nifold  Ligaments  of  the  whole 
Hand  in  a  kind  of  Circle  in  the 
Region  of  the  Carpus, 

Armoniacum ,  the  Native  Salt 
Armoniac $  that  deferib’d  by  the 
Ancients  was  to  be  found  among 
the  Lybian  Sands  $  but  the  Arti¬ 
ficial  is  only  known  to  us,  which 
is  nothing  but  a  bitter  Salt,  made 
of  Urine,  Soot,  common  Salt,  Sal 
Gem ,  and  the  like.  The  beft  Salt 
Armoniac  is  clear  and  white;  but 
if  it  be  not  fo,  it  maybe  purified. 
The  bed  is  reckon’d  to  come  from 
Ant voerp  and  Venice.  It  hasa  great 
many  Names  among  the  Chy- 
mifts;  and  among  the  reft  that  of 
Sal  Mir  a  bile,  and  of  Clavis  Me- 
t  alloy  urn,  or  the  Key  of  Metals,  be- 
caufe  it  makes  them  melt  quickly. 

Armoracia ,  a  fort  of  Radifh. 


Arnaldia ,  is  the  Name  of  a  Dif- 
eafe  formerly  common  in  England, 
of  a  malignant,  flow, and  chronick 
Nature.  Tho’  there  is  no  certainty 
of  the  Origin  of  the  Name,  or  the 
immediate  and  fpecial  fignificatL 
on  of  the  Difeafe ;  yet  it  is  thought 
to  be  a  Species  of  the  Venereal 
Difeafe  tho’  of  a  milder  Nature  as 
to  its  Progrefs,  yet  more  fevere 
in  its  Symptoms. 

Arnoglojfum,  Ribwort, Plantain. 

Aroma,  fignifies  any  Odorife- 
rous  Spice  ;  as  Cloves,  Cinna¬ 
mons,  Galangal,  &c.  or  any  Medi¬ 
cine  compos’d  of  Aromatics,  of 
a  grateful  penetrating  Tafte  and 
Smell,  in  their  own  Nature  Hot, 
Volatile,  and  of  a  Spirituous  Na¬ 
ture,  giving  Motion  and  Activity 
to  the  Blood  and  Juices  of  the 
Bodv.

Aromatopola ,  a  Seller  of  Spices. 

Aronia,  and  Aria  Mefpilus .  See 
M-'fpilus. 

Arquatus  Morbus ,  five  Arcua- 
tus,  the  fame  with  Uterus. 

Arrhabon ,  that  is,  any  Perfon 
that  wants  Sutures  in  the  Scull, 
whereby  the  Caufe  of  a  Cephalal¬ 
gia  is  render’d  incurable. 

Arrhoea,  properly  fpeaking,  a 
SupprdTion  of  the  Menfes. 

Arfenicum ,  Arfenick ,  is  a  mine¬ 
ral  Fat,  i n fin mable  Juice,  of  a  cor- 
rofive  Quality,  and  a  deadly  Poi- 
fon :  There  are  three  forts  of  it. 
White,  Red,  and  Yellow,  under 
three  Denominations. 

Artemifia ,  Mugwort,  ’tis  fre¬ 
quently  ufed  by  Women,  inwardly 
and  outwardly,  in  all  the  Difeafes 
peculiar  to  them.  Three  Drams 
of  the  dried  Herb  taken  in  Wine,  is 
an  excellent  Remedy  for  the  Hip 
Gout.  The  green  Herb,  or  the 
Juice  of  it  taken  in  fome  conveni¬ 
ent 
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ent  Liquor,  is  of  great  Ufe  for 
thofe  that  have  taken  too  much 

Opium. 

Arteria  trachea,  or  Afpera,  the 
Wind-pipe,  which  is  a  Cartilagi¬ 
nous  Veflel  implanted  in  the  Lungs, 
and  confiding  of  various  Rings 
and  Parts.  The  forepart  of  it  is  full 
of  Ligaments,  and  deprefted  for 
the  better  paffing  of  the  Gullet ;  its 
upper  part  is  call’d  Larynx,  and  the 
lower  Bronchus .  Its  Ufe  is  for  the 
Voice,  and  taking  in  Breath. 

Arteria  Aorta ,  or  Magna,  the 
great  Artery,  which  is  a  Veffel  that 
beats  continually,  faften’d  to  the 
left  Ventricle  of  the  Heart.  It 
confifts  of  four  Tmicks ,  and  re¬ 
ceives  the  Blood  in  the  Lungs, 
which  isfent  from  the  Heart,  and 
elaborated  by  the  Nitre  in  the  Air, 
anddiffules  it  thro’  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy  for  its  Nourifhment. 

Arteria  Caliaca  ,  fee  C&liaca 
Arteria. 

Arteria  Magna ,  the  fame  with 
Arteria  Aorta. 

Arteriaca  Medicamenta ,  Medi¬ 
cines  which  help  the  Voice,  and 
correCt  the  faults  of  the  Wind -pipe. 

Arteria  Venofa ,  the  Vein  of  the 
Lungs, is  the  Veffel  which  conveys 
the  Blood  out  of  the  Lungs  into 
the  left  Ventricle  or  Concavity  of 
the  Heart.  It  has  i  Valves  or  Co¬ 
vers,  in  the  fhapeofa  Half-moon. 

Arthanita ,  fee  Cyclamen ,  Sow¬ 
bread, 

Arteriotomia,  an  artificial  open¬ 
ing  of  an  Artery,  for  the  letting  of 
Blood  in  an  inveterate  Head-ach, 
Madnefs,  Falling- ficknefs.  Pain 
and  Inflammation  in  the  Eyes  and 
Ears.  The  SeCtion  is  made  in  the 
Forehead,  Temples,  or  behind  the 
Ears.  The  manner  of  it  is  thus  : 
After  the  Ligatures  made  in  the 


Arms  or  Necjc,  the  Artery  is  cut 
juft  as  a  Vein  is,  and  when  the 
Blood  is  emitted,  you  apply  a  ve¬ 
ry  aftringent  Plaifter,  with  a  Lea- 
den  Plate,  to  the  Orifice,  and  then 
fwathe  it  well.  The  Cure  is  per¬ 
form’d  infeven  or  nine  days  time, 
but  few  care  to  venture  upon  the 
Operation,  on  account  of  the  ha¬ 
zard  there  is  of  flopping  the  Hae¬ 
morrhage. 

Arthetica,  or  Arthritica ,  is  the 
Herb  call’d  Czmstpytis,  or  Ground- 
fine.  See  Cham&pytis. 

Arthrembolus ,  an  Inftrument Co 
call’d,  by  the  aftiftance  whereof  a 
luxated  Bone  is  thrown  into  its 
proper  Place,  or  natural  Situation. 

Arthritica.  See  Arthritis. 

Arthritis ,  or  Morbus  articular  is, 
the  Gout,  which  is  a  Diftemper 
that  exercifes  its  Tyranny  about 
two  or  three,  or  more  Joints,  and 
their  Interftices,  and  it  is  defin’d  to 
be  a  Pain  about  the  joints,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  an  Ejfervefcence  of 
the  Nervous  acid  Juice  with  the 
fix’d  faline  Particles  of  the  Blood, 
whence  the  Nerves ,  Tendons ,  Li¬ 
gaments,  the  thin  Membranes  a- 
bout  the  Bones  are  contracted,  and 
miferably  tormented  ;  whence 
proceeds  Swellings,  Rednefs,  hard 
fandy  Concretions  in  feveral  Parts 
of  the  Body,  and  other  Symptoms 
that  accompany  it.  It  is  fourfold, 
Chiragra ,  thzGout  in  the  Hands; 
Ifchias ,  in  or  about  that  Bone  that 
is  conneded  to  the  Oslllium  Go* 
nagra ,  in  the  Knees ;  and  Podagra , 
in  the  Feet  >  alraoft  an  incurable 
Diftemper.  Lucian  has  writ  a 
whole  Tragedy  concerning  the 
Varieties  of  Gouts . 

Arthritis  Planetica ,  the  fame 
with  Arthritis  Vaga, 

Arthritis 


Arthritis  Vaga,  or  Phnetica , 
the  erratic  or  wandring  Gout  ;  a 
pifeafe  in  the  joints  that  creates 
pain,  fometimes  in  one  Limb, 
Jbmetitnes  in  another.  It  is  call’d 
Vaga,  wandring,  becaufe  ’tis  not 
coniiant  to  one  and  the  fame 
place,  as  the  truzGoutis.  Its  Caufe 
is  owing  to  a  Fermentation  of  the 
Acid  and  Ale  At ;  which  as  it  hap¬ 
pens  in  one  Joint  or  other  vellicates 
the  Nervous  Fibres,  and  produces 
that  Pain;  and  this  is  alio  fome¬ 
times  call’d  the  Rheumatifm. 

Arthrodia,  the  joyning  of  Bones, 
when  the  Cavity  that  receives  the 
Bone  is  in  the  Surface,  and  the 
little  Head  or  Top  of  the  Bone 
that  is  receiv’d  is  depreft;  as  in 
the  lower  Jaw-bone,  with  the  Bone 
of  the  Temples. 

Arthron ,  a  Joint,  or  connexion 
of  Bones,  proper  for  the  perform¬ 
ing  of  Motion.  Articuli  are  fome 
times  the  Knuckles  of  the  Fingers. 

Arthrojis,  the  fame  with  Ariicu- 
latio. 

Articocct  and  Articocalis ,  Arti¬ 
choke. 

ArttcuUris  Morbus ;  fee  Ar¬ 
thritis . 

Articulus,  Articulatio,  Ariicu- 
lamentum.  Articulation  is  a  na¬ 
tural  connexion  or  compofition 
of  diverie  Bones,  and  differs  from 
the  Symphyfis,  which  in  an  union 
or  coalition  of  Bpnes.  ’Tis  divided 
into  the  Di  arthrojis  the  Deayticu- 
lation,  which  is  a  loofei  ftru&ure 
of  the  Bones,  the  motion  of  which 
is  evident;  and  into  a  Syn^thro- 
Jis,  which  is  a  clofer  conjunction  ; 
and  into  a  Ginglymus,  when  one 
Bone  receives  in  its  Sinus  the 
Frocefs  of  another,  and  on  the 
contrary,  the  other  Bone  ip  its 
Sinus  the  Procefs  of  the  former; 


as  is  perform’d  in  the  Thigh-bone 
and  the  Tibia,  in  the  Shoulder- 
bone  and  th  tXJlna. 

Articuli ,  the  Parts  of  Plants 
which  fwell  into  Knuckles  or 
Joints,  from  whence  Branches 
often  come  forth. 

Art i feus,  fee  Arthron . 

Articulus ,  it  generally  fignifies  a 
Trochy  made  of  the  fmall  iize  of 
Bread  ;  but  more  particularly  it 
is  that  which  is  made  of  the  Flefh 
of  Vipers  mix’d  with  Bread,  and 
prepar’d  purpofeiy  for  the  Com- 
poiitionof  Treacle. 

Artomeli,  a  certain  Cataplafm 
made  of  Honey  and  Bread. 

Artopticius  panic,  toiled  Bread. 

Arms,  iignifiesMenbersgrow- 
ing  to  Cavities  in  the  Body,  anddi* 
ilinguifh’d  by  Joints.  The  Limbs 
of  the  Body. 

Artyma ,  that  is  Condimentum . 
a  Confed. 

Aruina,  the  fame  with  Lard, 
Fat,  &c. 

Arum,  Wake-robin,  Cuckoo- 
pint:  The  Root,  efpecially  of 
that  which  is  ipotted,  green  or 
dry,  taken  to  the  quantity  of  a 
dram,  is  an  excellent  Remedy  for 
Poiion,  and  in  the  Plague;  fome 
add  to  it  the  like  quantity  of 
Treacle.  The  Root  boil’d  and 
mix  d  with  Honey  cures  all  fleg- 
matick  Humours  of  the  Bread; 
it  cures  Ruptures,  and  provokes 
Urine.  Women  ufe  the  diftill’d 
Water  of  the  Root  to  beautifie 
their  Faces,  but  the  Juice  thereof 
let  in  the  Sun,  is  much  better: 
The  dry’d  Root  is  an  excellent 
Medicine  for  the  Scurvy,  and  is 
full  as  effedual  in  cold  Difeafes 
of  the  Spleen  and  Stomach,  efpe¬ 
cially  for  Wind. 

Arundoy  or  Hamulo,  a  Reed 
Cane  or  Bul-rulh.  ,  :  Aryller , 
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Ary fiery  Tome  hollow  Veffei  to 
draw  Water  with,  as  a  Waterpot- 
Bucket,  &c. 

Aryt&noides ,  leu  Guttales  & 
Gutturni formes ,  two  Cartliages 
which  with  others  make  up  the 
top  of  the  Larynx.  'Tis  taken  alfo 
for  certain  Mufclesofthe  Larynx. 

Arythmus,  leu  Gacorythmus ,  a 
Pulfe  loft  to  fenfe.  See  Caco~ 
rythmus. 

As  or  Ajjis,  a  Pound  contain¬ 
ing  1 2  Ounces  ;  fome  take  it  for- 
two  drams. 

Afa  dulc  'tSy  the  fame  as  Benzoin. 

Afabon,  Sapo  or  Soap. 

Afijlus,  Lime-ftone. 

Afitgen,  Dragon's  Blood. 

Afitgi,  Vitriol. 

AfaFcetida,  a  Gum  preftoutof 
the  Root  of  a  certain  Plant  which 
grows  in  Perfia,  betwixt  Lura  and 
Gameron  ;  'tis  of  a  very  ftrong 
Scent,  and  efteem’d  excellent  in 
all  hyfterick  cafes. 

Afaphatum,  See  Saphatum. 

As  or  Ajjis,  the  leaft  piece  of 
Money  that  is  current,  and  in 
weight  a  Pound. 

Afaphia,  a  lownefs  of  Voice, 
which  proceeds  from  a  loofe  or  ill 
Conftitution,  or  Contemperature 
of  the  Organs. 

Afircon ,  fignifies  ftridtly  to  be 
deftitute  of  Fiefh. 

Afarum ,  Afirabacca,  a  plant 
that  purges  violently  upward  and 
downward  Flegm  and  Choler ;  ,tis 
diuretick  alio,  and  forces  the 
Courfes.  • 

Afcetrisy  or  Afiarides ,  little 
Worms  which  breed  in  the  Intefii- 
nnm  return,  and  then  tickle  and 
trouble  it.  They're  bred  of  fome 
Excrements  which  ftay  longer 
than  they  ought,  and  there  putrifie 

Afeia,  a  fort  of  Bandage. 
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Afiiticus,  a  Perfon  that  hath 
the  Dropfy  call'd  the  A  cites* 

Afcites ,  a  Dropfy,  or  fwelling 
of  the  Abdomen,  and  coniequent- 
ly  of  the  Scrotum ,  Thighs,  and 
Feet,  proceeding  from  a  Serous 
and  fometimes  Liymphatick  or 
Chylous  Matter  like  the  Water 
wherein  Fiefh  has  been  wafh’d,  col¬ 
lected  in  the  cavity  of  thofe  parts. 

A  file  pi  as,  leu  Hlrundinaria,  leu 
Vincetoxicum ,  Swallow-wort 5  the 
Root  of  it  is  very  alexipharmick 
and  fudorifick }  'tis  chiefly  us'd 
for  the  Plague  and  other  conta¬ 
gious  Difeafes,  for  ObftruCtions 
of  the  Courfes,  for  the  Palpitation 
of  the  Heart,  Fainting,  and  Drop¬ 
fy,  and  for  the  Stone i  the  Flow¬ 
ers,  the  Root,  and  the  Seeds 
cleanfe  fordid  Ulcers. 

Afeos ,  a  Bladder  or  Skin,  which 
was  formerly  ufed  to  nourilh  a 
j  Part  affedted,  by  filling  it  with 
warm  Water,  Oil,  &c.  Or  fil'd 
!  with  Wind,  it  us'd  to  be  apply 'd 
to  the  Spine,  or  for  the  redu&ioQ 
of  a  luxated  joint. 

Afcyrum ,  St.  Peter's  Wort. 

Afifi  the  fame  with  Hydroa . 

Afellus ,  befides  the  vulgar  ac¬ 
ceptation,  this  Word  is  apply'd 
to  various  purpoles,  and  fignifies 
Milk,the  Spleen,  Kidnies,  Teftes, 
Penis,  Nails,  Urine,  Dung,  &c, 
belides,  ’tis  often  us’d  for  an  In- 
fed:  call’d  Millepedes. 

Afellus -Pifiis,  a  Fifli,  lo  call’d 
from  its  colour,  refembling  the 
colour  ot  an  Ais. 

Afima ,  a  Crifis,  or  fudden 
change  in  acute  Difeafes  beyond 
Hope,  happening  without  any 
previous  Indication  by  Signs. 

Afiricus  a  kind  of  Locuft. 

Afitiaje  u  Anorexia  &  Apofitia, 
a  loathing  of  Meat. 
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Afodes.  See  Ajjodes. 

Aft alat hum  lignum,  the  lame  as 
Zignum  Rhodium.  It  bears  a  vaft 
number  of  fmall,  but  very  odori¬ 
ferous  Flowers  j  the  ancient  Phy- 
ficans  being  unacquainted  with 
the  true  Afpalathum,  us’d  in  its 
Head  the  yellow  Sandal-wood. 

Afparagus  8c  Afparagos,  com¬ 
monly  call’d  Sparrow-grafs .  The 
Root  is  Diuretick  and  Lithontrip- 
tick,  and  is  one  of  the  five  opening 
Roots 5  it  opens  the  Obftrudfions 
of  the,  Liver  and  Spleen,  efpecial- 
ly  of  the  Kidneys,  and  therefore 
#tis  frequently  ufed  in  Diuretick 
Decodfions.  The  Stalks  boil'd 
gently,  according  to  cuftom,  and 
eaten,  loofen  the  Belly,  and  pro¬ 
voke  Urine,  but  they  make  it 
fmellili.  ADecodfionof  theRc#^ 
drank,  relieves  thole  that  make 
Water  difficulty,  and  thofe  that 
have  the  Jaundice,  and  others 
that  are  airlifted  with  Nephritick 
Pains,  or  the  Hip-gout. 

After  a  Arteria,  or  Trachea ,  is  an 
oblong  Pipe  confifling  6f  various 
Cartilages  and  Membranes,  which 
begin  at  the  Throat,  or  lower 
part  of  the  Jaw*  it  lies  upon  the 
Gullet,  defcends  into  the  Lungs, 
and  is  difpers’d  by  manifold  Ra¬ 
mifications  or  Branches  through 
their  whole  fubftance.  The  upper 
part  is  call’d  Larynx ,  and  the 
lower  Bronchus ;  to  which  Mal¬ 
pighi  adds  a  third  or  lowed:,  cal¬ 
led  by  him  Vejicular.  Itisfubfer- 
vient  to  Speech  and  Relpiration.

Afphhahitis ,  the  firft  Vertebra 
of  the  Loins,  which  from  the 
Kidneys  is  call’d  Nephritis. 
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Afthaltos,  Afphaltium ,  a  fort 
of  Pitch  gather'd  from  the  Lake 
Afphaltites ,  in  Palejline. 

Afpharagesy  the  lame  With  A- 
fparagus. 

Afthendamnos ,  8c  Sphendamnos^ 
Mountain  Maple. 

Afphyxia ,  that  is,  a  lofs  or  de¬ 
privation  of  the  Pulfe,  wherein 
no  motion  appears  fenfible  to  the 
Touch  j  it  may  be  call’d  an  in¬ 
terception  of  the  Spirits,  the  fame 
with  the  JLypoJychia  or  Syncope,  the 
Heart  not  duly  dilating  cr  con¬ 
tracting;  or  elle  a  deficiency  of 
Blood  and  Spirits  tofupply  it. 

Afpodelus,  the  Herb  Afpodil. 

Ajpis,  a  kind  of  Serpent  that 
is  the  moft  venomous. 

Afpidion ,  Alyjfon ,  of  D'ofcorides. 

Afplenium,  Spleen  wort ;  ’tis 
call’d  Spleenwort  becaule  ’tis  ef¬ 
fectual  in  curing  Difeafes  of  the 
Spleen  ;  ’tis  chiefly  us’d  for  fwel- 
lingsof  the  Spleen,  for  fpitting  of 
Blood,  and  a  Loofnefs;  outwardly 
us’d,  it  cieanfes  Wounds  and  Ul¬ 
cers;  one  dram  of  the  golden 
Powder  on  the  under  fide  of  the 
Leaves,  with  half  a  dram  of  white 
Amber  powder,  drank  in  the 
juice  of  Pur llain,  relieves  thofe 
wonderfully  that  have  a  Gonor¬ 
rhea.  See  S pieman. 

Afprella,  the  greater  Horfetail.

Affarius,  a  Weight  containing 
two  drams. 

AJfatio,  ab  Affare ,  roafiing  or 
toafting,  as  we  toaft  Rhubarb  or 
bake  the  S cilia  in  an  Oven. 

AJJimilatio ,  this  is  what’s  call’d 
a  iupply  of  Food  or  Nutrition 
when  that  which  nourifhes  is  al¬ 
ter’d,  and  becomes  like  the  Body 
to  bs  nourilhed,  AJJis, 
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AJJis ,  the  fame  with  Opium  and 
Meconium ;  or  ’tis  a  Powder  pre¬

ftatick,  pleaie  themfelves  with 
delightful  Vifions  or  Dreams. 

Affodes,  a  continual  Fever, 

.  wherein  the  outward  Parts  are 
moderately  warm,  but  with  a 
great  heat  within,  and  an  infatia- 
ble  drought,  perpetual  tolling, 
watching,  and  raving. 

Aftaphas ,  vel  St  aphis,  adry’d 
Grape  or  Raifin. 

After,  Starwort,  fo  called  be- 
caufe  the  figure  of  its  Flowers  are 
like  Stars. 

After  ion  Sc  A  fieri  feus.  See  After. 

Afthma ,  a  frequent, difficult  and 
fhort  Refpiration,  join’d  with  an 
hilling  Sound  and  a  Cough,  efpe- 
cially  in  the  Night-time,  which 
continues  dry  forfome  time.  It 
is  often  attended  with  a  Fever, 
Pleurifie,  Cholick,  palpitation  of 
the  Heart,  and  divers  other  Sym¬ 
ptoms:  The  Caufes  therefore  are  a 
fharpand  fcorbutic  Blood,  which 
too  much  vellicates  the  Organs  of 
Refpiration,  and  puts  ’em  into  a 
meer  convulfive  motion,  whereby 
the  Lungs  are  puft  up,  and  the 
circulation  of  the  Blood  is  hin¬ 
der’d,  whence  Suffocations,  Swoons 
and  Coughs  eafily  proceed. 

Ajlmaticus ,  he  that  labours  un¬ 
der  an  Afthma,  or  difficulty  of 
breathing,  or  fhortnefs of  Breath. 
Afiragaloides,  an  Herb  like 
AJlragalus,  a  fort  of  Pulfe. 
AJlragalus,  or  O*  Balifta,  the 
frit  and  moll  principal  Bone, 
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which,  together  with  other  little 
Bones  in  the  Foot,  make  up  that 
part  of  the  foot  which  immediate¬ 
ly  fucceeds  the  Leg  in  Bealls,  call¬ 
ed  the  Faftern,  the  Huckle-bone.

Aftringent  Me¬ 
dicines, 

Aftrion,  feu  Stellaria  &  Stella^ 
an  Herb  like  a  Star. 

Aflrobles ,  ApopleSlicus. 

AjlroboUfmus,  the  fame  with 
Sphacelus,  a  kind  of  Gangrene. 

Aftrocynologia ,  a  realoning  about 
critical  Days,  call’d  Dog  days. 

Aftroites ,  or  the  Star -ft  one,  re¬ 
markable  for  having  feveral  ftains 
or  ipots  in  the  form  of  Stars. 

Aftrologia,  a  reafoning  about 
the  Influences  of  the  Stars ;  not  fo 
neceffary  to  Phyficians  as  the  An¬ 
cients  imagin’d.  Aftrology. 

Aftronomia ,  a  naming  of  the- 
Stars,  or  a  knowledge  of  the  Laws 
and  Rules  of  Stars  and  Conftellati- 
ons,  or  a  knowledge  concerning  or 
about  the  Stars.  Aftronomy. 

Ataxia ,  a  confounding  of  cri¬ 
tical  Days,  according  to  the  Me¬ 
thod  ufed  by  the  Ancients. 

Ataxmir ,  a  Cure  of  the  Eye, 
which  is  perform’d  when  Hairs 
grow  preternaturally  in  the  Eye¬ 
lids,  under  the  natural  Hair. 
Atecnia ,  the  fame  with  Agonia « 
Athanafta.  See  Tanacetum , 
Athanatos,  See  Athanafia. 
Athanor ,  a  Chymical  Furnace. 
Some  will  have  it  a  Furnace  a- 
dapted  for  Sublimation  in  the  great 
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Work  o’-  tbs  Phiioioph  r*s  Scone. 
By  fame  ’cis  alfo  call'd  the  Lazy 
Henry,  and  the  Chemical  Womb. 

Atheromas  a  Tumor,  contain’d 
within  its  own  Coat  ariiing  from 
a  pappy  Humour,  without  Pain, 
not  eaiily  yielding  to  the  Fingers, 
nor  leaving  any  Dint  alter  it  is 
compreft. 

Athleticus,  is  a  hale  vigorous 
Conftitution  of  body,  wherein 
the  natural  Heat  gives  the  greateft 
ftrength  and  perfection. 

Athymia,  a  defection  or  anxie¬ 
ty  of  Mind. 

At  ini  a  Ulmus ,  fo  call’d  from 
the  City  Atina  in  Campania. 

Atlas ,  the  firft  Vertebe  under 
the  Head  $  fo  call’d  becaule  it 
fee  ms  to  hold  up  the  Head,  It 
has  no  Marrow. 

Atle,  an  Egyptian  Word,  it  fig- 
nifies  the  Domejlick  Tamarisk 

Atocia ,  or  Atecnia.  See  Agonia. 

Atocium.  See  Lychnis. 

Aitsmon ,  and  Atomos ,  white 
Hellebore, 

Atomus,  a  Body  fo  fmall  that  it  j 
is  not  capable  of  being  divided  in¬ 
to  lefler  parts,  as  are  the  Elemen¬ 
tary  Particles  of  Spirit ,  Salt,  Sul¬ 
phur ,  Water ,  and  Earth  j  tho’  in 
effect  there  be  no  fuch  thing  j  for 
fince  even  the  leaft  Particle  has 
its  threefold  dimeniion,  it  may 
be  divided. 

Atonia ,  aFaintnefs,  Infirmity, 
defect  of  ftrength. 

Aira  Bilis,  fulphureous  and 
faline,  earthy,  aduft,  and  black 
Blood,  which  is  bred  in  the  Body 
and  gather’d  in  the  Spleen  ;  for 
there  ’tis  volatiliz’d  and  exalted 
into  a  ferment  fit  to  mix  with  the 
Blood.

Atripiex  and  Atriplexum ,  Or- 
rach  or  Arrach  :  The  linking 
Arrach  is  good  for  Mother- fits, 
and  Womens  Obftructions,  aCon- 
ferve  being  made  of  the  Leaves, 
or  a  Syrup  of  the  Juice. 

Atraphaxis >  fee  Atraphraxis. 

Atrophia ,  or  Tabes ,  is  when  the 
whole  body,  or  any  one  part  of  it 
is  not  nourifh'd,  but  gradually 
withers  and  decays.  Tabes  is  often 
taken  only  for  an  Ulcer  in  the 
Lungs,  whereby  the  whole  Body 
by  little  and  little  perifhes  and  de^ 
cays.  A  Coniumption. 

Atta ,  is  one  whobyreafon  of 
the  tendernels  of,  or  other  de¬ 
fers  in  his  Feet,  touches  the 
Ground  rather  than  treads  it. 

Attenuantia ,  or  Incident ia}  are 
thofe  things  which  opening  the 
Pores  with  their  acuminate  Par¬ 
ticles,  cut  the  thick  and  vifeous 
Humours  in  the  Body. 

Attenuatio,  the  fubtilifation  of 
the  Particles  of  fome  Medicine, 
that  it  may  the  better  and  eafier 
pais  the  Lafleal  Veins. 

Attonitus  Morbus ,  the  fame 
with  an  Apoplexy.  Celfus  takes 
it  for  a  blafting,  occalion’d  by 
Thunder  and  Lightning. 

Attraflylis ,  the  fame  with  A- 
tr  a  fly  Its. 

Attrahtntia ,  drawing  things, 
are  thofe  which  opening  the  Bores 
with  their  little  Pai  tides,  and  di¬ 
lating  the  Humours,  and  expel¬ 
ling  them  where  their  refiftance 
is  weaker,  not  only  fwell  the  parts 
and  make ’em  red,  but  by  driving 
more  Vapours  and  Humours  out 
of  the  Skin  and  Fldh  than  can 
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make  their  way  thro’  a  thick  in¬ 
ner  Skin,  gather  them  under  it, 
and  fwell  it  into  little  Bladders  ; 
fometimes  they  draw  out  little 
Splinters,  and  fuch-like. 

Attritio,  Attrition  ;  grinding 
rubbing,  fretting,  &c.  the  fuper- 
ficial  lolution  of  the  Cuticula  and 
Cutis  cauied  by  the  compreftion  of 
Bodiesfis  called  an  Attrition  ;  fothe 
Feet  and  Thighs  in  traveling  are 
rubb’d  and  fretted.  Attrition 
makes  a  kind  oi  Heart-burn,  when 
the  Stomach,  from  the  Food  re¬ 
ceiv’d  into  it,  grinds  it  by  the 
contradlion  of  its  Fibres ,  and  too 
ftsict  acompreflion  of  the  Mufcles 
from  a  difficulty  of  breath  ng. 

Auclio  Corporis ,  N u tr i tion ,  where¬ 
by  more  is  reftor’d  than  was  loft. 

AucupaltsSorbus^n&Aucuparia 
Scrbus,  or  Ornus,  the  wild- Alh. 

Audit  orius  Meatus ,  is  a  round 
Foramen ,  or  Orifice  belonging  to 
the  Ears,  not  only  reaching  to  the 
Membrane  ot  the  Brain,  but  alto 
touching  the  Auditory  Nerve, 
which  defcends  into  it  from  the 
Brain. 

Auditus,  Hearing,  is  a  fenfe 
wherein  Sounds  (from  the  various 
motion  of  the  circumambient  Air 
beating  the  Drum  oi  the  Ear)  are 
communicated  to  the  common 
Senfory  by  the  Auditory  Nerve, 
and  are  there  felt  and  perceiv’d. 

AvelUna  Nux,  the  Hafei-  Nut. 

Avena,  Oats;  they  are  dry  and 
aftringent.  The  Meal  isufed  out¬ 
wardly  in  Cai’aplafms,  for  it  dries 
and  dige.Ts  moderately.  In  the 
CholickiOats  fry’d  with  a  little  Salt 
and  applied  hot  to  the  Belly,  give 
great  eafe,  if  the  Guts  are  not 
fluffed  with  Excrements;  if  they 
are,  a  Clyfter  muft  firft  be  given. 
Augmentation  See  Auclio. 


AugmentUm  Febnum,  or  Incre - 
mentum  is  a  Computation  from 
what  time  the  heat  of  a  continual 
Fever  has  feiz’d  upon  the  whose 
mafs  of  Blood,  till  it  hath  arriv’d 
at  the  height.

Aura ,  an  Airy  Exhalation,  Spi¬ 
rit,  or  Vapour. 

Aurantium  Malum ,  an  Orange. 
The  flowers  of  Oranges  are  much 
efteem’d  for  a  good  jfmell ;  the 
difti.l’d  Water  of  ’em  is  alfo  very 
fragrant,  and  is  not  only  fragrant 
but  ufetul  too  againft  the  Plague 
and  contagious  Difeafes ;  the  Bark 
kills  Worms,  ftrengthens  the  Heart 
and  Stomach;  the  j  uice  is  cooling 
and  creates  Appetite,  and  exdn- 
guifhes  Thirft,  and  therefore  is 
of  good  Ufe  in  Fevers :  Oranges 
are  alfo  good  for  the  Scurvy. 
Some  derive  its  Name  from  its 
Colour  refembling  Gold. 

Aurea  Alexandria,  a  fort  of 
Opiate  or  Antidote,  fo  call’d  from 
Alexander ,  a  noted  Phyflcian  ;

Aures  Cordis ,  Auricula ,  or  the 
little  Ears  of  the  Heart. 

Aureum  Unguent  urn,  the  golden 
Ointment, fo  call’d  from  its  Colour. 

Auremia ,  fee  Flicbryfon . 

Aureus  Arabum,  feu  Denarius 
Romanus,thc  7  th  part  of  an  Ounce, 
being  a  fort  of  Weight  arr.ongft: 
the  Arabians  of  a  Dram  and  a  7th 
part,  the  fame  with  Denarius . 

Aunchalcum ,  or  Qrichalcum  5 
the  fineft  Copper. 

Auricomum,  a  fort  of  Crowfoot. 

Auricularis  Digitus ,  the  little 
Finger.  See  Digitus. 

Auricula  Mur  is,  Moufe-Ear; 
>cis  a  very  aftringent  and  vulnerary, 
D  where- 
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wherefore  it  is  ufed  very  fuccefs- 
fully  in  Wound-drinks,  Plaiflers, 
and  Ointments  it  cures  the  Di- 
fentery,  and  other  Fiuxes  of  the 
Belly,  and  flops  Vomitting,  and 
cures  Childrens  Ruptures,  and  is 
excellent  in  the  Stone ;  it  is  alfo 
commended  for  the  Chin- Cough. 

Auricul&Juda  Jews- Ear, a  fpon-

AuriculiC  rdis,  the  Ear  of  the 
Heart  j  there  are  two  of  them,  the  j 
Right  and  the  Left,  the  Right  re¬ 
ceives  the  Blood  h  om  the  Vena  Ca¬ 
va,  or  great  Vein,  which  is  carried 
into  the  right  Ventricle,  and  then 
enters  the  Lungs;  the  left  is  that 
which  receives  the  Blood  rightly 
prepar’d  and  fermented  by  the 
Nitrous  Air  from  the  Lungs,  that 
it  may  be  difebarg’d  by  the  left 
Ventricle  into  the  great  Artery, 
and  thence  be  difiributed  into 
every  part  of  the  Body.

Awopfia,  the  Ocular  Infpedlion 
of  any  thing. 

Autopyros,  what  is  made  of  whole 
Grains,  without  any  Bran  taken 
from,  or  added  to  it.  This  fort  of 
Bread  is  prefer ’d  before  any  other, 
becaufe  the  Bran  is  cleaning.

Balandina^  a  factitious  Stone, 
compos’d  of  the  Mercury  of  Iron, 
and  is  of  a  red  colour,  and  fhines 
much,  byreafonof  its  Su'phur. 

Balafms  La  fits,  a  Gem  of  a  Pai¬ 
ning  purple  or  Rofe-colour,  call’d 
by  Tome  Placidus.  ’Tis  a  third 
Species  of  the  Carbuncle. 

Balaujlium,  the  Flower  of  the 
wild  Pomegranate,  ufedasan  af- 
tringent  in  Medicine. 

Balbis,  fignifies  an  oblong  Ca¬ 
vity  in  that  part  of  the  Arm  to¬ 
wards  the  fwe’ling  of  the  Cubit 
that  receives  it  as’twere  into  the 
Sinuous  Procefs  of  the  Cubit 
which  is  call’d  Corona ,  or  Comix , 
when  the  Flandis  extended. 

Balbuties,  a  Puttering  or  ilam- 
mering,  occafion’d  by  fome  fault 
in  the  Mufcles  and  other  Organs 
of  the  Tongue,  which  is  the  rea- 
fon  they  can’t  pronounce  certain 
Letters,  or  at  leaf!  not  without 
much  d1  faculty. 

Baliflst  Gs ;  lee  Aftragalus. 

B  allot  %  a  fort  of  MarruCium, 
very  ulefui  for  Difeafesof  the  Ears. 

Balneum,  a  Bath :  This  has  va¬ 
rious  denominations  among  the 
Chymifts,  as  that  of  Sand,  Afhes, 
1  Iron,  of  Mary  of  the  Sea,  the 
Viporous,  <&c.  according  as 
the  diftilling  Veffel  is  pur,  ei¬ 
ther  in  Sand,  Afhes,  cr  Filings 
of  Iron,  or  in  Water,  or  pla¬ 
ced 
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ced  lo  high  at  to  receive  only  the 
Vapours  of  the  Water  underneath 
it,  as  is  done  alfo  in  fweating,  this 
laft being  the  fame  with  Balaneum. 

Balfamella ,  the  fame  with 

BalJamina  and  Balfam'tnum,  an 
Herb  whereof  a  Balfam  is  made 
to  heal  Ulcers. 

Balfamatio,  the  embalming  ot 
dead  Bodies. 

Balfamita,  an  Indian  Herb  fo 
call’d  from  the  balfamick  fmell  it 
hath fome  apply  it  to  the  Mouth. 

Balfamus^or  Balfamumyhe  Bal- 
famtree,  is  a  Shrub  bearing  Leaves 
like  Rue ;  this  is  to  be  underfiood 
ot  that  in  Syrian  that  of  Egyj  t  has 
Leaves  like  the  Maffick  tree.  The 
Fruit  is  calyd  Carpobalfamus,  the 
T  wigs  Xylobdfamus,  and  the  Juice 
Opabalfamam.  The  word  Balfam 
is  us’d  very  differently  in  Shops, 
i.  It  fignifies  a  certain  fort  of 
Perfume,  of  a  fomewhat  thick 
confidence  like  an  Ointmer  t ; 
and  this  is  its  mod  ufual  dgn idea¬ 
tion,  as  for  indance,  Balfam  of 
Rofes,  Xpopleclick,  and  the  like. 
z.  There  are  fort  of  Liquors  di- 
ftili’d  from  Gums  and  Refinous 
Subdances,  with  Spirit  of  Wine, 
which  are  ufed  in  anointing  out¬ 
wardly,  and  thefeare  call’d  Balfams 
too,  as  Nervous  Balfam ,  Sciatick, 
&c.  3 .  It  fignifies  a  Liquor  that  is 
anointed  into  the  Body,  thicker 
than  Oil,  and  more  liquid  than  an 
Ointment.  4.  Salts  in  fuiion  and 
melted  are  call’d  Balfams,  as  the 
Balfam  of  fait  of  Jewels.  5.  There 
are  a  fort  of  particular  Preparati¬ 
ons  call’d  Balfams,  as  the  Balfam 
of  Sulphur,  &c.  6.  and  laftly,  fome 
Gums  of  Trees  are  call’d  Balfams. 

Balux,  alfo  Chryfamos ,  or  more 
properly  Chryfammos,  call’d  for¬

Bapttfecula fee  Cyanus. 

Baras,  the  fame  with  Alpbus. 

Barba ,  the  hairy  part  of  the  Lips 
and  Chin,  the  Beard. 

Barba  Caprtna,  an  Herb  fo  cal¬ 
led  from  the  Figure  of  the  FJow- 
ers,  which  ieem  to  reprefent  a 
Goat’s  Beard. 

Barba  Hire  's ,  the  fame  with  Tra- 
gapogum  and  Ulmaria. 

Barba  Jovis ,  is  Semper  Vivumy 
feu  Sedum,  or  Houfe-Leek. 

Barbarea ,  Rocket,  or  Winter- 
Crefsj  it  is  fbaip  and  hot,  and 
much  of  the  fame  vertue  with 
Crefles ;  it  is  mix’d  with  Sailets, 
especially  in  Winter-time,  when 
Crefles  are  fcarce;  wherefore ’tis 
call’d  Winter-Crefs.  It  is  good 
in  the  Scurvey,  the  Juice  of  it  is 
mix’d  With  Ointments,  tocleanfe 
fordid  Ulcers  :  The  Seed  is  Li- 
thontriptick  and  Diuretick. 

Bardana  Burdock,  ’tis  drying 
Pulmonick,  Diuretick,  Diaphore- 
tick,  cleanling,  and  fomewhat  a- 
ffringent,  ’tis  good  in  an  Aflhma, 
for  the  Stone,  and  i pitting  of 
Blood,  for  old  Sores,  and  Swell  ng 
of  the  Spleen,  and  all  other  parts, 
in  Gouty  Difeafes,  wherein  it  is 
peculiarly  proper.  The  Seed  is 
an  excellent  Lithontriptick,  be¬ 
ing  powder’d  and  taken  in  Small- 
beer  or  Pofiet-drink.  The  Leaves 
are  applied  outwardly  to  old  fores 
and  to  burns.  The  Seed  powder¬ 
ed,  and  taken  40  Days  together, 
cures  th,>  dipgout ;  ’tis  the  fame 
with  Lay  a,  fee  Lappa% 
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Barometrum,  or  B  ar of c  opium, 

A  Barometer ,  which  is  a  certain 
Inftrument  To  call’d  by  the  curious 
Enquirers  into  Nature,  in  which, 
by  the  Affiftance  of  Mercury  put 
therein,  the  Weight  and  Preflure 
of  the  Air,  according  to  the  minu¬ 
ted  Variations,  may  be  obferv’d 
and  feen. 

Baros,  Onus,  a  certain  Weight, 
Laflitude,  or  Wearinefs  in  the 
Limbs. 

Baryococcalon ,  is  Stramonium. 

Baryecoja ,  heavinefs  or  hardnefs 
of  Hearing. 

‘Baryphonia, difficulty  in  fpeaking

wood. 

j BafllareOs  j  fee  Bafis. 

Bafilica,  the  inner  Vein  of  the 
Arm, call'd  Hepatica, or  Liver-vein. 

BafiUcum ,  a  rich  precious  Me¬ 
dicine  that  excels  all  others. 

Bafilicum, the  fame  with  Ofimum, 
a  very  fweet-feented  Herb. 

Bafiogiojfi,  a  pair  of  Mufcles 
riflng  from  the  Os  Hyodes ,  and 
ending  in  the  Middle  of  the 
Tongue,  the  ufe  of  which  are  to 
draw  down  the  Tongue. 

Bafis ,  the  upper  part  of  the 
Heart,  which  is  oppofite  to  the 
point :  It  is  alfo  the  Ground  or 
Foundation  cf  the  Bone  Hyoid es , 
for  the  ufe  of  the  Tongue  ,  alfo 
the  principal  Ingredient  in  a 
Prefer:  prion  is  thus  call’d. 

Bathmss ,  a  Cavity  in  the  Bone 
of  the  Arm  or  Shoulder,  on  each 
fide  one  5  whereinto,  when  the 
whole  Hand  is  fir  etch’d  forth  and 
bended,  the  Procefsof  the  under- 
moft  and  leffer  of  the  two  long 
Bones  of  the  Cubit  enters. 

Bathypricon ,  Broad -leav’d  Worm¬ 
wood,  noted  for  its  excelTi-Ve  bit- 
ternels.  ’  : 


Batia,  the  fame  with  Retorts, 
or  Cucurbits,  Glafs  or  Earthen 
Bodies  with  crooked  Necks. 

Batinon Moron,  Rasberiies;  the 
Bariesare  very  cordial,  and  tafte 
very  well ;  the  Syrup  is  very  good 
in  Fevers. 

Bat  is,  and  Bat  os,  a  Bufh,  a 
Bramble,  a  Biack-berry-Tree. 

B atra chiotd as, a  for t  of  Geranium 

Batracbium ,  Crow-foot  lee 
Ranunculus. 

Batrachus ,  Rana  &  Ranula ,  feu 
HvpogloJJls „  a  Tumour  under  the 
Tongue,  which  makes  one  croak 
like  a  Frog  when  they  fpeak. 

Baurac,  an  Arabian  Word  for 
Nitre  in  general,  it  flgnifies  any 
kind  of  Salt. 

Baucia ,  wild  Parfnip. 

Bdella  iignifles  a  Leach.  See 
Nirudo. 

Bdellium,  a  Refinous  Tear  or 
Gum,  dropt  from  a  thorny  Tree 
growing  in  India,  Arabia,  and  Me¬ 
dia ,  refembling  in  Tafte  and  Co¬ 
lour  to  Myrrh,  fomewhat  bitterifh, 
tranfparent,  and  well  feented. 

Becabunga,  Brooklime,  it  heats 
and  moiftens  moderately  ;  it  is  • 
chiefly  ufedin  the  Scurvy,  it  pow¬ 
erfully  expels  the  Stone  of  the  Kid¬ 
neys  and  Bladder,  if  provokes  the 
Courfes,  and  expels  a  dead  Child. 
Outwardly  applied,  it  cures  in¬ 
flamed  Tumours,  and  St.  Antho¬ 
ny's  Fire  j  it  is  much  of  the  fame 
Vertue  with  Water-Crefies,  only 
not  fo  flrong

Bechica,  Medicines  g’ood  againfl 
a  Cough.  Expectorating  Medi¬ 
cines. 

Bedegarim ,  or  Bedeguar  fee 
Spina  Alba. 

Behen ,  there  is  a  confiderable 
difference  among  the  Authors 
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concerning  the  Roots  of  Behen, 
but  moft  probably  they  are  the 
Rootsof  white  and  red  Valerian. 

Belenites ,  or  Belemnites ,  from 
a  Dart  or  Arrow,  which  figure  it 
refembles.  This  is  a  fmooth  Py¬ 
ramidal  Stone,  of  various  colours, 
and  is  Paid  to  be  good  againft  the 
Stone,  yellow  Jaundice,  Fluxes  of 
the  Belly, and  is  particularly  com¬ 
mended  in  Intermitting  Fevers, 
and  hath  a  power  to  precipitate 
the  Febrile  Ferment ;  ’tis  alfo  called 
Daciylus  Id&ur,  as  being  found  on 
Mount  Ida. 

Belenoidesyhe  Procefs  or  (hoot¬ 
ing  forth  of  a  Bone,  call’d  Alt  for- 
mis ,  made  like  a  Wing,  which  is 
fix’d  in  the  Bafis  ofthe  Scull. 

Belladonia,  Beeping  Nightfhade. 

B illicitly,  a  Species  of  Shell-fiflb, 
call’d  Sea  Cockles,  of  the  Figure 
of  the  Navel,  being  of  a  white 
Colour,  inrerfperfed  with  yellow 
Spots  and  black  Lines. 

Beilis ,  Beilins  jlosdz  Herba  Mar¬ 
garita,  a  Plant  bearing  Flowers, 
growing  in  the  Meadows,  a  Daijy. 
There  is  fome  difference  among 
Writers  about  the  Temperament 
of  this  Plant:  Some  fay  it  is  hot 
and  dry;  others  fay  it  is  cold  and 
mold;  but  its  fharp  Tafte argues 
Frigidity,  and  the  Effects  of  it  is 
Siccity;  both  the  greater  and  the 
lefifer  Daify  are  excellent  Wound 
Herbs.  Women  ufually  give  the 
Herb  and  Flower  to  Children,  to 
loofen  their  Bellies.  The  Roots 
are  ufed  outwardly,  with  very 
goodfuccefs,  in  the  King’s-Evil. 

Bellouchts ,  a  Gem  found  in  Af 
fyria  reprefen  ting  an  Eye. 

J Benedibla  HerbafeeCarycjphyllat  a. 

Benedichtm ,  there  is  a  noted 
Lenitive  Eledluary  under  this 
Name,  which  is  fometimes  appli¬ 


ed  to  any  Lenitive  Medicine  in  ge¬ 
neral. 

Bentgnus  Morbus ,  a  favourable 
Difeafe,  is  that  which  has  no 
dreadful  Symptoms,  but  iuch  as 
is  confonant  to  its  N  ature. 

Benjamin ,  or  Benzoin,  a  well- 
feented  yellow  Rofin,  of  divers 
Colours,  dropt  from  a  tall  Tree  in 
China  and  Sumatra :  According  to 
Bcntius ,  it  is  a  Plant  or  Shrub, 
like  the  Salfa  Par  ilia,  growing  in 
Java-,  out  ofthe  Rind  of  which, 
if  cut,  ciftils  the  Gum  Benzoin. 
Mr.  Grimm  fays,  it  is  a  beautiful 
Tree  of  a  middle  fize,  growing  in 
the  Weft  of  Sumatra.  The  Fruit  is 
of  the  bignefs  of  a  Hafel-nur,  en- 
clofed  in  a  (hell  like  Walnuts,  fome- 
what  Hairy  ;  the  Leaves  being  pale 
on  the  upper,  and  dark  green  on 
the  under  fide.  The  Kernal  taftes 
bitterifh,  When  the  Tree  is  y  or  6 
Years  old,  they  make  an  Incifion 
longitudinally  in  theWood, whence 
iftlies  a  white,  glutinous,  and 
tranfparent  Liquor;  which  being 
coagulated  in  the  Sun,  produces  a 
yellow  and  white  Gum,  very  well 
feented,  and  not  unlike  Frankin- 
cenfe. 

Berberis,  the  fame  Tree  with  the 
Qxyacantha,  the  Barbery-tree,  the 
Berries  are  cool  and  aftringent; 
they  provoke  Appetite, and  ftreng- 
then  the  Stomach,  and  therefore 
the  Conferve  of  them  is  frequent¬ 
ly  ured  in  Fevers,  in  a  Loofneis, 
and  the  Bloody  Flux.  The  inward 
Bark  of  the  Branches,  and  Roof, 
infufedin  Whitewine,  isan'excel- 
lent  Remedy  forthe  Jaundice.  The 
Juice  of  the  Berries,  aDeccdfion 
of  the  Bark,  or  the  Juice  of  the 
Leaves  mix’d  with  Vinegar,  cure 
the  Pain  of  the  Teeth  occafion’d 
by  Fluxion?  the  Conferve  of  it  fre- 
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quently  taken,  cures  Inflamations 
of  the  Mourh  and  Threat ;  it  has 
the  fame  Fffedls  the  Mouth  being 
ga~gl’d  with  Tome  of  the  Gonferve 
diffoiv’d  in  Vinegar. 

Beriberi ,  a  fort  of  Cow’s  Lip. 
As  alio  the  Name  of  a  Difeafe  a- 
mong  the  Indians y  of  the  Species 
of  our  Palfey. 

Beryllusy  the  Beryl-flone. 

Beryticm ,  isthe  nameofa  Colly- 
rium  or  Medicinefor  the  Eyes. 

Bes ,  alia?  BlJJis-  Bijjd,  vel 

Bifr,  alias  Libra  numuUrsa  &c 
Oflonaria,  Eight  Ounces. 

Beta ,  Beet,  a  Plant  that  is  hot  and 
dry,  loofens  the  Belly,  by  reafon 
of  its  Nicrofity  j  it  is  an  Errhine, 
efpeciaily  the  Root,  for  the  juice 
receiv’d  into  the  Noflrils,  occafi- 
onsNeezing.  The  young  Plants, 
withthrir  Roots  gently  boilefand 
eaten  with  vinegar,prccure  an  Ap¬ 
petite,  extinguifh  Thirft,  andfup- 
prefs  choler  in  the  Stomach.  The 
Juice  of  this  Herb  drawn  up  into 
the  Noflrils,  powerfully  evacu¬ 
ates  Phiegmatick  Humours  from 
the  Brain,  and  cures  inveterate 
Head-achs. 

Betomca,  feu  Veronica,  Betony  ; 
many  vertues  are  attributed  to 
this  Plant, taken  any  wav.  Scroder 
d.efc  ribes  the  Vertues  in  fhortthus : 
It  is  hot  and  dry,  acid  and  bitter ; 
it  difculles,  attenuates,  opens  and 
cleanfes,  his  Cephalick,  Hepa- 
tick,  Splenetick,  Thoracick,  U  e- 
rine, Vulnerary,  tnd  Diuretick  j  it  is 
us’d  frequent  y  inwar.  ]y  and  out¬ 
wardly,  efpeciaily  in  Difeafes  of 
the  Head.  JTis  obferv’d,  that 
the  Faculties  of  the  Root  are  quite 
different  from  the  Virtues  pf  the 
Leaves  and  Flowers;  for  it  is  ve¬ 
ry  naufeous  in  the  Mouth  and 
Stomach,  and  cccalions  Belching 
and  Vomitting,-  the  Leaves  on 
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the  contrary,  are  Aromatick,  and 
[  of  a  pleafant  Tafle,  and  agreeable 
!  to  Nature  in  Food  and  Phyfick  ; 
Tea  made  of  Sage-betony,  ground 
Pine,  fweetned  and  drank  hot,  is 
very  good  for  the  Gout,  Head-ach, 
and  Difeafes  of  the  Nerves,  and 
eafes  Pain  occafion’d  by  thefe 
Difeafes, 

Betula ,  and  Betulla ,  the  Birch- 
tree,  the  Leaves  are  hot  and  dry, 
cleanfing,  refolving,  opening,  and 
bitter,  for  which  reafon  they  are 
of  no  fmall  ufe  in  a  Dropiy,  and 
the  like.  The  Bark  is  Bitumin¬ 
ous,  and  is  therefore  niix’d  with 
Perfumes,  that  are  to  correct  the 
Air,  the  Fungus  of  it  has  an  aflrin- 
gent  quality,  upon  which  account  * 
it  flops  Blood  miraculously.  This 
Tree,  in  the  beginning  of  Spring, 
before  the  Leaves  come  forth,  be¬ 
ing  pierced,  yields  plentifully  a 
fweet  and  petulant  Juice,  which 
Shepherds,  when  they  are  thirft y, 
often  drink  in  the  Woods.  Dr. 
Charleton ,  and  others,  commend 
theVirtueand  Efficacy  of  this  Li¬ 
quor,  and  not  undefervedly,  for 
the  Stone  in  the  Kidneys  and  Blad¬ 
der,  for  bloody  Urine,  and  the 
Strangury  ;  it  is  alfo  good  for  the 
Jaundice,  to  take  ot  fpors  from 
the  Face,  and  to  cure  Scorbutick 
Confumptions. 

Bezoar iseither  Cbvmica!  or  A- 
nima1.  The  Chymical  is  a  Ccm- 
polition  of  Butter  of  Antimony, 
and  Spirit  of  Nitre,  whereof  a 
white  Powder  is  made,  good  a- 
gainfl  Poifon,  and  to  provoke 
fweat.The  Animal  Bezoar  is  two¬ 
fold,  Oriental  and  Occidental: 
The  Oriental  is  found  in  Ferfia 
and  in  an  Eaft-India  Beafl,  partly 
j  like  a  Stag,  and  partly  like  a  Goaf, 

I  it  is  found  in  the  Stomach,  and 
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other  Cavities  of  this  Beaft;  it  is 
©f  an  Oval  Figure,  hollow  within, 
containing  fometimes  Straws, 
Hairs,  and  fuch  like  things  ;  the 
furface  is  even  and  bright,  they 
are  generally  about  the  bignefs  of 
a  Walnut,  hath  no  fmell  unlefs 
when  broke,  and  then  fmells  like 
Musk.  Artificial  ones  are  made, 
in  Imitation  of  them,  but  are  not 
much  efteem’d.  The  Occidental 
comes  alio  from  the  fame  Bead, 
but  without  Horns,  in  Peru-,  ’tis 
generally  bigger  than  the  Orien¬ 
tal ,  and  the  furface  rough. 

Bezoar  Animal,  is  the  Liver 
and  Heart  of  Vipers,  dried  and 
powder’d. 

j Bezoar  Mineral ,  a  Diaphore- 
tick,  or  Sudorifick,  is  a  Preparati¬ 
on  of  Antimony  to  which  is  at¬ 
tributed  the  fame  Vertue  which 
Oriental  Bezoar  hath. 

Bezoardicum,  an  Antidote  or 
Alexipharmick,  expelling  Poifon 
and  Malignities; ’tis  fo  called  from 
the  Bezoar -Stone,  which  is  fup- 
pofed  to  be  part  of  its  Compofition. 

Bibenella ,  and  Btpenula ,  the 
fame  with  Ptmpinella. 

Bibitorius  Mu/culus,  five  Ocu- 
lum  adducens,  that  Mufcle  which 
draws  the  Eye  down  towards  the 
Cup  when  we  drink. 

Bibliotheca,  a  Library  of  Books, 
alio  a  Plant  which  is  call’d  Paper, 
whereofPaper  was  formerly  made. 

Biceps  Mufculus ,  the  Mufcle 
with  two  Heads,  it  is  thefirft  Muf¬ 
cle  of  the  Cubit  and  Thigh. 

Bicongius ,  a  Meafure  which  con¬ 
tains  1 1  Sextaries ,  or  24  Pints  of 
our  Meafure. 

Biladen.  See  Chalybs. 

BilisttheGallyZ  Sulphureous  fa- 
Bne  Excrement  of  the  Blood,  fepa- 
jra.ted  in  the  Liver  by  little  Gian- 
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dules,  and  is  fent  either  into  the 
little  Bag  that  contains  the  Gall,  or 
into  the  Gut  call’d  Duodenum ,  by 
the  Duttus  Hepaticus,  that  it  may 
farther  promote  the  Fermentation 
of  the  Visuals,  and  carry  on  the 
Dregs  that  are  left  behind,  when 
the  Chyle  is  feparated  from  the 
whole  Mafs.  The  Gail  confifts  of 
Sulphur,  adtifl  Salt,  and  a  little 
Serum,  *tis  naturally  yellow.  Pre- 
ternaturally  it  is  of  the  Colour  of 
the  Yolk  of  an  Egg,  green  like  a 
Leek,  Rufty,  and  Sky- colour’d  ; 
all  which  varieties  of  Colours  pro¬ 
ceed  only  from  different  degrees 
of  Heat  and  F ermentation :  It  can¬ 
not  be  call’d  the  Gall,  before  it  is 
feparated  from  the  Blood,  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  Opinion  of  the  Anci¬ 
ents  :  See  Humores  Sanguinei. 

Biliofus,  was  call’d,  according 
to  the  Ancients,  he  that  abounded 
in  Gall,  or  a  bileous  Humour; 
Cholerick. 

Biolycbnion  is  that  natural  Heat, 
which  is  communicated  to  the  Foe¬ 
tus  from  the  Parents,  but  when 
’tis  brought  forth,  that  Heat  gra¬ 
dually  decays,  after  that  the  Blood 
and  Spirits  of  the  Child  are  alter’d, 
fermented,  and  accended  by  Nou- 
ri  fitment  and  Nitrous  Air  They 
do  but  babble  who  tell  us,  that  this 
Heat  lafts  for  ever ;  for  if  it  be  Heat, 
’tis  in  continual  Motion,  and  is 
therefore  difpel’d  as  other  Heats 
and  Fires  are. 

Binjica ,  a  Name  given  to  Dis¬ 
orders  of  the  Mind. 

Bios,  •vita,  Life ;  and  fometimes 
it  is  taken  for  Vidius,  a  good  Diet, 
or  necefiary  Food.

Bis  Lingua,  is  Hypoglojfum. 

Bifmutbum ,  Marcafita,  aMar- 
cafite  or  Metallick  Recrement  in 
the  Generation  of  any  Metal,  from 
fome  parts  or  portions  that  were 
improper  and  unfit  for  the  Produ¬ 
ction  of  that  Metal  ;  it  is  a  Mineral 
Body,  white,  hard,  and  brittle. 

Bijlacium ;  fee  Pijiacium. 

Biftortay&u.  Serpent  aria,  Colum- 
brina ,  Dracunculus ,  velDraconti- 
am,  Biftort  or  Snake- weed,  it  cools 
and  dries,  the  Root  is  very  aftrin- 
gent,  Alexipharmick,  and  Sudori- 
fick ;  ’tis  chiefly  us’d  to  flop  Vo¬ 
miting,  and  to  prevent  Mifcarri- 
age;  the  Powder  of  the  Root  mix’d 
with  Conferve  of  Rofes,  wonder¬ 
fully  flops  the  fpitting  of  Blood, 
and  the  bloody  Flux,  and  the  Cour- 
les  when  they  are  immoderate ;  the 
Powder  fprinkled  upon  Wounds, 
flops  the  Blood. 

Bithynos  fignifies,  in  Galen ,  a 
Plaifter  very  good  in  the  Dropfey. 

Bitumen,  is  generally  taken  for 
all  forts  of  fat  Earth  that  are  fepa- 
rated  with  difficulty  and  ealily 
burn  ,•  thisisfaidto  be  the  Fuel  of 
all  the  Fires  that  are  vomited  out 
in  burning  Mountains.  It  com¬ 
prehends 'feveral  kinds,  but  parti¬ 
cularly  a  fat  Juice  that  is  found 
about  the  Red  Sea,  lwimingupon 
it  like  a  Froth,  afterwards  dried 
upon  the  Shore,  it  becomes  har¬ 
der  than  Pitch.

Blafitas ,  the  lame  with  Balbu¬ 
ties ,  a  Defedt  in  the  Tongue,  pro¬ 
ceeding  either  from  an  ill  Confor- 
mationor  Obftru&ion.

Bias ,  a  Word  us’d  and  invented 
by  Helmont,  tofignify  the  Motion 
of  the  Stars,  and  their  Alterations, 
but  without  telling  really  what  its 
real  fignification  is. 

Blatta,  a  little  Worm. 

Blatta  Biz,anzia,five  Unguis  O- 
doratusy  the  Shell  of  a  Fifhof  a  ve¬ 
ry  fweet  Scent,  brown  Colour, 
and  oblong  Figure. 

Blaterones  fignifies  a  kind  of 
ufelefs  Fifh,  as  well  as  babling  Men. 

Blattaria,  Moth-mullein. 

Blenna,  a  thick  Snot  which  di- 
flils  thro’  the  little  Holes  of  the 
Palate,  and  the  Noftrils,  and  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  Ventricles  of  the 
Brain,  by  the  Proceffes,  call’d 
Mammiformes,  like  Teats,  or  ra¬ 
ther  thro’  the  Glands  of  the  Nofe. 

Blepbarides,t he  fame  with  Cilia . 

Blepharon  ,•  fee  Palpebra. 

Blepharoxyfium ,  an  Instrument 
ufed  for  pulling  Hairs  out  of  the 
Eye-brows. 

Bktusy  Ictus,  one  who  has  a 
Blaft  or  Stroke  fpreading  upon  the 
fide  of  his  Body,  by  reafon  of  an 
internal  and  malignant  Inflamati¬ 
on,  as  in  the  Pi eurify,  Per ipneumo- 
nia  $  efpecially  juft  after  Death,  it 
is  to  be  feen  livid  or  fpotted,  as 
from  a  ftroke  or  beating. 

Blitum ,  Blite,  this  Herb  cools, 
and  taftes  infipid. 

Blumati,  is  a  Glafs  Veil'd. 

Boa,  Red  cutaneous  Pimples, 
or  Puftules  Full  of  Icborus  or  mor¬ 
bid  Matter. 

Boccsty 
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Bocca,  figniftes  the  Mouth  of  a 
Furnace  in  the  Art  of  Glafs-mak- 
ing. 

Bochetum,  is  a  fecond  Decocti¬ 
on  of  an  Infufion  of  Guaicum, 
Salfaparilla,  China  Safaffrafs,  and 
other  Sudorificks. 

Bocia,  is  a  large  Glafs  clofe  fhut, 
with  a  great  Belly  and  an  o&iong 
Neck,  and  about  half  a  Foot  dia¬ 
meter;  it  is  otherwife  call'd  a  Phi- 
lofophical  Egg,  a  fiublimatory  U- 
rinal,  &c. 

Bolbitcn ,  S'ercus  Bubulum ; 
Cows-dung,  recommended  by 
Hippocrates ,  as  a  Fomentation  in 
Uterine  Affections. 

Bolbocaftinum,  fee  Bulbocajli- 
num . 

Bolbonac ;  fee  Bulbonac . 

Boletus  Cervi,  or  Fungus  Cervi- 
nus,  cr  Tuber  Cervinum ,  a  fort  of 
Mufhroom  growing  in  the  Weeds, 
having  a  black  Skin,  and  a  black 
Powder  within  it. 

Bolus ,  a  Medicine  taken  in¬ 
wardly,  of  a  confidence  fomewhat 
thicker  than  Honey,  and  in  quan¬ 
tity  for  one  Dofe  as  much  as  may 
be  taken  at  a  Mouthful. 

Bolus,  a  fort  of  Pale-red  Earth, 
impregnated  with  Martial  Va¬ 
pours,  'tis  Armenian,  Oriental, 
German ,  Bohemian,  white,  and  the 
like.  'Tis  call'd  Bolus  in  all  Lan¬ 
guages.  Its  Virtue  efpecially  of  the 
Bole  Armoniac  conlids  in  being 
very  A  dr  ingen  land  Styptic;  and 
Alexipharmic. 

Bombax ,Bambax ,and  Vambax, 
arefynonimous;  Cotton  growing 
upon  a  kind  of  Shrub  :  As  to  its 
ufe  in  Phyfick,  being  burnt,  it  ftops 
bleeding,  efpecially  of  Wounds, 
the  Marrow  of  the  Seed  wonder¬ 
fully  relieves  thofe  that  areiuhjeCt 
fo  Coughs,  and  difficulty  ofbrea- 
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thing;  the  Oil  of  the  Pith  of  the 
Seed  takes  off  fpots  from  the  Skin, 
the  Down  tir'd,  and  put  under  the 
Nodrils,  prevents  Mother-fits. 

Bombus, the  fame  as  Borborygmus. 

Bom  by  Hus,  a  Veffel  with  a 
narrow  Orifice. 

Bona>  or  Boon#:  ieeFaba. 

Bonifacia,  the  fame  with  Lau- 
rus  Alexandria#. 

Bonus  Genius ,  is  Peucedanum. 

Bonus  Henrims,  Engliffi  Mer¬ 
cury,  'tis  excellent  for  cleanfing 
and  healing  fordid  Ulcers ;  the 
Leaves  boil’d  with  Pot-herbs,  and 
eaten,  renders  the  Belly  loofe;  it 
kills  Ulcers  of  four-footed  Beads, 
being  bruifed  and  applied  to  the 
Ulcers ;  the  whole  Herb  u/ed  ia 
the  form  of  a  Cataplalm,  mitigates 
the  Pain  of  the  Gout;  and  there 
is  no  danger  to  be  fear’d  from  the 
ufe  of  it  in  this  cafe,  for  it  does  not 
repel,  but  difeuffes  and  digefts; 
and  befides,  'tis  Anodine,  which 
qualifies  are  rarely  found  in  one 
li  triple. 

BoragOy  Borrage,  this  Herb  k 
very  cordial,  and  the  Flower  is 
one  of  the  4  cordial  Flowers.  The 
diddl'd  Water,  and  the  conferve 
of  the  Flowers,  comfort  the  Heart, 
relieve  the  faint,  c hear  the  melan¬ 
choly,  and  purify  the  Blood.  The 
water  of  it  is  good  for  Inflamations 
of  the  Eyes,  and  For  all  Fevers,  as 
is  alfo  the  Conferve  of  the  Flow¬ 
ers. 

Borax,  in  Bnglijh  Borax,  is  a  Salt 
made  ofSal  Armoniac,  Nitre,  Tar¬ 
tar  calcin’d,  and  common  Salt, and 
Allum,  which  are  diffolv’d,  filter¬ 
ed,  and  at  length  evaporated; 
fome  think  it  takes  its  Original 
from  Stables  wherein  Elephants 
are  kept,  it  is  white  as  Nitre. 

Borborygmus ,  a  murmuring  noife 

in 


in  the  great  Inteftines;  grum¬ 
bling  of  the  Guts. 

Borozail,  or  Z ail  of  the  Moors,  a 
Difeafe  in  Ethiopia  which  affeffs 
the  Genital  Parts  chiefly,  but 
quite  d.ffirent  from  the  French 
Pox,  contradfed  by  the  promifcu- 
ous  ufe  of  Venery. 

Borfella ,  an  Inftrument  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Glaflmakers,  by  which, 
as  they  have  occalion,  they  work 
the  Glafs,  dilate, contradf,  or  raifeit. 

BofciSalvia ,  Sage  of  Bofcus,  the 
place  where  is  grows. 

Bofmcros ,  or  Bofporos,  a  fort  of 
Bread- Corn. 

Botanica,  the  knowledg  of  herb?; 
zndBotanicus,he  thatknows  Herbs. 

Bothor,  Pimples  in  the  Face, 
which  don’t  fpread,  but  are  eafily 
fuppurated,  and  vanifh.  ’Tis  be- 
iides  a  general  appellation  for  Pim¬ 
ples  in  the  Face,  Lungs,  or  other 
parts.  The  Arabians  alfo  call  the 
Small-pox  and  Meafles  Bothor. 

Bothrion,  fignifies  the  Alveolus 
or  Socket  and  cavity  wherein  the 
Teeth  are  plac’d  in  the  MaxiiU,  it 
alfo  fignifies  a  fmall  Ulcer  in  the 
Tunica  Cornea  of  the  Eye. 

Botin 5  is  Turpentine*  alfo  the 
Balfam  thereof. 

Botrys,  a  bunch  of  Grapes,  alfo 
the  Name  of  an  Herb  call’d  the 
Oakof  Jerufalem-,  theHerb  pow¬ 
der’d  and  mix’d  with  Honey  is 
good  for  an  Ulcer  of  the  Lungs : 
It  provokes  the  Courfes,  and  ex¬ 
pels  a  dead  Child. 

Botus,  one  Vefifel  fit  upon  ano¬ 
ther  for  Fufion,  or  a  Decenfory, 
Crucible,  &c. 

Bounias , .  a  fort  of  Napus .  See 
Fla  pus. 

Bovina  Affeclio,  a  Difeafe  a- 
mongOxen,  ora  Worm  running 
betwixt  the  Skin  and  the  Flefir, 


perforatingthe  Skin,  which  is  ob- 
ferv’d  frequent  in  OxemCows,^* 

Bovina  Fames,  the  fame  with 
Bulimia . 

Brabula ,  a  kind  of  Prunes  that 
are  laxative. 

Bracherium,  thefame  with  Amma. 

Brachia,  Branches  of  Plants  or 
Trees,  fo  called,  becaufe  they  are 
extended  like  the  Arms  of  Men. 

Brachiaie,  the  fame  with  Carpus. 

Brachi&us  3  fee  La  cert  us. 

Brachium,  or  Lacertus,  a  Mem¬ 
ber  that  confifts  of  the  Arm  pro¬ 
perly  fo  call’d,  the  Cubit,  and  the 
Hand. 

Brachyldgia ,  of  the  fame  Deri¬ 
vation  with  Brachylogus 

Brachyhgus,  one  who  gives  his 
Opinion  in  few  words.  Brachylo- 
giais  a  curt  Expreffion  3  as  for  in¬ 
fiance,  Hippocrates' s  Aphorifms. 

Bradypepjia ,  a  flow  Digeftion, 
proceeding  from  a  deprav’d  Di- 
1  lpofition  of  the  acid  Ferment  in 
the  Stomach,  and  want  of  fuffi- 
cient  Refpiration. 

Branca, or  Branca  XJrfina,  Bearf- 
breech. 

Branchus ,  a  Hoarfnefs  in  the 
Throat,  and  in  the  Arteria  afpera. 
See  Raucedo. 

Brafmos  fignifies  the  fame  as 
gymojis  fermentation. 

Brajfca,  Cabbage,  Warts  anoin¬ 
ted  with  the  juice  of  it  are  taken 
off  in  14  Days*  the  Leaves  boil’d 
in  Wine  and  apply’d  to  Ulcers 
and  the  Leprofy,  do  much  good  3 
and  fo  great  is  the  Vertue  of  it, 
that  the  Urine  of  thcfe  that  feed 
on  it  is  very  ufeful  and  proper  for 
curing  the  Fiftula,  Cancers,  Tet¬ 
ters,  and  fuch  like  Difeafes. 

Brajjic a  Marina,  Sea*  Cabbage; 
it  is  prefer’d  before  Garden- 
Babbage.  See  Sohlaneila. 

BraffulellicA 
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BraJJidellica  Ars  io  call’d  from 
the  Herb  Brafidella, or  Brajfatella, 
which  is  otherwiie  call’d  Oph'to- 
glojum,  Vipers  Tongue,  a  Species 
of  curing  of  a  Wound  by  apposi¬ 
tion  of  the  Herb  upon  a  frefh 
Wound. 

Brathus,  the  lame  with  Sabina. 

Bregma,  Bregma,  the  Bone  of 
the  Forehead;  fee  Sinciput. 

Breve  Fas,  the  fhorteft  Veflel 
that  paffes  from  the  Ventricle  to 
the  veiny  Branch  of  the  Spleen. 

Brevis  Cabti  Muf cuius ,  the 
fhort  Mufcle  of  the  Elbow. 

Britannicsij is  an  Herb  that  cures 
the  bleeding  of  the  Gums  in  the 
Scurvy. 

Bri&a,  a  fort  of  Bread-corn. 

Brochi,  blubberlip’d  Per  Tons; 
alfo  a  fort  of  Chirurgeons  Cord, 
or  Ha  ter. 

Brodium ,  a  Liquor  wherein 
Medicaments  are  either  kept  or 
wafh’d;  as  alfo  the  expreffed 
Juice  out  of  any  boil’d  thing,  as 
out' of  a  Capon,  <&c, 

Bromos,  a  fort  of  Bread-corn. 

Bronchia  are  Branches  of  the 
Apera  Arteria. 

B'-onchocele,  a  Tumor  in  the  top 
or  middle  part  of  the  Windpipe. 

Bronchotom'ta ,  a  Section  of  the 
Wind-pipe  in  a  Membranous  part 
betwixt  two  of  the  Rings.  It  is 
ufed  to  prevent  Suffocations  in 
People  troubled  with  a  Quinzy. 

Bronchus,  the  middle  Fiflulous 
part  of  the  Wind-pipe,  whofe  fore¬ 
part  is  made  up  or  i'o  many  little 
Rings ;  the  upper  parr  is  call’d 
. Larynx ,  and  the  under  Veficularis. 
’Tis  ufeful  for  fpeaking  and  Rei- 
piration. 

Bruchus,  a  certain  Worm  that 
eats  Herbs  and  the  Leaves  of  Trees. 

Brmeila ;  fee  Prunella, 


Brufcandula ;  fee  Lupinus, 

Brufcus  ;  fee  Rufcus . 

Brygmus ,  is  the  Noife  that  is 
made  by  grinding  of  the  Teeth  : 
This  is  a  kind  of  convulfive  mo¬ 
tion  of  the  lower  Jaw,  proceed¬ 
ing  from  Nitrous  Effluvia  that 
are  acrid  and  vellicating,  by  that 
means  irritating  the  Animal  Spi¬ 
rits  to  explofion  in  thefe  Mufcles 
and  Nervous  parts.  ’Tis  ufial  in 
an  Epilepfy,  or  fuch  kind  of  Dif- 
eafes. 

Bryon  j  fee  Mujcus. 

Bryonia ,  Bryony ,  call’d  alfo  Vi- 
tis  Albay  becaufe  it  will  creep  up 
and  adhere  to  any  thing,  like  the 
Vine,  whence  it  alfo  has  got  the 
Name  Viticella .  It  is  alfo  call’d^- 
lothrum.  White  Bryony  purges 
flrongly  watery  and  phlegmatick 
Humours;  it  is  proper  for  the  Dif- 
eafes  of  the  Spleen,  Liver,  and 
Worms,  for  it  opens  the  Obftru- 
dtionsof  thofeparts;  it  carries  off 
the  Water  of  hydropical  People  by 
Vomit  and  Stool. 

Bryopteris ,  or  Dryopteris ,  Oak- 
Fern  growing  upon  Oak-mofs. 

Bryton ,  Beer. 

Bubonium,ox  Inguimlis,zn  Herb 
fo  call’d,  becaufe ’tis  laid  to  cure  Bu¬ 
boes,  or  T umours  in  the  Groin. 

Bubo ,  the  Groin,  or  place  from 
the  bending  of  the  Thigh  to  the 
Privy-parts;  alfo  a  Tumor  in.the 
Groin,  proceeding  from  the  Pox 
or  Peflilencc.  A  Bubo  or  Boil. 

Bubonocile,  Hernia  five  Ram  ex 
Inguimlis ,  a  Rupture,  when  the 
Inteflines  fall  into  the  Groin,  or 
the  uttermoii  Skin  of  the  Cods. 
Sometimes  ’tis  taken  for  a  Bubo 
or  Swelling. 

Bucca, the  Cheek,  the  Lx  part  of 
the  Face,  that  may  be  fwoln  or 
’  puft  up  as  appears  in  Trumpeters. 

2*  JBuccea, 
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Buccea,  or  Bnccella ,  fuch  a 
quantity  as  can  be  taken  into  the 
Mouth  at  once. 

Buccelaton,  is  a  Medicine  made 
'Up  in  form  of  Bread,  and  is  of  a 
purgative  quality:  It  is  prepar’d 
from  Scammony  with  its  Corre- 
<Siives  of  Opium,  Pepper,  Ani- 
feed,  and  Fennel. 

Buccinator ,  the  round  Mufcle 
of  the  Cheeks,  like  a  Circle,  thin 
and  membranous,  interwove  with 
various  Fibres,  and  infeparably 
girt  about  with  the  Tunic  of  the 
Mouth.  Cajferius  has  obferv’d  a 
certain  flrong  Band,  that  grows 
outwardly  in  the  Centre  of  this 
Mufcle,  which  fpreading  itfelf  a- 
bout  the  Cheek-bone,  terminates 
in  a  little  {lender  Mufcle,  diredliy 
oppoiite  to  that  part  of  the  Face 
call’d  Bucca ;  it  riles  from  the  up¬ 
per  jaw-bone, and  is  faftned  in  the 
lower,  at  the  Root  of  the  Gums : 
Its  ufe  is  to  move  the  Cheeks  with 
the  IJps-.and  ferves  as  an  Hand  to 
the  Teeth  whilfl  ittoffes  the  Meat 
too  and  fro,  and  throws  it  upon 
the  Teeth,  that  it  may  be  more 
exadlly  ehew’d. 

Buccinum ,  B  acinus,  or  Buci - 
num,  a  Flower,  fo  call’d  from  its 
likenefs  to  a  Horn. 

Buccula,  the  flefhy  part  under 
the  Chin. 

Buccellatioy  a  method  of  flop¬ 
ping  Blood  by  laying  a  Pledget  on 
the  Vein  or  Artery. 

Buceros,  F cenum  Graecum. 

'Em  anion  y  is  the  fame  with  An- 
tirrhinon. 

Bufo„  a  Toad,  being  an  Animal 
by  reafon  of  its  uglinefs  and  veno¬ 
mous  quality,  odious  ;  and  this  is 
either  a  Land  or  Water  Animal : 
Its  Phyfical  Ufe  is  chiefly  exter¬ 
nal,  to  flop  Hemorrhages,  and  o- 
ther  Fluxes  of  the  Bloody  beat  to 
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Powder,  or  wore  as  an  Amulet. 

Buf onites,  the  Toad-ftone,  faifly 
fuppos’d  to  be  found  in  the  Head  of 
a  Toad.  This  being  hung  about 
the  Neck,  is  faid  to  make  Teeth 
breed  ealily,  and  cure  Tooth-ach. 

BugloJJd,  Buglofs ;  it  hath  the 
fame  Vermes  with  Borrage,  and  is 
very  near  of  the  fame  kind  :  The 
Flowers  are  of  great  Ufe  in  Me¬ 
lancholy  and  Hypocondriac  Dif- 
eafes,  and  are  reckon’d  among  the 
four  Cordial  Flowers. 

Bugones,  a  fpurious  fort  cf  Bees 
that  are  generated  in  a  putrifyed 
Ox  reduced  to  Powder,  and  mixt 
with  Honey,  they  caufe  Hair  to 
grow. 

Bugula,  Buglum ,  and  Bagla, 
Rugule,  or  the  middle  Confolida  ; 
the  Vertues  are  much  the  fame 
with  thofe  of  Self-heal  ;  ’tis  vul¬ 
nerary,  either  taken  inwardly,  or 
outwardly  applied  ;  ’tis  ufed  in 
the  Jaundice,  in  Obflrudions  of 
the  Liver,  and  for  the  floppage  of 
Urine;  Sds  one  of  the  Ingredients 
for  the  Wound-drink  of  the  Lon¬ 
don  Difpcnfatory,  commonly  call¬ 
ed  the  Traumatic  DecoBions. 

Bulapathum,  is  Lapathum  Mag¬ 
num,  vel  Bovinurp,  fez  Lapathum. 

Bulbi,  are  round  Roots  with 
Tunicks,  as  of  Onions,  Tulips, 
Hyacinth  ;  and  Tuberofe  Roots 
are  alfo  call’d  Bulbas.  Bulbs  are 
any  round  Root. 

Bulbas  Silvejlris ,  Dogs-bane, 
or  Corn-leek. 

Bulbina,  and  Bulbint,  are  Di¬ 
minutives  of  Bulbusy  dignifying 
the  leffer  round  Roots. 

Bulbocaftinum,  Earth-nut,  or 
Pig-nut. 

Bulbonac,  or  Bolbonac ,  the  fame 
with  the  Herb  Lunaria ,  or  Viola 
Latifolia ;  fee  Lunaria , 
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Bulbonium  ;  fee  After.  I 

Bulbafpbodelusy  is  Afphodellus  j 
bulbofus. 

Btilbus,  is  every  round  Root 
that  is  coated. 

Bulithos,  fignifies  the  Stone 
found  in  Oxen,  fuch  as  Butchers 
frequently  find  in  the  Gall-bladder. 
Bulimia ,  the  fame  as  Bulimus. 
Bulimiafisy  the  fame  with  Bu- 
Umus. 

Bulimus,  five  Vhagad&na,  feu 
Edacitas  prater  confuetudinemy  an 
extraordinary  Appetite,  often  ac¬ 
companied  with  a  defection  of 
Spirits.  It  proceeds  fometimes 
from  a  too  fharp  ferment  of  the 
Stomach,  whence  the  membra¬ 
nous  Tunics  and  Nerves  being  ir¬ 
ritated,  the  Animal  feeks  after 
Nourifhment  for  a  Remedy. 

Bulla  Elat  us,  or  Wind  pent  up 
and  clos’d  on  all  fides  by  a  humid 
Body  j  and  this  happens  the  more 
fo,  as  the  Humour  is  more  tena¬ 
cious,  for  then  the  Wind  is  the 
more  fix'd,  and  cannot  be  eafily 
loofen’d. 

Bu?iielia,  is  F raxinus  bubula ,  or 
Braxinus  magna,  a  kind  of  Afh-

Serpents. 

Bunias,  the  fame  with  Napus , 
a  tuberous,  thick,  and  large  Root. 

Bupslcuron,  a  Plant  broad-leav’d 
and  narrow  leav’d,  Rock-fengreen. 

Bupreftis,  an  Infe&of  the  kind 
of  Cantbarides,  that  lives  upon  the 
Pine-tree ;  if  an  Ox  happens  to 
ea|  it,  it  caufes  a  mortal  Inflam a- 
tion  and  Tumor  in  his  Bowels. 

Buphthamlum,  or  Cotyla  Foot  id  a, 
or  O cuius  bonjinusy  May- weed,  or 
Ox-eye. 

Burboriftnus,  the  Wind-Cholick. 

Burfa  Paftoris,  a  Plant  called 
Shepherd’s  Purfe.  ’Tis  aftringent, 
and  thickens.,  wherefore ’tis  good 


for  bleeding  at  theNofej  a  Tenc 
made  with  Cotton  and  dipt  in  the 
Juice  of  it,  being  put  up  the  Nof- 
trils  :  ’Tis  alfo  proper  for  the 
Bloody  Flux,  a  Loofenefs,and  bloo¬ 
dy  Urine,  and  the  immoderate  flux 
of  the  Courfesj  it  is  outwardly 
ufed  by  the  common  People  to 
heal  Wounds,  with  goodfuccefsj 
’tis  alfo  put  into  Febrifuge  Cata- 
plafms  for  the  Wrifts. 

Burfa  ;  fee  Scrotum . 

Bur fctlis  Mu f cuius y  a  Mufcle  on 
the  infide  of  the  Thigh,  fo  call’d 
from  its  fhape. 

Bufelinumy  is  the  Caucus  vul¬ 
garis  5  fee  Daucus. 

Butiga,  is  an  Inflation  of  the 
Face,  called  Gutta  Rofa ,  or  a  red 
Face. 

Butomon,  a  fort  of  Reed  Grafs, 
commonly  call’d  Elatanaria,  giv¬ 
en  to  Cattle  for  Fodder. 

Butyrum,  or  Butter;  his  the 
SubftanceofMilk,  the  Fat  or  olea¬ 
ginous  part  thereof  being  fee  re¬ 
ted  therefrom  by  much  agitation 
or  churning,  for  the  Butter  is 
made  from  the  richeft  part  of  the 
Milk,  whence  fbme  call  it  the 
Eftfential  Oil  of  Milk.  It  is  molt 
plentiful  in  Cows  Milk,  tho’  it  is 
frequently  made  from  that  of 
Sheep  and  Goats.  It  is  to  be 
gain’d  from  Breaft-milk,  but  that 
is  thinner,  and  full  of  volatile 
Salts,  which  dilute  it. 

Buxns ,  the  Box-tree;  the  Oil 
drawn  from  the  Wood  is  much 
commended  for  the  Falling- lick- 
nefs  and  Tooth-ach.  ’Tisfaid  the 
DecoCHon  of  the  Wood  cures  the 
French  Pox  as  well  as  Guaiacum . 

Byue,  Malt. 

Byfauche  is  ufed  to  fignify  a 
contraction  of  the  Mufcles  of  the 
.  Neck  that  render  it  fliff, 
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Byjf^m,  or  Byjfus,  the  fineft 
fort  of  Flax.

CAbalatar,  or  Cabulator ,  is 
Sal'w  of  Nitre. 

Cacabus,  or  Lebes,  is  an  earthen 
or  copper  Vefie)  tinn’d  within,  for 
boiling  of  Medicines  in. 

Czcatoria  febris ,  an  Intermittent 
Fever,  ( fo  call’d  by  the  Famous 
Sylvius  de  le  Boe )  accompanied 
with  a  violent  Purging,  and  very 
painful,  extremely  affii&ing  and 
weakening  the  Patient  when  it 
comes.  It  may  alfo  be  call'd  the 
Dejettoria,  or  Purging  Fever. 

Cacbefficus ,  one  that  has  an  ill 
habit  of  Body. 

Cachexia,  an  ill  habit  of  Body, 
proceeding  from  an  ill  difpofition 
of  the  Humours  of  the  Body, 
whence  lingring  Fevers,  Confum- 
ptions,  and  Dropfies  are  con¬ 
tracted.  In  this  Difeafe  the  Face 
is  often  pale  and  difcolour’d,  and 
the  Body  big  and  fwoln.  Cachexia. 
taken  in  a  large  fenfe,  is  oppofed 
to  ;  and  as  a  good  habit  of 

Body  is  common  to  all  found 
Parts,  lo  an  ill  one  fs  propagated 
by  the  ill  Parts.  S:ri£!ly  Cachexia 
is  only  taken  for  an  ill  difpofition, 
or  habit  of  the  Body,  and  Euexia 
(on  the  contrary)  for  a  good  dif¬ 
pofition  of  the  Humours,  or  Blood, 
and  Body. 

Cacalia ,  or  Leontice ,  is  a  Plant 
like  Colts-foot  orButterburr,  call¬ 
ed  wild  Carraways,  or  wild  Cher¬ 
vil. 

Cacoa ,  the  Fruit  of  a  Tree,  fel- 
dom  exceeding  the  bignefs  of  an 
Almond,  and  of  a  yellowifh  co¬ 
lour,  inclofed  in  a  thin  Peel,  tho’ 
the  whole  Body  (which  furrounds 


it)  is  near  as  big  as  a  middle  fiz’d 
Pumpkin.  It  is  tranfported  into 
Europe  out  of  America ,  and  from 
Guatimala .  The  Indians  make  a 
fort  of  Drink  out  of  it,  and  the 
Europeans  their  Chocolate,  being 
a  mixture  of  thefe  Kernels  toaft- 
ed,  poader’d  with  certain  Spices. 
See  Chocolate. 

Cacochymia ,  the  abundance  of 
ill  Humours  in  the  Blood*  and  it 
is  either  fulphureous,  bilious,  pi- 
tuitous,  melancholick,acid,  fait,  or 
(harp.  Thefe  terms  are  now  much 
out  of  date  among  Phylicians. 

Cacochylia,  a  bad  Chylification, 
or  ill  Digeftion. 

Cacccholia ,  a  bad  Difpofition  of 
the  Gall. 

Cacoethes ,  Cbironium  ulcus,  or 
Telepbium,  a  Difeafe  or  Ulcer  be¬ 
yond  Cure,  which  is  call'd  a  Ma¬ 
lignant  Ulcer.  This  happens  when 
an  Ulcer  is  callous  or  finuous,  un¬ 
der  which  there  fometimes  lie 
putrified  Bones. 

Cacepatbia ,  an  Evil  Paftion. 

Cacaphonia,  an  ili  Voice,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  an  ill  Confiitution 
of  the  Organs  of  Speech. 

Cacopragia ,  is  a  depravation  of 
the  Vifcera  ierving  to  Nutrition. 

Cacorythmus,  an  unequal  Pulfe. 
See  Arythmus . 

Crcojitia,  loathing  of  Food. 

Caco/is ,  a  vicious  Difpofition. 

Cacofphyxia ,  a  bad  Pulfe. 

Ctcoflomachus ,  fuch  Food  or 
Aliment  as  offend  the  Stomach, 
and  occafion  an  ill  Digeftion. 

Cacothanatos ,  a  miferabie  Deatfc. 

Caco'hymica,  a  vicious  Affe&ion 
of  the  Mind. 

Cacotropbia,  an  ill  Nutriment, 
proceeding  from  a  fault  in  the 
Blood,  as  in  a  Leprofy,  Ring¬ 
worms,  fre, 
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Cacios ,  a  fort  of  Carduus. 

Cacumina,  the  fame  with  Sum¬ 
mit  ates :  The  Tops  of  any  thing. 

Caducus  Morbus  ;  fee  Epilepfia. 

Cadaver,  a  Carcafe. 

Cadent  a  ;  fee  Lapis  calaminaris. 
Sometimes  the  fame  Name  is 
given  alfo  the  Tutia ;  fee  Tutia. 

Cadus ,  or  Geranium,  a  Meafiire 
of  the  Ancients,  containing  120 
Pints  of  Wine,  and  1  oy  of  Oil. 

C&cum  Inteflinum,  the  fourth 
Gut  in  order  from  the  Pylorus. 

Caleflis,  is  Iris. 

Cali  Donum ,  is  the  greater  Ce¬ 
landine. 

Cali  Ros,  or  Gramen  Manna,  a 
fort  of  wild  Millet. 

Cali  Rofa ,  and  Cali  Flos ,  is  Lych¬ 
nis  Cor  on  aria. 

Camentatio ,  or  Cimentatio,  be- 
fide  the  vulgarand  genuine  Signifi¬ 
cation  belonging  to  Architects, 
which  denotes  the  cementing  to¬ 
gether  of  wrought  Stones  in  a 
Building;  ithasin  Chymiftry ano¬ 
ther  meaning,  for  here  it  is  call’d 
a  dry  Corrolion.  by  which  any 
Metallick  Body  is  calcin’d  with 
’corroding  Salts,  which  are  call’d 
the  Cement. 

Capa,  Cepe,  8c  Cepa ;  an  Onion. 
Onions  are  hot  and  flatulent,  they 
are  proper  for  thofe  that  abound 
'  with  cold  Vifcid  Humours,  in 
whom  they  procure  fleep,  help 
Concodlions,  and  prevent  four 
belchingSjthey  open  Obflruftions, 
force  Urine,  and  promote  infenfi- 
ble  Perlpiration,  but  they  injure 
;  thofe  that  are  Cholerick,  and  of- 
:  fend  the  Eyes.  A  raw  Onion  in- 
i  fufed  in  Water,  the  next  Morning 
given  to  Children. kills  the  Worms, 
A  large  Onion  hollow’d,  and  fill’d 
with  Venice  Treacle,  and  roafted 
under  hot  Afhes,  and  applied  in 
£hc  manner  of  a  Poultice,  mollifies 


effedhially  hard  Swellings,  and  o- 
pens  them.  A  raw  Onion  peal’d, 
and  applied  prefently  with  a  little 
Salt,  cures  burns,  if  the  outward 
Skin  is  not  ulcer’d,  for  it  draws  out 
the  fire,  and  prevents  Blifters. 

Cafarea  SeClio,  the  lame  with 
Hyjlerotomia. 

Cafareus  Partus  ;  fee  Partus 
Cafareus . 

Calae,  Calaem7  Cataemum ,  is 
Species  of  Block  Tin,  which  by 
means  of  the  Fire  is  tranfmuted 
into  a  kind  of  Cernfe ,  fuch  as  is 
made  from  Lead,  <&c. 

Calaminaris  Lapis ,  a  Stone,  dug 
out  of  the  Mines, ot  a  yellowiih  co¬ 
lour,  and  riot  very  hard  ;  which, 
when  burning,  gives  a  yellow 
fume.Ofthis  Copper-fmiths  make 
Brafs,  Calaminar-fione.  ’Tis  al¬ 
fo  called  Cadmia. 

Calamintha,  or  Calzminthum , 
Calamint,  akindof  Mint;  ’tis hot 
and  dry,  Stomachick,  and  Uterine, 
it  provokes  Urine, opens  the  Liver, 
and  cures  a  Cough :  a  Decodtion  of 
the  Leaves  is  eood  for  thofe  that 
are  fbort  breath’d,  the  Herb  us’d 
in  Drink,  with  Salt  and  Honey, 
kills  Worms,  and  cures  an  Phphan - 
tiafis,  or  Leprojy,  if  it  be  us’d  fre*> 
quently. 

CaUmita ,  is  Styrax. 

Calamagratis ,  and  Calamogrc^ 
fits,  the  Reed-grafs- 

Calamus,  a  Reed. 

Calamus  Aromaticus ,  fweef- 
fmeiling  Reed  or  Cane.  Some  will 
have  it  to  be  Galingal,  others  the 
Acarus.  It  grows  all  over  ti  e 
Indies. 

Calamus  Scriptorius ,  a  certain 
Dilatation  about  the  fourth  Ven¬ 
tricle  of  the  Brain,  which  after¬ 
wards  ends  in  a  point,  from  which 
it  has  its  Name. 
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Calathiana,  the  flower  Ancho- 
'ris,  or  blue  Violets. 

Calathus ,  a  Basket  which  the 
Flowers  of  Lillies  referable. 
Calceneus ,  the  fame  with  Calx. 
Calcar  os  Flos,  is  Flos  Regius. 

C  Iceolus ,  D.  Marie, Sacerdotis , 
Mari  anus,  a  fort  of  Ahfma, 

Calchcides ,  three  little  Bones  in 
the  Foot,  which  with  others  make  jj 
up  that  part  of  the  Foot  which  1 
fucceeds  the  Ancle :  And  Fallopius  j 
cads  them  Cuneiformia ,  made  like 
V/  edges. 

Cc  l cult  urn,  a  Medicine  made  of 
Arfenic. 

Calcinatio ,  the  Reduction  of  a 
mix’d  Body  into  Powder  by  Fire, 
or  any  corroding  things  ;  as  Mer¬ 
cury,  Aquafortis ,  Sec. 

Calcinatio  Pbilofopbica,  or  Spa- 
gyr'ea,  is  when  Horns,  or  Bones, 
or  Hoofs,  are  hang’d  over  boiling 
Water  for  fome  Hours,  till  they, 
having  loit  all  their  Mucilage,  can 
be  eafily  powder’d. 

Calculus 3  the  Stone  j  which  is 
an  hard  preternatural  Concretion 
in  a  Man’s  Body,  which  is  often 
bred  in  the  Reins,  Tefticles,  Blad¬ 
der,  and  other  Parts,  from  faline 
and  earthy  Particles  congeal’d  to¬ 
gether. 

CaUarium ,  the  fame  with  La- 
coni  cum. 

Calendula ,a  Marygold,  the  Flow¬ 
ers  are  Cordial,  Hepatick,and  Alex- 
ipharmic,  and  provoke  Sweat, 
and  theCourfes,  and  haflen  Deli¬ 
very  :  The  difli  I’d  Water  dropt 
into  the  Eyes,  or  Rags  wet  in  it 
and  applied  to  them,  cures  the 
Rednefs  andlnflamationof  them. 

Caltdum  Innatum :  See  Fmphi- 
tum  Thermum ,  or  Byclichnium 
Cdlicreas ,  or  Vancreas ,  the 
Sweet-bread,  which  is  a  conglo¬ 


merated  Glandule,  plac’d  under  the 
hinder  part  of  the  Stomach,  about 
the  length  of  3  or  4  Fingers  in  a 
Man.  It  is  encomuafied  with  a

thin  Membrane  from  the  peritone¬ 
um.  It  is  terminated  in  a  Man  near 
the  common  Duffius,  or  Pafiage  of 
the  Bite  into  the  Gut  DU-odenum , 
and  diililsa  Volatile  infipid  fort  of 
Juice  :  But  Sylvius  and  de  Graaf 
affirm.  That  they  have  found  an 
acid  and  fub-acid  Juice  there ; 
nay,  fometimes  an  aultere  and  a 
fweet  one  ;  and  this,  they  fay,  is 
the  Original  of  all  Difeafes:  But 
wemuft  know,  that  this  poffiibly 
was  obferv’d,  whenfcarce  one  in 
twenty  which  they  differed  was 
found  exactly  found.  ItsUfe  is  to 
temperate  the  Chyle,  which  is 
fomethingacid,  and  the  bitternefs 
of  the  Gall  with  its  volatile  Juice, 
that  it  may  at  laft  enter  into  the 
LaCtuals  with  a  fweet  Tafte; 

Cdiendra,  an  artificial  Conge¬ 
ries,  or  weaving  of  Hair,  with 
which  the  Head  is  at  this  Day  fre¬ 
quently  cloath’d,  to  prevent  the 
Injuries  of  the  external  Cold,  u- 
fually  known  by  the  Name  of  a 
Perriwig. 

Callaias,  a  Species  of  Sea-Fifin' 

Caligonum,  the  lame  with  po¬ 
ly  gonon. 

Calix, and  Calices, lee  Alabaftri, 

Cdliblepharon ,  a  Medicine  of  a 
drying  Quality,  particularly  ac¬ 
commodated  for  the  ufe  and 
Beauty  of  the  Eyelids. 

Callyonimus ,  isLilium  Convalli - 
tim,  Lilly  of  the  Valley.  Itisalfo 
taken  for  the  Name  of  a  Sea-fifb, 
call’d  Uranfcopus >  from  the  Eyes 
being  plac’d  by  Nature  diredtly 
uponrheHead,  by  which  it  looks 
upright  to  heaven;  upon  which 
occafionit  alfo  took  the  Name  of 
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Catty  animus^  not  from  the  Beauty 
of  its  Figure,  lince  it  is  rather 
difagreeable  and  deform’d.  It 
hath  the  largeft  Gali  of  any  Fifh 
which  is  recommended  in  Colly- 
ries  for  Difeafes  of  the  Eyes  and 
Ears. 

Callitrichum. 5  or  Folytricum,  is 
an  Herb  that  finely  paints  the 
Hair,  fee  folytricum. 

Callofitas,  cr  Callofity,  all  hard- 
nefs  in  the  Skin,  Flefh,  or  Bones, 
which  is  natural  or  preternatural, 
frequently  happening  upon  the  Lips 
of  a  Wound,  Fradlure,  &c.  the 
hardnefs  of  the  Eyelids  from  an 
Acid,  Tartarous,  or  Coagulating 
Juice  in  the  Womb,  the  Sobs  of 
the  Feet3and  Palms  of  the  Hands. 
Callojities  are  frequent. 

Callus ,  a  kind  of  Swelling  with¬ 
out  Pain,  like  Skin  contr&fled  by 
too  much  Labour.  An  hardnefs  in 
the  Skin,  or  a  Tumour  hardned. 

Calomelas ,  isMercmhis  Dnlcis 
purified  by  federal  Sublimations, 

CalorNativus ,  fee  Biolycbnkim . 

Caltha,  feu  Calthula,  the  fame 
that  is  call’d  in  the  Shops  the  Ca¬ 
lendula,  or  the  Flower  of  every 
Month. 

Calva)  call’d  Calvaria  by  Fllny, 
and  Craniumby  Celjus ,  is  the  Scull; 
alfo  the  upper  hairy  part  of  the 
Head,  which  either  by  Difeafe,  or 
old  Age,  grows  bald  firft . 

Calvaria ,  the  fame  with  Caha. 

Calvithtm,  &c  Calvities ,  that 
baldnefs  which  is  naturally  inci¬ 
dent  to  old  Age. 

Calx,  feu  Calcaneum, the  fecond 
Bone  in  that  part  of  the  Foot 
which  is  join’d  to  the  Ancle,  big¬ 
ger  and  ftrenger  than  the  reft; 
oblong,  and  grows  backward,  that 
a  Man  may  Band  more  ftrongly 
upon  it,  and  not  fall  io  eafily 
backward. 


Calx,  is  a  Ghymicalterm,  ufed 
when  any  Powder  is  render’d  im¬ 
palpable,  by  taking  away  its  moif- 
ture;  and  this  is  to  be  under  ft oed 
of  Metals  and  Minerals,  corroded 
and  calcin’d,  as  of  the  Calx  of  Salt, 
Antimony,  and  the  like;  andfo 
f  ome  Stones  are  burnt  to  a  Calx , 
and  the  Afhes  of  Vegetables,  the 
Horns  and  Bones  of  Animals,  de¬ 
priv’d  of  their  Volatile  Part  by 
the  fire,  are  call’d  a  Calx  byfome. 

Camay  sum ,  fee  Fornix. 

Camarojis >is  a  Blow  on  the  Scull 
whereby  lbme  part  of  the  Bone  is 
left  fufpended,  like  an  arch. 

Cambium, a  fecundary  Humour, 
according  to  Avicen ,  whofe  ufe 
wasfaid  to  nourifh  the  Parts  ; 
the  firft  was  call’d  Res,  or  Humor 
Innomlnatus ;  the  fecond  Gluten  ; 
and  the  third,  which  was  very  near 
converted  into  Nourifhrnent,  was 
call’d  Cambium :  But  thefe  Fi>-

menrs  are  quite  exploded,  lince 
we  found  out  the  Circulation  of 

the  Blood 

Cameline ;  fee  Myetgrton. 

Camelopodium ,  is  Marrubium. 

Cameratioyhe  fame  as  Camtro/is* 

Camomilla ;  fee  Chamoemelum, 

Campana ,  commonly  call’d  a 
Bell,  but  us’d  in  Chymical  Pre¬ 
parations,  to  make  acid  Spirit  of 
Sulphur  with,  and  to  concentre 
the  Gas  thereof,  which  is  to  be 
kept  in  a  thin  aqueous  matter. 

Campanula,  io  are  call'd  many 
Flowers  that  referable  a  Bell ;  fee 
Cervicaria. 

Camps  fgnifies  a  Flexure  or 
Bending. 

Camphora, or  Caphora,Cz  m  phirc, 
a  Refinous  Gum,  unknown  to  the 
Ancients.  The  Tree  is  to  big  and 
tall  that  they  ufe  it  for  Building  $ 
|  it  has  large  and  pointed  Leaves, 
E  %  fmelling 
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fmelling  of  Camphire;  it  bears  a 
Fruit  the  bignefs  of  a  Hafel-Nut, ' 
inclos’d  in  a  thin  and  thicker  rind 
like  our  Hafel-Nuts**  When  they 
will  gather  the  Camphire  the  Tree 
is  ftript  of  its  Leaves,  Bark,  and 
Wood  to  the  very  Pit,  which  be¬ 
ing  cut,  they  find  in  it  the  tran- 
fparent  coagulated  Camphire.  It 
grows  in  China  and  Borneo ;  but 
Japan  affords  another  fort  of 
Camphire-tree,  with  a  much  lef- 
fer  Leaf ;  and  I  have  it  from  cre¬ 
dible  Perfons,  that  they  draw 
Camphire  out  of  the  Root  of  the 
Cinnamon-tree  5  I  my  felf  have 
feen  it  drawn  out  of  Sage.  ’Tis 
an  odoriferous  tranfparent  Gum  ; 
thebefi:  grows  in  Borneo.  ’Tis  very 
inflamable  and  if  kept  uncovered 
evaporates. 

Camphor  at  a,  feu  Camphoratum, 
the  fame  with  Abrotanum ,  fo  cal 
led  became  it  has  the  Scent  of 
Camphire. 

Canales ,  Paffages  by  which  the 
Juices  of  the  Body  flow,  as  thofe 
which  fervefor  the  Spittle,  Bile, 
that  in  the  Liver,  Pancreas,  &c. 

Canaliculus  Arteriofus ,  aVeffel 
betwixt  the  Arterious  Vein  of 
the  Lungs  and  the  great  Artery 
in  Foetus's,  for  ’tis  obliterated  in 
adult  Perfons.  Itsufe  in  Foetus’s 
is,  that  the  Blood  may  be  dischar¬ 
ged  by  this  Dallas,  out  of  the  Ar¬ 
terious  Vein,  into  the  great  Ar¬ 


tery, 


becaufe  that  the  Blood  is 


not  tranfmitted  into  their  Lungs, 
for  want  of  refpiration  in  the 
Womb. 

Cancamumfome  think  ’tis  Lac¬ 
ed,  fome  think  it  Gummi  Anima. 
Diofcorides  fays,  ’tis  the  Gum  of  a 
Tree  in  Arabia  refembling  Myrrh . 

Cancer ;  fee  Carcinoma .  The 
Cancer  which  is  a  round,  livid  or 


a  fort  of  Bandage  for 


biackifh  Tumor,  circumfcrib’d 
with  turgid  Veins  replete  with 
Blood  either  with  or  without  Ex¬ 
ulceration,  arifing  from  black,  cor¬ 
rupted  ftagnant  Bile  diverfify’d 
many  ways.  The  true  Cancer  is  re- 
ftrain’dto  the  Breafts  only  of  Wo¬ 
men,  and  the  Scapula  of  Men. 
There  is  a  white  Cancer,  whichis 
a  certain  wrhite  Chalky  Recre¬ 
ment  occupying  the  inwards  parts 
of  the  Mouth,  and  the  whole 
Tongue  of  Infants;  and,  except 
deterg’d  and  cleans’d  in  time, 
will  ulcerate.  This  was  undoub¬ 
tedly  what  they  underftood  by  the 
Aphthas.

Candifatio,  the  Cryftalizing  of 
Sugar  after  it  has  been  diffolv’d 
in  Water,  purified,  and  fomewhat 
evaporated.

Canina  Sentis,  the  fame  with 
Cynosbaton .  Ca- 
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Canine  Appetemia  ;  fee  Cy  nodes 
O  rexis. 

Canina  Rabies,  the  fame  that 
Hydrophobia. 

Ganini  Dentes,  the  lame  with 
Cy  nodent  es. 

Canirubus,  quafi  Rub  us  Caninus, 
the  fame  with  Cynisbatos. 

Canis  Cerebrum  do,  Antirrhinum. 

Canities ,  a  Hoarinefs  of  the 
Head;  it  is  twofold,  the  one  is  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  ordinary  courfe  ot 
Nature;  the  other  ill  and  (as  Art- 
Jlotle  cal's  it)  diiesfed. 

Canna  major,  the  fame  vtlthTibia . 

Canpa  minor,  the  fame  that  Fi¬ 
bula  Os. 

Canna  bin  a,  the  fame  with  Eu~ 
patorium. 

Cannabis ,  or  Canabum  Hemp, 
the  Seed  of  it  boil’d  in  Milk  is 
good  for  a  Cough ,  and  y  or  6  oun¬ 
ces  of  it  taken,  cures  the  Jaundice; 
an  Emulfionofthe  Seeds  doth  the 
lame.  The  Juice  of  the  Herb,  and 
of  the  green  Seed,  cures  Pain 
and  Obftrudlion  of  the  Ears;  the 
Oil  of  the  Seeds  mixt  with  a  little 
Wax,  is  excellent  to  take  out  the 
pain  and  fire  in  Burns.  Galen  reck¬ 
ons  that  the  Vertue  of  Hemlock  and 
Hemp  are  much  the  fame. 

Canon,  a  Chirurgeons  Infirm 
ment,  which  they  make  ufe  of 
when  they  fowup  Wounds.  It  is 
either  ftrait  dr  bent,  according 
to  the  condition  of  the  Wound. 

Cantabrica  Flinii ,  is  fuppos’d 
to  be  the  Scorsconera ;  it  was  found 
in  S pain  by  the  Cantabrians,  from 
whom  it  took  its  Name. 

Cantharides,  Spanish  Flies  ; 
thefe  are  dying  Infects,  of  which 
there  are  various  kinds ;  the  bell 
areiuch  as  have  the  golden  iplen- 
did  colour :  Thole  which  are  us’d 
in  Medicine  are  produc’d  from  a 


kind  of  Worms,  like  the  Bruca , 
bred  from  the  Leaves  of  feme 
certain  Trees,  as  the  Poplar  Ajh , 

1  Sec*  but  thole  are  efteemhd  the  befl 
which  are  found  in  Corn-fields 
and  Meadows,  of  various  colours, 
long  Bodies,  and  thick.  They 
have  a  Caullick  quality,  as  plainly 
appears  from  their  power  to  raife 
BJilters  externally,  and  to  ulcerate 
the  Parts,  efpecialiy  the  Bladder, 
when  given  inwardly.  Oflate  they 
have  been  frequently  adminifleiM 
internally  for  Ulcers  of  the  Womb 
and  Bladder,  and  in  Jaundice  and 
Dropfical  Cafes,  &c. 

Cmthus ,  or  Hircus,  the  Anglo 
or  Corner  of  the  Eye,  which 'is 
either  the  Greater  or  the  inter¬ 
nal,  or  the  Lefs  or  external. 

Cant  um,or  Candum  Saccha  rum. 
Sugar-candy.  See  Candum  vel 
Candifatio , 

Canum  Cera  fa ;  fee  Xylojleum. 
Capella ,  thefame  with  Cup  ell  a, 
Caphora,  the  fame  with  Cam¬ 
phor  a. 

Capiilamenta,  the  fine  Threads 
arifmg  in  the  middle  of  Flowers, 
like  Hairs. 

Capillaria  vafa,  are  fmall  Vcf- 
fels,  calfd  Capillary  Vqffels ,  becaufe 
they  are  no  bigger  than  Hairs. 

Capillar  is  Herb  a,  velCapillus  Ve¬ 
neris-,  tho’chis  Name  is  not  only 
given  to  the  Capillus  Veneris,  or 
Maiden-hair,  but  alfo  to  the  Ca - 
pill  us  Terra,  Capillus  Aureus ,  MuJ- 
cus Capillaris ,  gee. 

Capillatio ,  is  a  fort  of  Fradlure 
of  the  Scull,  which  being  very 
fmad  can  fcarce  be  fipurid,  but  of¬ 
ten  occafions  Death. 

Capillorum  D;'f.  avium,  fee  Alo¬ 
pecia. 

Capilltis,  the  Hair  of  the  Head, 
Capillus  Veneris .

Capitis  Dolor ,  the  fame  with  Ce¬ 
phalalgia :  fee  Cerebraria. 

Capitis  Gramm,  is  Stapkyfagria. 
Capitulum  Mart  is,  is  Uryngium. 
Capneleum ,  is  a  Species  of  Ro* 
fin,  which  flows  naturally ,  it  is 
hotter,  thinner,  and  more  liquid 
than  any  other  Roftn,  fo  that  it 
almofl  approaches  an  Oil,  and 
being  expofed  to  the  Fire,  fends 
forth  a  Fume  or  Vapour;  whence 
the  Name  was  given  it. 

Capnites ,  Capnium,  and  Capnos, 
the  fame  with  the  FumusTerra ,  or 
the  Fumaria • 

Capparis,  the  Caper-tree.  _  Ca¬ 
pers  are  brought  to  us  in  Pickle, 
and  are  frequently  us’d  for  Sauce ; 
they  quicken  the  Appetite,  pro¬ 
mote  Concodlion,  and  open  Ob- 
ftru&ions  of  the  Liver  and  Spleen. 
It  is  faid,  that  they  who  eat  Italian 
Capers  daily  are  not  troubl’d  with 
the  Palfy,  nor  pains  of  the  Spleen ; 
and  they  arealfo  good  for  the  Hip- 
gout.  The  Bark  of  the  Caper-tree 
boil’d  in  vinegar,  efpecially  the 
Bark  of  the  Root,  foftens  the  Spleen 
when  it  is  hard;  being  taken  in¬ 
wardly,  or  outwardly  applied.  _ 

Cap/eolaria  Vafa ,  are  the  twin¬ 
ing  Veflels, as  the  Sanguineus  Vef- 
f els  in  the  Tefticles. 

Capreoli ,  certain  Tendrels  or 
ligaments,  whereby  feme  Plants 
flick  to  others,  as  the  Vine,  &c. 


Capreolus  Auris  ;  fee  Helix , 

Capr ificus,  i.  e.  Ficus  Capri  the 
wild  Fig-tree. 

Caprifolium,  Wcod-bine,  or 
Honey-fucklc  ;  it  is  Spienetick, , 
and  very  Diuretick,;  it  is  chiefly 
ufed  in  an  Afthma,  and  a  Cough ; 
it  dries  rnoi ft  and  fordid  Ulcers; 
it  cures  Scabs,  and  other  Difeafes 
of  the  Skin ;  it  he'ps  Difficulty  of 
breathing  haftens  Delivery,  and 
expels  Gravel.  The  diftiil’d  Water, 
and  the  Juice  of  it  is  in  Ufe;  the 
Leaves  alfo  are  frequently  us’d  in 
Gargarifms,  butfome  think  they 
are  too  hot  and  acrid  for  fuch  an 
ufe. 

Capficum,  of  this  there  are  divers 
forts ;  but  it  is. for  the  moftpart, 
accounted  Braille- pepper. 

CapfuU  Artrabilarie ,  or  Rones 
Succenturiati, or  Glandule  Suprare- 
nales ,  are  Glandulous  Bodies  plac’d 
above  the  Reins,  their  ufe  is  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  watry  Subftance  call’d 
Lympha  into  their  Cavities, where¬ 
with  the  Blood  in  its  return  from 
the  Reins  being  thicker, and  much 
deftitute  of  Serum ,  may  be  dilu¬ 
ted,  and  circulate  much  more  ea- 
fily. 

CapfuU  Cordis ;  fee  Pericardium : 

CafpuU  communis,  which  Glijfon 
has  obferv’d  in  the  Liver,  is  no¬ 
thing  but  a  Membrane  which  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  the  Peritoneum,  and 
which  includes  both  the  Torus 
Eilarius ,  and  the  Vena  Porta,  or 
great  V ein  in  the  Liverr 

CapfuU  Semin  ales,  the  extreme 
Cavities  of  the  Veflels  which  con¬ 
vey  the  Seed,  dilated  like  little 
Coffers,  which  by  two  fmall  Holes 
emit  the  Seed  receiv’d  from  the 
Ttfticles  into  the  little  Seminary 
Bladders,  that  it  might  be  either 
prefer v’d  there  3gainft  the  time  of 
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Coition,  or  be  convey’d  back  into  1 
the  Blood  by  the  Lymphatick  Vei- 1

Capulum ,  a  Didortion  of  the  I 
Bye-lids,  and  other  Parts.  1 

Caput,  the  Head.  I 

Caput ,  among  Vegetables  is  I 
that.which  fwells  into  a  Globe. 

Caput  Gallinaginis,  is  a  Carun¬ 
cle  in  the  Urethra,  through  which 
the  Seed  is  convey’d,  from  the  fe- 
mmal  Bladders  into  the  Urethra, 
Caput  Mortuum,  that  thick  dry 
Matter  which  remains, after  the 
didillation  of  Minerals  especially. 
But  moll:  commonly  it  denotes 
that  which  remains  of  Vitriol.  , 
Caput  pur  glum,  the  fame  with 
Errhinum. 

Capyridia,  are  Cakes  made  up  ! 
in  a  Spiral  Form. 

Caranna,  a  hard  Rofin,  aimed 
like  Taccamahaca,  but  Tweeter, 
brighter,  and  more  liquid.  It  is 
brought  into  Europe  from  Cart  ha-  1 
gena,  out  of  the  Weft- Indies, 

Carbo  :  fee  Anthrax . 

Carbon  fignifies  the  fame  as 
Stercus  humanum. 

Carbunculus,  the  fame  with 
Anthrax. 

Carckefius ,  a  fort  of  Bandage, 
confiding  of  two  Reins  that  may 
be  equally  extended. 

Car  modes,  a  Tumour  like  a 
Cancer.  A  corroding  Ulcer. 

Carcinoma ,  Car  emus,  or  Cancer , 
a  Tumour  thatarifes  always  in  the 
Glands,  from  faline,  fulphureous, 
fharp,  and  melancholy  thick  Hu¬ 
mours.  It  is  round,  hard,  livid, 
painful,  at  the  beginhing  as  big 
as  a  Pea,  but  afterwards  it  is  fur- 
rounded  with  great  fwelling  Veins 
which  referable  the  Feet  of  a  Crab, 
tho’  not  always.  A  Cancer.

Cardamantiae,Cardamink,Car - 

d amine,  and  Cardamon ,  it  is  a  fort 
of  Cre fs,  and  is  good  for  a  hot 
Scurvy. 

Cardamomum,  Cardamoms,  of 
which  there  are  two  forts, a  greater 
and  a  leffcr,  esu  dl  Grains  of  Para- 
dife,  and  Cardamom. 

Cardamon,  Garden- crefies  5  fee 
Naftartium. 

Cards  a,,  the  Heart,  or  principal 
Mufcle  ordain’d  f<  r  the  circula¬ 
ting  of  the  Blood. 

Cardiaca  PaJJlo,  the  fame  with 
Gardialgia.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Cardia- 
cus, Morbus,  Cardiaca  Stomachi- 
ba  exolutio ,  the  Pain  of  the  Heart, 
or  rather  of  the  upper  Orifice  of 
Stomach  ;  a  Suffocation  of  the 
Heart  from  a  Polypus,  or  coagu» 
lated  Blood. 

Cardica,  Motherwort,  ’ris  com¬ 
mended  by  fome  for  Difeafesof  the 
Heart,  but’tis  peculiarly  good  for 
Hypocondriack  Difeafes,  provokes 
the  Courfes  and  Urine,  cleanfes 
the  Bread  of  Phlegm,  and  kills 
Worms.  A  Spoonful  of  the  Pow¬ 
der  taken  in  Wine,  haftens  Delive¬ 
ry  wonderfully.  A  DecoGion  of 
it,  or  the  Powder  mix’d  with  Su¬ 
gar,  is  very  good  for  the  Palpita¬ 
tion  of  the  Heart,  and  for  Hyfte- 
rick  and  Hypocondriack  Difeafes. 

Cardiacum,  five  Cordials,  a  Me¬ 
dicine  which  (  as  they  formerly 
thought )  corroborates  the  Heart ; 
but  it  rather  only  puts  the  Blood 
into  a  fine  gentle  Fermentation, 
whereby  the  Spirits  formerly  de¬ 
cay’d,  are  repair’d  and  invigora¬ 
ted  ^  whereupon  the  Blood,  by 
confequence,  circulates  more  ea- 
fily  and  briskly.

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Car  dixie,  the  fame  with  Car- 
diacum. 

Cards  algia,  and’ Cardiogmos,  a 
Gnawing  or  Contraction  of  the 
Nerve  call’d  Par  Vagum,  and  the 
Intercoftal  implanted  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  proceeding  from  a  pungent 
vellicatsng  Matter  in  the  Ventri¬ 
cle,  fo  that  the  Heart  being  ftrait- 
ned  and  contra&ed  by  the  confent 
it  has  with  the  Stomach,  occa» 
lions  a  fwooning  away. 

Car  dinalis  Flos,  five  Trachelium 
Americanum ,  fo  call’d,  becaufe  its 
Flower  is  very  red  like  a  Cardinal's 
Garment,  efpecially  about  Noon. 

Oardinamentum,  the  lower  part 
of  the  Arm,  which  is  articulated 
with  the  Cubit ,  fo  call’d,  becaufe 
it  hath  fome  Parts  Concave,  and 
fome  Convex,  which  are  accom¬ 
modated  to  one  another,  like 
the  Parts  of  an  Hinge. 

Cardonium  is  a  Medicinal  Wine 
made  of  Herbs,  fo  that  Muji  is 
pour’d  upon  them,  and  a  precipi¬ 
tation  or  clearing  follows. 

Carduellis ,  Acanthis ,  this  is  a  lit¬ 
tle  noted  Bird,  elegant  for  its  fweet 
Song,  and  commended  as  excel¬ 
lent  Food.  The  Dung  of  them, 
or  the  Water  out  of  which  they 
drink  is  commended  for  the  Epi~ 
lepfy  in  Children  $  but  Succefs 
does  not  anfwer  the  Expectation.

Caricum ,  a  certain  Catheretick 
Medicine  that  deterges  fordid  Ul¬ 
cers,  and  incarnates  j  and  is  made 
of  hot  Acrids,  as  black  Hellebore, 
Sandarach,  burnt  Lead,  SirlpLur, 
Auripigmentum,  and  Cantharides, 
all  which  being  mixt  up  with  Ce¬ 
dar  Oil,  in  form  of  a  Liniment, 
is  to  be  apply’d. 

Caries,  Teredo, Ter  edusp,  8t  P<£- 
darthrocace,  the  corruption  of  a 
Bone,  from  the  continual  Afflux  of 
vitious  Humours,  or  from  their 
Acrimony  and  Malignity,  or  from 
a  Bruife  that  fome  way  affeCls  the 
Bone,  or  from  fharp  Medicines. 

Carina  is  ufed  to  fignify  the 
Rudiments  of  the  Fat  us  when  it 
firfl  appears  as  an  Animal. 

Cxrlina,  or  Carolina,  an  offici¬ 
nal  Plant,  fo  call’d  from  Charles  the 
Great :  the  Fir  ft:  of  tha,t  Name  Em¬ 
peror  of  the  Romans,  whofe  Ar¬ 
my  was  fav’d  and  prefer  v’d  from 
the  Plague  by  the  ufe  of  this  Root  5 
it  is  Alexipharmick  and  Sudori- 
fick,  ’tis  alfo  Diuretick,  and  good 
in  a  Dropfy,  and  alfo  for  Hypo- 
chondriack  Pains. 

Carminantia ,  or  Carminativa. 
Carminative  Medicines  which  df- 
fperfe  Wind5as  Annifeed,  Fennel, 
Lovage,  &c.  . 

Carneolus:  See  Sstrdius  Lapis. 

Carnofa  Membrana,  a  Carnous 
Membrane. 

Caro,  Flefh,  which  is  a  fimilar 
Fibrous  part,  bloody,  foft,  thick, 
together  with  the  Bones  the  prop 
of  the  Body,  and  what  covers  the 
Spermatick  Parts.  It  is  fivefold, 
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Mufculous,  Fijlulous,  or  Fibrous , 
as  in  the  Mufcles,  and  the  Heart, 
Parenchymons ,  as  the  Lungs,  Li¬ 
ver,  Spleen ;  Vifcerous,  as  the  Guts ; 
Glandulous,  as  the  Pancreas,  the 
Glandules  of  the  Breafts,  thole  for 
fpitting,&c=Spkri6Us,2iS  the  Gums, 
Lips,  the  Nut  of  the  Yard,  &c. 
The  Mufcles  are  mod  ufually  call'd 
by  the  Name  of  Flefh,  which  is 
feldom  applyed  to  the  other  Parts 
of  the  Body. 

CaroalFo  fignifiebthatfoft  pap¬ 
py  fubftance  of  fucculent  Fruits, 
which  we  call  the  Pulp  ;  as  the 
Pulp,  or  Flefh  of  a  Quince,  &c. 

Carnofa  Membrana,  is  that 
Membrane  which  extends  the 
Palm  of  the  Hand. 

Carols ,  Venereal  Puftules  in  the 
Virile  Member,  which  are  aifo 
called  Caries  pudendorum . 

Caros ,  Car  us ,  or  Sopor,  is  a  lofs 
of  Senfe  and  Motion  in  the  whole 
Animal  Body,  yet  the  Faculty  of 
breathing  remains,  but  the  fore¬ 
part  of  the  Brain,  and  the  Mufcles 
of  the  Temples  are  feizfd,  whence 
profound  Sleep  fucceeds,  and  the 
Eyes  are  perpetually  fhut.  The 
Cams  is  a  fleepy  Affcftion  greater 
than  the  Lethargy,  much  lefs  than 
the  Apoplexy,  butfo  nearly  allied, 
that  it  frequently  ends  in  the  lat¬ 
ter. 

Carols,  is  a  fleepinefs. 

Carota ,  and  Caryota ,  the  wild 
Carrot,  ’tis  Uterine  and  Diuretick ; 
it  is  chiefly  ufed  inObftrudfions  of 
the  Courfes,  in  a  Suffocation  for 
the  Pain  of  the  Matrix,  and  for  a 
flatulent  Cholick,  the  Bicop,  O’d- 
jftruftion  of  Urine,  and  an  old 
Cough  :  The  Seed  of  it  infufed  in 
Beer,  and  drank,  is  much  com¬ 
mended  by  fome  modern  Authors 
for  the  Stranguary,  and  the  Stone 


the  Seed  infufed  in  White- wine, 
and  drank,  is  good  for  Mother-fits, 
The  little  purple  Flower  of  it  is 
counted  a  certain  Remedy  for  the 
Falling-ficknefs. 

Caros  or  Caron,  the  Herb  Ca¬ 
raways;  fecCareum. 

Caroticus  is  Paid  of  that  which 
affefts  the  Brain  vehemently,  as 
Oran  kennels  from  ftrong  gene¬ 
rous  Wines. 

Carotidis  Artersa,  is  either  Ex¬ 
ternal  or  Internal ;  the  External 
ariies  near  the  Heart,  and  divides 
itfeltinto  two  Branches,  theout- 
termoft  whereof  is  varioufly  di- 
llributed  to  the  Jaws,  the  Face, 
the  top  of  the  Head,  and  behind 
the  Ears;  but  the  other,  with  a 
peculiar  fort  of  Mechanical  Pre¬ 
paration  for  its  Reception,  pafles 
thro*  the  Os  cuneiforme ;  for  Na¬ 
ture  has  dug  .a  peculiar  Channel 
in  both  fides  of  it,  wherein  this 
Artery,  forks  greater  fecurity  is 
cloath’d  with  a  new  adventitious 
and  thicker  Tunick,  and  there 
re  prefen  ting  the  Figure  of  an  S  ; 
it  gees  double  out  of  its  Channel 
of  bone,  puts  off  its  borrowAF 
Cpat,  and  tends  toward  the  Brain 
with  its  charge  of  Blood;  amend¬ 
ing  therefore  about  the  Ocular 
Nerve,  it  fpreads  itfelf  towards 
the  lides,  then  to  the  foremoll  part 
of  the  Brain,  betwixt  the  Paflage 
of  the  Olfactory  Nerves.  Laftly, 
it  tends  backward,  and  taking 
leave  of  the  Brain  near  the  Me¬ 
dulla  Oblongata,  and  the  Spinal 
Marrow,  waters  it  with  its  Blood 
as  far  down  as  the  Os  Sacrum.  They 
are  call’d  Sopor  ales,  or  Carotides  j 
inafmuchas,  if  they  be  tied,  they 
immediately  incline  the  Perfon  to 
fleep.  But  the  Ancients  miftook 
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when  they  aferib’d  natural  Sleep 
to  them.  TheCarotick  Arteries. 

Carpentaria,  the  fame  with 
Nafiurtium  Byemale,  and  the 
Herb  a  Juda'ica. 

Carpefium,  what  this  Plant  is, 
is  difputed  among  the_ Learned: 
Some  fay  it  is  Cucube,  others  Ruf- 
fus,  and  others  fomething  elfe. 

Carpbeotum ,  pure  and  white 
Frankincenfe. 

Carpia ,  a  Tent  that  is  put  into 
a  Wound  or  Ulcer  to  cieanfe  it. 
Lint  e  amentum  carp  turn,  vel  Lin 
te amentum  rafilejs  che  fhavings  of 
Linnencloth,  to  make  Lint  of  for 
the  Wounds,  Dtelinamentum fana~ 
rium,  vel  Linamentum  tortile ,  is 
Lints  twifted,  ufed  for  the  dean- 
ling  of  a  Wound  or  Ulcer  from 
its  Corruption. 

Carpinus,  the  Hornbeam  Tree. 

Carpobalfamum ,  is  the  Fruit  of 
the  Balia m  Tree :  fee  Baljamus. 

Carpus,  commonly  Brachiale,  the 
fir  ft  pa' t  of  the  Palm  of  the  Hand. 
He fy chius  calls  it  that  part  of  the 
Arm  which  is  betwixt  thelower- 
moft  part  of  the  Cubit  and  the 
Hand,  theWrift:  It  confiftsofB 
fmail  Bones,  with  which  the  Cubit 
is  join’d  to  the  Hand. 

Carthamus ,  Baftard  Saffron,  fee 
Cfiicus. 

Cartilage  a  Cartilage,  which  is  a 
white  part,  dryer  and  harder  than 
a  Ligament,  and  fofter  than  a 
Bone;  ’tis  faid  to  be  fimilar  and 
fpermatick,  but  fafly,  for  ’tis  no 
more  made  of  feed  than  any  other 
Parts ;  it  renders  Articulation 
more  eafy,and  defends  feveral  Parts 
from  external  Injuries. 

Cartilage  &Jtfortnis ,  Cartilago 
Mucronata ,  is  the  Extremity  of 
the  middle  Bone  of  the  Breaft, 
which  is  upon  the  Mouth  of  the 


Stomach,  to  which  it  is  ty’d. 
There  are  forne  will  have  it  to  be 
the  whole  figure  of  the  Pefloral 
Bone,  becaufe  it  reprefeqts  the 
likenefs  of  a  Sword. 

Cartilago  InnominataJoMt  by  the 
Moderns  call’d  Annularis,  is  the 
iecond  Cartilage  of  the  Larynx , 
having  its  petition  in  the  internal 
Parts  which  is  the  Oefopbagus,  and 
is  thruft  into  the  Theroid  Carti¬ 
lage.  This  is  the  Bafts  of  the  reft 
of  the  Cartilages  of  the  Ajpem 
Arteria . 

Cartilago  Scutiformis ,  by  Cajtel- 
lus  called  Peltis,  a  Buckler ;  but 
very  improperly  for  thefe  were 
round,  whereas  the  figure  of  this 
Cartilage  is  Iquare.  The  gibbous 
or  bunching  part  appears  in  the 
Throat,  and  is  call’d  Adam's  Ap¬ 
ple,  from  a  vulgar  Opinion  that, 
part  of  the  fatal  Apple  ftuck  in 
Adam's  Gullet  from  Divine  Pu- 
nifhment,  and  ftiil  remains  to  his 
Pofterity.  Befides  thefe,  there 
are  other  peculiar  Cartilages  to 
be  confi der’d,  the  Gutturniformes, 
or  Arytmoides ;  alfo  the  Glottis 
and  Epiglottis :  The  other  Carti¬ 
lages  of  the  A  [per  a  Arteria  are 
Semicircular  and  Sigmoides, 

Car  nm  ,and  Caruum 3  fee  Careum. 
CaruncuU  Myrtiform  g/,  the  wrin¬ 
kles  of  the  Orifice  of  a  Woman’s 
Vagina ,  or  Membranous  Inequali¬ 
ties,  not  to  be  reckon’d  in  any 
certain  number,  which  in  Women 
with  Child,  and  after  Childbirth, 
are  jfb  obliterated  that  they  are 
altogether  inperceptible ;  there 
are  for  the  moft  part  four  of ’em. 

Caruncula  Lachry males, the  lame 
as  CartmeuU  Oculi ,  which  fee. 

Cams,  a  kina  of  Lethargy  fee 
Caros, 
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CaruncuU  Ocul ?,  are  Glandules 
placed  at  each  greater  corner  of  the 
Eye,  which  leparate  the  moiAure 
for  moiAning  the  Eyes,  generally 
call’d  Texrs>  which  afterwards  by  j 
the  Panel  a  Lachrymalis  placed  m 
the  Bone  of  the  Nofeare  difchar- 
ged  into  the  Noftrils.  The  Ca¬ 
runcles  in  the  corner  the  Eyes. 

Carunctila  Papillares,  are  twelve 
little  bodies  that  are  in  the  Reins  , 
they  are  properly  little  Bundles 
which  rife  from  the  centring  to¬ 
gether  of  a  great  many  fmall  Chan¬ 
nel:  which  the»Reins  are  in  a  great 
jneafure  made  up  of,  and  theie  re¬ 
ceive  the  Serum  from  the  little 
Dutfufs*  and  convey  it  into  the 
Felvis, 

Caryoeofiinum ,  an  "Ele dinar y  fo 
called  from  Clovas  and  Coflos ,  that 
are  Ingredients  of  it.  ’Tis  chiefly 
us’d  for  Pains  in  the  Limbs,  and 
the  Gout. 

«.  Cary  on,  a  Nut  of  any  fort,  but 
chiefly  a  Walnut. 

CaryophilUta ,  the  Herb  Avens, 
fo  call’d  becaufe  its  Root  has  the 
fmelland  taAe  of  Cloves.  ’Tis  al- 
fo  call’d  Kerb  a  Benedicla  and  Sana- 
munda,  from  its  lingular  Virtues* 
Stis  fomewhat  a  Aringent  j  it  Areng- 
thens  and  difcufles}  ’tis  cephalick 
and  cordial,  and  reflAs  Poifon  j  it 
is  chiefly  us’d  inwardly,  to  cure 
Catarrhs,  and  for  quickning  the 
Blood  when  coagulated.  Wine 
wherein  the  root  has  been  infus’d 
has  a  fine  pleafant  tafle  and  fmell. 
It  cheers  the  Hear’',  and  opens 
ObArudions.  The  Root  infufed 
in  Beer  is  excellent  for  Arength- 
ning  the  Joints  and  Bowels. 

CaryophylUeus,  Flos,  Clove  July- 
flo  ersj  *us  Cephalick  and  Cor¬ 
dial,  the  Syrup  of  ir  is  chiefly  us'd. 

Caryopbylli ,  great  Cloves,  diffe¬ 
rent  from  thole  common  Gloves 


which  are  fold  in  the  Shops  5  for 
that  is  but  blue  unripe  Fruit.  The 
Tree  that  bears  this  Fruit  is  much 
taller  than  any  Laurel  Tree,  but  its 
Leaves  are  very  like  thole  of  the 
Laurel,  only  fomewhat  narrower. 
The  ripe  Fruit  is  homed mes  no 
bigger  than  the  unripe.  There  is 
alfo  another  kind  lefs  than  any  of 
the  re  A,  but  much  rarer,  and  more 
excellent, call’d  Royal  Cloves .  There 
is  a  certain  Bark  in  America,  not 
inferior  in  Scent  or  TaAe  to 
Cloves,  call’d  the  Clove  Bark ;  but 
what  Tree  it  belongs  fto  I  am  not 
able  to  tell.  There  are  alfo  a  kind 
of  Cloves  fo  call’d  by  Pliny y  grow¬ 
ing  in  Branches  like  Grapes,  with 
very  large  Leaves,  the  Seed  where¬ 
of  has  a  taAe  reiembling,  but  very 
faintly,  that  of  Cloves. 

Cary  cphy  lit  P  lints,  fee  Cary  cphy  HL 
Cary ota,  a  Caret ;  fee  Carota. 
Cajchu ,  o vCatechUy  little  PaAils 
j  made  of  Japan  Earth,  Amber- 

Igreafe,  and  Sugarcandy,  good  to 
fweeten  the  Breath  and  preferve 
the  Teeth. 

Cajfatum ,  is  Blood  coagulated 
andfo  grumous,  that  itobAruds 
s  the  paffage  and  motion  of  good 
Blood  in  the  Veins. 

Cajjia  Fijlularis,  Nigra,  Solatia 
va ,  Laxative*}  Caflia  in  the  Pipe  or 
Cane,  it  is  black  and  laxative  j  it 
grows  i  n  both  the  Indies  and  Africa , 
The  Tree  is  notunlike  a  Walnut- 
tree,  its  Leaves  are  the  fame,  only 
narrower  like  the  Peach-tree  It 
brings  forth  fweet-feented  yellow 
Flowers,  and  thefe  black,  round, 
hard  Husks,  or  Rinds,  in  which  is 
contained  a  black  Pulp. 

Cafjla  Lignea  ’tis  alio  called  Xy« 
locajfia  j  fee  Cinamomum • 

Cajjia  Mellis,  that  Pulp  of  CaJJiet 
whic  his  ex  traded  for  ClyAers,  in 

which 
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which  Compoiition  Honey  is 
mixt,thatit  may  keep  in  the  Shops. 

Cajfatha,  feeCufcuta. 

Cajlalticum  is  fometimes  cor¬ 
ruptly  put  for  Catafialticum>  i.  e. 
a  Styptic  Medicine. 

Cajlanea,  Chefnut-tree,  the  Nut 
of  it  is  alfringent,  and  confequent- 
ly  good  for  Fluxes  of  the  Belly,  and 
for  ipitting  of  Blood ;  but  they 
are  Windy,  and  injurious  to  the 
Stomach  and  Head,  and  to  thofe 
that  are  fubjed  to  Cholical  Pains, 
and  the  Stone. 

Cajloreum, Cajlor, 5tis  difficult  to 
know  what  this  is  from  Foreign¬ 
ers  j  for  our  Merchants  buy  it  of 
others,  who  have  it  from  other 
Countries.  It  comes  from  both  the 
Indies. 

Caflratio,  a  gelding  or  cutting 
away  both  the  Tefficles. 

Cafus,  a  Word  of  various  figni- 
ficationsj  it  is  taken  fora  Symp¬ 
tom,  for  Chance,  Accident,  and 
Providence j  fora  Fall,  or  apre- 
fent  Dileaie.  Medicinal  Cafes, 
practical  Obfervations.  Collegium 
Cafuale,  i.  e.  wherein  are  treated 
and  explain’d  the  particular  Hi- 
Itories  of  lingular  Bifeaies. 

Cafus  XJvuU ,  fee  in  Cion . 

Catacleis,  the  lame  as  Cat  a  didst. 

Cataclejis,  the  Cartilaginous 
Bone,  or  the  Cartilage  feared  in 
the  Connexion  of  the  Omopl.it  a  or 
Scapula  with  the  Clavis.  Other- 
wife  the  firlf  little  Rib  of  the  Tho¬ 
rax,  call’d  the  Subclavian. 

Catagma, the  Fradion,or  break¬ 
ing  of  Bones,  or  a  Separation  of 
the  Continuum  in  the  hard  parts  of 
the  Body,  which  is  effedfed  by 
fome  hard  Inftrument  forcibly 
impreft  upon  the  Part. 

Catagmatica ,  Remedies  for  the 
curing  of  Fractures, 


Catalepjis,  or  Catochus,PrehenJzo, 
feu  Congelatio  is  an  Abolition  of  all 
the  Animal  Fundions,  wherein  the 
Refpiration  remains  entire,  and 
the  Patient  in  the  fame  Habit  and 
Polition  of  Body  that  he  had  be¬ 
fore  he  fell  fick.  ThePulfe  conti¬ 
nues  all  this  while,  the  Eyes  are 
open,  but  without  any  Motion, 
Speech,  or  Senfe,  it  happening 
very  leldom  that  Perfons  thus  af- 
feded,  underftand  what  is  faid,  or 
can  fwallow  what  is  given  them : 
The  Caufe  of  it  feem  sto  conlilt  in 
the  Obftrudion  or  Anguftationof 
the  Corpus  Jlriatum  in  thole  Pores 
by  which  Objeds  are  reprefented 
in  the  Brain,  fo  that  there’s  no  Per¬ 
ception  of  any  Objedj  but  the 
Pores,  by  which  the  Animal  Spi¬ 
rits  are  convey’d  from  the  Brain  to 
the  Organs  of  Senfe,  are  left  free 
and  open.  Among  the  External 
Caufes  are  commonly  reckon’d. 
Thunder,  Lightning,  and  excef- 
live  Cold. 

Cat  alo  tic  a>  the  fame  with  C/ctf- 
trizantia,  or  healing  Medicines. 

Catamenia,  Women’s  Courles, 
which  gathering  every  Month  by 
the  Fermentation  of  the  Blood, 
and  being  come  to  a  Turgency  by 
the  Acceffion  of  a  Ferment  that 
is  in  the  Womb,  difcharge  them-, 
felves  at  their  fet  time.  Others 
fay,  they  proceed  from  Seed  bred 
in  the  Tefticles,  and  communica¬ 
ted  to  the  Blood.  Some  afcribe 
theCourfesto  the  Motions  of  the 
Moon,  but  if  this  were  true,  then 
all  Women  would  have  them  at 
the  fame  time.  They  begin  at  iz, 
13,  or  14  Years  of  Age,  andftop 
about yo;  but  this  cannot  be  ex- 
adly  determin’d.  They  are  fup- 
prefted  in  breeding  Women,  and 
Nurfes  j  yet  this  is  not  a  Rule 
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that  always  holds  good.  Dr.  Fit- 
cam  has  accounted  for  them  in  a 
mechanical  manner,  and  after  him 
Dr.  Friend. 

Catapafma,  fragrant  Powder, 
which,  by  reafon  of  its  fcent,  is 
flrew’d  amongft  Cloaths:  Alfoa 
fragrant  Powder  which,  alter  a- 
nointing,  is  applied  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach  or  Heart. 

Cataphora, the  fame  with  Coma  ; 
they  only  differ  in  this,  that  Cata- 
phora  is  taken  as  the  Genus  to  ail 
forts  of  Stupors,  that  are  not  at¬ 
tended  with  a  Fever.  A  moll 
profound  deep. 

CataphraBica ,  is  the  Name  of  a 
certain  Bandage,  or  Ligature, 
accommodated  totheBreaft. 

Cztaplafma ,  is  a  Cataplafm  or 
a  Topical  external  Medicine  of  the 
confidence  of  a  Poultice  ,  ’tis  ufu- 
ally  prefcrib’d  two  ways,  either 
boil’d,  or  without  it  j  the  former 
is  more  frequent,  the  latter  of 
more  Efficacy.  In  the  former  th^y 
are  to  take  fuch  Vegetables  as  are 
proper,  as  Roots,  Herbs,  Seeds, 
Flowers,  Fruits,  &c. adding  proper 
Meals,  or  omitting  them;  all  which 
are  boil'd  up  in  a  convenient  quan¬ 
tity  of  Liquor,  v,g.  Water,  Beer, 
Milk,  Honey.  &c,  to  the  confift- 
ence  of  a  Poultice.  The  latter  is 
prepar’d  commonly  of  Vegetables 
fhredfmall,  with  the  Infufion  of 
fo  much  Liquor  only  as  may  make 
it  of  the  former  confidence;  you 
may  add  here  Meal,  Crumbs  of 
Bread,  Oils,  Ointments,  as  in 
the  former  fort  of  Cataplafm  s 
too. 

Cataplexss ,  that  is,  a  Stupor,  or 
Stupefaction  of the  Eyes. 

Catapofis ,  fwallowing,  or  a  rea¬ 
dy  defcent  of  Meat,  Drink,  and 
Medicines  thro’  the  Gullet. 


Cat  apotium, commonly  the  fame 
with  Fdula ,  is  a  Medicine  given 
inwardly ;  Purging  Pills. 

Catapfyxis ,  a  great  chilnefs  or 
trembling  of  the  Body  and  Limb9 
with  a  fenfe  of  Pain,  which  coid- 
nefs  of  the  extream  Parts  is  taken 
for  an  ill  fign  in  Fevers. 

Cataptofis ,  is  not  a  Difeafe,  but 
a  Sympton  of  Epilepfies  and  A- 
poplexies,  fignifying  a  fudden  or 
cafual  falling  to  the  Ground,  which 
is  an  involuntary  Motion  of  fome 
Organical  Member,  proceeding 
from  a  Palfy,  and  Relaxation  of 
the  Mufcles  and  Tendons  beyond 
Nature. 

Cataputia ;  fee  Lachyrus. 

Catapult  a  was  an  Engine  among 
the  Ancients,  which  threw  out 
Darts  and  Stones. 

Cataract  a  is  twofold ;  either  be¬ 
ginning,  or  a  Suffujion  only,  or  con¬ 
firm'd,  or  a  Cataract  properly  fb 
call’d  ;  the  incipient  is  but  a  Sujfu - 
fion  of  the  Eye,  when  little  Clouds, 
Motes,  and  Flies  feem  to  fly  before 
the  Eyes,  but  the  confirm’d  Cata- 
raft  is  when  the  Pupil  of  the  Eye  is 
either  wholy  or  in  part  cover’d 
and  ffiut  up  with  a  little  thin  Skin, 
fothat  the  Sunbeams  have  not  due 
admitanceto  the  Eye.  Confirm’d 
Cataracts  are  cur'd  by  thrufting 
a  Needle  thro’  the  Albugineous 
and  the  homy  Membrane,  as  far 
as  the  Cararaft,  which  is  to  be 
depreft  with  a  Needle,  and  if  it 
ftart  back,  to  be  broken,  then  the 
Eye  is  to  be  tied  up  with  a  proper 
bandage  dipt  in  Water  of  Roles, 
the  White  of  an  Egg,  and  Alum, 
all  fhaken  together. 

CatarrheBtcus  is  any  Medicine, 
of  a  penetrating  and  diflolving  Na^ 
turc. 
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Catarrhopusy  when  Humours, 
Vapors,  or  Wind,  fall  downward 
from  the  Head.  3Tis  the  fame 
with  Catharrus. 

Cntarrhus  was  taken  by  the  An¬ 
cients  for  a  Defluxion  of  Humours 
from  the  Head  to  the  iubjacent 
Parts,  as  the  Noftnls,  Mouth, 
Lungs,  as  happens  in  the  C0- 
rjtza.andBranchus .  But  there  are 
no  fuch  things  as  Catarrhs  ,x or  there 
is  nothing  tails  from  the  Head  to 
thole  Parts.  But  the  Glandules 
of  the  Noftrils,  and  thofe  that  are 
about  the  parts  of  the  Mouth,  are 
often  obftrudted,  and  hence  come 
thofe  Disorders.  It  is  thusdiftin- 
guiftfd,  if  it  fall  on  the  Bread,  the 
Catarrh  is  call'd  Rheum  j  if  on  the 
Jaws,  Branches  j  if  on  the  Nof¬ 
trils,  Cory&ai 

Catarrhns  Sujfocatorsusy  a  fmo 
thering  Rheum,  when  ( as  the  An¬ 
cients  fancy)  the  excrementitious 
Humours  fall  on  the  Relpiratory 
Organs,  and  threaten  fuffocation. 
But  I  fhould  rather  efteem  it  a 
fwelling  of  the  Glandules  about 
the  Larynx  y  by  which  the  difficul¬ 
ty  of  Relpiration  and  Suffocation 
is  caufed. 

Catarrhns  Spinalis  Medulla,  is 
when  certain  lymphatick  Veflels 
which  furround  the  Marrow  of 
the  Back-bone  are  broke. 

Catafarca, the  fame  as  Anafarca, 

Catafchafmos,  fignifiesa  Scari¬ 
fication  when  ftis  made  deep, 
being  neceffary  in  a  Gangrenous 
or  Sphacelous  Corruption. 

CatafcheJiSy  a  good  ftate  of  Body, 
cppoftte  to  an  Hedlick. 

Catafccve,  fignifies  the  confirm¬ 
ing  the  Strength  of  the  Body  by 
Exercife. 

Catafeifat  a  Concuflion,  Ex- 
tenfion,  or  Diftenlion. 


Cataflagmos,  flgnifies  Diftilla* 
tion;  as  in  a  Catarrh. 

Catafmfis,  a  difpofttiori  of  hu¬ 
man  Body,  or  of  Time. 

Catatafis,  an  Extenfion  of  the 
Body  toward  the  lower  parts. 

Catatripjis,  Attrition,  grinding 
or  wearing  away  of  any  Bodies. 

Cat  axis  a  Fradture. 

Ci  tecbefis,iht  InftrudHon  of  the 
Phyfician,  which  is  doneviva  voce 
to  the  By-ftanders. 

Catechu,  improperly  call’d  Terra 
Japonic a ;  a  Juice  iqueez’d  cut  of 
feveral  aftringent  fruits.  It  comes 
from  feveral  parts  of  the  JEaJl  In » 
dies ,  from  PegUy  Surat,  the  Great 
Mogul’s  Country,  from  the  Coaft: 
of" Malabar,  Bengal ,  and  Ceylon : 
They  ufe  it  with  the  Leaves  of  the 
Herb  Betal.  The  true  Fruit  and 
Ground  of  it  is  Acacia,  an  Orien¬ 
tal  Plant  fomewhat  like  Tamarind . 
If  you  chew  only  a  fhiall  quantity 
of  it,  you  find  it  at  firflt  aftrin¬ 
gent,  but  it  afterwards  leaves  be¬ 
hind  it  a  fweetifh  agreeable  tafte, 
not  unlike  the  Leaves  of  The  a. 

CathereticUy  five  Caujlica,  five 
Efcharotica ,  Cauftick;  Medicines 
that  make  an  opening  into,  or  take 
away  fuperfluous  Fiefii  or  Excres¬ 
cences. 

Catharma ,  the  fame  withC/t- 
tharticum . 

Cat  harms fee  Catarrhus. 

Catbarfis,  thefame  with  —  k 

Catbarticum,  feu  Catharma,  a 
purging  Medicine  which  Cleanfes 
the  Stomach,  the  Guts,  and  what¬ 
ever  is  vitious  and  heterogenous 
in  the  Blood,  and  throws  it  into 
the  Common-fhore  of  the  Guts. 
Catharticks  are  commonly  diftin- 
guifh’d  m  Cholagoga,fuch  as  purge 
Choler,  as  Rhubarb,  Scammony ,

S 
fuch  as  purge  Phlegm,  as  Colo- 
cynth ,  Jalap,  Mechoacanna ,  See.

Catheter,  or  Immijfor ,  Demif- 
for,  a  fiftulous  Inftrument  fome- 
what  crooked,  which  is  thruft  up 
the  Yard  into  the  Bladder,  ro  pro¬ 
voke  Urine  when  ’tis  iuppreft  by 
the  Stone;  or  into  whofe  Cavity 
an  Inftrument,  call’d  Itinerarium , 
is  thrufi,  to  find  out  the  Stone  in 
the  Bladder,  that  then  the  Sphin¬ 
cter  of  the  Bladder  may  befhewn,  | 
and  an  Incifion  be  made  in  the  J 
Perwaum,  i.  e.  in  the  Interface 
betwixt  the  Fundament  and  the 
Privities.

Catias ,  vel  Scalpellus  exciforius , 
an  Incifion -knife  to  cut  out  a 
dead  Child, 

Catbypnia,  a  long  and  profound 
Sleeping. 

Catillus  cinereus ,  feu  Obrufa 
Catillus ,  is  a  kind  of  a  Kettle  or 


Pot  hid  with  A  flies,  wellwafh’d, 
us’d  for  the  refining  of  Gold  and 
Silver.  See  CupelU. 

Camus,  fh  fame  with  Capella. 

Kura,  purgare,  to  pm  ge  down¬ 
wards;  theoppofire  of  which  is 
to  vomit,  or  purge  up¬ 
wards. 

C  atocatharBica ,  Medicinesthat 
purge  by  Stool. 

Catoche ,  the  fame  with  Cata- 
lepfis , 

Catopjis,  is  the  looking  thro3 
anything  tranfparent;  alfoQuick- 
nefs  or  Acutenefs  of  Sight 

Catochcilon,  the  under  Lip. 

Cateretica,  the  fame  with  Cad 
that ttca  or  Furgantia ,  things  that 
purge  downwards. 

Catoxys,Feracutu$ ,  a  very  acute 
Difcafe  in  the  fuperlative  degree, 
that  is  carried  on  with  more  than 
ordinary  Swiftnefs  and  Danger. 

C at t aria,  the  fame  with  Nepe- 
tay  Nep,  or  Catmint ;  Sds  hot 
and  dry,  and  chiefly  ufed  for 
Obflru&ions  of  the  Womb,  for 
Barrennefs,  or  to  haften  Delive¬ 
ry,  and  to  help  Expectoration  ;

Cava  Vena  ;  fee  Vena  cava. 

Caverna,  has  the  fame  Signi¬ 
fication  in  Medicine  as  Cavitas , 
which  fee. 

Cavitates ,  the  greatefi:  Cavi¬ 
ties  in  the  Body,  wherein  fame 
principal  Part  is  contain’d,  as  the 
Brain  in  the  Head,  in  the  Cheff 
the  Lungs,  Heart,  <&c.  in  the 
Abdomen  the  Liver,  Spleen,  Reins, 
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Stomach,  Inteftines,  Bladder,  <&c. 
and  they  are  three,  the  Head,  the 
Cheft,  the  Belly. 

Cavitates  minor es,  the  Ventri¬ 
cles  of  the  Heart  and  Brain,  of 
which  in  their  proper  places.  See 
Ventriculi . 

CaukdoKy  the  breaking  of  the 
Bones  acrofs,  when  the  Parts  of 
the  Bones  are  fo  feparated  that 
they  will  not  lie  direct. 

Cauls  1  fee  BraJJica. 

Caulis,  the  Stalk  of  any  Herb. 

Caufodes,  the  fame  with  Cau- 
fus . 

Cauflica,  or  Efcarotica,  vel  Ca- 
tk&reticay  thofe  things  that  burn 
the  Skin  and  Fldh  into  an  hard 
Cruft,  asburnt  Brafs,  quick  Lime, 
fublimated  Mercury,  and  hot 
Iron,  &c.  A  Cauftick. 

Caufus,  or  a  burning  Fever,  is 
that  which  is  attended!  with  a 
greater  Heat  than  other  continu'd 
Fevers,  with  an  intolerable  thirft, 
and  other  Symptoms,  which  ar¬ 
gue  an  extraordinary  Incarna¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood  ;  and  that 
which  diferiminates  it  from  other 
putrid  Fevers  is,  that  the  Tempe¬ 
rature  of  the  Blood  is  hotter,  i.  e, 
abounds  more  with  combuftible 
Sulphur  i  and  therefore  when  it 
begins  to  boil,  is  heated  in  a  grea¬ 
ter  meafure;  and,  in  its  Defla 
gration,  diffufes  Particles  of  mod 
intenfe  Heat  thro’  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy  :  Its  Motion  is  acute,  it  comes 
prefently  to  its  height,  is  accom¬ 
panied  with  dreadful  Symptoms, 
has  a  very  difficult  Crifis,  and  a 
dangerous  Event.  A  burning 
Fever. 

Cauterifatio,  an  artificial  Burn¬ 
ing,  made  by  a  Ciutery. 

Cauteriumy  a  Chirurgeon’sln- 
llrument,  made  of  Iron,  Silver, 


or  Gold,  which,  after  ’tis  heated, 
has  an  adfual  Power  of  burning 
into  any  thing  ,  they  differ  in 
Bulk  and  in  Form.  ;Tis  fome- 
times  taken  for  a  potential  Cau¬ 
tery  prepared  of  Lixiviums,  or 
Lime  and  Soap.  An  actual  and 
potential  Cautery. 

,  Cad  mat  a,  continued  Defluxi¬ 
ons  upon  the  Joints,  efpecialiy 
the  Hip. 

Cedrus ,  the  Cedar-tree. 

Celafirusy  is  a  certain  Tree, 
which  hath  Fruit  very  late. 

Cele,  a  Tumour  in  any  Part  ; 
fee  Hernia » 

Celts ,  i.  e.  Macula ,  a  Spot  or 
Stain  on  the  Skin. 

Celotomia ,  the  cutting  of  an 
Herniay  or  Rupture. 

CelluU  intefiini  coli ,  are  the 
little  Cavities,  or  rather  Recepta¬ 
cles  of  the  Gut  Colon,  where  the 
Excrements  lodge  fome  while, 
that  they  may  refrefh  fome  adja¬ 
cent  Parts  with  their  Heat,  and 
digeft  and  ferment  any  remaining 
Crudities. 

Celfa}  is  a  Wandring  Pulfation 
in  feveral  Parts  of  the  Body,  oc~ 
cafioned  by  a  Wind  or  Vapour 
creeping  betwixt  the  Skin  and 
the  Mufcles,endeavouring  to  force 
its  way  out. 

Cement atiOy  is  an  Art  of  puri¬ 
fying  Gold,  by  means  of  the  roy¬ 
al  Cement  ,  fee  Gementum. 

Cementum,  a  Powder  by  whole 
means  cementatory  Calcination 
is  perform’d  :  Or,  as  others  fay, 
’tis  a  very  {harp,  piercing  Mineral 
Matter,  wherewith  Metals  being 
ftrew’d,  are  reverberated  to  ce¬ 
ment  ;  Jtis  either  Ample  or  mixt, 
and  either  in  form  ot  a  Powder, 
or  of  a  Pafte.  A  Cement. 

Cenchrias,  a  fort  of  ipreading 

In- 
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Inflammation,  which  we  cal]  wild 
Fire,  call’d  Herpes  Mi  I  liar  is,  from 
the  refemblance  it  bears  to  the 
Seed  of  the  fmall  Grain  call’d  Mil¬ 
let,  or  Hyrfe.  See  Herpes. 

Cenchros  j  fee  Milium. 

Ceneangia ,  an  Evacuation  of 
the  VefTels  by  opening  a  Vein. 
I.  It  is  expedient  in  a  Jflethcra, 
to  free  Nature  from  too  great  a 
Load.  a.  It  is  expedient  to  draw 
back  the  Blood  by  way  of  Re- 
vulfion,  when  it  rufhes  too  plen¬ 
tifully  to  any  one  Part.  3.  To 
divert  the  Blood  from  one  part  to 
another,  tbo’  it  be  no  way  lodg’d 
there,  nor  be  extrava fated.  4.  To 
ventilate  and  cool  the  Blood,  in 
burning  and  in  putrid  Fevers. 

Cenebrium ,  mortified  or  dead 
Flefli'. 

Ceneon ,  fignifies  all  that  Cavity 
of  the  lower  Belly,  from  the  Ribs 
to  the  Bones  of  the  Ilea,  which 
contain  the  Mefentery  and  fmall 
Guts. 

Ceneos ,  vacuus,  void  or  empty. 

Cenojis,  the  fame  with  Evacu- 
atio,  or  an  Evacuation, 

Centaurium,  call’d  ILkewife  Chi- 
foniurn,  becaufe  ChAron  was  cur’d 
by  it  5  ’tis  alfo  call’d  Eibrifuga, 
the  Antifebritick  j  Tel  terra, 
L'mnefion ,  and  Limnaum,  Cento- 
’  ry  ;  Galen ,  byreafon  of  the  won¬ 
derful  Vertue  of  this  Plant,  writ 
a  whole  Book  of  it  :  ’Tis  fplen- 
netick  andHepatick,  bitter  with¬ 
out  biting;  cleanfing  opening  and 
vulnerary  ;  ’tis  good  in  the  faun- 
dice,  in  fuppreffion  of  the  Cour- 
fes,  in  the G our,  and  for  Worms, 
and  is  a  Specihck  for  the  biting 
of  a  mad  Dog.  The  Deco&ion 
of  it  is  ufed  with  fuccefs  in  ter- 
tain  Agues,  therefore  it  is  call’d 
by  feme  the  febrifuge  Plant  5  ’tis 


one  of  the  Ingredients  of  the  bit¬ 
ter  Drink  io  much  us’d  by  ZD,- 
don  Fhyfickns  A  Decoaion  of 
the  Tops  of  it  takes  off  Pimples, 
bpots,  Morphew,  and  other  DIR 
eafes  of  the  Skin  j  a  Lee  made  of 
it  clean  fes  the  Hair,  and  makes  it 

white.  A  Man,  almoftdeftrov’d 

by  the  Jaundice,  was  cur’d  l>v 
drinking  every  morning  a  ftrong 
Decoction  of  this  Herb . 

Cemratio,  is  the  changing  of 
aline  Irincipies  into  a  corrofive 
and  exulcerating  Quality. 

Centrum,  the  middle  of  a  Bo- 
dy,  not  taken  mathematically,  but 
phylically,  and  that  they  fay  js 
the  Heart  ;  from  which  as  from 
a.  Centre,  the  Blood  continually 
circulates  round  the  moft  diftant 
part  of  the  Body  ,•  for  mathema¬ 
tical,' y  the  middle  Point  is  the 
Centre  of  any  Circumference 
whatever. 

Centum  capita  j  fee  Erymium. 

Centumcellis ,  certain  famous 
Baths  in  Tttfcany, 

Centum  Morbia,  the  fame  with 
Nummular ta.  Money-wort  •  Vie 
alfo  call’d  Hirudinaria.  ’ 

Centum  Nodi  a,  the  fame  with 
Tolygonum. 

CmmcHlus,  and  CentuncuU. 
ns  Herbu ;  fee  Gnafhulium. 

Cepa  and  Cep,,  the  fame  with 
Capa, 

CepbaUa,  an  obftinate  HeadacB 
of  a  dong  continuance,  andfcarce 
curable. 

Cephaldg  ia,  fi  ve  Capitis  Dolor  J 
differs^  from  the  CephaUa,  be- 
cauie  *tis  not  inveterate;  it  feizes 
lb  me  times  upon  the  whole,  fbme- 
times  upon  a  part  of  the  Head  j 
and  is  fo  common,  that  3cis  an* 
hard  matter  to  find  any  one  who 
can  boaft,  his  Head  ne’er  pamM 
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him  in  his  life.  The  Parts  affed-  j 
ed  with  the  Headach  are  either 
external,  as  the  Skin,  Mufcies, 
the  Pericranium  ;  or  internal,  as 
the  Meninges ,  Nerves,  Brain,  and 
perioftium •  An  Headach  that  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  Intemperance,  or  ill 
Conformation  of  the  Parts. 

Cephalartica^  Medicines  which 
purge  the  Head. 

Cephalica,  fpirituous  and  vola¬ 
tile  Medicines  ufed  in  Diftempers 
of  the  Head,  as  the  Spirit  of  Sal 
Armoniae,  of  Hartfhorn,  Caflore- 
um^  with  many  other,  call’d  Ce- 
phalicks  ;  alfo  the  outermofl 
Vein  in  the  Arm  is  call’d  Cepha¬ 
lic a,  becaufe  ufed  to  be  open’d  in 
Difeafes  of  the  Head. 

Cepbalonofos,  an  epidemic  ma¬ 
lignant  Fever,  call’d  alfo  Febris 
Hangar  ica. 

Cephalophar/ngsii ,  thefirft  Pair 
of  Mufcies  of  the  upper  part  of 
the  Gullet,  which  proceed  from 
belide  the  Head  and  Neck,  and 
are  fpread  more  largely  upon  the 
Tunick  of  the  Gullet. 

Cephaloponia ,  a  Pain  or  Heavi- 
nefs  in  the  Head. 

Ceraa,  the  Horns  of  the 
Womb  in  Brutes,  wherein  Gene¬ 
ration  is  perform’d. 

Cerea,  vel  Cera,  theexcremen- 
titious  Matter  of  the  Eirs,  call’d 
Ear-wax. 

Cerajiatum ,  is  the  Name  of  a 
purgative  Medicine. 

Cerafus ,  a  Cherry-tree  ^  Cher¬ 
ries,  when  they  are  fiefh  loofen 
the  Belly,  but  when  dry,  they 
bind.  Thofe  that  are  fweet 
purge,  but  they  are  offenfive  to 
the  Stomach.  Sharp  and  harfli 
Cherries  are  binding  ;  the  diftill’d 
Water  of  fharp  Cherries,  and. 
Cherries  therofelves,  extinguifh 
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feverifh  Heat,  quench  Thirft,  and 
create  an  Appetite.  The  De-co- 
dion  of  dry’d  Cherries  is  excel¬ 
lent  in  hypochondriac Difeafes,and 
many  have  been  cur’d  by  this  Re¬ 
medy  alone.  Sweet  Cherries  are 
peculiarly  good  for  Difeafes  of 
Head,  Falling-ficknefs,  Apoplexy 
and  Palfy.  A  Lord  that  was  fei- 
zed  with  an  Apoplexy,  and  fpeech- 
lefs  three  Days,  recover’d  his 
Speech  by  taking  Spirit  of  Cher¬ 
ries.  In  Stammering,  and  other 
Vices  of  Speech,  wafhthe  Mouth 
oft  with  Spirit  of  black  Cherries, 
for  it  is  very  cephalick,  and  does 
much  ftrengthen  the  Mufcies  of 
the  Tongue,  and  the  Spirits  de- 
fign’d  for  their  ufe.  The  diftill’d 
Water  of  fweet  black  Cherries  is 
much  commended  and  ufed  for 
Children’s  Convulfions.  The  Oil 
drawn  from  the  Kernels  takes 
Spots  and  Pimples  from  the  Skin, 
by  anointing  it ;  and  ’tis  reckon¬ 
ed  good  for  the  Gout  and  Stone 
in  the  Kidneys  and  Bladder.  The 
Gum  of  Cherries  diluted  with 
Wine  cures  inveterate  Coughs, 
quickens  the  Sight,  and  provokes 
Appetite  5  it  is  counted  alfo  li- 
thontriptick  taken  in  Wine, 

Ceraniumi  fee  Cadus . 

Ciratium,  the  fame  with  Sili- 
qua. 

Ceratoglojjiim,  the  proper  Pair 
of  Mufcies  belonging  to  the- 
Tongue,  proceeding  from  the 
Horns  of  the  Bone  call’d  Hyoides , 
and  join’d  to  the  fides  of  the 
Tongue  j  their  ufe  is  to  move 
the  Tongue  ftrait  down  wards  to¬ 
ward  the  inward  part  when  they 
ad  jointly  $  but  if  either  the  one 
or  the  other  be  contraded  fing- 
ly,  they  move  it  to  the  right  or 
left  fide. 


Ceratio,  is  the  enclofing  any 
thing  in  Wax. 

Ceratodesy  the  fame  with  Cor¬ 
nea  Tunica. 

>  Ceratomalagna,  a  foftening 
Compofition,  prepar’d  of  Wax, 
and  other  Ingredients. 

Ceratonia,  the  Crab-tree. 

Ceratum ,  Cerotum ,  vel  Cera- 
tomalagma ,a  Medicine  applied  out¬ 
wardly,  made  of  Wax,  Oils,  and 
fometimes  Dud  mixt  thicker  than 
an  Ointment,  and  fbfter  than  a 
Plaider,  commonly  call’d  a  Sear- 
cloth. 

Ceraunia,  Mufhromes. 

Cenaunochryfos,  the  fame  with 
Cbryfocenaurius  Pulvis,  call’d  Au- 
rum  Tulminans. 

Cerchnos ,  a  certain  ferity  of 
the  LarynXy  which  is  felt  as  it 
were  like  fo  many  Juniper  Ber- 
riesy  whence  proceeds  a  little  dry 
Cough. 

Cercisy  the  fecond  Bone  of  the 
Cubit,  call’d  Radius,  becaufe  it  is 
like  the  Spoke  of  a  Wheel. 

Cercisy  a  Tree,  whofe  Leaves 
fhake  when  the  Wind  is  quiet,  and  j 
make  a  Noife. 

Cercojpithegusy  a  kind  of  an  Ape 
with  a  Tail. 

CercoJiSy  a  flefhy  Excrefcence 
coming  out  of  the  Mouth  of  the 
Womb,  filling  the  privy  Parts  of 
a  Woman,  which,  extending  itfelf 
fometimes  without  the  Extremi¬ 
ties  of  thofe  Parts,  looks  like  a 
Tail.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Nymph  a 
Vtrg&y  Mentuia  Muliehris,  the 
Clitoris. 

Cerebellum ,  the  hinder  part  of 
the  Brain,  confiding  like  the 
Brain  it  felf,  of  an  Afhy  or  Barky 
Subftance,  and  a  white  narrowy 
Subdance,  wherein  the  Animal 
Spirits,  which  perform  involun¬ 


tary  and  meer  Natural  Adlions, 
are  generated :  In  Man,  but  not 
fo  in  Beads,  itfeems  to  confift  of 
a  great  many  thin  Plates  that  lye 
upon  one  another. 

C&ebella  Urine  of  the  Colour  of 
the  Brain  is  fo  called. 

Cerebrum ,  the  Brain,  isdridfly 
taken  for  the  foremod  part  of  the 
Subdance  whieh  is  within  the 
Scull;  and  it  is  a  Subdance  of  a 
peculiar  fort  to  its  felf,  outwardly 
it  is  cover’d  with  the  Skin  call’d 
Pia  Muter  j  it  is  wrought  with 
many  turnings  and  windings,  its 
Exterior  Subdance  is  of  an  Afh- 
colour, wherein  the  Animal  Spirits 
are  generated.  The  Interiour  is 
white,  which  receives  the  Animal  • 
Spirits  from  the  former,  and  dis¬ 
charges  them  by  the  Corpus  Callo ® 
fumy  and  the  Medulla  Oblongata , 
into  the  Nerves;  upon  which  vo¬ 
luntary  Adlicns  do  chiedy  depen  d* 
Likewife  the  Brain  istheSubjedfc 
of  Imagination,  Judgment,  Me¬ 
mory,  and  Reminifcence ;  for  the 
Ideas  or  Species  of  Things  being 
receiv’d  from  the  Organs  of  the 
External  Senfes,  are  carried  to 
the  common  Senfory ,  or  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Oblong  Marrow,  and 
then  to  the  Corpora  ftriata, and  the 
Corpus  Calofum,  there  the  Judg- 
ment  and  Imagination  are  form’d, 
but  the  feat  of  the  Memory  isfaid 
to  be  in  the  afhy  barky  Subdance, 
and  if  the  Ideas  after  fome  time 
chance  to  be  called  for  out  of  the 
place  of  the  Memory,  then  it  is 
properly  faid  to  be  Reminifcence , 
or  Remem  bring.  Sleep  is  likewife 
tranfa&ed  in  the  Brain,  concern¬ 
ing  which  fee  in  its  proper  place. 

CereUum ,  an  Ointment  made  of 
WaxandQil,  a  kind  &f  Searcioth. 
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Ceret>ijia}medicata,VhyCic-dnnky 
is  wherein  Medicines  proper  for 
any  Difeafes  have  beeninfufed. 

Cerevifia,  csrvifa  cererijia, celia, 
Beer,  or  any  fort  of  Malt  Drink. 

C evens,  a  fort  of  Houfe  Leek, 
called  Torch-thiflle. 

Ceria,  the  fame  with  Fains  and 
Achor. 

Cerinthe,zn  Herb  with  Flowers, 
whereon  Bees  frequently  feed,  and 
therefore  call’d  Honeyworf,  or 
Honey-fuckie.  ' 

Ceria ,  the  fame  with  Favus  and 
Achor * 

Cerom-t,  thefame  with  Ceratum. 

Geroneum ,  thefame  with  Cera- 
tum ,  a  Sear-cloth. 

Cerotnm ,  the  fame  as  Ceratum. 

Cernis ,  and  Cerris ,  the  Maft- 
bearing  Tree. 

Cervaria ,  is  the  JEthiopic  fefd't. 

Cer  vie  aria ,  or  Trachelium,  a  fort 
of  C*  npanula :  See  Trachelium. 

Cervinum cornu ;  i eeCcronopus. 

Cervix ,  the  hinder  part  of  the 
Neck,  as  the  forepart  is  call’d 
Co  Hum. 

Cervix  Uteri,  the  Neck  of  the 
Womb. 

Cemmina,  the  filth  of  the  Ear, 
which  Teems  to  fweatout  from  the 
Cartilages  ;  others  think  it  comes 
from  the  Glandules ,  which  border 
upon  the  Ears,  it  confiftsof  abun¬ 
dance  of  Salt  and  aduft  Sulpher, 
which  gives  it  its  bitternefs.  It  is 
good  to  hinder  Duff,  Motes,  or 
little  Animals  from  getting  into 
the  Ears.  ’Tis  commonly  call’d 
Ear-wax. 

Cerujfa,  ovCeruJa,  White  Lead 
which  is  Lead  prepar’d  by  Vinegar, 
whofe  Vapour  it  is  made  to  imbibe, 
whereby  it  turns  into  a  white  ruft, 
which  is  gather’d  up  and  made  into 
jittk  white  Cakes,  this^and  all  other 
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Preparations  of  Lead,  are  of  a  dry¬ 
ing  nature}  they  may  be  mix’d 
with  Ointments  and  Plaifters,  they 
unite  with  Oils,  or  fat  Subftances, 
in  boiling,  and  give  them  a  good 
folid  confidence ;  and  the  greateft 
part  of  our  Plaifters  derive  their 
hardnefs  from  it. 

Ccrvi  ocellus  wild  Parfnip.- 

Cefpix  a  Shrub  or  Carrot. 

Cejlrum  JBetcnica  lee  Betonica. 

Cete,a  Whale,  or  any  large  Fifh. 

Ceterach ,  a  fort  of  Spleen  wort. 

Ch  Are  folium,  and  Cerefolium, , 
and  Cher  ephy  Hum, zndCherefolium. 
Chervil,  efpecially  that  which 
grows  in  Garders,  which  is  hot  and 
dry,  and  Diuretick;  it  provokes 
the  Courfes,  and  is  Lithontriptick; 
it  quickens  the  Blood  when  coa¬ 
gulated,  and  difpofes  to  deep  }  it 
is  ufed  outwardly  with  great  fuc- 
cefs  for  the  Chol  eic,  and  Obftru- 
dtions  of  the  Urine  j  ufed  in  Cata- 
plafms,  it  difeufies  Tumours  and 
clotted  Blood,  like  Solomon’s  Seal ; 
’tis  chiefly  ufed  for  Swellings  and 
Hardnefsof  the  Paps. 

Chalaflica ,  Medicines  of  a  Moi  fi¬ 
ning  and  emollient  quality,  which 
relax  the  Parts  that  are  too  hard 
bound  up. 

Chalazia, a  little  Swelling  in  the 
Eyelids,  like  a  Hail-done. 

Chalaza ,  the  Tread  of  an  Egg, 
every  Egg  has  two  of  them,  one  in 
the  Obtufe,  and  the  other  in  the  A- 
cute  end.  There  is  more  of  them 
in  the  White}  but,  they  ftick  clo- 
fer  to  the  Y oik,  and  are  faften’d  to 
its  Membrane.  They  are fomething 
long  Bodies,  more  concrete  than 
the  White,  and  whiter}  knotty, 
havefome  fort  of  Light,  as  Hail, 
whence  they  have  their  Name;  for 
each  Chalaza  confifts  as  it  were  of 
fomany  Hailftones,  feparated  from

each  other  by  that  White;  one  of 
f  them  is  bigger  than  the  other,  and 
farther  from  the  Yolk,  is  extended 
toward  the  Obtuie  end  of  the  Egg : 
The  other  is  lels,  and  extends  it  felf 
from  the  Yolk,  toward  the  Acute 
end  of  an  Egg.  The  greater  is 
made  up  ot  z  or  3  Knots,  likefo 
many  Hail-ftones,  which  are  mo¬ 
derately  diftant  from  each  other, 
the  lefs  in  order  fucceeds  the 
greater.  It  is  alfo  a  Difeafe  inci¬ 
dent  to  Swine,  call'd  the  Meafels 
of  an  Hog. 

Cb  alb  mum ;  lee  Galbanum. 

Chalcitis ,  is  a  Metallickfubftance 
growing  in  Veins  of  Brais,  and  is 
siothing  elfe  but  a  Mineral  of  Vi¬ 
triol,  as  Sory  and  Milfy.  That 
which  is  friable,  and  not  ftony, 
and  like  Brafs,  isbeft.  The  Apo¬ 
thecaries  now- a  days  fubftitute 
for  Chalcitis,  White  or  Crude,  or 
burnt  Vitriol. 

Chair  us-,  fee  JEreclm* 

Chalicraton,  lignihes  Wine  mixt 
With  Wrater. 

Chalybs ,  Steel.  Iron  is  turn'd 
into  Steel  by  means  of  the  Horns  or 
Hails  of  Animals,  with  which  it  is 
ftratified,  and  fo  calcin’d.  Thefe 
Matters  containing  a  great  deal 
of  Volatile  Salt  wherein  is  an  Al- 
cali,  do  kill  or  deftroy  the  Acids 
of  the  Iron  that  kept  its  Pores 
open,  and  do  render  it  more  com¬ 
pact  ;  beiides,  the  Fire  carries  off 
many  of  the  more  Volatile  and 
Soluble  Parts  of  Iron,  whence  it 
comes  to  pafs  that  Steel  will  re¬ 
main  longer  without  rufting  than 
Iron.  Steel  is  to  be  prefer’d  be¬ 
fore  Iron  for  the  Making  of  U- 
tenlils;  but  for  Remedies  Iron  is 
better  beyond  Companion.  Steel 
is  almoft  always  Aftringent  by 
6 1  oolj  and  Aperitive  by  U rine. 
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Chelinos,  Aurdian  fays,  is  the 
Ultimate  Angle  and  joining  of 
the  Mouth,  or  that  part  of  the 
Cheeks  that  adjoin’d  upon  the  Lips.

Cham&atfo,  live  Ebulus ,  live 
Sambucu s  Hu  milts,  Ground  or 
Dwarf-Elder. 

Chamb alarms,  fiveTerraGlans, 
Earth-Nut,  Mufhrooms,  or  the 
like:  fee  Apt  on. 

Chamabatos :  fee  Rubus . 

Chamuedrys ,  Female  Southern¬ 
wood. 

Cham&cerafus ,  Dwarf  Cherry- 
Tree. 

Cham&ciffus ,  fee  Hedera  Terrejlisi 
Chamuy par ijfus,< dwarf  Cyprefs- 
Tree  has  the  fame  fhape  and  fmeli 
with  the  Cyprefs  Tree. 

Carmdaphna .  See  Clematis 
Tjaphnoides. 

Chamadr/s ,  Germander  ,*  *tis 
hot  and  dry,  and  lomewhat  bitter  $ 
’tis  good  for  a  Cough,  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  Dropfy,  for  an  inha¬ 
bit  of  Body,  the  Green-ficknefs, 
Strangury,  and  an  Obftrudfions  of 
the  Bowels.  The  Garden  German¬ 
der  provokes  Urine  and  Sweat 
powerfully,  upon  which  account 
’tis  good  in  Fevers,  for  the  Scur¬ 
vy,  and  for  the  Blood  when  coagu¬ 
lated,  but  efpecially  for  the  Gout, 
the  Jaundice,  and  Suppreffion  of 
Urine.  It  was  commended  to  the 
Emperor  Charles  V.  as  an  Arca¬ 
num  for  the  Gout.  ’Tis  outward¬ 
ly  ufed  for  corroding  Ulcers,  for 
the  Piles,  the  Itch,  and  to  dry  up 
Catarrhs.  ’Tis  frequently  ufed  in 
a  Decoft ion,  to  open  W omens  Ob- 
ftruttions:  ’Tis  call’d  by  fome 
Englijh  Treacle . 

Cham&leon,  a  fort  of  Carduus,\t 
is  fo  call’d  from  the  variety  ofc  the 
F  3  Leaves 
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Leaves,  for  it  changes  colour  with 
the  Earth  it  grows  in ;  as  the  A- 
nimai  call’d  the  Chameleon  doth. 

Cham&leuce ,  the  fame  with  Tuf- 
ftlago. 

Cham&melum ,  Camomile  ;  it  is 
an  Herb  that  digefts,  Ioofens,  mol¬ 
lifies,  eafes  Pain,  provokes  Urine 
and  the  Courfes,  wherefore  ’tis 
much  us’d  in  the  Cholick,  and  for 
Convulfions  that  proceed  from 
Wind.  Among  all  the  Plants  that 
are  ufed  in  Baths  for  the  Sy0»e,none 
is  fo  effePhial  as  the  Flower  of  Ca¬ 
momile;  ’tis  outwardly  ufed  in  pa- 
regorick,  emollient,  and  fuppura- 
ting  Cataplafms,  and  for  Clyfters. 
The  Oil  of  Camomile  foftenshard 
Swellings,  difcuffes  ’em,  and  eafes 
the  Pain:  Some  drink  a  DecoPti- 
on  of  it  for  the  Stone;  a  Perfon 
that  had  the  Stone,  and  had  try’d 
many  Medicines  to  no  purpofe, 
was  wonderfully  reliev’d  by  a  de¬ 
ception  of  two  handfuls  of  the 
flowers  in  a  quart  of  RbeniJIj-wine ; 
lie  took  two  or  three  fpoonfuls  of 
this  deception  at  a  time,  inafmall 
draught  of  hot  Wine. ,  Andfeve- 
ral  others  fo  affliPted  found  much 
Relief  by  this  DecoPtion.  The 
powder  of  the  flowers  is  by  Pit  earn 
and  others  ufed  as  a  fubftitute  for 
the  Cortex. 

Cham&myrfim  Rutchers-Broome. 

Cham&pitys,  ’tis  alfo  call’d  Abi- 
ga3Ajugafand  ibiga. Ground  Pine. 
It  {Lengthens  the  Nerves,  in- 
cides,  opens,  is  diuretick,  and 
provokes  the  Courfes ;  it  expels 
a  dead  Child  and  the  After-birth, 
and  works  fo  powerfully  that  W o- 
men  with  Child  are  wholly  forbid 
theufeofit,  becaufe  itoccafions 
Mifcarriage  ;  boil’d  in  Wine,  or 
powder’d,  and  made  into  Pills 
with  HermodaPtile  and  Venice 
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Turpentine,  it  does  much  good 
in  a  Dropfy ;  outwardly  ufed,  it 
cureth  Ulcers,  by  cleanfing  them 
and  taking  off  the  hardnefs. 

Cbam&ljyce,  the  DwarfFigtree. 

Chamxplatams  Dwarf  plantain. 

Chaomantia ,  is  an  Art  of  pro- 
gnoflicating  Weather  from  the 
dilpofition  of  the  Air. 

Chaos ,  a  rude  and  indigefled 
Heap,  fuch  as  was  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  creation  of  the  World. 

Characias,  Plants  which  grow 
about  the  Valleys  are  fo  called. 

Char  abler,  a  myfticai  Sign  or 
Figure,  which  dignifies  or  denotes 
fomething  among  Chymifts. 

Chariftolochia,  Mugwort,a  Spe- 
cifick  in  expelling  the  Lochia  in 
Women. 

Charitoblephoron  a  kind  of  Sea- 
Shrub. 

Charlaton,  originally  a  French 
Word,  fignifyinga  Mountebank. 

Charopos ,  fignifies  a  fine  lovely 
colour  of  the  Eye,  as  a  Sky- 
colour,  <&c. 

Charta  Emp  erotica,  or  Bibulay  is 
Paper  made  without  Glue,  very 
porous;  it  ferves  to  filter  Li¬ 
quors,  and  is  commonly  call’d 
Cap-paper,  or  Brown- paper. 

Charta  Virginia ,  the  fame  with 
Amnios . 

Chafma ,  a  gaping  or  opening, 
as  a  windy  explofion  or  difeufifion 
from  the  Mufcles,  the  Caufe  of 
which  is  a  Vapour  or  con¬ 

tain’d  therein. 

Chaunos,  lax,  fungous  and  foft 
fo  as  to  yield  to  the  impreffion  of 
the  Fingers. 

Cheilocace ,  or  Labrofulcium,  is  a 
Difeafe  of  Infants,  for  it  feldom 
befals  grown  People  ;  their  Lips 
fwell.much  with  an  hard  Tumour, 
fomewhatreddifh  but  not  inflam’d 

and 
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and  which  never  fuppurates;  ’tis 
fometimes  more  inward  than  out¬ 
ward.  There  are  mod  commonly 
fmall  Ulcers  in  the  Mouth,  Palate, 
Tongue,  Jaws,  Lips,  and  Gums. 
This  Difeafeis  call’d  in  Engliflj,  a 
Canker  of  the  Mouth,  or  a  W ater- 
canker, 

CheimetJon ,  the  fame  that  Vernio. 

Chela,  the  fharp  edg’d  Claws  of 
Craw- fifties,  Crabs  or  Lobfters. 
Cheironium, the  fame  as  Cacoethes. 

Chelidonium ,  or  Chelidonia,  Ce¬ 
landine  ;  his  hot  and  dry,  it  eva¬ 
cuates  Choler  by  Urine  and  Stool, 
and  clears  the  Sight.  A  Syrup 
made  of  the  whole  Herb  is  good 
in  the  jaundice,  Obftru&ionsof 
the  Liver,  Spleen,  and  Kidneys ; 
it  cures  a  Tetter  (call'd  in  Latin 
Herpes  Miliaris )  effectually,  it  be¬ 
ing  daily  anointed  with  the  juice 
large  Warts  may  be  taken  off  by 
rubbing  them  daily  with  the 
Leaves  of  this  Herb.  The  Juice 
or  diflilTd  Water  of  it,  outwardly 
appiy’d,  ftrengthens  the  Eyes,  and 
cures  Ulcers s  but  becaufe  the 
juice  is  very  acrid,  it  muft  be 
mix’d  with  thofe  things  that  will 
abate  the  Acrimony  of  it.  A  great 
quantity  of  the  Juice  is  made  ufe 
of  in  the  Compofition  of  Aqua 
Mirabilis.  There  are  two  forts  of 
it,  the  Chelidonium  majus ,  or  grea¬ 
ter  Celandine  or  Swallow- wort, 
and  the  minus ,  orleffer. 

Ckelone,  tefludo ,  isaChirurgi- 
cal  Inftrument,  whereby  Limbs 
that  are  to  be  made  ftrait  are  by 
little  and  little  extended,  as  the 
Animal  call’d  a  Tortoife  creeps 
leifurely.

Chemia, the  fame  a  s  Chymia, an¬ 
ciently  fignify’d  the  Art  of  making 
Gold  and  tranfmuting  of  Metals. 

Chemofis ,  vel  Chymofis ,  is  a  Tu¬ 
mor  of  the  Alba  Tunica  that  makes 
the  Black  of  the  Eye  appear  concave. 

Chenocoprus ,  Goofe-dung. 

Che  no  pus,  Goofe-foot ;  See  Fes 
Anferinus. 

Cherefolium,  and  Csrefolium,  or 
Cheri folium  ;  fee  Ch  are  folium. 

Cherinum  Oleum ,  Oil  of  Vio¬ 
lets. 

Cheronia,  the  fame  with  Cen~ 
taurium . 

Cher  me  s  Grana:  See  Kurmes. 

Chermei  and  Kermes,  an  Ara« 
bian  Word,  but  fufftciently  known 
in  the  Shops  ;  See  Coccos. 

Cheronia ,  five  Centaurium  Ma- 
jus ,  fee  Centaurium. 

Cherfydrus,  the  Name  of  an 
amphibious  Serpent,  which  firft 
inhabits  in  watry  Places,  and  from 
thence  is  call’d  Hydrus ,  then  he 
delights  in  the  dry  Ground,  and 
obtains  the  Name  of  Cherfydrus, 

Chiafmus ,  denotes  the  meeting 
or  joining  together  of  two  things, 
under  the  Form  or  Figure  of  a 
Croft,  fo  the  optick  Nerves  of 
each  Eye  run  crofs-ways. 

Cheilon ,  the  fame  as  Labio9 
one  that  hath  large  Lips. 

Chilophyllon,  the  fame  with 
Millefolium, 

Chimetlon ,  the  lame  that  Ferd 
nio. 

Chimia,  the  fame  with  Chy*

China  China ;  fie  Cina  Cina. 
China  Radix,  China  Root,  *tis 
of  two  forts,  Oriental,  brought 
from  China ;  and  Occidental, 
from  New  Spain  and  Peru  ,  the 
Oriental  is  elteem’d  the  belt,  and 
of  a  reddifh  or  faint  black  Co¬ 
lour  on  the  outfide,  but  within 
whitifh,  or  a  faint  red.  The  Oc¬ 
cidental  is  more  red  within,  ’tis 
very  good  in  the  Gout, Pox,  ando- 
ther  Difeafes  that  are  hard  to  cure. 

Chiragra,  a  fort  of  Gout  in  the 
Hands,  arifing  from  the  EflFerve- 
fcence  of  acid  Particles,  and  fix’d 
Salt. 

Chiromantiay  a  Divination  from 
infpedfing  the  Hand,  when  Men 
predidf  Futurities  from  the  Linea¬ 
ments  thereof,  not  at  all  neceffary 
toaPhyfician,  fince  it  is  rather  a 
deceitful  Art.  It  is  commonly 
call’d  Chiromancy. 

Chironis,  the  fame  with  Sir  ones. 
Chironium,  a  great  andmalig 
tiant  Ulcer,  and  of  difficult  cure. 

Chironia,  and  Chironium, got  its 
Name  from  Chiron  the  Centaure ; 
from  whence  the  Briony  is  alfo  cal¬ 
led  Chironium  j  fee  Centauyiam. 

Chivonomia ,  is  a  kind  of  Exer- 
cife  or  Motion  of  the  Hands,  per 
form’d  by  a  certain  Rule  or  Art. 
It  may  be  call’d  the  Art  of  talking 
upon  the  Fingers. 

Chirurgia,C\\uxxrgery,\s  an  Art, 
wherein  by  the  help  of  our  Hands 
or  Inftruments  we  endeavour  to 
cure  Difeafes :  Or  it  is  a  part  of 
the  Art  Therapeutick ,  or  Medicinal 
wherein  Difeafes  are  cur’d  by  In- 
cifion.  Burning,  and  Setting  of 
Joints.  Or  it  is  a  Science,  which 
teaches'  the  Manner  and  way  of 
working  upon  jiving  and  humane 


Bodies,  by  way  of  Manual  Ope¬ 
ration  ;  and  it  is  fivefold,  though 
others  chufe  rather  to  divide  it 
into  4  parts,  i.  Synthefis ,  a  fet- 
ting  together  of  things  feparate 
z,  Di  wefts,  a  feparatingof  things 
that  were  contiguous  before.  3. 
Diortho/is,  a  reducing  of  things 
fqueez’d  together  and  contorted. 
4.  Exerefis ,  a  taking  away  of  Su¬ 
perfluities.

Chirurgus ,  one  skilfulin  the  Arc 
of  Chirurgery,  who  performs  his 
Cures  upon  human  Bodies  by 
Manual  Operations. 

Chlorites  a  great  precious  Stone. 

Chlorofis ,  ©r  Morbus  Vtrgineus9 
commonly  JSlerus  Albus,  feemsto 
be  a  kind  of  Flegmatick  pituitous 
Dropfy,  arifing  from  an  Obftru- 
dtion  of  the  Courfes,  want  of  Fer¬ 
mentation  of  the  Blood*  and  a 
Detention  or  Depravation  of  the 
Ferment  in  the  Womb,  where¬ 
upon  the  Mufcular  Fibres  being 
obftru&ed,  they  become  lazy,  and 
unfit  for  A&ion,  this  Bifeafe  is 
commonly  call’d  the  Green-fick- 
nefs. 

Choanct,  a  fort  of  Cavity  or  Tun¬ 
nel  in  the  Bafis  of  the  Brain,  by 
which  the  ferous  Excrements  are 
brought  down,  from  the  Ventri¬ 
cles  of  the  Brain,  to  the  Pituitary 
Glandule :  Alf'o  the  Pelvis  of  the 
Reins,  of  which  in  its  proper  placed 
It  is  alfo  an  Inftrument  of  Glafs, 
Tin,  or  any  other  Metal,  or  folid 
Matter,  called  a  Funnel,  or  Tunn 
for  the  more  convenient  pouring 
of  Liquids  from  one  Veflel  in¬ 
to  the  other. 

Chocolata ,  Chocolate,  it  is  a 
Compofition  of  Coco*  Nuts,  Cin¬ 
namon,  Sugar,  <&c.  reduc’d  into 
a  Pafte,  and  afterwards  boil’d  in.

ChoerAs, the  fame  with  S  crop  hula. 

Cholagoga,  are  Medicines  that 
purge  Sulphureous  and  Bilious 
Humours:  as  Rhubard,  Senna, &c. 

Choledocus ,  the  Duclus  Bilarius, 
or  Paflage  of  the  Bile,  call’d  Com¬ 
mon,  wherein  the  Bile  from  the 
Bladder  that  contains  it,  and  the 
Dublus  in  the  Liver,  is  carried  011 
to  the  Gut  call’d  Duodenum:  See 
Catharticum. 

Cboleru,  five  BaJJio  Tellijlua5  as 
feme  call  it,  is  a  convullive  Moti¬ 
on  the  Ventricle  and  the  Guts, 
whereby  the  Bilious  Excrements 
are  difeharg’d  in  great  plenty 
upwards  and  downwards.  This 
Diflemper  is  attended  with  great 
Anxieties,  pain  of  the  Stomach, 
jexceffive  Thirft,  Inquietudes,  a 
fudden  Faintnefs,  and  continual 
Ejection  of  the  Gall,  and  other 
Humours,  by  Stool.  Jt  proves 
fometimes  mortal  in  a  few  hours. 
The  Cholera  ficca,  or  dry  Choler , 
is  an  Erudlation  or  Belching  of 
much  Wind,  with  much  Noife 
and  Pain.  The  caufe  of  it  confifts 
fometimes  in  the  very  Acrimony  of 
the  Gall,  which  meets  and  ferments 
highly  with  the  Juice  of  the  Pan¬ 
creas,  as  fbarp  and  acid  as  it  felf. 

Cholerica  FaJfioy  the  fame  with 
Cholera. 

Cholericus,he  that  abounds  with 
3  great  deal  of  Choler. 


Choloma ,  fi^nifies  in  general  a 
diftortionof  any  Limb,  or  in  par¬ 
ticular  that  kind  of  Lamcnefs 
which  proceeds  from  having  one 
Leg  fhorter  than  the  other. 

Chondrilla ,  a  Plant  called  Gum- 
Succory,  ufedto  take  off  Warts. 

Chondros ,  is  a  Grain,  as  of  Ma¬ 
ffick,  Frankincenfe,  and  the  like. 

Chondros  ;  fee  Car  til  ago. 

Chondrofyndefmus ,  a  Cartilagi¬ 
nous  Ligament ,  or  joining  of  Bones 
by  the  Intervention  of  a  Cartilage. 

Chorda ,  the  fame  as  a  Tendon, 
Nerve,  or  Gut,  of  which  in  their 
proper  place. 

Chorda ,  a  Ten  lion,  or  rather 
drawing  back  of  the  Yard  toward 
the  Verin&um,  with  pain,  contract¬ 
ed  by  cohabiting  with  unwhole- 
fome  Women. 

Chorda  Mem  bran  a  Tympani,  is  a 
certain  Nerve  coming  from  the 
5  th  pair,  which  is  extended  to  the 
Membrane  of  the  Tympanum. 

ChordapfusSo  Celfus  calls  it,  bar- 
baroufly  call’d  Mferere Mei,  by  o- 
thers  Iliaca  Bajfio,  by  others  Volvu* 
Ins ,  commonly  Ileus ;  and  ’tis  an 
Ejedion  of  the  Excrements  at  the 
Mouth  only,  proceeding  from  an 
Obftru&ion  of  their  Pafiage  down¬ 
wards  occafioned  by  Wind,  Inca¬ 
rnation,  Contortion,  or  Convulfion 
of  the  Guts;  when  the  upper  part 
of  the  Intefiines  are  twilled  with 
the  lower,  whereupon  the  Berif- 
taltick  or  Vermicular  Motion  of 
the  Guts,  whereby  the  Excre¬ 
ments  are  excluded,  becomes  in¬ 
verted.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Chorda  In - 
tejlini  Colt.

Chordusy  any  thing  born  or 
or  fpringing  out  of  Time. 

Chorea 
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Chorea fanBi  Viti,  a  fort  of  Mad- 
nefs  that  formerly  was  very  com¬ 
mon  among  fome  People,  wherein 
the  Per fons  affected  lay  not  down, 
but  ran  hither  and  thither  danc¬ 
ing  to  the  laft  gafp,  if  they  were 
not  forcibly  hinder’d.  Horftius 
fays,  That  he  had  fpoke  with  fome 
Women,  who  paying  a  yearly  vifit 
to  the  Chapel  of  St.  Vitus,  which 
is  near  the  City  Ulm,  have  been 
taken  with  fuch  a  violent  Fit  of 
dancing  Night  and  Day,  together 
with  a  fort  of  Franticknefs  in  the 
Mind,  that  they  fall  together  like 
fo  many  People  in  Extafies,  and 
are  fenfible  of  little  or  nothing 
for  a  Year  together,  till  next  May, 
about  which  time  they  perceive 
themfelves  fo  tormented  with  a 
Reftlefnefs  in  their  Limbs,  that 
they  are  forc’d  to  repair  to  the 
fame  Place  again  about  the  Feaft 
of  St.  Vitus,  to  dance.  5Tis  com¬ 
monly  call’d  St.  Vitus's  Dance. 

Chorion,  the  outward  Mem- 
Wane,  which  with  the  reft  of  the 
Membranes  and  Humours  contain 
the  Foetus  in  the  Womb.  It  is 
©fan  orbicular  figure  in  Women, 
and  its  upper  part  is  annex’d  to 
the  Placenta,  where  it  adheres  to 
the  Womb. 

Choroides,  the  Folding  of  the 
Carotidal  Artery  in  the  Brain, 
wherein  is  the  Glandula  Fmealis . 
*Tis  alfo  the  Uvea  Tunica ,  which 
makes  the  Apple  of  the  Eye. 

Chrijli  Manus,  fee  Manus  Chrijli. 

Chr'fiophoriana,  the  Herb  ChrV 
fiopher. 

Chormatifmus ,  the  natural  Co¬ 
lour  and  Tin&urc  of  Urines,  Spit¬ 
tle,  Blood,  or  Excrements,  &c. 

Chronic  us,  a  daily  inveterate 
Diftemper  that  has  continued  a- 
bove  forty  days,  as  a  Quartan  An 


gue,  a  Confumption,  an  Aftbma, 
Dropfie,  &c.  commonly  call’d 
Chronical  Diftempers. 

Chronius,  the  fame  as  Chronicusi 

Chryfanthemum,many  Herbs  are 
call’d  fo  that  have  yellow  fhining 
Flowers. 

Chryflfceptr on,  white  Chameleon. 

Chryfocerauniuspulvis,  or  Aurum 
fulminans,  which  is  prepar’d  of 
Gold  difiolv’d  in  a  Menjlruum , 
impregnated  with  Sal  Armoniack 
infufed  in  Oil  of  Tartar }  the  Calx 
is  precipitated  to  the  bottom, 
which  is  fweeten’d  and  dry’d  for 
ufo.  ’Tis  known  under  the  name 
of  the  Fulminating  Gold,  becaufe 
when  touch’d  by  Fire,  it  makes  a 
Noife  like  Thunder. 

Chryfocome ,  an  Herb  producing 
golden  hairy  Flowers^ 

Chryfolachanon,  a  fort  of  A  tri¬ 
plex.  See  Atriplexum. 

Ckryfolithos,  a  Chryfolite,  as  it 
was  call’d  by  the  Ancients  j  or 
Topafius,  the  Topafe ,  as  our  modern 
Jewellers  term  it,  a  Precious 
Stone  of  a  Gold-like  Colour. 
There  are  two  forts,  one  Oriental, 
which  is  harder  and  of  a  bettet* 
Colour,  the  other  European,  which 
is  chiefly  found  in  Bohemia. 

Chryfomelcty  Apples  of  a  golden 
colour. 

Chits,  call’d  alfo  Congius,  Ccn- 
giarium ,  and  Choa ,  a  Meafure  that 
contains  ftx  Sextaries .  Some  fay  it 
contain’d  ten  Pints  of  Wine,  and 
nine  of  Oil,  others  only  e'ght 
Pints  and  a  half  of  Wine. 

.  Chybur  or  Chihur,  fignify  the 
lame  as  Sulphur. 

Cbylficatio,  a  natural  Adlion 
of  the  Stomach,  which  by  Dige- 
ftion  and  Motion  converts  our 
Meats  and  Drink  into  Chyle. 

Ghy lofts,  the  fame  as  Chylificatio . 

Chy - 
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Chylus ,  Chyle,  a  white  Juice  in 
i  the  Ventricle  and  Inteftines,  pro- 
i  ceeding  from  a  light  di  Ablution 
i  and  fermentation  of  Victuals,  e- 
i  fpecially  of  their  Sulphur  and  Salt 
with  which  edible  Things  abound, 
i  and  which  by  the  intervention  of 
the  acid  Humour  in  the  concavi¬ 
ty  of  the  Stomach,  become  white ; 
for  if  you  pour  an  Acid  upon  any 
Liquor  that  is  impregnated  with 
Sulphur  and  Volatile,  it  prefent- 
'  ly  turns  milky;  as  is  obvious  in 
i  preparing  Milk  of  Sulphur,  or  the 
refinous  Extracts  of  Vegetables  : 
Nay,  Spirit  of  Hartlhorn,  and  of 
Soot,  abounding  with  volatile 
Salt,  if  they  be  mix’d  with  an  A- 
cid,  or  but  with  plain  Water, 
grow  to  be  of  a  milky  colour.  At 
laft  the  Chyle,  after  a  co-mixtion 
and  fermentation  with  the  Gall 
and  Pancreatick  Juice,  either  vo¬ 
latile  or  acid,  palling  the  LaBeal 
Veins,  <&c.  is  mixt  with  the  Blood. 
sTis  alfo  call’d  in  Latin  Chytnus. 

Chylifma ,  the  juice  of  any 
thing  prefs’d  out. 

Chymetlon, the  fame  with  Vernio . 

Cbymia,  or  Cherniaks  a  Refolu- 
tion  of  Sublunary  Bodies  into  their 
Elements ;  and  again,  a  Coagula¬ 
tion  of  the  fame  Elements  into 
the  Bodies,  which  they  conftitute 
before,  in  order  to  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  Medicines  more  grateful 
and  more  fafe.  There  are  two 
parts  of  it,  Solution  and  Coagula¬ 
tion:  By  the  addition  of  the  Ara- 
bick  Article  ’tis  call’d  Alchymie, 
tho’  ( properly  fpeaking )  this  laft 
relates  more  particularly  to  the 
Tranfmutationof  Metals;  the  firft 
to  the  Preparation  of  Medicines. 
*Tis  call’d  alfo  Spagyria,  Hermetica 
Ars,  Ars  perfeBi  Magijleriiy  Ars 
Segregatoria ,  Separaioria ,  and  Dif- 
tillatoria  5  in  Englifh  Cbymijlry. 
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Chymitaria,  the  fame  with  Chy- 
mia,  or  rather  the  Art  of  curing 
Diftempsrs  by  Chymical  Medi¬ 
cines. 

Chymica ,  or  Cbymicalia ,  Medi¬ 
cines  which  the  Chymifts  prepare 
that  they  may  be  taken  in  a  iefs 
or  more  grateful  quantity. 

Chymicus ,  one  skilful  in  the  Art 
of  Chymiftry,  or  the  analyzing  and 
recompounding  of  Bodies.  A 
Chymift. 

Chymofis ,  or  Chemojis  ,  Di  ft  or  tion 
of  th,e  Eye-lids  by  an  Incarnation. 
Alfo  an  Inflamation  of  the  Tunic* 
Cornea  in  the  Eye. 

Chymus ,  the  fame  with  Chylus . 

Cicada ,  a  Grafhopper. 

Cicdtrifantia ,  fuch  things  as  by 
drying,  binding,  and  contracting 
fill  up  Ulcers  with  Flefh,  and  co¬ 
ver  ’em  with  Skin. 

Cicatrix,  Cicatrices ,  Scars,  or 
Marks  which  are  left  after  great 
Wounds  or  Ulcers  are  healed  up, 
fo  as  to  leave  a  Disfigurement  upon 
the  Skin:  Some  are  fimple,  otheis 
accompanied  with  a  Cavity,  Di¬ 
minution,  or  Excrefcence  in  the 
Part  affedted. 

Cicer ,  Chiches  or  Vetches,  they 
cleanfe,  open,  incide,  digeft,  pro¬ 
voke  Urine,  and  isflen  the  Stone, 
but  they  hurt  the  Bladder  when 
®tis  ulcerated  ;  they  gently  move 
the  Belly  ^  the  Broth  of ’em  does 
good  in  the  Jaundice;  a  Decodti- 
on  of ’em  kills  Worms,  moves  the 
Courfes,  expels  the  Child,  and 
breeds  Milk.  In  Cataplafms  they 
cure  Swellings  under  the  Ears, 
call’d  parotides,  and  Inflamations 
of  the  Tefticles, 

Cicera  Tartars ,  are  Pills  made  of 
Turpentine  and  Cream  of  Tartar. 

Cicer  bit  a,  a  fort  or  Sonchus ,  or 
South  'tfile ;  fee  Sonchus* 
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Cichoreum,  Succory,  *tis  count¬ 
ed  cold  by  fome  Authors,  but  its 
bitter  tafte  argues  heat.  It  is  Diu- 
retick,  it  attenuates  and  cleanfes; 
’tis  chiefly  us’d  in  Obftrudtions  of 
the  Liver  and  Spleen,  and  for  Fe¬ 
vers.  The  Water  diftill’d  from 
the  blue  Flowers  is  an  excellent 
Remedy  for  Inflamations  and 
Dimnefs  of  the  Eyes ;  the  Leaves 
boil’d,  and  eaten  in  Vinegar,  cure 
a  Gonorrh&a  \  the  Flowers  of  this 
Plant  open  and  {hut  at  Sun-riling 
and  Sun-fet,  whether  the  Heavens 
are  clear  or  cloudy.  Syrup  of 
Succory  with  Rhubarb,  is  much 
in  ufe,  and  is  an  excellent  Purge 
for  Children. 

Ctctndela ,  a  fort  of  Chaffers, 
that  give  Light  in  the  Night.  A 
Glow-worm. 

Cicimum  oleum ,  Oyl  of  the 
Seed  Palma  Chrijli. 

Cleon  gins ,  a  Meafure  that  con¬ 
tains  twelve  Sextaries,  i.  e.  nine 
Quarts. 

Ciconix,  a  Stork. 

Cicuta ,  Hemlock,  ’tis  a  Poifb- 
nous  Herb,  noted  for  the  Death  of 
Socrates.  Baubinus  fays,  he  knew 
two  Families  who  in  Winter, 
thinking  they  had  gather’d  Parf- 
nips,  by  chance  found  the  Roots 
of  Hemlock,  for  they  are  much 
like  Parfnips,  and  having  eaten 
lome  of  ’em,  they  were  like  to  be 
fuffocated,  and  were  fenflefs  and 
mad,  and  juft  like  Anticks.  He 
cur’d  ’em  with  Vomits.  Hem¬ 
lock  is  very  cold,  and  fupposM  to 
be  poifonous,  yet  is  frequently 
ufed  now-a-days  for  Inflamations, 
and  Tumors  of  the  Spleen.  Some 
Phyficians  fay  ’tis  hot,  outwardly 
ufed  ’tis  Anodine.  A  Cataplafm 
or  Plaifter  of  Hemlock,  with  Am- 
moniacum,  difeufles  powerfully 
hard  Swellings,  and  a  Ganglion, 


Cicutartx,  common  Hemlocks 
Cicely,  or  Cow- weed}  the  Leaves 
are  like  the  Hemlock  abovemen- 
tion’d,  but  they  are  broader,  and 
of  a  pale  green,  and  fhine,  and 
have  a  fort  of  Down. 

Gill  a  and  Super  cilia,  the  Eye¬ 
brows,  hard  cartilaginous  Bodies. 
But  Supercilia  denotes  properly 
the  Hair  upon  the  Eye-brows,  at 
the  Extremity  of  the  Forehead  ; 
they  are  like  two  Hairy  Bulwarks 
or  Ramparts  to  the  Eyes,  to  de¬ 
fend  ’em  from  the  hidden  Incurfe 
of  any  thing  from  the  Head,  or 
otherwife. 

Cima,  or  Cyma,  the  Top  of 
any  Herb. 

Cina  cine ,  or  China  chynst,  or 
Cortex  Peruvianus,  or  Quinquina  % 
or  Kina  kina,  the  Peruvian  Bark, 
or  Jefuite’s  Bark.  ’Tis  brought 
from  Peru,  the  Spaniards  call  it 
Palo  de  Calenturas ,  or  the  Wood 
againft  Fevers.  There  are  two 
kinds  of  this  Tree,  the  one  is  cul¬ 
tivated,  and  t’other  grows  wild  ; 
the  cultivated  is  much  better 
than  the  other:  You  muft  chufe 
it  of  a  compact  fubftance,  bitter 
to  the  tafte,  fomewhat  aftringent, 
and  of  a  reddifh  colour.  ’Tis  the 
moft  certain  Remedy  that  ever 
yet  was  known  to  put  by  the  Fits 
of  Agues:  It  is  infufed  in  Wine,  or 
a  Tindlureor  Extract  is  made  of 
it,  but  ’tis  moft  frequently  taken 
made  into  Pills  or  an  Ele&uary. 
This  Bark  is  not  unlike  that  of 
a  young  Oak. 

Cinnamomum,' Cinamon,  is  the 
Bark  of  a  Tree  as  large  as  an  O- 
live-tree,  with  pretty  large  Leaves 
not  unlike  thofe  of  the  Laurel  j 
it  bears  a  Fruit  blackifh  of  colour 
like  an  Acorn,  and  of  the  fize  of 
anHafel-nut:  The  interiour  Bark 
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I  h  the  true  Cinamon.  It  i'eems  to  J 
be  different  from  the  CaJJia  lignea,  | 
is  thinner,  and  when  chew’d,  af-  I 
i  fords  no  mucilaginous  Liquor  : 

Perhaps  they  are  both  the  Barks  of 
:  one  and  the  fame  Tree;  the  larger 
:  Branches  affording  the  Cinamon, 
t  and  the  lefter,  CaJJla.  Out  of  the 
I  Roots  they  draw  Camphire;  the 
i  Wood  fmells  like  Rofes,the  Leaves  § 
I  like  Juniper.  The  Fruit  expreiYd  | 
and  boil’d,  affords  an  oleaginous  | 
Subftance  in  Scent  not  unlike 
Cloves.  It  grows  in  Zeilan ,  and 
is  both,  an  excellent  Spice  and  Me¬ 
dicine.  The  beft  Cinamon  is  that 
which  has  the  ftrongeft  fmell,  is 
quick  to  the  tafte,  and  of  a  reddifh 
colour.  It  fortifies  the  Stomach, 
forwards  Perforation  ofgrofs  Hu- 
mours,ftrengthens  and  rejoices  the 
Heart ;  the  Oil  of  it  is  an  admi¬ 
rable  corroborative,  and  aflifts  Na¬ 
ture  in  her  Operations ;  ’tis  given 
to  make  Women  have  an  eafie 
Delivery.  The  Tindture  of  Cina¬ 
mon  is  an  excellent  Cardiack;  it 
comforts  the  Stomach,  cheers  the 
vital  Parts,  and  may  be  ufed  like 
Cinamon-water,  but  in  a  fmaller 
Dofe. 

Cinara,  Artichoke  ;  it  reftores 
Nature,  ftrengthens  the  Stomach, 
and  the  Buds  provoke  Urine,  but 
they  make  it  ftink  :  Artichokes 
breed  melancholy  Humours,  are 
very  windy,  and  hurt  the  Head  ; 
being  eaten  with  Pepper  and  Salt 
they  are  lefs  hurtful,  and  more 
pleafant.  See  Articocalus . 

Cinefaftio ,  the  fame  with  Jaco- 
bea  Marina. 

Cinerarium ,  the  fame  with  Co- 
nifterium. 

Cineratio ,  the  fame  with  Cine- 
faciio. 

Cineritium ,  is  a  Cement  of  Gold 
&id  Silver,  by  fgme  call’d  Regale  $ 


it  alfo  iigniftes  a  VefTel  wherein 
Goldfmiths  calcine  Gold  and  Sil¬ 
ver. 

Cinermi,  little  Fifhes. 

Ctnerula,  Spodium. 

Cinijtones,  are  Pretenders  to 
Chymnftry  only,  who  know  no¬ 
thing  of  the  Secrets  of  that  Art* 
while  they  boaft  themfdves  to  be 
Adepts,  and  will  take  up  wi  th 
nothing  Jefs  than  the  Phiiofo- 
pher’s  Stone. 

Ciwabaris ,  Cinnabar,  is  of  two 
forts,  one  artificial,  the  other  na¬ 
tural,  or  mineral  j  the  art  ficiai  is 
made  of  Sulphur  and  Mercury, 
the  mixture  of  which  makes  a 
Sublimate  ;  the  native  Cinnabar  is 
a  Mineral  red  Earth  or  Stone,  con¬ 
fining  of  Mercury  and  Sulphur 
coagulated  with  Earth  into  a 
Stone  ;  ’tis  brought  out  of  the 
Eaft-IrJies,  Hungary ,  and  feveral 
Parts  of  Germany,  but  the  Hun¬ 
garian  is  be  ft, 

Cinnabaris  Cinnabrion  berbayhs 
fame  with  Rubea  t'mBorum. 

Cinnomaron ,  Oil  of  Lillie. 

Cinnusy  is  a  mixture  of  many 
things,  but  particularly  fignifies 
a  kind  of  Potion  made  up  of  fe¬ 
veral  Liquors. 

Cion ,  collumella,  gar  gar  eon  gar - 
gulio,uvatuvula,  uvigena,urvigera9 
epiglottis  fublinguium ,  penfilis  ds 
palate  Ifibmus,  gutturis  operculum^ 
the  Palate  which  hangs  betwixt  the 
two  Glandules  call’d  Amygdala,  a- 
bove  the  chink  of  the  Larynx ,  and 
is  a  Procefs  from  a  Subftance,  as 
one  would  think,  glandulous,lpon- 
gy,  and  red;  which,  Columbus  is 
of  opinion,  arifethfrem  theTunick 
of  the  Mouth  redoubled  in  that 
place ;  but  Riolan  fays,  it  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  feme  Mufcles  which 
are  terminated  there*  It  is  of  a 
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figure  roundly  oblong,  in  the  up¬ 
per  part  thicker,  and  ending  in  an 
Acute.  Its  Uieis  to  attemperate 
the  coldnefs  of  the  Air,  and  to  hin¬ 
der  the  Drink  from  fallingupon  the 
Noflrils.  Sometimes  this  Uvula 
flicks  out  too  far  occafioned  by  the 
Humours  that  fall  upon  it,  which 
can’t  return  by  the  Lymphatick 
Veffels,  whence  proceeds  the  fall 
of  the  Uvula,  which  we  call  Roof 
of  the  Mouth. 

C'tonis ,  the  fame  with  Cion* 

Circ&a,  the  fame  with  Marnlra- 
gora. 

Circuitus,  the  fame  asP modus . 

Circulatio  Sanguinis,  fee  Pe- 
riodus . 

Circulatio  Chymica ,  the  Exalta¬ 
tion  of  a  pure  Liquor  by  a  circu¬ 
lar  Diftillation,  in  an  Inflrument 
calPda  Pels  cane,  or  a  blind  Alem- 
bick,  by  the  Force  of  Heat. 

Circulator ,  the  fame  with  Cir - 
cumforaneus.  See  Agyrta. 

Circulatorium ,  a  Glafs  VefTel 
wherein  the  Liquor  infufed,  by  its 
afcending  and  defcending,  rouls 
about  as  ’twere  in  a  circle.  There 
are  feverals  forts  of  thefe  Velfels, 
buttwoefpecially  of  moment  and 
ufe,  that  call’d  Pelicanus ,  and  the 
Diota,  with  the  blind  Alembick, 
being  an  Alembick  without  a 
Pipe  to  convey  the  Liquor  into 
the  Receiver.  See  Biota. 

Circulatum  minus.  Spirit  of 
Wine, 

Cir  cuius,  a  round  Inflrument, 
made  of  Iron,  for  cutting  Glafs, 
which  is  perform'd  thus:  the  In- 
»  flrument  being  heated,  rs  apply’d 
to  the  Glafs,  and  is  there  conti¬ 
nued  till  it  grow  hot,  then  with  a 
drop  of  cold  Water  or  a  cold 
Blaft  upon  it,  it  flies  in  pieces. 

Circumcifio,  was  formerly  a  fa- 
cred  Rite,  whereby  the  Prepuce 
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or  Fore- Skin  that  covers  the 
Gland  of  the  Penis  is  cut  off. 
This  cuftom  is  yet  pradtifed  a- 
mong  the  Turks  and  Perjians ,  and 
is  flill  ufed  as  a  Chirurgical  Ope¬ 
ration  in  preternatural  Affedfi- 
ons,  as  in  the  Paraphymofis.  So  it 
is  alfo  necefTary  to  circumcife 
Women  by  a  circumfedlion  of  the 
Clitoris  or  Nympha.  So,  in  Men, 
if  the  whole  Prepuce  turns  black, 
it  ought  to  be  cut  round. 

Circumferentia,  the  Circumfe¬ 
rence  or  outward  Extremity  of  a 
Circle  or  round  Body. 

Circumliuo,  generally  flgnifies 
every  Medicine  that  is  bound  a- 
bout  any  Part  affedted,  but  more 
flridlly  ufed  for  a  Medicine  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  Eyelids,  to  bind  'em 
down,  left  any  thing  run  into  the 
Eye. 

Circumopalis  Membrana ;  fee 
Periofleum. 

Girrhos,  is  the  Name  of  a  Co¬ 
lour,  efpecially  a  bright  yellow 
or  Flame-colour;  ’tis  between 
white  and  yellow;  but  Biofcorides 
fays,  Stis  a  Wine  betwixt  white 
and  black,  which  is  a  larger  ac¬ 
ceptation.  \ 

Cir  cumforaneus,  the  fame  with 
Agyrta. 

Ci>/ww,a  fort  of  Carduus.  Pitch - 
fins  calls  it  Bugloffa ,  or  Lingua 
Brevis. 

Cirfocele,  a  fwelling  of  the  pre¬ 
paring  Veffels  about  the  Tefli- 
cles,  fo  that  they  look  like  a  third 
Teflicle. 

Cir  [os,  or  Varix,  a  Dilatation 
and  Swelling  of  the  Veins,  crook¬ 
ed  or  winding,  andarifing  in  one 
or  more  Parts  of  the  Body,  info- 
much  that  the  Veins  threaten  a 
Rupture. 

Cifampelosj  fee  Helzine  Cifatn - 
pelos*  Cif- 
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Cifjinum ;  the  Name  of  a  Plaifter  j 
that  heals  a  Wound  or  Pun&ure  of 
the  Nerves, 

CiJJium>  feu  Cijfopbyllum,  the 
fame  with  the  Vincetoxicum ;  it 
hath  Leaves  like  the  Ivy. 

CiJfoSy  the  fame  with  Hedera. 

Cijlerna  chyli,  the  fame  with 
Sac  cuius  chyliferus . 

Citrago,  the  fame  as  Melijfa,  or 
Balm,  fo  call’d  becaufe  it  fmells 
fomewhat  like  Citrons,  SeeMelif- 
fophyUum . 

Citrea  malus,  a  Citron-tree, 

'  The  outward  and  inward  Bark, 
the  juice  and  Pulp,  and  the  Seeds 
of  this  Fruit  of  this  Tree,  are  all 
of  great  ufe  in  Phylick ;  the  out¬ 
ward  yellow  Bark  hath  a  curious 
aromatick  fmell,  and  bitter  tafte ; 
being  dry’d,  ’tis  very  cordial  and 
alesipharmick;  it  heats  and  cor¬ 
roborates  a  cold  and  windy  Sto¬ 
mach  j  itdKTcufies  Wind  power¬ 
fully,  concoCting  and  digefting 
crude  Humours  that  are  contain’d 
in  the  Stomach  or  Bowels  ;  being 
chew’d  in  the  Meat,  it  cures  a 
linking  Breath,  promotes  con¬ 
coction  of  the  Month,  and  is  good 
for  Melancholy.  ’Tis  much  com¬ 
mended  in  hypochondraical  Dif- 
eafes,  for  Vapours*  Wind,  Palpi¬ 
tation  of  the  Heart,  obftruCtions 
and  weaknefs  of  the  Bowels ;  the 
Pulp  or  Juice,  tho’  it  be  not  acid 
is  much  more  cooling  than  the 
Juice  of  Limonsj  ’tis  very  proper 
in  burning  and  peftilential  Fevers, 
to  quench  Third:,  to  fupprefs  t  oo 
great  a  fermentation  of  the  Blood, 
to  recreate  the  Spirits ;  ’tis  alfo 
i  reckon’d  good  for  Giddinefs  in 
the  Head.  The  Seeds  are  cordial 
and  alexipharmick,  are  good  for 
the  biting  of  venemous  Creatures  ; 

1  they  ftrengthen  the  Heart,  and 
defend  it  from  the  Contagion  of 


the  Plague  and  Small-Pox  5  they 
kill  the,  Worms  of  the  Stomach 
and  Bowels  5  they  provoke  the 
Courfes,  caule  Abortion,  and  dl- 
geft  crude  and  watery  Humours. 

Citrulusy  or  Citrullum  Cicrulsj 
the  Fruit  of  it  is  cold  and  mold,  and 
very  fit  to  quench  Third:,  where¬ 
fore  the  Italians  refrelh  themielves 
in  the  Summer-time  with  the  Pulp 
ofit.  ’Tis  good  for  a  dry  Tonguej 
the  Seed  of  it  is  one  of  the  greater 
cold  Seeds. 

Cinisclavellatusy  Afhes  of  the 
young  Shoots  of  Vines;  others 
comprehend  under  this  name  the 
calcin’d  and  eiixiviated  remnants 
of  the  diftii’d  Lees  of  Wine;  and 
others  underftand  by  it  the  Salt 
extracted  by  Lixiviation  out  of 
certain  Herbs,  which  is  well  re¬ 
verberated  afterwards. 

Citta,  or  pica,  a  deprav’d  Ap¬ 
petite,  when  Peopie,efpecially  Wo¬ 
men  with  child,  long  for  thoia 
things  which  are  not  fit  to  be,  nor 
ever  are  eat,  as  Lime,  Coals ,  Shells 3 
Cloth,  Hides,  Sand ,  See.  the  Caule 
lies  in  the  Depravation  of  the 
Ferment  of  the  Venticle,  or  from 
the  Change  in  the  Circulation  of 
the  Blood. 

Civetta,  Civet,  is  a  fmall  Ani- 
ffia',  from  whole  Belly  is  taken  a 
fat  fragrant  J  nice,  called  Civet. 

Clareta ,  fignifiesthe  White  of 
Eggs. 

Clare  turn,  a  Wine  impregnated 
by  an  Infufion  of  feveral  Aroma- 
ticks,  and  fweetned  with  Sugar  j 
’tis  otherwife  call’d  Vinum  Hippo - 
craticum,  Hippocras  Wine  j  alfo 
a  medicated  Wine:  ’Tis  fo  call’d, 
becaufe  ’tis  percolated  and  purify’d 
by  a  Wine- facie,  through  which 
’tis  drain’d  from  its  dregs,  call’d 
Manica  Hippocratis . 
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Clarificatio  Clarifying,  which  is 
perform’d,  when  Juices  or  thick 
Deco&ions  are  made  clearer  and 
finer,  which  is  done  four  ways, 
by  Filtration  or  Percolation,  by 
Subfiding,  Fermentation,  or  the 
addition  of  Vinegar,  the  White 
of  an  Egg,  or  Milk. 

Claudus,  a  Cripple  who  is  either 
bandy- legg’d,  or  hath  one  Leg 
fhorterthan  t’other. 

Clavellata  herba^  Herb-Trinity , 
or  Hearts-Eafe. 

Clavellati,  fee  Cinis  clavellatus 
Potatoes  for  Soap-boilers. 

ClavicttU,  two  little  Bones 
which  clofe  the  Cheftof  a  Man, 
fanning  the  Shoulder-bone  like  a 
Key,  with  the  Breaft-bone,  that 
part  where  the  Ribs  join  toge¬ 
ther  :  They  are  otherwife  call’d 
piguU,  or  Os  Fare  ale ,  Furcalafu- 
perior ,  &c.  They  are  plac’d  tranf- 
verfe  under  the  very  bottom  of 
the  Neck  in  the  top  of  the  Breaft, 
on  each  fide  one.  The  Clavicu¬ 
lar  Bones. 

ClavicuU ,  young  {hoots  where¬ 
by,  as  it  were  with  Hands,  Vines 
take  hold  of  other  things. 

Clavis ,  befide  the  vulgar  acce¬ 
ptation,  is  taken  fir  ft  for  ClavicuU 
ipoken  of  before,  in  the  next 
place  for  a  Menftruum ,  efpecially 
of  Minerals;  that  is,  all  diiTol- 
ving  Bodies  are  call’d  Claves ,  be¬ 
caufe  they  open  the  Parts  that 
were  lock’d  up.  Nay,  every  Pro- 
cefs  fhewing  any  fecret  operation 
obtains  the  Name  of  Clavis ,  par¬ 
ticularly  in  the  bufinefs  of  the 
Philofopher’s  Stone. 

Clavus ;  fee  Helos.  It  is  alfo  a 
kind  of  Head-ach ;  for, 

Clavus, according  to  Tornamira , 
is  a  Pa:n  in  a  final!  part  of  the 
Head,  commonly  above  the  Eye, 


in  the  Eye-brow,  and  feems  as  if 
that  part  of  the  Head  were  bor’d 
through  with  a  little  Augur  or 
Whimble. 

Cleidion ,  the  fame  with  Clavi- 
cula. 

Clema,  and  Clematis ,  Plants 
that  are  full  of  Twigs,  as  the  Vine, 
&c.  are  fo  called. 

Clematis  Dapbnoides,i$a  famous 
Vulnerary  Herb  called  Per  winkle  ; 
’tis  ufed  in  Fluxes  of  the  Belly,  for 
Dyfenteries,  the  Piles,  bleeding  at 
the  Nofe,  and  for  W  ounds  with 
Fluxion  ;  it  is  ufed  outwardly  for 
overflowing  of  the  Courfes,  for 
Loofenefs  and  Pains  of  the  Teeth. 
The  Leaves  of  this  Herb  put  upon 
Paper  that  will  eafiiy  receive  moi- 
fture,  and  fow’d  to  it  with  fine 
Flax  betwixt,  and  perfum’d  with 
Frankincenfe,  cured  a  fcrophulous 
Tumor  in  a  fhort  time,  which 
continued  obftinate  under  the  ule 
of  other  Remedies  the  {pace  of  a 
whole  Year,  This  Herb  is  alio 
call’d  Vinca  Vetvinca  ;  lee  Pervin* 
ca  and  Vinca  Per  vine  a. 

Clematis  paflifl.ra,  the  Paflion- 
Flower,  lo  called,  becaufe  it  re- 
prefents  the  Paftion  of  our  Savi¬ 
our. 

Clepfydra ,  was  an  Hour-glals 
made  with  Water,  inftead  whereof 
we  now u fie  Sand,  or  burnt  Lead. 

ClimaHericus  Annus ,  is  fo  call’d 
becaufe  certain  Pretenders  have 
render’d  the  49th  and  63 d  Year 
remarkable,  by  diftmguifhing  be¬ 
twixt  the  degrees  or  di fiance  of 
the  7th  and  9th  Numbers  And 
according  to  this,  they  prefage 
fome  notable  Alterations,  or  dan¬ 
ger  of  Death  inthefe  Y:.ars,  com¬ 
monly  fill’d  the  Chm  Clerical 
r  ars  :  fee  Annus  Chmacleri- 
cus • 
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Clint  cus ,  a  Pbyjician,  or  j Quack, 
that  cures  by  Diet,  or  Medica¬ 
ment,  which  is  done  very  often 
by  Nurles  that  attend  the  Sick. 

Clinoides  Apophyfis,  a  Portube- 
rance  of  a  Bone,  with  a  Sinus  re- 
iembling  a  Bed. 

Clinapodium ,  wildBafil,  the  ver- 
tue  of  this  Herb  is  not  certainly 
known,  and  none  would  judge 
by  the  Smell  and  Tafte  that  it 
has  any  great  vertue,  tho’  it  is 
Aid  to  be  hot  and  dry,  and  to  re¬ 
move  Melancholy. 

Clinopale,  a  Venereal  Copula¬ 
tion  in  Bed. 

Chflus  j  lee  Clyffus. 

Clitoris ,  feu  Amor  is  Dulcedo,  a 
part  of  a  Woman,  refembling  the 
Yard  of  a  Man,  whofe  Ufe  is  Ti- 
tulationi  it  confids,  like  a  Man’s 
Yard,  of  Nervous  Bodies,  which 
arife  from  the  lower  part  of  the 
Bones  of  the  Privities,  and  at  the 
end  is  cover’d  with  a  Nut,  and  a 
Prepuce,  or  Fore  skin.  Its  Sub- . 
ftance  is  fpungy,  fo  that  it  is  ca¬ 
pable  of  Increafe  or  Relaxation  5 
but  is  not  perforated  as  in  Man.  ! 
The  Clitoris . 

Cloaca ,  a  receptacle  for  the 
Excrements  of  the  Body. 

Clonodes, that  is,  Vibratus ,  a  kind 
of  vehement,  large,  unequal  Pul 
fation,  it  falls  in  drongly  with  a 
Convulfive  Motion. 

Clonost  fignifies  a  tumultuary 
inordinate  Motion  j  by  Tranflati- 
on  the  Convulfive  Motion  of  E- 
pilepticksis  call’d  Clonos. 

Clydon?  is  a  Fludfuation  or  Fla¬ 
tulency  in  theSr.omach,  it  is  alfo 
a  Symptom  of  the  Adtion  of  the 
Stomach  being  hurt,  which  occa- 
fions  a  leflening,  or  diminution 
of  Chvlification  :  the  Caufe  of 
which  is  from  anunaptnefs  of  the 
Aliment  receiv’d,  that  is,  if  the 


Meat  and  Drink  be  too  windy,  or 
from  the  Crudity  of  the  Ferment 
in  making  the  Chyle,  or  elfe  in 
All  together. 

Clyma ,  the  Drofs  of  Gold  or 
Silver# 

Clypealis  Car  til  ago  y  the  fame  as 
Thyoides. 

Clyfma ,  the  fame  with  Clyfler. 

Clyffus,  with  the  Chymifts,  is 
that  which  contains  the  Eflence 
of  anything,  or  when  the  Species 
of  one  Body,  prepar’d  feparately 
by  divers  Operations,  are  re¬ 
united}  as  when  Salt,  Sulphur, 
Oil,  the  fpirituous  part,  and 
Mercury ,  are  reduc’d  and  coagu¬ 
lated  into  one  Body.  It  is  alfo 
taken  for  a  certain  Mineral  Spi¬ 
rit,  made  chiefly  out  of  Antimony , 
and  feme  other  Mineral  Sulphurs, 
which  is  other  wife  call’d  Aqua 
Stimmea,  vel  Sulphurea.  See  Ef~ 
fent'ta  ffhtinta.  4 

Clyfler  &  Clyfleriurnffc u  Enema? 
is  an  internal  Remedy,  which  be¬ 
ing  fluid,  isinjedtedthro*  the  Fun¬ 
dament  into  the  Guts.  Gliders 
are  emolient,  laxative,  detergent, 
anodine,  and  diredfed  for  feveral 
other  Intentions.  As  to  Metres 
chyta,  Otmcbyta ,  Rifenchyta?  See. 
which  alfo  fometimes  fall  under 
the  Denomination  of  Gliders  % 
each  of  thefe  will  be  treated  of  in 
their  peculiar  Places. 

CnemodaByl&os ,  is  the  Name  of 
a  Mulcle  that  extends  the  Toes 
of  the  Feet,  which  is  call’d  Lon - 
gus,  riling  forward  from  thefupe- 
rior  Tibia ,  determining  into  the 
4,  Toes,  by  4  didant  Tendons. 

Cneorum,  is  a  Plant  that  bites 
the  Tongue. 

Cnicusy  and  Cnecus ,  the  lame  as 
Carthamus ;  it  has  a  Flower  like 
the  Saffron. 
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Cnide,  a  flinging  Nettle. 

Cnifmus ,  6c  Cnefmus ,  the  fame 
with  Pruritus , 

Cnijforegmia ,  or  5^, the  Heart¬ 
burning,  occafion’d  by  the  burn¬ 
ing  up  as  it  were  of  Meat  and 
Drink  in  the  Stomach,  withfoure 
belches. 

Coagulation  curdling,  or  grow¬ 
ing  thick,  being  a  real  Privation  of 
the  Humour  or  Moifture,  or  at 
leaft  appearing  To  to  our  Senfes. 

Coalefcentia ,  the  Re- union  of 
Parts  before  divided,  or  a  grow¬ 
ing  together. 

Coalterna  Febres,  Fevers  fo  call¬ 
ed  when  two  meet  together  in 
the  fame  Patient,  fo  that  at  the 
end  of  one  Paroxyfm,  another  of 
a  different  kind  invades  him. 

Coart  iculatio ,  the  fame  with  Di- 
art  hr  ofes. 

CcbaltumyNztiveCad'/ftia,  Pof 
fde ,  and  Metallic ;  an  Earthy  Mi¬ 
neral,  of  a  blackifh  colour,  con¬ 
taining  Brafs  and  Silver.  It  is 
cauflick  and  eroding,  and  there¬ 
fore  tobeefteem’d  poifonous  It 
is  found  about  Gojlar  in  Germany . 

Coccigria, or  CoggyriaM a  Moun¬ 
tain  Shrub,  with  the  Roots  where¬ 
of  Wool  is  died  Purple. 

Coccus ,  relates  in  general  to  all 
forts  of  Berries,  but  in  particular 
to  the  Coccus  Babble  a ,  the  fame 
with  Kermes.  Some  will  have  it 
that  Coccus  fignifies  a  Worm  that 
grows  in  all  Berries. 

Cccrus  Cnidtus,  or  GnidiuSy  is 
thought  to  be  the  Berries  of  the 
Chamalea, or  five  Fingerd  Grafs. 

Cocymelea ,  the  fame  with  Coccy- 
mdon . 

C  ccy melon y  a  fort  of  Prune. 

Coccyx ,  the  laft  Portion  of  the 
Rack,  made  up  of  3  little  Bones, 
fcjinetimes  four,  which  are  under 


the  Os  Sacrum,  and  ferve  for  eafier 
fitting.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Orropy- 
gium,  Uropygium,  and  Sacra  [pm  a. 
The  Rump-Bone. 

Cochia ,  a  Compofition  of  Pills, 
ufually  fold  in  the  Apothecaries 
Shops. 

Cochinella,  vel  Cochinllla ,  is  the 
Name  of  a  Seed  that  grows  upon 
a  Plant  call’d  CardaJJe  in  Hifpa- 
niola ,  and  is  row  chiefly  ufed  tor 
dying  Scarlet,  &c.  but  is  of  great 
Ufe  in  Medicine. 

Cochlea  Limax,  a  Snail,  the 
Name  of  a  certain  Tefiaceous, 
Exanguitous  Animal,  that  is  ei¬ 
ther  upon  the  Land,  the  Water, 
or  Sea.  The  Ufes  of  which  a>  e 
various,  both  in  Food  and  Phyiick. 

Cochlea ,  6c  Concha,  feu  Antrum 
Buccinofum,  the  ‘Cavities  of  the 
inner  part  of  the  Ear,  fo  call’d 
from  its  winding  and  turning,  for 
it  has  3  or  4  Rings  which  mutual¬ 
ly  fucceed  one  another.  It  is  girt 
about  with  a  very  foft  and  thin 
Membrane. 

Ccchelaria,  Scurvy-grafs,  it  is 
an  hot  and  dr)  Herb,  and  abounds 
with  a  Volatile  Salt,  which  makes 
the  crude  and  fix’d  Humours  of 
the  Body  more  volatile  -,  it  cures 
thofe  Difeafes  that  proceed  from 
too  great  a  quantity  of  fix’d  Salts, 
but  eipecially  ’he  Scurvy. 

Cochleare,  a  Spoon  or  Ladle,  a 
Spoonful. 

Cocl-o,  Concodlion  or  Digeflion 
i  is  the  Fermentation  of  the  fmalleft 
Particles  which  our  Food  confifts 
of.  that  they  may  be  made  fir  and 
proper  for  the  Nourifhment  and 
1  Encreafe  of  a  Living  Body.  The 
firfi  Concoftion  is  made  in  the 
S.omach,  by  a  Ferment  which 
partly  remains  there,  from  the  Re¬ 
licks  of  ihe  former  Meat,  and 
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partly  flows  thither  from  the  Ce¬ 
liac  Arteries.  The  fecondis  mads 
in  the  Guts  by  the  Gall  and  Pan - 
creatick  Juice.  The  third  is  in  the 
Glandules  of  the  Mefentery ,  from 
a  Lympha ,  or  Water,  whichmixes 
it  felf  with  the  Chyle.  The  fourth 
e  is  in  the  Lungs,  from  the  Infpira- 
tion  of  Nitrous  Air.  The  fifth  is 
in  the  Veflels  and  Bowels,  as  in 
the  Spleen,  Live^Tefticles^c.  It 
is  erroneoufly  call’d  Codlion,  or 
boiling,  becaule  it  is  the  proper* 
ty  of  Fire  to  boil;  for,  ifheatwere 
the  caufe  ot  Fermentation,  what 
fhould  then  be-come  of  Fifh,  and 
other  things,  wherein  there  is  no 
fenflble  heat  at  all.  The  Apotheca¬ 
ries  alfo  call  the  Preparations  of 
their  Medicines  made  by  Ebulliti- 
tion,  a  Gottion. 

Coculus  Indi ,  a  Fruit  for  bignefs 
and  fhape  like  a  Laurel-tree ;  they 
be  alfo  call’d  Pace  a  Levanti&,Bacc<z 
Orient  alts,  Baccst  CotiU  Elephant /'- 
n&yCuculus Indicus, the  vulgar  Ufe 
of  it  is  for  the  killing  of  Lice.  In¬ 
dian  Cockles. 

Codia,  the'  top  of  Poppies,  of 
which  they  make  Syrup  ;  in  a 
more  general  Senfe  it  is  taken 
for  the  tops  of  every  Plant. 

Codratremula,  a  Bird  called  a 
Water  Wag-Tail. 

Ccecum  Intejlinmn ,  the  fourth 
in  order  from  the  Stomach,  and 
firft  of  the  thick  Guts  ;  in  Chil¬ 
dren  new  born  it  is  found  full  of 
Excrements,  but  in  Adult  Perfons 
its  Cavity  often  difapp^ars,  and 
©illy  hangs  like  a  Worm. 

Codia,  any  great  Cavity,  as  the 
uppermefl,  middle,  and  the  lowed: 
Region  or  Cavity  of  our  Body. 

Cxliaca  Arteria ,  that  which  a  - 
rifes  from  the  Trunk  of  the  great 
Artery  7  and  fpreads  it  felf  toward 


the  Ventricle  and  Liver  with  it* 
Branches. 

C celiac  a  Pajfio,  or  Ajfeflio ,  is  a 
purging,  wherein  the  Meat  either 
wholly  unchang’d, or  in  part  is  c~ 
jedfed,  without  any  Chilification, 
and  it  is  twofold  :  The  firft,  in 
which  the  Meat  is  only  digefted 
in  the  Stomach ;  the  other,  when 
Concodfion  or  the  Fermentation 
is  perform’d  in  the  Stomach  and 
Inteftines  both  at  once  5  but  by 
reafon  that  the  Ladeal  Veflels, 
or  little  Teats  of  the  Guts  are  ob¬ 
literated  through  long  Falling,  a 
Purulent  Dijjentery ,  or  the  like, 
the  Chyle  is  not  diflributed. 

Cceli  Donum,  the  fame  with 
Chelidonia . 

Cceloma ,  a  hollow  and  round  ITU 
cer  in  the  horny  Tunick  of  the  Eye. 

Ceeloftomia ,  a  fpeaking  hollow 
in  the  Mouth. 

Ccdum,  the  Cavity  of  the  Eye 
towards  the  Corner.  The  Palate 
is  alfo  call’d  Ccdum. 

Ccementatio,  &Cementum:  fee 
Cementum. 

Coendozia  is  a  Confultation  of 
Phyflcians,  call’d  together  to  er> 
quire  into  the  Knowledge  of  the 
Difeafe, and  the  method  of  its  Cure. 

Coffe,  in  Engltfh  is  Coflee,  a  kind 
of  Beans,  the  Produdf  of  Arabia 
Fdix,  wh  ch  being  roafted  and 
ground,  a  Tindlure  is  thence  made 
with  hot  fair  Water,  much  in  ufe 
among  the  Turks ,  Egyptians,  and 
Perfians,  and  now  alio  among  the 
Europeans.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Coffee^ 
Coffi,Coavx~Borh  Btmchum}Chao 
va-,  the  Deception  ofitflrengthen 
a  cold  Stomach,  helps  Concodlion 
and  opens  Obflrudions  of  the 
Bowels  and  Womb}  but  it  is  molt 
taken  notice  of  for  removing 
Prowfmefs  and  Giddinefs  j  and 
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it  is  commended  indeed  for  mod 
other  Difeafes  of  the  Head,  as 
Head  ach,  Lethargy,  alfo  for  Ca¬ 
tarrhs,  and  is  ufed  With  good  fuc- 
cefs  by  thofe  that  are  of  a  grofs 
habit  of  Body,  and  of  a  cold  Con- 
ftitution,  and  whofe  Blood  is  wa- 
try,  their  Brains  moift,  and  their 
Animal  Spirits  dull  ;  but  on  the 
contrary,  they  who  are  of  a  thin 
habit,  and  an  hot  and  melancholy 
Conftitution,  ought  by  all  means 
to  forbear  Coffee ;  as  alfo  thofe 
that  have  but  weak  Spirits,  or  are 
fubjedt  to  a  trembling,  or  numb- 
nefs  in  the  Limbs,  or  a  Palpitation 
of  the  Heart ;  but  it  is  reckon’d 
good  in  a  Scorbutick  Gout,  and 
for  the  Gravel. 

CoggygrU :  fee  Coccigria. 

Cohcb&Cahobium,  the  fame  as 
Cohobatio. 

Cohobatio, when  a  diftii’d  Liquor 
is  pour’d  upon  its  ’Remnants  again, 
and  afterwards  is  diftill’d  feveral 
times,  to  render  the  body  more 
porous  and  fpirituous. 

Coincident ia>  or  Intercidentia ,  is 
when  a  Humour  flows  into  a  Vef-. 
fel  that  it  does  not  belong  to. 

Cnndicantia,  Signs  which  do 
not  indicate  by  themfelves,  but 
in  Conjunction  with  others. 

Col.  AD  D.  in  Medicinal  Pre- 
fcriptions,  fignifies  when  fome- 
thingelfeisto  be  mingl’d  with  the 
■percolated  Dccoftion. 

Colatorium, &S  trainer,  or  Strain¬ 
ing-cloth. 

Colatura ,  Colatio, that  which 
after  boiling  or  Xnfuflon,  is  perco¬ 
lated,  or  (train’d  thro’  a  Sive  or 
Cloth. 

Colcbicum,  Meadow-faffron,  re¬ 
puted  poifonous  ;  fee  Ephemerum. 

Colcothar ,  the  dry  Subftance 
which  remains  after  Diftillation, 
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commonly  call’d  Caput  Mortuum , 
chiefly  underftood  of  the  Remnants 
of  the  Vitriol  after  Diftillation, 
Coles :  fee  Vents. 

Colica  VaJJiOy  or  Colicus  Dolor , 
the  Cholic  which  has  it  Name 
from  the  Intejlinum  Colon ,  but  er- 
roneoufly,  ftnce  it  affcCts  alfo  all 
the  other  Intejlines.  It  is  either 
Continual  or  Intermittent,  fome- 
times  keeping  its  certain  times,  at¬ 
tended  with  pungent  Pains,  that 
fometimes  move  from  place  to 
place,  fometimes  are  fix’d  in  one, 
with  Vomitting,  violent  Belching, 
Fever,  Inquietudes,and  Suppressi¬ 
on  of  Vrine;  if  it  continue  long,  it 
proves  violent  and  fix’d  in  one  place; 
it  is  often  fucceeded  by  a  Palfy  in 
the  Limbs.  The  Cholickis  a  vehe¬ 
ment  Pain  in  the  Abdomen,  from 
an  ill  difpofition  of  the  Animal  Spi¬ 
rits, begun  in  the  Nervous  foldings 
of  the  Mesentery,  and  is  fometimes 
falfly  imputed  to  this  Gut  Colon. 
Some  make  this  Difeafe  to  pro¬ 
ceed  from  an  AcidPancreatic  Juice, 
or  the  Acid  Juices  in  the  Inteftines 
and  Glands  of  the  Mefentery ;  o- 
thers  other  ways,  but  falfly. 

Colh,  Glue. 

Ccllatitium ,  is  roafted  or  boil’d 
Flefh  of  a  Pullet  or  Capon ,  which, 
after  ’tis  beat  in  a  Mortar ,  is  mixt 
with  Veal  or  Mutton-broth,  and 
mix’d  with  the  Juice  of  Lemons, 
for  theufe  of  flck  People. 

Colle&io ,  is  when  various  dry 
Medicines,  as  Roots,  Herbs,  Seeds, 
and  the  like,  are  prefcrib’d  and 
mix’d  together,  to  be  infufed  in 
Wine. 

Colletica ,  Medicines  that  Con- 
glutinate. 

ColliciA ,  or  Col  liquid  properly 
fignify  Gutters  or  Trenches,  but 
are  taken  for  the  joining  of  the

Fun  cl  a  Lachrymalxa  into  one  Pai- 
fageonboth  tides,  which  convey 
the  Humour  of  the  Eyelids  into  the 
Cavity  of  the  Noftrils;  the  holes 
that  are  made  in  the  very  tops  of 
the  Eye-brows,  in  Men  and  Wo¬ 
men,  defeend  in  little  Chanels, 
eafily  to  be  fhewn,unlefs  the  Bones 
ofxhzNoftrils  be  fo  nicely  broken 
that  the  Tunicks  remain  entire ; 
for  after  they  have  'penetrated 
the  Bones  (whither  they  are  fepa- 
rated  with  a  thin  Membrane)  they 
fpread  themfeles  into  a  larger 
Chanel,  and  are  continued  to  the 
Tunick  of  the  Noftrils.  The 
fame  Holes  or  Openings  in  Sheep, 
Hares,Calves,Kabbits,&e,  are  not 
found  in  the  very  Eyebrows,  but 
a  little  more  inward;  and  mofi 
of  all  in  Birds,  where  they  are 
larger  than  in  any  other  Crea¬ 
tures.  The  Membrane  which  fepa- 
rates  the  Holes  here  is  very  fhort. 

Colhquamentuma  Liquor  in  the 
the  ovum  animate,  in  which  the 
Rudimental  Animal  fwims  and  is 
nouriThed. 

Colliquatio ,  the  farre  with  Li- 
quatio  and  Fufio,  varioufly  taken 
according  to  the  variety  of  the 
Subject  fpokea  of.  Tis  Colli  qua- 
tion  properly  when  we  fpeak  of 
the  Blood  being  too  much  atte¬ 
nuated,  and  its  fibrous  and  natu- 
rally-glutinous  Texture  broke 
anddeftroy’d,  from  whence  Pome 
Difeafes  have  obtain’d  the  Name  of 
Colliquative  Fevers ,  becaufe  the 
Blood  is  too  much  fus’d  or  thin’d, 
by  realon  of  the  abundance  of  fiery 
effervefeent  Particles  therein; 
fo  ftrong  Purgatives,  and  certain 
Foifons,  procure  a  Colhquatim  of 
the  Blood  and  other  Humours. 

Collijio,  or  Contufio,  but  there  is 
this  difference  betwixt  ’em,  that 
ColUJm  is  faid  to  be  a  foludon  of

Collutio,oy  Gargarifmus ,a  waffl¬ 
ing  of  the  Mouth  when  we  fcour 
loofeTeeth,  the  Gums,  or  Ulcers. 

Collyrium ,  once  fignified  an  ob¬ 
long  Medicine,  which  was  taken 
in  Diftempers  of  the  Eyes:  ’Tis 
prepar’d  in  an  oblong,  and  fome- 
times  in  an  orbicular  form,  and 
is  ciiflblv’d  in  a  convenient  Vehi¬ 
cle  for  curing  Difeafes  of  the  Eyes : 
But  now  any  liquid  Remedy  or 
wafh  for  the  eyes  is  fo  call’d. 

Coloboma ,  a  fault  in  the  Lips, 
Eyelids,  Ears,  Noftrils,  &c.  when 
one  Part,  either  from  our  Nati¬ 
vity  or  by  Lome  Accident,  grows 
to  another,  which  were  before 
either  actually  afunder,  or  at  leaft 
ought  to  have  been  fo. 

Cdocajia ,  ’tis  fuppos’d  to  be 
Egyptian  Wake- Robin. 

Colocafum  the  Root  of  the  Colo- 
cafia. 

Colocynthis ,  is  an  ext  ream  bit¬ 
ter  fort  of  Citrul,  or  Citrul- 
cucumber,  brought  toils  without 
the  Rind,  out  of  Italy,  Spain,  and 
France  ;  ’tis  di ft ingui fil’d  into  the 
greater  and  lefier,  the  round  and 
oblong;  the  fir  ft  is  in  ufe.  The 
Seed  is  alfo  exceeding  bitter; 
’tis  a  violent  Purge.  We  call  it, 
Ccloqu'tntida. 

Colon,  the  fecond  of  the  great 
Guts,  thusfituate:  It  arites  from 
the  Cacum  Inteftinum  in  the  right 
Flank,  and  adheres  to  the  right 
Kidney;  then  it  tends  upward 
under  the  Liver,  wherefometinms 
’tis  annex’d  to  the  Bladder  of  the 
G  3  Gall, 
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Gall,  which  dies  it  of  a  dark-yel¬ 
low  Colour;  it  goes  on  further 
tranfverle  under  the  bottom  of  the 
Stomach,and  then  on  the  left  hand 
is  join’d  to  the  Spleen,  then  again 
*tis  faften’d  to  the  left  Kidney, 
where  it  winds  very  obliquely, 
and  after  that  defcendeth  in  a 
right  line.  It  is  commonly  about 
8  or  9  hand-breadths  long,  but 
’tis  the  wide il  and  largeft  Gut  of 
all :  It  hath  a  great  many  little 
Cells  or  Cavities  in  it;  a  certain 
Ligament  is  t willed  with  it  the 
breadth  of  the  Middle  Finger  a- 
bout  its  middle  upward,  and  then 
(by  reafon  of  its  largenefs)  it  is> 
guarded  with  tvvo  ftrong  Li¬ 
gaments,  the  one  upward,  and 
other  downward,  that  it  may  be 
faften’d  to  both  the  upper  and 
under  Parts;  about  the  begin¬ 
ning  it  hath  a  Valve  that  Hands 
upward,  left  any  thing  fhould  re¬ 
turn  from  the  great  Guts  into  the 
fmall. 

Colon.  See  Membrum. 

Colcphonia ,  Rofm-Pitch. 

Cslptts,  the  fame  with  Sinus. 

Colubrina ;  fee  Dracontia.  The 
fame  Name  is  alfo  given  to  the 
Bijiorta ,  or  Snake- weed. 

Colubrinum  Lignum,  or  Sempu- 
tarium,  is  properly  a  Root  very 
bitter,  of  a  pale  afh-colour.  It  is 
good  in  Fevers,  and  the  biting  of 
Serpents,  whence  ’tis  call’d  Snakc- 
3 peed. 

Colum ,  is  ?ny  thing  thro’  which 
we  ftrain  (or  percolate)  andpurifie 
any  liquid  thing,  as  a  fmall  Sive, 
the  Manica  of  Hippocrates ,  Linen- 
clcth,  Brown- p3 per,  &c. 

Columbina  recla,  ftraight  or  up¬ 
right  Vervain. 

Columella ,  the  fame  mith  Cion. 

Column  £  cordis ,  the  Tendons 
$nd  Mufcles  by  which  the  Ventri¬ 


cles  and  Auricles  of  the  Heart  are 
contracted  and  dilated. 

Coiumna  nafi ,  the  flefhy  part  of 
the  Nofe  prominent  in  the  mid¬ 
dle,  near  the  upper  Lip. 

Columma  oris ,  the  fame  as  Cion. 

Columellarijs  dentes ;  fee  Dentes . 

Colutea ,  Baftar 6  Senna.  They 
fay,  that  if  the  lead  Twig  be  bro¬ 
ken  off  from  this  Tree,  it  dies  im¬ 
mediately.  - 

Colytea ,  the  fame  with  Colutea , 

Coluteum  a  great  Quince  Pear. , 

Coma  •  fee  Summit  at  es . 

Comafomnolentum ,  a  deep  deep 
lefs  than  a  Lethargy,  without  a 
Fever,  wherein  the  Patient  being 
awaken’d,  anfwers  toanyQuefti- 
ons  propounded  to  him,  but  falls 
into  a  profound  Sleep  again  with 
his  Mouth  open  and  under  Jaw 
fallen,  more  like*  one  dead  than 
alive.  It  proceeds  from  anobftru- 
Clion  of  the  Brain  when  the  Se¬ 
rum  has  invaded  the  Tegument 
of  the  windings  and  foldings  of 
the  Brain,  and  the  little  ftreaks  of 
Marrow  that  are  included  there¬ 
in.  It  is  the  fame  with  the  Cata¬ 
phora. 

Coma  F/£/7,five  Agrypnia ,  a  Dif- 
eafe  wherein  the  Patient  is  conti¬ 
nually  inclin’d  to  fleep,  but  fcarce 
can  fleep,  being  affeCled  with  a 
great  droufinefs  in  the  Head, a  ftu- 
pidity  in  all  the  Senfes  and  Facul¬ 
ties, and  many  times  with  a  Deliri¬ 
um  too,  being  frequently  difturb’d 
with  certain  Imaginations  of  Spe- 
clorsor  Vifions,  that  hinder  their 
fleep  continually.  Hence  it  is  that 
when  they  are  awaken’d  they  look 
wild,  fall  immediately  as  it  were 
to  fleep  again, and  being  full  of  In¬ 
quietudes,  they  can’t  lie  long  ftill 
in  a  place.  So  that  the  Coma  Vigil 
feems  to  be  a  medium  betwixt  a 
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Lethavgy  and  Vhrenitis,  or  Madrnfs i . 
whence  ,t  is  alio  call’d  a  Typhoma- 
nia.  If  the  reafon  of  thefe  things 
be  demanded .  we  may  folve  them 
thus.  That  the  Pores  and  Paffages 
of' the  Brain,  wherein  the  Spirits 
move,  are  very  much  Huff’d  up 
with  a  thick  Soporiferous  Matter 
from  the  Blood,  whereby  the  Spi 
rits  being  hinder’d  from  their  u- 
fiial  Explofiomnd  Commerce  with 
one  another,  feem  to  induce  a  pro¬ 
found  and  almoH  irreiiflible  drow- 
finefs  upon  the  Perfon  affe&ed ; 
but  inafmuch  as  there  are  fome 
fharp  Volatile  ? articles >  like  fo 
many  Springs, intermixt  with  the 
Spirits,  and  wh;ch  keep  them  in 
perpetual  Motion,  therefore  fome 
of  them  Hill  force  their  way,  and 
direCUy,  or  obliquely,  as  they  can 
find  a  Paflage,  meet  and  exert 
their  Motion,  which,  fuch  as  it  is, 
confus’d  and  wandring,  tho5  it  do 
not  perfect  the  compleat  exercife 
of  the  Animal  Fun&ion,  yetealily 
interrupts  its  reH,  fo  that  the  Per- 
fons  thus  affeCted  enjoy  neither 
perfect  Day  nor  perfeff  Night, 
but  live  in  continual  Twilight, 
betwixt  deep  and  waking 

Comarusy  a  Crab  or  Crab-tree. 

Combufio  ,•  fee  I  gnus  Aclualis. 

Comitialis  morbus ,  the  fame  as 
Efikpfis. 

Commanfum ,  a  Chaw  :  See  A- 
poplegmatifmus . 

CompageSy  is  taken  in  general 
for  the  Structure  and  Organical 
Hardnefs  and  Solidity  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy,  and  its  Members:  But  parti¬ 
cularly  fignifies  the  Union,  Coali¬ 
tion,  and  Coherence  with  which 
the  Bones  are  joyn’d  together  a- 
mong  themfelves. 

Completion  is  a  fulnefs  of  the  Ar¬ 
teries  with  Spirits  fupply’d  from 


the  Heart,  according  to  the  Opi¬ 
nion  of  Erafifiratus.  This  is  faid 
to  differ  from  Impletkn  that  in 
*the  Contraction  the  Arteries 
does  not  evacute  all  the  Spirit. 
Therefore  Completion ,  is  at  leaft 
the  addition  of  fomething  to  fup- 
prefs  a  Defeat . 

Complex i morbi, art  fuch  D:Hem- 
pers  as  are  infeparable  from  one 
another,  as  the  Eleurify  and  Fever. 

Complex i  mufculi,  Mufcles  that 
belong  to  the  hinder  part  of  the 
Head.  ' 

Complexio,  is  vulgarly  taken  for 
the  Temperament }  it  is  other- 
wife  us’d  for  complexed  and  com¬ 
plicated  Diflempers,  andalfofor 
Agues  and  Fevers  that  come  by 
Fits  i  fo  the  difference  and  vari¬ 
ous  meeting  of  the  Fulfes  are  reck¬ 
on’d  in  the  number  of  Complexion. 

Complicati morbi ,  Complicated 
Difeafes,  are  when  Divers  Difea- 
fes  concur  in  one  fubjeCt;  for  in- 
Hance,  if  to  the  Wound  of  the 
Head  a  Frafture  of  the  Scull,  the 
Meninges  hurt,  the  Brain  woun¬ 
ded,  8tthelike,  are  oin’d  withit. 

Comp  of  it  a.  Compound  Medi¬ 
cines  which  are  made  up  of  many 
fimpleones,  as  the  Compofitions 
of  certain  Waters,  Syrups,  EleClu- 
aries.  Opiates,  Trochies,  Oint¬ 
ments,  Plaiflers,  flich  as  we 
meet  with  in  all  the  Apochecaries 
Shops.  There  are  alfo  certain  Chy- 
mical  Compofitions  •>  as  divers  Spi¬ 
rits  mix’d,  the  volatile  oleous  Salts, 
Tin£tures,Balfams,  EHences, Pow¬ 
ders,  &c.  which  are  all  compre¬ 
hended  under  the  Name  of  Com¬ 
pound  Medicines. 

Compofitio y  when  feveral  Medi¬ 
caments  are  mingl’d  together,  as 
in  the  Theriac  and  Mitbridate . 
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Compofitura,  a  Competition; 
ConfeCtion. 

Compreffa,  what  the  Chirurge-^ 
ons  call  Comprejffes  are  io  many 
Linen  Rags  gently  prefs’d  or 
fqueez’d  together,  and  fitted  to 
the  PartafFeCied. 

CompreJJivd  Medicina ,  is  a  Medi¬ 
cine  caufing  ficcity  or  drynefs  in 
any  affeCted  Member,  by  which 
means  the  Pafiages  are  ft  opt  and 
the  Parts  oeing  clofed  and  compref- 
fed  are  united. 

Centrum,  or  Glandula  Pinealis, 
hangs  in  the  folding  of  the  Chorou 
des  in  the  Brain,  fo  call’d  from 
the  flhape  of  a  Cov^e.  It  is  feated 
betwixt  the  2,  Beds  of  the  Optick 
Nerves,  and  the  Prominences  of 
the  Nates,  We  can  fear ce  believe 
that  this  Glandula  is  the  Seat  of 
the  Soul,  or  that  the  principal  Fa¬ 
culties  of  a  Man  arife  hence,  be- 
caufe  that  feveral  Animals,  which 
are  in  a  Manner  wholly  deftitute 
of  the  prime  faculties  of  the  Soul, 
Imagination,  Memory,  &c.  re¬ 
tain  this  Glandula  very  fair  and 
ample.  It  ought  therefore  to  be 
look’d  upon  rather  as  a  Senfory , 
whence  the  Nerves  arife ;  to  wit, 
about  the  beginning  of  the  Ob¬ 
iongated  Marrow.  Its  Ufe  is  to 
receive  and  contain  the  Serous 
Humours ,  which  are  Excerned 
from  the  Arterious  Blood ,  till  ei¬ 
ther  the  Veins  being  emptied, 
fuck  them  again,  or  elfe  the  Lym- 
phaduBs  (if  there  be  any  at  hand) 
convey  them  away.  Yet  the  lear¬ 
ned  F.  Boyle  doubts  of  its  Ufe, 
when  he  fays,  That  it  is  notfoeafy 
to  determine  what  its  Ufe  is.  Since 
I  have  obferv’d  this  Glandule  to 
be  always  impregnated  with  an 
apparent  and  pretty  fharp  Salt* 
fiefs  in  the  Brains  of  Men,  Oxen, 


and  Sheep,  I  cannot  but  Imagine 
that  it  feparates  fome  Volatile  Hu¬ 
mour  from  the  Blood,  analogous 
to  a  Volatile  Armonictc  Salty  which 
being  infufed  upon  the  Trunk  of 
the  Spinal  Morrow,  communicates 
fome  new  Vigour  to  the  Animal 
Spirits,  and  hinders  their  Coagu¬ 
lation.  It  is  commonly  call’d  the 
Pineal  Gland . 

Concavatio ,  the  fame  with  Ar- 
cuatio. 

Concentratio  &  Concentraritia 
Me  die ament  a  ,are  Medicines  where¬ 
in  the  Acid  is  fo  moderated  by  the 
addition  of  Alcali,  that  neither  of 
them  predominates,  as  in  the  Tar¬ 
tar  Vitriolate ,  which  is  faid  to  con- 
center  the  Humours,  when  the 
fuperfluous  Acidity  is  fubduedby 
^he  Alcali :  fee  Abforbentia . 

Conceptio ,  or  Conceptus ,  is  a 
Conception,  or  Comprehenfion 
of  the  Virile  Semen  in  the  Wombs 
of  Women,  for  the  Generation  of 
the  Foetus,  and  a  Retention  after¬ 
wards  of  the  fame.  It  may  be  call’d 
an  Attraction  of  the  Semen  into 
the  Tubes  of  the  Matrix,  and  an 
embracing  of  the  Penis  in  the  time 
of  Ejaculation. 

Choncha  properly  fignifies  a  (hell, 
and  is  alfo  ufed  for  the  winding 
Cavity  of  the  inner  part  of  the  Ear, 
and  fome  of  the  external  part. 

Concha  Mar gat  if era.  Mother  of 
Pearl. 

Concretio,  a  Condenfation  of 
any  liquid  Cotlion  or  Juice  into 
a  more  folid  Mafs,  as  the  infplfia- 
ted  Juice  of  Worm- wood,  &c, 

Condenfantia  Sc  Condenfatio ,  fee 
IncraJJantia. 

Condimentum ,  a  feafoning,  or 
whatever  makes  the  Food  grate¬ 
ful,*  fothat,  tho’  it  is  noteatablp 
it  felf,  yet  it  renders  the  Aliment 
■  mor$ 
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more  agreeable,  the  chief  of  which 
is  Salt,  Pepper,  &c. 

Condi  turn  &  Conditura ,  a  Com- 
pofition  of  Conferves,  Powders, 
Spices,  made  up  into  the  form  of 
an  Flefluary,  with  a  convenient 
quantity  of  Syrup.  It  is  taken alfo 
for  a  Ample  Medicine,  fweeten’d 
with  Honey  or  Sugar,  viz,  candied 
Ginger,  or  Helicampane. 

Condrilla, the  fame  as  Chon  dr  ilia. 

Conductor ,  is  an  hollow  Inftru- 
ment  thrufb  into  the  Bladder,  to 
direCfc  another  Inftrument  into  it 
to  cut  and  extract  the  Stone. 

Condyloma  &  Condylus, the  knif¬ 
ing  or  joining  of  Joints.  Alfo  a 
certain  Tumour  in  the  little  Skin- 
of  the  Fundament  j  an  hard  and 
callous  [welling  of  the  Fingers  and 
Toes,  proceeding  from  black  Hu¬ 
mours  that  flow  thither,  and  ra¬ 
ther  troublefome  than  painful: 
Sometimes  alfo  it  is  accompanied 
with  an  Inflammation. 

Condily, the  Joints  and  Knuckles 
of  the  Fingers,  thicker  about  the 
Joints  than  mother  places. 

Confetta,  are  things  (as  Seeds, 
Almonds,  Cinnamon,  &c.)  cruft- 
ed  over  with  dry  Sugar. 

Confeflio, a  compofition  of  Pow¬ 
ders,  Gums,  Sugar,  Honey,  Sy¬ 
rups,  <&c.  made  up  into  one  fub* 
fiance;  and  it  is  twofold,  either 
dry,  as  Lozenges,  $tc.  ormoift,as 
Opiates,  Preferves,  Conferves>  and 
all  forts  of  Antidotes. 

Conformation  is  that  Condition 
of  the  firm  parts  of  Animal  Bodies 
^s/hich  they  enjoy  in  a  found  and 
natural  State,  it  confifts  in  theie 
fix  following  Particulars,  Number , 
Magnitude ,  Figure ,  Cavity,  Sur¬ 
face,  and  Situation . 

Confotativum  <&>  Confortantia , 
t he  fame  with  Cardiacum .

Confufio ,  fuch  a  mixture  of  Li* 
quids  together,  fo  as  they  may  be 
able  to  prefer ve  their  Fluidity.  It 
is  alfo  an  artful  joining  of  Colli- 
quating  Bodies,  fo  as  to  preferve 
their  Confiftence  of  parts,  as  add¬ 
ing  Pitch,  Rofin,  and  Wax.  Con¬ 
fufio  hath  likewife  the  oppofite 
Senie,  which  a  mixture  or  com¬ 
pofition  of  Fluids  has  made  incon- 
fiftent.  It  hath  alfo  a  relation  to 
a  Difeafeof  the  Eyes,  call’d  Con - 
fujto  Oculorum. 

Congelatio,  Congelation,  when 
Liquids  are  reduc’d  into  a  Mals 
like  Ice.asall  ChryflaUsdd  Salts  are. 

Congelatio :  fee  Cztalepfis. 

Congelations ,  is  one  that  is  taken 
with  an  Extajy,  who  is  fomething 
(as  it  were)  ravifh’d  out  of  himfelf, 
and  affirms  he  has  beheld  Angels  or 
Devils :  See  Ecftafis. 

Congius  Congiarius,  a  Mea- 
fure  that  contains  fix  Sextaries ,  or 
nine  pints  of  Oil. 

ConglobataGlandula  isaround 
Gland,  fubfifting  by  it  felf,  as  are 
the  Glands  of  the  Mef emery ,  and 
all  others  wh:ch  receive  and  carry 
off  Lymph  a  A  Conglobated  Gland 

Conglomerates  Glandules ,  a  Con¬ 
glomerated  Gland,  is  that  which 
confifts  of  various  Glands,  as  the 
Pancreas ,  and  the  Salhal Glands, 
and  it  has  a  proper  excretory  DuSt, 
A  Conglomerated  Gland. 

Conglutinatio,  is  a  Species  of  U- 
nion,  or  joining  together,  in  oppo- 
fition  to  a  Disjunction  made  in 
the  Flefhy  Parts. 

Conia,  fignifies  three  things,  a 
Lixivium  or  Lee ,  Lime,  and  Ajhesif 

Coniflerium ,  the  Afh  hole  in  a 
Furnace,  the  Receptacle  cf  the 
Allies  underneath  the  Fire-  place. 

Conizla ,  vel  Cony  sea.  Flea-bane  5 
the  Herb  being  fjpread  under  foots 

or 
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or  burnt  in  any  Place,  will,  as  ’tis 
believ’d,  drive  away  Venomous 
Creatures,  and  Fleas,  and  kill 
Gnats,  wherefore  ’tis  call’d  Flea- 
bane  Same  make  an  Ointment 
of  the  Root  and  Leaves  for  the  Itch . 

Conjunctiva  Tunica ,  the  fame  as 
Adnata. 

Cono'ules,  the  fame  as  Conarium. 

Conquajfatio ,  is  faid  to  be  when 
Juicy  Vegetables,  or  frefh'  Fruit, 
are  beat  grofly  with  a  Peftle,  to 
prefs  out  the  Juice. 

Confenfus ,  a  Confent  in  Difea- 
fes  which  is  faid  to  be  when  one 
Diieafe  is  caufed  by  another,  as 
Refpiration  is  hinder’d  by  a  Pleu- 
r'tfy  j  it  is  likewife  the  Correfpon - 
dence  of  different  Parts,  by  the  mu¬ 
tual  and  common  Ligaments  of 
both,  to  wit,  Nerves  and  Tendons. 
Sympathy. 

Conferva ,  a  Conferve,  it  is  a 
Compofitionof  Flowers  or  Herbs 
beat  together,  to  every  Pound 
whereof,  if  they  be  dry,  are  added 
three  Pounds  of  Sugar  ;  if  moift, 
two  Pounds ;  fo  that  they  may  be 
kept  feveral  Years. 

Confidential  fee  Apocatafiafs ,  is 
a  kind  of  narrowing  of  any  Cavi¬ 
ties  or  Hollows,  when  their  fides 
fall  in  together. 

Confligo,  Setterwort,  an  Herb 
that  is  frequently  found  among 
Rye. 

Confolida,  Comfrey,  ’tis  an  ex¬ 
cellent  Wound- Herb,  is  mucilagi¬ 
nous  and  thickning,  and  qualifies 
the  Acrimony  of  the  Humours  }  it 
is  ufed  in  all  Fluxes,  elpeciaily  of 
the  Belly,  and  for  a  Confumption ; 
the  Flowers  boil’d  in  Red  Wine, 
is  very  proper  for  thofe  that  make 
Bloody  Urinej  outwardly  appli¬ 
ed,  it  flops  bleeding  of  Wounds, 
and  helps  to  unite  broken  Bones, 


wherefore  it  is  call’d  Bone-fetj  it 
eales  the  Pain  of  the  Gout,  and 
cures  eating  Ulcers. 

Confftentia ,  when  any  thing  is 
boil’d  to  a  certain  thicknefs,  as 
in  boiling  Syrups,  or  evaporating 
Juices,  or  other  Liquids  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  Con  fi  hence. 

Confoltdantia,  thofe  things  that 
(corre&ing  the  Acid,  and  clean- 
ling  with  a  moderate  heat  and 
force,  by  taking  Corruption  cut 
of  Wounds,  and  prefer ving  the 
temperature  of  the  Parts)  caufe 
the  Nourifhment  to  be  fitly  ap- 
ply’d  to  the  Part  aflfedted. 

Confipatio,  Adfrictio ,  vel  Con- 
finclio ,  a  binding  or  conftringing, 
a  Word  ufed  by  Chirurgeons  for 
Medicines  that  com  prefs  the  Lips 
of  Wounds  together. 

Conjlitutio,  the  fame  with  Ca- 
tafiafs . 

ConftrittioresMufculi,  fuch  Muf- 
cles  as  bind  and  ftraiten  any  part. 
See  Sphincter. 

Confuetudo ,  fignifies  in  Phyfick 
a  Cuflom,  or  continued  Ufe  of 
Non- Naturals  for  a  long  fpace  of 
time,  in  one  and  the  fame  man¬ 
ner.  It  may  be  diftinguifh'd  into 
a  good,  or  an  ill  Cuftom. 

Confultatio,  fignifies  the  Advice 
of  feveral  Phyfcians  met  together. 

Corfummatum ,  is  when  the 
Juice  or  Moifture  of  a  Hen,  cut 
into  fmallBits,  is  extracted  by  B. 
M.  being  firft  ftept  clofe  in  a  Vef. 
fel,  without  any  addition  or  mix¬ 
ture,  the  Head,  Feet,  and  Fat, 
being  firft  taken  away. 

Confumptio,  the  fame  with  Col- 
liquatio ,  Atrophia ,  Marafmns  , 
Vhthifis ,  5c  c. 

Contagium ,  a  Poifon,  which 
from  one  fubjeft  is  propagated  to 
another,  which  happens  two  man¬ 
ner 
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ner  of  ways,  either  at  a  diftance 
by  Air,  or  by  fingle  ContaCt. 

Contemplabiles  dies  :  See  Cri- 
tici  dies . 

Continens  Caufa,  the  internal 
Cauie  of  a  Difeafe,  with  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  it,  which  arifes  elfewhere, 
and  is  £o  near  a-kin  to  the  Dif¬ 
eafe,  that  on  its  Being  depends 
alfo  the  Being  of  the  Dileafe,  and 
if  it  be  taken  away,  the  Difeafe 
follows  of  courfe.  As  the  Stone, 
which,  proceeding  from  ill  Hu¬ 
mours  arifing  from  ill  Qualities 
in  Meats  and  Drinks,  obftruCfs 
the  Ureters. 

Continens  Febris ,  a  Fever  that 
continues  without  Intermiifion  $ 
it  is  twofold ,  either  Primary ,  or 
Secondary  ■,  the  former  proceeds 
from  a  too  great  Exaltation  of 
the  Sulphur,  as  in  a  burning  Fe¬ 
ver,  a  Pleurify,  Quinzy,  <&c.  the 
latter,  which  is  alfo  call’d  Sympto¬ 
matic  t, f,  is  caus’d  by  Wounds,  Ul¬ 
cers,  <&c.  as  in  a  Confumption, 
Wounds  in  the  Head,  &c. 

Continua  Febris ,  a  Fever,  or  A- 
gue,  which  is  continually  trouble- 
iome,but  with  fome  Inter  million 
and  it  is  either  Quotidian,  Tertian, 
jphtartan,or  prratick.  The  caufe 
of  its  continuance  proceeds  from 
a  too  high  Exaltation  of  the  Sul¬ 
phur,  as  in  the  former  fort  of  Fe¬ 
vers.  But  the  Paroxifms,  or  Fits, 
proceed  from  that  Portion  of 
Chyle  which  is  continually  added 
to  the  Blood. 

Contorjio,  when  any  Member  is 
a  little  diflocated  from  its  jun¬ 
cture,  tho’  not  entirely. 

Contrattio,  a  Synonimous  Word 
with  Syfiole  ;  it  is  taken  in  the 
natural  date  for  the  proper  ACHon 
of  the  Mufcles ;  in  a  preternatural 
condition  sd$  underftood  as  a  con* 


traCtion,  drawing  together,  ihort- 
ning,  or  folding  of  the  f  did  Parts, 
with  Pain  and  Force,  or  an  Im¬ 
potence,  and  want  of  Strength 
and  Adtion,  toreftore  themfelves 
to  their  natural  ftate. 

Contritio,  the  fame  with  Attri¬ 
tion ,  farigating  or  grinding  ;  ’tis  / 
call’d  a  Solution,  or  dividing  of 
Bodies  by  rubbing,  pounding,  or 
reducing  to  a  Powder.

Contra  FiJJuya,  is  when  any  one 
has  fallen  upon  one  tide  of  the 
Head,  Bone,  or  Brain-pan,  and  the 
Fifllire  is  found  on  the  oppofite 
fide.  But  whether  there  be  re¬ 
ally  any  Inch  thing,  is  much  que- 
ftion’d  by  moft  Phyficians. 

Contrahentiamedicamenta ,  are 
fuch  Medicines  as  draw  the  fepa- 
rated  Parts  of  the  Body  together. 

Contra  Indicatio,  an  Indication 
which  hinders  that  to  be  done 
which  the  fir#  Indication  fuggeft- 
ed,  and  *tis  either  Contra  Indicans, 
which  hinders  of  it  felf,  ox  Carre- 
pugnans ,  which  is  Secondarily  re¬ 
pugnant  and  in  conjunction  with 
other  Indications.  See  Antendeixis . 

Contrayerva ,  a  Root  not  unlike 
thofeofthe  Flower  deLuce ,  or  Cy- 
prefs ,  which,  not  many  Years  ago, 
was  fir  ft  brought  to  us  out  of  Peru « 

It  has  an  Aromatick  Tafte,  with 
fome  fharpnels:  It  is  a  good  Su- 
dorifick,  and  preferib’d  againft 
Poifon.  It  is  alfo  cail’d  Radix 
Terva,  Bezoardica,  Cyperus  Odortts 
Peruvianas,  Dracena,  &c. 

Contujio,  a  bruiting  of  the  Flefh, 
or  Bone,  by  fome  .hard  Inftrument, 
whereby,  tho’  the  outward  Parts 
appear  whole,  there  is  a  Solution 
of  Continuity  and  Diforder  in  the 
inner  Parts. 

Convexus ,  fignifies  a  bunching 
cut,  a  Protuberance  or  Gibbous

Conus  Fuforius ,  or  Pyramis,  a 
fort  of  Crucible,  made  of  Iron, 
and  other  Metals,  ufed  for  the  re¬ 
paration  of  the  Regains . 

Convulfio,  Convulsion,  an  in¬ 
voluntary  Motion,  whereby  the 
Nerves  or  Membranes  are  contract¬ 
ed  towards  their  principals.  It  is 
alfo  call’d  Spasmus,  as  in  the  Fall¬ 
ing- ficknefs.  Cramp,  ^.of  which 
in  their  proper  Places. 

Convulfiivus  Motus,  a  Convulfi- 
en.  See  Motus  Convulfivus . 

Conyza  :  See  Coniza. 

Copayv&  Balfamus ,  an  Exotick 
natural  Baifam,  brought  from  Co¬ 
paiba  in  Peru9  and  commonly  calf 
ed  Baifam  of  Capivy . 

Copal  Gummi,  a  Rofin  fomewh 
hard,  very  white,  or  a  little  ye 
lowifh,  pellucid,  well  colour’d 
fweet  fcented.  It  is  brought  from 
New  Spain,  whereit  dr  >ps  out  of 
a  wounded  Tree.  There  are  tw 
forts  of  ir,  one  call’d  Xoloch  Copal 
li ,  the  other  Copal  Cahtiitl. 

Copel'd.  See  Cupella. 

Cophofis ,  a  Deafnefs. 

Copos ,  a  wearinefs  of  the  Body, 
whenth zMufcles,  or  their  Fibres 
rather,  are  loaded  and  obftrudtecl 
withfuch  Vifcous  Humours,  that 
they  are  render’d  unfit  for  Mo¬ 
tion. 

Coprocritica ,  Medicines  which 
purge  away  the  Excrements  in 
the  Guts. 

Copropboria >  the  fame  with  Pur¬ 
gation 
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Copros,  Stercus ,  Fimas,  the  Fae¬ 
ces,  Dung,  orExcrement,and  may 
be  confider’d  naturally  as  a  Confe- 
quent  of  Health,  or  elfe  as  a  Non- 
Natural ,  and  the  Procatar&ick 
Caufe  of  Health  and  Difeafesj  or 
as  a  thing  preternatural,  as  a 
Symptom,  or  as  a  Medicine,  tho* 
a  filthy  one,  and  defer vedly  out 
of  Ufe. 

Copro/lafia ,  a  Coflivenefs,  or 
binding  of  the  Belly. 

Copt  avium,  a  Pedtoral  Lozenge. 

Coq.ad  Med.Confumpt .  that  is, 
boil  it  to  theconfumption  of  half. 

Coq.  inS.  jd.  A6K  that  is,  boil 
them  in  a  fufficient  quantity  of 
Water. 

Coq.  S .  A.  that  is,  boil  them 
according  to  Art. 

Cor ,  the  Heart,  a  flefhy  Fibrous 
Subfiance,  made  up  of  feveral  MuJ- 
cles  and  Tendons.  1 1  has  two  Au¬ 
ricles ,  or  Ears,  and  as  many  Ven¬ 
tricles  j  the  Vena  Cava  or  great 
Vein  is  faften’d  to  the  right  Auri¬ 
cle,  and  the  Pulmonary  Vein  to  the 
left  j  the  Pulmonary  Artery  is  join’d 
o  the  right  Ventricle,  and  the  great 
Artery  fo  the  1  ft.  It  is  cloath’d 
with  a  little  Membranous  Bag,  call’d 
.he  Pericardium ,  wherewith  it  is 
join’d  to  the  Mediajiinum ,  and  the 
Oiaphragme.  Its  Rafis  is  up¬ 
wards,  and  its  point  is  downwards, 
and  is  plac'd  in  the  middle  of  the 
-nefl,  amongfl  the  Lobes  of  the 
Lungs  Its  Ufe  is  only  to  receive 
and  dilperfe  the  Blood  to  all  Parts 
in  the  Body  5  tho’  others  place  I 
know  not  what  Flame,  others  a 
Ferment  in  its  Ventricles ,  which 
are  ail  Fables,  and  no  way  confo- 
nant  to  Reafon,  as  we  have  fuffi- 
ciently  evinced  in  our  TraCl  con¬ 
cerning  the  Circulation  ofi the  Blood m 
Cor  fignifies  alfo  the  inward  Pith 
in  Vegetables.  Cora • 
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Cor  acinus,  a  black  Sea-Fifh  with 
a  Head  fhining  like  Gold. 

Coratobctane ,  aName  which  is 
given  to  Brufcus,  and  Lauras  A- 
lexandria. 

Coracobrachuus ,  the  fame  with 
Goracoideus. 

Coracohyoides ,  Mufcles  which 
proceed  from  the  Procefs  of  the 
Shoulder-bone,  call’d  Coracoides , 
and  go  on  as  far  as  the  Bone  Hyoides. 
Their  Ufe  is  to  move  the  Os 
Hyoides  obliquely  downwards. 

Coracoides  ProcsJJus,  a  Procefs 
of  the  Shoulder-blade  in  the  form 
of  a  Crow’s  Bill. 

Coracoideus  Perforatus,  or  Cora- 
cobrach'uus ,  one  of  the  Mufcles 
that  gives  Motion  to  the  Arm. 

Ccrallina,  a  ftony  Marine  Mofs, 
that  flicks  to  the  Rocks  in  the 
Sea,  and  the  Shells  of  Fifties,  as 
the  Mofs does  to  a  Tree.  It  is  of 
a  greyifh  Colour,  and  a  faltifh 
Tafte.  It  is  reputed  an  excellent 
Remedy  againfl  Worms.  We  call 
it  Coralin,  and  Sea-Sojin. 

Coralloides.  See  Dsntaria. 

Corallum  <&  Coralium ,  Coral  of 
which  there  are  feveral  Species  in 
both  the  Indies ,  as  well  as  in  Eu 
rope  and  AJia,  and  thofe  of  feveral 
Colours:  There  is  Red,  White, 
Black,  and  Sky- colour.  They  dif¬ 
fer  alfo  in  form,  fome  branches  it 
{elf  out  like  the  Boughs  of  Trees, 
fome  with  bare  and  naked  Bran¬ 
ches, fome  with  rough  or  hairy,  &c. 
It  is  agreed  on  all  hands,  that 
Coral  is  fofc  under  the  Water,  but 
grows  hard  as  foon  as  it  is  expos’d 
to  the  Air.  It  is  prepar’d  into 
Tindtures,  Magifteries,  &c.  But 
a  Scruple  of  it  powder’d,  inward¬ 
ly  taken,  is  a  potent  Corredter 
of  the  acid  Humours. 

Con  her  us  a  Piant  that  is  ufed  to 
purge  the  Eye. 


Cordialia,Corrobonmtia,feu  Car - 
diacay  Medicines  which  are  com¬ 
monly  thought  to  ftrengthen  the 
Heart.  But  they  only  put  the 
Blood  into  a  fine  gentle  Fermen¬ 
tation,  which  corroborates  and  fa¬ 
cilitates  the  Motion  of  the  Heart. 
See  Cardiacum. 

Cordis  Palpitatio :  fee  Palpitatio 
Cordis. 

Coriandrumy  and  Coliandrum , 
Coriander. 

Cor  is:  fee  Hypericum. 

Cornea  Oculi  Tunica,  or  Ceratodes , 
which  is  alfo  call’d  Sclerotes .  and 
Dura,  thehzrd  Tunic k  of  theEye, 
proceeds  from  a  Skin  in  the  Brain, 
call’d  Dura  Meninx.  It  is  pellucid 
forward,  that  it  may  tranfmit  the 
vifible  Species.  Its  Sides  are  co¬ 
ver’d  with  the  Albugineous  Tunick , 
inwardly  it  contains  the  Aqueous 
Humour. 

Cornicttlaris  Proceffas ;  See  An- 
tyroides. 

CornuaUteri,  or  Cer&a,  two  la¬ 
teral  Parts  of  the  Womb  in  fome 
Brutes,  as  Cows,  Harts,  Sheep, 
Go2ts  $»e.  yet  fome  Authors  have 
attributed  the  fame  Parts  to  a 
Woman’s  Womb,  from  fomething 
that  imitates  them  there  for 
at  the  fide  of  the  bottom  of  the 
Womb  there  is  a  fort  of  Protu¬ 
berance  on  both  fides,  where  the 
Vafa  Defer entia  are  inferted.  A 
Woman’s  Womb  is  rarely  bipar¬ 
tite,  as  it  is  in  Brutes, 

Cornu  Cervi.  See  Coronopus. 

Cornus ,  the  Cornel-Tree,  or 
Dog-Tree. 

Cor  nut  a,  the  fame  with  Retort  a. 

Corona ,  the  upper  Superficies  of 
the  Teeth,  call’d  the  Grinders. 

Corona  Regia  ;  fee  Melihtus 

Corona  Terras  fee  Hedera  Ter- 
re  (iris. 

1  Cor - 
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Coronalts  Sutura,  a  Cleft  in  the 
Head,  made  like  a  Comb,  and 
joinsasif  the  Teeth  of  two  Saws 
were  clofely  compacted  into  on: 
another :  It  is  placd  in  the  upper 
part  of  the  Scull,  from  one  Tem¬ 
ple  to  another,  and  is  circumfcri- 
bed  with  the  Bones  of  the  Fore¬ 
head,  and  that  particularly  call'd 
Bregma,  in  the  middle  whereof 
the  Suture ,  fill'd  Sagittalis,  is  ter¬ 
minated. 

Coronaria  Vafa,  the  Coronary 
Vefleis  which  are  the  Veins  and 
Arteries  that  furround  the  Heart 
to  nourifh  it  ;  as  alio  the  Veins 
and  Arteries  which  furround  the 
left  Orifice  of  the  Stomach. 

Corone ,  an  acute  Procefs  of  the 
lower  jaw-bone,  from  itslikenefs 
to  the  Beak  of  a  Raven,  call'd  Ro- 
firiformis ,  in  the  form  of  a  Beak. 

Coronopus ,  feu  Pes  Cornicls ,  vel 
Sanguinalis  &  Sanguinaria,  call’d 
alfo  by  fome  Herba  Stella-,  Buck¬ 
thorn,  Plantain. 

Corpora  Nerve  ofpongiofa ;  the 
fame  with  Corpora  Nervcfa  Penis . 

Corpora  Nervofa  Penis,  they  are 
two  long  Bodies,  compos’d  of  a- 
bundance  of  Membranous  fmall 
Receptacles,  or  Cells,  which  make 
up  the  greateft  part  of  the  Yard; 
if  thofe  littles  Bodies  are  extend¬ 
ed,  it  produces  the  Ere&ion  of 
that  Member. 

Corpus  CalJofum ,  the  Marrowy, 
or  rather  the  Fibrous  part  ot  the 
Brain,  whofe  Complication  makes 
the  foremoft  Ventricle  of  the  Brain , 
and  is  wholly  Marrowy,  without 
any  Membrane,  and  is  fatten'd  on 
both  ttdes  to  the  little  Tufts  of  the 
Obiongated  Marrow,  from  which 
as  from  its  rife,  this  Medullary 
Subfiance  which  overfpreads  the 
Arches  of  the  Brain,  isexpanded 
towards  the  hinder  part,  and  gra¬ 


dually  diminifhes ;  at  length  the 
exterior  Edge  of  this  expanded 
Subftance  is  more  narrowly  con- 
traded,  and  lower  down  is  joinM 
to  the  Trunk  of  the  Obiongated  Mar¬ 
row  by  the  Connexion  of  Mem¬ 
branes  and  Vejfelsj  and  farther, 
that  the  Connexion  may  be  firm¬ 
er,  therearifesa  Medullary  Procefs 
from  its  former  part  near  its  little 
Tufts,  which  fubtending  the  ope¬ 
ning  of  the  Brain,  goes  to  the  very 
Extremities  of  it ;  with  which,  as 
with  z  Arms  folded,  kis  united  on 
bothfides;  which  Arms  embrace 
the  Trunk  of  the  Obiongated  Mar¬ 
row, 2nd  fo  unite  that  Limbus  of  the 
Brain  more  firmly  to  them felves. 

Corpus  Glandulofum ,  or  Glando - 
fum ,  the  fame  with  Proflata. 

Corpus  Varicofum ,  fee  Varicofum 
Corpus. 

C orpus  Pampiniforme ;  fee  Vari¬ 
cofum  Corpus. 

Corpus  Py  rami  dale ;  fee  Varico¬ 
fum  Corpus. 

Cor  re  olio,  Correction,  is  when 
fome  Salt,  or  other  Ingredient  is 
added  to  a  Medicine,  to  quicken  or 
allay  its  violent  Operation. 

Correftorium,  is  that  whereby 
the  Medicaments  are  meliorated 
or  mended,  that  they  may  not  be 
injurious;  as  when  Fennel-Seed 
is  added  to  the  Senna. 

Coroborantia,  the  fame  with 
Cardiac  a. 

Corrofio  Chymica ,  a  Calcination 
of  mix’d  Bodies  by  Corrofives. 

Corrofivum,  a  Medicine  that 
has  a  power  of  Corroding,  as  Lime , 
Aquafortis,  8tc.  As  for  inftance 
to  take  away  Excrefcences,  or  to 
make  Ittues,  fgpc 

Corrodentia ,  Corroding  things, 
are  thofe  which  eat  up  and  con- 
fume  Excrefcent  Fleih  by  their 
fharp  Particles ,  Cor- 
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Corruda,  wild  Afparagus. 

Cortex ,  Signifies  the  outward 
Cover,  Rhind,  or  Skin  of  Vegeta¬ 
bles,  which  we  call  Bark  5  as  alfo 
the  outward  part  of  Nuts,  Pome- 
granares,  Oranges,  <&c  as  alfo  the 
exterior  part  of  the  Cerebrum,  and 
Cerebellum. 

Cortex  Peruvianus,  the  Bark  of 
a  Tree  imported  from  Peru,  ’tis 
commonly  call’d  Jefuits  Bark,  and 
is  accounted  a  Specific  in  Agues, 
&c.  See  Bark. 

Corticalis  Subjlantia  Cerebri 
Cerebelli,  the  outward  Subftance 
of  the  Brain,  full  of  Labyrinths 
and  Meanders  in  the  outiidej  ’tis 
cover’d  with  a  thin  Skin ;  ’tis  of 
an  Afh-griily  Colour,  and  full  of 
little  Veffels ;  inwardly,  the  Me¬ 
dullary  Subfiance  is  next  to  it.  Its 
Ufe  is  to  Segregate  the  Animal 
Spirits  from  the  Blood,  and  hence 
they  are  convey’d  by  the  Medul¬ 
lary  Subfiance  to  the  Nerves ,  and 
distributed  thro’  the  whole  Body. 
Secondly,  the  Seat  of  the  Memory, 
and  Sleep  is  plac’d  there. 

Cortufa ,  a  fort  of  Avens. 

Corylus ,  the  Hafsl-nut  Tree,  or 
Filberd-Tree. 

Corymb /,  the  fame  with  Sum¬ 
mit  at  es. 

Corymbia ,  Cory  mb  os ,  Corymbs , 
climbing  Ivy,  ’tis  frequently  uied 
outwardly  upon  I flues,  and  for 
Pains  in  the  Ears,  proceeding 
from  matter  contain’d  within. 
The  Ancients  boil’d  the  Leaves 
in  Wine,  and  applied  them  to 
Burns,  and  Malignant  Ulcers. 
Some  that  are  afflidted  with  the 
Gout  apply  the  green  Leaves  to 
the  painful  Parts.  A  Pugil  of  the 
dried  Flowers  taken  in  Wine,  cures 
the  Bloody-flux,  A  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  the  Powder  of  the  ripe  Ber¬ 


ries  taken  in  Wdne,  is  an  excel¬ 
lent  Remedy  for  the  Plague.  A 
dram,  of  rhe  Stones  taken  in  Wine, 
provokes  Urine,  and  expels  Gra¬ 
vel.  Three  of  the  Stones  pow¬ 
der’d,  and  taken  with  a  little  Saf¬ 
fron  in  Penn) -royal  Wine  for 
fome  Days  in  the  Mdfning,  Scarce 
ever  fails  to  remove  the  Courfesj 
it  mutt  be  taken  hot.  The  Ber¬ 
ries  work  upward  and  downward. 
The  Oil  of  the  Berries  drawn  by 
distillation,  is  very  good  for  cold 
Difeafes  of  the  Joints,  it  provokes 
the  Courfes,  expels  Gravel,  and 
cures  fordid  Ulcers.  Take  one 
dram  of  the  ripe  Berries  dried  in 
the  fhade,  and  powder’d  in  a  Glafs 
of  Whitewine,  this  is  very  Sudo- 
rick,  and  is  good  in  the  Plague* 
and  for  Pains  of  the  Stomach. 

Coryphe ,  the  Crown  of  the  Head, 
alfo  the  interior  Extremity  of  the 
Fingers  near  the  Nails. 

Coryza,  or  Gravedo ,a  Heavinefs 
or  DiiTmefs  occasioned  by  a  De¬ 
fluxion  of  a  (harp,  fait,  andthick- 
ned  Humour,  by  an  outward  Cold, 
into  the  Mouth,  Lungs,  and  No¬ 
strils,  from  the  Ventricles  of  the 
Brain,  by  the  Nerves  of  Smelling; 
for  when  it  grows  thick, it  can  nei- 
ther  be  percolated ,  nor  pafs  from 
the  Pituitary  Glandules,  thro*  the 
Infundibulum  into  the  Veins,  and 
therefore  it  di dills  into  the  No- 
Unis  by  the  aforefaid  Nerves , 
it  occasions  a  Cough  and  fome- 
times  produces  a  Fever,  and  con fe- 
quently  Thirfh  Hence  it  is  that 
Coryza  is  either  with  or  without 
a  Fever. 

Cos  vinum,  a  Wine  that  is  excel¬ 
lent  for  Colour,  Smell,  and  Taire, 
the  fir  ft  Letter  Signifying  Colour, 
the  next  Smell,  the  third  Tafte. 
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Coj.net  sen,  Medicines  that  whi¬ 
ten.  and  foften  the  Skin,  as  Oil  of 
Tartar^  a  Difiblution  oi  Sublima¬ 
ted  Morcury,  Sulphur,  Camphire , 
&c.  Cofineticks. 

CoJmianaUnguentaf weet  Oint¬ 
ments. 

Cofta,  the  Ribs,  are  thofe  Bones 
which,  with  other  Parts,  make  the 
Chejl  or  Thorax.  Backward  they 
are  connedled  with  the  Vertebres 
of  the  back ;  forward  with  the  Car¬ 
tilages  of  the  Breaft-bonej  they 
are  i  z  in  number  on  each  fide  ; 
the  7  upper  are  call’d  True ,  the  y 
lower  Spurious  ■>  the  broader  part 
of  the  Ribs  is  call’d  Falmula,  the 
ftraiter  towards  the  Vertebres,  Re- 
mulo. 

Coftus,  isafweet-fcented  Herb, 
it  heats  much,  forces  Urine,  and 
the  Courfes,  and  is  good  for  Dif- 
eales  of  the  Womb.  Half an  ounce 
of  it  taken  in  a  proper  Liquor,  is 
good  for  the  biting  of  Vipers  ;  it 
Simulates  Venery,  and  expels 
broad  Worms  by  reafon  of  thebit- 
ternefs  that  is  in  it.  We  call  it 
fweet-fcented  Cojlus. 

Cotisy  a  Word  ufed  by  Hippo¬ 
crates  for  the  Occiput,  and  fignihes 
thehindar  part  of  the  Head. 

Cotinusy  the  wild  Olive-tree. 

Cotenea ,  Citonia ,  and  Cy  don't  a 
Mains,  the  Quince-tree ;  it  was 
brought  firfi:  from  a  City  of  Crete, 
the  Fruit  of  it  is  very  agreeable 
to  the  Stomach ;  it  is  artringent 
and  cures  fpitting  of  Blood,  the 
Bloody-flux,  and  all  other  Fluxes ; 
the  Mucilage  of  the  Seeds  extract¬ 
ed,  with  the  Water  of  the  Spawn  of 
Frogs,  is  an  excellent  Gargarifm 
in  Fevers  5  a  Syrup  is  made  or  the 
Juice  of  it,  and  Marmalade  of  the 
Quinces. 

Cotonium,  Cotonum,  Cotwn ,  fee 
Xylon . 


Cotula  &  Cauta,  ftinking  May¬ 
weed,  it  is  a  fort  of  Camomile* 
the  Decodtion  of  this  Herb  is  ufed 
fuccefsfully  for  the  Kings-Evil. 

Cotyla  Attica,  nine  Ounces,  as 
an  Italian  Hemina,  but  Cotyla  Ita¬ 
lic  a  contains  twelve. 

Cotyle,  feu  Cotyla ,  the  fame  with 
Acetabulum,  the  Cavity  of  the 
Huckle-bone,  which  is  appointed 
to  receive  the  head  of  the  Thigh¬ 
bone. 

Cotyledony  the  fame  with  Cotyle. 

Cotyledones ,  or  Acetabula  Uteri- 
na,we  1  Umbilicus  Veneris yGlandules 
difperfed  up  and  down  the  utter- 
moft  Membrane  of  the  Fatus,  call¬ 
ed  Chorion,  which  feparate  Nu¬ 
tritious  Ju.\ce  from  the  Womb,  to 
nourifh  the  Foetus,  but  this  is  found 
only  in  fome  Animals, thePlacenta 
in  the  Womb  fupplies  their  place 
in  Women.  Alfo  the  gaping  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Veins  in  the  Womb 
are  call’d  Cotyledones ,  and  Aceta¬ 
bula  ;  thefe  Glandules  are  fo  call’d 
from  the  refemblance  they  bear 
to  the  Leaves  of  the  Herb  Fenny- 
wort,  in  Latin,  Cotyledon. 

Courap,  a  fort  of  Indian  Itch, 
refembling  an  Herpes . 

Coxa  Os,  the  Hip-bone,  call'd  o- 
therwile  Innominatum  and  ili¬ 
um,  Qoxendixy  becaufe  it  contains 
the  Gut  call’d  Ileum-,  it  is  annex’d 
to  the  lides  of  the  Os  Sacrum  ;  in 
Infants  it  confifts  of  $  Bones,  Ili¬ 
um,  lfcbium,zn<\Os  Fubis ,  which 
are  join’d  together  by  Cartilages , 
till  7  Years  of  Age;  then  it  is  di- 
ftinguifh’d  by  a  triple  Line;  it 
grows  into  one  continu’d  Bone  in 
adult  Perlons. 

Coxarius  Morbus ,  the  Hip- 
Gout. 

Coxendix ,  the  fame  with  Coxa, 
and  Ifchium . 

\  Cra- 
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Crama,  Croma,  and  Chrama,  is 
a  mixture  of  any  thing,  whether 
Medicines  or  Elements. 

Crumby  the  fame  with  Brajflca. 
See  Brajflca. 

Crania ;  fee  Cornus. 

Cranium ,  the  Compages  of  the 
Bones  of  the  Head,  to  which  beong 
the  Bones  of  the  Forehead,  of  the 
fidesof  the  Head,  of  the  hinder  part 
of  the  Head,  of  the  Temples,  the 
Bone  call’d  Sphenoides ,  and  another 
call’d  Cribriforme,  like  a  Sieve.  It 
is  like  a  K an  Helmet  to  the 
Head,  which  defends  it  from  Ex¬ 
ternal  Injuries  j  its  upper  part  is 
double.  Some  call  it  Calva ,  and 
Calvaria.  See  Calva  j  the  Scull. 

Cranum ,  the  Fruit  of  the  Cor- 
neil-Tree. 

Crstpale,  vel  Crapula,  an  Head- 
ach,  proceeding  from  the  drinking 
ing  of  too  much  Wines 

Crafts,  or  Temper  amentum,  is  a 
convenient  mixture  of  Qualities. 
Temperament  is  either  Simple  or 
Compound:  Simple  is  when  only 
one  quality  exceeds  the  reft,  as  hot, 
cold,  moift,  dry,  fait,  fharp,  &c. 
Compound  is  when  more  qualities 
exceed,  as  hot  and  dry,  hot  and  bit¬ 
ter,  fait  and  (harp,  acid  and  frigid, 
acid  and  acrimonious  5  and  alfo  one 
is  inherent,  which  is  fix’d  in  the 
Parts ;  another  influent ,  which  is 
deriv’d  on  the  Parts,  from  the  Blood 
and  Spirits  $  and  it  is  either  mode¬ 
rate  or  immoderate,  total  or  par - 
tial,  natural  or  acquir’d,  perma¬ 
nent  or  tranfttory,  to  an  'Equality  in 
Weight ,  or  z juft  Proportion-,  and  fo 
they  make  a  great  many  Diftindbi- 
ons,  which  fignify  little  or  nothing. 
The  Temperament,  Temperature, 
or  Conftitufion. 

CraJJities ,  Crajfltudo ,  Craftus,  a 
Term  attributed  in  Phyfick  to  ma¬ 
ny  Things.  1,  The  fee  of  the 


Body,  as  Corpulency.  2.  The 
Membranes,  fo  the  exterior  and  firft 
Membrane  inverting  the  Brain, 
which  is  vulgarly  call’d  Dura  Ma¬ 
ter,  is  nam’d  CraftaMeninx.  5. 

In  the  Veins.  4.  In  the  Pulfe,  *tis 
term’d  Pulfus  Craftus ,  a  turgid 
Pulfe,  in  oppofition  to  a  fmall  or 
feeble  one.  5.  In  Medicines  which 
are  of  grofs  parts,  and  not  eafily 
made  fine  or  fubtile. 

Craftula,  a  fort  of  Telepittm. 

Crat&gonon ,  an  Herb  much  of 
the  fort  of  Melampyrum. 

Crajflo ,  See  Cardamom 

Craticula ,  a  Chymical  Inftru- 
ment  made  of  fquare  pieces  of 
Iron  as  thick  as  one’s  Finger, 
placed  fo  near  one  another  in  acute 
Angles,  that  there  is  half  a  Fingers 
fpace  betwixt  them.  It  is  us’d 
in  making  of  Fires,  to  keep  up  the 
Coals,  and  to  afford  a  Paflage  for 
the  Afhes  to  fall  into  the  Afh-hole 
underneath  it.  The  Grate  or  Grid- 
Iron  of  a  Chymical  Furnace. 

Crea,  feu  Ocrea  -,  fee  Tibia. 

Creber,  frequent.  This  Epithet  is 
ufed  when  the  time  of  reft  is  fhort, 
as  in  Breathing  and  the  Pulfe, 
where  either  of  them  are  quickj, 
and  the  intermiflion  fhort. 

Cremafteres,  are  two  Mufcles  of 
the  Tefticles,  call’d  Sufpenfores,  Hang¬ 
ers  ;  they  grow  outwardly  to  the 
Membrane  of  the  Vagina,  and  pro¬ 
ceed  in  Men  from  the  Ligament  ’ 
which  is  in  the  Os  pubis,  and  are 
faft  connex’d  to  the  lower  part  of 
the  Tefticles. 

Cremor,  the  fame  with  Chylus , 
Chymus,  the  Chyle. 

Qrena,  the  indented  Leaves  of 
Herbs  that  are  cut  round  like  a  Saw, 

Crepatura ,  is  faid  to  be  wlen 
Barley,  or  any  other  thing  is  baled 
till  it  cracks. 

Crepitus  Lupi ;  fee  Orbicularis. 

H  Cretat 
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Creta ,  the  Name  of  an  Iile  called  , 
Crete,whence  comes  Samian  Earth  ; 
hut  the  fignification  here  is  a  noted 
kind  of  Earth  call’d  Chalk ,  fome- 
times  call’d  Cimolian  Earth,  of  va¬ 
rious  kinds  and  colours}  1.  white, 

2.  foft,  3.  hard,  4.  loamy,  that 
eafily  chalks,  5*.  ftony,  6.  hard, 
and  of  an  Afh-colour,  7.  Sky-co¬ 
lour ’d,  8.  hard,  and  green,  9.  light- 
green,  10.  black  and  foft,  1 1  .black, 
loft,  and  fhining  with  filver  fpots, 
12.  black  and  hard.  Chalk  is  ge¬ 
nerally  taken  for  a  Medicinal  Earth, 
but  is  of  various  other  ufes. 

Creta  marina,  Samphire. 

Cribratio ,  the  lifting  of  Powder 
thro’  a  Sieve. 

Cribrofum  Os  ;  fee  Ethmoid  es. 

Cribrum,  a  Sieve. 

Cribrum  benedicium  antiquorum, 
the  Ancients  fancied  two  Cavities 
plac’d  longways  in  the  Reins,  one 
uppermost,  whereinto  the  Serous 
Blood  was  poured  from  the  E- 
mulgent  Arteries  ;  t’other  lower- 
moft,  which  they  fancied  wasdif- 
tinguifh’d  with  a  certain  tranfverfe 
Membrane  full  of  little  holes  like  a 
Sieve,  whence  they  call’d  it  Colato- 
rium,  a  Streiner,  and  Benedittum 
cribrum ,  a  blefled  Sieve,  thro’ 
which  they  would  have  the  Serum 
percolated  into  the  Ureters ,  and 
the  good  Blood  flay  behind  for  the 
nourifhment  of  the  Reins. 

Cricoarytmoides,  are  thole  Muf- 
cles  which  proceed  from  the  Carti¬ 
lage  call’d  Cricoides,  and  are  inferr¬ 
ed  into  the  Aryt&noides ,  which 
whilft  they  draw  backward  and 
outwardly,  the  opening  of  the  La¬ 
rynx  is  dilated. 

Cricoides ,  the  Cartilage  of  the 
Larynx  or  Wind-pipe,  which  is  in 
fafhion  of  a  Ring. 

Cncothyroides ,  a  pair  of  Mufcles 
which  proceed  from  the  annular 


Cartilage,  and  are  terminated  in 
that  which  is  call’d  Scutformis : 
They  dilate  the  opening  of  xhtLa- 
rynx ,  by  moving  a  little  obliquely. 

Crimnoides ,  or  Crimnodes,  Urine 
with  thick  Sediment  at  the  bottom 
like  Meal. 

Crinis,  or  P/7/,  Hair  commonly 
divided  into  CapilH ,  or  Locks  : 
Crines,  common  long  Hair  :  Tilt 
Ihort  Hairs  in  any  part  of  the  Body, 
Crinon  ;  fee  L'tlium. 

Crincnes,  Cutaneous  Vermicles  ; 
call’d  likewife  Dracunculi . 

Crincnia,  the  fame  with  Crinon. 
Crijima ,  Signs  by  which  one 
may  difcern  and  judge. 

Crifpa  uva,  Goofeberries. 

Crifis,  a  fudden  change  in  a  Dif¬ 
eafe,  either  toward  Recovery  or 
Death.  It  fometimes  dignifies  a 
Secretion  of  Humours,  but  is  more 
frequently  taken  for  a  Judgment 
pafs’d  upon  a  Difeafe.  One  Crifis 
is  call’d  perfect,  another  imperfett ; 
the  perfebl  is  that  which  frees  the 
Patient  perfe&ly  and  entirely  from  ■ 
the  Difiemper,  and  ’tis  either  f 
lutary  or  deadly:  1.  It  mu  be 
judg’d  by  very  good  Signs  ;  2.  Be 
manifefl  ;  3.  Happen  upon  a  cri¬ 
tical  Day;  4.  Be  faithful;  5.  Se¬ 
cure;  6.  Suitable  to  the  Difeafe  and 
Diftemper  of  the  Patient.  An 
imperfeft  Crifis  is  that  which  does 
not  clearly  determine  the  tendency 
of  the  Difeafe,  but  leaves  room 
for  another  Crifis;  and  this  is  two¬ 
fold,  either  for  the  better  ^  or  for  the 
worfe  :  That  Crifis  depend  upon 
the  motion  and  influence  of  the 
Moon  and  Stars,  and  follow  their' 
Quadrate  and  oppofite  Afpedts,  or 
their  Conjunctions,  isfalfeand  fri¬ 
volous;  for  critical  Alterations  are 
determin’d  only  according  to  the 
different  Maturation  of  themorbD 
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Crifpinus  &  Crefpinus *  is  Ber be¬ 
fit  3  fee  Berber  is. 

Crifla,  Excrefcences  of  Flefh, 
like,  a  Cock’s  Comb,  growing  a- 
boiit  the  Fundament,  from  a  pre- 
pofterous  ufe  of  Coition,  the  Roots 
whereof  are  often  chap’d  and  cleft. 

Crifta.  Galli,  the  third  part  of 
the  Bone  Ethmoides ,  or  the  inner 
Procefs,  not  much  unlike  the  Comb 
of  a  Cock.  It  rifeth  betwixt  the 
Olfactory  Nerves,  and  has  the  Ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  third  Cavity  of  the 
hard  Skin  of  the  Brain*  call’d  Du¬ 
ra  Meninx ,  implanted  in  it. 

Crijia  Galli ;  fee  AleBorolophus. 

Criterium,  the  fame  with  Grifis. 

Crithamum ,  the  fame  as  Crith- 
;  'mam. 

Crithe *  or  Hordeolum,  a  little 
oblong  Pnfh  or  Swelling,  which 
grows  to  the  Eye-brows  where 
the  Hairs  are,  fo  call'd  from  its-  re- 
femblance  to  a  Barley-corn.  See 
Hordeum. 

Crithe,  is  Hordeum. 

Crithmum ,  Critbmus,  Crtiha - 
mum,  and  Greta,  Sea- Fennel,  or  JJ 
Samphire  5  being  pickled,  ’tis  very 
agreeable  to  the  Stomach;  it  pro¬ 
vokes  Urine  moderately,  opens 
ObftrudHons  of  the  Bowels,  and 
excites  Appetite. 

Critici  dies,  are thofe  Days  where¬ 
on  there  happens  a  fudden  change  of  f 
the  Difeafe,  and  they’er  threefold  ; 
i  fome  are  call’d  truly  and  perfeBly  cri¬ 
tical,  others  Indices,  others  Jjtterci- 
dentes.  The  perfectly  critical  Days  are  \ 
call’d  Princtpes,  or  Radicates,  becaufe 
the  Cribs  which  happens  on  thefe 
Days  have  all  the  marks  of  a  per - 
feet  Grifis  3  and  thefe  are  the  7th,  the 
14th,  and  the  2,1ft  Day.  Indices 
which  are  alfo  call’d  Gontemplabiles 
and  Intemuncit,  are  thole  which  in¬ 
dicate  that  the  Grifis  will  be  on  the  ] 
?th  Day,  and  thefe  ^re  three,  the  j 


4th,.  nth,  and  17th.  Interciden- 
tes,  which  are  call’d  alfo  Interest  la- 
res,  Irrepentes,  orVrovocatoni,  are 
thofe  which  fall  betwixt  the  days 
call’d  Frincipes  and  Indices,  and  on¬ 
ly  aim  at  an  imperfect  Grifis,  which 
are  the  3d,  5  th,9th,  1  3th, and  19th; 
but  all  other  Days,  which  are  nei¬ 
ther  Frincipes,  Indices,  nor  I  t st¬ 
rident  es  are  call’d  Vdcui,  and  Me’di- 
cinales,  and  are  the  6  tb,  8th,  i2,th* 

1 6th,  and  1 8th.  The  computati¬ 
on  of  Critical  Days  is  to  be  inftitu- 
ted  from  that  Flour  wherein  the  Pa¬ 
tient  fir  ft  felt  himfelf  ill.  We  may 
obferve  by  the  way,  that  the  Com  ^ 
putation  of  Critical  Days  in  thefe 
Countries  does  not  exactly  cor- 
refpond  with  Hippocrates’s  Account* 
All  thefe  Days  depend  on  the  foonef 
or  later  fermentation  and  maturati¬ 
on  of  the  Morbifick  Matter.  They 
are  commonly  call’d  Critical  Days . 

Crittca  Signa,  Critical  Signs,  ard 
fuch  as  are  taken  from  a  Crifis,  ei¬ 
ther  toward  Death  or  Recovery  ; 
and  fome  of  ’em  are  antecedent^ 
which  either  foretell  the  time  of  a 
Crifis,  or  fignifiea  kind  of  Crifis; 
others  are  concomitant,  which  ap¬ 
pear  at  the  fame  time  with  the  Cri¬ 
fis  ;  and  others,  laftly,  are  fubfe- 
quent,  which  fhew  whether  an  im« 
perfect  Recovery  be  to  be  expected^ 
or  there  be  fear  of  a  Relapfe. 

Crocinum^  fignifies  Ointment  of 
Saffron. 

Grocomagma$  a  Compofition 
whofe  Bafis  is  Crocus. 

Crocus ,  Saffron,  is  a  bulbous 
Plant  bearing  a  yellow  Flower® 
whofe  Flame-colour’d  Stamina  is 
the  Saffron  in  the  Shops.  There 
are  divers  kinds  of  this.  It  is 
brought  from  the  Indies  France* 
Spain ,  &  c.  but  the  beft  is  Engtifh 
Saffron.  Being  moderately  ufed* 
’tis  good  for  the  Brain,  it  renders 
H  %  the 
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the  Senfes  brisk,  fhakes  of  Sleep  and 
Dulnefs,  arid  cheers  and  ftrengthens 
the  Heart ;  it  concodts  the  crude 
Humours  of  the  Breaft*  opens  the 
Lungs,  and  frees  ’em  from  Obftruc- 
t'ons  i  and  it  is  filch  an  Effectual 
Remedy  for  theBreaftand  Lungs, 
that  it  fbmetimes  revives  confum- 
tive  People  when  they  are  in  a  man¬ 
na  worn  out.  ’Tis  frequently  ufed 
for  Fainting,  for  Apopoplexies,  in 
the  Jaundice,  and  for  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Liver  ;  in  the  Plague,  and 
other  malignant  Difeafes ;  itisalfo 
good  in  an  Afthma,  mixt  with  Oil 
of  Almonds;  it  provokes  Urine  and 
the  Gourdes,  and  haftens  Delivery. 
Half afcruple,  or  at  mod  afcruple 
of  it  intuied  in  Canary- wine,  is  ve¬ 
ry  effedlual  in  the  Jaundice.  It  is 
much  ufed  to  drive  out  the  Small¬ 
pox,  but  undoubtedly  it  does  many 
times  much  hurt,  by  enflamingthe 
Blood,  occalioning  Frenlies,  and 
making  them  flux. 

Crocus,  is  with  the  Chymifts  a 
Calx,  or  any  other  Powder,  of  the 
colour  of  Saffron,  and  is  prepar’d 
out  of  Steel,  Copper,  and  Antimo¬ 
ny  ;  as  Crocus  Mart'ts ,  Veneris ,  Me- 
tallorum ,  and  the  like. 

Cromryon,  is  the  fame  with  Cepa, 
An  Onion. 

Crotaphites ,  theMufcIes,  Veins, 
and  Arteries  about  the  Temples. 
Sometimes  Crotaphtum  is  taken  for 
a  pain  in  the  Head.  See  Temporalis 
Mufculus. 

Crotaphium ;  fee  in  Crotaphites. 

Croton  flgnifles  the  Ricintts  or 
Cataputia  major  vulgaris,  the  grea¬ 
ter  Spurge  which  is  a  Plant  that  has 
the  refemblance  of  a  fmall  Tree, 
whofe  Stalk  rifes  6  or  7  foot  high. 
This  beareth  Fruit  or  Berries  ufed  in 
Medicine,  called  Tile-berries,  and 
contain  in  ’empenry  of  Oil  and  Salt. 
'Tis  brought  from  America ,  and 


call’d  Grana  Tiglia,  Indian  Pine- 
kernels. 

Crucialis  Inc'Jio  ;  fee  Incijio  Cru « 
cialis. 

Cruciata ,  Croflwort,  a  kind  of 
Gentian  which  has  its  Name  from 
its  Figure;  it  drys,  is  aftringent, 
and  one  of  the  chief  Vulneraries,  in¬ 
wardly  taken,  or  outwardly  ap- 
ply’d;  drank  in  Wine,  'tis  good  for 
Ruptures ;  it  alfo  expedt orates  Vif- 
cous  Humours. 

C rucibulum,  feu  Ttgillum,  a  Cru¬ 
cible,  'tis  a  Veflel  for  melting  Mi¬ 
nerals  and  Metals  made  of  Earth, 
extraordinarily  harden’d  by  Fire, 
with  an  acute  Bafis,  but  a  larger 
Top ,  round ,  or  Triangular.  There 
is  alfo  a  fort  of  Crucible  made,  com¬ 
monly  call’d  Tefla ,  which  is  fuffl- 
cient  to  melt  Metals. 

Crudaria,  a  Vein  of  Silver  in  the 
Topofa  Mine. 

Cruditas  Morborum ,  a  Crudity  in 
Difeafes  is  when  the  Blood  (as  in 
continued  FeversJ  is  not  yet  duly  . 
fermented,  and  brought  to  a  right- 
Confluence. 

CruditasVentriculi,  a  Crudity  of 
the  Stomach,  is  when  Meat  out  of 
a  defedi  of  Nourilhment,  or  ft  trie 
other  caufe,  is  not  rightly  fermen¬ 
ted,  and  turn’d  into  Chyle.  And 
’tis  threefold,  Apepfia,  Bradypep/ia , 
and  Dy/pepfia ;  of  which  in  their 
proper  places. 

Cruor,  Blood,  fee  Sanguis.  Bel - 
mont  makes  a  diftindtion  betwixt 
Sanguis  and  Cruor;  the  former 
wheof  he  fays,  Is,  the  Blood  in  the 
Arteries-,  the  latter,  that  inthe  Veins . 

Cruraus  Mufculus,  it  lies  under 
the  Vajli,  affl x’d  to  the  Integument 
of  the  Thigh -bone  every  where  but 
inthe  Extremeties.  Its  four  Tendi¬ 
nous  Expanflons,  colledted  into  one, 
make  a  ftrong  Tendon  to  extend  the 
Tibia » 

Crus, 


Crus,  or  Magnus  Pes ,  is  all  that 
part  of  the  Body  which  reaches 
from  the  Buttocks  down  to  the  end 
of  the  Toes;  it  is  divided  into  the 
Thigh,  Leg,  and  Foot,  commonly 
call’d  the  Leg. 

Crujia  Laflea,  a  Species  of  Achor, 
a  Scurf,  or  crufty  Scab,  only  with 
this  difference,  that  an  Achor  in¬ 
fects  only  the  Head,  but  this,  not 
only  the  Face,  but  almoft  the  whole 
Body  of  an  Infant,  at  the  time  of  its 
firft  fucking.  Crujia  Laclea  turns 
white,  but  Achors  have  another 
Colour. 

Crujia  V^rmiculari s,  the  fame  as 
Ve!  amentum  Bombicinum. 

Crujia  TJlceris.  See  Efchara. 

Crujlula ,  the  fame  as  Ecchymoma 
in  the  Eye,  that  is,  Blood  defend¬ 
ing  to  the  Tunica  Cmjunttiva  from 
the  Arteries,  breaking  by  a  Stroke, 
Wound,  or  other  ways? 

Crymodes ,  a  cold  fhivering  Fever, 
but  many  times  accompanied  with 
an  Inflamation  of  the  inner  Parts. 

Cryforchis ,  anabfconding  of  the 
Tefticles  of  a  Male  within  the  Belly. 

Cryjlalli ,  are  Puftules  difperfed 
all  over  the  Body,  of  the  bignefs  of  a 
Lupine,  white  and  diphanous  like 
Crydal, 

Cryjl  allin  a  Tunica.  See  Arach- 
noides  Tunica i,  and  Aranea. 

Cryjlallinus  Humor  Oculi,  call’d 
alfo  G lacialis,  the  Crydalline  Hu¬ 
mour  of  the  Eye  within  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Tunica  Uvea ,  like  a  Glafs 
put  over  a  Hole,  collects  and  refrin¬ 
ges  the  Rays  which  drike  upon  it 
from  all  Parts.  Its  Subdance  is  like 
Glue,  or  the  Gum  of  a  Tree,  very 
pellucid,  and  of  a  confidence  like 
melting  Wax  j  which,  tho’  it  be 
pred,  doth  not  eafily  yield  and  fepa- 
rate.  In  Men  it  is  fhap’d  likea  Lin¬ 
tel,  whole  outward  Surface  is  pret> 
ty  plain,  but  the  inner  gibbous  and 


rifing.  This  Humour,  though  it 
be  not  apt  to  lpread  abroad,  yer  is 
cloath’d  wirh  a  fmall  Membrane  of 
its  own,  call’d  Aranea,  by  reaton 
ofits  thinnefs,  like  a  Spider’s  Web. 
The  Crydalline  Humour  of  the  Eye. 

Cryjl  a  l  izatio,  the  Depuration  or 
Reduction  of  any  Salts  into  Cry  dais. 
It  is  ufed  properly  of  Salts,  unto 
which  Tartar  of  Sugar  may  be  ad¬ 
ded;  where  note,  all  thefuperdu- 
ous  Liquor  muft  be  exhal’d,  to  ac¬ 
quire  Crydaliz’d  Matter. 

Cryjl alloides  Tunic a ,  the  fame 
with  Aranea  Tunica. 

Cryjl  alius ,  a  tranfparent  Stone, 
refembling  Ice.  It  may  be  call’d  a 
Gem,  but  the  fofceft  of  all,  becaufe 
colour’d  Crydal  refembles  them ; 
as  falfe  Emerald,  falfe  Saphire,  falfe 
Topaz,  which  are  all  fofter  than  ths 
true  ones.  So  the  Iris  may  be  call’d 
a  Gem,  from  the  colour  it  exhibits 
when  applied  to  the  Face.  Several 
forts  of  Crydal  are  found  in  divers 
Places  j  as  in  Germany,  Hungary , 
Bohemia,  Cyprus ,  Portugal;  and 
fometimes  in  the  Fields.  Tho’ the 
colour’d  ones  are  not  to  be  negledled 
as  the  counterfeit  Diamond,  yet  in 
Chymical  Preparations  the  moft 
pure  pellucid  Crydal  is  to  be  pre- 
far'd. 

CubebA ,  Cubebs,  Aromatic  k 
Fruits  of  the  bignefs  of  Pepper, 
each  having  one  Stock.  The 
Tade  is  like  Pepper ;  and  grows 
in  the  fame  manner,  climbing  a- 
bout  the  Tree  like  Ivy.  The  Fruit 
hangs  in  bunches.  The  Flower  is 
fragrant.  It  is  brought  from  both 
the  Indies. 

Cubebs,  are  hot  and  dry,  they 
drengthen  the  Stomach  when ’tis 
oppreffed  with  Wind  or  Flegm  ; 
they  purge  the  Bread,  by  carrying 
off  clammy  and  grofs  Humours; 
they  relieve  the  Spleen,  and  expel 
H  1  Wind 
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Wind,  and  care  co’d  Difcafcs  of  the 
Wpmbj  being  chew’d  with  Maftich 
ofcen,  they  ftie.agthen  the  Brain, 
and  draw  FJegm  from  the  Head  ; 
being  infufed  in  Wine,  they  pro¬ 
voke  Venery,  and  heat  the  Stomach, 
they  cleanfe  the  Urinary  Paffages, 
and  expel  Gravel  from  the  Reins 
and  Bladder,  they  are  an  Ingredient 
in  the  compound  Spirit  and  Water 
of  Wormwood,  of  the  London  Dif- 
penfatory. 

Cabiforme,  See  Cuboids /, 

Cubit dus  Mufculus, is  Internal  and 
External.  The  fir  ft  beinp  fix’d  to 
the  Internal  Procefsof  the  Arm  and 
Cubitus,  ends  with  a  ftrong  Tendon 
near  the  Integument  of  the  4th 
Bone  of  the  Metacarpus.  The  Ex¬ 
ternal  ariling  from  the  External 
Apophyfis  of  the  Arm,,  and  lying  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  length  of  the  Cubi¬ 
tus,  ends  with  a  notable  Tendon 
in  the  4th  Bone  of  the  Metacarpus, 
near  the  little  Finger.  The  Muf. 
cles,  Benders  of  the  Wrift. 

Cubitus ,  or  Gibber  Bra  chit,  the 
middle  part  betwixt  the  Shoulder- 
bone  and  the  Wrift  $  it  confifts  of 
two  Bones,  one  call'd  Ulna,  and 
the  other  Radius ;  the  ends  Where¬ 
of  meet  indeed,  but  the  middle 
parts  are  feparate,  tho’  they  be 
tied  together  a  little  by  a  membra¬ 
nous  Ligament.  Cubitus  is  alfo 
a  Meafure,  containing  in  length  as 
much  as  will  reach  from  the  bend¬ 
ing  of  the  Elbow  to  the  Extremity 
of  the  middle  Finger,  commonly 
computed  at  6  Palms,  or  24  Inches, 

Cuboid es ^  feu  Cubiforme ,  the  4th 
Bone  in  that  part  of  the  Foot  that 
immediately  fucceeds  the  Leg,  and 
that  in  both  Feet.  It  is  call’d  alfo 
Grandwfffum,  and  Q;  Tejfera. 

Cucullaris  M'tfculus,  or  Trepe- 
ftus ,  is  the  firft  Mufciecf  the  Sea-  j 
fula,  call’d  fo  from  therefembling  j 


of  a  Monk’s  Cowl.  It  begins  from 
the  Occiput ,  and  ends  on  the  up¬ 
per  part  of  the  Shoulder. 

Cucuma,  the  fame  with  Ahenum. 

Cucumer ,  and  Cucumis,  call’d 
alfo  by  Lome  Anguria ,  Cucumber. 
The  Seed  of  it  is  one  of  the  four 
greater  cold  Seeds  ;  it  cleanles, 
opens,  and  provokes  Urine ;  ft  is 
frequently  ufed  in  Emulfions,  for 
Pleurifies,  and  the  Stone  in  the 
Kidneys  5  the  Flower  of  it  is  rec-. 
kon’d  good  to  clear  the  Skin  •,  ’tis 
generally  reckon’d  that  the  Sub- 
ftance  of  the  Cucumber  is  cold 
and  moift,  of  an  excrementitious 
juice,  and  therefore  to  be  ufed  on¬ 
ly  by  thofe  whole  Stomachs  are 
ftrong.  But  Schroder  is  of  a  quite 
contrary  opinion,  for  he  thinks 
they  are  very  agreeable  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  may  be  eaten  all  the 
time  they  are  in  feafon,  being  fli- 
ced  and  fprinkled  with  Salt,  beat 
betwixt  two  Difhes,  fc  that  the 
Water  may  be  drain’d  from  ’em  ; 

}  and  being  eaten  with  Vinegar 
Pepper,  and  Oil,  they  are  undoubt¬ 
edly  not  unwholfome.  JLlaterium 
is  made  of  the  Juice  of  wild  Cu 
cumber,  preft  cut  and  thickned 
it  purges  Phlegm  and  watry  Hu¬ 
mours  upward  and  downward, 
but  kills  the  Child  in  the  Womb, 
wherefore  ’tis  feldom  ufed,  efpe- 
cially  fcecaufe  ’tis  accompanied 
with  Malignity.  ’Tis  the  meft  dura¬ 
ble  of  all  Juices,  for  ’tis  fuppofed 
to  continue  good  above  an  hun- 
dred  Years.  A  certain  Emperick 
cured  feveral  People  of  Dropfies 
by  giving  them  two  Pills  of  the 
bignefs  of  a  Vetch  :  Afterwards 
he  wafh’d  their  Legs  with  a  Lo¬ 
tion  made  of  the  Stalks  of  this 
Plant,  and  then  he  gave  ’em  the 
Pills  2gain,  and  fo  perfected  the 
Cure. 

Cu- 
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Cucupha,  a  Cover  for  the  Head, 
made  of  odoriferous  and  cephalick 
Spices  beat  to  powder,  and  ftitcht 
between  two  Pieces  of  Silk,  or 
elfe  fowti  within  a  Cap,  and  wore 
upon  the  Head,  againft  Catarrhs 
and  other  Difeafes  of  the  Head. 
An  aromatick  Cap  for  the  Head. 

Cucurblta ,  a  chymical  pointed 
VefTel,  made  of  Earth  or  Glafs, 
ufed  in  Diftillations  by  an  Alem- 
bick.  Sometimes  ’tis  taken  for 
Cuturbicula ,  a  Cucurbit. 

Cucurbit  a,  a  Gourd. 

Cucurbitini  Lumbrici,  are  broad 
Worms  like  the  Seed  of  a  Gourd. 

Cucurbitula ,  or  Cucurblta, ,  a 
Cupping-glafs,  is  a  wide  hollow 
VefTel  made  of  Glafs  or  Tin,  which 
is  appiy’d  to  the  Body  with  Scari¬ 
fication,  or  without  it,  to  divert 
or  drive  the  Blood  into  another 
Part,  or  to  let  it  cut  If  it  be  ap¬ 
piy’d  without  Scarification,  ’tis 
call’d  Cucurblta  c&ca  &  ventofa. 
Cupping-glades  are  applied  to  the 
mo  ft  flefhy  parts,  where  the  large 
Veftels  and  Nerves  can’t  be  hurt. 
The  drawing  which  is  perform’d 
by  thefe  Glades  is  done  thus ;  af- 
■ter  the  Skin  isfcarifiei,  the  Air  in 
the  Cupping-glades  is  rarified  and 
dilated  by  the  Flame  of  the  Tow 
that  is  dred  within  it,  which  after 
5tis  cool’d  and  condens’d,  takes  up 
lefts  room  than  before,  fto  that  the 
external  Air  preding  on  the  Flefh 
without,  forces  the  Blood  into  the 
Glafts.  There  are  two  forts  of 
Cupping-glades,  fays  Celfus ,  one  j 
of  Brafs,  and  the  other  of  Horn; 
the  former  is  open  on  one  part,  and  ! 
ftnut  on  the  other ;  the  latter  is  e-  j 
qualiy  open  on  one  part,  and  the  o~  1 
ther  hath  a  little  Hole.  Burning 
Tow  is  thrown  into  the  Brazen 
one,  and  fo  its  Mouth  is  applied 
and  forced  upon  the  Body  till  it 


ftick.  That  of  Horn  is  applied  fing- 
ly  by  itfelf,  and  by  a  violent  fuck¬ 
ing  at  the  little  Hole,  which  muft 
prefcntly  be  ftop’d  up  with  Wax, 
it  fticks  as  fad:  as  the  other.  But  if 
other  things  fail,  then  a  little  Cup 
dr  Goblet,  with  a  ftrait  Mouth, 
may  be  very  fitly  applied  to  the  fame 
effect ;  after  it  has  ftuck,  if  the 
Skin  be  fear ided  before  with  a  Pen¬ 
knife,  it  draws  out  the  Blood  ;  if  it 
be  whole  and  entire,  it  draws  out 
the  Flatulent  matter ;  therefore, 
where  the  Matter  that  is  lodg’d 
within  the  Skin  is  hurtful  and  offen- 
live,  it  muft  be  applied  the  former 
way ;  where  there  is  an  Inflama- 
tion,  the  latter.  The  Egyptians 
at  this  day  ufe  thole  of  Horn,  as  ap¬ 
pears  from  Frofper  Alpinus. 

Culeus,  a  great  Mealiire  of  the 
Ancients,  containing  40  Urns. 

Culiola  or  CulUola  green  Shells  of 
Nuts. 

Culmus ,  the  Straw  of  Wheat, 
which  fuflains  the  Ear. 

Cuius.  See  Anus. 

Cuminum,  Cyminum ,  Cummin; 
the  Seed  of  it-reftolves  anddifeuft- 
fesWind,  and  therefore  is  good  in 
the  Cholick,  and  for  a  Tympany, 
and  a  Vertigo  ;  taken  in  Wine,  it 
relieves  thofe  that  are  affiidted  with 
difficulty  and  heat  of  Urine;  boil’d 
with  Figs  in  Wine,  it  cures  a 
Cough,  and  clean fes  the  Bread:; 
Sds  conveniently  bak’d  in  Bread,  for 
it  helps  Concoction,  and  dilfipates 
Wind;  but  the  the  frequent  uie of 
it,  in  a  large  quantity,  renders  the 
Countenance  pale ;  it  cures  a  ftink- 
ing  Breath.  The  Chymical  Oil  of  it 
is  excellent  for  Wind  and  Uterine 
Difeafes  ;  it  is  ftown  in  great  a- 
bundance  in  the  I  Hand  o  fMelsta  or 
Maltha. 

Cuneiforms  Or,  fto  call’d  from  the 
refemblance  thcjy  fay  it  has  to  a 
H  4  Wedge^ 
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Wedge,  in  Latin,  Cuneus\  the  An¬ 
cients  call’d  it  Multiforme,  of  many 
ihapes,  by  reafon  of  the  various 
Procefles  infide  and  outfide,  that 
render  it  rough  and  unequal.  It  is 
fituate  in  the  midft  of  the  Bafis  of 
the  Brain,  and  is  plac’d  under  it  like 
a  Bafis,  fo  that  it  touches  upon  mod 
of  the  Bones  of  the  Head,  and  the 
upper  Jaw.  It  isalfo  call’d  Bafilare 
Os&Sphenoides  Os.  The  Wedge¬ 
like  Bone . 

CuneiformiaOffa,  are  thofe  Bones 
Which  make  the  fifth,  fixth,  and 
feventh  Bones  of  that  part  of  the 
Foot  which  immediately  fucceeds 
the  Leg;  which  Fallopius  calls 
Sphenoidea ,  Innominati *,  and  Cal- 
coidea.  T he  little  W edge-like  Bones 
in  the  Foot. 

Cunila,  Savory,  or  broad  Marjo¬ 
ram. 

Cunnus ,  a  Woman’s  privy  Parts, 
confifiing  of  the  Clitoris ,  Nympho., 
and  the  Lips.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Natu¬ 
re  and  Muliebria  by  I  liny ;  Cunnus 
hy  Horace-,  Hortus  by  Ovid ;  Ge- 
nitale  Arvum  by  Virgil ;  Interfemi- 
nium  by  Apuleius ;  and  Vulva  and 
Torcus  by  Varro. 

Cupella ,  Copella  fyp  Capella  five 
Catinus ,  a  Teft-Cupel  made  of 
burnt  Bones,  or  other  Matters,  for 
fep3rating  Gold  and  Silver  from  o- 
ther  Metals,  and  purifying  or  refi¬ 
ning  them  from  their  Drofs.  See 
Catillus  Cmereus, 

Cupreffus,  the  fame  with  Cypref- 
fus ,  the  Cyprefs-l tree  ;  the  Wood  of 
it  is  very  lafting,  for  it  has  continu¬ 
ed  frefh  and  Sound  above  Six-hun¬ 
dred  Years ;  and  the  fmell  of  it, 
which  is  very  curious*  continues 
many  Ages.  The  Fruit  and  Leaves 
are  drying  and  aftringent ;  a  Decoc¬ 
tion  of  the  Leaves  in  fweet  Wine 
helps  the  Strangury  and  Cough, 
3hort-wifldedfiefs,  Fluxes  of  the 


Belly,  fpicting  of  Blood,  and  Rup¬ 
tures  ;  the  powder  of  the  Leaves 
provoke  Urine,  the  Leaves  beaten 
with  Figs  foften Tumours,  and  are 
good  in  the  King’s-Evil,  being  ap¬ 
plied  outwardly. 

Cuprum ,  Copper. 

Curatio,  feu  Medela,  a  right  way 
or  method  of  finding  out  by  Sym¬ 
ptoms  and  Indication,  proper  Re¬ 
medies  for  any  Difeafe,  in  order 
to  the  Recovery  of  Health.  A 
healing  or  curing  of  a  Diftemper. 

Curativa  Indicatio ,  an  Indicati¬ 
on  which  refpedts  the  Difeafe,  to 
be  cur’d. 

Curculio,  the  fame  with  Cion. 

Curcuma,  five  Crocus  Indicus,T ur- 
merick,  an  Indian  Root,  of  a  Saffron 
Colour,  tinging  other  things  fo; 
fomelong.  fome  round;  this  Root 
is  of  two  Sorts.  The  laft  is  much 
ftronger,  and  often  brought  with 
Ginger.  It  has  Flowers  like  the  In¬ 
dian  Cane  ;  fee  Herman's  Catalogue 
of  the  Leyden  Garden.  Turmerick  is 
an  excellent  Remedy  for  Obftruc- 
tions  of  the  Lungs,  Liver  and 
Spleen,  and  alfo  of  the  Mefaraick 
Veins,  and  for  Nephritick  Pains; 
’tis  alfo  very  good  for  the  Stone  in 
the  Kidneys  and  Bladder;  it  alfo  o- 
pens  Womens  Obftru&ion?  and 
haftens  Delivery,  but  it  is  peculiarly 
good  for  curing  the  Jaundice ;  in 
fhort,  this  Root  is  reckon’d  the 
beft  of  all  Medicines  for  opening 
Obftrudtions. 

Cufcuta ,  Caffutha ,  Dodder,  it  is 
fuppofed  to  parcipitate  of  the  Plant 
it  (licks  to,  for  it  hangs  and  climbs 
about  other  Herbs,  and  defrauds ’em 
ot  their  Nourifhment;  fo  that 
which  grows  to  Broom  is  reckon’d 
Diuretick  ;  that  is  counted  moifl: 
that  flicks  to  Flax;  that  aftringent 
which  climbs  up  Madder;  that 
which  grows  on  Nettles  is  very 

Diuretick 
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Diuretick.  It  is  of  good  Ufe  in  the 
Itch,  for  the  black  Jaundice,  and 
Obftrudions  of  the  Liver  and 
Spleen  5  but  that  which  grows  on 
Kettles  is  prefei\J  before  all  the  o- 
ther  in  Phyfick. 

Cufpis  &  Hamus,  a  fort  of  Ban¬ 
dage,  or  rather  two  long  Bandages, 
of  about  two  Fingers  breadth. 

Cuflos  Oculiy  an  Inftrument  to 
prevent  hurting  the  Eyes  in  fome 
Operations. 

Cutambuli?  little  Worms  that 
creep  either  under  the  Cuticula  or 
upon  it,  tickling  and  itching  there 
with  trouble  >  or  elfe  they’re  wand¬ 
ring  Pains,  that  run  about  like 
Wor m  s,  plaguing  the  Patient  with 
great  Unealinefs,  proceeding  from 
a  Volatile  thin  Fluid,  that  is  endow’d 
with  fome  Malignity,  arifing  from 
a  Scorbutick  Caufe. 

Cuticula, the  little  thin  Skin,  is  a 
cover  of  the  Skin,  without  Senfe, 
extended  outwardly  over  the  whole 
Skin  like  a  Membrane,  full  of  innu¬ 
merable  fmall  Pores,  accomodated 
to  the  avoiding  of  Injuries  fiom  a- 
broad,  to  the  fhutting  up  of  the 
Cutaneous  Veffels,  and  to  the  more 
acurate  perfecting  of  Tactile  Quali¬ 
ties,  by  covering  the  Ends  of  the 
Nerves  which  would  other  wife 
grow  callous.  It  is  nourifh’d  by  the 
Blood;  for  if  it  be  left  or  perifh’d,  it 
comes  again,  tho’ its  Veffels  be  but 
little  confpicucus.  It  is  not  conden- 
fed  by  Cold,  for  I  have  often  fhewn 
it  in  Abortions.  Nor  is  it  conden- 
fed  by  Oily  Vapours,  becaufe  that 
condenfed  Vapours  eafily  flide  off 
again.  ’Tis  commonly  call’d  in 
Englifh  alio  the  Cuticula. 

Cutis,  the  Skin  in  a  living  Man, 
but  Pellis  is  that  which  is  flea’d  off, 
and  it  is  the  outmoft  cover  of  the 
whole  Body,  except  the  Cuticula 
under  which  it  immediately  lies,  or 
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a  pretty  thick  Membrane  wrought 
of  feveral  Filaments  of  the  Veinsand 
Arteries,  and  Nervous  Fibres,  com¬ 
plicated  and  interwoven  with  one 
another  full  of  Glandules  and  Litn- 
phedubts,  or  Veffels  that  convey 
away  the  Vapours  and  Sweat,  a- 
bounding  with  a  great  number  of 
Pores  here  and  there,  and  ienfibly 
perforated  in  many  places,  to  let  in. 
and  out,  as  occafion  requires,  as  at 
the  Mouthy  Nojlrils,  Eyes ,  Ezrsf 
Privities ,  Fundament,  &c.  It  is 
thicked  of  all  upon  the  Head,  mo¬ 
derately  hard  in  Neck  and  Back, 
finer  in  the  Face,  Yard,  and  outer 
Skin  of  the  Cod,  thin  on  the  fides,' 
thinned  of  all  on  the  Lips ;  in  fome 
places,  as  the  Elbow,  Forehead, 
Soles  of  the  Feet,  &c.  it  dicks  ve¬ 
ry  clofe  together. 

Cyamus,  is  Faba. 

Cyanus,  vel  Baptifecula ,  or  rather 
Blaptifcula,  call’d  alfo  Flos  Frumen - 
tommy  or  the  Com-flovoer  becaufe 
it  grows  in  the  Corn-fields,  much 
commended,  belides  its  Medicinal 
Vertues,  for  its  fine  Sky  colour  5 
Blue-bottles.  The  Flowers,  and 
the  diddl’d  Water,  are  ufeful  for 
Inflamations  of  the  Eyes,  and  for 
the  blarednefs of  them;  the  Juice 
of  the  Flowers  diftil’d,  is  good  for 
putrid  Ulcers;  the  Powder  of  it 
taken  inwardly  is  very  effebtual  in 
the  jaundice ;  the  Flowers  infus’d  in 
Spirit  of  Wine,  or  common  Water , 
impart  their  Colour  to  the  Liquor ; 
and  they  colour  Sugar  very  curi- 
oufly,  as  do  the  Flowers  of  Suc¬ 
cory. 

CyatbuSy{iv.eBickarium,Cuathum> 
Alcmtusand  Alcuatum,  we  Eng¬ 
lifh  it  properly  a  Beakery  is  a  Mea- 
fure  of  dry  things,  as  well  as  Li¬ 
quid  ,  not  as  fome  think  a  com¬ 
mon  fort  of  Cup  of  any  fi?.e,  b*t 
the  eighth  part  of  a  $  ext  ary. 

Cyclamen? 
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Cyclamen ,  Cy claminus ,  or  Artha  - 
nit  a,  Sowbread.  It  is  alio  call’d 
Rapjum  Terr  a,  Terr  a  Tuber,  Umbi¬ 
licus  Terra.  &  Fanis  Forcinus. 

Cyclifci,  Surgeons  Tools,  where¬ 
with  theyfcrapeaway  corrupt  Flefh, 
or  the  like,  made  in  theform  of  an 
Half-moon. 

Cyclopboria  Sanguinis,  the  fame 
as  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood. 

Cycbplon ,  the  fame  with  Album 
Oculi  the  White  of  the  Eye,  or  all 
that  is  white  therein. 

Cydonia  Malus.  See  Cotonia. 

Cyema,  the  fame  with  Embrion, 

Cyllafiris,  a  kind  cf  coarfe  Bread 
in  Egypt, 

Cy lindr us,  a  Plainer  made  oblong , 
in  the  form  of  a  Roll,  which  Phy- 
iicians  call  Magdaleo. 

Cyllojis.  See  in  Cyllum . 

Cyllum,  a  Leg  put  out  of  joint 
outwardly  ;  from  whence  is  deri¬ 
ved  Cyllojis,  Clauds catio ,  a  being 
Lame  or  Crooked. 

Cyma ,  ovCyma,  little  Shoots  or 
Sprouts,  efpecialiy  of  Coleworts, 
cr  fuch  like  Herbs, 

Cymbalaria,  Penny-wort. 

Cy  mb  if  or  me  CL,  fee  Os  Navi  oc¬ 
hre. 

Cyminum  fee  Cummum. 

Cynetncbe ,  and  Lucanche,  fb  cal¬ 
led  becaufe  it  is  frequently  incident 
to  Dogs  and  Wolves,  isan  Inflama- 
tion  of  the  inner  Mufcles  of  the 
Larynx,  accompanied  with  a  Diffi¬ 
culty  of  Breathing,  and  a  continual 
Fever.  See  Angina. 

Cynanthemis ,  is  Coiyia  Tcetida 
call’d  alio  Flos  Canmu$>  or  the  Dog- 
flower. 

Cynanthropia ,  Madnefs  given  by 
a  Dog,  wherein  the  Patient  flies 
Light,  and  any  thing  that  is  bright 
andfplendid,  fears  Water  and  trem¬ 
bles  at  the  fight  and  remembrance 
of  it  j  it  proceeds  ufually  from  a 
poifonous  Bite,  or  the  like,  of  fome 


Creature,  as  a  Dog,  a  Wolf,  &c* 

Cynic  us  y  Spafmus.  See  Spajmus 
Cynicus. 

Cynobotane ,  is  Cotyla  Foetid# ,  or 
Herb  a  Canina. 

Cynocoprus ,  Dog’s-turd. 

Cynocrambe,BraJJica  Canina,  five 
Mercurialis,  Dogs- Mercury.  Fre- 
votius,  in  his  book  of  Medicines  for 
the  Poor,  ranks  this  Herb  among 
thofe  things  that  evacuate  Serofities 
gently. 

Cynoides  Qrexis,  a  Doglike  Appe¬ 
tite,  or  an  extream  Hunger  join'd 
with  Vomiting,  or  a  Loofnefs.  It 
arifes  from  too  much,  or  too  acid 
a  Ferment  in  the  Stomach. 

Cynodfmus ,  or  Caninum  Vincu¬ 
lum,  is  the  Band  which  ties  the  lit¬ 
tle  Skin  of  the  Yard  to  the  Nut.

Cyffus ,  Ivy  growing  alone.

Dacryodes,  five  Lachrymofus,  an 
Ulcer  which  continually  fendeth 
forth  Matter. 

D  aery  on ,  the  fame  that  Lacryma . 

Daciy  lies, the fame  a sPodex,  the 
Fundament.  There  are  fome  who 
underfland  by  it  the  flrait  Gut. 

DaBylus ,  a  Date,  the  Palm-Fruit, 
oblong  and  round,  fweet, containing 
within  a  hard  Nut.  ’Tis  a  large 
Tree  which  grows  in  Judea,  Syria9 
Egypt,  Africa ,  India ,  &c.  having 
Leaves  like  Swords.  It  flourifhes 
in  the  Spring,  bears  final],  white, 
and  fweet-feented  Flowers,  the 
Fruit  is  not  ripe  till  Autumn,  9ris 
call’d  Digitus,  or  the  Finger,  by 
the  Latins.  Some  Authors  have 
mifbken  the  DaBylus  for  the  Ba- 
lanus,  by  reafon  of  itsrefemblance, 
it  bearing,  as  well  as  that,  an  A- 
corn-like  Nut* 

Dates ,  are  afbringent,  and  are 
ufed  for  fluxes  of  the  Belly,  and 
the  Whites  $  they  flop  bleeding,  and 
cure  WTounds  the  frefh  are  more 
aflringent  than  the  dry,  but  they 
occaiion  the  Head-acb,  and  if  many 
of  them  are  eaten,  they  intoxicate ; 
when  they  are  dry,  they  flop  fpit- 
ting  of  Blood,  and  are  good  for  the 
Bloody-flux.  A  Decodlion  of 
them  is  a  very  aflringent?  Garga- 
rifm.  Boil’d  in  Wine  they  take  off 
proud  Flefh,  and  cicatrize  Ulcers. 
A  Decodlion  of  them  makes  the 
Hair  black  ;  and  being  taken  in¬ 
wardly,  it  cures  Difeafes  of  the 
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Reins  and  Bladder  $  when  they  are 
ripe,  they  are  good  for  a  Hoarfe- 
nefs  and  Coughs,  and  difficulty  of 
breathing,  a  Pleurify,  and  a  Perip¬ 
neumonia.  They  are  an  Ingredient 
of  the  pe&oral  Deco&ion  of  the 
London  Difpenfatory.

Daphnosdes ,  is  Laureola. 

Darfis ,  an  Excoriation  of  the 
Skin ;  lee  Intertrigo, 

Dartus,  the  fecond  Tunick  of  the 
Cotes,  which  immediately  cover 
the  Tefticles  of  a  Man.  It  arifes 
from  the  Flelhy  Membrane ;  but  in 
Women  the  Tefticles  are  immedi¬ 
ately  cover’d  with  the  Cote  of  the 
Teritonaum-

Dearticulatio ,  five  Aoarticula- 
ttOy  the  fame  with  Diarthrofis. 

Deaurathy  the  Gilding  of  Pills 
to  avoid  ill  Taftes ;  alfo  the  Gilding 
of  Money,  Metals,  &c. 

Debilitas ,  a  weaknefs  proceeding 
from  Swooning,  Fainting,  Hun¬ 
ger,  Difeafe,  or  any  other  Caufe. 
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Decantation ,  the  pouring  off  of 
any  Liquor  by  inclination  of  the 
Veftel  decanting. 

Decidentia ,  the  lame  with  Cata - 
ptofis ;  it  alfo  fignifies  a  decay,  or 
tendency  to  any  Diftemper. 

Declinatio  Morbi,  the  Declenfi- 
on  of  a  Difeafe,  is  when  it  recedes 
from  its  height,  and  the  Patient  is 
beyond  Danger  for  none  die  in  the 
declenfion  of  a  Difeafe  but  acci¬ 
dentally.

from  its  Bark. 

Decrepitatio,  is  faid  of  common 
and  other  fuch  like  Salts,  when  they 
are  calcin’d  by  the  Fire  without  Fu~ 
fion,  becaufe  they  crackle  till  the 
humidity  be  confumed.

Defenfhum ,  any  Chirurgical  ap¬ 
plication  to  defend  a  Part  from  ill 
Symptoms.  A  Defenlive. 

Definition  is  a  way  of  explaining 
the  Effence  of  any  thing  wherein 
the  Genus,  Diffeience,  Subje£fc,and 
efficient  Caufe  is  contain’d,  which 
ought  to  be  well  underftood  in  ac¬ 
quiring  the  knowledge  of  a  Difeafe. 

Defiagram,  is  a  Chymical  way 
of  preparing  Medicines,  by  letting 
them  on  fire  ;  fuch  is  the  Confla¬ 
gration  of  Nitre  with  Sulphur,  and 
Antimony  with  Nitre,  whence 
fuddenly  raifes  a  Flame. 

Defiagratio  Febrium feeApyrexia. 

Defiuvium  Capillorum  j  lee  Ale- 
lepecia. 

Defluxus,  the  lame  a sCatarrhus. 

Defrutum ,  Mull  boil’d  to  half, 
as  Sap  to  thirds. 

Deglutition  fwallowing,  is  an 
Animal  Action,  whereby  Meat 
chew’d  in  the  Mouth,  or  any  thing 
more  liquid,  defcendsinto  the  Sto¬ 
mach  by  the  contraction  of  the  Fi¬ 
bres  of  the  Gullet. 

Dejecho  or  Egeftio  eg  eel  to,  an 
evacuation  of  the  Excrement  by 
the  Periftaltick  Motion  of  the  Guts, 
which  is  various,  as  well  in  a  ftate 
of  health  asillnefs,  ’tis  liquid,  or  of 
a  moderate  ConAftence,  differently 
colour’d,  as  white,  black,  yellow, 
green. 

Dej  effort  a  5  fee  Cat  ore  tied. 

Delapfio,  a  falling  or  bearing 
down  (for  inftance)of  the  Womb, 
Fundament,  &c. 

Delation  the  fame  with  Indica¬ 
tion  inafmuch  as  it  reprefents  to  the 
PhyAcian,  either  by  Simile,  or  the 
contrary,  what  hie  ought  to  appre¬ 
hend  and  do  to  gain  hrs  point. 

Deleterium,  any  venomous  thing. 

Deligatio,  a  part  of  Chirurgery, 

that  concerns  the  binding  up  of 


Wounds ,  U  cersy  broken  Bones,  See. 
and  ’tis  either  Ample  or  compound. 
The  Ample  is  either  equal  or  une¬ 
qual  :  The  equal  is  round,  which 
fwathesthe  affe&ed  Member  with¬ 
out  any  declenAon  to  either  Ade; 
the  unequal  is  divided  into  Afcia 
Sima,  which  at  leafl  differ  on  the 
account  of  one  being  greater,  and 
the  other  lefs.  Afcia  declines  lit¬ 
tle  from  around,  but  Sima  much. 
There  are  a  great  many  diftinddons 
of  fwathing,  taken  from  the  like- 
nefs  of  the  Parts  which  are  fwathed, 
or  from  certain  Animals,  and  o- 
ther  things.  A  binding  up. 

Deliquatio ,  a  diffolving,  or  melt¬ 
ing  any  folid  Body  into  a  Fluid. 

Deliquium  Animi ,  Swooning; 
this  hath  its  degrees,  and  is  call’d 
Eclyfis,  Lipothymia,  Lipopfyckia ,  A- 
pojychia ,  Syncope,  Afphixia,  which 
arefo  many  Degrees.  ’Tis  obferv'd, 
that  the  preceeding  Symptoms  are 
Cardialgia ,  fudden  Anxiety,  prejf- 
fureof  the  Heart,  Yawning,  mur¬ 
mur  in  the  Gut,  heavinefs  or  ach¬ 
ing  of  the  Head,  noife  of  the  Ears, 
Darknefs  and  various  Colours  be¬ 
fore  the  Eyes,  chilnefs  of  the  ex¬ 
treme  Parts,  palenefs,  and  change 
of  Pulfe.  Secondly,  when  thefe 
appear  and  encreafe,  prefently  fol¬ 
low  Falling  down,  greater  palenefs 
and  chilnefs,  Pulfe  fmall,  flow, 
weak,  Refpiration  fmall  \  laftly, 
interception  of  Senfe  and  Motion. 
But  in  a  Syncope  the  Pulfe  ceafetfe, 
as  alfo  Breathing,  and  all  Motion, 
cold  Sweat,  with  the  difeharge  of 
Urine,  Excrement,  Seed,  &c.  Af¬ 
ter  the  Faroxyfm  enfue  deep  Sighs, 
Languiftiing,  Weaknefs,  Weari- 
nefs.  Sloth.  ’Tis  often  in  Fevers9 
Afihma’s,  Dropfies ,  violent  Pains9 
&c.  Sometimes  ’tis  hereditary  - 
but  weak,  cacheftick,  hypoebon- 
driack  Pcrfons,  or  thole  that  have 
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recovered  from  a  long  or  dange¬ 
rous  Diftemper ;  young  Lads,  old 
People,  very  lean  or  fat  Men  eafily 
fall  into  it  ;  others,  from  flrong 
Perfumes,  light  of  offenfive  things, 
eating  (without  knowing  it)  fome- 
thing  they  have  averfion  to,  vio¬ 
lent  Exercife,  Paffion,  Purging, 
Bleeding,  Sweat,  great  effufioa  of 
purulent  Matter,  Pain,  Poifon, 
Biting  of  venomous  Creatures. 

Deliquium  Chymicum,  a  Difiil- 
lation  downward,  by  putting  Fire 
above  it;  ’tis  alfo  a  diffolution  of 
calcin'd  Matter  or  Salt  into  a  iixi- 
vious  Matter,  by  placing  it  in  a 
Cellar,  or  other  moift  PJace. 

Delirium ,  a  depravation  of  the 
Imagination  and  Judgment,  ari* 
iing  from  a  tumultuary  and  difor- 
derly  motion  of  the  animal  Spirits, 
whereupon  thofe  2ffedted  fpeak  fe- 
veralabfurd  and  incongruous  things, 
the  antecedent  Caufe  whereof  ly- 
eth  either  in  the  Blood  or  animal  ; 
Spirits.  There  are  feveral  Species 
of  it ;  fome  who  fpeak  little,  o- 
thers  doat  in  their  talk,  and  not  on¬ 
ly  think,  but  fpeak  things  ridicu¬ 
lous,  flrange,  magnificent,  and  ma¬ 
licious  ;  fome  again  really  execute . 
what  they  think,  and  that  either 
with  laughter,  or  in  great  earned:  : 
But  all  thefe  Orders  ofdoating  Peo¬ 
ple  are  reduced  to  certain  diftin&i- 
ons,  mention’d  under  leveral  deno¬ 
minations  by  Hippocrates  and  Ga¬ 
len.  A  Delirium  attended  with  a 
Fever  is  called  Rhrenitis without 
a  Fever  it  retains  the  fimple  Name 
Delirium. 

Delphinium,  or  Flos  Regius-,  Yis 
alfo  call'd  Confolida  Rcgalis ,  Lark- 
fpur.  Juice  of  the  Flowers,  and  the 
diftill’d  Water  of  this  Herb,  clear 
and  ftrengthen  the  Sight  :  Some 
fay,  looking  upon  it  doth  the  fame, 
wherefore  they  always  take  care 
to  hang  it  in  fight.  It  is  fuccefs- 


fully  ufed  in  Vulnerary  Potions  ,•  a 
Decodlion  of  the  Flowers  in  Wine, 
with  a  Dram  of  Saffron,  cpeneth 
ObftrudfioRS. 

Deltoides ,  a  triangular  Mufcle 
like  the  Greek  A;  it  proceedeth 
from  the  Channel-bone,  from  the 
upper  Procefs  of  the  fame,  which 
is  call’d  Spiniforme ,  like  a  Thorn, 
and  being  faflen’d  to  the  middle 
flrong  Tendon  of  the  Shoulder, 
lifts  up  the  Shoulder  itfelf. 

Dementia ,  the  lame  as  Aooea, 
being  a  fort  of  Delirium . 

Demerge,  five  Immerjio ,  a  Term 
in  Chymifiry,  that  fignifies  the 
putting  any  Metal  into^  a  diifolv- 
mg  Liquor. 

De?nonJlratio,  hath  been  .reck¬ 
on’d  rather  a  Philofophical  than  a 
Medicinal  Term  ;  but  finceit  fig¬ 
nifies  a  Proof  taken  from  certain 
and  undoubted  Evidence,  as  well 
from  Senfe  as  the  Intelledf,  thofe 
|  Phyficians  undervalue  the  Art  and 
;  themfelves  who  do  not  think  it  a 
proper  Term. 

Denarius ,  the  feventh  part  of  an 
Ounce,  for  the  Ounce  contains  fe- 
ven  Denaries.  See  Aureus. 

Dendroides ,  fignifies  a  Plant  like 
a  Tree. 

Dendrolibanus ,  Rofemary. 

Dendromalachne,  Tree- mallow. 

Dendron,  a  Tree. 

Denigratio,  Melafmos,  is  when 
a  Part  either  contracts  a  Blacknefs 
from  external  Cold,  or  when  it 
blackens  by  ,a  Contufion,  ( the 
Blood  being  extravafated)  or  from 
fome  other  external  Caufe,  which 
often  proves  the  beginning  of  a 
gangrenous  PutrefadLon,  or  rather 
a  Sphacelus. 

Dens  Gxninus ,  five  Satyrion  Rry- 
thronium ,  fo  call’d,  becaufe  the 
Leaves  of  its  Flowers  referable  a 
Dog’s  Toothy 
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Dens  Leonis,  five  Taraxicum,  a 
kind  of  wild  Cychory,  Dandelyon. 
’Tis  epatick,  and  much  of  the  fame 
virtue  with  Endive.  It  is  alfo 
Diuretick.  See  Taraxicum. 

Dentagra ;  fee  Forfex. 

Dent  ahum ,  a  finall,  white,  and 
fmooth  Shell,  having  an  indented 
Cleft.  It  is  one  of  the  Ingredients 
in  the  Unguent um  Citrinum. 

Dentaria  Coralloides,  fo  called, 
becaufe  its  Root  is  like  Teeth,  and 
knotty  as  ’twere,  like  Coral. 

Dentarpaga  ;  fee  Forfex. 

Dentes ,  the  Teeth,  are  little 
Bones  of  both  Jaws,  fatten’d  one 
by  another  like  fo  many  Nails.  Men 
are  faid  to  have  30,  and  Women 
28^  fo  far  as  they  appear  above 
the  Gums,  there’s  no  Membrane  a- 
bout  ’em,  other  wife  it  would  be 
worn  out  by  daily  grinding.  They 
are  not  only  provided  with  Veins 
and  Arteries,  but  with  Nerves 
too,  as  the  great  Pains  they  are 
fuhjedt  to  manifettly  evince.  The 
4  foremoft  Teeth  are  call’d  Inctfores 
by  Ifidore ,  and  Tomtci  by  Celfus ; 
the  next  to  them  are  called  Cant- 
ni>  the  Dog-Teeth,  or  Eye-Teeth; 
and  the  laft  are  called  Molares, 
Jaw-Teeth,  or  Grinders. 

Dentiducum\  fee  Forfex. 

Dentrificium,  a  Medicine  for 
whitening,  fcowring,  and  faftning 
the  Teeth,  and  for  ftrengthning 
the  Gums.  A  Tooth-powder. 

Dentium  dolor ,  the  fame  with 
Odontalgia. 

Dentillaria,  the  fame  with  Den* 
taria. 

Dentio ,  the  fame  with  Dentitio. 

Dentifcalpium,  fignifies  not  on¬ 
ly  a  Chirurgical  Inttrument  to 
clean  the  Teeth,  but  alfo  to  fepa- 
rate  ’em  from  the  Gums. 

Dentitio ,  the  time  that  Chil¬ 
dren  bleed  Teeth5  which  is  about 
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the  7  th  Month,  or  later  ;  ufually 
the  upper  Teeth  come  firtt,  in 
fome  the  under,  and  among  thefe 
the  fore-Teeth  firft;  Many  times 
Fevers,  Convulfions ,  Loofnejfes ,  Sec. 
attend  Children  in  the  time  of 
breeding  Teeth. 

Demo ,  is  a  Perfon  whofe  Teeth 
and  Mouth  ttick  out. 

Deopilantia  and  Deobflruentia, 
Medicines  which  remove  Obftru- 
dfions. 

Dephlegmatio 3  an  Operation, 
whereby  fuperfluous  Water  is  fe- 
parated  from  a  Spirit  ;  and  this  is 
done  by  Dittillation  repeated. 

Depalatorium ,  the  fame  with 
P 'plot  hr  on. 

Deplumatio ,  the  Shipping  any 
thing,  or  putting  off  the  Feathers. 

Depuracio,  a  cleanfing,  or  more 
properly  a  feparation  of  the  more 
impure  parts  from  the  purer,  by 
Defpumation  and  Clarification. 

Derivatio,  a  Means  whereby  a 
Humour,  purulent  Matter,  Urine 
or  Blood  that  flows  to  one  part, 
but  not  fix’d  there,  is  drawn  a- 
way  by  a  neighbouring  part. 

Derma ,  the  fame  with  Cutis,  or 
the  Skin. 

Deplumatio ,  the  fame  as  Ttilcfis, 
where  the  Eyelids,  with  their  cal¬ 
lous  Tumor  and  Hair,  fall  together. 
3Tis  aDiftemper  compounded  of  a 
Madaruojis  and  Scleropthalmia ,  but 
not  always  accompany’d  with  a  fall 
of  the  Hairs. 

Defcenfum ,  or  per  defcenfum  di- 
flillare.  See  Deliquium . 

Defcenforium ,  a  Furnace  to  diflili 
per  defcenfum. 

Defcenfus  likewife  is  properly 
meant  of  the  motion  oftheBodyor 
Humor,  in  a  moderate  or  more  re- 
mifs  degree  downward,  in  oppofi- 
tion  to  the  afeending  motion.  See 
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Deficcatio ,  an  evaporation  of  fu- 
perfluous  Moifture  by  Heat. 

Dejiccativum ,  a  Plaifter  or  Oint¬ 
ment  call’d  deficcative  or  drying. 

Difipientia,  a  fort  of  Delirium , 
the  fame  with  Varaphrofyne. 

Defpumatio ,  a  taking  the  filth  off 
Honey,  Syrups,  whilftthey 
are  boiling.  Defpumation  or  fcum- 
ming. 

Defquamatio ,  a  fcalingof  Bones 
when  they  are  affected  with  a  Caries 
or  Corruption. 

Deflillatio,  an  extra&ion  of  the 
moiftor  un£tuous  Parts  which  are 
rarified  into  a  Mift  or  Smoke  as 
’twere  by  the  force  of  Fire.  Diftilla- 
tion  is  perform’d  by  a  Bladder,  or 
rather  a  Copper,  by  the  Cbymical 
Inftrument  call’d  Cucurbita ,  (be¬ 
fore  defcrib’d)  by  a  Retort ,  by  De¬ 
li  qu  sum,  'Filtration,  Defcenty  8c  c. 
and  that  either  in  Balneo  Maria, 
Sand,  Vapours,  Dung,  the  Sun,  or 
in  a  Reverberatory, 

Deflillatio ,  the  fame  as  Catarr - 

Defudatio ,  denotes  a  profufe  or 
inordinate  Sweat,  which  is  fre¬ 
quently  fucceeded  by  Puftules. 

Detergent's  a  a  deter geret  See 

Abflringentia. 

Detonatio ,  Deflagration  with 
noife,  when  fulphureous  Matter 
being  mixt  with  Nitre,  and  put 
to  the  Fire,  blaze  on  afudden  with 
a  great  noife  not  unlike  Gunpow¬ 
der,  as  in  making  Antomonium  dia~ 
pboreticum,  or  firing  Aurum  ful¬ 
minant,  See. 

Deunx,  eleven  ounces. 

Dens  caballinusy  The  Herb  Hen  - 
bane. 

Deuteropatbia,  a  Difeafe  that  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  another  Difeafe ;  for  ex¬ 
ample,  the  Headach  from  the  Di- 
ftemper  of  another  Part,  the  mor- 
bifick  matter  being  tranflated  thi¬ 
ther  from  its  former  Repofitory. 
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D  ex  tans,  a  Weight  of  ten  oun¬ 
ces. 

Dia,  pro  Ex,  a  Prepofition  be¬ 
fore  Names  of  medical  Compofiti- 
ons,  a sDiaprunum,  i.  e.  Compo- 
fition  made  of  Prunes,  Diafena , 
Diaireos. 

Diabetis,  fo  Galen  calls  it,  and 
JEgineta  Diapfacns,  from  the  great 
Third  that  attends  it,  from  a  certain 
fort  of  Serpent  call’d  Diapfacus, 
found  efpecially  in  Libya ,  which 
poifons  with  its  Bite,  and  brings 
an  unquenchable  Thirfl:  on  the  Per- 
fon  affe&ed.  Some  call  it  Matulam 
inter  cutem,  aut  Urina  projluvium 
&  fipbonem.  *Tis  an  immoderate 
Flux  of  Urine,  attended  with  ex- 
cefiive  Third:  and  Weaknefs  of  the 
whole  Body  5  befides,  the  Urine, 
whatever  the  Patient  drinks,  is 
voided  again  withoutany  alteration. 
’Tis  a  rare  Diftemper,  v/hich  Galen 
fays  he  has  feen  but  twice.  The  fa¬ 
mous  Doctor  J.  van  Dueren,  and 
I,  obferv’d  it  once  in  a  Reverend 
Paftor  of  the  Church ;  and  it  is  too 
great  a  Fufionof  the  Blood,  where¬ 
upon  the  Serum  join’d  with  a  vio¬ 
lent  Thirft,  paflesthe  Reins,  and  is 
excern’d  in  great  quantity  by  the 
Paflages  of  the  Urine.  It  proceeds 
commonly  from  a  too  much  exal¬ 
ted,  or  a  too  acid  Ferment  in  the 
Reins.  A  Diabetis ,  or  Incontinen- 
cy  of  Urine. 

DiabrofiSy  a  Solution  of  the  Con¬ 
tinuum  by  corroding  the  Parts.  A 
Corrofion. 

Diacenos,  fignifieth  a  hollow 
fiftulousBody,  fuchas  the  Sponge 
and  Pumice-ftone. 

D iacbalafis,  fignifies  in  particu¬ 
lar  a  loofening  or  breaking  of  a 
Suture. 

Diacbeirifmos,  is  meant  of  a  Pre¬ 
paration  of  Medicines  perform’d 
with  the  Hand. 

Dia- 
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Diacborejis  6c  Diachorema,  the 
feparation ot  any  Excrement. 

Diachylon ,  a  Plaifter  ib  call’d 
made  otjfuicesmd  Gams. 

Diacbyjis,  is  call’d  a  Liquefacti¬ 
on  orFuiion,  and  is  the  alteration 
or  change  of  a  dry  Body  into  a  li¬ 
quid  one. 

Diacinema ,  when  Bones  recede 
from  their  Place. 

D'taclyjma,  a  waflhingthe  Mouth 
to  cleanie  it,  or  to  ftrengthen  the 
Teeth  or  Gums:  The  Wafhes  are 
made  of  feveral  Aftringents,  viz,. 
the  Herbs  Britariica ,  Torment'd, 
Bark  of  Pomegranates,  Galls ,  Al- 
lum ,  Blowers  or  Blojfoms  of  wild 
Pomegranates,  6cc. 

Diaeodium ,  a  Syrup  made  of 
Poppy-heads,  Roots  of  Liquorile, 
Marfhmallows,  &c. 

Diacolocyntbis,  a  Medicine  made 
of  Coloquintida. 

Diacope,  lignifies  in  general  any 
Incifion  or  Amputation  ;  it  is  call’d 
by  Galen ,  the  Solution  of  the  Con¬ 
tinuity  in  any  of  the  Bones  of  the 
IHead,  occafion’d  by  fome  {harp  In- 
ilrument,  or  other  fuch  like  exter- 
1  nal  Caufe. 

Diacopragia >  a  Medicine  made 
of  Goats.dung,  again!!  Tumors  in 
the  Spleen,  and  Glandules  behind 
the  Ears,  call’d  Parotides. 

Diacorum,  a  Confedtion  of  Aco* 
rum  or  Calamus  Aromaticus  of 
Mefne’s  invention. 

Diacrijis ,  a  diflindfion  and  di¬ 
judication  of  Difeafes  and  Sym¬ 
ptoms. 

Diacrocium ,  Blectuarium  de  Ovo. 

Diacrocu ,  the  Name  of  a  dry 
Collyry  c ompofed  of  Saffron. 

Diacritic  a  ;  fee  Diacrifis. 

Diacrommyon ,  a  Medicine  made 
of  Onions. 

Diacydonium ,  a  Stomach  Con- 
i  fed!  of  the  Juice  of  Quinces.  ; 


Diadoche ,  a  fucceffion  by  a  Crifis. 

Diadojis ,  a  diftribution  of  Nou- 
rilhment  thro’  all  the  Parts. 

Diarejis,  is  a  Corrofion  or  conlu- 
ming  of  Veffels,  as  Senertus  faith, 
when  from  fome  acrimonious  cor* 
roding  Caufe  fome  Ways  and  Paf* 
Cages  arc  made  which  naturally 
ought  to  not  have  been;  or  when 
fome  which  really  are,  are  dilated 
more  than  ordinary,  fo  that  the 
Humours  which  ought  to  have 
been  contained  in  the  Veffels  run 
out :  For,  firft,  a  Diarejis  may  be 
occafion’d  oy  fharp  Humours  that 
diffolve  the  Unity,  and  cut  a  Way, 
which  fharp  Medicines  will  do,  if 
they  confifl  of  thick  Parts,  for 
thole  of  minute  Parts  are  not  corro- 
five,  becaule  they  ftick  not  long  e- 
nough.  Again,  plenty  of  Humours 
mayoccalion  a  Diarejis,  bydiftend- 
ing  and  burning  the  Parts.  There 
are  feveral  evident  Caufes  of  a  Du* 
refis ,  to  wit,  all  thofe  which  by 
contulion  and  ftretching  break  the 
contiguity  of  the  Veffels ;  fuch  as 
are  vehement  Motion,  Noife, 
Weight,  things  that  wound,  that 
bruile,  a  Fall,  a  Leap,  and  the  like  $ 
among!!  which  you  may  reckon 
Wind,  which  being  long  pent  up, 
doth  fo  forcibly  diftend  the  Parts  of 
the  Body,  that  it  does  not  only  di¬ 
late  the  natural  Cavities  which  con¬ 
tain  it,  but  make  new  ones  when  it 
breaks  out,  and  diffolves  the  Unity 
of  the  Parts  alfo;  a  Chirurgical 
Operation,  which  either  by  incifi¬ 
on,  burning,  perforating,  fhaving, 
filing,  fawing,  or  earing,  folves 
the  Continuity  of  the  Parts, 

Diaretica,  Medicines  that  cor¬ 
rode  and  eat. 

Diafa,  Diet,  a  method  in  found 
Perfons  of  living  moderately;  in 
lick,  a  Remedy  confiding  in  the 
right  ufc  of  things  neceflary  to  Life, 
I  and 


and  upon  that  account  is  either  of  a 
thick  moderate  or  thin  conliftence. 
The  firffc  is  done  by  a  good  quanti¬ 
ty  offolid  Meats,  and  fuch  as  afford 
good  Nourifhmentj  this  fort  of 
Diet  is  call'd  Simply  full,  and  was 
formerly  made  of  whole  Barley¬ 
corns  husk'd  and  boil’d  like  Fur¬ 
mety  ;  or  ’tis  more  full  and  thick , 
which  is  done  by  Pullets  Flefh  and 
poach’d  Eggs  ;  or  'tis  mofl  full , 
which  allows  of  eating  of  things 
gelt.  That  of  a  moderate  coofiftence, 
is  what  confiftsofM  eats  ofa  mode¬ 
rate  quantity  and  fubffance,  and  was 
formerly  done  by  Bread  fopp’d  in 
Pottage,  or  with  young  tender 
Flefh.  That  of  a  thin  conliftence 
is  what’s  done  by  little  Nourifh- 
ment,  and  that  thin  and  weak, 
which  for  the  moil  part  is  agreea¬ 
ble  in  acute  Dilealesi  and  this  is 
threefold,  either /imply  weak,  which 
was  formerly  done  by  the  juice  of 
Ptifane ,  or  more  weak,  when  the 
Patient  drank  Water  and  Honey 
boil’d  together  }  or  weakefl  of  all , 
when  the  Patient  eat  no  Meatj  but 
now  Diets  are  not  fo  ftridtly  ob- 
ferv’d  as  formerly, efpecially  in  thefe 
Countries. 

Didtetica ,  that  part  of  Phyfick 
which  cures  by  Diet,  or  thatpre- 
feribes  the  ufe  and  knowledge  of  tix 
things  which  are  called  the  non  na¬ 
turals,  viz,,  the  Air,  Meat  and 
Drink,  Exercileand  Reft,  Sleep  and 
Waking,  Paffion,  things  to  be 
voided  and  retain'd  j  which  if  they 
are  immoderate,  prove  the  caufe 
of  Difeafes: 

Diagnofo,  the  knowledgof  pre- 
fent  Signs,  ora  Knowledg  where 
by  we  underftand  the  prefent  com 
dition  of  a  Diftemperj  and  it  is 
threefold,  either  a  right  inveftiga- 
tion  of  the  Part  affe&ed,  of  the 
Diieafe  itl’eif,  or  ofitsCaufe. 

Diagrydium :  fee  Scamtnonium . 


Dialeimm*t  the  fame  with  A - 
pyrexia,  vel  Interm'tJJto ,  is  that  In¬ 
terval  wherein  the  Fever  is  abated , 
and  is  call'd  more  particularly  in 
Fevers  Apyrexia ;  but  in  other  Di¬ 
feafes  that  have  Intermiftions,  as 
the  Headach,  Epilephe,  Gout, 
Scone,  Dialemma,  from  intermit¬ 
ting!  it  fignifies  afincere  and  pure 
Remiftion  }  for  there  is  in  fome 
continued  Fevers,  a  certain  Change 
like  a  RejniJJion ,  but  not  a  perfedf  aud 
full  IntermiJJton . 

Dialepfis,  that  middle  fpace  in 
Wounds  or  Ulcers  which  is  left  open 
for  their  cure. 

Dialyfis ,  fignifies  a  DifTolution, 
and  iometimes  denotes  in  the  Body 
and  its  Members  a  Faintnels  and 
Impotency  of  its  proper  Fun&ions. 

Diapafma,  according  to  Pliny , 
is  a  dry  Medicine  made  up  of  dry 
j  Powders,  to  be  fprinkled  upon 
I  fomethingj  as  either  on  Cloaths , 
to  perfume 'em,  or  upon  Ulcers  and 
Wounds  feveral  ways  j  into  Drink, 
to  make  it  more  delicious. 

Diapedefis ,  an  Eruption  of  the 
Blood  by  reafon  of  the  thinnefs  of 
the  Vefiels. 

Diapegma,  a  Chirurgeon's  In- 
ftrument,  call'd  alfo  Intercolumne, 

Diapente,  a  Farriers  Compoiiti- 
on,  of  Myrrh,  Gentian,  Birth- 
wort,  Ivory,  and  Bay-Berries, 

Diaphanum ,  Any  thing  which  is 
traniparenr,  as  the  Humours  of  the 
Eyes ,  the  Tunica  Cornea,  &c. 

Diaphcenicum, a  Compofttion,  or 
Conferve  ot  Dates. 

Diaphorefis ,  five  Tranfpiratio  & 
Sudatio,  Sweating,  a  perfpiration 
of  all  manner  of  Effluvia  thro'  the 
invilibie  Pores  ot  the  Body. 

Diaphragma ,  or  Septum  Tranf- 
W'rfum ,  and  Dijfeptum ,  is  a  tranft* 
verfe  Mule  ethat  ftparatesthe  Tho¬ 
rax  or  Cheft  from  the  Abdomen; 

in 


in  the  middle  *tis  membranous  j  the 
Gullet,  the  great  Artery,  and  the 
great  hollow  Vein  all  pafs  thro’ it. 
It  conduces  to  Refpiration  with  o- 
ther  Mufcles ,  and  prefling  upon  the 
Guts,  helps  forward  the  Secretion 
of  the  Excrement.  The  Midriff  or 
Diaphragm. 

Diaphrattontes ,  Membranes  cal¬ 
led  Vleura ,  which  cover  the  infide 
of  the  Thorax,  and  leave  a  kind  of 
Partition  in  the  middle,  call’d  Medi- 
ajlinum. 

Diaphthora ,  a  Corruption  of  any 
part  of  the  Body. 

Diaphyjis ,  Inter  flit  turn,  an  inter¬ 
val,  divifion,  or  fpace  betwixt.  Pa- 
r&us  will  have  it  the  3d  Ligament, 
whereby  the  Bone  of  the  Tibia  is 
articulated  with  the  Thigh-bone. 
'Tis  al  fo  under  flood  of  the  Stalk  by 
which  the  Fruit  of  the  Tree  flicks 
and  hangs  to  the  Branch. 

Diaphfts ,  the  fetting  of  a  Limb 
which  is  out  of  Joint  or  broken. 

Diaplafma ,  an  Ointment  or  fo¬ 
mentation, 

Diapnoe ,  the  fame  with  Diapho- 
rejis. 

Diapyema ,  the  fame  with  Em¬ 
pyema . 

Diapyetica,  Medicines  that  ripen 
the  Pus,  or  grofs  flimy  matter. 

Diaria febris,  the  fame  as  Ephe¬ 
mera. 

Diarrhoea&hofnefs  or  Flux  of  the 
Belly  which  ejects  feveral  bilious, 
pituitous,  and  other  fseculent  Ex¬ 
crements,  without  Pain,  Blood,  or 
any  purulent  Matter.  *Tis  fivefold, 

I.  Gravis ,  attended  with  a  Tumor, 
Anxiety,  and  exceflive  Weaknefs 
of  the  whole  Body.  2.  Serofa , 
when  they  void  only  a  ferous  wa¬ 
tery  Matter,  which  oft  happens  in 
Confumprions,  Dropfles, Scurvy s, 
or  fuch  as  have  taken  a  great  Cold  in 
their  Feet.  3.  Maligna,  which 
happens  in  the  Plague,  malignant 


Fevers,  Smallpox.  4.  Crittcay 
which  happens  to  give  eafe  in,  or 
carry  off  certain  Diftempers,  and  is 
often  proficuous  to  healthy  Perfon?e 
5.  Hypercatharfis,  live  Superpurga* 
tio ,  i.  e.  a  Loofenefs,  occaflon'd 
by  a  too  ftrong  Purge  or  Vomit. 

Diarthrofis ,  five  Ab articulation^ 
Coarticulatio ,  feu  Dearticulatio ,  a 
good  Coniunftion  or  Articulation 
of  the  Bones,  whereby  they  are  apt 
to  moveeafily  and  ftrongly  $  fuch 
as  is  in  the  Arm,  Hand,  Thigh, 
Foot,  <fy>c,  See  Articulatio . 

Diafcordium ,  a  compound  Medi¬ 
cine  of  the  Confiftenceof  an  Elec¬ 
tuary  invented  by  Fracajlorius-,  'tis 
a  known  Antidote  of  frequent  ufe. 

Diafpermaton ,  the  Name  of  a 
Topical  Medicine,  or  Malagmafo 
call'd  that  is  made  of  Seeds,  efpe- 
cially  Fenugreke.  Sometimes  it  de¬ 
notes  an  internal  Remedy  of  Seeds 
that  has  a  Narcotick  Vertue. 

Diafphyxis ,  fignifies  a  Puliation 
of  the  Arteries, 

Diafiafis ,  in  general,  diftance, 
dimenfion,  in  breadth,  length,  and 
depth,  and  fometimes  means  In- 
terfiitia ,  Interfaces. 

Diaftole ,  the  Dilatation  of  the 
Heart,  when  the  Blood  flows  into 
it  from  the  Lungs. 

Diateretica,  part  of  the  Art  of 
preferving  Health,  which  is  various 
according  to  the  Age  and  Condi¬ 
tion  of  Menj  fee  Di&ta. 

Diatejfarum,  a  Medicine  com¬ 
pounded  of  four  Ingredients,  viz* 
Roots  of  Gentian,  round  Birth- 
worr,  Myrrh,  Bay- berries,  made 
upinto  an  Ele&uary  with  Honey. 

Diat hefts ,  the  natural  or  preter? 
natural  Difpolition  of  the  Body, 
whereby  we  are  inclin'd  to  perform 
the  natural  AElions,  ill  or  well. 

Diazoma,  the  lame  with  Dia- 
phragma,  or  Septum  Tranfverfum. 

I  z  l  khephyia. 
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Diebopbyiaf  a  fault  in  the  Hair,  | 
when  the  Extremities  of  it  part.  1 

Die  rot  us ,  a  Pulfe  which  beats  | 
twice,  or  double. 

DiBamnum,  and  DiBamnus ,  it 
hath  ail  the  Vertues  that  Penny¬ 
royal  hath,  but  ’tis  much  more  ef¬ 
fectual,  for  it  expels  a  dead  Child, 
not  only  by  taking  of  it  inwardly, 
but  alfo  by  outward  application, 
by  Fumigation.  Itisfaid,  that  the 
Goats  in  Crete ,  when  they  are 
wounded  by  Dart?,  extract  them, 
'and  fo  are  cur’d  by  feeding  on  it. 
It  has  moreover  a  purgative  Qua¬ 
lity,  being  applied  to  the  Soles  of 
the  Feet,  or  any  other  part  of  the 
Body,  it  draws  out  Thorns 3  it  al¬ 
io  eafes  the  Pain  of  the  Spleen  ;  the 
Root  of  it  fades  hot,  and  haftens 
Delivery 3  and  fo  great  is  the  Ver- 
tue  of  this  Herb,  that  the  fmell  of 
it  drives  away  venomous  Crea¬ 
tures,  and  kills  them  if  they  but 
touch  it  3  the  juice  of  it  applied  to 
Wounds  made  by  a  Sword,  or  by 
the  biting  of  a  venomous  Crea¬ 
ture,  is  a  prefent  Remedy,  if  at 
the  fame  time  it  be  alfo  taken  in¬ 
wardly.  Hippocrates  counts  it  the 
bed  Remedy  to  expel  the  Secun- 
dine,  and  a  faife  Conception 3  being 
taken  in  Wine,  it  provokes  the 
Courfes,  and  haftens  Delivery  fo 
powerfully,  that  it  ought  not  to  be 
kept  in  the  Chamber,  or  near 
where  big-belly’d  Women  are.  A 
Woman  that  was  in  a  defperate 
Condition,  by  reafon  of  a  dead 
Child, was  foon  deliver’d,  by  taking 
the  Powder  of  the  Leaves  of  this 
Herb  Dittany.  It  has  its  Name 
from  a  Town  in  Crete  of  the  fame 
Hame. 

DiByoides,  that  is,  Rttiformis, 
ReticuLris ,  the  weaving  and  con¬ 
texture  of  the  Branches  and  Sprigs 
of  the  Carotid  Artery  at  the  Bajis 
of  the  Cerebrum ,  otherwiie  call'd 
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the  R ete  mirabile.  The  Corpus  Re - 
ticulare  is  the  common  Integu¬ 
ment  lying  under  the  Cuticle  di~ 
dind  from  it,  to  which  the  Ner¬ 
vous  TupilU  join  that  are  dedgned 
for  the  Senfe  of  feeling. 

Didymi,  Twins.  Alfo  the  Te- 
fbicles. 

Dies  Critici  3  fee  Critici  Dies, 

Dijjlaentia ,  a  Loofenels,  ViJ. 
Diarrhoea . 

DigrajiicuSy  five  Grapboides,  a 
double-bellied  Mufcle,  which  arifes 
from  the  Procefs,  cal/d  Mammi- 
formis,  or  like  a  Teat,  and  ends  in 
the  inner  middle  part  of  the  Chin, 
drawing  it  downwards. 

Digerentia,  Rr&pArantia^  or  Di- 
gejiiva ,  Digedives,  iuch Ointments 
or  Liquids  as  promote  Suppurati¬ 
on  in  Wounds  or  Ulcers. 

DigeJIio  Cbymicay  a  Chymical  Di- 
gedion,  when  TinBares,  Infujions ,  - 
&c,  are  by  the  help  ofacondant  mo¬ 
derate  Heat  refin’d  and  exalted  fo, 
that  the  groffer  part  and  Crudities 
be  attenuated,  and  the  Dregs  caft 
down  to  the  Bottom.  This  is  done 
either  in  warm  Sand,  Horfe-dung, 
or  a  Digefting-furnace. 

Digitalis,  Fox.glove,  ’tis  vomi¬ 
tive  ;  the  Country  People  in  So - 
merfetjlotre  purge  and  vomit  the 
Sick  in  Fevers  with  it.  It  is  very 
good  in  the  Falling-hcknefs,  if  you 
take  2  handfuls  of  it,  with  4  Ounces 
of  Polypody  of  the  Oak,  and  boil 
them  in  Beer,  and  then  drink  it,  for 
fome  have  been  cur’d  bv  this  Deco* 
dfion,  that  have  had  the  Falling-fick - 
nefs above  10Y ears, and  that ufed to 
have  2  or  5  Fits  every  Month  3  but 
this  Medicine  mud  be  given  only  to 
ftrong  People,  for  it  purges  and  vo¬ 
mits  violently.  Being  bruiled,  and 
applied  to  the  King’s-Evil,  or  the 
Juice  of  made  into  an  Oint¬ 
ment,  does  much  good  3  fome  con-

fide  very  much  in  the  Flowers,  in 
King’s- Evil  Swellings  ;  they  put  a 
great  many  of  them  into  May-but¬ 
ter,  and  fet  them  in  the  Sun  5  fa¬ 
thers  mingle  them  with  Lard,  and 
put  them  under-ground  for  40 
Days,  then  fpreadthe  Ointment  on 
a  Cloth,  and  apply  them  to  the 
fwelling,  and  purge  every  fixth 
Day,  and  in  the  mean  while  ufe 
continually  a  Decodlion  of  the 
Herb  Robert ;  with  the  thin  part 
of  the  Ointment  they  anoint  the 
red  part  of  the  fwelling,  the  thick- 
eft  they  ufe  on  a  Cloth  5  a  large 
quantity  of  this  Ointment  ought 
to  be  provided,  for  fometimes  it 
is  a  Year  and  more  before  the  Cure 
is  perfedf.  This  Ointment  is  chief¬ 
ly  of  ufe  ia  moift  Ulcers  of  the 
King’s-Evil.

Digitus ,  a  Finger  or  Toe,  thofe 
of  the  Hand  are  call’d  the  Thumb, 
Fore-finger,  Middle-finger,  Ring- 
finger,  and  Little-finger. 

Diglojfon  fee  Hypoglojfum .  ’Tis 
alfo  call’d  Laurus  Alexandria,  and 
B'tjlingua. 

Dilatatio ,  a  Dilatation ,  when 
any  Paffages,  or  Receptacles  in  the 
Body  are  too  much  diftended,  as  in 
Veins  that  fwell  with  melancholy 
corrupt  Blood  in  the  Temples, 
Legs,  &c. 

Dilatatorium,  a  Surgeon’s  In- 
ftrument,  wherewith  the  Womb  or 
its  Mouth  is  dilated  or  open’d.  It 
is  call’d  like  wife  Speculum  Diop¬ 
tre,  becaufe  by  it  one  may  fee  into 
the  Mouth,  or  the  Womb. 

Diluentia,  fuch  things  as  dilute 
the  Blood,  as  Drinkables  in  a  con- 
jiderabiequanrity,  Coffee,  Tea,  &c. 

Dilut'um,  is  properly  what  is 
mixtj  fo  Wine  mixt  with  Water 
is  call’d  Dilutum .  But  the  Sub- 
ft  anti  ve  Dilutum  fignifies  a  Li¬ 
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quor,  wherein  fomething  is  for 
fome  time  infufed  and  macerated. 
Thus,  if  you  put  Wormwood  into 
a  Veffel  with  Wine,  and  after  fome 
time  draw  it  off,  it  fhall  be  call’d 
a  diluted  Wormwood-wine ;  it  is 
the  fame  with  Infufio . 

Dimidiatio,  a  parting  in  the  mid¬ 
dle. 

Dinica,  Medicines  againfi:  a  Ver¬ 
tigo. 

Dinus ,  the  fame  with  Vertigo. 

Diobolon ,  or  Gramma,  1  Scruple. 

Dionycia ;  fee  He d era. 

Dioptre,  is  the  fame  with  Specu¬ 
lum  Matricis,  or  Dilatatorium,  an 
Inftrument  ufed  to  extend  the 
Womb,  in  the  Delivery  of  a  dead 
Child,  or  an  Exulceration  of  that 
Part.  See  Speculum  Matricis. 

Diorthojis ,  a  Chirurgical  Opera¬ 
tion,  whereby  crooked  Bodies,  or 
Members  are  reduc’d  to  their  due 
State. 

Diota,  a  Veffel  that  hath  two  Ears. 

Dip  cadi.  Tip  cadi,  a  fort  of  Hya¬ 
cinth. 

Diphryges,  a  fort  of  Drofs  that 
comes  from  melted  Brafs,  when  it 
is  poured  into  cold  Water. 

Diplajiajmus ,  a  Reduplication  of 
Difeafes.  A  fo  z  Mufcles  of  the 
Arm,  which  ferve  to  turn  it  about. 

Diploe ,  the  lower  thin  Plate  or 
Shell  of  the  Scull.  Alfo  a  double 
Veffel  ufual  with  Chymifts,  when 
they  put  a  Veffel  fill’d  with  Water 
into  another  of  Afhes. 

Diploma,  the  fame  with  Diploe , 
or  Diplois.  Sometimes  it  is  taken 
for  a  complicated  or  folded  Cloth. 

Dip/acus ,  the  fame  as  Diabetes* 

Dipfacus,  feu  La  brum  Veneris,  feu 
V rga  Rafloris ,  Teafel,  the  Roots 
of  it  boil’d  in  Wine,  cure  Ulcers 
of  the  Fundament,  call’d  Rhagades 
and  Warts.  The  Water  that  is  re¬ 
ceiv’d  into  the  Hollo wiiefs  of  the 
I  3  Leaves 
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Leaves  is  good  for  Incarnations  of 
the  Eyes,  it  alfo  takes  off  fpots 
from  the  Face,  and  beautifies  it  j 
boil'd  in  Wine,  it  purges  by  Urine. 

Diptamnum  ;  fee  DiBamnum . 

Difcretcrium  ,  the  fame  with 
Diaphragma. 

Difcrimen,  a  fort  of  Bandage, 
which  is  ufed  in  Bleeding  in  the 
Forehead  and  Temples. 

Difcutientia,  Difcutients,  fitch 
Medicaments  as  diffolve  collected 
Humours  without  any  lenfible  So¬ 
lution  of  Continuity  in  the  inter¬ 
nal  Parts. 

Dijlocatioy  the  fame  as  Luxatio. 

Difpenfatioi  fo  Apothecaries  term 
it,  when  rhe  Simples  of  a  Compa¬ 
ction  are  difpenfed  in  order,  left 
any  of  the  Ingredients  fhould  be 
forgotten. 

Difpenfatorium ,  a  Difpenfatory, 
a  Book  ufeful  for  Apothecaries , 
wherein  ail  Medicines,  at  leaft  the 
moft  ufeful,  are  contain’d  and  pre- 
fcrib’d,  by  the  Society  of  pradti- 
fing  Phyficians  in  each  Place,  as 
London ,  Amflerdam ,  that  they  may 
be  prepar’d  in  the  Shops  all  the 
Tear  round. 

Difpofitio,  an  habit  whereby  we 
are  well  or  ill  difpos’d  to  perform 
an  Adlion :  fee  Diathefis. 

Difpumatorium ,  a  Scummer. 

Dijfeptum,  the  fame  with  Dia¬ 
phragm  a. 

DiJJimilares  Partes,  Diftimilar 
Parts,  are  fuch  as  can  be  divided  in¬ 
to  various  Parts,  different  from  one 
another i  as  the  Hand  into  Veins, 
Mufcles,  Bones,  <&c. 

Dijfolventia  ;  fee  Difcutientia. 

Diffolutio  5  is  when  Metals, 
Stones,  Salts,  Gums,  or  other  Mat¬ 
ters,  arediffolv’din  Spirit  of  Wine, 
or  any  other  Liquor }  or  when  Bo¬ 
dies  are  diffolv’d  into  their  Princi¬ 
ples  by  Chymiftrys,  as  alio  when 


Eleduariesand  Powders  are  mingl'd 
and  diffolv’d  in  Water,  or  a  Decoc¬ 
tion. 

Diftentio, when  Parts  are  puffed  up, 
dilated,  or  relax’d  by  any  thing,  as 
the  Guts  by  Wind,  rais’d  from  Ef- 
fervences  within  them,  whence 
Oppreftions  and  Pains  frequently 
proceed. 

Dijlichia  and  Dijlichiafis ,  a  dou¬ 
ble  Row  of  Hairs  on  the  Eyelids. 
Alfo,  a  continual  flux  of  Tears. 

Dijiichum,  the  lefler  Barley . 

DijiorfiOi  when  Parts  are  ill  plac’d, 
or  ill  figur’d. 

Dijlributio  Chyli,  the  Diftribution 
of  the  Chyle  which  is  done  after  a 
due  Fermentation  in  the  Stomach 
and  the  Guts ;  it  foaks  into  the  little 
Teats  in  the  Intejiines  (which  Dr. 
Wdlis  calls  the  Glandulous  TunickJ 
and  pafling  thro’  the  Ladfeal  Veins, 
and  its  proper  Channel,  call’d 
thence  the  DuBus  Chyliferous,  along 
theft  e  of  the  Thorax ,  at  laft  falls 
into  the  Subclavian  Vein,  that  it 
may  circulate  with  the  Blood  and 
receive  its  colour.  Diftribution  is 
lUewife  ufed  when  the  Blood  from  * 
the  Heart,  and  the  Nervous  juice 
from  the  Head  is  diftributed  thro* 
the  whole  Body. 

Diurefis ,  a  Secretion  of  the  Urine 
by  the  Reins,  which  is  done  after 
this  manner:  There  are  little  Glan¬ 
dules  plac’d  near  the  Emulgent  Ar¬ 
teries,  wherewith  the  Serum  is  fe- 
parated  from  the  Bloody  and  is  con- 
vey’d  by  little  Channels  (of  which 
the  Subftance  of  the  Reins  does 
principally  conftft)  to  the  Caruncu - 
U  Vapillares,  little  pappy  pieces  of 
Flefh,  thence  to  the  Pelvis,  the  Ba- 
fon,  thence  to  the  Ureters,  thence 
to  the  Bladder,  and  fo  out  of  doors, 

Diuretica,  five  Uretica j  thofe 
Medicines  which  by  parting  and 
diflolving  the  Blood,  do  precipitate 
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the  Serum ,  by  the  Reins,  to  the 
Bladder. 

Dodecadaftylusn,  five  Duodenum , 
the  firft  of  the  fmall  Guts,  begin¬ 
ning  from  the  Pylorus  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  ending  where  theGut- 
Jejunum  begin’ s.  It  is  To  call’d,  as 
if  it  were  the  length  of  12  Fingers, 
which  yet  is  never  obferv’d  in  any 
Menamongftus;  perhaps  the  An¬ 
cients  miftook  from  infpedting  the 
Guts  of  fome  Brutes,  or  under¬ 
flood  the  length  of  12  Fingers 
breadth. 

Dodecapharmacum ,  isaCompo- 
fition  of  1 2  Simples,  as  the  Apoftles 
Ointment. 

Dodrans ,  nine  Ounces ;  as  alfo 
a  Meafure  of  12,  Fingers  length, 
and  is  call’d  by  the  Latins ,  Palmus 
Major. 

Dogmatic  a  Medicina,  Rational 
Medicines.  Hippocrates  was  its  firft 
Author,  and  after  him  Galen  ;  who 
both  added  Reafon  to  Experiments. 

Dogmatics ,  Phyficians  that  Peek 
Reafon  for  their  Experience. 

Dolichos,  is  Smilax  Hortenjis ,  or 
Phafeolus. 

Dolium ,  the  fame  with  Lolium . 

Dolor ,  Pain,  the  fame  as  Algema. 
It  has  various  Epithets,  according 
to  its  different  Natures;  fo’tis  call’d 
jilgens,  if  attended  by  a  Cold;  Gra- 
vaticus,  when  it  makes  the  Head, 
or  any  other  part,  heavy  and  lum- 
pifh ;  Pungens,  when  it  is  very  acute 
and  exceflive ;  Oflococus,  is  call’d  the 
Pain  in  the  Bones ;  Stupidus,  a  Pain 
that  is  fcarce  perceptible;  and  Tenfi- 
vus  when  it  is  accompanied  with 
a  Tenfion.  It  alfo  borrows  its.  Name 
from  the  affe&ed  Parts ;  as  the  Pain 
in  feveral  Parts  of  the  Head  is  call’d 
Cephalalgia  CephaUa  Hemicrania, 
Crapula,  & c.  In  the  Joints  it  is 
call’d  Arthriticus  Dolor ;  in  the  Kid¬ 
neys,  Nephriticusi  and  C.jicus  in 


the  Belly. 

Donacitis  our  Ladies  Thiftle. 

Donax ,  the  fame  with  Calamus . 

Doria  Herb  a ,  a  fort  of  So  lid  ago 
Saracenica. 

Doronicum ,  a  fort  of  Aconite,  or 
Leopards  Bane. 

Dorfum ,  or  Tergum,  the  Back,  is 
the  hinder  part  of  the  Thorax ;  the 
Dorfum  Manus,  or  Pedis,  the  back 
of  the  Hand  or  Foot,  is  their  out- 
fide. 

Dofis ,  a  fet  quantity  ofPhyfick, 
or  as  much  as  is  given  at  once.  A 
Dole  ofPhyfick. 

Dothien,  an  hard  Swelling,  as  big 
as  a  Pigeon’s  Egg,  accompanied 
with  a  grievous  Pain,  and  proceed¬ 
ing  from  thick  Blood ;  the  fame 
with  Furunculus. 

Dr  aba.  See  Arabs  $ , 

Drachma ,  relates  properly  both 
to  Weight  and  Meafure,  and  was 
formerly  divided  into  the  Athenian 
and  Egyptian.  The  laft  only  weigh'd 
an  Obolus}  or  half  a  Scruple;  but 
the  firft  3  Scruples,  or  6  0bols\  and 
fo  it  continues  now  in  the  Shops. 
A  Dram  is  the  8  th  part  of  an  Ounce5 
and  contains  3  Scruples. 

Draco  Herba ,  Tarragon,  call’d  al¬ 
fo  formerly  Tarcon,  Tarchon ,  Tra- 
gum3  &  Tragi um ;  ’tis  frequently 
ufed  in  Sallads  to  correct  cold  Herbs 
and  the  Crudities  of  ’em  ;  Jti  s  good 
for  thofe  that  have  cold  Stomachs  $ 
it  provokes  Appetite,  and  expels 
Wind  ;  it  provokes  Urine  and  the 
j  Courfes,  and  opens  Obftruddions; 
j  being  chew’d,  it  evacuates  Flegm, 
and  fo  safes  the  pain  of  the  Teeth, 
’tis  alio  Sudorifick. 

Draco  Arbor ,  and  Draconss  San - 
guis,  is  thefame  with  Lapathum  ru - 
brnm3  Dragon-blood  ;  ’tis  an  Exo¬ 
tick  Tree,  from  whence  difbils  a 
Gum  or  Rofin  of  a  deep-red  Co¬ 
lour,  which  being  held  to  the  Fire 
I  4  foots 
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foon  melts,  and  if  it  be  cafl  upon 
the  Fire  it  flames  ;  if  it  be  rub'd  up¬ 
on  any  thing,  it  makes  it  red,  but  it 
mixesdifliculty  with  Oil  and  Water ; 
Tis  of  an  aftringent  Vertue,  and  is 
frequently  us’d  in  the  Bloody-flux, 
and  for  other  Fluxes,  for  (pitting  of 
Blood,  and  to  fettle  the  Teeth  when 
they  are  loofe.  Dragon's-blood  comes 
from  one  of  the  Canary  Iflands,ca\Yd 
Tortus  SanBus,  near  the  Maderas. 

Draconitis,  or  Draconitias,  a 
Dragon-Stone. 

Draconth&ma,  the  fame  as  San- 
g  uis  Draconis. 

Dracontia ,  Dracontium ,  and 
Dracmculns ,  Colubrina ,  and  Ser- 
pentaria,  Dragon’s- wort  5  ’cis  hot 
and  dry,  aftringent,  and  of  an  acrid 
tafte  •,  5tis  fbmething  of  the  nature 
of  Cuckoopintle;  'tis  good  in 
Coughs,  Catarrhs,  and  Convulfions. 
The  Leaves  are  good  for  Ulcers, 
and  venomous  Bitings;  the  diftifd 
Water  is  good  in  the  Plague,  and 
other  peftilential  Fevers. 

Dracunculus, the  fame  with  Dra¬ 
contia. 

Dracunculus,  an  Ulcer  which 
eats  thro’  a  Nerve  it  felf.  Alfo  a 
long  fort  of  Earth-worm,  white, 
plain,  but  not  very  broad  ;  which 
frequently  grows  to  Indians  Legs. 

Drageta,  the  fame  withTragea. 

Dragma ,  the  fame  as  Manipulus. 

Dragmis,  the  fame  as  Pugillus. 

Dr  aft  tea,  are  Medicines,  of  the 
quickeft  and  greateft  Effedt ;  in  par¬ 
ticular,  Strong  Purges  are  call'd  by 
this  Name. 

Dropacifmusy  that  wherewith  all 
the  External  Members  being  exte- 
nuated or loofend,  cold  and  moift, 
are  anointed,  and  his  either  Simple 
or  Compound.  The  Simple  is  made 
of  a  little  Pitch  melted  with  Oil. 
The  Compound,  befides  that,  has 
Pepper,  wiidPellitory,  Brimftone, 
■and  Rofem  ary- feed  in  it;  and  if 


there  be  occafion  for  drying,  they 
add  Natural  Brimftone  as  his  dug 
out  of  the  Earth,  Salt ,  and  the  Afhes 
of  Vine  Branches.  But  if  it  be  to 
Vellicate ,  then  you  mud  add  Eu- 
phorbium,  fa  Tree  firfb  found  by 
King  Juba )  it  is  made  up  in  diffe¬ 
rent  forms,  fometimeslike  an  Em- 
plaftrum,  other  times  like  a  Ca- 
taplafm. 

Dropax,the  fame  as  Dropacfmus ,

Dr  us,  quercus ,  an  Oak. 

Drypepes,  Oliva. 

Dryopteris,  a  fort  of  Fern. 

Drypes ,  a  thorny  Plant. 

DuBus  Adipofi. Sec  Saculi  Adipofi 

DuBus  Bilarius .  See  Torus  Bi- 
larius • 

DuBus  Chy If erus,  a  Veffel  in  tlie 
lower  part  whereof  all  the  LaBeal 
Veins,  and  many  LympheduBs ,  are 
terminated.  It  arifes  about  the 
Glandule  of  the  Kidney  on  the  left 
fide,  and  afcending  along  the  Thorax 
near  the  great  Artery,  ends  at  the 
Subclavian  Vein  on  the  left  fide.  It 
is  furnifh’d  with  feveral  Valves, 
that  the  Matter  which  afcendsbyit 
may  not  fall  down  again.  Betwixt 
the  fourth  and  fixth  Vertebre  it  is 
varioufly  forked.  Its  uie  is  to  con¬ 
vey  the  Chyle  and  the  Ly  mpha  from 
the  lower  parts  to  the  Heart.  The 
Thoracick  DuB. 

DuBus  Hygroblephari.,  are  cer¬ 
tain  fmall  Veflels  which  difcharge 
the  Lymphatick  Juice  under  the 
Eyelids,  to  keep  the  Eyes  always 
moift. 

DuBus  Hygr ophthalmic} ;  the 
fime  with  DuBus  Hygroblephari. 

DuBus  Lachry  males, arc  Veflels  by 
which  the  Water  which  moiflens 
the  Eyes  is  convey'd  into  the  Nofe. 

DuBio  alvi,  the  fame  with  Sub - 
duBio  ain't ,  a  provocation  to  Stool, 
by  means  of  a  purgative  Medicine. 

DuBus 
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DuBus  Pancreaticus,  is  a  little 
Channel  which  arifes  from  the 
Pancreas  or  Sweet-bread,  which 
is  inferted  into  the  Guts  near,  or 
not  far  off  the  Paffage  which  con¬ 
veys  the  Bile,  it  runs  with  a  Lym¬ 
phatic  juice,  which  it  difcharges 
into  the  Gut  Duodenum ,  to  fer¬ 
ment  and  volatilize  the  Meat  from 
the  acid  Ferment  of  the  Stomach 
and  the  mixture  of  Gall.  The 
Learned  Dr.  Graaf  knew  how  to 
get  a  Juice  out  of  it  that  was 
fomething  Acid,  tho’ other  Phyfi- 
cians  doubt  of  it,  and  of  certain 
Difeafes  which  the  Excellent  Syl¬ 
vius  attributes  to  the  Effervefcence 
of  this  acid  Pancreatick  juice  with 
the  Gall  in  the  Duodenum ;  but  we 
affirm,  that  there  is  fometimes  an 
acid  Juice  found  in  it,  and  often  a 
fait  andauftere  fbut  frequently  an 
infipidj  volatile  Liquor.  See  my 
Anatomy  Reform'd,  Cap.  ii.l.i. 
The  Pancreatick  Duff. 

DuBus  Roriferus ,  fo  the  Noble 
JB  ilfius  calls  it;  the  fame  with  Du¬ 
Bus  Chy  lifer  us. 

DuBus  Salivares ,  or  Salivarii , 
are  Ducffs  or  Paffages  which,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  the  Maxillary  Glan¬ 
dules,  go  as  far  as  the  Jaws  and 
fides  of  the  Tongue,  where  they 
emit  the  Juice  we  call  fpittle,  which 
conduces  to  the  better  chewing 
and  f wallowing  of  folid  Meat,  and 
fomething  to  its  Fermentation  too. 
The  Salival  DuBs . 

DuBus  Thoracicus  ;  fee  DuBus 
Chy  lifer  us. 

DuBus  Urnbill calls  ;  fee  Funicu¬ 
lus  Umbilicalis. 

DuBus  Urinarius ,  the  fame  with 
Uretber  and  Urethra , 

DuBus  Ver fungi  anus ,  the  fame 
with  DuBus  Pancreaticus. 

Duella,  an  ancient  Weight  of  8 
Scruples,  or  the  third  part  of  an 
Ounce. 


Dulcamara, or  Glycypicr is, woody 
Nightfhade  or  Bitter-fweet  ;  Jtis 
faid  to  provoke  Urine,  and  to  be 
good  in  a  Dropfy,  and  for  the  Jaun¬ 
dice.  The  Juice  of  the  Leaves, 
fays  Parkinfon  purges  much ;  the 
Leaves  are  ufed  outwardly  with 
good  Succefs  in  Infiamarions,  and 
itching  Humours  of  the  Hands 
and  Feet. 

Dulcedo  Amor  is:  See  Amdrh 

Dulcedo ,  and  Clitoris . 

Dulcoratio:  See  Edulceratio. 

Duodenum  Inteftinum,  the  fame 
with  DodecadaBylon . 

Dupondium,  the  Weight  of  four 
Drams,  or  half  an  Ounce. 

Dura  Mater.  See  Mater  Dura. 

Dynamis ,  fignifies  a  Faculty  or 
Power  from  which  an  Affion  pro¬ 
ceeds  ;  a  term  very  ufeful  in  Phy- 
iick. 

Dyf&flhefia,  a  difficulty  of,  or 
fault  in  Senfation. 

Dyfcinefia,  an  Inability  or  diffi¬ 
culty  to  move. 

Dyfcrafia,  an  unequal  mixture 
of  Elements  :n  the  Blood,  or  Ner¬ 
vous  Juice. 

Dyfcoelius ,  fignifies  Hard-bound, 
or  coftive. 

Dyfecoia ,  Dulnefs  of  Hearing.’ 

Dyfelfes,  one  who  is  troubled 
with  Ulcers  that  are  very  hard  to 
be  cur'd. 

Dyfenteria ,  a  Lcofenefs,  accom¬ 
panied  with  Gripings  in  the  Belly, 
wherein  bloody  and  purulent  Ex¬ 
crements,  and  membranous  pieces 
of  the  Inteftines  too  are  excern’d, 
always  or  very  frequently  attended 
with  a  continual  Fever,  and  5a 
"Drought;  when  the  Patient  voids 
frequently  a  mucilaginous  Matter, 
’tis  call’d  the  White  Dy fernery,  or 
Bloody-flux.  It  is  fometimes  E- 
pidemical ;  as  in  the  time  of  Plagues, 
or  in  the  Army.

Dyfpepfut,  a  Difficulty  of  Dige- 
ftion,  or  Fermentation  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach  and  Guts,  whereupon  the 
Nourishment  is  often  turn'd  into 
Acidity,  and  fmells  ill. 

Dyfphonia ,  a  difficulty  of  Speech, 
from  an  ill  Difpofition  of  the  Or¬ 
gans.

Dyfpnaea,  a  difficulty  of  breath¬ 
ing,  which  proceeds  from  vitiated, 
obftrudied,  or  irritated  Organs. 

Dyjlberapeuta ,  Difeafes  of  diffi¬ 
cult  One. 

Dyjtbymia,  a  Sicknefs  of  the 
Mind. 

Dyjiocia ,  a  difficulty  of  bring¬ 
ing  forth,  occafioned  by  a  preter¬ 
natural  Birth  }  as  when  the  Foetus 
comes  forth  obliquely,  tranfverfe, 
or  with  its  Feet  foremoft  $  or  when 
the  PafTagesare  ftraiten’d  by  Infla- 
mation,  or  otherwife  j  or  when 
the  Foetus  is  very  large,  weak,  far, 
or  dead.  A  difficult  Birth,  or  hard 
Labour. 

Dyjuria ,  a  difficulty  of  Urine, 
proceeding  from  an  ill  difpofition 
of  the  Organs,  or  from  an  Obftru- 
£fion  of  them  by  the  Stone,  Gra¬ 
vel,  or  vifcous  clammy  Humours, 
which  Obftru&ion  caufes  an  heat 
of  the  Urine.

Ebificus,  the  fame  with  Hib  ficus ; 
fee  Alth&a * 

Ebullitio,  a  Boiling,  a  Rarefa¬ 
ction  of  Liquids  by  Fire  ;  or  the 
bubling  up  of  Liquors,  as  when 
an  Alcali  and  an  Acid  are  mix’d, 
which  produces  an  Effervefcence. 

Ebulus ,  Dwarf- Elder,  or  Dane- 
wort  ,*  ’tis  faid  to  have  the  fame 
Vertues  with  Eider,  but  they  are 
ftronger.  The  Bark  and  Seeds 
purge  Water,  wherefore  they  are 
good  in  Dropfies,  and  other  Difea¬ 
fes  arifing  from  watry  Humours  ; 
the  Root  likewife  purges  very 
ftrongly  ;  the  Leaves  of  it,  as  well 
as  thofe  of  Elder,  applied  to  Burns, 
cure  them. 

EcboJ  ca%  Medicines  which  help 
the  De  vc  v  ip  hard  Labour  j  alfo 
Medicines  hat  caufe  Abortions. 

Eccathartica.  See  Cathartlcumi 

Ecchyloma ,  the  fame  With  £#- 
trattum. 

Ecchymoma  ;  or  Ecchymofis  j 
Marks  and  Spots  in  the  Skin,  from 
the  Extravafation  of  Blood. 

Ecchymofis ,  the  fame  withEccby- 
moma . 

Ecclifis ,  fignifies  Declination,  an 
Emotion  or  Removal  of  the  Bone 
from  its fituation ,•  ora  Luxation. 

Eccope,  the  fame  as  Ex tir patio. 

Eccoprotica ,  the  fame  with  Ca+ 
tharticum. 

Eccrimocritica ,  Signs  from  par¬ 
ticular  Excretions. 

Eccrifisy  a  Secretion  of  Excre¬ 
ments. 

Ecdoray  Excoriation  in  general, 
particularly  an  Excoriation  of  the 
Urethra . 

Ecdor'toSy  Medicines  that  have  a 
Cauftick  Quality,  that  burn,  or 
exulcerate  the  Skin. 
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Echidnium ,  is  a  Diminutive  of 
Echium. 

Echinomdocados%  is  an  Indian 
Plant,  call’d  alfo  Melocarduus. 

Echinophthalmia ,  an  Inflamati- 
on  of  the  Eye-lids. 

Ecbinopoda ,  is  Genijla . 

Echinus ,  properly  fignifies  an 
Hedge-Hog,  but  is  alfo  ufed  for 
any  thing  that  is  prickly  j  as  the 
Tops  of  Carduus ,  &c. 

Echium ,  and  Viperina,  Vipers 
Buglofs. 

Eclampfit,  in  a  phyfical  Senfe  is 
a  fhining  Splendor,  fuch  as  is  fome- 
times  afforded  by  the  Eyes. 

J Eclegma>  or  Lindas,  which  the 
Arabians  call  Loch ,  and  Lohoch,  ci¬ 
thers  iLlinftuSi  is  a  Medicine  appli¬ 
ed  inwardly,  of  a  middle  Confi- 
ftence,  between  a  Syrup  and  an 
Opiate,  made  up  of  feveral  Pe<ffo~ 
rals  againft  the  Diftempers  of  the 
Throat  and  Lungs. 

Eclipfis ,  a  Defection  of  Spirit. 

Eclyfis ,  when  the  Strength  is  a 
little  decay’d,  proceeding  frem  a 
want  of  fufficient  warmth,  and 
fpirits  in  the  Body.  See  Deliqui - 
um  An'tmi . 

Ecpepiefmenos,  Vrotuberans ,  is  a 
term  ufed  of  Ulcers,  the  Lips  of 
which  are  protuberant  and  bunch 
out. 

Ecphradicum ,  a  Medicine  good 
againft  Obftrudtions. 

EcphraxiSy  a  taking  away  of  Ob- 
ftru&ions  in  any  part,  by  opening 
and  cutting  Medicines. 

Ecphyfefis ,  a  breathing  thick,  or 
very  faft. 

Ecphyfis ,  a  Procefs  that  coheres 
with  the  Bone*  fee  Jpophyfis.  It 
ftgnifies  alfo  the  Duodenum. 

Ecpiefma ,  a  Juice  fqueez’d  out, 
alfo  Dregs  which  remain  of  any 
thing  that  is  fqueez’d.  Likewife 
a  Fra&ure  of  the  Scull,  wherein 


the  broken  Parts  prefs  upon  the 
Meninges  or  Skins  of  the  Brain. 

Ecpiefmus ,  is  a  Prominence,  but 
particularly  a  very  great  Protube- 
ranee  of  the  Eyes. 

Ecplexis,  a  Fright,  or  Stupor. 

Ecneumatofis  fee  ExpWatio. 

Ecptofis ,  the  fame  with  Luxatio 
and  Excidentia . 

Ecpyttica ,  condenfing  Medi¬ 
cines}  fee  Incraffantia. 

Ecpyema ,  the  fame  as  EmpyemcU 

Ecpyejis ;  fee  Ecpyema 

Ecrhythmusy  a  Pulfe  which  ob- 
ferves  no  method  nor  number,  in¬ 
cident  to  any  Age.  An  irregular 
Pulfe. 

Ecfarcoma ,  the  fame  with  Hyper- 
farcojis . 

Ecftafis,  an  Ecftafy,  is  a  Com¬ 
motion  of  the  Mind  j  fometimes 
attended  with  Silence,  fometimes 
with  a  furious  Frenzy,  continual 
waking,  or  continual  fleeping.  It 
is  alfo  applied  to  thofe  who  fancy 
themfelves  to  be  carried  into  Hea¬ 
ven.  A  Trance. 

Eda/is,  is  an  Extenfion  of  the 
Skin  both  in  length  and  breadth. 

Edexis,  Colliquation,  Fufion* 
wherein  the  Stafis  of  the  Blood  is 
broke,  and  a  Confumption  follows. 

Edhlimma,  an  Ulceration  ari- 
fing  from  a  violent  Compreflion 
on  the  Surface  of  the  Skin. 

Edhymata,  Pimples,  or  certain 
breakings  out  in  the  Skin,  as  in 
the  Small- pox,  &c.  Pimples, 
Puftules. 

Eddlotica, Medicines  which  con- 
fume  callous  Parts,  and  pull  out 
Hairs. 

Edome ,  the  fame  as  Extirpation 

Edomos,  an  Eunuch,  or  one  ca- 
ft rated. 

Edrapelogaftros,  a  Perfon  ha¬ 
ving  a  monftrous  Belly. 

Edro* 
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EBr  opium,  a  growing  of-  the 
Eye-lids,  whenthelower  is  ftiorter 
than  the  upper. 

EBrctica,  Medicines  that  caufe 
Abortion. 

EBylotica,  Medicines  which 
confume  callous  Parts. 

Eczemata,  burning,  or  very  red 
Pimples.  Some  take  Hydros  for 
Eczema,  but  it  is  a  midake. 

Edulcoratio,znd  Dulcoratio,  the 
wafhing  of  things  that  are  calcined 
from  their  Salts,  with  fair  Water, 
but  chiefly  with  hot  Water,  to 
make  ’em  fweet,  becaufe  the  Salt 
is  taken  away  by  the  Water :  Or, 
when  the  Potions  are  fweetned 
with  Sugar  or  Syrups. 

EjfeBus,  An  Eff  <d,  every  thing 
is  call’d  fo  which  depends  upon,  or 
is  produc’d  from  another,  as  from 
its  Caufe  j  variety  of  Effedls  may 
depend  on  one  Caufe,  from  the 
difpofltion  of  Matter  ;  as  the  Sun 
hardens  the  Earth,  and  melteth 
Wax. 

Ejfervefeentia,  an  Ejfervefcence , 
which  is  an  intedine  motion  of 
Particles  of  different  Nature  and 
Qualities ;  as  an  Acid  and  Alkali 
diffolv’d  in,  or  mixt  with  Water, 
tending  to  their  mutual  dedrucdi- 
on  }  fometimes  attended  with 
Heat,  and  a  Flame,  as  in  unquench’d 
Lime,  Hay  laid  up  moid,  Chymi- 
cal  mixtures,  <&c. 

Efficacia,  the  fame  with  Dum- 
mis,  Vertue,  Power,  or  Quality 
of  doing  any  Adlion ;  fo  a  Medi¬ 
cine  is  call’d  Efficacious,  which 
has  a  Power  to  effedl  the  Cure  it 
is  defigned  for. 

Efflo*atio,  or  Efflorefcentia ,  the 
fame  with  Exanthema. 

Effluvium,  the  fame  with  Jpor- 
rhoea „ 

Egejlio,  the  fame  with  DejeBio. 

EjeBto,  the  fame  with  Dei e Bio . 


Erifpnoe ,  the  fame  as  tnfpiratio . 

EUa,  an  Olive-tree. 

EUagnus,  is  Agnus  Caflus ,  but 
is  applied  alfo  to  diverfe  other 
Shrubs. 

Eleofaccharum ,  is  a  diflillM  Oil 
and  Sugar  mix’d  together. 

EUofelinum,  or  Eleofulinum,  is 
Apium. 

Elaphabofcum,  is  Allium  Cervi- 
num. 

Elejlica  Vis,  an  Eladic  Force, 
which  is  a  certain  Power  of  the 
Solid  Fibres  of  an  Animal  Body, 
whereby  being  dretched,  they  en¬ 
deavour  to  redore  themfelves  to 
their  former  date. 

Elate .  is  Abies. 

Elaierium,  the  Juice  of  wild 
Cucumbers  made  up  in  a  thick  and 
hard  Confidence  ;  alfo  any  Medi¬ 
cine  that  purges  the  Belly. 

Elatine ,  is  by  fame  counted  Ve¬ 
ronica,  by  others  a  fort  of  He Ixine. 

ElBica  ;  fee  Attrahentia. 

Elcus  -,  fee  Helens 

Eleagnus,  the  fame  with  EUa - 
gnus. 

EleBrum,  the  fame  with  Sued- 
num.  Amber ;  which  is  no  other 
than  a  bituminous  Juice,  or  Rofin 
of  the  Earth  and  Plants  well  di- 
geded  together,  cad  into  the  Sea, 
and  there  concreted. 

EleBuarium,  a  Confection  of 
Ample  Ingredients,  Paps  or  Pithes , 
Gums  mixt  with  Syrup  or  Honey, 
of  a  confidence  like  a  Conferve  j 
and  ’tis  either  Simple  or  Com¬ 
pound  }  the  Simple  confids  only 
of  the  Pith  of  Caffla ,  Tamarinds, 
or  Prunes ;  but  the  Compound  for 
the  mod  part  of  feveral  Simple  In¬ 
gredients,  Pulps,  condenfated  Jui¬ 
ces,  Gums ,  See.  made  up  with  Ho¬ 
ney  or  Syrup.  Electuaries  are 
digedive,  loofening,  purging, 
drengthening,  alexipharmic,  fyc. 

Eh- 
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Elements,  or  Principia,  are  the 
fimpleft  Bodies  that  can  be,  which 
are  not  made  of  one  another,  and 
of  which  all  other  Bodies  are  com- 
pofed,  and  into  which  they  may  be 
refolved :  Some  fay  there  are  five  E- 
lements,  Spirit,  Salt,  Sulphur,  Wa¬ 
ter  and  Earth.  Others  make  but 
three,  viz,.  Salt,  Su'phur,  and  Mer¬ 
cury  5  but  not  fo  well.  The  Peri- 
pateticks  reckon  four.  Fire,  Air, 
Water,  and  Earth,  but  all  thofe  E- 
lements  are  compounded  of  others ; 
wherefore  to  fay  that  any  thing 
confifts  thereof,  is,  as  if  one  fhould 
fay  a  Tree  is  compounded  of  a 
Root,  Trunk ,  Brunches ,  Leaves, 
Blowers,  8tc.  Des-Cartes  comes 
neareft  to  the  Mark  when  he  fup- 
pofes  a  firft,  fecond,  and  third  E- 
Ismenrary  Matter,  viz  that  which 
cafteth  forth  Light,  that  which 
tranfmits,  and  that  which  reflects 
it.  [See  our  Treatife  of  Fermentati¬ 
on.]  The  firft  Principles  or  Ele¬ 
ments. 

Elemi,  is  a  Gum,  or  Rofin,  or 
pellucid  Tear,  whitifh  mixt  with 
yellow  Particles,  reduced  into  a 
mafs  of  an  odoriferous  fcent.  It 
comes  from  JEthicpia ,  where  it 
flows  from  a  Tree  fuppos’d  by 
fome  to  be  an  Olive-tree,  others  a 
Cedar ,  and  others  another  Tree. 

EUmni ,  the  fame  with  Elemi. 

Eleochryfon ,  and  Heleochryfon,  is 
Agerutnm  &  Tiniaria,  vel  Eli- 
chryfe. 

v  Ele&felinnm ,  the  fame  with  E- 
Uofelinum. 

Eleofaccharum ,  diftill’d  Oil  mixt 
with  Sugar.  See  EUofaccharum . 

Elephantiafes  Arabum  (of  which 
the  Greeks  fpeak  nothing,  but  the 
Arabians  frequently)  is  a-kin  to  a 
Varix,  or  crooked  Swelling  in  the 
Veins,  and  proceedeth  from  thence, 
but  is  a  Tumour  properly  in  the 
Feet.  Avicenna  treats  of  this  Dif- 


temper,  where  he  fpeaks  of  the 
Varices  j  yet  Rhafes  differs  from 
himj  and  Haly  Abbas  differs  from 
the  Greeks,  who  fays,  that  an  Ele - 
phas  is  a  Difeafe  which  corrupts 
all  the  Members  of  the  Body,  and 
is  as  it  were  an  univerfal  Cancer  ; 
but  neither  is  he  confiftent  with 
himfelf  when  he  writes  that  Ul¬ 
cers  in  the  Legs  and  Feet  are  call’d 
Elephas ,  and  that  Elcphanticus 
Morbus  is  an  Impofthume  proceed¬ 
ing  from  Melancholy  in  the  Legs 
and  Feet}  and  a  fignitis,  that  the 
fhape  of  the  Foot  is  like  the  figure 
of  an  Elephant.  All  the  reft  treat 
feparately  of  a  Leprofie,  and  an 
Elephant ia,  and  make  the  latter  to 
be  a  Swelling  of  the  Feet,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  Melancholy  and  pitu- 
itous  Blood,  and  the  crooked  fwell- 
ingof  the  Veins,  whereby  the  Feet 
refemble  the  Feet  of  an  Elephant 
in  fhape  and  thicknefs }  and  this 
fort  of  Tumor  is  often  feen  in 
Beggars  who  wander  much. 

Elephant  safes  Gracorum ,  which 
the  Arabians  call  a  Leprofy  :  ’Tis 
call’d  alfo  Elephas ,  Elephantofes, 
and  Elephantia,  from  an  Elephant, 
as  fome  think,  becaufe  it  maketh 
People  big,  like  an  Elephant ;  which 

I  is  a  foolifh  Notation  of  the  Word, 
for  the  Body  is  no  bigger,  tho’the 
Difeafe  be.  Others  think  it  is  fo 
call’d,  becaufe  the  Diftemper  lying 
in  the  Legs,  makes  ’em  ftiff,  and 
unequal,  like  an  Elephant,  or  be¬ 
caufe  ’tis  a  ftrong  vehement  Dif¬ 
eafe  like  an  Elephant,  with  fuch 
like  Stuff.  Galen ,  in  his  14th 

Chapter  of  Tumors,  fays.  This 
Difeafe  is  call’d  Satyriafmus  when 
it  firft  begins,  becaufe  it  maketh 
the  Face  like  that  of  a  Satyr ;  for 
the  Lips  are  thick,  the  Nofe  Ewells, 
the  Ears  decay,  the  Jaws  are  red, 
the  Forehead  is  fet  with  Tumors 

like 
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like  fo  many  Horns.  Tho'  others 
think  ’tis  call’d  Satyriafmus  becaufe 
the  Perfons  affedted  are  much  in¬ 
clin’d  to  Lechery  at  the  beginning, 
as  Satyrs  are.  Celfus  defcribes  it 
thus:  The  whole  Body  (lays  hejis 
fo  affe&ed,  that  the  very  Bones  may 
be  laid  to  be  corrupted  ;  the  upper 
parts  of  the  Body  are  full  of  Spots 
and  Tumors,  the  rednefs  whereof 
is  gradually  turn’d  into  black  ;  the 
top  of  the  Skin  is  unequally  thick, 
thin,  hard,  loft,  rough,  as  if  it 
had  Scales  on  it;  the  Body  decays, 
the  Bone,  the  Calves  of  the  Legs, 
and  Feet  fwell:  When  the  Difeafe 
is  old  and  inveterate,  the  Toes  and 
Fingers  are  hid  in  the  Swelling,  and 
a  final]  Fever  arifts,  which  eafily 
confumes  a  Man  loaden  with  fo 
many  Infirmities. 

Elephant iafis,  five  Lepra  Le - 
frvfis,  is  a  cutaneous  Diftemper,  ap¬ 
pearing  firft  of  all  with  Pufiules  in 
the  Face,  Forehead,  Breaft,  Arms, 
about  the  Hips.  They  are  of  a 
bluifh  colour,  like  a  Canker ,  but 
without  pain.  idly ,  Such  like 
Pufiules  appear  on  the  Tongue,  and 
in  the  Throat,  ^dly,  Theie  Exul¬ 
cerations  are  broad,  but  not  deep, 
never  reaching  below  the  Skin, 
but  their  Extremities  or  Edges  are 
hard;  they  are  moft  frequently  on 
the  Fingers,  Toes,  and  Joints  ; 
and  if  they  are  remov’d  from  one 
place,  they  break  out  in  another. 

4 thlyy  By  degrees  they  feize  alfo 
on  the  Note,  which  is  often  eat 
up,  Bones  and  all,  and  at  laft  fix  on 
the  Palate  and  Wind -pipe.  <thly , 

There  is  a  Swelling  near  the  Extre¬ 
mity  of  the  Nofe  and  Ears.  6thly, 
A  thin  Skin  grows  over  the  Apple 
of  the  Eye.  7 tklyy  The  Skin  is  ve¬ 
ry  rough,  and  chapt  in  many  pla¬ 
ces,  and  covered  with  Scales.  8 thly, 
The  Hairs  fall  off,  the  Nails  grow 
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crooked,  like  the  Talons  of  Birds  of 
Prey.  The  Mufcles  appropriated 
to  Infpiration  lofe  part  of  their 
ufe,  by  reafon  of  the  many  Exulce¬ 
rations,  and  in  procefs  of  time  the 
fanguiferous  Vefiels  are  fo  firait- 
ned,  that  when  you  prick  ’em 
with  a  Pin  no  Blood  enfues,  but 
you  may  fee  a  purulent  Matter. 
The  Leprofy. 

Elevator ,  the  fame  with - 

Elevatorium ,  fo  call’d  from  lift¬ 
ing  up,  is  a  Chirurgeon’s  Infiru- 
ment  wherewith  Sculls  that  are 
depreft  are  raifed  up  again. 

Elichryfon ,  the  fame  with  Eleo- 
chryfon. 

Eliotropia,  the  Name  of  a  pre¬ 
cious  Stone. 

Ehxatio ,  when  things  are  foft- 
ned  with  boiling. 

Elixir,  fo  call’d  from  the  Ara- 
bick  Word  Ehcfckir,  or  Eliefchir,  or 
Etefchis,  is  the  Eflence  of  any 
thing  extracted  with  the  Spirit  of 
Wine,  or  fomething  of  that  na¬ 
ture;  the  fame  with  a  but 

with  difference,  that  in  a  Tindf  ure 
the  Ingredients  remain  entire,  but 
are  in  good  meafure  diffolv’d  in  an 
Elixir. 

Elixis,  the  fame  with  Eclegma . 

Elleborus ,  or  Helleborum,  feuEe- 
r  at  rum.  Hellebore.  The  Root  of 
white  Hellebore,  ufed  only  in  Phy- 
fick,  purges  very  violently  up¬ 
ward  and  downward;  yet  it  may 
be  ufed,  faith  Tragusy  being  infu- 
fed  2,4  hours  in  Wine  or  Oxymel, 
and  then  dry’d  ;  half  a  dram  of  it 
fo  prepar’d  may  be  given  in  Wine 
to  mad  and  melancholy  People  ; 
but  either  of  the  Hellebores,  fays 
Gefiner,  may  be  ufed  inoffensively 
being  boil’d  to  a  Syrup  with  Ho¬ 
ney  and  Vinegar,  and  are  very  ufe- 
ful  for  many  flegmarick  D:feafes, 
efpecially  of  the  Head  and  Breaft, 

as 


as  an  Afthma,  difficulty  of  breath¬ 
ing,  and  the  Falling- ficknefs  3  they 
wonderfully  purge  the  Belly,  the 
Urine,  and  all  the  Paffages.  In  the 
life  of  white  Hellebore  two  things 
are  chiefly  to  be  obferv’d,  ijl,  That 
the  Difeafes  are  obftinate  j  and, 
idly.  That  the  Patient  hath  fuffi- 
cient  Strength  to  bear  the  Opera¬ 
tion  ;  therefore  the  Root  ought  not 
to  be  given  to  old  Men,  Women, 
or  Children,  or  to  fuch  as  are  weak¬ 
ly  and  coftivein  their  Bodies  j  and 
the  Hellebore  ought  to  be  well 
prepar’d.  The  Root  boil’d  in  Vi¬ 
negar,  and  held  in  the  Mouth,  takes 
off  the  pain  of  the  Teeth  $  a  De¬ 
coction  of  it  made  in  Lee,  kills 
Lice,  and  cleanfes  the  Head  from 
Scurf,  it  being  wafh’d  with  it, 
and  cures  the  Itch,  and  other  Vi¬ 
ces  of  the  Skin  ;  Powder  of  it 
blown  up  the  Noftrils,  occa/ions 
Sneezing,  wherefore  it  is  call’d  in 
Englifh  Sneezwort.  Varkinfon  fays, 
the  Spaniards  make  Poifon  of  the 
Juice  of  the  Root,  being  ferment¬ 
ed  in  an  earthen  Pot,  wherewith 
they  anoint  their  Arrows,  that  the 
Wounds  inflicted  by  them  may  be 
render’d  incurable.  In  fhort,  both 
Hellebores  are  now  on!y  ufed  in 
great  Difeafes,  as  the  Ealling-fick - 
nefs,  Giddinefs,  Madnefs ,  Dropfy , 
Hip. Gouty  Convuljions ,  and  the  like. 

Elmintbes ,  and  Helmintbes ,  are 
little  Worms  bred  in'  the  Guts,  efpe- 
cially  that  call’d  Reftum,  the  low¬ 
er  molt. 

E Hobos,  is  (aid  of  Seeds  contain’d 
in  Pods,  fuch  as  Beans,  Peas,  <&c. 

Elodes ,  and  Helodes ,  a  continual 
Fever,  attended  with  continued 
Sweats,  wherein  the  Patients  are 
almoft  melted  through  moiflure. 
The  Sweating  Fever. 

Elongatio ,  a  fort  of  imperfeCt 
Luxation  when  the  Ligament  of 


any  Joint  is  ftretch’d  and  extend¬ 
ed,  but  npt  fo  as  that  the  Bone 
goes  quite  out  of  its  Place. 

Eluxatio ,  the  fame  as  Luxatio. 
Elluvios,  a  vitiated  Excrement 
of  the  Uterus. 

Ely  mo s  is  the  fame  as  Ranicum, 
Indian  Oat-meal. 

Ellychniftos ,  a  kind  of  Liniment 
ufed  by  Chirurgeons.  ® 

Elythroides,  or  Vaginalis,  is  the 
fecond  proper  Tunick  which  im¬ 
mediately  involves  the  Tefticles. 

Embaphium ,  a  Sawcer,  or  fmall 
Veffel  wherein  Medicaments  or 
Aliments  are  put  or  meafur’d. 

Embafis ,  a  fort  of  a  hot  Bath, 
made  with  Water 

Embrocatio ,  and  Embrochay  the 
fame  with  Embroche. 

Embroche ,  an  Irrigation,  or  la- 
ftiilation,  is  a  fort  of  fomentation 
when  a  Liquor  is  diftill’d  from  on 
high,  like  Rain,  on  a  Part,  which 
is  either  done  by  a  Veffel  with  a 
Nofe  that  inclines,  or  by  Diftilla- 
tion,  or  out  of  an  Ewer,  ifi,  ’Tis 
ufed  in  Diftempers  of  the  Brain, 
where  the  Liquor  is  firft  poured 
upon  the  Suture  call’d  Coronalis » 
and  permitted  to  run  by  that  called 
Sagittalis.  idly,  *Tis  applied  to 
the  top  of  the  Spinal  Marrow  in 
Difeafes  of  the  Nerves ,  and  per¬ 
mitted  to  run  down  the  whole 
ridge  of  the  Back,  idly,  *Tis  ufed 
to  warm  or  dry  the  Stomach,  and 
the  Liquors  fuffer’d  to  run  thro* 
the  whole  Abdomen ;  if  the  Bow¬ 
els  be  weak,  they  apply  a  Sear® 
cloth  of  Sant  alum ,  ( fome  Engliffi 
it  Sanders)  to  the  Liver,  when 
they  apprehend  it  may  be  over¬ 
heated.  The  Matter  whereof  thefe 
Embroches  are  made  is  common¬ 
ly  Bath-water,  a  DecoCtion,  or 
Milk  and  Oil,  according  as  the  Di£ 
temper  of  the  Part  and  Neeeflity 
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require.  Some  fay  this  Word  re¬ 
relates  alfo  to  that  kind  of  Fomen¬ 
tation,  which  is  perform’d  by  lay¬ 
ing  the  Hand  warm  on  the  affect¬ 
ed  Part,  or  fomenting  it  with  a 
Spongue  full  of  Liquor  appropria¬ 
ted  to  the  Difeafe. 

Embryon>  the  Rudiment  of  a 
Child  in  the  WTomb.  An  Embryo. 

Q  Embryonatum  5  this  is  fpoke  of 
an  internal  or  embryonated  Sul¬ 
phur,  of  which  there  are  two  forts 
remarkable  ,•  one  from  a  fix’d  is 
made  volatile,  the  other  pure  and 
quick,  is  an  invifible  and  vifible 
Fire  5  both  pafs  and  confume  a~ 
way  alike.  There  is  an  Extraction 
made  of  the  embryonated  Sulphur, 
by  Sublimation  or  Defcent.  The  A- 
eid  of  the  embryonated  Sulphur  is  an 
univerfal  Efurine  Salt,  the  adive 
P,  inciple  of  all  Metals  and  Minerals, 
which  it  pafles  out  of  its  native 
form  by  corroding  the  Minuta  it 
turns  into  a  Vitriol.  There  is  a- 
nother  embryonated  acid  Salt, 
which  lies  in  the  Bowels  of  the 
Earth,  join’d  to  no  other  Body. 

EmbryothUfies ,  or  Embryulcus, 
an  Inflrument  wherewith  Chirur- 
geons  crufh  the  Bones,  to  draw  the 
dead  Child  out  of  the  Womb.  A 
Crochet. 

Embryotomia ,  an  Anatomical 
Difledion  of  a  Foetus. 

Embryulcusy  is  an  Iron  Hook 
made  ufe  of  in  drawing  out  a 
dead  Child. 

Emeticdy  or  Vomit  or  1st ,  Medi¬ 
cines  which  with  their  pungent 
Particles  contrad  the  Fibres  of  the 
Stomach,  and  fo  ejeCt  at  the  Mouth 
whatfoever  isoffenlive  to  it.  They 
are  made  of  Decoctions  y  'TinFkureSy 
Infufions,  See.  and  therefore  for  the 
moil  part  are  liquid,  tho’  fome- 
times  aifo  in  Fill  s  and  Vo wders*  An 
Emetick  or  Vomit. 


Emetocutharticumy  a  Medicine 
purging  both  upward  and  down¬ 
ward. 

Emetologia ,  a  Defcription  of 
things  that  provoke  Vomiting. 

Emetos,  fee  Vomitus. 

Emmenagogdy  Medicines  which 
excite  the  Menftrual  Courfes,  cau- 
tioufly  preferib’d  by  Phyficians  to 
Women  fufpeded  of  being  with 
Child. 

Emmenia,  the  fame  with  Cata- 
menu*  and  Menfes. 

Emmotoriy  a  liquid  Medicine, 
which  is  injeded  into  Ulcers  with 
a  little  Inflrument  which  they  ufe 
in  Wounds,  fafhion’d  like  a  Man’s 
Yard. 

Emmollientta,  ab  Emollire ,  fof- 
tening  things,  are  fuch  as  with  a 
moderate  heat  and  moifture  dif- 
folve  the  Parts  which  before  co¬ 
hered  clofe;  and  diffipating  others, 
make  them  loofe  and  foft. 

Empa/ma^  is  an  aflringent  Pow¬ 
der,  ufed  to  corred  a  flunking 
Breath,  or  check  exceffive  fweat- 
ing ;  the  fame  with  Catapafma. 

Empeira,  or  Ernpira ;  fee  Em¬ 
piric  a. 

Empetalon ,  the  fame  with  Eupe- 
talon. 

Empctron ;  fee  Saxifraga. 

Emphraxis ,  fignifi.es  an  Obflru- 
dion  in  any  Part. 

j Emphraflica,  the  fame  with 
Emplattomena,  fuch  things  as  ob- 
flrud  the  Pores  of  the  Body. 

Emphyfema ,  an  Inflamation  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  an  Etfervefcence,  or 
otherwife,  either  in  the  Concavi- 
ti  s,  as  in  the  Tympany,  orinfome 
particular  part,  as  the  Stomach,  In- 
teflines,  &c. 

Emphyton  Tbermon ,  the  innate 
Heat,  or  Heatfirfl  fown  in  the  Foe¬ 
tus  by  the  Parents  Seed,  which 
afterwards,  when  Refpiration  is 

begun

begun,  and  the  Foetus  fubfids  of  it 
felf,  decays  by  degrees.  Both  Phi- 
lofophers  and  Phyficians  call  this 
Heat  an  innate  and  native  Spirit , 
and  /ay  that  it  conlifts  of  three 
parts,  of  a  primogenial  Moifture,  an 
innate  Spirit ,  and  Heat  $  whence 
Fernelius  defines  innate  Heat ,  to  be 
a  primogenial  Moifture,  every  1 vay 
qualified  -with  an  innate  Spirit  and 
Heat.  But  thefeToys  of  the  An¬ 
cients  are  nothing  to  us ;  for  it  is 
certain  that  this  Heat  belongs  only 
to  new-born  Creatures. 

Empirica  Medicina. ,  Quacking, 
curing  the  lick  by  guefs,  without 
Reafon,  the  Uie  of  Anatomy,  or 
knowing  the  Cau/es  of  Diftempers, 
but  to  certain  Symptoms  only 
prefcrib’d  fuch  Medicines  as  they 
had  experienc’d  in  fitch  like  Cafes 
before.  Acron  Agpigentinus,  or  as 
fome  will  have  it,  Serapion ,  was 
the  fird  Author  of  it,  who,  neg¬ 
lecting  the  Reafons  of  things,  con¬ 
tented  himfelf  with  bare  Experi¬ 
ence,  Quacks  firft  flourifh’d  a- 
mongd  the  1 Egyptians ,  who,  as, 
Herodotus  tells  us,  had  a  peculiar 
Phyfician  for  every  particular  Dif- 
eafe.  In  procefs  of  time.  People 
began  to  feek  for  Aid  from  their 
Experience  in  Reafon  }  fo  that  e~ 
ven  before  Hippocrates  his  time, 
among  the  Cnidti,  Rhodii,  and  Coi, 
there  arofe  a  SeCt  call’d  Dogmati- 
ca ,  or  Rationalis.  From  this  Trade 
came  Mountebanks ,  and  Quack 
Medicines. 

Empetalon ,  the  fame  with  Eu- 
petalon. 

Emplaftica ,  the  fame  with  Em- 
plattomena. 

Emplaftrum,  a  Plaider,  a  Me¬ 
dicine  applied  outwardly  to  the 
Skin,  fpread  upon  Linnenor  Lea¬ 
ther,  ’tis  commonly  made  of  Oils, 
or  of  thole  things  which  are  of  a  j 


like  Confidence  with  Oils,  as 
Swines-greafe,  Butter,  flimy  vif- 
cous  Extractions  Irom  Gums , 
Roots,  <&c.  alfo  of  Powders  and 
Wax,  or  thofe  things  which  are  of 
a  like  confidence  with  Wax,  as 
Rodn,  Pitch,  Gum,  <&c  the  Mafs 
whereof  being  yet  hot,  is  formed 
into  a  Cylindriacal  Figure. 

Emplafirum  de  Am-n  niaco,  the 
Plaifter  of  Gum  A  nmoniacum  ;  it 
didblves  hard  Swellings,  eafes  the 
Pain  of  the  Breads,  and  didblves 
the  dwellings  of  them. 

Emplaftrum  e  Baccis  lauri,  Plai¬ 
ner  of  Bfyberries,  it  expels  Wind, 
{Lengthens  the  Stom :  ch,  and  ca¬ 
fes  Pain,  proceeding  from  Cold  or 
Wind. 

Emplaftrum  Rarbarum  Mag - 
numy  it  is  reckon’d  good  for  the 
biting  of  venomous  Creatures,  to 
takeoff  Inflamations,  and  for  Pains 
and  Weaknefs  of  the  joints. 

Emplaftrum  de  Betonica,  PIai« 
fterof  Betony 3  ’tis  ufed  for  Difea- 
fes  of  the  Head. 

Emplaftrum  C&faris,  ’tis  very  a- 
dringent,  it  ftrengthens  the  Back, 
and  takes  off  the  Pain  of  it,  and  is 
good  for  weaknefs  in  the  Joints, 

Emplaftrum  Cephalcum,  a  Plai¬ 
ner  for  the  Head  3  it  drengthens 
the  Head,  and  eafes  the  Head-ach, 
being  applied  to  the  Crown  of  the 
Head  fhav’dj  but  it  is  mod  com¬ 
monly  applied  to  the  Soles  of  the 
Feet,  to  draw  the  Humours  from 
the  Head. 

Emplaftrum  de  Cicuta  cum  Am - 
moniacoy  the  Piaider  of  Hemlock, 
with  Gum  Ammoni acum  j  it  is 
good  to  lortenhard  Swellings,  and 
to  take  off  Inflamations. 

Emplaftrum  e  Cym'mo ,  ’tis  ufed 
for  windy  Ruptures,  and  to  expel 
Wind. 
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Emplaftrum  Diachalciteos ,  Plai¬ 
ner  call’d  Diacalcitis  >  it  is  Com¬ 
monly  ufed  to  drive  away  Milk. 

Emplajlrum  Duchy  Ion  J implex , 
fimple  Diachylon  ,  it  foftens,  dip 
cubes,  and  hea's. 

Emplajlrum  Diachylon  Magnum, 
great  Diachylon  ;  it  is  cleaning, 
healing,  and  anodyne. 

EmpUJlrum  Diachylon  Magnum 
cum  Gummi ,  with  Gums,  great 
Diachylon j  it  difiolves,  digefts,  and 
ripens  hard  SWe  lings. 

EmpUJlrum  de  Mucilaginibus, 
Plaifter  of  Mucilages  j  it  is  a  good 
Plainer  to  fuppurate  Tumours. 

Emplaftrum  Epifpajlicum ;  bli- 
ftering  Plaifter. 

Emplajlrum  Flos  Unguent  or  um  ; 
it  diffolves  and  digefts  Tumors, 
and  is  good  for  Strains. 

EmpUJlrum  Grifeum  He  Lapide 
CaUminari ,  the  grey  Plaifter  of 
the  Stone  call’d  CaUminaris  ;  it 
cools,  heals,  and  dries. 

Emplajlrum  de  Hermodablilis , 
the  Plaifter  of  Hermodafliles'}  it  ea- 
fes  pains  of  the  Gout. 

EmpUJlrum  ad  Herniam ,  Plai¬ 
fter  for  Ruptures  ,*  it  is  ufed  to 
ftrengthen  the  Back,  ftop  Fluxes, 
and  prevent  .Mifcarriage. 

EmpUJlrum  Hyjlericum,  Hyfte- 
rick  Plaifter  j  it  is  applied  to  the 
Navel  for  Mother-fits. 

EmpUJlrum  Oxycroceumdt  com¬ 
forts  the  Limbs,  and  is  good  for 
Aches,  and  difcuifeth  cold  Tu¬ 
mors. 

Emplaftrum  de  Rants ,  Plaifter 
of  Frogs  }  ’tis  chiefly  ufed  to  dif- 
foive  hard  Swellings. 

Emplaftrum  de  San  dice,  the  Plai¬ 
fter  of  calcin’d  Cerufe,  or  red-lead  ; 
it  gives  eafe,  is  drying  and  cool¬ 
ing- 

Emplajlrum  de  Sapone ,  Plaifter 
«f  Soap  j  ’tis  proper  for  the  Gout 


and  Pains  of  the  Joints. 

Emplajlrum  Stipticum  Paracelji , 
it  is  commonly  ufed  for  Bruifes 
and  Aches. 

Emplajlrum  Stomachicum  Magi- 
Jlrale ,  the  Magifterical  Stomach- 
plaifter,  it  comforts  and  ftrengthens 
the  Stomach.  The  Way  of  ma¬ 
king  all  thefe  Plaifters  may  be  feen 
in  Journey’s  Djpenfatory,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Practice  of  the  London 
Phyficians. 

Emplattomina ,  or  Emplajlica , 
Salves  which  foconftipate  and  fhut 
up  the  Pores  of  the  Body,  that  ful- 
phureous  Vapours  cannot  pafs. 

Empneumatojis ,  five  Infpiratio , 
an  alternate  Dilatation  cftheCheft, 
whereby  the  Nitrous  Air  is  conti¬ 
nually  breath’d  in,  and  by  the 
Wind- pipe,  and  its  bladdery  parts, 
are  communicated  to  the  Blood  to 
accend  it.  But  if  we  infpedt  the 
matter  narrowly,  Infpiration  feems 
to  depend  principally  upon  the 
Thorax,  and  the  Contraction  of 
the  Membrane  which  covers  the 
Wind-pipe,  the  upper  part  of  the 
Gullet,  and  the  Nc  ftrilsj  for,  take 
this  away,  and  you  take  away  the 
motion  of  the  Cheft,  the  Lungs, 
and  Abdomen. 

Emprcjlhotonos ,  the  continual 
contraction  of  the  Mufcles  of  the 
Neck,  and  other  Parts  towards  the 
fore-parts,  fo  that  you  fee  the  Chin 
bent  down  to  the  Cheft,  and  the 
Knees  or  Hips  drawn  up  to  the 
Belly,  which  thus  continues  for 
fome  time. 

Empyema ,  properly  fo  cak’d,  is 
a  collection  of  purulent  Matter  in 
the  Cavity  of  the  Thorax  ;  but 
largely  taken,  fignifies  the  fame  in 
the  Abdomen ,  or  any  other  Part. 
’Tis  call’d  a’fo  Ecpyema  and  Ecpye * 
Jis,  an  Impofthume  in  the  Conca¬ 
vity  of  the  Breaft.

Empyreumata,  little  Fever  ifh, 
^Remains  after  a  Crijis,  alio  that 
thick  vifcous  Matter  which  fub- 
hdesto  the  bottom  in  diddl’d  Wa¬ 
ters,  and  the  burnt  Scent  of  the 
Sediment. 

Emulgentia  Vafa,  or  rather  Re~ 
naliay  becaule  they  are  the  Arteries 
and  Veins  which  pais  under  the 
Reins. 

Emulfio  from  j Emttlgere,  an  E- 
muliion,  a  Medicine  to  drink,made 
of  the  Kernel  of  Fruit,  or  fame 
Seeds  bruiied  in  a  convenient  Li¬ 
quor,  unto  which,  after  Percolati¬ 
on.  are  added  Syrups,  &c. 

Emunfforia,  Cavities  into  which 
fomething  is  emptied,  as  thepitui- 
tous  Humour  of  the  Brain  into  the 
Noftrils  ;  the  yellow  thick  Hu¬ 
mour  which  we  call  Ear-wax,  in¬ 
to  the  Ears  ;  the  Excrement  into 
the  Bowels  5  the  Urine  into  the 
Bladder.,  &c.  Emundtories. 

En&mon ,  a  Medicine  that  dops 
the  Biood ;  or  which,  by  binding, 
cooling  or  drying,  doles  the  Palfa- 
ges  of  the  Vefiels  that  were  open, 
flops  or  diminifhes  the  Fluidity 
and  violent  Motion  of  the  Blood. 

En&rema,  Nubecula  or  Nubes, 
that  little  Cloud  which  hangs 
in  the  middle  of  the  Urine. 

Enarthrofis ,  Jointing,  when  the 
Cavity  that  receives  is  deep,  and 
the  Head  of  the  Bone  that  is  in¬

Enchardion ,  in  the  larged  figni- 
fication,  is  the  middle  of  any  thing, 
or  Mediiull'tum ,  but  in  the  ftrickt- 
ed  Senle,  it  fignifies  the  Place 
where  the  Fleart  is  fituated. 

Encathifmct,  the  fame  with  bp* 
feffus. 

EncautPia,  feu  Inujlio,  a  burning 
in  any  Part  of  the  Body.  It  alfo 
fignifies  an  Ulcer  in  the  Eye,  with 
a  filthy  Scab,  which  often  follows 
a  Fever.

Encephalos ,  whatever  is  within 
the  com  pais  of  the  Scull,  as  the 
Brain,  the  Cerebellum ,  the  Gbloa- 
gated  Marrow,  <&c. 

Encharaxis,  See  Scarijicatlo. 
Encbeirefis  Anatomica,  a  read!- 
nefsin  Directions,  when  an  Ana- 
tomiji  fhews  the  Parts  of  a  Carcaie 
dexteroully, 

Enchondros ,  hath  a  double  Signi¬ 
fication,  from  the  primitive  Chon ~ 
dros,  which  denotes  both  a’ Grain* 
and  a ,  Cartilage ,  accordingly  this 
is  us’d  to  fignify  bctii  G 'rumoni 
and  Cartilaginous. 

Encbriftum ,  an  Ointment,  or 
Liniment.

Enchufa,  the  fame  with  Anchufa. 
Enchymoma ,  an  Afflux  of  the 
Blood,  whereby  the  external  Parrs 
are  render'd  black  and  hue,*  as  in 
the  Scurvy*  Blood- (hot  Eyes,  fyc* 
alfo  an  Afflux  of  the  Blood  by  the 
quicknefs  and  fuddennefs  of  its 
Motion,  as  in  Anger  and  Joy. 

Enchyta,  or  Infundibulum^  So 
Indrument  whereby  Liquids  are 
j  indill’d  into  the  Eyes,  Nodrils,  or 
Ears. 

Enchfma,  the  fame  with  Clyfler . 
Encope ,  an  Incifibn  of  any  part* 
as  in  a  Gangrene.  _  f 

E  cranium,  the  fame  with  C«- 
rebdlum* 
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Endeixis ,  an  Indication  of  Dif- 
eafes,  whereby  is  fhewnwhat  is  to 
be  done.  As  for  Example,  a  Tie- 
thorn >  or  falnefs  of  Blood,  indi¬ 
cates  the  opening  of  a  Vein  ;  a 
Wound  indicates  a  binding  it  up ; 
an  Obftrudfion,  purging.  An  In¬ 
dication. 

Endemius,  or  Morhus  Verna  cu¬ 
ius  ,  and  Communis ,  is  a  Difeafe 
which  always  infedfs  a  great  many 
in  the  fame  Country,  proceeding 
from  feme  Caufe  peculiar  to  the 
Country,  or  to  the  Place  where  it 
reigns.  Such  is  the  Scurvy  to  the 
Hollanders. 

Endemusy  the  fame  with  Ende- 
tnius. 

Endiviajntubum ,  Seris,  Sericla, 
or  Scariola ,  ’tis  a  cooling  Herb,  and 
the  Water  of  it  is  ufed  in  Fevers, 
and  in  Inflamations.  Endive. 

Enema ,  the  fame  with  Clyfler. 

Energia,  an  Agitation  or  Ope¬ 
ration  of  the  Animal  Spirits  and 
Blood, 

Enervatio,  a  Weaknefs  about 
the  Tendons  or  Nerves. 

Engizoma,  a  Blow  upon  the 
Scull,  wherewith  the  Bone  de- 
feends  to  the  inner  Membrane  of 
the  Brain,  and  prelies  upon  it. 
Alfo  an  Inftrument  ufed  in  fuch 
like  Cafes. 

Engomphofs,  the  fame  with 
Gomphofts. 

Engonios ,  the  bending  of  the 
Arm  or  Leg  to  an  Angle. 

Em,  ab  Ejfe ,  is  the  effential 
Part  of  any  mix’d  thing. 

Enfifortnis  Cartilago,  the  loweff 
part  cf  the  Bieaft-bone,  pointed 
like  a  Sword 

Enixum  Sal,  by  this  the  ancient 
Chy mills  under  (food  a  Salt  which 
partakes  t  orhof  an  Aleali  and  A- 
cid.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Sal  Neutrum, 
bccaufe  it  is  neither  truly  Alcali 


nor  Acid ;  of  which  fort  are  com¬ 
mon  Salt,  Nitre,  Allum,  Vitriol, 
&c . 

Entaliumy  a  certain  Sea-lhell, 
long  and  hollow  like  a  Pipe,  and 
white,  fcallopp’d  without,  and 
fmooth  within,  about  the  length 
of  one's  Finger.  ’Tis  one  of  the 
Ingredients  in  the  Unguentum  Ci- 
trinum. 

Enter  on,  the  Inteftines,  a  long 
Membranous  winding  Tube  an¬ 
nex’d  to  the  Mefentery,  that  the 
Guts  be  not  confounded  with  one 
another ;  and  they  are  fix,  (unlefs 
you  reckon  the  Gullet,  Stomach, 
and  Bladder  among  the  Inteftines, 
which  I  fbould  not  fcruple,  fince 
they  have  the  fame  Subftance,  and 
almoft  the  fame  Action)  the  Gut 
Duodenum,  Jejunum,  ileum ,  C&- 
ctim.  Colon,  and  Rettumi  the  three 
uppermoft  are  call’d  fmall  Guts, 
the  lower  great  Guts,  or  rather 
narrow  and  broad  Guts.  They 
are  cloath’d  with  four  Tunicks  j 
theoutermoft  is  membranous,  and 
arifes  from  the  Peritcn&um ;  the 
fecond  is  fibrous,  or  flefhy,  whofe 
exteriour  Fibres  are  long,  the  in- 
teriour  round,  plac’d  upon  one  a- 
nother  at  right  Angles  the  third 
is  nervous,  and  contains  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  both  ladteal  and  fanguinary 
Velfels^  to  which  there  inwardly 
adheres  a  fourth  Tunick,  which  is 
glandulous,  or  rather  of  a  pappy 
fubftance,  whereby  the  Chyle  is 
imbibed  and  communicated  to  the 
Milky  Veins.

Us ,  the  Fall  of  the  Inteftines,  efpe- 
cially  of  the  Ileum ,  thro5  the  Pro- 
cefies  of  the  Peritoneum ,  dilated 
into  the  Groins,  or  outer  Skin  that 
covers  the  Scrotum. 

Enteroepiplocele,  a  fort  of  Hernia , 
when  the  Caul  and  Inteftines  fail 
both  together  into  the  Cod, 

Enter  omphalos,  Hernia  XTmbili- 
calisy  when  the  Inteftines  bunch 
out  at  the  Navel,  which  is  com¬ 
mon  with  great  belly'd  Women  ; 
each  of  thefe  three  is  a  peculiar 
fort  of  Rupture. 

Enthemata ,  fignifies  Irruptions, 
or  Puftules  in  the  Skin  that  are 
full  of  Matter. 

Enthermos ,  exceftive  hot. 

Enthal/is ,  an  inward  Contufion. 

Entrichomata ,  the  outmoft  Cir¬ 
cle  of  the  Eye-Jids,  from  whence 
the  Hair  grows. 

Entypofis ,  the  Jointing  of  the 
Shoulder  with  the  Arm. 

Enula.  Campana ,  Ellicampane, 
the  frefh  Root  being  candied,  or 
dry’d  and  powder’d,  mixt  with  Ho¬ 
ney  or  Sugar,  is  very  good  in  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing,  an  Afthma,and 
fen  old  Cough.  Being  taken  after 
Supper,  it  helps  Cpncodtion  j  ftis 
alfo  commended  as  an  excellent 
Prefervative  againft  the  Plague  ,* 
being  taken  in  the  Morning,  it 
forces  Urine,  and  the  Courfes. 
Half  a  pint  of  White- wine  where¬ 
in  the  Root  diced  hath  been  infuf- 
ed  3  days,  taken  in  the  Morning 
failing,  cures  the Green-ficknefs.  A 
DecoCtion  of  the  Root  taken  in¬ 
wardly,  or  outwardly  apply'd,  is 
commended  by  fome  for  Convul- 
fions ,  Contufions ,  and  the  Hip-gout, 
The  Root  boii’d  in  Wine,  or  the 
frefh  Juice  infufed  in  it  and  drank, 
kills  and  expels  Worms.  Wine 
prepar'd  with  this  Root,  and  of¬ 
ten  drank,  wonderfully  quickens 


the  Sight.  Ellicampane  diftill’d  in 
common  Watpr  yields  a  volatile 
Salt,  that  fmells,  and  has  the  lame 
Vertue  with  Salt  of  Hardhorn.  See 
Helanium . 

Enypnion ,  a  Dream,  which  is 
reckon'd  by  Phyficians  among  the 
figns  of  Health  and  Sicknefs  tho' 
with  great  uncertainty. 

Enypofarpos ,  an  internal  Putre¬ 
faction. 

Enyfir'ton ,  is  the  Sm# 5  or  hollow 
of  the  Belly  in  Quadrupeds,  called 
Abomafum . 

Eon}  the  whole  Circuit  of  the 
Eyes. 

Epacme, the  fame  with  Anabafis* 

Epaemaflica ,  a  Fever  that  conti¬ 
nually  grows  ftronger. 

Epagogium>  the  Fore-skin  of  a 
Man’s  Yard. 

Epanadiplofis ,  or  Re  duplicate  5 
fee  Anadiplojis. 

Epapharefis,  a  repeated  evacua¬ 
tion  in  general,  or  an  iterated  Phle¬ 
botomy  in  particular. 

Epar ;  fee  Hepar . 

Eparmata,  any  kind  of  Tumor, 
or  Tumors  of  the  Glandules,  call'd 
Parotes,  behind  the  Ears. 

Epkeh<znmt  the  Place  from  the 
Hypogajlrium ,  or  lower  part  of  the 
Abdomen,  to  the  Privities.  'Tis 
alfo  call’d  Sumen,  Peften,  Pubes , 
Aqualiculus. 

Ephelcis ,  that  bloody  Subftance 
which  is  brought  up  in  fpittingof 
Blood  $  alfo  a  Shell  or  Cruft  that 
grows  over  Ulcers, 

Ephelis,  five  Lentigo ,  dewy  Spot, 
we  call  ir  Freebies,  which  proceed 
mo  ft  commonly  from  Sunburn  ; 
they  grow  efpecially  in  Spring  and 
Summer,  and  chiefly  in  thofe  who 
have  very  thin  Skins,  but  about 
Winter  they  difappear  again  $  they 
are  about  as  big  as  Flea-bites,  and 
often  disfigure  the  whole  Face. 

ft  3  Ephfa 
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Ephemera,  or  D  sari  a,  a  conti¬ 
nued  Fever  which  lafts  but  a  day, 
ariiing  from  a  Commotion  and 
Acceniion  of  the  fine  Parts  of  the 
Blood.  If  itlaft  above  a  Day,  ’tis 
call'd  Synochus  Simplex. 

Ephemffrum?  a  Plant  that  dies 
the  lame  Day  it  fprings. 

E phial tes ,  or  Incubus,  the  Night- 
Mare,  is  a  dep  av’d  Imagination, 
whereby  People  a  deep  fancy  that 
their  Wind- pipe  is  oppreft  by  fotne 
fuperincurnbent  Body,  that  their 
Breath  is  Hopt,  and  they  are  excited 
to  Venery.  This  proceeds  from  a 
comprefHon  cf  the  Cerebellum, 
when  the  Ventricle's  are  too  iullot 
moifture.  Or  if  thofe  that  are  thus 
atfedfed  lie  upon  their  Backs,  then  ( 
the  whole  bulk  of  the  Brain  lies  up  ¬ 
on  the  Cerebellum  ;  whereupon  all

Epic  rpium,  a  Medicine  apply'd 
©utvvardiy,  like  a  Piaifter  or  Ca» 


taplafm,  to  the  Pulfe,  or  Wrift  of 
the  Hand,  to  drive  away  intermit¬ 
ting  Fevers. 

Epicauma,  a  cruft y  Ulcer  that 
iometimes  happens  to  the  Black  of 
the  Eye. 

Epiceraftica,  Medicines  which 
obtimd  and  temperate  fharp  Hu¬ 
mours. 

Epicheirejis ,  the  fame  with  En- 
chesrefis. 

Epichelos,  that  is,  bilious,  or 
cho’erick. 

Epichcrdisy  the  Mtfintery ,  fo 
call’d,  becaufe’tis  fltuated  upon  the 
Chorda  or  Guts. 

Bpichemafis,  decubitum  ad  dor~ 
miendum,  a  lying  down  to  fleep. 

Epicolica  Regiones,  or  Laterales, 
or  Lumbar es.  Glijjbn  calls  that 
part  Epicolica  which  lies  upon  the 
parts  of  the  Gut  Colon,  whence  it 
has  its  Name. 

Epicophojis ,  the  fame  with  Co - 
phojis. 

Epicrafis,  a  grsdual  Evacuation 
of  all  ill  Humours  in  the  Blood, 
or  a  Critical  Evacuation. 

E  pier  if  is,  a  judging  of  a  Difeafe. 

E pi  crufts,  a  percuflion  of  the  foft 
parts,  with  light  Ferula  s,  an  ufu- 
al  Cuftom  amongft  the  Japonefes . 

Epicyema,  a  Superfoetation,  or 
Superimpregnation,  which  rarely 
happens. 

Epidemtus,  a  comm 01  Difeafe, 
proceeding  from  a  common  Caufe, 
fpreading  itfelf  over  divers  Coun¬ 
tries,  atdiverstirr.es,*  fuch  are  the 
Piague,  malignant  Fevers,  &c. 
Thereafonis,  that  the  Nitre  of  the 
Air,  with  other  Particles  that  are 
in  it,  acquire  the  Vertue  of  an 
Arfenich,  or  a  Sublimate ,  as  we  fee 
in  making  Sublimate,  for  the  Par¬ 
ticles  of  which  that  conflfts,  if 
they  be  given  feverally,  are  not  fo 
deftrudiive  j  but  taken  together. 
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they  make  a  deadly  Poifon.  An 
Epidemical  or  General  Difeafe. 

Epidelos,  fignifies  evident,  or 
confpicuous,  and  is  either  Paid  of 
a  Man  who  is  fenfibly  perceiv’d  to 
grow,  as  in  the  fir  ft  fecond,  or 
third  feven  Years?  or  eke  of  thole 
Days  which  manifeft  .he  Crifis  of 
a  Diftemper,  and  thefe  are  call’d 
Indices ,  or  dies  Indicat ivi. 

Epideris,  the  fame  with  Nym- 
pha j  or  Cl'toyis}  a  Caruncle  grow¬ 
ing  in  the  Pa  '  nlum. 

Epidermis.  See  Cuticula. 

Epidefis ,  or  Deligatio,  the  bind¬ 
ing  up  of  a  Wound  to  flop  the 
Blood. 

Epidefmus,  a  tying  of  Swathes 
underneath. 

Epididymis,  or  Parcflata,  in  La¬ 
tin  Super geminahs,  is  a  winding 
Vefiel,  making  a  Figure  like  the 
winding  of  crooked  Veftels  that 
are  fwoln  with  ill  Blood,  and  is 
affix’d  to  the  Back  of  the  Tefticles, 
Its  greater  Globe  is  annex’d  to  the 
Tefticles,  confifting  of  one  Veflel 
or  Pafiage  above  five  Ells  long. 
Theleflfer  Globe  is  connected  to  the 
Vefltl  that  carries  the  Seed. 

Epigaflrium ,  the  forepart  of  the . 
lower  moft  Belly,  whole  upper  part 
is  call’d  Hypocondrium,  the  middle 
part  Umbilicalis,  and  the  lower- 
moft  Hypogaflrium . 

Epigenntma,  that  which  happens 
upon  a  Difeafe  like  a  Symptom  $  al- 
fo  the  order  of  parts  in  Generati¬ 
on,  which  is  done  fucceftively. 

Epigenefis ,  the  fame  that  Epigen- 
nema. 

Epiglojfum ,  the  fame  with  Lau* 
rus  Alexandria. 

Epiglottis ,  five  Epiglottalis,  the 
fifth  Cartilage  of  the  Larynx ,  the 
Cover  of  the  opening  of  the  Wind¬ 
pipe.  It  is  alfo  call’d  Sublinguium. 

Epigonatis ,  the  Whirl-bone  of 
the  Kn?e» 


Epilepfia,  or  Morbus  Caducus ,  or 
Comitialis,  becaufe  that  the  Per- 
fons  affedted  fall  down  on  a  fud- 
den.  Or  Hercules,  becaufe  it  is 
hard  to  be  cur’d  ;  alfo  Lues  Deifi- 
ca ,  Sonticus ,  Sacer.  &c.  And  it  is 
an  interrupted  Convulfion  of  the 
whole  Body,  which  hurts  all  A- 
mmal  Adlions,  proccedingfrom  an 
Explofion  of  Animal  Spirits  in  the 
Brain,  whereby  the  Perfons  af- 
fedlel  aie  fuddenly  caft  upon  the 
Ground.  This  Explofion  ariles  ei¬ 
ther  from  an  Irritation,  or  prick¬ 
ing  in  the  Spirits,  or  when  fome- 
thing  Heterogeneous  is  intermix’d 
with  the  Animal  Spirits.  The  E- 
pilepfy ,  or  Falling-fzcknefs , 

Epilepfia  Intejlinalis ,  is  nothing 
efe  but  a  Convulfion  thit  ariles 
from  things  irritating  the  Bowels, 
which  often  happens  to  Children. 

Epilepfia  Puercrum,  Childrens 
Convulsions  or  Fits ;  Infants  and 
Children  are  fo  often  feiz’d  with 
Convulfions,  that  they  are  the  chief 
and  moft  frequent  of  all  Gonvul- 
fions  ;  and  Children  are  moft  in¬ 
clin’d  to  ’em  the  firft  Month  after 
the  Birth,  as  alfo  upon  their  breed¬ 
ing  of  Teeth,  tho’  they  may  like- 
wife  come  at  other  times,  and 
from  other  Caufes,  as  from  a  fick- 
]y  or  breeding  Nurfe ;  from  the 
Milk’s  being  coagulated  in  the 
Stomach  ;  from  a  Fever,  or  Ul¬ 
cers  of  the  Head,  or  orher  Parts  j 
from  Breakings-out  fuddenly  5 
from  change  of  Air,  and  the  like. 
See  Epilepfia, 

EpiUptica ,  Medicines  good  a- 
gainft  an  Epfepfie. 

Epilogifmus ,  the  common  A  £ 
fent  and  Approbation  of  a  whole 
Society,  or  Confutation  of  Phyft- 
dans. 

\  Epimelisy  is  Mefpilus . 

|  E piny  (Hides,  Pimples  that  lend 
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forth  Matter,  and  are  painful,  efpe> 
dally  in  the  Night. 

Epiparoxyfmus,  when  a  Patient 
endures  more  Fits  in  a  Fever  than 
ufl»al,  which  happens  often  in  in¬ 
ordinate  Fevers. 

Eptpboe  >omina,  Signs  which  ap¬ 
pear  later  than  ordinary,  or  than  is 
ufual  in  Difeafes. 

J Epipbania,  the  external  Habit 
of  the  Body  j  the  Superficies,  or 
outward  appearance. 

Epiphora,  properly  an  Inflams- 
tion  of  the  Eye  ;  but  it  is  fome* 
times  taken  more  at  large,  for  an 
Information  of  the  whole  Belly, 
or  any  part  thereof. 

Epiphyfis,  Appendix,  Adnafcen- 
tia,  Additamentum ,  all  fignifieone 
Bone  th.it  grows  to  another,  by 
Ample  and  immediate  Contiguity, 
tho’  not  with  fo  even  a  Surface, 
but  with  fome  kind  of  Ingrefs  of 
one  Bone  into  the  Cavity  of  ano¬ 
ther  like  that  Co-articnlation 
wherewith  the  Bones  form  the 
Joints,  but  without  any  motion. 

Epipigm  ,  is  a  wooden  Inftru- 
ment  made  in  form  of  the  Letter 
17,  and  ufed  by  Surgeons  to  re¬ 
duce  a  relaxation  of  the  Humerus. 

EpipUfma ,  the  fame  with  Cata- 
plafma,  which  fee. 

Epiplocile,  Omenti  Ramex ,  Her¬ 
nia,  a  Rupture,  when  the  Caul 
falleth  into  the  outward  Skin 
of  the  Scrotum. 

Epplocomifie }  fat  big-belly’d 
Men,  who  have  huge  Cauls, which, 
Writers  fay,  hath  fometimes  hin¬ 
der’d  Conception  in  Women,  and 
therefore  they  are  nam’d  Caipl- 
beartrs • 

Epiplomphalum,  five  Hernia  XJm- 
hilicalis ,  a  Navel  Rupture,  when 
it  jut<  out,  by  reafbn  of  a  fwell’d 
Caul  that  is  fallen  down. 

Epiploon  Omentum ,  or  Rcticu- 
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lum ,  the  Caul,  a  Cover  fpread  o- 
ver  the  Inteftines,  arifing  from  the 
bottom  of  the  Ventricle  and  the 
back  of  the  Gut  Colon ,  to  wit, 
from  the  doubling  of  the  Perito¬ 
neum.  It  is  fhap’dlike  a  Net,  ora 
Fow.er’s  Bag,  and  aboundeth  with 
feveral  Sanguinary  Veffels.  Its 
Ufe  is  to  cherifh  the  Stomach  and 
Gats  with  its  Fat. 

Epiporcmax  a  hard  Callus  in  the 
Joints. 

Epirrhoe ,  fignifies  an  Influx  of 
Humours  into  the  Part. 

Epifarddium  vel  Hypofa rcidium, 
the  fame  with  Anafarca. 

Epifchion ,  the  Or  Pubis, or  Pecden. 

Epifcopales  Valvule ,  alfo  call’d 
Mitrales  and  Sigmotdes.  There 
are  two  of  ’em  in  the  Vena  Pulmo- 
naris,  to  hinder  the  Blood  forn 
flowing  back  to  the  Heart. 

Epifemafia,  the  very  time  that  a 
Diieafe  firft  feizes  a  Perfon,  and 
is  properly  call’d  Significatio . 

Epijion ,  the  Place  of  the  fecrefc 
Parts,  or  Acpualiculus. 

Eptfpheria,  windings  and  turn¬ 
ings  in  the  outer  fubftance  of  the 
Brain,  that  the  Sanguiferous  Vef¬ 
fels  may  pafs  more  fecurely  thro’  it. 

Epifpafmos,  fignifies  either  bare 
Infpiration,  or  a  preternatural, 
quick  and  frequent  Infpiration.  It 
fignifies  Attraddon  in  general,  and 
more  particularly  a  Medicine  that  is 
very  efficacious  in  the  cure  of 
malignant  Ulcers  in  the  Bladder, 
Womb,  <&c. 

Epijlafis,  a  fuppreflion  or  re¬ 
tention  of  Urine  j  and  fometimes 
it  fignifies  a  fubfidence  in  the  U- 
rine. 

Epiflaxis,  a  repeated  diftillation 
of  Blood  from  the  Nofe. 

Epijlomia,  the  utmoff:  openings 
and  meetings  of  Veffels. 

Epijlr<h 
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Epiflropheus, or  Cardo9thc  fecond 
Vertebre  of  the  Neck  5  fo  call’d 
from  turning,  becaufe  the  Head 
turns  upon  it. 

Epitecuos ,  fruitful,  or  well  dif- 
pos’d  for  the  generation  of  Chil¬ 
dren. 

Epithema ,  a  liquid  Medicine  ap¬ 
plied  outwardly  to  the  more  noble 
Parts  of  the  Body,  efpecially  to 
the  Heart  and  Liver,  with  a 
Sponge,  or  Cloth  dipt  into  it. 

Epomis,  the  upper  part  of  the 
Shoulder,  call’d  alfo  Acromium. 

Epomphalum,  a  Plainer,  or  any 
fuch  thing,  apply’d  to  the  Protu¬ 
berances  of  the  Navel. 

Epferna ,  a  Decodfion  of  new 
Wine,  till  half  be  boil'd  away. 

Epulis ,  an  excrefcence  in  the 
Gums,  which  reacheth  the  far- 
theft  Axle- teeth,  fo  that  it  hinders 
the  opening  of  the  Mouth. 

E pulotica,  the  fame  with  Cica- 
trizemtia-  Medicines  good  to  heal 
up  Wounds. 

Equifetum ,  Horfe-tail.  This 
Herb  is  very  aft  ringent,  wherefore 
*tis  ufed  to  cure  the  Whites,  and 
Fluxes  of  Blood,  one  Dram  of  the 
Powder,  and  4  Ounces  of  the  De» 
codtionof  it  in  Wine,  being  taken 
Morning  and  Evening  j  3  Spoon¬ 
fuls  of  the  diftill’d  Water  taken  2 
or  3  /Mornings,  cureth  Bleeding, 
and  Ulcers  of  the  Kidneys ;  out¬ 
wardly  applied  it  cures  Wounds, 
even  when  the  Nerves  are  cut. 
For  Ulcers  of  the  Lungs,  drink  3 
Ounces  of  the  Decodtion  made  in 
Water,  or  2,  Ounces  of  the  Juice, 
Morning  and  Evening.  A  Dram 
of  the  Powder  taken  in  3  Ounces 
of  Plantane  water  Morning  and 
Evening,  for  Pome  Days,  is  highly 
commended  for  a  Confumption. 

Erantbemum,  or  Delphinium,  is 
the  fame  as  Camqmillu,

Erebinthus ,  is  the  fame  with  Q- 
cor.  See  Orobus. 

Erica,  Heath  or  Ling. 

Ericerum ,  a  fort  of  Collyrmm'. 

Erigerum ,  or  Senecio,  Qroundfel. 
The  Juice  of  the  Herb  taken  in 
Beer,  or  a  Decodtion  of  it  with 
Honey,  vomits  gentlyj  outwardly 
apply’d,  'tis  good  for  the  Inflama- 
tion  of  the  Paps,  and  for  the  King's- 
evil.  'Tis  very  probable  ic  may 
be  ufeful  againft  Worms,  for  Farri¬ 
ers  ufe  it  is  a  prefent  Remedy  for 
the  Botts.  See  Senecio. 

Erinus ,  is  a  Name  given  to  va¬ 
rious  Plants. 

Erodentia ,  Medicines  which 
gnaw  and  prey  upon  the  Flefh 
with  their  acute  Particles. 

Erofio,  the  fame  with  Corrofo. 

Ericerum ,  a  fort  of  Wafti  for 
the  Mouth; 

Erpes  ;  fee  Herpes . 

Errhinum ,  barbaroufly  call’d 
Nufale  &  Caputpurgium ,  a  Medi¬ 
cine  which,  put  up  the  Noftrils, 
cleanfes  the  Brain  of  vifcous 
Humours,  efpecially  without  fnee- 
zing;  and  'tis  either  liquid,  [oft,  or 
foltd  :  The  liquid  is  made  of  the 
J uices  of  cephalick  cleanfing  Herbs, 
extradited  by  Wine  or  other  Li¬ 
quor,  to  which  Spirit  of  Wine  is 
fometimes  added ;  or  of  a  Decodti- 
on  of  fit  Simples,  to  which  are 
added  fometimes  Juices,  Honey, 
Syrup,  and  Powders  too.  The 
foft  is  made  of  Powders,  with  Ho¬ 
ney,  Oil,  or  Juices  boil’d  to  a  kind 
of  Ointment.  The  folid  is  ufed 
either  in  form  of  a  Powder  (and 
that  hath  place  efpecially  in  Medi¬ 
cines  which  provoke  Sneezing)  or 
in  form  of  a  Pellet,  and  is  call’d 
Nafale.  1 1  is  prepar’d  of  fit  Pow¬ 
ders  mix’d  with  vifcid  extradts 
from  Seeds,  Gums,  Roots,  &c. 
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with  Wax,  or  with  Turpentine.  A 
Sternutatory  or  Snuff. 

E>‘uca,  Rocket,  This  Herb  is 
acrid  and  hot,  and  much  of  the 
fame  Vertue  with  Crejps .  ’Tis 
mix’d  with  Sallads,  especially  in 
Winter-time,  when  Crejjes  are 
fcaree,  wherefore ’ti s  call’d  Wmter- 
ctefs.  Wild  Rocket  is  hot  and 
drv,  and  chiefly  ufed  to  ftimulate 
Venery,  and  for  prefer vation  a- 
gainft  Apoplexies.  Outwardly  ap- 
piy’d,  it  extra&s  Splinters  out  of 
Bones. 

Erutfatioj  fee  Kufflatiol 

Eraptio,  Eruption,  the  excretion 
of  fome  Fluid  in  greater  quantity 
than  ordinary,  as  of  Blood,  Pus,  &c, 

Er villa,  and  Ervum ,  is  a  fore  of 
the  Idler  Pulfe. 

Eryngmm  and  Eringiam ,  a  fort 
of  Carduusy  call’d  %rmgo  or  Sea- 
Holly.  ’Tis  epatick,  nephritick, 
and  alexipharmick  j  it  forces  U- 
rine  and  the  Courfes  ;  it  expels 
Wind,  eafes  Gripes,  and  cures  the 
Jaundice.  The  Roots  of  it  candi¬ 
ed,  are  accounted  excellent  Sweet¬ 
meats,  and  are  provocative  to 
Venery  j  they  are  good  Preserva¬ 
tives  againfl:  the  Piague  and  Con¬ 
tagion  of  the  Air,  asalfo  for  Con- 
fumptive  People  ;  they  likewife 
cure  a  Gonorrhoea,  and  are  ufeful 
in  the  French  Pox.  Ufed  in  the 
form  of  a  Cataplafm,  and  apply’d 
to  the  Belly,  they  prevent  Abor¬ 
tion. 

Eyfimum,  Hedg-rnuflard.  A 
Deception  of  this  Herb  in  Wine  is 
good  in  the  Cholic,-  the  Syrup  of 
it  is  much  in  ufe,  and  is  an  excel¬ 
lent  Medicine  for  Coughs  and  o- 
ther  Difeafes  of  the  Lungs. 

Eryfipslas,  Ignis  Sancli  Antonii , 
Ignis  Sacer ,  St.  Anthony's  Fire,  is 
a  Swelling  in  the  Sk;n  or  any  flefhy 
or  membranous  Part,  red, broad, not 
fpreading  high,  nor  beating  with  a 


Pulfe,  but  attended  with  a  pricking 
fort  of  Pain,  arifing  from  a  fharp 
and  frequently  fulphureous  Blood. 
I  take  the  Caufe  of  it  nor  to  be  the 
Blood  fo  much  as  a  ferous  Sweat¬ 
ing,  which  is  fharp  and  fulphure¬ 
ous,  and  flows  from  the  Fibres 
themfelves. 

Eryfipelatodes,  a  fwelling  like  an 
Eryfipelas ,  or  a  baftard  Eryfipelas. 

Erythremntciy  red  Spots  like  Ftea^ 
bites,  common  in  Peftilential  Fe¬ 
vers. 

Erythroides  Membranst,  a  red 
Membrane  of  the  Tefticles,  the 
firffc  of  the  proper  Tunicks. 

Efehara,  a  Cruft  or  Scab  brought 
over  an  Ulcer,  or  rais’d  with  a 
Searing-Iron.  An  Efcar. 

Efcharoticum,  a  Scaring-Iron, 
Fire,  or  the  like,  which  burns  the 
Skin  and  Flefh  into  a  crufty  Sub- 
flance.  See  Cauflicum. 

Efculusi  fee  JEfyulus. 

EfcurS,  the  fame  with  Efehara. 

Efphlafis,  Intropulfioy  the  forcing 
of  anything  inwards  violently  im- 
prefs’d  from  any  external  Caufe. 

Effatum,  is  a  Potential  Vertue 
and  Medicinal  Power  which  is  in 
Vegetables  and  Minerals. 

EJfentia,  Efience,  in  accurate 
fpeaking,  lignifies  the  Balfamick 
part  of  any  thing  feparated  from 
the  thicker  matter,  fo  that  when¬ 
ever  this  is  done  by  way  of  Extrac¬ 
tion,  the  Balfamick  part  is  call’d 
Effence  by  way  of  Pre-eminence; 
other  wife  thicken’d  Juices  are 
call’d  Eflences ;  but  ’tis  better  to 
call  thde  by  their  own  Name,  to 
avoid  confufion.  Some  call  Com¬ 
pounds  of  Oil  and  Sugar  Eflences, 
but  it  is  an  abufe  of  the  Word. 

Ejfentia  quinta, or  Clyffus,  Quint- 
eflencc,  a  Medicine  made  of  the 
entire  energetical  and  adtive  Parti¬ 
cles  of  its  Ingredients. 

Effete  3 
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Ejfere ,  Sam  and  Sure,  little  Puftles 
or  Wheals,  fomewhat  red  and  hard, 
which  quickly  infedt  the  whole  Bo¬ 
dy  witha  violent  Itching,  as  if one 
were  flung  with  Bees,  Wafps, 
Flies,  or  Nettles,  but  they  vanifh 
after  a  little  time,  and  leave  the 
Skin  as  fmooth  and  well  colour’d 
as  before.  This  Difeafe  differs  from 
an  Epinyffiis  in  this,  that  an  Epiny- 

emitted!  a  certain  Ichor  or  Mat¬ 
ter,  but  an  EJfere  doth  not. 

Efthiomenos ,  a  winding  Incarna¬ 
tion  that  confumes  the  Parts.  It 
proceeds  from  this,  that  the  little 
pappy  fubftanc^  of  the  Skin  keeps 
a  certain  Humour  in  it  which  (for 
want  of  Perforation)  corrupts  and 
gnaws  not  only  the  Skin  by  its 
Acrimony,  but  the  Parts  which 
are  under  it. 

Efula,  feu  Etula,  a  fort  of  X/> 
thymalus ,  or  Spurge. 

Ethmoides,  the  Bone  which  re¬ 
ft  m  hies  a  Sieve,  placed  above  the 
inner  part  of  the  Noft,  and  full  of 
little  Holes,  to  receive  the  ftrous 
arad  pituitous  Humours  from  the 
Toft  pappy  Proceffes  of  the  Brain. 

Etron,  the  lower  part  of  the 
Belly,  the  Hypogajtrium. 

Evacuatio,  Evacuation,  is  either 
fponraneous,  or  procured  by  Art  $ 
that  by  Art,  is  either  of  the  Blood , 
when  it  abounds  too  much,  as  in 
a  Plethora,  where  opening  a  Vein 
is  requifite  ,*  or  of  ill  Humours  in 
the  Blood ,  and  the  Prima  Via,  as 
they  call  ’em,  which  is  done  by 
purging  or  vomiting.  A  fponta- 
neous  Evacuation  is  Hemorrhage, 
or  Bleeding  ;  for  example,  at  the 
Nofe,  the  Monthly  Courfes,  by 
Urine,  Stool,  &c. 

Evaporation  the  fame  with  Dia- 
pborejis ;  it  isalfo  ufed  when  juices 
or  other  moift  Subfiances  are  eva¬ 
porated  till  they  become*  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  cosfiftence. 
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Euchorea,  a  good  colour  and 
temperament  of  the  Skin. 

Euchylos,  he  that  abounds  with 
good  Juices  or  Humours.  It  is 
a  lib  faid  of  Aliments  that  afford 
good  Nourifhment. 

Euchymia,  an  excellent  temper 
of  the  Blood,  and  juices  of  the 
Body. 

Eucrafia ,  an  excellent  temper  of 
the  Parts  of  the  Body,  fui table  to 
all  Ages  and  both  Sexes. 

Eudiap  ;euftos,he  who  has  a  good 
Diaphorefis  or  Perfpiration. 

Euettica,  the  fame  with  Gym- 
nafiica >  or  that  part  of  Phyfick 
which  teaches  how  to  acquire  a 
good  Habit  of  Body  by  means  of 
Exer  die. 

EuelceS)  one  that  is  troubled 
with  Ulcers  ealie  to  be  cur’d. 

Euex'ta,  a  good  found  Habit  of 
Body. 

Euforbium ,  or  Euphorbium,  is  a 
concreted  Juice  that’s  very  acrid. 
You  muft  chafe  that  which  is  pure, 
yellow,  and  acrid,  which  being  juft 
touch’d  by  the  Tongue,  heats  the 
Mouth  for  a  great  while  after,  but 
grows  milder  by  time,  and  there¬ 
fore  when  ’tis  frefh,  it  ought  to 
be  ufed  with  great  caution.  It 
wonderfully  purgeth  watery  Hu¬ 
mours  from  the  whole  Body,  but 
is  a  churlifh  Medicine,  forfbefides 
the  malignant  Property  of  its  Sub- 
ftance)  it  has  an  enflaming  Facul¬ 
ty  ;  and  Hofmetn  is  of  Opinion, 
that  Euphorbium  ought  not  to  be 
taken  inwardly.  ’Tis  much  ufed 
for  the  Caries  of  Boms,  and  for 
PVounds,  by  way  of  outward  appli¬ 
cation,  but  care  muft  be  taken  that 
it  be  not  fprinkled  on  Ulcers  of  the 
Jaws,  Nofrils,  Palate,  and  Tongue, 
or  thofe  Places  where  Tendons  or 
Nerves  are  expos’d,  left  by  its  ve?~ 
licatingand  biting  of ’em,  it  Ihould 
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occafion  dangerous  and  furprizing 
Symptoms.  See  Euphorbium. 

Euphrafiay  the  fame  with  Eu~ 

phragta. 

Eugeos ,  the  Womb,  fo  call’d 
from  its  analogy  to  a  fruitful  fort 
of  Ground.  The  Hymen  likewife 
is  fo  call’d. 

Euodesy  afweetfmellof  the  Ex¬ 
crements. 

Euonymus ,  the  Spindle-Tree  ; 
'3  or  4  of  the  Bernes  vomit  and 
purge  5  Women  ufe  ’em  powder'd 
to  kill  Lice.  The  whole  Tree  has 
a  ftrong  and  unpleafant  Smell. 

Euofma,  the  fame  with  Euodes. 

Eupatorium ,  Hemp-Agrimony. 
It  is  epatick  and  vulnerary,  but 
chiefly  ufed  for  an  ill  habit  of  Bo¬ 
dy,  for  Catarrhs,  Coughsy  O&Jlru - 
ffiions,  Jaundice,  &c. 

E  up  at  hi  a,  five  Euphoria,  an  eafi- 
nefs  in  differing  the  Pain  of  any 
Bifeale. 

Eupepfia,  a  good  Concodion  or 
Digeltion. 

Euphorbium,  a  concreted  gum¬ 
my  Juice  drawn  from  the  Libyan 
Ferula,  being  cut*.  There  are  two 
forts  of  it,  one  yellow  and  clear, 
in  hollow  Drops  as  big  as  Peas,  re- 
/enabling  Sarocoli  another  in  Blad¬ 
ders,  of  a  white  Body,  and  altnoft 
like  Glafs.  It  grows  in  L'.bya , 
Mauritania ,  and  Peru. 

Euphoria,  the  fame  with  Eu- 
f  at  hi  a. 

Euphragia ,  and  Euphrafiay  and 
Eufrafiay  and  Ophthalmica,  Eye- 
bright.  This  Herb,  which  way 
foever  it  is  taken,  (either  in  pow¬ 
der  by  itfelf,  or  in  White- wine,  or 
the  Juice,  or  the  diftili’d  Water) 
wonderfully  flrengthens  the  Eyes, 
and  repairs  a  weak  Sight.  JTis 
apply ’d  outwardly,  being  bruifed, 
for  Infiamations  and  dimnefs  of 
Sight ;  or  the  Juice  is  dropt  into 
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Eye,  but  efpecially  the  Water. 
The  Oculifts  in  England,  and  be¬ 
yond  Sea,  ufe  the  Herb  in  Sallads, 
in  Broth,  in  Bread,  in  Table-beer, 
and  apply  it  outwardly  in  Fomen¬ 
tations  and  other  external  Medi- 
cinesfor  the  Eyes.  Fabncius  Hil - 
danus,  who  is  an  Author  of  the 
firft  rank,  faith.  That  the  Vertues 
of  Eye- bright  are  fo  effedfual  in 
weakne/s  of  Sight,  that  he  had  ob- 
ferv’d  fome  of  70  Years  of  Age 
to  receive  their  Sight  (which  they 
had  loft  by  long  watching,  much 
ftudy,  &c.)  by  the  ufe  of  it. 

Euphrofyne ,  the  fame  with  Eu~ 
phragia. 

Eapnoeay  a  right,  good,  and  ca¬ 
de  Refpiration. 

Euporia ,  an  eafinefs  in  prepa¬ 
ring  Medicines  j  or  their  calic  O* 
peration. 

E mythmus,  an  excellent,  natu¬ 
ral,  and  orderly  Pulfe. 

Eufarcos ,  one  that’s  well  flefh’d, 
or  in  good  Habit  of  Body. 

Eufemia ,  a  Criftsy  excellently 
well  judg’d. 

Eufitia ,  a  good  Appetite. 

Eufplanchnos,  he  whofe  Vifcera 
are  ftrong,  and  in  a  good  tem¬ 
per. 

Eufiomachus ,  a  good  Stomach, 
alfo  Meat  convenient  for  it 

Eufhanajia,  a  foft  eafie  Pafiage 
out  of  the  World,  without  Con¬ 
i' ulfions  or  Pain. 

Euibyporos,  a  going  upright. 

Etitrofb  a,  a  good  Nutrition  of 
of  the  Body. 

Eutocosy  five  Tcecunda ,  fhe  that 
is  fruitful,  and  bringeth  forth  with 
eafe. 

Eutonos ,  one  that  is  ftrong,  luftv, 
and  well  proportion’d  in  his  Limbs. 

Eutrophia >  a  due  nourifhment 
of  the  Body. 

Exstcerbatio  3  fee  Paroxyfmus. 

Ex&re<* 
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Ex  wefts,  the  extracting  things 
out  of  the  Body  that  are  hurtful  to 
it,  one  part  of  Chirurgery  is  thus 
call'd. 

Exagium,  a  Weight  of  the  An¬ 
cients,  being  4  Scruples. 

j Exaltatiffy  or  Subiimatio,  anO- 
peration  whereby  a  thing  being 
chang’d  in  its  natural  Qualities  is 
elevated  to  a  higher  degree  of  Ver- 
tuej  or  ’tis  a  fubtilizing  of  things 
by  gradually  difiolving  them,  and 
exalting  them  into  a  purer  and 
higher  degree  of  their  own  Quali¬ 
ties  ;  and  ’tis  done  either  by 
Circulation,  Ablution,  or  Fermen¬ 
tation. 

Examblofis,  the  fame  as  Abortus. 

Examftomofts,  an  opening  of  the 
extremity  of  Veffels. 

Exanthema,  a  certain  Effloref- 
cence  upon  the  Skin  of  the  Head, 
like  that  which  appears  in  the 
Skin  of  the  whole  Body.  ’Tis  de- 
fcrib’d  two  ways  by  Sennertus 
one  is,  that  at  lead  it  changeth  the 
colour  of  the  Skin,  as  in  continu¬ 
ed  malignant  Fevers ,  wherein  the 
Skin  is  fpotted,  like  Flea-bites ;  the 
other  is,  when  certain  little  Swell¬ 
ings  break  out  in  the  Skin,  which 
may  be  call’d  Papilla  ;  as  for  ex¬ 
ample,  the  Small-pox,  Pimples, 
Puftules,  &c. 

Exarthrema, the  fame  with  Lux - 
ettio.  A  Luxation. 

Exarticulatio,  the  fame  with 
Luxatio. 

Excathifma,  or  Semicupium,  a 
Bath  of  hot  Water. 

Excidentiaor  EcptofiSy  the  fame 
with  Luxatio. 

Exceptio ,  the  incorporation  or 
mixture  of  dry  Powders  with 
fome  moiflure  or  other.  Thus 
Ele&uaries  are  made.  Powders  and 
Pulp  are  mixt  with  Honey  or  Sy¬ 
rup  >  and  the  Powder  for  Pills 


with  Syrup,  Honey,  Wine,  or 
Juice. 

Excipulum  Chymicum  \  fee  Rs- 
ceptaculum  Chymicum. 

Excifio,  or  Eccope,  the  fame  with 
Extirpatio. 

Excipulum,  the  fame  with  Red- 
piens. 

Excoriatio,  the  fame  with  Barfts. 
Excorticatio ,  the  taking  off  the 
outward  Bark  of  Roots >  Fruit „ 
Seeds,  8tc. 

Excrefcentia ,  the  growing  out 
ofFldhprseternaturally  in  any  part 
of  the  Body,  a  Tumor,  or  the 
fame  with  Hyperfarcofts , 

Excretio-,  fee - 

Excrementa,  Excrements,  are 
whatfoever  is  feparated  from  the 
Aliments  after  concoCtion,  to  be 
thrown  out  of  the  Body,  as  the 
moiflure  in  the  Mouth,  Spittle, 
Snot,  Milk,  Bile,  Sweat,  the  Wax 
of  the  Ears,  the  Excrements  of 
the  Belly  and  Bladder.  The  Ad  ion 
itfelf  is  call’d  Excretio. 

Excujfusjs  faid  of  any  moifl  thing 
flir’d  in  the  Air,  to  evaporate  its 
fuperfluous  Humidity. 

Exelcyfmus,  a  bringing  of  the 
Bones  from  the  Surface  downward* 
Exercitatio ,  a  vehement  and  vo¬ 
luntary  motion  of  the  Humane  Bo¬ 
dy,  attended  with  an  alteration  in 
breathing,  undertook  either  for 
preferving  or  acquiring  Health. 
Exercife  of  the  Body. 

E xercitium,  a  Motion  whereby 
the  Body  is  agitated  in  order  to 
Health,  and  it  is  threefold,  i.What 
proceeds  only  from  things  extrin- 
fick,  as  Riding,  Navigation,  <&c. 
z.  What  proceeds  partly  from  Ci¬ 
ther  things,  partly  from  thofe  that 
are  mov’d,  as  in  Gladiators ,  and 
Wrefllers.  3.  What  cometh  from 
thofe  only  who  exercife,  as  in 
Walking,  and  the  Ball,  and  bell  of 
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all  at  the  Hand-ball;  The  end  of  Ex- 
ercife  is  threefold  likewifej  either 
Heat,  Sweat,  or  Breath.  Exercife  is  a 
inoft  powerful  and  prevalent  thing 
topreferve  Health, being  thaf  which 
purges  and  drives  away  the  fu- 
perfluous  Humours  of  the  Body. 
There’s  many  forts  of  Exercife, 
as  Walking,  riding  in  a  Coach,  or 
cnHorfe-back  j  the  temperate  Ex- 
ercife  is  that  which  contributes 
much  to  Health,  for  it  does  cor¬ 
roborate  the  natural  Health,  wafte 
Superfluities,  cheer  Old  age,  en¬ 
liven  Youth,  hinder  Dulnefs,  fortify 
the  Senfes,  render  the  whole  Body 
light  and  agile,  (Lengthen  the 
Nerves,  and  all  the  Joints  (for  the 
Parts  exercis’d  become  more  ro- 
buft)  help  Digeftion,  and  keep  the 
Paflages  of  the  Body  open  The 
light  Exercifes  are  Filhing,  Fowl¬ 
ing,  and  the  like,  which  alfo  cheer 
the  Mind.  The  beft  time  for  Ex- 
ercife  is  before  Meals,  having  firft 
evacuated  the  Excrements  of  the 
Belly  and  Bladder.  And  after  vio¬ 
lent  Exercife  one  ought  to  be¬ 
ware  of  catching  cold,  for  Motion 
and  Exercife  having  open’d  the 
Pores  of  the  Body,  Cold  eafily  en¬ 
ters  therein,  bringing  along  with 
it  Catarrhs,  and  other  Infirmities. 
Exercifes  are  beft  in  the  open 
Air.

ExinanittOj  fee  Evacuation 

Exifchics ,  when  the  Os  Femoris 
is  out  of  joint.  A  Luxation  of 
the  Ifchium. 

Exitelos ,  is  faid  of  Aliment  that 
affords  but  little  Nourifhment. 

Exochas,  is  a  tubercle  generated 
in  the  Anus ,  that  is  not  yet  gr  own 
Callous. 

Exomphalos,  a  Portuberance  of 
the  Navel  common  to  Infants. 

Exoncoma ,  a  large  and  very  pro¬ 
minent  Tumor,  FrotuOerantia. 
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Exoneirofis,  Folium  Notturna,  an 
Excretion  or  involuntary  emiffion 
of  the  Semen  in  the  Night-time. 
This  is  a  Species  of  a  Ample  Go¬ 
norrhoea. 

Exopthalinia ,  a  Protuberance  of 
theEye  out  of  itsnatural  pofition. 

Exoftojis,  a  Protuberance  of  the 
Bones  out  of  their  natural  Place, 
and  Prominences  in  feveral  Phrfs, 
occafion’d  fometimesby  the  Vene¬ 
real  Difeafe. 

Exaticomama  j  a  particular 
groundlefsfondnefs  for  foreign  Re= 
medies. 

Expellens,  is  a  fort  of  Medicine 
which  hath  the  Vertue  to  expel 
(efpecially  Peftilential)  Infeftions 
to  the  external  Parts. 

Expiratio ,  feu  EcpneUmatcJis ,  an 
Alternate  Contraction  of  the  Cheft, 
.whereby  the  Air,  together  with 
fuliginous  Vapours,  is  expel’d  by 
the  Wind-pipe.  TheCaufe  ofEx- 
piration  don’t;  (eem  to  confift  in  the 
Contraction  of  the  Cheft,  but  in 
the  Relaxation  of  the  Tunick  of  the 
upper  part  of  the  Gullet,  and  the 
Windpipe,  for  take  that  away,  and 
you  take  away  the  motion  of  the 
Cheft  an  &  Abdomen. 

Exploratorium ,  the  fame  with 
Spectllum. 

Explofio ,  an  ACtion  of  the  Spi-  • 
rits  whereby  the  Nerves  are  fudden- 
]y  contracted  ;  the  reafon  is,  that 
fome  heterogenous  Particles  are 
mixt  with  the  animal  Spirits,  or 
that  they  are  drove  into  a  conf ufion, 
likeGunpowderoutof  a  Gun. 

E  tprejficn,  the  fqueezing  or  forc¬ 
ing  thejuiceormoifture  of  a  Body. 
Ajfo  a  Medicine  thus  prepared. 

Expulfio.  the  fame  with  ■■  - - 

Expultnx  Vis ,  feu  Facultas ;  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Ancients,  was  that 
Faculty  which  expel’d  the  Excre¬ 
ments  5  but  we  need  not  have  re-

courfe  to  thofe  blind  Faculties, 
fince  we  know  that  this  is  per¬ 
form’d  by  the  animal  Spirits,  which 
caufe  the  Feriftaltick  Motion  of 
the  Guts.

Exfuccatio,  the  fame  with  Ec- 
chymoma. 

Exfiafisy  a  depravation  of  the 
Judgment  and  Imagination,  fami¬ 
liar  to  mad  and  melancholy  People 

E xfudatio,  the  fame  with  Ephi~ 
dr  oft s. 

Exfujflatio,  the  fame  with  Ecphy- 
fejn, 

Exta,  the  lame  with  Vifrera. 

Extafts,  the  lame  as  Eclafis, 

Extenfio ,  is  the  ftretching  or  en- 
larging  of  any  duftile  Body  3  the 
fame  with  Tafts,  Eclafis,  and  Ca- 
tatafts. 

Extenuatio ,  is  a  gent'e  detrac¬ 
ting,  leffeni  ng,  or  falling  away  of 
the  whole  Body,  in  oppoiition  to 
groflhefs.  Extenuation  is  twofold  ; 
one,  which  is  from  a  fenlible  or  in- 
feniible  evacuation  of  the  ufefuland 
nutritious  Parts  3  the  other  pro 
ceeddrom  a  Cacochymia,  or  a  col- 
ledion  andadud  prefence  of  vitia¬ 
ted  and  ufelefs  Parts. 

Extergentia  ,  fee  Abflergentia. 

Extinttio ,  a  quenching,  it  relates 
chiefly  to  Stones  and  Cryffals, 
which  being  frequently  made  red- 
hot,  areas  oft  extinguilh’d  in  fair 
Water,  till  th^y  become  fryable. 
Metals  alfomade  ret-hot  are  often 
cxtinguifh’d  in  Water,  that  it  may 
participate  of  the;r  Vertues.  Thus 
Iron  is  quench’d  in  Water,  Goldin 
Wine,  with  feveral  others  of  that 
nature,  commonly  practic’d  in  the 
1  preparing  of  Medicines.  Mercury 
is  alio  faid  to  be  extinguish'd  when 
’tis  thus  involv’d  in  Oyl  of  Turpen¬ 
tine,  or  any  other  Matter,  that 
there  does  not  appear  the  leak  of  its 
iubflance. 


Extirpatio,  the  cutting  off  a 
Part  by  reafon  of  a  Cancer  or  Bla - 
fting :  and  ’tis  beft  to  cut  it  off  two, 
three,  or  more  Fingers  Breadth 
from  the  Joint,  unlefs  the  Morti¬ 
fication  hath  reach’d  the  upper  part 
of  the  Arm  or  Thigh,  for  here  we 
are  forced  to  chufe  the  Joint  itfelfi, 
Tis  a  Purer  way  to  make  the  Ex- 
cifion  in  a  found  Part,  tho’  it  be 
more  painful. 

Extraftio,  ab  Extrahere ,  a  fepa- 
rating  the  fubtile  Parts  of  a  mixt 
Body  from  the  more  grofs  3  for 
example,  when  the  ftrength  of  a- 
ny  Medicine  is  ex  traded  by  Spirip 
of  Wine,  that  which  is  left  after  the 
evapojation  of  the  Menftruum  is 
call’d  the  Extrad.  Among  Chirur- 
geons  ’tis  taken  for  the  extrading 
any  thing  out  of  our  Bodies, as  Teeth  ^ 
Stones,  Leaden  Bullets ,  &r. 

Extratt,  that  pure,  unmixt,  and 
efficacious  Subftance  which,  by  tha 
help  of  fome  Liquor,  is  feparated 
f  om  the  dull  arid  more  unadive 
Paris  of  Bodies.  An  Extrad. 

Exlrafts,  may  be  prepar’d  of 
any  thing  almoft  that  belongs  to 
the  Materia  Med'tca ,  or  of  any 
Medicine,  whether  it  be  Ample 
(as  Herbs,  Flowers,  Seeds,  &c.J  or 
compound,  (as  Species,  Fills,  &c.) 
which  often  communicates  aTin- 
dure  to  th eMenftruum  wherein’tis 
infufed. 

Extr emeus',  fee  Exotick. 

Extravafatus,  Blood  flowing  out 
of  the  Veflels  fo  far  as  to  form  an 
Aneurifm ,  or  already  extravafa- 
ted,  and  fixing  in  the  foiter  Parts 
of  the  Body,  or  conftituting  an 
Ecchymoma  or  Effuiion.

Extuberatio,  the  fame  with  A- 
fophyjis. 

Exumbilicatio,  five  Hernia  Um~ 
bilicalis.  See  Exomphalos. 

Exulceratio ,  a  Solution  of  con¬ 
tinuity  proceeding  from  fome 
gnawing  Matter,  and  in  foft  Parts 
of  the  Body,  attended  with  a  lofs 
of  their  Subftance.  It  differs  from 
an  Abfcefs  in  this,  that  an  Abfcefs 
is  occafion’d  by  a  Crifis.  An  £x- 
ulceration  is  either  great,  little, 
broad,  fhort,  narrow,  ftrait,tranf- 
verfe,  winding,  equal,  unequal, 
deep,  &c.  An  Exulceration. 

Exugulate,  fignifies  to  clip  off 
the  bottom  part  of  Flowers,  as 
the  white  ends  of  the  red  Rofe 
Leaves. 

Exujlio,  a  burning  by  Fire  ;  it 
is  threefold,  the  firft  is  when  the 
Cuticula,  which  rifes  in  Bliflers, 
is  only  burnt ;  in  the  fecond  the 
Cutis  is  likewife  affedted ;  and  in 
the  third,  the  Parts  alfo  under  the 
Cutis .

Faba,  a  Bean,  Beans  are  very  nou- 
rifhing  ,*  the  diftil’d  Water  of  the 
Flowers  provokes  Urine,  and  is 
much  ufed  for  beautifying  the  Face, 
and  takes  fpots  from  thence ;  for 
the  Gravel,  make  a  Lee  of  the  Afhes, 
flrain  it,  and  fweeten  it  with  Su¬ 
gar;  take  fix  Ounces  with  20  Drops 
of  Tin&ure  of  Cinnamon  in  it. 
One  that  voided  Bloodby  Stool  three 
or  four  Months,  was  cur’d  by  ea¬ 
ting  red  Beans  boil’d  in  Milk,  Morn¬ 
ing  and  Evening,  when  other 
Medicines  would  do  no  good.  But 
they  are  windy,  and  occafion  trou- 


blefom  Dreams.  The  French  Bean 
is  the  leaf!  windy. 

Fabaria.  See  Telephium. 

Fa cht  a  Turhijh  medicine  good  a* 
gainftall  kinds  of  pains. 

Facies  Vultus,  the  fore  part  of  the 
the  Head,  compos’d  of  the  Eyes, 
Nofe,  Mouth,.  Lips,  Chin,  Cheeks, 
and  the  Forehead.  The  Vifage. 

Facies  Hippocratica ,  is  when  the 
Noflrils  are  fharp,  the  Eyes  hollow, 
the  Temples  low,  the  Laps  of  the 
Ears  contra&ed,  and  the  Lobes 
turn’d  inward,  the  Skin  about  the 
Forehead  hard  and  dry,  the  Com¬ 
plexion  pale,  livid,  of  a  Lead  Co¬ 
lour,  or  black. 

Facultas ,  an  A&ion  in  Man, 
which  is  perform’d  either  by  the 
Body  alone,  or  by  both  Body  and 
Mind.  Faculties  are  either  Natural, 
which  depend  upon  the  Cerebel¬ 
lum  ;  or  Animal,  which  depend  up- 
ontheBrain.  The  Ancients  made 
made-three  Faculties,  Natural,  Vi¬ 
tal,  and  Animal,  but  the  Vital  be¬ 
longs  to  the  Animal. 

Facula ;  f ceFecula . 

Faces,  are  the  Impurities  of  Li¬ 
quids,  which,  when  fettling  at  the 
bottom,  feparate  themfelves  from 
the  pure  Liquor  after  Fermentation. 
See  Excrementa. 

Fagitriticum,  and  Fagotriticum, 
the  fame  with  Fagopyrum. 

Fagopyrum,  Buck-wheat. 

Fagus ,  the  Beech-Tree;  the 
Leaves  of  the  Beech-tree  bruis’d, 
and  applied  to  hot  Swellings,  does 
difeufs  them  ;  the  Water  contain¬ 
ed  in  old  hollow  Oaks  and  Beech- 
trees  cures  the  Itch  in  Men,  and 
Cattel  when  they  are  mangy. 

Falx ,  a  doubling  of  the  Dura 
Mater  likeaSiecle,  annex’d  below 
to  the  third  Cavity,  whereby  the 
Brain  is  divided  into  the  right  and 
left  Hemifphere. 

Fames , 
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Fames,  Hunger,  is  either  Natu¬ 
ral  ,  which  is  a  defire  of  Food,  when 
an  Animal  Cfroma  Vellication  of  a 
Nerve  of  the  Par  Vagum  and  the  In 
tercoftal  in  the  Stomach,  which 
proceeds  from  an  acid  Humour, 
carried  thither  by  the  Caliac  Arte 
ties  or  Glandulous  Tunick  is  excited 
to  leek  for  Food  as  a  Remedy  to 
allay  that  Vellication ;  or  it  is  Pre - 
ternatural,  which  is  either  de¬ 
prav’d,  as  Longing  in  Women 
with  Child  j  or  it  is  a  Canine  A- 
ppetite,  8c  c.

Farciminalis  Tunica,  the  fame

Farfarus ,  is  Populus  Alba. 

Farina ,  Meal. 

Fafcia,  a  Swathe,  is  a  long  Band, 
moderately  broad,  which  Chirur- 
geons  ufe.  Swathes  are  wound  up, 
long,  and  all  of  a  breadth.  Others 
are  cut,  which  are  indeed  of  one 
piece  of  Linnen,  but  that  cut  ei¬ 
ther  at  the  ends  or  middle.  Others 
few’d  together,  which  confifi:  of 
Swathes  and  Thongs  of  feveral  ends, 
and  like  feveral  Swaths.  Others  are 
longer,  fome  fhorter  j  others  broa¬ 
der,  fome  narrower. 

Fafcia  Lata ,  Fafcialis  Muf cuius.

Fafcmatien ,  a  bewitching  by  Af- 
pe£t;  the  iuppofed  caufe  of  many 
Di tempers,  called  Diftempers  by 
Witchcraft.

Fafiidium  Cibi ,  the  fame  with 
Anorexia . 


1  Faucus  and  Prumen,  the  fame 
with  Phar\nx, 

Faz-us.  See  Achor. 

Febrijugum,  a  Remedy  againfta 
Fever. 

Febris,  a  Fever,  is  an  inordinate 
Motion,  and  too  great  an  Efferve- 
fcence  of  the  Blood,  attended  with 
Cold  firft,  and  afterwards  with 
Heat,  Tbirft,  and  other  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  where  with  the  Animal 
Oeconomy  is  varioufly  d  ftur b’d.  Fe¬ 
vers  in  general  are  divided  into 
Intermitten',  Continued,  Conti¬ 
nent,  and  Symptomatical  ;  as  alfo 
into  Quotidian ,  Tertian  Quartan, 
Erratick.  8c c.  Agues  or  Fevers. 
Scotus  inh  s  MagickafTuresus,  That 
the  Blood  in  a  Fever  has  Worms  in  it, 

Febris  Ungarrica  Theroida,  or 
Lues  Pannonia ,  or  Cerebri  Vermis , 
a  Peftilence  of  Hungary,  whereof 
Shenkius  gives  us  this  Defcription. 
It  was  a  Diftcmper  raging  in  the 
Armies  j  it  commonly  feiz/d  the 
Patient  about  Four  a  Gock  in  the 
Afternoon,  with  fome  fhivering, 
but  in  half  an  Hour  after  with  a  vio¬ 
lent  Heat,  which  continued  Day 
and  Night  without  intermittency. 
They  complain’d  of  Oppreffion  and 
Pain  about  the  Heart.  At  the  be¬ 
ginning  they  felt  an  excefiive  ThirfL, 
but  ontbeEcond,  or  at  furtheft  on 
the  third  Day,  theygrew  Delirious, 
The  Diftemper  encreafed  always  to¬ 
wards  Night.  Some  were  trou- 
bed  with  a  LoofeneE,  or  voiding 
coagulated  Blood,  or  a  Liquidity 
like  the  Water  wherein  Flefh  has 
been  wafh’d,  by  Stool.  Some¬ 
times  they  became  Deaf  were  a- 
tH  £ted  with  the  Cholick,  Pains  in 
theSide,  orPalfy.  ATumoraro/e 
in  many  in  the  Foot,  of  fo  malig¬ 
nant  a  nature,  that  the  Foot  was 
forc’d  to  be  cut  off  Hard  Drinkers 
never  efcap’d  with  Life.  They  had

Spots  like  Flea-bites  ;  Tome  larger, 
fome  broader,  fometimes  all  over 
the  Body,  but  moft  generally  about 
the  Region  of  the  Gheft  and  Back, 
along  the  Medulla  Spinalis ;  they 
would  alfo  appear  about  the  Shoul¬ 
ders  and  Arms,  of  a  deep  Colour, 
except  that  upon  the  approach  of 
Death  they  turn’d  blewifh  and 
black. 

FecuU ,  Dull  or  draggy  Matter 
that  fubfldes  in  thefqueeztng  of  cer¬ 
tain  Vegetables,  as  in  Briony ,  Aron, 
8tc. 

Fegopyrum ,  the  fame  with  Fa- 
gopyrum. 

Felliflua  pajjio ,  the  fame  with  the 
Cholick. 

Tel.  See  Bills. 

Femen.  See  Femur. 

Femur ,  and  Femen,  the  Thigh, 
the  part  from  the  Buttocks  to  the 
Knee ;  it  is  fo  cah*d  from  bearing, 
becaule  it  holds  up  and  fuftains  an 
Animal ;  it  confifts  hut  of  one  Bone, 
but  that  the  greateft  and  longeft  in 
the  whole  Body,  whofe  external 
and  forepart  is  gibbous  and  riling, 
but  the  internal  hinder-part  flatand 
bending.  Grammarians  make  Fe¬ 
men  to  be  the  hinder  flefhy  part,  and 
Femur  the  former  outward  part, 

Feneftra ,  two  Holes  in  the  hol¬ 
low  of  the  Ear,  adjoining  to  the 
Tympanum  ;  one  call’d  Ovale ,  the 
other  Rotundum. 

Ferinus ,  hath  reference  to  a  na¬ 
tural  Difpofltion,  and  likewife  if 
transfer^  to  malignant  Difeafes, 
pre-fuppofes  a  great  Depravity 
of  the  Humour.  Sick  Perfons 
are  alfo  term’d  Ferini,  when  fei- 
2.ed  with  Epidemical  Diftempers. 
Diet  is  likewife  faid  to  be  Ferine, 
that  is  common  to  Brutes. 

Ferment atio ,  aninteftine  Moti¬ 
on  of  Par  tides,  or  of  the  Principles 
of  any  Body  tending  to  Perfection, 
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or  a  Change.  And  it  is  either  Na¬ 
turals  which  comes  of  its  own  ac¬ 
cord,  as  in  Natural  Adlions;  or 
Artificial ,  which  we  make,  as  we 
fay  in  Beer,  Wine,  Bread,  &c.by 
adding  fomething  to  them.  A 
Fermentation. 

Ferretum ,  a  black  kind  of  Copper 
made  either  from  Iron,  or  by  ufing 
too  ftrong  a  Fire. 

Ferrugo,  the  Ruft  or  Scoria  of 
Iron. 

Ferrum ,  an  Ignoble  Metal,  cal¬ 
led  Iron,  confiding  of  Mercury  and 
a  crude  Sulphur,  or  rather  of  a  Salt, 
loaded  with  the  grofleft  earthy 
parts. 

Ferrum  Equinum,  a  fort  of  let 
fer  Pulfe. 

Ferula,  little  light  Chips  or 
Planes,  which  are  made  of  diffe¬ 
rent  Matter, according  to  the  Nature 
and  Neceflities  of  the  Places  to 
which  they  are  applied;  as  of  Barks 
©f  Trees,  of  the  Bark  of  the  Herb 
Sagdpene ,  in  Latin  Ferula ;  whence 
they  have  their  Name.  They  are 
made  of  Firr, Paper  glew’d  together. 
Leather,  &c.  which  are  applied  to 
Bones  that  have  been  loofen’d  or 
disjointed  after  they  are  fet  again. 

Ferulago,  the  fame  with  Ferula. 

Fefluca ,  a  fort  of  Bread-corn. 

Fex,  the  Sediment  or  Lees  of 
Wine;  as  the  Recrement  of  Oil  is 
call’d  A  mure  a ;  this  when  dried  is 
call’d  Tartar. 

Fibra  Anris,  the  fame  with  Lo- 
btts  Anris. 

Fibra ,  Fibres,  are  little  round 
oblong  VefTels,  and  are  either  Mu- 
fculous  or  Nervous.  The  Nervous 
arefjch  as  have  no  Valves,  and  by 
which  the  Spirits  flow  conveniently 
from  the  Nerves  to  the  feveral  Parts. 
The  Mufculous  Fibres  receive  the 
Blood  from  the  Arteries,  and  dif- 
charge  themfelves  into  the  Veins, 
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and  have  a  great  many  Values.  They 
are  call’d  long,  round,  or  oblique, 
from  their  fituation.  Some  fmall 
Threads  interwoven  with  Trees 
and  Leaves  are  call’d  Fibres  too; 
andfo  are  the  fmall  Threads  which 
flick  to  their  Roots.  Sprouts, Filets. 

Ft  brill  a,  are  the  fm  ailed  Threads 
whereof  Fibres  confift;  which, 
tho*  they  don’t  appear  like  fmall  Ca¬ 
nals  or  VefTels  to  the  Eye,  yet,  by 
the  help  of  the  Microfcope,  ar,e  found 
to  be  ib ,  ^ 

Fibula ,  the  Ancients  mention 
the  ufe  thereof ;  for  if  there  be  a 
Wound  in  the  Flefh,  fays  Celfus , 
that  gapes,  and  cannoLeaftly  be  clo- 
fed,  it  is  improper  to  few  it.  you 
muft  apply  a  Fibula ;  but  becaufe 
this  way  of  clofing  the  gaping  of 
Wounds  by  Fibula's  was  fb  ufual 
amongft  the  Ancients,  they  have 
not  been  at  all  follicitous  in  defcrib- 
ing  either  their  matter  or  form. 
Guido  tells  us,  that  they  made  thefe 
Fibula's  of  Iron  Circles  as  it  were, 
of  Semicircles  crooked  backward 
on  both-fides,  the  Hooks  whereof 
being  faften’d  on  both  to  the  gaping 
Wound,  anfwer’d  exactly  to  one 
another  ;  but  fince  this  muft  be  an 
unfupportable  Pain  to  the  poor  Pa¬ 
tient,  it  is  hardly  credible  that  they 
meant  any  fuch  thing  by  their  Fibu¬ 
la's.  The  Opinion  of  Fallopius  is 
more  probable,  who  tells  us,  That 
it  was  only  a  fewing  up  of  the 
Wound  with  a  Needle  and  Thread, 
which  is  commonly  ufed  at  this  day. 
Sanblorius  writes  thus:  We  need 
not  difcourfe  much  of  Fibula's,  j 
fince  the  Ufe  of  them  is  almoft  out 
of  doors  ;  and  though  the  Ancients 
have  not  defcrib’d  them,  yet  they 
forbear  not  to  acquaint  us  how  to 
ufe  them,  as  Argenterius  falfly 
imagines;  for,  not  only  Phylicians, 
but  feme  of  the  Ancients,  knew 
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the  form  of  them,  fince  Corn.  Cel - 
[us  has  inform’d  us,  That  Fibula’s, 
as  well  as  Sutures ,  were  made  of  a 
Needleful  of  loft  untwifted  Silk  or 
Thread,  wherewith  they  few’d  the 
gaping  Lips  of  a  Wound  together. 
Some  call  Acia,  or  this  Needleful 
of  Thread,  Vinculum,  Ligatura , 
Colligatio ,  Obligatio,  Ligamentum ; 
all  which  fignity  tying  or  binding. 
Whoever  would  be  farther  inform’d 
I  in  this  Particular,  may  confult  the 
I  incomparable  Rodins,  in  his  Dif¬ 
courfe  about  Acia. 

Fibula ,  the  lefter  Bone  of  the 
Shank,  call’d  Sura  by  Celfus ;  it 
feems  to  join  theMufcles  of  the  Leg 
like  a  Button  or  Clafp,  in  .Latin Fi¬ 
bula  ;  it  is  the  hinder  Bone  betwixt 
the  Knee  and  the  Foot,  fmallerthan 
the  other  Bone  call’d  Tibia,  and 
faftned  outwardly  to  it  5  as  the  Bone 
call’d  Radius  in  the  Arm  is  to  the 
Cubit.  Its  round  Head  does  not 
extend  as  far  as  the  Knee  upward, 
but  downward;  it  goes  farther  thao 
the  other  Bone  call’d  Tibia^nd  there¬ 
fore  is  altogether  as  long  a  Bone 
as  the  Tibia.  They  part  in  the 
middle,  becaufe  the  Mufclesof  the 
Feet  are  plac’d  there,  in  which  in¬ 
terval,  a  {lender  broad  Ligament 
joins  them  together  lengthways. 

It  is  join’d  likewife  to  the  Tibia 
with  a  common  Ligament  above 
and  below;  as  it  rends  acutely 
downwards,  it  has  an  Appendix 
to  it,  which,  growing  thicker  and 
thicker,  makes  a  Procefs  cak’d 
Malleolus  Externus. 

Ficus,  a  Fig,  a  Fruit  fafficiently 
known ;  but  from  the  Similitude 
between  them  certain  Excrefcences 
about  the  Fundament,  and  other 
Parts,  are  thus  called  ;  if  they  grqw 
big,  then  they  are  call’d  Sycofes-,  as 
a IfoMarifca,  Sycofis  &  Sycoma. 
Figentia,  fuch  things  as  tame 
L  2  Volatiles, 
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quor  thro  ’a  Wollen  Cloth,  or  courfe 
Baper.  It  is  a  Chymical  term, 
and  is  by  fome  called  Diftillation 
downwards,  becaufe  the  Liquor 
falls  down  by  drops.  Itis  perform’d 
three  different  ways.  Firft,  Thro* 
a  wollen  Cloth,  as  we  do  in  the 
clarifying  of  Syrups,  Secondly, 
Thro’  the  Manicct  Hoppocratis ,  that 
is,  thro’  a  kind  of  a  Sack,  pointed 
at  the  bottom,  and  wide  on  the  top; 
this  is  chiefly  ufed  for  Medicinal 
Wines.  The  Third,  belonging  molt 
properly  to  Chymifts,  is  done  thro* 
brown  courfe  paper  ;  whereof  if 
they  have  a  (beet,  they  double  it 
croffways,  io  that  the  right  Angles 
meet,  and  thus  they  double  it  again, 
till  the  the  Paper  be  four  double, 
which  being  open’d,  they  put  it  in¬ 
to  a  Funnel,  by  which  means  the 
Liquor  paffes  thro’ the  Paper,  leav¬ 
ing  its  Sediment  behind.  Filtration, 

Filtrum ,  a  woollen  Cloth,  or 
blotting  Paper,  thro’  which  Liquors 
.are  drain’d  to  clarify ;  as  through  a 
Manict t  Hippocratis,  a  Wine  bag; 
which  draws  Wine  from  the  dregs. 

Fimbria,  are  the  Extremities  of 
Garments,  from  whence  the  Leaves 
of  Herbs  are  faid  to  be  fimbriated; 
when  they  have  a  fringe  about  them. 

FtJlatmmy  the  fame  with  Pijla- 
cium . 

Fijlula,  a  ftrait  long  Cavity,  or 


Volatiles,  and  concenter  Acids. 

Filago,  a  fort  of  Cudweed. 

Filicula ,  is  Tricorn  a?ies.  See  Po¬ 
lypodium. 

Filipendula,  or  Oenanthe ,  com¬ 
mon  Drop- wort,  the  Root  attenu¬ 
ates,  and  is  fomewhat  aftringent, 
a  Decodtion  of  it  provokes  Urine, 
and  expels  Gravel;  it  cures  the  heat 
of  Urine,  and  takes  offthe  difficul¬ 
ty  of  it;  the  Powder  of  the  Root, 
and  the  Juice  of  it,  is  commended 
by  fome  in  the  Failing-ficknefs;  it 
is  excellent  for  the  Whites,  and  the 
immoderate  Flux  of  the  Childbed 
Purgations;  The  Dole  is  one  Dram 
of  the  Root  in  Wine.  It  alfo  cures 
the  Bloody-flux,  and  Ruptures. 

Films  ante  Patrem ,  thisisfud  of 
a  fort  of  Lyjimachium  or  Saffron, 

Pulfatilla ,  and  other  Plants,  whofe 
Flowers  come  out  before  the 
Leaves. 

Filix,  Fern ;  the  Roots  of  male 
Fern  is  reckon’d  injurious  to  Wo¬ 
men,  occafions  Barrennefs,  hinders 
Conception,  and  caufes  Abortion  ; 

3tis  peculiarly  good  for  the  Rickets ; 
the  Affiesof  the  male  and  female  Fern 
are  made  up  by  fome  with  Water, 
to  wafh  their  Clcaths  with  them, 
having  firft  dried  them  in  the  Sun, 
and  burnt  them  in  a  light  Fire  till 
they  are  red  hot  ,*  the  Powder  of  the 
Root  of  female  Fern  taken  in  Wa¬ 
ter  and  Honey,  kills  the  broad  long  I  a  winding  narrow  and  callous  Ul- 
Worms  of  the  Belly,  a  Dram  of  it  cer,  of  difficult  Cure,prcceeding  for 


being  taken  at  a  time;  the  Juice 
of  the  Root  is  good  for  Burns;  the 
Root  of  flowering  Fern  cures  Rup¬ 
tures  and  Ulcers,  and  is  good  in  the 
Cholick,  and  for  Difeafes  of  the 
Spleen;  the  whitifh  part  of the  Root 
is  very  effectual  for  Bruifes,  and 
thofe  that  are  wounded,  being  boil’d 
in  fome  Liquor;  ’tis  alfo  excellent 
for  the  Rickets. 

FiltmiO:  the  percolating  any  Li¬ 


the  moft  part  from  an  Apofteme. 
Fijlula' s  differ  from  winding  Ulcers 
in  this,  that  Fijlula's  are  callous 
and  hard,  but  Ulcers  are  not.  Some¬ 
times  an  I  flue  is  call’d  a  Fijlula. 

Fijfhda  Lachrymals,  when  the 
Vunttum  Lachrymal e,  the  little  Hole 
in  the  Bone  of  the  Nofe,  through 
which  the  liquid  Matter  paffes  to 
the  Noftrils,  is  grown  bard  and  cal¬ 
lous,  from  an  Ulcer  of  a  Carwcula, 
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plac’d  at  the  greater  corner  of  the 
Eye,  by  which  means  there  happens 
a  continual  Defluxion  of  Tears. 

Ftjlula  Fulmonis,  the  fame  that 
Afpera  Arterict. 

Fijlula  Sacra,  that  part  of  the 
Back-bone  which  is  perforated. 

Fijlula  Urinaria ,  the  fame  with 
Urethra. 

Fiftularia ,  a  fort  of  a  Criftagalli , 
call’d  the  Cock's  Comb. 

Fixa ,  fuch  things  as  cannot  be 
Elevated  or  Exalted  by  Fire. 

Fixatio,  the  fixing  of  any  Vola¬ 
tile  Subfiance,  that  it  may  not  fly 
away. 

Flagella,  the  tops  of  Trees ;  as 
alfo  the  fmall  and  long  Twigs  of  a 
Vine; 

Flammula.  See  Batrachium. 

Flatus,  Effervefcences  excited 
in  the  Body  from  Wind  let  in,  or 
from  the  Bile  and  Pancreatick  juice 
•  mix’d  together,  whence  Wind  and 
Noife. 

Flores  Chymici  ;  art  the  fubtiler 
Parts  of  any  Body,  feparated  from 
the  grofler  by  Sublimation,  in  a  dry 
form. 

Flos  Febntarii,  is  the  Leucoion  Al¬ 
bum  ;  or  Hexaphyllum  Album  Bul- 
bofum. 

Flos  Frumentorum  }  fee  Cyanus. 

Flucluatio,  a  continued  Motion 
of  floating  Bodies  in  the  Aflion  of 
Digeflion,  Fermentation,  &c.  ^ 

Fluidity ,  is  a  term  for  all  Bodies 
that  are  readily  put  in  motion.  A 
Fluid  is  divided  into  two  kinds, 
either  an  aetherial  or  fpirituo'us  Bo¬ 
dy,  which  confifts  in  a  continued 
Motion,  and  therefore  is  the  moft 
fubtil,  or  an  aqueous  one,  having 
a  grofler  confiflence.  There  is  a  - 
nother  more  vifcous  Fluid ,  in 
■which  the  Silts  prevail ,  and  this 
is  hard  to  flux,  having  only  the 
fubtil  Parts  of  Fire  to  put  it  in  mo¬ 
tion* 


Fluor  Albus,  or  Fluor  Uterinus, 
is  a  continual  Evacuation  of  cor¬ 
rupt  Humours  from  the  Womb, 
or  Pores  in  the  Vagina.  The  Whites 
in  Women. 

Flay  Muliebris,  the  fame  with 
Fluor  Albus. 

Fluor  Uterinus.  See  Fluor  Al¬ 
bus. 

Fluxio ,  the  fame  with  Catarr - 
hus. 

Fluxus  Alvinus,  the  fame  with 
Diarrhoea, 

Fluxus  Hepaticus,  a  kind  of  Dy- 
fentery,  wherein  black  fhining 
Blood,  and  too  long  roafled  as  it 
were,  is  driven  out  of  the  Guts 
by  the  Fundament,  but  without 
Pain.  It  is  fometimes  taken  for 
a  Dyfentery,  wherein  ferous  fharp 
Blood  is  evacuated,  and  is  often 
the  Confequence  of  it* 

Focile  Majus,  the  greater  Bone 
of  the  Cubit,  call’d  Ulna  j  or  the 
greater  Bone  of  the  Leg ,  call’d  IT- 
hi  a. 

Focile  Minus ,  the  lefler  Bone  of 
the  Cubit,  call’d  Radius  ;  or  the 
lefler  Bone  of  the  Leg,  call'd  Fi¬ 
bula. 

Focus,  fome  place  in  the  Mefen -  . 
tery,  and  other  Parts,  whence  they 
formerly  deduc’d  the  Original  of 
Fevers. 

Fodina ,  is  a  fubterraneous  Paf- 
fage  in  a  Mine;  as  alfo  the  lefs 
Labyrinth  in  the  Bone  of  the  Ears, 

Foecula.  See  Fecula . 

Foemina,  See  Modiolus . 

Fceniculum ,  Fennel,  the  Pow¬ 
der  of  the  Seed  taken  daily  in  the 
Morning  falling  with  Sugar,  clears 
the  Sight  wonderfully  ;  the  Seed 
flrengthens  the  Stomach,  and  takes 
off  N3ufeoufnefs;  and  being  mix’d 
with  Pedloral  Medicines,  it  relieves 
the  Lungs  ;  the  Leaves  and  Seeds 
aflwagenephritick  Pain§,  forcesU- 
L  3  fine, 
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sine,  and  expels  Gravel}  the  whole 
Herb,  boil’d  in  Broth,  is  reckon’d 
good  to  prevent  over-fatnefs. 

Fcenum ,  Hay. 

Foenum  Gr&cum ,  and  Ftx.ru gra- 
cum ,  Fenugreek,  the  Flower  of 
the  Seed,  which  is  only  in  Ufe, 
mollifies,  digefls,  ripens,  dilcufies, 
and  is  anodine  }  and  the  Uie  of  it 
is  fo  frequent,  that  there  is  fcarce 
a  Poultice  made  without  it,  or  its 
Mucilage.  It  is  a!fo  often  ufed  in 
Emollient  Clyfters}  for  the  Muci¬ 
laginous  Subfiance  blunts  the  Acri¬ 
mony  of  the  Humours,  and  keeps 
the  Guts  from  Eroffon . 

Factor  Oris,  a  ftinking  Breath, 
proceeds  from  the  filth  about  the 
Teeth  and  Gums  j  fometirnes  from 
the  Lungs,  and  a  Coniurnptive  or 
Scorbutick  Blood  5  and  fometirnes 
alfofrom  the  Stomach,  when  the 
fuperiour  Orifice  is  not  well  clofed 
up. 

Foetus,  immediately  after  the 
Woman  has  conceiv’d,  it  is  caldd 
an  Embryo.  Afterwards,  when 
there  is  a  pevfedt  Formation,  it  is 
properly  call’d  the  Foetus. 

Foiiacewn  Ornamentum,  is  the 
Fringe  "In  the  Extremity  of  the  F;  l 
Ionian  Tube. 

Foliatum,  a  precious  Ointment 
ufed  by  the  noble  Romans  to  anoint 
their  Head  and  Breafl. 

Folium  Indicum,  the  fame  with 
M a  la  bath ru m. 

Foil: cuius,  is  a  kind  of  Cafe  or 
Cover,  containing  the  Seed  of  a 
Fruit,  as  the  Skin  involves  the 
Body. 

Folliculus  Fellis,  a  little  Bladder 
faflen’d  to  the  Concave  part  of  the 
Liver,  that  receives  the  Bile,  which 
in  proper  time  empties  it  fell  into 
the  Gut  Duodenum,  by  a  Duttus, 
or  P afiage  call’d  Chckclochus .  The 
Gall-bladder. 


Foment  um.  Foment  at  to,  or  Fo- 
tus,  that  which,  applied  to  the 
Body,  cherifhes  and  warms  it ; 
and  it  is  twofold,  either  wet  or 
dry  ,•  the  firff  is  a  Decodlion,  Li¬ 
quor,  or  Vapour,  applied  to  feve- 
ral  Parts  of  the  Body,  for  to  che- 
rifhit,  by  the  help  of  a  Linnen  or 
WTlien  Cloth,  a  Sponge,  Blad¬ 
der,  <&c.  A  Fomentation. 

FontanelU,  five  Fonttculi ,  I  dues, 
are  little  Ulcers  which  Chirurge- 
ons  make  in  found  Parts  of  the 
Body,  to  evacuate  bad  Humours, 
cure  Difeafes,  or  prevent  them. 
IfTues  are  made  either  with  an  a- 
dfual,  or  a  potential  Searing-Iron, 
with  a  Launcet  and  a  pair  of  SifL 
fars.  You  muft  always  okferve  to 
make  IfTues  betwixt  two  Mufcles. 

In  the  Foetus  and  new-born  Chil¬ 
dren,  FontanelU  is  call’d  the  open¬ 
ing  betwixt  the  Bone  of  the  Fore¬ 
head  and  the  two  Bones  of  the  « 
hindermoft  part  of  the  Head. 

Font  alts,  the  fame  with  Tota- 
mogeiton. 

Fonticuli ,  the  fame  as  FontanelU. 

Foramen,  a  Term  in  Anatomy 
fora  Mouth  or  Hole,  fo  the  Fora¬ 
men  Ovale ,  which  is  in  the  Sep¬ 
tum  of  the  Heart  in  a  Foetus  du¬ 
ring  its  continuance  in  the  Womb, 
but  clofes  up  upon  Refpiration  ; 
the  Term  is  likewife  ufed  in  Fra- 
dures  of  the  Head,  when  the 
Scalp  is  divided  even  to  the  Mem¬ 
branes  of  the  Brain, 

Forbic'tna ,  or  perhaps  more  pro¬ 
perly  Forficina  or  For ei pin a,  is  the 
Name  of  an  Infedt  or  Worm,  call¬ 
ed  an  Earwig,  becaufe  ( fay  the 
Dutch  and  Germans )  it  creeps  in¬ 
to  the  Ear  to  annoy  the  Brain. 
5Tis  likewife  fo  call’d  from  its 
two-fork’d  Tail,  like  a  pair  of 
Tongs  or  Plyers. 
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Forceps,  an  Inftrument  where-  | 
with  dead  and  corrupt  Parts  (alio  I 
foreign  Bodies)  are  feiz’d,  cut  off,  I 
or  pull’d  out  j  they  are  of  feveral  1 
fhapes,  as  long,  crooked  with 
Teeth,  with  Beaks,  in  faihion  of 
an  Half-moon,  inch  as  will  open 
the  Mouth,  or  the  Womb  and  by 
which  you  may  fee  into  either  of 
them  >  which,  acco  ding  to  the 
difference  of  their  fhape,  are  of 
different  ufe. 

Forceps  Dec^ptoria,  is  an  Inftru¬ 
ment  fitted  for  Incilion,  which  the 
Surgeon  may  hold  in  his  Hand 
unperceiv'd  by  the  Patient. 

Forftx,  an  Inftrument  to  pull 
out  Teeth  with.  It  is  alio  call’d 
Odontagra ,  fi \eDentagra,  ox  Den* 
tiducum  and  Dentarpaga. 

Formica,  is  not  only  an  Infedl, 
but  alfo  a  fort  of  Wart,  callous, 
black,  broad  at  the  bottom,  and 
painful  when  it  is  cut,  like  the 
biting  of  a  Pifmire,  from  whence 
it  has  its  Name.  (Vierus  fays,  this 
Diftemper  was  brought  among  us 
out  of  Spain. 

Formicans  pulfus,  or  rather  Ver- 
miculans ,  an  unequal  Pulfe,  resem¬ 
bling  the  Motion  of  Pifmires, 
Formicatio.  See  in  Formica. 
Formix,  the  fame  that  Efthio- 
menos  Herpes,  or  Noli  me  Tangere , 
or  Lupus.  & 

Formula ,  a  Phyfician's  Prefcri- 
ption,  which  the  Apothecaries 
make  up  accordingly. 

Fornax.  See  Furnus. 

Fornix ,  the  callous  Subftance  of 
the  Brain,  fo  call’d,  becaufe  it 
teems  to  fuftain  the  Cavities  of 
the  Ventricles,  and  the  Bulk  of 
the  impending  Brain,  like  an 
Arch  or  Vault. 

Fojfa  Magna,  five  Rima  Magna , 
the  interior  Cavity  of  the  Puden¬ 
dum  Muliebre .  It  may  be  call’d 
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alfb  Navicularis ,  from  its  fhape 
like  a  Boat. 

Fotus,  the  fame  with  Fomentum. 
Fovea,  the  fame  as  Fo[ftt  Magna. 
Fovea  Cordis,  the  fame  with  An¬ 
tic  ardium . 

FratturaOjfisy  the  breaking  of  a 
Bone,  is  a  Solution  of  the  Continu¬ 
um  in  the  ha>d  Parts  of  the  Body* 
w  rich  is  done  by  a  hard  external 
Inftrument,  forcibly  impel’d  upon 
the  Part,  the  differences  whereof 
are  taken  from  the  Form,  the  Part, 
and  the  Accidents  of  it.  The  Rup¬ 
ture,  or  rather  Fradture  of  a  Bone. 

Franulum,  a  Membranous  Li¬ 
gament  under  the  Tongue  ^  in 
New-born  Children  it  iometimes 
fpreads  over  the  whole  under-fide 
of  the  Tongue,  that  the  Midwife 
fometimes  is  forc’d  to  pull  it  afun^ 
der  with  her  Nail,  ( which  yet 
ought  not  to  be  allow’d  of)  or 
the  Chirurgeon  with  his  Penknife. 
The  Bridle  of  the  Tongue. 

Franulum ,  or  Fr&num  penis,  is  a 
Membrane  which  ties  the  Fore¬ 
skin  to  the  Nut  of  the  Yard* 
The  Bridie  of  the  Prepuce. 

Fragaria,  Straw-berry  ;  the 
Fruit  cools  and  moiftens  j  the 
diftill’d  Water  of  it  comforts  the 
Heart,  purges  the  Blood,  cures 
Ulcers  of  the  Mouth,  and  is  good 
in  a  Quinfy,  the  Mouth  being 
gargl’d  with  it  ;  it  is  Diuretick, 
and  expedtorates.  Thofe  that  are 
troubl’d  with  hot  Puftules  in  the 
Face,  or  a  dry  Itch  in  the  Body, 
ftiould  take  two  Spoonfuls  of  the 
Water  every  Morning  ;  the  fame 
quantity  at  the  fame  time  is  good 
for  fuch  as  have  the  Stone,  for  it 
cools  the  Reins,  and  expels  Gravely 
a  Decodlion  of  the  whole  Herb  is 
good  for  the  Jaundice. 

Frangula  $  fee  Ahus  Nigra. 

[  L  4  Fraxi* 
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Fraximlla ,  fo  call’d  from  the  re- 
femblance  of  its  Leaves  to  the 
Fraxinus,  orAfh-tree,  White  Dit¬ 
tany  ;  the  Root,  which  in  a  man¬ 
ner  is  only  ufed,  is  Cardiack  and 
Alexipharmick  ;  it  is  a  good  Pre- 
fervative  againtt  the  Plague,  taken 
any  way,  and  is  reckon’d  good  a- 
gainft  Foifon,  and  the  biting  of 
Venomous  Creatures  5  it  kills 
Worms,  a  Dram  of  it  being  taken 
at  a  time  ;  ’tis  us’d  in  cold  Difea- 
fes  of  the  Womb,  and  to  force 
the  Courfes  and  Urine;  it  haftens 
Delivery,  expels  the  Secundine ,  and 
a  dead  Child,  two  Drams  of  it  be¬ 
ing  taken  at  a  time  in  Wine,*  ’tis 
alio  good  for  the  Gripes  and  Gra. 
vel,  and  is  mix’d  with  Vulnerary 
Potions  for  the  Falling-ficknefs, 
and  Difeafes  of  the  Head;  the  Ro¬ 
man  Women  make  a  Cofmetick  of 
the  diftilPd  Water,  and  they  alfo 
life  it  for  Inflamations  of  the  Eyes, 
the  Cods  and  Flowers  being  touch’d 
occafion  itching,  and  in  hot  Coun¬ 
tries  burn  the  Skin  ;  ’tis  one  of 
the  Ingredients  of  the  Orvietanfo 
much  cry’d  up  by  Lome. 

Fraxinus  Arbor,  the  Afh-tree, 
the  Seed  of  the  Afh  pouder’d,  and 
taken  in  Wine,  forces  Urine  ;  the 
juice  ofthreeor  four  Leaves  taken 
every  Morning,  makes  thofe  lean 
that  are  fat.  The  Bark  and  the 
Wood  dry  and  attenuate,  and  are 
fuppos’d  to  (often  the  hardnefs  of 
the  Sp’.een,  by  a  Spocifick  quality  ; 
the  J  uice  of  the  Leaves,  and  the 
tender  T  wigs,  taken  in  the  Morn¬ 
ing  da;!y,  in  a  (mail  quantify,  is 
Paid  to  do  good  in  Dropfies  ,  one 
Dram  of  the  Seeds  powder’d,  and 
taken  in  Wine,  is  alfo  beneficial  in 
the  Dropfy;  the  Salt  of  it  provokes 
Sweat  and  Urine. 

Friabilis,  this  is  a  Term  for  a 
Ikdy  that  is  compos’d  of  fuch 


Parts  as  it  is  eaiiiy  divided  or 
crumbled  into  fmall  Particles. 

Fricatio,  is  twofold,  Dry  and 
Moifij  Dry ,  when  the  Body,  or 
any  part  of  it  is  rubb’d  with  the 
Hands,  or  dry  Towels.  Moifly  is 
either  with  Water  or  Oil,  or  both 
mix’d  together. 

Ffigus,  a  chilnefs  or  {hivering 
that  precedes  a  Paroxyfm  or  Fit  of 
an  Intermitting  Fever.  It  is  alfo 
call’d  Fr'tgor,  and  is  an  Attendant 
of  a  Catarrh  and  Rheumatism . 

From,  the  Forehead,  is  the  up* 
per  part  of  the  Face.  It  is  alfo 
taken,  among  the  Vegetables,  for 
a  Branch  or  Twig,  or  rather  for 
the  whole  Product  of  the  Branch. 

Frittay  the  mixture  of  fix’d  Salt 
and  Sand  whereof  Glafs  is  made. 

Front  ale ,  an  external  Medicine, 
frequently  applied  to  the  Forehead 
for  a  Pain  or  Heat  in  the  Head. 
It  is  made,  for  the  mod  part,  of 
Herbs,  Flowers,  Seeds,  Meal  moi- 
ften’d  with  Vinegar  of  Rofes.  A 
Frontlet. 

Fruclus,  Fruit,  is  moft  common¬ 
ly  taken  for  the  juicy  and  large 
Product  of  Trees  or  Shrubs,  which 
contain  alfo  the  Seeds,  as  Apples, 
Pears,  Plumbs,  &c.  but  in  general 
relates  to  other  Fruit  alfo. 

Frumentttm ,  Bread- corn. 

Frutex,  is  a  Vegetable  betwixt 
a  Tree  and  all  Herb,  but  of  a 
woody  Subltance,  a  Shrub.  See 
Thamnos , 

Fucus,  a  Sea- herb,  growing  in 
the  Ifleo f Cundia,  wherewith  they 
die  Linnen  and  Woollen  into  a 
Purple  Colour.  Women  ule  it  as 
a  Cofmetick  or  Paint.  See  in  the 
Agft  of  Hof  man. 

Fugile ,  the  Wax  in  the  Ears. 
The  yellow  Sediment  in  the  U- 
rinets  alfo  thus  call’d. 

Fuli - 
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FuligOy  Soot,  is  an  Exhalation 
of  an  earthy  Matter  throughly 
burnt,  and  differs  from  Smoke  or 
Vapour,  which  is  an  Exhalation 
half  burnt,  that  proceeds  from  a 
moift  or  humid  Matter.  There 
is  a  Fuligo,  or  Soot ,  that  the  Paint¬ 
ers  ufe,  which  is  made  various 
ways,  and  from  many  things. 

Fulminatio,  the  fame  with  De- 
tonatio. 

Fumaria,  five  Fumus  Terr  a,  Fu¬ 
mitory,  it  purges  Choler,  and  pu¬ 
rifies  the  Blood,  and  is  much  uied 
for  a  Leprofy,  the  Itch,  and  other 
Difeafes  of  the  Skin  }  "tis  likewife 
commended  for  the  French  Pox,  it 
opens  Obftrudfions  of  the  Liver, 
and  cures  the  jaundice}  ’tis  much 
ufed  in  Whey  in  the  Spring-time  j 
’tis  alfo  good  for  the  Scurvy  }  the 
Juice  or  Water  of  it  drop’d  into 
the  Eyes,  cures  dimnefs  of  Sight , 
being  mix’d  with  Treacle,  it  is 
good  for  the  Plague  }  an  Oint¬ 
ment  made  of  the  Juice  of  Fumi¬ 
tory,  and  of  fharp-pointed  Dock  ; 
and  a  little  Vinegar,  cures  the 
Itch. 

Fumigation,  the  action  of  a  Steam 
or  Vapour  upon  any  part  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy  j  in  order  to  cure  its  Diforders. 

Fumigatio  Chymica,  is  an  Erofi- 
on  of  Metals  by  Smoak  or  Vapour. 

Fumus  TerF&y  the  fame  with 
Fumaria. 

Funttio,  the  fame  with  AcTto. 

FundaGaleni ,  a  Swathe  divided 
into  four  Parts,  ui'eful  in  Accidents 
that  happen  to  the  Jaw-bone. 

Fungus,  a  Mufhroom  or  Toad- 
ffool,  which  either  grows  from 
Trees  and  Shrubs,  or  immediately 
comes  forth  of  the  Eaith. 

Fungus ,  foftfpongy  Fiefh  which 
grows  upon  Wounds.  A  Sponge- 
ous  Excrefcence . 

Funiculus j  Inteflinnm 5  Laqueus, 
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or  Dufius  Umbilicalis,  the  Navel- 
firing,  is  a  membranous  Canal  in 
a  Foetus,  which  reaches  from  the 
Navel  to  the  Placenta  in  the 
Womb  j  it  contains  two  Arteries, 
one  Vein,  and  the  Urinary  Paffage 
in  the  Foetus. 

Funis  Arborum ,  is  the  Smilax 
Levis ,  fo  call’d,  becaufe  it  twifls 
it  felf  about  the  Trees. 

Furcale  Os,  the  fame  with  Fur- 
cula. 

Furcula  Superior]  the  upper 
Bone  of  the  Sternum,  or  Breaft- 
bone.  Others  call  it  Jugulum. 

Fur cella,  the  fame  with  Furcula . 

Furfur,  properly  fignifies  a  Husk, 
Shell,  or  Rind,  that  falls  off  from 
Corn  in  grinding,  and  is  what  we 
call  the  Bran  in  Flour.  Upon  the 
Skin  it  is  call’d  Scurf  or  Dandriff, 
fuch  as  falls  from  the  Head  in  comb¬ 
ing,  and  from  the  Body  in  rubbing 
or  fcratching.  It  is  alfo  term’d 
Vorrigo,  being  a  dry  Scale  or  Scab. 

Furnus,  a  Furnace,  or  a  Place 
where  a  Fire  is  conveniently  kept 
for  Chymical  Ufes  }  and  it  is  ei¬ 
ther  open  or  cover’d,  round  or 
foursquare,  <&c. 

Furor,  the  fame  with  Mania. 

Furor  XJterinus ,  an  unfeemly  Di- 
ftemper,  which  is  wont  to  feize 
upon  Maids,  efpecially  thofe  or 
riper  Years,  and  fometimes  Wi¬ 
dows  too.  They  who  are  troub¬ 
led  with  it,  throw  off  the  com¬ 
mon  Veil  of  Modefly  and  Decen¬ 
cy,  and  delight  only  in  Lafcivious 
obfcene  Difcourfes.  They  covet 
a  Man  greedily,  and  even  furioufly, 
and  omit  no  inviting  Temptati¬ 
ons  that  may  induce  them  to  fa- 
tisfy  rheir  Defires.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  Difeafe  they  appear 
melancholy  and  lilent,  with  lasci¬ 
vious  Looks,  their  Countenance 
fometimes  very  red,  fometimes 
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pale  ;  fometimes  they  will  laugh, 
fometimes  dance  lafcivioufly,  and 
promifcuoufly  invite  any  Man  to 
enter  with  them  into  a  Venereal 
Commerce.  The  Caufefeems  to 
be  in  the  Seminal  Juice  which, 
being  exalted  to  the  higheft  degree 
of  Maturity,  drives  the  Maid  into 
a  kind  of  Fury  ;  which  is  confpi- 
cuous  every  Year  in  feme  Brutes  s 
as  in  Cats,  Bucks,  Does,  Harts. 
There  is  another  Diftemper  a  kin 
to  this,  which  the  Ancients  call’d 
Fervorem  Matricis ,  or  the  Heat  of 
the  Wcmb,  or  the  Matrix,  when 
the  whole  Subftance  and  Body  of 
the  Womb  is  extreme  hot,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  pain  and  heavinefs 
of  the  Loins,  loathing,  and  a  fup- 
preffion  of  the  Urine  and  Excre¬ 
ments  j  and  the  Woman  all  the 
while  covets  to  be  lain  with,  but 
by  reafon  of  Pain  is  ftill  afraid  of 
it.  The  Madnefs  of  the  Womb . 

Frunculus,  or  Dothien ,  a  Boil, 
is  an  acute  Swelling  as  big  as  a 
Pigeon’s  Egg,  attended  with  an 
Inflamation  and  Pain,  efpecially 
when  it  begins  to  corrupt  and  pu- 
trify.  When  it  is  open’d,  and  the 
Matter  let  out,  part  of  the  Fldh  un¬ 
derneath  is  turn’d  into  Corruption 
of  a  whinfh  and  reddifh  Colour, 
which  fome  call  the  Ventricle  of 
the  Furunculus.  There  is  no  Dan¬ 
ger  in  it,  tho5  you  apply  no  Reme¬ 
dy  to  it,  for  it  ripens  of  it  felf, 
and  burfts  ;  but  the  Pain  makes  it 
more  convenient  to  apply  a  Re¬ 
medy,  becaufe  it  frees  the  Patient 
fooner  from  his  trouble. 

Fufuth  a  melting  withexceflive 
Heat,  by  the  help  frequently  of 
Smiths  Bellows,-  as  in  the  melting 
of  Metals  and  Minerals. 

Fufor,  a  Glafs-maker,  who  works 
in  the  Furnace,  and  proportions 
a  due  quantity  of  Aflies  and  Sand 


together,  fo  that  by  a  vehement 
Fire  they  flux,  and  make  a  white 
tranfparent  Body. 

Fuflerna ,  the  upper  part  of  the 
Firr-tree  ,*  the  undermoft  part  is 
call’d  Sapinea.

mong  the  Phylicians. 

Gabriac ,  a  chymical  Term,  de¬ 
noting  the  Philofophical  Sulphur. 

Gagatesy  is  one  of  the  lefler  pre¬ 
cious  Stones,  fo  call’d  from  the  RL- 
ver  Gagas  in  Lycia,  or  (according 
•to  others)  in  Cilicia ,  from  a  li¬ 
quid  Bitumen,  ora  fat  bituminous 
Juice  concreted,  which  burns  in  the 
Fire,  and  yields  a  Brimftone  fmeli. 

Galabiites,  a  whitifh  kind  of 
Stone  growing  out  of  Chalk. 

Gala ,  the  fame  as  Milk.  In 
Englifh  it  is  called  yet. 

Galablophori  DuShis ,  are  pro¬ 
perly  the  Vafa  Lattea,  or  La&eal 
Veffels,  or  certain  Dudls  which 
carry  Milk,  and  convey  the  Chyle 
( as  fome  modern  Authors  have 
fancied)  ftreight  way  from  the 
Guts  to  the  Glandules  of  the  Breafts,, 
Yet  the  Arteries  were  more  pro¬ 
perly  fo  call’d,  becaufe  they  carry 
the  Chyle  along  with  the  Blood  to 
the  Breafts,  wherein  Milk  is  re¬ 
fer  v’d  for  the  ufe  of  the  Foetus . 
This  Name  is  alfo  given  to  the 
Glandule  Mammuri&y  or  rather 
their  little  Canals  which  convey 
the  Milk  into  the  Breafts. 

Galattcpoietice  Facultas ,  an  Ap¬ 
titude  or  Faculty  to  fequefter  Milk 
in  the  Breafts.  Of  the  leparating  of 
of  Milk,  fee  under  the  Word  Lac. 

Galaclcpofia,  is  the  Cure  of  cer¬ 
tain  Diftempers,  as  the  Gout,  by  the 
drinking  of  Milk. 

Galanga,  Gaiangal,  which  is  of 
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two  forts,  greater  and  lefler  5  the 
lefier  is  the  bed.  tailing  like  Pep¬ 
per.  ’Tis  aromatick,  and  of  a  red 
colour,  coming  trom  India  and 
China.  Galangal  is  ufed  in  all  ca¬ 
fes  wherein  Ginger  is  ufed,  and 
’tis  generally  candy’d  like  Ginger. 

It  provokes  Appetite  as  Capers  and 
Olives  do  3  the  frefh  Root  cut  in¬ 
to  dices  is  boil'd  with  Flefh  and 
Fifh  for  the  fame  purpofe  3  ’tis  al¬ 
io  eaten  raw  with  Oil,  Salt,  and 
Vinegar,  with  Fifh  and  Flefh,  to 
help  Concodlion  3  ’tis  ufed  in  the 
cold  Difeafes  of  Man  and  Bead  3 
*tis  cephalick,  cardiack,  and  do- 
machick ;  it  drengthens  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  taketh  off  fowre  belch¬ 
ing  ;  being  chew'd  in  the  Mouth, 
it  difcuffes  Wind,  and  cures  a 
dinking  Breath  being  candy’d  3  it 
eafeth  Pain  in  the  Limbs,  is  good 
for  Difeafes  of  the  Nerves,  and 
Head-ach  3  ’tis  good  for  Palpitation 
of  the  Heart  being  taken  with  the 
Juice  of  Plantane;  the  Powder  of 
it  taken  in  good  Wine,  Balm- wa¬ 
ter,  or  in  the  Juice  of  Borage, 
cures  Fainting,  proceeding  from  a 
cold  Caufe. 

Gaibanetum ,  is  a  Compofition 
of  Galbanum . 

Galbanum,  a  Gum,  from  the 
Plant  call'd  Metopion,  or  Ferula  j 
Galbanifera ,  being  yellow  or  whi- 
tifh,  inflamable,  and  fcented  ai¬ 
med  like  to  Opopanax.  ’Tis  alfo 
call’d  Chalbanum. 

Galbanum ,  is  a  fat  Juice,  but 
can’t  be  diflolv’d  with  Oil ;  in  Wa¬ 
ter  it  may,  being  of  a  middle  na¬ 
ture  betwixt  a  Gum  and  a  Rofin, 
for  ’twill  burn  like  Rofin,  and  dif- 
foive  in  Water  like  a  Gum,  in  tade 
bitterifh  and  acrid,  duelling  very 
drong.  The  chief  Ufe  of  it  is  to 
mollifie  and  digeft;  *ds  ufed  in¬ 
wardly  to  provoke  the  Courfes, 
to  haden  Delivery,  to  expel  the  I 


Secundines  and  a  dead  Child;  it  is 
alfo  outwardly  uied  tor  Mother • 
fits  and  Vapours ,  a  Plaider  of  it  be¬ 
ing  apply’d  to  the  Navel  3  the 
Fume  of  it  isgood  for  the  Falling - 
ficknefs ,  Mother-fits ,  Fainting ,  Sec. 
The  way  to  purifie  it  is,  to  dif- 
folve  it  in  Vinegar,  then  drein  it 
thro*  a  Cloth ;  all  the  moidure  is 
to  be  evaporated  away  over  the 
Fire,  and  by  this  means ’tis  cleanfed 
indeed  from  Straws,  and  fome  o~ 
ther  Impurities  that  are  contain’d 
in  it,  but  then  part  of  its  volatile 
Spirits  are  evaporated  at  the  fame 
time,  and  in  them  confid  its  great- 
ed  Vertue,  while  others  are  fix’d 
bv  the  Acid,  which  always  hin¬ 
ders  the  motion  of  Volatiles.  ’Tis 
therefore  better  to  ufe  it  without 
this  Purification,  only  powder  it 
in  a  Mortar  to  mix  it  with  what 
may  be  thought  fit  5  but  becaufe 
’tis  too  moid  to  be  powder’d,  you 
mud  fird  cut  it  into  dices,  and 
then  dry  it  in  the  Sun. 

Galea ,  a  Pain  in  the  Head,  fo 
call’d  from  the  likenefs  of  the  place, 
becaufe  it  takes  in  the  whole  Head, 
like  an  Helmet  3  term’d  in  Latin 
Galea.  Galea  is  likewife  faid  when 
the  Head  of  the  Foetus  is  doath’d 
with  part  of  the  Membrane  call’d 
Amneos ,  as  it  comes  into  the 
World.  It  is  alfo  the  Name  of  a 
Chymical  Veffel,  being  that  upon 
which  a  Retort  is  placed  3  of  which 
in  its  proper  place. 

Galeanthropia,  is  faid  to  be  a 
Species  of  melancholy  Madnefs, 
like  the  Lycanthropia  or  Cynanthro - 
pia,  when  Men  fancy  themfelves  to 
be  Dogs  and  Cats. 

Galenica  Medicina,  that  Phyfick 
which  is  built  upon  the  Principles 
of  Galen,  and  therefore  they  are 
Galenifts  who  embrace  the  Foun¬ 
dation  of  the  Art  which  is  fetch’d 
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from  Galen,  and  the  Philofophers 
fprov’d  by  Reafon,  and  confirm’d 
by  Experience)  found  their  Prin¬ 
ciples  chiefly  upon  the  four  Ele¬ 
ments  of  the  Peripatedcks ;  and 
hence  their  Notions  of  Tempera¬ 
ments,  Humours,  8cc. 

Galega,  Goats-rue. 

Galiancones,  thofe  who  have 
long  Arms. 

Galiopjlst  or  GallopJisy  the  true 
Englifh  Banking  Dead-nettle  ;  the 
Juice  of  it  given  with  Vinegar  is 
good  for  the  Hemorrhoides,  taketh 
off  Warts,  and  diicuffeth  hard  Tu¬ 
mors  ;  a  Decoftion  of  it,  or  the 
Powder  of  the  Herb,  is  commend¬ 
ed  for  Difeafes  of  the  Spleen. 

Galla,  a  Gall,  is  a  round  Ex- 
crefcence  on  the  Leaves  of  the  ! 
Oak-tree.  A  certain  kind  of  Flies 
or  Infers  hide  their  Eggs  within 
the  Leaves ;  thefe  producing  avaft 
number  of  their  own  kind,  eat  the 
inner  part  of  the  Leaf,  which  by 
degrees  turning  hard  andfwellmg, 
produce  what  we  file  the  Gall, 
or  Oak-AppU,  which  is  of  a  dry¬ 
ing  and  binding  Nature. 

Gallicus  Morbus-,  fee  Lues  Ve¬ 
nerea. 

Gallinaginis  Caput ;  fee  Caput 
Gallinaginis. 

Gallium,  or  Galium ,  Ladies  Bed- 
ftraw.  The  tops  of  this  Herb  turn 
Milk  like  Rennet, the  Herb  (or  Pow¬ 
der  of  it)  flops  Bleeding,  and  is  re¬ 
commended  for  Cancerous  Ulcers. 

Galreda,ovGelatina ,  Jelly,  is  a 
thickned,  vifcous,  and  tranfparent  ; 
juicy  Subfiance  ;  Jtis  commonly  j 
made  of  the  cartilaginous  parts  of 
Animals  boil’d, as  of  Calves  Feet,^c. 

Gangamon ,  by  moff  ’tis  call’d 
the  Omentum  or  Caul,  becaufe 
(Trom  the  many  Veins  and  Arteries 
wove  together)  it  looks  like  a 
Fifher’s  Net,  which  the  Greeks  J 
call’d  yocyycciMcv, 


Ganglion,  a  Tumour  in  the  Ten- 
donous  and  Nervous  Parts,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  a  Fall,  Stroke,  or 
otherwife  ;  it  refills,  if  flir’d,  if 
prefl  upon  its  fide,  i$  not  diverted, 
nor  can  be  turn’d  round. 

Gangr&na ,  a  Gangrene,  is  a  ca¬ 
daverous  Corruption  of  a  Part,  at¬ 
tended  with  a  beginning  Foetor, 
Blacknefs,  and  Mortification. 

Ganimede,  among  the  Chymiffs 
iignifies  either  white  volatile  Sul¬ 
phur,  or  Sal-Ammoniac,  which  in 
Sublimation  carries  up  Metals,  as  it 
were,  with  Wings. 

Gargareon ,  or  Gargulio ,  the  U- 
•vula,  which  is  a  membranous  or 
fpongy  Caruncle  hanging  in  the 
Throat,  at  the  end  of  the  Palate, 
and  is  vifible  upon  opening  the 
Mouth  wide* 

Gargarifma,  a  Gargarifm,  is  a 
liquid  Medicine  that  cleanfes  the 
Mouth  and  Parts  adjacent,  by  garg¬ 
ling  without  fwallowing,  and  ’tis 
either  a  Decottion  wherein  con¬ 
venient  Syrups  are  diffoiv’d,  or 
diflil’d  Waters  mixt  with  Syrups, 
and  fometimes  with  Acid  or  Mi¬ 
neral  Spirits. 

Gargarifmus ,  the  fame  with 
Gargarifma. 

Gary  op  by  llat  a,  Avens,  a  Herb, 
the  Roots  whereof  fmell  like  the 
Ind  an  Clove . 

Garyophylli ,  the  fame  with  Ca¬ 
ry  ophy  Hi. 

Gas,  a  term  ufed  by  Helmont, 
and  iignifies  a  Spirit  that  will  not 
coagulate,  or  the  Spirit  of  Life,  a 
Baliam  prefcrving  the  Body  from 
Corruption. 

Gas  pingue  Sulpbureum,  that 
Vapour  or  Exhalation  which  kills 
People,  efpeciaily  in  fubterraneous 
Places. 

Gas  Sylvejlre  or  Ventofum,  the 
fame  with  the  Air. 

Gas  Siccum,  Sublimate.  Gas; 
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Gas  CereviJiA ,  the  Spirit  which 
evaporates  whilft  the  Beer  works 
in  the  Barrel. 

Gas  Salium,  the  fame  with  Wa¬ 
ter,  as  alfo  Grapes. 

Gajier,  fometimes  fignifies  the 
whole  Abdomen,  fometimes  3tis 
taken  only  for  the  Stomach,  and 
fometimes  for  the  Womb. 

Gaftricus  Succus,  the  Juice  of  the 
"Stomach,  which  proceeding  from 
its  Glands  into  the  Cavity,  ferment- 
eth  and  diluteth  the  Aliments. 

Gajlrocnemium,  the  Calf  of  the 
Leg,  whence  its  Mufcles  are  call’d 
Gaflrocnem'u,  from  their  fwelling 
like  a  Belly. 

Gajlrocnemii  Mufculi.  See  Ga- 
Jlrocnemium ,  the  Mufcles  of  the 
Calf  of  the  Leg. 

Gajlroepiploica ,  the  Vein  and  Ar¬ 
tery  which  goes  to  the  Ventricle  of 
the  Caul. 

Gafiroraphia,  a  Connexion,  or  a 
Suture  in  the  Wounds  of  the  Ab¬ 
domen. 

Gaftrotomia ,  the  cutting  open 
of  the  Abdomen  and  Womb,  as  in 
the  C  Afar  tan  Operation. 

Gattaria,  the  fame  with  Cana¬ 
ria, 

Gaudium,  a  Cheerfulnefs,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  the  apprehenlion  of 
fome  Good  obtain’d,  or  to  be  ob¬ 
tain’d  j  Joy. 

Gelatin*,  a  Gelare ,  or  to  con¬ 
geal  5  almoft  the  fame  with  Gal - 
reda,  but  that  is  of  more  general 
fignification,  and  is  taken  lor  any 
pellucid  glutinous  Juice,  which 
ufed  fir  ft  to  be  made  of  the  Juice 
of  Fruits,  as  of  Apples,  &c.  the 
Jelly  of  Quinces,  &c. 

Gelbum,  the  Name  of  a  Marca - 
jite ,  found  in  Hungary,  that  af¬ 
fords  Silver.  It  isalfoufed  tofig- 
nify  the  Philofopher’s  Stone. 
Gemma,  Precious  Stones. 


Gemma  Sal,  or  SalFoJJtle ,  a  fort 
of  common  Salt  taken  out  of  Pits 
that  fhines  like  Cryftal,  whence  it 
hath  its  denomination,  Sal  Gem . 

Gemma ,  the  Bud  of  a  Tree. 

Gemonis,  the  Eagle-Stone. 

Gemurfa, a  Diftemperin  the  Toes. 

Gena,  Mala,  part  of  the  Face, 
from  the  Nofe  to  the  Ears  j  alfo 
the  Chin,  the  Jaw-Bone,  which  is 
either  the  upper  or  lower. 

Generation  a  natural  A&ion, 
whereby  an  Animal  begets  ano¬ 
ther  like  it  of  the  fame  Species,  of 
the  fame  Seed  in  Generation.  The 
firft  thing  we  fee  is  a  red  Speck, 
which  is  cloath’d  with  a  little 
Bladder  j  next  a  little  Heart,  whence 
Veins  and  Arteries  flow,  at  the 
extremity  whereof  you  fee  the 
Vifcera ,  Bowels,  &c.  afterward 
the  whole  Foetus  is  formed  and 
cloath’d  with  Membranes.  Before 
Generation  the  Seed  of  the  Male 
|  being  caft  into  the  Womb,  enters 
and  prepareth  its  Pores,  afterward 
fweats  out  a  vifeous  Subftance  like 
the  White  of  an  Egg,  which 
moves  the  Egg  out  of  the  Tefii- 
cles  and  Tubes  j  for  the  Woman's 
Eggs  being  impregnated  by  the  in- 
|  fluence  of  the  Seed,  are  emitted 
outol  the  Tefticles,  and  receiv’d  by 
the  Fallopian  Tubes.  Procreation 
or  Generation. 

Geniculata ,  an  Herb  fb  call’d, 
becaufe  it  has  many  Knots. 

Geniculi ,  or  Genicula ,  are  the 
Knots  which  appear  in  Herbs, 
Shrubs,  or  Roots. 

Genioglojfum,  or  Mefoglojfum ,  a 
pair  of  Mufcles  proceeding  inward¬ 
ly  from  the  Chin  under  another 
pair  call’d  Geniohy aides,  and  are 
fatten'd  in  the  Balls  of  the  Bone 
Iiyoides. 

Geniohyoides,  Mufcles  reaching 
from  the  internal  and  lower  Seat 
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of  the  Chin  to  the  Bafis  of  the 
Bone  Hyoides ,  which  is  placed  at 
the  Bails  of  the  Tongue. 

Genifia ,  Genejla,  or  Genejlra, 
Broom  :  The  Leaves ,  Branches, 
or  Tops  boird  in  Wine  or  Water, 
or  the  Juice  of  'em,  are  good  in 
the  Dropfy,  and  all  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Kidneys  and  Bladder,  for 
they  partly  purge  watery  and  fu- 
perfluous  Humours  by  Stool,  and 
partly  by  Urine ;  one  Dram  of  the 
Seed  does  the  fame.  The  Flowers 
(when  they  are  green)  are  com¬ 
monly  pickl’d,  and  made  agreea¬ 
ble  Sauce  of,  for  they  provoke 
Appetite  and  force  Urine.  The 
Afhes  are  moil  in  ufe,  and  fre¬ 
quently  commended  in  a  Dropfy. 

Genfing,  a  Vegetable  brought 
from  China  ;  where  it  is  efteem’d 
a  Panacea,  or  Curative  of  all  Dif- 
eafes. 

Geniftella ,  a  letter  fort  of  Broom* 

Gentina ,  Gentian,  the  Root  of 
at  (which  is  chiefly  ufed)  is  alexi- 
pharmick  ;  ’tis  ufed  in  the  Plague, 
and  other  contagious  Difeafes, 
for  ObftrufUons  of  the  Liver  and 
Spleen,  and  the  like  ;  ’tis  good 
for  Mother-fits,  weaknefs  of  the 
Stomach,  Worms,  Ague,  and  for 
the  biting  of  a  mad  Dog  ;  'tis  fre¬ 
quently  ufed  outwardly  to  dilate 
Ulcers,  and  to  make  Ijfues  run. 
The  compound  Water  of  Gentian 
in  the  London  Dijpenjatory  is  a 
good  Prefervative  againfl  ill  Air 
and  contagious  Difeafes,  it  opens 
Obftru6tions  of  the  Liver,  ftreng- 
thens  the  Stomach,  creates  an  Ap¬ 
petite,  and  helps  Digeftion.  It  is 
good  for  the  Jaundice,  and  Wo¬ 
mens  Obftru&ions.  The  Extract 
is  alfo  much  in  ufe. 

Genitura ,  the  Seed  that  proves 
Fruitful  i  it  is  likewife  taken  for 
the  private  Parts  themfelves. 


Gentianella ,  a  letter  fort  ofGen- 
tian- 

Genu,  the  Knee. 

Geranium ,  or  Rofirum  Gruinum , 
Crane's-bill,  or  Herb  Robert ;  ’tis 
vulnerary,  inwardly  taken  or  out¬ 
wardly  applied  ;  it  flops  Fluxes  of 
the  Blood,  and  refolves  coagulated 
Blood  ;  it  cleanfeth  Wounds  and 
Ulcers ,  expels  Gravel,  and  eafeth 
Cholical  Pains ;  ’tis  alfo  commend¬ 
ed  for  Ruptures;  ’tis  ufed  out¬ 
wardly  in  an  Eryfipelas,  and  for 
Ulcers  of  the  Mouth  and  Paps. 
Country  People  make  a  Decofti- 
on  of  it  for  Cattle,  when  they 
void  Blood  by  Urine. 

Gerecomia,  fo  much  of  that  part 
of  Phyfick  call’d  Hygieina  or  Vre- 
fervatton  of  Health,  as  teaches  the 
way  of  living  for  old  Men.- 

Gerfa ,  is  much  the  fame  with 
Foecula,  and  fignifies  a  fine  Pow¬ 
der  of  fome  Root,  as  of  Snake¬ 
weed,  Wake-robin,  <&c. 

Geftatio ,  that  time  wherein  the 
Foetus  flays  in  the  Mothers  Womb* 
the  time  of  Child-bearing. 

Gibbus,  one  that  is  hump-back’d. 

Gilla  8c  Grillus ,  the  emetic  Salt 
of  Vitriol.  Some  take  it  for  the 
Subftance  of  Vitriol  diflolv’d  in¬ 
to  a  Liquor  by  a  fpontaneous  dif- 
folution  ;  others,  for  Sal  Armo- 
niack  melted.  Gilla  is  properly 
an  Arabian  Word,  fignifying  as 
much  as  Salt. 

Gingibrachium ,  the  Scurvy,  in- 
fefting  not  only  the  Gums ,  but  al¬ 
fo  the  Arms . 

Gingidium ,  the  Name  of  a  Sy¬ 
riac  Herb. 

Gingipedium,  the  fame  with 
Scorbutus ,  infefting  not  only  the 
Gums,  but  alfo  the  Feet. 

Gingiva,  the  Gums,  are  a  hard 
fpurious  fort  of  Flefh  furrounding 
the  Teeth  like  a  Rampart,  and  in 
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People  that  want  Teeth,  help  to 
chew  their  Meat,  which  being  ei¬ 
ther  eat  out,  relaxed,  or  grown  too 
dry,  the  Teeth  (hake  or  fall  out. 

Ginglymus,  five  Cardiniformisy 
a  conjun&ionof  Bones,  when  the 
Head  of  one  is  receiv’d  into  the 
Cavity  of  another,  and  again  the 
Head  of  this  into  the  Cavity  of 
that. 

Glacialis  Humor  5  fee  Humor 
O  cull 

Gladiolus ,  a  Plant  whole  Leaves 
reprefen t  a  fmall  Sword,  call’d 
Sword-grafs. 

Giandula ,  a  Gland  is  a  Sub- 
fbnce  of  a  peculiar  nature,  fiefny, 
white,  or  grey,  and  fryab  e  ■,  and 
’tis  twofold.  Adventitious ,  as 
thofe  Kernels  that  are  lometimes 
under  the  Arm-pits  and  in  the 
Neck,  the  King’s  Evil,  a  fwelling 
in  the  Larynx  and  middle  of  the 
Wind-ppe,  &c.  Or  Perpetual 
and  Natural,  as  the  Thymus ,  Pan- 
creas ,  Giandula  Finectlis ,  See.  The 
Perpetual  is  again  twofold,  either 
conglobated  in  one  entire  piece, 
which  fends  the  feparated  Hu¬ 
mours  into  the  Veins,  as  the  Pi¬ 
tuitary  Glandule,  the  Finealis ,  the 
Glandules  of  the  Mefentery,  of  the 
Groin,  &c.  Or  conglomerated  in 
a  clutter,  which  convey  the  Juice 
by  their  own  Chanels  into  fome 
notable  Cavities  of  the  Body,  viz,. 
the  Pancreas,  the  Glandules  of  the 
Breaft,  the  Saliva!  Glandules,  <&c. 

Giandula  Guidonis ,  a  Tumor 
like  a  Glandule,  foft,  fingle,  mo¬ 
veable,  without  Root. and  feparate 
from  the  adjacent  Parts.  The 
Glands  of  Avicenna  feem  to  be  a 
Ganglion. 

Giandula  Pinealis  $  fee  Cona- 
rium. 

Giandula  Vituitavia,  a  little  Bo¬ 
dy  in  the  Sella  Equina,  a  place  in 


the  Brain  fo  call’d,  cover’d  over 
with  the  Rete  Mirabile  in  Brutes, 
but  not  in  Man ;  it  receives  the 
Serous  Humour  from  the  Infundi¬ 
bulum  and  the  Rete  Mirabile , 
which  it  fends  into  the  Jugular 
Veins ,  and  the  Lymphatick  Ve£ 
fels. 

Glandulofum  Corpus ,  the  fame 
with  Projlata. 

Gians,  the  fame  with  Balanus 
and  Suppofitorium. 

Glajfa,  a  kind  of  dry  Varniffa 

Glaftea  Bilis ;  fee  Bilis. 

Glaucedo ,  the  fame  with — - 

Glaucoma,  a  fault  in  the  Eye, 
or  a  tranfmutation  of  the  Cryftal- 
line  Humour  into  a  grey  or  Sky- 
colour. 

Glaucofis,  the  fame  as  Glaucoma: 

Glene,  the  fame  with  Pupilla  5 
alfb  the  Cavity  of  a  Bone  which 
receives  another  within  it. 

Glenoides ,  two  Cavities  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  firft  Vertebra 
of  the  Neck. 

Globulus  Nafi,  the  lower  Car¬ 
tilaginous  moveable  part  of  the 
Nofe. 

Globulus,  or  Nodus ,  fignifies  a 
round  moveable  Tumor,  with  lit¬ 
tle  Pain,  in  the  glandulous  part  of 
the  Lip. 

Gloffa ,  Lingua ,  that  fkftiy  Part 
which  is  the  Inftrument  of  Speech 
and  Tafte,  call’d  the  Tongue. 

Gloffocatochos,  a  Chirurgeon’s 
Inftrument  for  deprefling  the 
Tongue,  known  by  the  Name  of 
a  Spatula. 

Glojfocomium ,  a  Chirurgeon*s 
Inftrument  for  broken  Limbs,  fo 
call’d  from  the  fhape  of  a  Mer¬ 
chant’s  little  Casket ,  which  was 
formerly  carried  upon  the  Back. 

Glojfopetra,  a  kind  of  petrefied 
Serpent’s  Tongues,  found  in  the 
Ifland  Malta,  and  faid  to  have  an 
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Alexipharmic  Virtue.  They  are 
of  a  triangular  Figure,  as  fuppos’d 
to  be  foffil,  and  generated  in  the 
Sea :  But  Etrnuller  is  of  Opinion, 
that  they  are  nothing  more  than 
Shark’s  Teeth  petrefied. 

Glottis ,  the  Chink  of  the  La¬ 
rynx,  which  is  cover’d  by  the  Epi¬ 
glottis. 

Gluma,  the  Husk  or  Cafe  ot 
any  Grain# 

Glutea,  Glutimm,  Glue. 

Glum,  that  is  the  fmall  Nates, 
or  Tefies  of  the  Cerebellum ,  call’d 
Didymia. 

Glut&us ,  the  great  Rotator  Mui- 
cle  of  the  Buttock  and  Thigh-bone. 

Glycypicrum ,  is  Dulcamara. 

Glycyrrhiza ,  Liquorice  5  it  is 
good  for  the  Lungs  and  Reins,  it 
mitigates  Acrimony,  helpeth  Ex* 
perforation,  and  greatly  loofeneth 
Childrens  Bellies  5  ’tis  chiefly  ufed 
for  a  Cough,  Hoarfnefs,  Confum- 
ption,  Pleurifie,  Eroflons  of  the 
Bladder,  asid  fharpnefs  of  Urine. 

Gnaphatium,  call’d  alfo  Centnn- 
cuius  Centuncularis  Herba,  Cud¬ 
weed  j  the  diflill’d  Water  of  it  is 
of  excellent  Uie  for  Cancers ,  efpe- 
cially  of  the  Bread,  ior  it  hinders 
their  growth,  and  prevents  their 
breaking,  Rags  being  dipt  into  it, 
and  app  ied  to  them  ;  but  fome 
dip  Leaves  of  Afarabacca  in  the 
Water,  and  apply  ’em  to  Cancers • 
*Tis  of  a  drying  and  aftringent  na¬ 
ture  }  the  Herb  intuled  in  Oil  is 
ufed  to  take  off  black  and  blue 
Bruifes  and  Stripes. 

Gnathos ,  is  ambiguoufly  taken 
fometimes  for  the  Cheek,  at  others 
more  ftri&ly  for  the  Maxilla  of 
all  that  fpace  which  reaches  from 
Ear  to  Ear  ,*  lomettmes  again  ■  for 
the  whole  Bones  of  the  Jaw,  in 
which  the  Teeth  are  fix’d. 

GomphiajiSy  or  Agomphiafis ,  a

Diflemper  of  the1  Teeth,  when 
they  are  loofe,  and  ready  to  drop 
out. 

Gcmphomay  the  fame  with  Corn- 

phojis . 

Gomphos,  when  the  Pupil  of  the 
Eye,  going  beyond  the  little  Skin 
of  the  Tunica  Uvea ,  is  like  that 
Swelling  of  hard  Flelh  in  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  Eye,  call’d  Clavus. 

Gomphojis ,  or  Conclavatio,  is 
when  one  Bone  is  f alien’d  into 
another  like  a  Nail  in  Wood;  as 
may  be  feen  in  the  Teeth. 

Gonagra ,  the  Gout  in  the  Knee, 

Gongrona ,  every  Tumor  hap¬ 
pening  to  the  Nervous  Parts  with 
hardnefs  and  roundnefs. 

Gongyle ,  or  Strongyle ,  the  Root 
of  a  Turnip. 

Gonimos ,  Fecundity  to  Gene¬ 
ration. 

Gonorrhoea,  a  too  great  effufion 
of  Seed  j  and  ’tis  either  Simple , 
when  crude  thin  Seed  ( yet  not 
white)  is  emitted,  and  that  ra¬ 
ther  from  the  Frojlates  than  the 
Seminary  Velfels  ;  or  Virulent , 
when  a  poifonous  liquid  Subftance, 
of  a  white  or  yellowifh  colour  is 
ejebLed.  An  involuntary  emiflion 
of  Seed. 

Gonorrhoea  Chordata,  is  when 
(  together  with  a  Gonorrhoea )  the 
Urethra  is  bent  like  a  Bow  with 
Pain  downwards.  A  Cordee ,  a 
Symptom  fometimes  attending  a 
very  virulent  Clap. 

Gonifaglia ,  a  Pain  or  Gout  in 
the  Knee,  the  fame  with  Gona¬ 
gra. 

Gorgomian  Springs, thofe Springs 
or  Fountains  which  nave  the  Pow¬ 
er  of  petrefGng  Wood,  or  other 
Bodies  and  turning  them  to  Stone. 

GoJJipium ,  or  Gojfypium ,  Cot¬ 
ton  j  being  bu'  nt,  it  flops  bleed- 
ing,  efpecially  of  \V  ounds ;  the 
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Marrow  of  the  Seed  relieveth 
thoie  that  are  fubjedf  to  a  Cough 
and  difficulty  of  breathing.  The 
Oil  of  the  Pith  of  the  Seed  takes 
off  Spots  from  the  Skin  j  the  Down 
fired  and  put  under  the  Noftrils, 
preventeth  Mother-fits .  It  grows 
in  thelflandof  Crete ,  betwixt  Je¬ 
rusalem  and  Damascus ,  Where  are 
whole  Fields  fown  with  it. 

Gracilis  Mufculusy  the  Mufcle  of 
the  Leg,  arifing  from  the  joining 
of  the  Os  Fubisy  and  ending  in  the 
Tibia. 

Gradafioriy  is  uied  by  the  Chy- 
mifts  for  the  railing  of  bafer  Me¬ 
tals,  gradually  up  to  a  higher  and 
purer  Nature  ;  which  they  do 
without  any  real  Tranfmutation 
of  the  Subftance,  but  only  by  al¬ 
tering  its  Qualities  thus  if  Gold 
be  too  white,  they  will  give  it  a 
yellow  Colour  j  if  it  be  Volatile., 
they  fix  it,  <&c. 

Gradusy  a  Degree.  This  had 
formerly  a  relation  to  the  degrees 
of  Heat,  Cold,  drying  and  moift- 
ning  qualities  of  Medicines,  but 
now  among  the  Chymifts  is  ap¬ 
ply  M  chiefly  to  the  degrees  of 
Fire,  to  be  obferv’d  in  Diftillati- 
ons  or  Digeftions. 

Gramen,  Grafs. 

Gramma3  the  fame  with  Scru - 
pulus. 

Grana  Faradifi.  See  Cardamo- 
mum. 

Granatum ,  Pomegranate  ;  it 
grows  in  Francey  Italjy  and  Spam. 
The  Apples  are  reckon’d  to  con¬ 
tain  a  good  Juice  that  is  agreea¬ 
ble  to  the  Stomach,  but  it  yields 
little  Nourishment.  Pomegra¬ 
nates,  with  refped:  to  their  tafte, 
are  diftinguifh’d  into  fweec,  acid, 
and  vinous  j  the  fweet,  and  the  f 
Syrup  of  ’em,  are  us’d  for  Chro¬ 
nical  Coughs,  and  a  Pieurify  5  the  j 


I  acid  are  cold,  aftringent,  and  ftoj 
machick,  wherefore  they  and  the 
Syrup  of  them  are  us’d  to  quench 
Thirft,  for  Fevers,  the  running  of 
the  Reins,  for  Ulcers  of  the  Mouth, 
and  the  like  ,•  the  vinous  are  of  a 
middle  Nature,  betwixt  acid  and 
fweet  ,•  they  are  cordial  and  cepha- 
lick,  and  chiefly  us’d  for  Fainting 
and  Giddinefs,  and  the  like. 

Granatus,  the  Gradate,  a  Alin¬ 
ing  tranfparent  Gem,  of  a  yellow 
red,  almofl:  like  Fire,  being  a  kind 
of  Hyacinth ,  and  is  either  Oriental 
or  Occidental.  The  Oriental  is 
the  beft.  The  Occidental  is  found 
in  Spain ,  Bohemia,  and  Silefia,  but 
the  Bohemian  exceeds  the  other 
two  forts. 

Grandmofum  Os,  the  fame  with 
Cuboides. 

Grand  o',  fee  Chalafia. 

Granulat'iOy  is  nothing  but  the 
reduction  of  melted  Metal  into 
Grains,  which  is  done  by  throw¬ 
ing  it  into  Water  when  melted,  or 
running  it  thro’  the  Twigs  of  a 
Birch- broom  plac’d  therein.  Gra¬ 
nulation. 

Granum,  a  Grain,  is  the  leaft 
Weight  we  uie.  They  take  in- 
ftead  of  it  fometimes  white  Pep¬ 
per-corns,  twenty  make  a  Scruple. 

Graphoides,  a  ProccTsiike  a  Pen 
for  a  Table-book,  about  the  Bails 
of  the  Brain  inclining  downward. 
Graphoides  is  alio  call’d  the  Muf- 
culus  Digajlricus .  See  in  its  pro¬ 
per  Place. 

Gratia  Dei,  a  Plaifter  fo  call’d, 
made  of  Wax,  Rofin,  Suet,  Tur¬ 
pentine,  Maftich,  and  Olibanum. 
Sometimes  alio  Verdigreafe  is  added 
to  it. 

Gratiola ,  Sc  Gratia  Dei ,  Hedge® 
HyiTop. 

Gravedo,  the  fame  with  Coryza* 

GrilUts  i  fee  G ilia . 

M  Gr'Jfu 
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GroJfuUria,  or  Uva  Crifpa, 
Goofeberry ;  the  Fruit  is  very  a- 
greeable  to  the  Stomach,  being 
boil’d  in.  Broth  before  they  are 
ripe.  They  do  good  in  a  Fever, 
they  provoke  Appetite,  and  Hop 
Fluxes  of  the  Belly.  They  alio 
cure  a  Gonorrhoea,  and  the  Whites. 
They  are  outwardly  apply’d  for 
Inflamations,  and  St.  Anthony's 
Fire ;  but  before  they  are  ripe, 
many  of  them  muff  not  be  eaten, 
for  they  occafion  the  Cholic  and 
Gripes.  Wine  is  made  of  them 
when  they  are  ripe. 

Grojfus,  an  unripe  Fig. 

Grumus,  is  any  liquid  thing 
concreted,  or  coagulated  into  a 
Mafs. 

Grus,  a  Chirurgeon’s  Inftru- 
ment,  or  Forceps ,  refembling  the 
Beak  of  a  Crane. 

Gryphus,  a  fort  of  Forceps,  like 
the  Beak  of  a  Griffin. 

Guaiacum,  or  Lignum  ScmBum, 
the  Wood  of  a  tali  Tree  growing 
in  the  Weft-Indies.  There  are  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds  of  it  }  the  Wood  is 
ponderous,  of  a  yellowifh  colour, 
with  refinous  blackifh  Veins,  and 
a  biting  tafte.  The  Wood,  Gum, 
and  Bark,  are  ufed  in  Phyfick.  Jn 
curing  the  French-Pox,  there  is  no 
Medicine  better  or  Purer  than  the 
Decodfion  of  Guaiacum,  for  if  the 
Cure  be  manag’d  as  it  ought,  and 
the  Decodfion  be  taken  in  due 
time,  it  is  a  certain  Cure  for  this 
Difeafe.  It  is  alio  good  for  the 
Dropfy,  for  an  Afthma,  the  Fall- 
ing-ficknefs,  for  Difeafes  of  the 
Bladder  and  Reins,  and  for  Pains  in 
the  Joints,  and  for  all  Difafes 
proceeding  from  cold  Tumors  and 
Wind.  The  Spaniards  learnt  rh- 
Ufe  of  it  from  the  Indians  Th- 
Gil  of  it  is  good  for  the  Toorh 
ach  ;  Thcf  Guaiacum  be  a  very 


dry  Body,  yet  abundance  of  Li¬ 
quor  is  drawn  from  it}  for  if  you 
put  into  a  Retort  four  Pounds  of 
this  Wood,  16  Ounces  to  the 
Pound,  you  will  draw  39  Ounces 
of  Spirit  and  Flegm,  and  5  Oun¬ 
ces  and  an  half  of  Oil. 

Gula  j  fee  Pharynx. 

Gumma  Gallicum ,  the  eating 
out  a  Bone  in  the  French-Pox,  or 
in  fome  other  Difeafes. 

Gummi,  Gum,  isa  concrete  Juice 
flo  'A  ing  from  Trees  or  Herbs. 

Gum  ni-reftina  are  fuch  vegeta¬ 
ble  juices  as  fweating  fpontane- 
oufly  from  the  Barks  of  Trees, 
are  concreted  or  hardened  by  Sun 
into  confiftent  Bodiesthat  will  rea¬ 
dily  difTolve  in  Oil,  but  with  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  Water. 

Gum  Ammoniacum ,  chufe  that 
which  is  without  Sand,  and  clear 
within,  which  burns  clear  when  it 
is  fir’d,  and  foftens,  and  Ricks  to 
the  Hands  when  handled,  and  flies 
into  many  fhining  pieces  when  it 
is  knock’d  with  an  Hammer.  It 
will  diffolve  in  Water,  it  fmells 
ftronger  than  Galbanum,  and  has 
a  bitterifh  tafte.  It  attenuates 
and  refolves,  and  draws  violently, 
and  moves  the  Belly}  ’tis  chiefly 
ufed  for  Pains  of  the  Gout,  to  re- 
folve  the  vifcid  and  thick  Muci¬ 
lage  of  the  Lungs  and  Mefentery, 
and  for  cbflinate  Obflru&ions  of 
the  Liver,  Spleen,  and  Womb, 
and  for  the  Stone  ’ris  ufed  out¬ 
wardly  for  a  Scirrhus ,  for  the 
King’s-Evii,  and  to  diflolve  other 
hard  Swellings.  The  Spirit  of 
Ammoniacum  is  a  good  Remedy 
agamft  rhe  Plague,  and  all  forts  of 
malignant  Difeafes  ;  'tis  ufed  in 
he  Scurvy,  and  ail  manner  of 
Obhrud  ons.  The  Oil  of  it  is 
good  for  the  Palfy,  and  Hyfteri- 
cai  Dueafcs,  the  diicas’d  Parts 
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being  rub’d  with  it,  and  it  is  given 
Women  to  fmell  to. 

Gum  Arabick,  themoft  transpa¬ 
rent  and  white  is  the  bed,  it  will 
eafily  diffoive  in  Water  j  it  miti¬ 
gates  Acrimony,  and  is  good  for 
Fluxes,  Coughs,  and  Catarrhs. 

Gum  Carama,  the  Indians  ufe  it 
for  Tumors,  and  all  forts  of  Pain  ; 
*tis  commended  for  thofe  Difeafes 
which  Tacamahaca  is  wont  to 
cure  j  but  it  is  more  effectual 
than  that.  It  is  brought  from 
Cmthagena. 

Gum  Copal,  *tis  very  clear  and 
tranfparent.  The  Indians  ufe  it 
in  their  Sacrifices  for  Perfumes  5 
and  their  Priefts  uie  it  fo  fre¬ 
quently  in  their  Temples,  that 
when  the  Spaniards  came  into 
thofe  Parts  firft,  they  fmelt  if.  It 
is  good  for  cold  Difeafes  of  the 
Head,  and  may  ferve  inftead  of 
Frankincenfe  and  Gum  Anima  5 
*tis  alio  good  for  frefh  Wounds. 
It  comes  from  the  Wejl- Indies. 

Gum  Elerni ;  it  is  ot  the  colour 
and  con  lift  mce  of  Wax,  it  taftes 
fomewhac  bit rerifh  and  Imells  like 
Fennel i  it  difcufies  Tumors,  ciean- 
fes  fordid  Ulcers,  and  cicatrizes 
them  j  t  is  of  exceient  Vertue 
in  Wounds  of  the  He  id,  and  there¬ 
fore  Praftttio'iers  always  ufe  it  in 
Piaift  r?  and  Ointments  for  Frac¬ 
tures  ot  rhe  Scull,  &c. 

Gum  Guttto,  it  is  a  concreted 
Juice  of  a  yellow  colour,  and  if  it 
be  moiften’d  with  Spittle,  it  be¬ 
comes  more  yellow.  What  Plant 
it  comes  from  is  uncertain,  but  it 
is  a  great  Commodity  in  the  IVefi- 
Indies. 

Gum  Lac,  it  is  the  Juice  of  an 
Indian  Tree,  call’d  Malus  Indica 
by  the  P  or  fugue  fe.  ’Tis  not  cer¬ 
tainly  known  how  it  is  made,  the 
belt  comes  from  Pegu  and  Marta¬ 


ban  $  his  twofold,  Seed-Las  and 
Shellac  j  ’tis  alfo  factitious}  it  at¬ 
tenuates  and  opens,  and  purifies 
the  Blood,  and  provokes  Sweat, 
and  is  Dmretick;  his  chiefly  ufed 
in  OblhuTions  of  the  Liver, 
Sp’een,  and  Gall-bladder  his  good 
in  aDropfy,  for  the  Jaundice,  and 
an  Afthma.  and  Xmpofthumes  of 
the  Lungs,  to  expel  Malignity,  and 
to  force  the  Courfes.  The  Species 
call’d  Dialacca ,  is  much  com¬ 
mended  by  moft  Phyficians.  The 
fine  hard  Sealing-wax  is  made  of 
Gum  Lac. 

Gum  Olibanum,  or  Frankin¬ 
cenfe,  it  heats,  drys,  and  is  aftrin- 
gent  j  his  chiefly  ufed  inwardly 
for  Difeafes  of  the  Head  and 
Breaft,  and  for  Fluxes  of  the  Beily 
and  Womb,  for  a  Cough,  and 
fpittingof  Blood  j  but  the  inward 
Ufe  of  it  is  much  diflik’d  by  fbme, 
for  they  fay  it  occalions  Madne/sj 
his  us’d  outwardly  for  Fumes,  to 
{Lengthen  the  Head,  and  to  flop 
Catarrhs  j  it  incarnates  Ulcers,  and 
cures  Wounds ;  mix’d  with  Lard, 
it  cures  Chilblains}  it  eafesthe  pain 
of  Ulcers  of  the  1  undament,  pow¬ 
der’d  and  mix’d  with  Milk  ,•  ’tis 
mingled  with  Plaifters,  Oint¬ 
ments,  and  Balfams,  tocleanfe  and 
incarnate  Ulcers  and  Wounds ;  but 
the  chief  Ufe  of  it  is  in  FraCtures 
of  the  Scull,  being  powder’d,  and 
mix’d  with  the  white  of  an  Egg, 
and  apply  *d  to  the  Temples,  it 
does  good  for  an  Hemicrania,  and 
the  Head-ach  5  infufed  in  Iweet 
Wine,  and  drop’d  hot  into  the 
Ears,  it  eafes  the  Pain  of  them* 
and  cares  Ulcers  in  them.  The 
Bark  of  the  Frankincenfe  is  more 
effe&ual  than  the  Frankincenfe  it 
felf,  and  is  more  aftringent. 

Gum  Opoponax,  the  Herb  call’d 
,  Emax  Her  culls  being  cut,  cfpeci- 
M  £  ally 
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ally  in  the  Root,  the  Juice  flows 
out  in  the  Summer-time,  which 
is  call’d  Opopomx  5  >tis  good  for 
Wounds,  it  mollifies,  digefts,  dif¬ 
cufles  Wind,  and  purges  thick  and 
clammy  Flegm  from  the  remote 
Parts,  from  the  Head,  Nerves, 
and  Joints.  The  befl  is  yellow 
without,  and  white  or  yellowifh 
within  ;  it  taftes  very  bitter,  and 
fmells  flrong;  Jtis  of  a  fat  confl¬ 
uence,  diflofves  eafily  in  Water, 
and  is  light  and  fry  able, 

Gum  Sagapenum  ;  the  Plant 
whole  Juice  it  is,  is  unknown ;  it 
opens,  difcufles,  attenuates,  and 
cleanfes.  *Tis  ufed  for  Pains  of 
the  Side  and  Breafl,  and  for  Rup¬ 
tures.  It  cleanfes  the  Lungs  of 
thick  Matter  that  flicks  to  them. 
*Tis  ufed  in  the  Falling-ficknefs, 
and  for  Difeafes  of  the  Spleen,  and 
the  Palfy.  It  provokes  the  Cour- 
fes  }  and  taken  in  Wine,  it  cures 
thole  that  are  bit  by  Venomous 
Creatures.  It  takes  off  Mother- 
fits,  being  held  to  the  Noftrils  ; 
Jds  reckon’d  among  the  ftrongeft 
Purges  s  but  Mefne  fays,  it  hurts 
the  Stomach  and  Liver;  it  may 
be  corrected  with  Maftich,  Spike, 
and  the  like  ;  it  muft  not  be  ufed 
to  Women  with  Child,  for  it  kills 
the  Child  ;  his  outwardly  ufed  for 
for  a  Pieurify,  and  other  Tumors, 
for  it  refolves  and  eafes  Pain  ;  the 
Fume  of  it  takes  off  a  Fit  of  the 
Falling-ficknefs,  and  cures  the  lit¬ 
tle  Excrefcences  on  the  Eye-lids 
called  Hordeola . 

Gum  Sar cocoll a,  *  tis  fo  call’d  be- 
cauie  it  agglutinates  Flefh  ;  it  is 
befl  when  it  is  frefh,  and  of  a  pa- 
lifti  colour  1  for  when  it  is  old,  it 
grows  reddifh,  has  a  bitter  tafle, 
and  is  of  a  Porous  Subftance,  and 
eafily  diffoives  in  Water;  it  heats, 
drys*  and  is  aftringent*,  it  confo- 


lidates,  agglutinates,  ripens,  and 
concodfcs ;  his  chiefly  ufed  for  ci¬ 
catrizing  and  healing  of  Wounds  > 
his  excellent  for  Fluxions,  fbr  the 
Albugo  and  Nubecula  of  the  Eyes, 
being  infufed  in  Womens  Milk, 
mix’d  with  Rofe-water. 

Gum  Tacamahacay  his  much  u- 
fe^  by  the  Indians  in  Tumors  of 
all  kinds,  in  any  part  of  the  Body ; 
it  wonderfully  refolves,  ripens,  and 
difcufles ;  it  takes  away  all  Pains, 
proceeding  from  Cold  and  Phleg- 
matick Humours;  the  Fume  offlt 
takes  off  Mother-fits  ;  his  com¬ 
monly  apply’d  in  the  form  of  a 
Plaifter,  to  the  Navel,  in  Hyfterick 
Difeafes  ;  it  flops  all  Defluxions 
from  the  Head,  being  wrapt  in  a 
Cloth,  and  apply’d  behind  the 
Ears;  being  apply’d  in  the  form  of 
a  Plaifter  to  the  Temples,  it  di¬ 
verts  Defluxions  on  the  Eyes  and 
other  parts  of  the  Face  ;  it  cures 
the  Tooth-ach,  the  hollow  Tooth 
being  ftopt  with  it;  his  alfogood 
for  Pains  of  the  Hips  and  Joints* 
proceeding  from  cold  Humours. 

Gum  Tragacanth ,  opens  Obftru- 
dfions,  and  attemperates  Acrimo¬ 
ny,  his  ufed  in  Medicines  for  the 
Eyes,  for  Coughs  and  Hoarfenefs, 
and  Diftillationsof  Rheum;  it  ea¬ 
fes  the  Pain  of  the  Kidneys,  and 
Erofions  of  the  Bladder ;  his  good 
for  the  Bloody-flux  ufed  in  Cly- 
fters,  and  diflolv’d  in  Milk  or  Rofe- 
water  ;  it  takes  off  Rednefs  of  the 
Eyes,  and  flops  (harp  Diftillations 
on  them  ;  a  Mucilage  is  made  of 
it  in  Water  to  form  other  Medi¬ 
cines  ;  for  inftance,  Troches  ;  it 
flows  from  the  Root,  being  cut ;

Gutta  Rofacea,  a  Rednefs  with 
Pimples,  wherewith  the  Cheeks, 
Nofe,  and  whole  Face  is  deformed 
as  if  it  were  jfprinkled  with  red 
Drops,*  thefe  Pimples  or  Wheals 
often  increafe,  fo  that  they  render 
the  Face  rough  and  horrid,  and  the 
Nofe  monftroufly  big. 

Gutta  Serena >  the  fame  with  A- 
maurojis. 

Gutteta,  is  a  kind  of  Powder  call'd 
Fulvis  Gutteta ,  ufed  by  the  French 
in  all  Pains  in  general,  deriv'd  from 
the  Word  Goutte  in  French,  which 
fignifiesa  Convulsion  or  Spafm  ,  for 
which  this  is  given,  as  well  as  all 
obftinate  Head  ach's. 

Gutter ,  theiame  with  Larynx. 

Gutturis  Os,  the  fame  with  Hy- 
oides  O-r. 

Guttemiformis  CartUago ,  the 
fame  with  Arytanoides. 

Gymnaftica,  the  fame  with  Eue - 
File  a. 

Gyn&cia ,  in  general,  are  the  Ac¬ 
cidents  incident  to  Women ;  but 
Hippocrates  takes  ’em  more  ftri6tiy 
for  the  Courfes.  They  are  alfo 


taken  for  the  Purgations  of  Women 
after  Delivery .  See  Menftrua. 

Gyn&comaftu?n,  a  growing  of  the 
Breafts. 

Gyn&comyftax,  a  Tuft  of  Hair  at 
the  upper  partofa  Womans  Secrets ;

Gynacomafior ,  is  a  fwelling  in 
the  Breafts  of  Men,cauling  them  to 
referable  thofe  of  Women.

Gypfos ,  Gypfum ,  Pkifter  made 
by  Art,  from  a  Stone  fo  call’d,  that 
is  burnt  or  calcin’d,  as  Lime  from 
the  Limeftone.  There  are  two 
forts  of  it,  one  Native,  or  Fo/il 
dug  from  the  Earth ;  the  other 
Factious,  from  a  white  Stone  like

Habenum ,  the  fame  with  Ebe- 
nusy  Ebony  ;  the  Wood  is  black 
like  Pitch  and  fmooth  as  polifh’d 
Ivory  j  ’tis  good  for  Difeafes  of 
the  Eyes.  A  Man  that  was  feiz’d 
with  flatulent  Convulfions,  was 
cured  by  ufing  a  Deco#ion  ot  Ebo¬ 
ny  for  the  fpace  of  40  Days,  where¬ 
by  he  fweated  much. 

Hebifcus ,  the  fame  as  Hibifcus. 

Hecatontaphyllum3  a  Rofefullof 
Leaves. 

Hedica  Febris,  this  hath  a  double 
fignification;  firfl,  every  Fever  is 
fo  call’d  that  is  hard  to  rid  the  Bo¬ 
dy  of,  then  particularly  fo,  as  oppo- 
fite  to  a  Putrid  one;  for  the  He- 
#ick  is  in  the  Habit  of  the  Body, and 
is  fix’d  in  the  folid  parts,  as  in  its 
Subjed,  being  indeed  a  preternatu¬ 
ral  Heat  burning  in  the  folid  part  of 
the  Heart.  Or,  fecondly,  ’tis  a  hot 
and  dry  Habit  or  Temperament  of 
the  whole  Body,  with  various  Sym¬ 
ptoms,  but  efpecially  of  external 
heat  in  the  Hands  and  Feet  after  eat¬ 
ing,  leannefsof  the  Body,  profufe 
Sweats  in  the  Night,  &c.  arifing 
from  a  preternatural  Effervefcence 
and  Colliquation  of  the  Blood,  which 
is  flow  and  conflant.

Hemyxefion ,  the  fame  with  He- 
mina . 

Henophyllum,  or  Unifclium ,  an 
Herb  call'd  One- blade. 

Henricur  rubens,  vitriol  calcined 
till  it  becomes  red. 

Hepar,  Jecur,  the  Liver,  a  Fa - 
renchymous  Subfiance  plac’d  under 
the  right  fide  of  the  Diaphragm , 
pretty  thick  and  large  in  Man  ;  ’tis 
cloath’d  with  a  thin  Membrane, 
which  proceeds  from  the  Ferito - 
naum  and  is  fatten’d  to  other  parts 
with  three  ftrong  Ligaments,  i. 
To  the  Abdomen, by  the  Navel- vein, 
a.  Upwards,  to  the  Diaphragm, by  a 
broad  thin  Membranous  Ligament 
on  the  right  fide.  3.  To  the  Dia- 
phragmlikewife ,  by  a  round  and  ex¬ 
ceeding  ftrong  Ligament;  the  Blad¬ 
der  of  the  Gall,  and  the  Duclus  He- 
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ofareddifh  colour.  ItsSubftance 
feems  to  be  compounded  of  feveral 
Membranes  and  C  Infers,  or  Glan¬ 
dules  join'd  together  like  concreted 
Blood,  which  I  obferved  from  fre¬ 
quently  wafhing  it.  The  Blood  of 
the  Spleen,  which  is  carry’d  thi¬ 
ther  by  the  Vena  Porta ,  does  in 
fome  meafure  ferment  in  the  Liver, 
with  the  Arterious  Blood  which  the 
Cceliac  Artery  affords,  (to  wit, 
when,  after  Nutrition,  it  is  dif- 
charg’d  into  the  Veins  again)  and 
diffolves  the  Contexture  of  the 
Blood,  whereupon  its  Saline  Sul¬ 
phureous  F articles  which  conif  itute 
the  Gall,  are  fegregated  by  the 
Glandulous  Clufiers ,  and  convey’d 
to  the  Gut  Duodenurnty  the  Bladder 
of  the  Bile  and  the  Duttus  in  the  Li¬ 
ver,  call’d  Hepaticus.  There  are 
no  Lobes  in  a  Man’s  Liver,  but  in 
Brutes  it  is  divided  into  feveral  Por¬ 
tions,  which  they  call  Lobes.  The 
Ancients  believ’d,  that  the  Chyle 
was  elaborated  and  fanguified  in  the 
Liver,  whilft  only  its  Bilious  Re¬ 
crements  are  feparated  there.

Hepatica ,  Liver-wort;  ’tis  chie¬ 
fly  us’d  in  Obflruclions  of  the  Liver 
and  Bladdery  ’tis  good  in  the  Jaun¬ 
dice,  for  the  Itch,  and  a  Gonorr¬ 
hoea  ;  outwardly  apply’d,  it  flops 
Blood  in  Wounds. 

Hepaticus  Fluxus ,  or  Morbus , 
Dejection  of  a  watry  fbarp  Blood, 
like  the  wafhing  of  Flefh,  when 
the  Nervous  Juice  or  watery  Blood 
{being  not  rightly  concocted,  but

Heptapharmacum ,  a  fuppurating 
incarnating  Remedy,  fo  called  from 
the  number  of  its  Ingredients,  be¬ 
ing  feven,  viz.  Cerufe ,  Lyt barge. 
Wax,  Fitch,  Colophony ,  Suet,  and 
Frankincenfe. 

Heptaphyllum,  or  Septifolium, 
Torment il ;  it  drys  and  is  very  afirin- 
gent,  wherefore  there  is  no  Reme¬ 
dy  more  proper  for  Fluxes  in  the 
Belly  and  Womb,  than  the  Roots 
of  Torment’d ;  befides,  they  are  Dia- 
phoretick  and  Alexipharmick, 
wherefore  they  are  us’d  in  all  Medi¬ 
cines  for  the  Plague,  and  Malig¬ 
nant  Difeafes,  efpecially  when  Flux¬ 
es  of  the  Belly  accompany  them: 
Moreover,  they  are  mixt  with  vul¬ 
nerary  Potions,  Ointments ,  and  Flat- 
flers,  for  they  cure  old  and  putrid 
Ulcers  -,  half  a  Dram,  ora  Drain  of 
the  Extraft  of  Tormentil ,  is  much 
commended  for  curing  an  Epide- 
mick  Dyfentery,  Rhubarb  being  u- 
fed  before,  if  there  be  occasion.

Thofe  which  have  the  Man’s  Parts 
moft  apparent  are  call’d  Androgyni .

Hermetica  Median* ,  which  the 
JEgyptianshWiy  fetch’d  from  Mer¬ 
cury ,  refers  the  Caufe  of  Difeafes 
to  Salt,  Sulphur ,  and  Mercury-  and 
prepares  moft  Noble  Me dicines,  not 
only  of  Vegetables  and  Animals ,  but 
of  Minerals  too.  Hermetick  Medi¬ 
cine. 

Hermetic e  Sigillare ,  is  often  ex- 
preft  by  thefetwo  Letters  only,  viz.. 
H.  S.  to  feal  Hermetically,  is  to 
jftcp  a  Glafs  fo  as  nothing  can  ex¬ 
hale,  either  by  melting  the  Glafs,  or 
by  a  Lute  of  another  kind. 

HermodaSlyluSy  a  round-headed 
Root.  ’Tis  brought  from  Syria.  It 
has  an  infipid  tafte>  and  purges 
gently. 


Hermalaos,  the  Name  of  a  Col- 
lyrium,  proper  for  Deftuxions  on 
on  the  Eyes. 

Hernia .  or  Ramex,  properly  the 
falling  of  the  Intefiines ,  Caul,  6c c. 
by  the  Process  of  the  Peritoneum 
dilated  into  the  Groin.  Alfo  a 
Protuberance  of  the  Navel  The 
falling  down  of  the  Womb  is  im¬ 
properly  fo  call’d.  Alfo  Swelling 
in  the  Larynx ,  windy  Tumors  of 
the  Spermatick  Veffels,  Diftenti- 
ons  from  flatulent  Matter.  Wate¬ 
ry  Humours  or  Swellings. 

Hernia  Guttalisy  the  fame  with 
Bronchocele. 

Hernia  Scrotalis ,  when  the  Te- 
fticles  grow  too  big,  by  reafon  of 
the  too  violent  Ufe  of  Venery. 

Hernia  Veneris,  the  fame  with 
Hernia  Scrotalis. 

Hernia  Uteri ,  it  is  rare,  and 
chiefly  occafion’d  by  the  Relaxa¬ 
tion  and  falling  down  of  the  in¬ 
ward  Coat  of  the  Vagina.  See 
Procidentia  Uteri.  The  bearing 
down  of  the  Womb. 

Herniaria,  Herba  Turca,  and 
Polygonum  Minus ,  Rupture-wort, 
Bur  .1- wort,  Knot-grafs. 

Herpes,  a  fpreading  and  wind¬ 
ing  Inflarmtion  ,•  ’tis  twofold,  ei¬ 
ther  Miliaris,  or  pufiulans ,  like 
Millet  feed,  which  fei zes  the  Skin 
only,  and  itches  j  or  Exedens,  con- 
fuming,  which  not  only  feizes  the 
Skin,  but  the  Mufcles  underneath. 
The  caufe  of  it  is,  that  the  Gian-  . 
dules  of  the  Skin  are  too  much 
fluff’d  with  fait  Particles ,  which, 
if  the  peccant  Matter  abound, 
grow  into  a  Cruft,  and  eat  the 
Parts  they  lie  upon.  A  Ring- 
worm ,  or  Tettar. 

Hefperis,  a  fort  of  Ltucoium. 

Heterocrania ,  a  Pain  in  one  part 
or  other  of  the  Head  j  the  fame 
with  Hemi  crania, 

Hetg't 
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Heterogeneum,  five  Anomeome- 
res,  when  any  thing  difproportio- 
nate  is  mix’d  with  the  Blood  and 
Spirits,  as  in  Fevers,  Swimmings 
in  the  Head,  explofive  Motions, 
and  the  Apoplexy. 

Heterorythmus,  a  Life  unfuitable 
to  the  Years  of  thofe  who  live  it  j 
as  if  a  Young  Man  Ihould  live  an 
Old  Man’s  Life ,  and  on  the  con¬ 
trary  This  Word  is  faid  of  Pul- 
fes  too,  when  in  D'tfeafes  the  Pulfe 
beats  diverfiy. 

Hexagium,  four  Scruples.  Some 
fay  it  is  a  Dram  and  an  half,  or 
four  Scruples  and  a  half  The 
Latins  call’d  it  Sextula. 

Hexisy  the  Habit,  or  Habitude 
of  Body. 

Hi bi feus.  See  ibifeus. 

Hidroa ,  Sudamina,  Papuls  Sudo- 
rales  &  Sudofs,  Pimples  about  the 
Neck ,  Shoulders,  Breafi,  Arms,  and 
Hips,  but  efpecialiy  about  the  Se¬ 
cret  Parts,  proceeding  from  a  fiiarp 
Humour,  moft  commonly  in  the 
Heat  of  the  Summer,  and  frequent 
among  Young  People. 

Hidrocritica ,  critical  Judgings 
of  Diftempers,  taken  from  Sweat¬ 
ing. 

Hidronofus ,  a  Fever,  wherein 
the  Patient  fweats  extremely.  The 
'Englijl)  call  it  the  Englifl. t  Sweat, 
or  Sweating  Fever. 

Hidropyretos ,  is  the  fame  as  Su¬ 
dor  Anglicus . 

Hidros,  the  fame  with  Sudor. 

Hidrotica ,  or  Sudorifera,  things 
that  provoke  Sweating,  are  thofe 
which  by  their  fermenting  and  at¬ 
tenuating  parts,  penetrate  the  clo- 
feft  Pores  of  the  Blood,  cut  into 
and  rarify  them,  and  turn  ’em  into 
a  kind  of  Vapour  3  whatever  they 
meet  they  carry  along  with  ’em, 
and  drive  it  into  the  Surface  of 
the  Body,  where,  being  condenf- 


ed  into  an  infen fible  Liquor,  it 
makes  its  way  out.  Sudorijick  Me¬ 
dicines. 

Hierohotane.  See  Perifteron. 

Hieracium.  See  Hawk-weed. 

Hiera  Picra,  anEledfuary  of  A- 
loes,  Lignum-Aloes,  Spikenard, 
Saffron,  Maftich,  Honey,  &c.  but 
*tis  now  commonly  faid  of  the 
dry  Species,  or  Powder  fold  in 
the  Shops  j  and  of  which  the 
Tinttura  Sacra  is  made. 

Hieroglyphics  Nots,  are  foldings 
and  wrinkles  in  the  Hand  j  from 
which  vain  Curiofity  fome  pre¬ 
tend  to  predift  ftrange  things. 
Chiromancy . 

Hippocampus,  not  only  a  Sea- 
fifh,  but  alfo  the  Procefles  of  the 
upper  or  foremoft  Ventricles  of 
the  Brain. 

Hippocratica  Facies.  See  Facies 
Hippocratica . 

Hippocratis  Mantca.  See  Ma¬ 
nic  a  Hippocratis. 

HippogloJJum.  See  Hypogloffum. 

Hippolapathum ,  Phabarbarum 
Monachorum ,  or  Lapathum  Mag¬ 
num ,  Monks-Rhubarb,  or  Garden- 
Patience,  the  Root  purges  Cho- 
ler  and  watery  Humours  ,•  thole 
that  ufe  it  for  Rhubarb,  take  a 
double  quantity  $  the  Root  expels 
Gravel.  This  Dock  fometimes 
grows  as  high  as  a  Man. 

Hippdithus ,  a  Stone  found  in 
the  Stomach,  or  Guts  of  fome 
Horfes,  which  is  not  unlike  the 
Occidental  Bezoar  in  Figure,  and 
the  Stru&ure  of  its  Lamms.  This 
Stone  has  been  found  of  the  fize 
of  an  Apple,  and  of  half  a  pound 
Weight. 

Hippcmanes ,  a  Word  of  an  am¬ 
biguous  Signification  j  it  either  de¬ 
notes  a  Fruit  call’d  Cynocrambe,  or 
Apocynum ,  which  raifesa  Madnefs 
in  Horfes,  if  they  eat  it  j  or  it  is 
5  the 
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the  Juice  expreft  from  Tithymal. 
Some  will  have  it  to  be  the  Liquor 
that  drops  from  the  Genitals  of 
Mares  when  they  are  horfed. 

Hippopotamus ,  a  River-Horfe,  a 
wild  four  footed  Creature,  the 
Defcription  and  Ufe  of  which  is 
various  and  prolix  in  Authors. 

Hippofeltnum ,  the  Herb  Alexan¬ 
ders ,  ’cis  frequently  ufed  in  Broth 
in  the  Spring-time,  to  cleanfe  the 
Blood,  and  ftrengthen  the  Sto¬ 
mach  j  the  Root  pickl’d  is  a  good 
Sauce.  Half  a  Dram  of  the  Seed 
powder’d,  and  taken  in  White- 
wine  provokes  Urine. 

Hippoforchis,  Powder  of  theTe- 
fticles  of  Horfes,  it  occurs  in  the 
Defcription  of  the  Powder  ad  Dyfta - 
fiam,  in  the  AuguJUne  Dfpenfatory, 

Hippuris ,  the  Herb  Horfe-tail. 

Hippusy  an  Afledtion  of  the  Eyes, 
wherein  they  continually  fhake  and 
tremble,  and  now  and  then  twin¬ 
kle,  as  it  happens  in  Riding. 

Hirci  Barba ,  Goats- Beard,  the 
Root  boil’d  is  reckon’d  delicate 
Food  j  ’tis  alfo  ufed  in  raw  Sal- 
lads;  it  nourifhes  much,  and  there¬ 
fore  is  good  for  confumptive  Peo¬ 
ple  i  ’tis  ufed  in  Difeafes  of  the 
Breaft,  and  for  a  Cough,  and  diffi¬ 
culty  of  breathing  ;  ’tis  fuppofed 
to  expel  the  Stone,  and  to  force 
Urine;  the  Juice  of  the  Root,  and 
the  diftill’d  Water  of  it  do  the  fame. 

Hirculus ,  a  fort  of  Spikenard. 

Hircus ,  Hirci,  or  Hirqui,  the 
corners  of  theEj^j  [alfo  the  Hairs 
on  the  Armpits,  and  the  Promi¬ 
nency  of  the  Ears .  See  Tragus . 

Hirquus ,  the  fame  with  Cant  bus. 

Hirudo ,  or  Sanguifuga ,  a  Leech. 

Hirundinaria ,  Afclepias ,  or  V'm- 
$etoxicum.  Swallow  wort, it  grows 
in  Germany,  Italy,  an d  France  j  the 
Root  of  it  is  very  alexipharmick 
and  fudorifick;  ’tis  chiefly  ufed 
for  the  Plague  and  other  contagi¬ 


ous  Difeafes  j  for  Obftruftions  of 
the  Courfes,  and  for  Palpitation  of 
the  Heart,  Fainting,  and  a  Dropjy ; 
’tis  alfo  commended  for  the  Stone, 
and  'tis  iikewife  ufed  outwardly  ; 
the  Blowers,  the  Roots ,  and  Seeds, 
cleanfe  fordid  Ulcers ;  ’tis  good  for 
the  biting  of  venomous  Creatures, 
for  Ulcers  of  the  Paps  of  the 
Breaft,  and  the  like. 

Hirundinaria, fee  Centum  Morbia . 

Htrundo ,  fignifies  a  Fifh,  a  Bird: 
And  the  Cavity  in  bending  the 
Arm  is  call’d  fo  by  Phylicians. 
Some  will  have  it  to  flgnify  a  Wo¬ 
man's  Priv  ties. 

Hfpanicum  Olus ,  is  the  fame 
with  Spinacbia. 

Hiftos,  a  wooden  Inftrument, 
at  the  top  whereof  is  plac’d  ano¬ 
ther  piece  of  Wood  tranfverfe,  on 
which  the  Pulley  hangs  to  let 
down  a  Ladder. 

Ho  Ice,  a  Dram. 

Holippa ,  little  Cakes  or  Wafers 
made  of  a  Medicinal  Infuflon, 
with  Wheat-flower  and  Sugar. 

Holmos,  a  Mortar;  Iikewife  the 
Trunk  of  the  Body,  without 
Arms  and  Legs. 

Holotonicos,  is  faid  of  an  uni- 
verfal  Convullion,  which  is  a  Te¬ 
tanus,  when  the  whole  Body  is 
ftiff  and  rigid. 

Holfebon,  that  is,  common  Salt 
prepar’d. 

Hom&omeres ,  fee  Seminales  Par¬ 
tes. 

Homerda,  human  Excrement. 

Homolinon ,  crude  Flax. 

Homogenea,  Particular  fuch  Par¬ 
ticles  as  are  pure,  entire,  unmixt, 
and  altogether  like  one  another. 
Homogeneous. 

Homcplata  ,  Scapula,  Spatula , 
Scoptula  aperta ,  the  Shoulder- 
blade,  a  broad  and  triangular  Bone 
that  conditutes  the  breadth  of  the 

Shoulder, 
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Shoulder,  thin  efpecially  in  the 
middle,  but  thick  in  its  Procefles, 
on  each  fide  one,  lying  on  the 
upper  Ribs  behind  like  a  Target  j 
it  hath  three  Precedes,  Acromium , 
or  the  Shoulder-point ;  Coracoides 
or  Anchcralis  and  Cervix.  Its 
Ufe  is  to  (Lengthen  the  Ribs,  to 
joint  the  Shoulder  and  the  Neck- 
bone,  and  to  implant  Mufcles 
therein. 

Homotonos ,  a  continued  Fever 
that  adteth  always  alike. 

Hoplochrfma,  is  when  they  bind 
up  and  dreis  a  Sword,  Knife,  or 
Dagger  with  the  Weapon-Salve, 
by  which  they  propofe  to  heal  the 
Wound  given  with  it  j  but  this  is 
very  ridiculous . 

Hoplomochilion,  an  univerfal  Chi- 
rurgical  Inftrument,  to  be  ufed 
for  the  whole  Body. 

Hot  a,  an  Hour,  fignifies  the 
determinate  {pace  of  a  Year  with 
Hippocrates. 

Hor&a,  are  feafonable,  or  Sum¬ 
mer  Fruits,  as  Apples ,  <kc. 

Hormii  FruBus,  the  fame  with 
Hottest , 

Hordeatnm ,  a  liquid  Medicine 
taken  inwardly,  prepar'd  of  Barley 
beaten  andbolfd,  with  the  addition 
of  fui table  ftrain’d  Liquors,  to 
which  are  frequently  added  Al¬ 
monds,  and  the  Seed  of  white  Pop¬ 
pies ,  &c,  Barley-milk. 

Hordeolum ,  the  fame  as  Crithe. 

Hordeum ,  a  Tubercle  growing 
on  the  top  of  the  Eye-lid,  of  the 
bignefs  of  a  Barley'  corn  j  another 
Species  whereof  is  call’d  Grando , 
a  hard  Tubercle,  moveable,  pellu¬ 
cid,  and  round.  But  the  great 
Tubercles  that  grow  here  are  to 
be  compar'd  to  Nodes ,  and  to  the 
Tumors  call’d  Meliceris,  Steotema , 
and  Cancers .  All  of  ’em  by  their 
weight,  or  otherwife,  obdrudf  the 
motion  of  the  Eye-lid, 


Hordeum ,  or  Qrdeum,  Barley  ; 
the  French  Barley  is  much  ufed 
in  Fevers ,  and  for  Difeafes  of  the 
Breaft,  and  heat  of  Urine.  A  Pul- 
tice  of  Barley-meal  and  Butter  is 
very  anodyne,  and  eafeth  painful 
Tumors.  Barley-water  and  Cin¬ 
namon-water  with  Barley  are 
much  ufed  in  Phylick. 

Horminum  or  Orminum ,  Clary. 
Wine  fermented  with  this  Herb  is 
very  agreeable  to  a  cold  Stomachs 
*tis  alfo  good  for  barren  Women, 
and  for  thole  troubled  with  the 
Whites ;  the  Herb  powder’d  and 
apply’d  to  the  Noftrils  provokes 
Sneezing,  cureth  a  Catarrh,  and 
purges  the  Head $  a  Decodlion  of 
it  in  Water  provoketh  the  Cour- 
fes,  and  expels  the  After-birth. 
Cakes  made  of  it  are  reckon’d  good 
to  {Lengthen  the  Reins,  and  fti- 
mulate  Venery.  A  Mucilage  of 
the  Seeds  is  proper  for  Difeafes  of 
the  Eyes,  and  likewife  counted 
good  for  the  Fallingficknefs ,  and 
Mother-fits.  The  Seed  put  into 
the  Eye,  takes  away  Moses.  See 
Sclarea. 

Horr  fica  Febris  $  fee  Thn codes. 

Horror ,  a  vibration  and  tremb¬ 
ling  of  the  Skin  over  the  whole 
Body,  with  a  chilnefs  after  it. 

Hucha ,  the  name  of  a  Fifh  of  a 
Nature  between  a  Pike  and  a 
Trout. 

HumeBantia,  tnoillning  things 
are  fuch  as  can  mfinuate  their 
moid  Particles  into  the  Pores  of 
the  Body ;  likewife  all  Fluids  and 
Liquids. 

Humerus ,  the  Shoulder,  that 
p2rt  of  the  Body  which  appears  in 
the  Articulation,  whereby  the  fu- 
periour  part  of  the  Shoulder,  Epo- 
mis  and  Superhumeralis ,  approach 
the  Neck  and  behind  the  Scapu* 
la}  but  downwards  to  that  Bone 

which 
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which  plainly  appears  (and  is  call’d 
Ala)  when  the  whole  Arm  is  lift 
up.  Sometimes  the  Humerus  lig- 
nifies  the  firft  part  of  the  Arm, 
which  hath  only  one  Bone,  and  is 
otherwife  call’d  Brachium  per  ex- 
cellentiam. 

Humidum  Primigenium ,  may  be 
properly  call’d  the  Blood  and  Ner¬ 
vous  Juice,  which  is  feen  in  Ge¬ 
neration  before  any  thing  elfe. 

Humilis  Mufculus ,  that  Muicle 
which  depreffes  the  Eye ;  fo  call’d 
becaufe  it  draws  the  Eye  down¬ 
ward  to  the  Cheek. 

Hum'dusy  the  fame  with  Lupu • 
lus. 

Humor es  Oculares ,  the  Humours 
of  the  Eye,  and  they  are  three 
i.  The  Watery,  which  is  contain'd 
between  the  Tunica  Cornea  and 
Uvea.  2.  The  Cry fl  dime  or  Icy 
Humour,  contain’d  in  the  Tunica 
Uvea,  and  is  thicker  than  that. 
3.  The  Vitreous  or  Glaffy  one,  big¬ 
ger  than  any  of  the  reft,  fills  the 
backward  Cavity  of  the  Eye. 

Humor  es  fanguinei ,  the  Ancients 
made  four  Humours  in  the  Bl  od, 
the  Bilious,  P  tuitous,  Melancho- 
lick,  and  the  Blood,  properly  fo 
call’d,  and  ^hat  according  to  the 
four  Peripatetick  E  ements  ;  but 
this  Opinion  is  cafhir’d  fince  the 
difcovering  of  the  Circulation  of 
the  Blood •  They  are  found  when 
the  Blood  preterna  urally  departs 
from  its  due  temperature,  but 
they  don’t  confhtute  any  integral 
part  of  the  Blood,  for  the  Blood  is 
only  one  Humour  5  if  other  will-, 
Tartar  in  Wine,  and  Dregs  in 
Beer  would  beconftituent  Pa  rs  o 
Wine  and  Beer.  In  Blooa  there  ay- 
pear  only  three  different  Species  of 
Bodies  ■,  for  in  the  Surface  you  iec 
a  kind  of  Fibrous  Ouft  of  coa¬ 
gulated  Blood,  which  fpreads  it- 


felf  all  over  the  whole  Mifs  5 
then  you  fee  certain  red  Particles 
among  the  Fibres,  that  grow  black 
about  the  bottom,  by  reafon  of 
their  fewnefs  5  and  laftly,  you  fee 
the  Serum  wherein  it  fwims. 
But  if  any  one  will  proceed  more 
accurately,  diftil  the  Blood,  and  ana- 
lyfe  it  chymically,  he  fhall  find  five 
pure  Bodies  in  it,  viz,.  Spirit,  Sul¬ 
phur  or  Oil,  Water,  Salt,  and  Earth. 
There  are  three  general  Humours 
that  wafh  the  whole  Body,  Blood , 
Lymph  a,  (a  fort  of  pure  Water)  and 
the  Nervous  Juice ;  but  there  are 
fevtral  particular  Humours,  viz. 
Chyle,  Bile,  Spittle,  Pancreatick 
Juice,  Seed,  &c. 

Humor  es  in  Secundinis,  Hu¬ 
mours  in  the  three  Membranes 
that  cloath  the  Foetus  in  the  Womb. 
There  are  three  in  thofe  Animals 
which  have  B’adders,-  at  the  be¬ 
ginning,  when  the  Eggs  fall  down 
from  the  Tejhcles  into  the  Womb , 
the  Humours  which  are  to  this 
pur  pole  in  rhe  bottom  of  the 
Womb,  fir  ft  fink  into  the  Mem¬ 
brane  call’d  Chorion,  and  then  in¬ 
to  the  Amnium  ■>  but  in  procefs 
of  rime,  when  the  Foetus  is  form’d 
and  the  Navel  Vejfels  are  extend¬ 
ed  to  the  Chorion  and  Amnium , 
we  imagine  that  the  nutritious 
Humour  being  receiv’d  by  the 
opening  of  the  Veins ,  is  carried  to 
the  Foetus,  and  thence  (hy  the  Ar¬ 
teries)  ion-re  part  of  it  is  carried 
inro  the  Amnium ,  as  into  the 
Ch  la’s  Sforrhoufe,  fo  that  at  the 
fame  time  the  Liquor  of  the  Am- 
nium  may  be  encreafed  up  n  this 
double  accounts  at  la  1,  when  the 
time  of  delivery  draws  near,  that 
way  of  fweating  thro’  feems  to 
c-afe,  and  the  other  ake  pace, 
un’efs  (as  Wharton  obfervesj  the 
nutritious  Humour  deicends  from 
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the  Placenta  by  the  Navel  firing, 
and  by  the  little  foft  Protuberan¬ 
ces,  thence  pafs  into  the  Cavity 
of  the  Amnium*  The  ufe  of  thei'e 
Humours  is,  tonourilhthe  Foetus 
at  the  Mouth.  The  third  Hu¬ 
mour  is  the  Urine,  which  floweth 
from  the  Bladder  by  the  Urinary 
into  the  Urinary  Mem- 

Hunc ,  a  chymlcal  Name  for  the 
Metal  Tin. 

Hujfo,  a  large  Fifh  of  the  Whale- 
kind  j  found  in  the  Danube,  and 
of  coniiderable  Ufe  in  Medicine. 

Hyacynthus ,  the  Herb  Hyacinth. 
This  Name  is  given  alfo  to  many 
other  Flowers. 

Hyacynthus ,  a  pellucid  Gem  call¬ 
ed  Hyacinth,  of  a  pale-red  colour, 
tho’  fome  are  darker  than  others. 
The  Oriental  ones  have  the  prefe¬ 
rence  to  the  Occidental,  which  are 
found  in  Bohemia  and  Silejta . 

Hyaloides,  the  vitrious  Humour 
of  the  Eye,  contain’d  within  the 
Coats  call’d  Retina  &  Uvea. 

Hybona ,  an  Incurvation  of  all 
the  Vertebres ,  the  fame  with  Cy¬ 
phers  . 

Hydatides,  and  Hydros,  or  A- 
quaU,  little  watery  Bladders  in 
the  Liver,  Spleen,  or  fome  other 
Vifcus ,  common  to  Hydropical 
Perfons  ;  alfo  an  encreafe  of  Fat 
about  the  Eye-lids. 

Hydatodes  Vtnum,  Wine  mix’d 
with  Water. 

Hydatoides,  the  watery  Humour 
of  the  Eye,  contain’d  betwixt  the 
Tunica  Cornea  and  Uvea. 

Hyderos ,  the  fame  with  Hydrops. 

Hydragogia  $  fee  Vena  Lympha¬ 
tic*. 

Hydrargyrus,  Quickfilver. 

Hydragoga ,  Medicines  which  by 
fermentation,  attenuation,  and  pre¬ 
cipitation,  purge  out  the  watery 
Humours. 
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Hydrargyrofis,  a  Mercurial  Un- 
dfion,  in  order  to  raife  a  Salivati¬ 
on  in  Venereal,  and  fome  other 
Difeafes. 

Hydrel&um ,  a  mixture  of  Wa¬ 
ter  and  Oil. 

Hydrenterocde ,  a  falling  of  the 
Intefiines  ( together  with  Water  ) 
into  the  outward  Skin  of  the 
Scrotum. 

Hydroa ,  certain  little,  broad, 
rnoifi,  itching  Pimples  like  Mil¬ 
let-feed  ;  fometimes  without  itch¬ 
ing,  which  render  the  Skin  ulce¬ 
rous  and  rough.  The  occafion  of 
’em  is,  that  Nature  endeavouring 
to  expel  the  Sweat  by  the  Skin,  is 
hinder’d  fometimes  by  its  thick- 
nefs,  fo  that  the  Matter  being 
lodg’d  there,  and  the  fubtuer  Parts 
being  either  carried  back  by  the 
Lymphatick  Veflels,  or  evapo¬ 
rated,  the  Skin  fwells.  This  Dif- 
temper  is  familiar  and  common  to 
Boys  and  young  Men,  efpecially 
of  a  hot  Confiitution,  when  they 
ufe  too  much  Exercife  in  Sum¬ 
mer.  It  infects  the  Neck ,  Shoul¬ 
der-blades,  Breafi,  Arms,  Thighs , 
but  more  frequently  the  Secret 
Tarts  and  the  Fundament. 

Hydrocardia ,  a  Dropfy  of  the 
Pericardium,  fo  that  the  Heart 
fwims  in  Water. 

Hydrocele ,  afwellingof  the  out- 
ermoft  Skin  of  the  Cod,  proceed¬ 
ing  from  a  watery  Humour. 

Hydrocephalum,  a  fwelling  of  the 
Head  by  reafon  of  a  watery  Hu¬ 
mour,  whence  the  Sutures  of  the 
Brain  are  forced  afundcr;  It  pro¬ 
ceeded  fometimes  from  a  burft- 
ing  of  the  Lymphatick  Vefiels  ; 
but  this  only  happens  in  Children, 
for  in  other  People  theie  Sutures 
never  burfi  afunder.  The  Dropjy 
of  the  Plead.

Hydrophthalmia ,  is  when  the  Eye 
encreafes  to  a  wonderful  bignefs, 
and  flicks  almoft  out  of  the  Head. 

Hydrophthalmion ,  is  that  part 
under  the  Eyes  which  is  wont  to 
fwell  in  cachedfick  and  hydropick 
Perfons. 

Hydropicay  Medicines  that  expel 
the  watery  Humours  in  a  Dropfy. 

Hydropiper ,  Water-pepper,  or 
Arfe-fmart. 

Hydropota,  one  who  drinks  no¬ 
thing  but  Water. 

Hydrops,  a  ftagnation  of  a  wa¬ 
tery  Humour  in  the  Habit  of  the 
Body,  or  fome  particular  Cavity  ; 
and  ’tis  either  general,  as  an  Ana- 
farca  and  A[citesy  to  which  fome 
add  a  Tympany,  but  falfly  ;  or 
particular,  confin’d  to  one  Part, 
as  a  Dropfy  in  the  Head,  Breaft, 
Hand,  Foot,  &c;  of  which  in 
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their  proper  Places  feverally.  A

Hydrops  ad  Matulam ,  the  fame 
with  Diabetes. 

Hydropyretosy  the  fame  with  Su¬ 
dor  Anglicus. 

Hydroro[atony  a  Potion  or  Julep 
made  from  Rofes,  ufeful  to  be 
adminifter’d  in  burning  Fevers. 

Hydrorrhodinon ,  is  Water  mix’d 
with  Oil  of  Rofes,  given  to  cool 
the  Body,  and  to  procure  Vomit¬ 
ing. 

Hydrofaccharumy  a  Syrup  boil’d 
of  Water  and  Sugar. 

Hydrofacray  a  Tumor,  or  abfcefs 
caufed  by  a  mixture  of  Flefh  and 
Water. 

Eydrofelinum,  Water-Parfly. 

Hygieia ,  Health,  which  confiffs 
in  a  good  temperature  and  right 
conformation  of  Parts.  Sanitas , 
or  Health,  is  a  difpofition  of  the 
Parts  of  human  Body  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  the  Actions  thereof. 
Signs  of  Health  are  three  ;  due 
Actions,  fuitable  Qualities,  and 
when  things  to  be  retain’d  or  dii- 
charg’d  keep  in  their  due  propor¬ 
tion  and  fun&ion. 

Hygieina ,  that  part  of  Phyfick 
which  teaches  the  way  of  prefer v- 
ing  Health.  Some  divide  it  into 
three  parts,  ProphyUttick ,  which 
takes  notice  of  future  imminent 
Difeafesj  Synteretick,  which  pre- 
ferves  prefent  Health  j  and  Ana- 
leptick ,  which  recovers  the  Sick.

Hyofcyamus ,  corruptly  J-ufquia- 
mus ,  Henbane  j  it  cools  and  mol¬ 
lifies  very  much,  difpofes  to  deep, 
i  eafeth  Pain,  and  mitigates  Acri¬ 
mony  j  ’tis  good  for  hot  and 
fharp  Defluxions  of  the  Eyes ;  it 
flops  eruption  of  Blood  and  over¬ 
flowing  of  the  Courfes  ;  ’tis  alfo 
applykj  for  Inflamation  of  the  Te- 
flicles  and  other  Parts.

Icterus,  the  Jaundice,  is  a  chang-  1 
ing  the  Skin  into  a  yellow  colour, 
from  an  Obftrudfion  of  the  Duc¬ 
tus  Choledochus ,  or  Glandules  of 
the  Liver ;  or  becaufe  the  Gall  a- 
bounds  more  than  can  be  conveni¬ 
ently  excern’d,  fo  that  it  flays  in 
the  Blood.  It  taketh  its  Name 
from  och's,  a  Ferret,  whole  Eves 
are  tinged  with  the  like  colour  ; 
or  from  a  Bird  call’d  Itierus,  of 
the  fame  colour,  which  the  Latins 
call  Galbulus ,  whichif  one  lick  of 
the  Palfie  fees,  fay s  Pliny,  the  Par¬ 
ty  is  cur’d,  but  the  Bird  dies.

Ignis  Circular  ovius,  fueh  a  de¬ 
gree  of  heat  as  the  Fingers  can 
eaiily  bear  j  'tis  called  circulatory, 
becaujfe  it  plays  not  diredtiy  upon 
the  Veflel,  but  goes  a  winding 
Courfe  thereto. 

Ignis  Potentialis ,  potential  Fire, 
a  Medicine  which,  after  it  hath 
been  laid  home  time  on  the  Part, 
exerts  its  Operation ;  as  a  Rupto- 
ry,  and  other  eorrofive  things  of 
that  nature.  Thus  Metals ,  Mine¬ 
rals,  and  Stones  may  be  faid  to  be 
diffolv’d  by  a  potential  Fire,  fuch 
as  are  the  acid  Spirits  of  Nitre,  Vi¬ 
triol,  6c  c.

Ignis  Reverberii ,  a  very  ftrong 
degree  of  Fire,  the  Flame  being 
heightned  by  Bellows,  or  other 
proper  contrivance,  as  in  a  Wind 
Furnace. 

Ignis  Rota,  is  when  the  Flame 
in  the  Furnace  furrounds  the  di- 
Hilling  Veil'd  on  all  fides. 

Ignis  Sacer ,  the  fame  as  Eryfpe- 
las,  yetfome  take  it  for  an  Herpes. 

Ignis  SuppreJJionis ,  is  when  the 
Retort  or  diddling  VefTe!  (being 
put  into  Sand  in  the  Furnace  )  is 
ply’d  with  a  fierce  Fire  both  be¬ 
low  and  above  the  Sand  ,  as  it  is 
pradtis’d  in  the  Preparation  of  the 
Cina’bar  of  Antimony. 

Ignis  Sylvejlris ,  the  fame  with 
PhlyBeno. 

Ignitio,  calcination  made  by  Fire. 

lie,  the  Cavity  from  the  Thorax  \ 
to  the  j Bones  of  the  Thighs.  Pliny 
obferves,  That  all  the  Inteftines  in 
all  Animals,  except  a  Man  and  a 
Sheep,  are  call’d  lie. 

ileum  Morbus ,  fee  Iliac  si  P&JJio. 

Ilex ,  the  Scarlet-Oak. 

Ilia,  the  lateral  parts  of  the  Ab¬ 


domen,  betwixt  the  laft  Rib  and 
the  fecret  Parts. 

Ilingus.  See  Scotomia . 

life  us,  Amor  Inf  anus,  or  a  Deli¬ 
rium  from  too  much  Love  ;  the 
fame  with  Furor  Utfrmus. 

Ilium,  the  third  of  the  fmall 
Guts.  It  begins  where  the  Jeju* 
numends,  and  ends  it  felf  at  the 
Gut  call’d  C&cum.  ’Tis  one  and 
twenty  Plands breadth  in  length. 

Ilium ,  a  Difeafe  for  the  moil: 
part  of  the  Gut  Ilium ,  and  is  called 
Volvulus  when  the  upper  part  of 
any  Inteftine  is  involv’d  in  the 
under,  and  on  the  contrary. 

Ilium  Os,  part  of  the  Bone  called 
Innominotum ,  without  any  parti¬ 
cular  Name.  ’Tis  fo  nam’d,  be* 
cauie  it  contains  the  Gut  Ilium. 
Its  Circumference  is  circular,  the 
upper  broadeft,  his  connedfed  to  the 
Os  Sacrum.  The  upper  part  of  it 
is  call’d  Spina,  the  interior  Cofta, 
and  the  exterior  Dorfum.  ’Tis 
larger  in  Women  than  Men. 

Iliac  a,  PaJJio,  or  Dolor  iliacus , 
Miferere  met,  Volvulus ,  Tormen - 
turn,  8c  Chord apfus,  the  fame  with 
Ileum  Morbus . 

Iliaca  Vafo ,  thofe  double-fork’d 
Veffels  of  the  Trunks  of  the  great 
Artery,  and  the  great  Vein  of  the 
Abdomen,  about  the  Place  where 
the  Bladder  and  the  Womb  are. 

Iliacus  Mu  j: ulus,  one  of  thofe 
that  bend  the  Thigh,  his  inferted 
by  a  Tendon  which  grows  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  Tendon  of  the  Muf- 
cle  Pfoas  it  arifes  from  the  whole 
internal  Cavity  of  the  Os  Ilium , 
with  a  thin  and  carnous  beginning. 

Illam bonis,  Collyrium,  is  the 
Name  of  a  Medicine  for  Ulcers  of 
the  Eyes. 

Illecebro,  Hellecebra ,  Sempervi- 
vum  Minus  Acre,  Wall-pepper, 
Stone  crop. 
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ilTmBus.  See  Eclegma. 

Illutatio,  vel  lllw amentum,  is 
an  External  or  Topical  Remedy, 
when  fome  Member  of  the  Body 
is  to  be  anointed,  either  in  the 
Bath,  or  afterwards  with  Clay  ; 
and  if  it  drys,  to  change  it,  and 
lay  on  afrefh,  to  heat,  dry,  and 
difcufs  the  Part  affedled.  This 
Method  is  twofold,  either  Natu¬ 
ral,  which  is  done  with  Clay  found 
in  the  bottom  of  Medicinal  Wa¬ 
ters  or  Artificial,  which  is  pre¬ 
par’d  from  many  things.  To  this 
belongs  the  anointing  or  Cerate  of 
the  ancient  Wrejllers . 

,  Imaginatio,  Thantafy,  is  an  A- 
£lion  or  Function  of  the  Soul, 
which  in  Brutes,  as  well  as  Men, 
by  the  aflifiance  of  the  Animal 
Spirits,  receives  the  Ideas  of  ex¬ 
terior  Bodies,  and  imprefles  them 
firmly  on  the  Mind  fo  as  to  make 
’em  apparent  and  diftinguilh’d. 

lmbecdlltas ,  fignifies  that  flats 
wherein  they  are  plac’d,  which  are 
neither  fit  nor  ftrong  to  labour,  as 
Children,  old  Men,  infirm  People, 
and  thole  that  are  recovering.  But 
with  refpeCt  to  thole  that  arefick, 
it  fignifies  a  greater  Preftration  of 
Strength. 

Imbibitio, the  fame  with  Ablatio, 
when  a  Body  is  fb  often  wafht  that 
it  will  admit  no  more.  The  lame 
with  Re&ification  and  Cchobation. 

Immerfion ,  the  putting  Metals  cr 
Minerals  into  fome  corrofive  Mat¬ 
ter,  that  they  may  at  length  be  re¬ 
duc’d  to  a  Calx.  ’Tis  alfoa  kind 
of  Lotion  or  Wafhing,  when  Mat¬ 
ters  are  put  into  Water,  in  order 
to  clear  them  from  fome  exterior, 
ufeiefs,  or  noxious  qualities.  Thus 
Lime,  Ccrufe,  Tatty,  are  put  whilft 
red-hot  into  Water,  to  free  them 
from  their  Acrimonious  ? articles, 

Immerfus  Mufculus ,  the  iame 
with  Infra  Scapular  is.

Impaftatio ,  is  when  a  certain 
Matter  is  mix’d  with  fomething 
more  folid,  to  reduce  it  into  Pa/le. 

Impatiens  Herba,  or  Noli  met  an- 
gere ,  leaping  Mercury. 

Imperatoria,  or  Ojlrutium ,  Ma- 
Aerwort  5  this  Herb  is  alexiphar- 
iriick  and  fudorifick  ;  it  expels 
Wind,  and  is  excellent  in  the  Cho* 
hek  ;  ’tis  chiefly  ufed  in  the  bit¬ 
ing  of  venomous  Creatures,  and 
malignant  Difeafes  5  it  helps  Ex¬ 
pectoration,  and  cures  a  ftinking 
Breath  -,  ’tis  good  for  Phlegm,  Dif¬ 
eafes  of  the  Head,  a  Palfy,  Apo¬ 
plexy,  and  the  like  ;  half  a  Spoon¬ 
ful  of  the  Powder  of  it  taken  in 
Wine  an  Hour  before  the  Fit  comes, 
is  laid  to  cure  a  Quartan  Ague  j 
’tis  alfo  counted  very  good  for  the 
Dropfy,  and  long  Fevers ;  a  piece 
cf  the  Root  put  into  an  hollow 
Tooth,  cafes  the  Pain.  Its  fhape 
and  vertue  is  much  like  Angelica. 

Imaginatio,  the  fame  with  Than- 
tafia .

Impetigo  Celfi,  the  fame  with  Le¬ 
pra  Gr&corum.  Celfus  makes  four 
iorts :  The  moll  harmlefs,  fays  he, 
is  that  which  is  like  a  Scab,  for  it 
is  red  and  hard,  and  exulcerated  and 
gnaw’d  j  but  it  differs  from  it,  in 
that  it  is  more  exulcerated,  and 
is  accompanied  with  fpecki’d  Pim¬ 
ples,  and  there  feems  to  be  in  it 
certain  Bubbles,  from  which,  af¬ 
ter  a  certain  time,  there  falls,  as  it 
were,  little  Scales,  and  it  returns 
more  certainly.  Another  fort  is 
worfe,  aimoft  like  a  fort  of  Mea- 
zles,  or  hot  Pimples  in  the  Skin, 
but  more  rugged  and  redder,  and 
of  different  Figures  :  In  this  Dif- 
temper  little  Scales  fall  from  the 
Surface  of  the  Skin,  and  is  call’d 
4  j Rubrica* 
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Rubrica,  The  third  fort  is  yet 
worie,  for  it  is  thicker  and  har¬ 
der,  and  fmeils  more,  and  is  cleft 
on  the  top  of  the  Skin,  and  gnaws 
more  violently  j  3 tis  Scaly  too,  out 
black,  and  fpreads  broad  and  flow  5 
3tis  call’d  Nigra.  The  fourth  fort 
is  altogether  incurable,  of  a  diffe¬ 
rent  Colour  from  the  red  ;  for  ’tis 
fomething  white,  and  like  a  trefh 
Scar,  and  has  pale  Scales,  fome 
whitifh,  fome  like  the  little  Puli'e 
call’d  Lentil  ;  which  being  taken 
away,  fometimes  the  Blood  fol¬ 
lows.  Otherwife  the  Humour 
that  flows  from  it  is  white,  the 
Skin  hard  and  cleft,  and  fpreads 
farther.  All  thefe  forts  ariieefpe- 
cially  in  the  Feet  and  Hands,  and 
infed  the  Nails  like  wife.  Imp- 
tigo  fome  reckon  the  fame  with 
Lichen.  See  Lepra  Gr&corum. 

Impletion ,  the  fame  as  Repletion ; 
a  fullnefs  of  the  Body. 

Impetigo  Plinii,  Pliny's  Impetigo. 
the  fame  with  Lichen  Gr&cor um. 

Impregnate,  when  one  thing  is 
fill’d  with  another  j  for  in  fiance, 
as  when  Tartar  isfaid  to  be  impreg¬ 
nated  with  an  Emetick  Vertue  by 
Antimony  j  or  when  an  Alcali  is 
totally  impregnated  with  an  Acid. 
But  properly  Impregnation  is  faid 
when  a  Woman  has  conceiv  d  al¬ 
ter  Coition. 

ImpreJJio.  This  Word  may  be 
taken  Actively  and  Paflively.  A- 
dively,  it  fignifi.es  fome  violent 
Extrinfical  Addon  ,  when  by 
Chance  or  Art  fomething  is  ap- 
ply’d  to  a  Body'  with  Violence 
that  forces  it  cut  cf  its  fituationj 
as  for  example,  when  a  Chirur- 
geon  in  a  Luxation  cr  Fradure 
prefles  the  prominent  Bones  with 
feme  force  into  their  former 
Place  5  this  is  call’d  an  ImpreJJion . 
sTis  taken  paffively  for  the  buffer- 
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ing  or  undergoing  that  violent 
Action. 

Impuljio ,  fignifl.es  a  violent  ruc¬ 
tion,  made  from  the  thing  mov’d 
touching  upon  it,  ib  that  that 
which  moveth  it  remains  not  be¬ 
hind  j  fo  the  Heart  impels  the 
Blood  into  the  beginning  of  the 
Great  Artery,  which  fucceffively 
moveth  forward  the  reft  with  the 
fame  Pulfation. 

Imputrefcibilis ,  incorruptible  ; 
when  Heat  and  Moifture  are  equal¬ 
ly  and  moderately  mix’d  with  each 
other. 

Inauratio ,  a  gilding  of  Pills,  or 
other  things. 

Imppetmtia,  want  of  Stomach, 
for  want  of  Ferment  in  it,  or  of 
fufficient  Refpiration. 

In  cam  ant  ia  &  Incarnativa,  Me¬ 
dicines  generating  Flejh,  the  fame 
with  Sarcotica. 

Inceratio ,  a  mixture  of  moifture 
with  fomething  that  is  dry,  by  a 
gentle  foaking,  till  the  Subftance 
be  brought  to  the  confidence  of 
foft  Wax. 

Incident!*,  the  fame  with  Atte- 
nuantia. 

Incineratio,  the  reducing  the 
Bodies  cf  Vegetables  and  Animals 
into  Afhesby  a  violent  Fire.  This 
is  perform’d  lometimes  alfo  by 
the  Sun,  through  the  help  of  a 
Burning- Glafs  ;  as  tor  inftance, 
in  Antimony,  Vitriol, 

Incijio.  See  Encope. 

Incifores  Dentes,  the  fame  with 
Prim  ores,  the  fore- Teeth. 

•  Inciforii,  the  fame  with  Primo- 
res ,  is  a  {harp  fmall  Knife  used  by 
!  Chirurgeons  to  cut  oft  what  is 
1  fuperfluous,  or  to  oiiate  a  vv  ound, 

&c’ 

Indinatio,  when  the  clear  liquid 
part  is  feparated  by  a  decantation 
from  the  grabs  Sediment,  as  in 
N  4  ■  certain 
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retain  Liquors  that  .fine  them- 
felves  by  Landing  j  or  when  you 
pour  off  the  Water  affer  Eduico- 
rafon. 

Incorporate,  a  mixture,  where¬ 
by  moift  things  are  contempera- 
ted  with  dry  into  one  Body,  as  in¬ 
to  a  Mafs,  as  much  moifture  be¬ 
ing  added  as  is  requifite  to  the 
confiftence  of  the  mix’d  Body,  fo 
that  it  becomes  like  a  thin  Pafte 
as  it  were  ;  whence  it  may  be 
call’d  alfo  Imp  a  flat  to,  and  in  fome 
things  SubaBio ,  a  Kneading.

Incus,  one  of  the  Bones  in  the 
inner  part  of  the  Ear.  It  is  like  a 
Grinder,  and  lies  under  the  Bone 
call’d  Malleus.  It  has  two  Pre¬ 
cedes  below  ;  one  fhorter,  which 
leans  upon  the  fcaly  Bone  ;  ano¬ 
ther  longer,  which  fuftains  the  top 
of  the  Stapes ,  or  triangular  Bone, 
that  bears  upon  the  Cavity  of  the 
inner  part  of  the  Ear,  whilft  it 
immerges  ltfelf  into  the  Place 
call’d  the  Oval  Window,  with  a 
pretty  broad  Bafis.

Indicate,  that  which  demon- 
firates  what’s  to  be  done  in  Difea- 
fesj  and  it  is  threefold  ;  Breferva - 
tcry>  which  prefer ves  Health,-  Cu¬ 
rative,  which  expels  a  Difeafe 
that  has  already  fem’d  upon  a  Per- 
fon ;  and  Vital ,  which  refpedis  the 
ftrength  and  way  of  Living. 

Indicator ,  one  of  the  Mufcles 
extending  the  Fore-finger. 

Indignatorius  Mujculus ,  the  Muff 
cle  that  turns  the  Eye  afide. 

Indicatum ,  that  which  is  digni¬ 
fied  to  be  done  in  order  to  the 
Recovery  of  Health. 

Indices  Dies  •,  fee  Critici  Dies. 

Indicium,  the  fame  as  Signum  ; 
a  fign  or  token  of  a  Difeafe. 

Indicon,  it  fignifies  a  kind  of 
Pepper  or  Wood,  as  Guaiacum , 
or  the  Matter  of  a  certain  blue 
Colour  they  call  now  Indicum  or 
Indigo,  made  from  a  Plant  call’d 
Anil.  But  others  will  have  it  to 
be  the  Juice  of  a  Plant  which  the 
Dyers  ufe  call’d  Glajlum  or  JVoady 
and  by  fome  IVaid. 

InduBio,  a  Term  for  anointing, 
or  making  any  other  Application 
to  the  Part  affedled.

Inf e Bio,  the  fame  with  Tinclus, 
from  whence  th zArs  InfeBoria  is 
call’d  TinBoria,  the  Art  of  Stain¬ 
ing  or  Dying  ;  but  with  Phyfici- 
ans  ’tis  us’d  for  Contagion  or  In- 
feBion ,  and  denotes  a  Malignity, 
Plague,  or  Peftilence.

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Inflatio ,  the  diftention  of  a  Part 
from  flatulent  Matter. 

Influentia,  the  fame  with  Influx, 
and  is  meant  not  only  of  the  mo¬ 
tion  of  Humours  into  any  Part,  as 
every  Influx  of  Blood  that  is  made 
from  the  Heart  thro’  the  Arteries, 
but  alfo  of  the  Influence  or  Vertue 
of  Plants,  Metals,  Minerals,  &c. 

Infrafcapularis  Mufculus,  or  Su- 
prafcapularis  Secundus,  proceeds 
under  the  Spine,  from  the  Bans  of 
the  Scapula  with  the  fecond,  Su- 
prajcapulary ,  carnous  and  thick, 
and  runs  into  the  Ligament  of 
the  Shoulder  with  a  fhort  and 
broad  Tendon,  which  is  reckon’d 
the  fourth. 

Infundibulum,  five  Enchyta,  or 
Tritorium,  a  Funnel. 

Infundibulum  Cerebri ,  the  fame 
as  Choana. 

Infundibulum  Renum,  the  Felvis 
or  Bafin  thro’  which  the  Urine 
pafles  to  the  Ureters  and  the 
Bladder. 

Infufio ,  is  an  extra&ion  of  the 
Vertue  ot  Medicines  with  a  con¬ 
venient  Liquor,  which,  if  it  be 
purgative,  may  be  taken  at  once  •, 
and  to  this  the  Name  properly 
agrees.  ’Tis  ailo  ufed  tor  fucu 
Medicines  as  (having  been  infufed 
for  fome  time)  ferve  for  outward 
Applications.  ’Tis  likewife  call’d 
Maceration,  Dilution,  Infufion. 

Ingenitus,  the  fame  with  In- 
nates,  or  innate.  Amongft  the 
Cures  of  Scabby  Difeafes,  or  the 
Venereal,  there  are  reckon’d  lix  to 
be  Cura,  Ingenita,  which  relate  to 
Warts,  fungous  Excrefcences,  &c. 

Ingluvies,  intemperate  Eating, 
Gluttony  :  This  is  the  caufe  of 
many  Difeafes,  and  the  danger  of 
the  Sick,  go  from  the  Kitchen. 
Belmont  calls  it  the  Mother  of 
three  \f\c$s  of  the  Blood,  Fulnefs, 
${agnatkn>  and  Heterogeneity * 
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Ingredientia ,  various  Simples 
that  conftitute  one  Compound.' 

Inguen ,  the  Place  from  the  bend^ 
ing  of  the  Thigh  to  the  Secret 
Parts.  The  Groin. 

Injettio  Inteflinalis,  the  fame  as 
Clyfler. 

Inguinalis  \  fee  Afler. 

Inium,  the  beginning  of  the 
cblongated  Marrow,  which  is  the 
common  Senfory,  becaufe  the 
Species  which  are  receiv’d  from 
the  external  Organs  are  convey’d 
thither  by  the  Nerves. 

Innominata  Glandula  Oculi',  lee 
Caruncula  Oculi, 

Innominata  Tunica  Oculi,  the 
Tunick  of  the  Eye  that  wants  a 
Name,  is  a  certain  fubtile  Expanfi- 
on  of  the  Tendons  from  the  Mufcles, 
which  move  the  Eye  to  the  circum¬ 
ference  of  the  Iris,  or  Honey  Mem¬ 
brane. 

Innominata  QJJicula  5  fee  Cunei- 
for  mi  a, 

Innominatum  Os,  others  call  it 
Or  Coxa ,  or  Ilium,  it  is  plac’d  at  the 
lide  of  the  Os  Sacrum,  confiding 
of  three  Bones  Ilium,  Os  Fubis, 
Ifcbium,  join’d  by  Cartilages,  and 
appear  diftmdt  by  three  Lines  till  7 
Years  old,  but  grow  all  into  one 
Bone  at  riper  Years.

Inofculatio ,  the  fame  with  Ana- 
flomofls,  a  mutual  connexion  of 
Veflels  that  are  different,  or  of  the 
fame  kind. 

Inpinguedo  Ford,  Coftmary,  fin-' 

gularly 
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gularly  ufeful  in  the  Vhthijis  or  Con- 
iumptionof  the  Lungs. 

Inquietude ,  a  Ccnvulflve  Motion 
of  the  Mufcles  in  the  Loins, 
Neck,  and  Limbs,  wherein  the 
Sick  throw  themfelves  from  one 
li-de  to  another,  lifting  up  both  their 
Arms  and  Legs;  fometimes lying 
on  their  Backs,  at  other  on  their  Bel¬ 
lies  ;  fometimes  fitting  up  in  the 
Bed,  then  again  riling.  This  In¬ 
quietude  happens  either  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  a  Fever,  or  continues  fo 
long  as  it  lads,  and  is  a  common 
Symptom  in  the  Plague,  alfo  great 
Pains  caufing  Refllefhsfs,  efpecially 
in  the  Cctrdtajgia  Colic  a  and  Nepbri- 
itek  pains.  Befides,  a  Delirium  oft 
accompanies  Inquietude,  but  moil 
of  all  when  Death  is  near  at  hand,  and 
the  Patient’s  Strength  is  not  quite 
exhauded. 

Infanta ,  or  Amentia >  Madnefs, 
an  abolition  or  depravation  of  Ima¬ 
gination  and  [udgment. 

Infejfus,  a  Bath  for  the  Belly,  pro¬ 
per  for  the  iower  parts,  wherein  the 
Patient  fits  down  to  the  Navel. 
They  are  for  feveralufes,  viz,,  for 
eafing  Pain,  foftening  of  Parts,  dif- 
pelling  flatulent  Matter,  and  fre¬ 
quently  for  exciting  the  Courfes. 

Infolatio,  an  Infufion  of  things 
in  the  heat  of  the  Sun  before  they 
are  fermented. 

Infomnis ,  one  who  keeps  awake 
unfeafonably,  and  beyond  Nature. 

Infpiratio,  an  alternate  dilatation 
of  the  Ched,  whereby  the  Nitrous 
Air  is  communicated  to  the  Blood, 
to  accend  it  by  the  Windpipe  and 
the  Veficular  parts.  The  caufe  of 
Pvefpiration  does  not  feem  to 
coniiil  only  in  the  dilatation  of 
theTborax,  as commonly  thought, 
but  in  the  contraffion  of  the  Tu- 
nick,  which  difeovers  the  up¬ 
per  part  of  the  Oefopbagus>  and  the 
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mod  clofe  Recedes  of  the  Wind¬ 
pipe. 

Infpij ffatioy  is  when  a  liquid  Sub- 
dance  is  by  Evaporation  reduc’d  to 
a  thick  confidence.  Infpijfatiov . 

Inftinclus ,  Inftindf,  to  which  is 
generally  added  the  Epithet  Natural. 
This  is  a  proper  intrinfick  Principal 
of  Motion  in  Brutes,  by  vertue  of 
which  certain  determinate  Moti¬ 
ons  in  their  Bodies  and  all  their  Sen- 
fes  are  afled,  fo  that  in  fome  of ’em 
itfeems  to  emulate  the  Power  of  a 
Rational  Soul  in  fome  meafure,  ef¬ 
pecially  in  their  internal  Senfes  ;  but 
whether  it  be  Subdance  and  what 
that  is,  or  the  Animal  Spirits  them¬ 
felves,  or  fomething  be  feparated 
from  thefe,  or  whether  it  be  a  cer¬ 
tain  co-effential  Property,  is  not  yet 
diffidently  determin’d  by  the  Natu- 
ralids. 

Injlrumentum  or  Organum,  a 
word  of  great  ufe  in  the  Art  of  Phy- 
fick ;  generally  it  fignifies  every 
thing  apply’d  to  a  certain  A&ion, 
Ufe,  or  Operation.  In  Vhyfiology 
that  part  of  the  Body  is  call’d  an  In- 
drument  which  can  produce  a  per- 
fedtAffion;  otherwife ’ns  call’d  an 
Indrumental  or  Organical  Part ;  but 
all  Parts  of  the  Body  ought  to  be 
confider’d  by  the  Phyfician  as  In- 
drument  or  indrumental.  So  a 
Mufcle,  Vein,  and  Artery  are  reck¬ 
on’d  among  the  fird  Inftruments, 
but  the  Hand,  the  Foot,  and  the 
Leg  among  the  fecond. 

Injuccatio ,  the  thickening  of  A- 
loes,  <&c.  in  the  Juice  of  Violets 
or  Rofes,  or  the  like. 

Intelledlus,  Cogitation,  whereby 
a  Man  apprehends  an  Objefl  5  it 
fee  ms  to  be  tran  faffed  in  the  Corpus 
Callofum ,  for  the  Expansion  of  Spi¬ 
rits  is  there. 

Intempnies ,  feu  Dyfcrafia  &  A- 
crajia,  a  Bifeafe  which  con  lids  in 
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inconvenient  Qualities  ot  the  Body,  1 
and  thefe  are  either  manifeft  or  cc-  j 
cult  5  the  manifeft  are  either  fimple  j 
or  compound;  thefimpleis,.  when  ! 
one  Quality  is  peccant,  as  a  hot,  j 
thin,  hard,  acid,  fait  Difpofitien.  [ 
<&c.  The  compound  is  when  more 
Qualities  than  one  are  peccant,  as 
a  hot  and  fair,  a  cold  and  acid  Difpo¬ 
fition,  &c.  An  occult  ill  Difpo¬ 
fition  or  Diftemperis  fuch  as  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  feme  poifonous  Quali¬ 
ties,  as  from  the  Air,  from  poifo¬ 
nous  Animals,  <&c.  it  comes  from 
the  Air  when  the  Nitre  in  it  be¬ 
comes  contagious  by  reafon  of  {land¬ 
ing  (linking  Waters,  daily  Drought, 
Earthquakes,  &c.  whence  malig¬ 
nant  peflilent  Fevers ,  and  Plagues 
themfelves,  arile;  for  the  Vapours 
being  taken  away,  that  which  re¬ 
mains  of  the  Air  (by  reafon  of  the 
Sulphur  and  Salt  in  it)  contracts  an 
ill  Savour,  whereupon  the  Air  and 
its  Nitre  degenerate  from  their  due 
Temperature  and  Crafis.  And  I 
believe  the  fame  happens  from  very 
dry  Grounds,  tor  fulphureous  and 
faline  Particles  (intermix’d  with  the 
v/atery  ones)  abound,  which  ren¬ 
der  the  Nitre  of  the  Air  (harp  and 
pointed  like  Arfenick,  Mercury 
fublimate,  or  Aqua  ftygia  which  be¬ 
ing  fuck’d  info  the  Lungs,  coagu¬ 
late  and  corrode  the  whole  mafsof 
Blood,  making  its  Spirits  vanifh, 
whence  proceed  jShiinjies,  Pleur't- 
fies ,  Peftilential Swellings,  See. 

Intent io ,  the  fame  with  Indica- 
tio. 

Int  er  c  alar  es- dies ,  or  Intercidentes, 
which  others  call  Provocatorii,  are 
thofe  Days  wherein  Nature,  either 
by  reafon  of  the  vehemence  of  the 
Fit,  or  from  fome  external  Caufe, 
is  excited  to  expel  the  load  of  a  dif- 
eafe  unfeafonably  j  fuch  are  the 
third,  fifth,  ninth,  thirteenth  and 
nineteenth. 


Intercidentes  dies ;  fee  Interca¬ 
lates. 

Int  ercoft  ales  Mnfculi ,  on  either 
fide  ii,  eleven  externa],  and  fo  ma¬ 
ny  internal ;  they  all  are  weaved  be¬ 
tween  the  Ribs,  and  have  oblong 
Fibres  eroding  one  another  like  an 
X.  The  External  arife  from  the 
lower  parts  of  the  upper  Ribs,  and 
defeending  obliquely  toward  the 
hinder  parts  are  inferred  into  the  • 
higher  parts  of  the  interiour;  the  In¬ 
ternal  proceed  on  the  contrary. 

Inter  co ft  alls  Nervus,  a  Nerve  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  the  Spinal  Marrow 
added  to  the  Par  Vagum,  which  al¬ 
io  branches  in  the  Abdomen  thro’ all 
the  Vifcera. 

Interests  ;  fee  Anafarca. 

Interfcemineumy  the  fame  with 
Per  in  stum. 

Inter  mi Jfto  Febrium  \  fee  Apy- 
rex'ta. 

Intermittens  Febris,  is  call’d  a 
Fever  or  Ague  that  ceafeth  and  re¬ 
turns  at  certain  times;  ’Tis  either 
Quotidian,  Tertain,  or  Quartan, 
and  fome  add  the  Quintan. 

Intermittens  Morbus ,  a  Difeale 
which  comes  at  certain  times  and 
then  remits  a  little.  Intermittent 
Fevers  or  Agues  proceed  not  from 
any  fictitious  Focus ,  but  only  from 
a  wrong  atfimilation  of  the  Chyle. 

Internodium,  the  joining  toge¬ 
ther  of  the  Bones  of  the  Fingers, 
their  Articulation  and  orderly  Co¬ 
herence. 

Internuncii  dies  ;  fee  Criticidies . 

Interojjei  Mufculi  or  AbducioreSy 
are  fix  in  the  (pace  of  the  Metacar¬ 
pus,  three  outward  and  three  in¬ 
ward;  they  fomewhat  help  Exten- 
fion. 

Interpajfatio ,  the  ditching  of 
Bags,  that  the  Matter  included 
fhould  not  fall  in  a  heap.  ’Tis  the 
fame  with  Interfmre. 

Inter =- 
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Interfcapularia,  the  Cavities  be¬ 
twixt  the  Shoulder-blade  and  the 
Vertebra. 

Interfcapularium,  a  Procefs  of 
the  Scapula,  in  the  part  of  it  that 
rifes,  commonly  call’d  the  Spine. 

Intertrigo ,  or  Attritus ,  an  Ex¬ 
coriation  of  the  Parts  near  the  Fun¬ 
dament,  or  betwixt  the  Thighs,  or 
a  fieaing  of  the  Spin,  proceeding 
from  a  violent  Motion,  efpecially 
Riding.  It  happens  frequently  to 
Children  that  th tCuticula  in  their 
Thighs  and  Hips  are  feparated,  and 
as  ’twere  {haven  off  from  the  true 
Skin,  which  pains  ’em  lo,  that  it 
makes ’em  reftlefs.  Galling  of  the 
Skin.

Iniumefcentia ,  the  fame  with 
Tumor .

Jonthus ,  or  Varus,  is  a  little  hard 
callous  Swelling  in  the  Skin  of 
the  Face. 

Jos,  the  fame  as  Venerium  or 
Poifon. 

Jofacchar,  that  is  the  Sugar  of 
Violets. 

Iotacifmus,  call’d  fo  from  an  Im¬ 
pediment  of  the  Tongue,  when 
that  Organ  can’t  pronounce  cer¬ 
tain  Words  and  Letters. 

Jovis  Barba, ;  fee  Barba  Jovis. 

Jovis  Flos ,  is  Crocus. 

IrtOy  or  I  ion ,  Bank-  crefs. 

Iris ,  or  Confecratrix ,  the  Flower 
de  Luce. 

Iris,  the  Fibrous  Circ'e  next  to 
the  Pupil  of  the  Eye,  diftinguifht 
with  variety  of  Colours.  Iris  al- 
fo  fignifies  the  red  O nice. 

Jrosy  under  this  Name  there  is 
a  certain  Specks  of  a  Sc  birr  bus  of 
the  Spleen. 


Ifada,  the  Lapis  Nepkriticusy  or 
Nephritick-Stone. 

Ifatisy  Woad,  us’d  in  Dying. 

Ifatcdes,  a  blue  Bile  refembling 
in  colour  the  Herb  Woad ,  where¬ 
with  Cloth  is  dy’d  blue. 

Ifchama 4  Medicines  that  flop 
the  Blood,  which  by  a  binding, 
cooling,  or  drying  Vertue  dole  up 
the  opening  of  the  VefTels,  or  di- 
minifh  and  hop  the  fluidity  and 
violent  motion  of  the  Blood. 

Ifchamon ,  a  fort  of  Grafs. 

Ifcbasy  a  dry’d  Fig. 

Ifcbiasy  the  Gout  in  the  Hip,  or 
Sciatica . 

Ifchiurr, ?,  the  Hip,  or  Huckle* 
bone. 

Ifchnopbonia,  firfl  it  fignifies  a 
fmallnefs  or  lownefs  of  Voice,  in 
which  fenfe  it  feems  to  have  been 
underftood  by  the  Ancients,  but 
is  more  frequently  taken  for  hefi<* 
tationofthe  Tongue,  or  for  thofe 
that  Hammer. 

Ifchuretica,  Medicines  that  force 
Urine  when  ’tis  fuppreft. 

Ifchuria ,  fuch  a  Suppreflion  of 
Urine  in  the  Bladder,  that  little  op 
nothing  of  it  can  be  difeharg’d  ;  as 
it  happens  in  the  Stone  of  the 
Kidneys  and  Bladder,  in  the  Ob- 
ftru£t;on  of  the  Arteries,  of  the 
Kidneys,  or  of  the  Urinal  Pafia- 
ges  or  Ureters,  by  a  flimy  grofs 
Humour,  by  coagulated  Blood,  or 
Gravel  fix’d  there ;  it  is  alfo  feme- 
times  a  Symptom  in  excefiive 
Sweating,  Vomiting,  Loofenefs, 
lofs  of  Strength,  Paliie  of  the  B!ad~, 
der  or  Yard,  or  Frenzies,  Apo¬ 
plexies,  and  Lethargies. 

Iftbmus,  that  part  which  lies  be¬ 
twixt  the  Mouth  and  the  Gullet, 
like  a  Neck  of  Land.  Alfo  the 
ridge  that  feparates  the  -Noftrils. 

It  hm  aide  a  Ojfa.  See  E  thmoides. 

Itimr.armm .  a  Chirurgeon’s  In¬ 
strument 
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flrument  which,  being  fix’d  in  the 
Urinary  Paffage,  fhews  the  Neck 
or  Sphintter  ot  the  Bladder,  that  an 
Incifion  may  be  more  furely  made 
to  find  out  the  Stone.  See  Ca¬ 
theter. 

Iva  Arthritica, or  Mfchata,  the 
fame  as  Cham&pytis,  call’d  Ajuga, 
live  Abiga,  by  the  Latins  ,  as  alfo 
Ibiga  ;  See  Abiga . 

Juba,  a  hairy  fubftance  like  that 
at  the  top  of  Reeds  ;  as  you  may 
obferve  alfo  in  the  Millet. 

Judaicum  Bitumen',  ikeAfpha- 
lites. 

Judaicus  Lapis ,  is  aStonefhap’d 
like  an  Olive,  with  many  fmall 
ftreaks  lengthways,  of  a  dark  Afh- 
colour,  almoft  as  hard  as  a  Flint- 
ftone  i  found  in  Jud&a,  from 
whence  it  receives  its  Name,  tho’ 
it  is  found  alfo  in  Silefia.  Some 
call  the  bigger  fort  the  Male,  and 
the  lefler  the  Female.  A’etius  calls 
it  Lapis  Syriacus ;  and  fome  others, 
T  hr  eni  cites  &  Tecohthos.  ’Tis  of¬ 
ten  prefer ib’d  in  a  Nephritis. 

Jugak  Os,  the  fame  with  Zygo¬ 
ma. 

Juglans,  the  Walnut-tree,  the 
outward  Bark  of  the  Walnut  dri¬ 
ed,  vomits  ftrongly  ;  the  Catkins 
are  a  gentler  Vomit  ;  the  frefh 
Nuts  move  the  Belly,  the  dry  are 
hot,  and  hard  to  digeft  ;  they  en- 
creafe  Choler,  and  caufe  a  Cough ; 
the  juice  of  the  outward  Bark 
gargl’d  in  the  Mouth,  is  very  ufe- 
ful  in  a  Relaxation  of  the  Almonds, 
and  for  an  Inflamation  of  the 
Throat  5  a  Deco&ion  of  the  out¬ 
ward  Bark  of  the  green  Nuts  for¬ 
ces  Worms  out  of  their  Holes  j 
the  green  and  unripe  Nuts  candied 
with  the  Bark,  gently  move  the 
Belly,  two  or  three  being  taken 
at  Bed-time  ;  the  Oil  of  the  Nut 
mix’d  with  Oil  of  Almonds,  is  ex- 
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Vcellent  in  the  Stone,  two  or  three 
Ounces  of  it  may  be  taken  in¬ 
wardly  at  a  time;  the  Nuts  being 
infufed  in  Water  till  the  Skin  of 
the  Kernel  comes  off,  and  likewife 
two  Days  in  Aqua  Vit£,  are  faid 
to  be  peculiarly  proper  for  Ob« 
flrudions  of  the  Courfes ;  take 
two  or  three  of  the  Nuts  fo  in¬ 
fus’d  daily  in  the  Morning  fading, 
for  ten  Days  before  the  ufuai  time 
of  their  flowing. 

Jugularis  Vena ,  that  Vein  which 
goes  towards  the  Scull  by  theAAc/?. 

Jugulum,  the  fame  with  Furcu - 
la. 

Jujuba,  a  fort  of  Prunes,  of  a 
red  colour  without,  and  a  lufeious 
tade.  They  are  brought  to  us 
chiefly  out  of  Italy ,  and  are  mo¬ 
derately  hot  and  moifl,  they  at- 
temperate  the  fharpnefs  of  the 
Blood,  and  are  good  for  Difeafes 
of  the  Bread:  and  Lungs.for  Coughs «, 
Difficulty  of  breathing,  for  Difea¬ 
fes  of  the  Reins  and  Bladder,  and 
and  for  Heat  of  Urine.  The  Sy¬ 
rup  of  Jujebs  are  cooling,  and 
proper  for  Coughs,  Thurifies,  and 
for  Ulcers  of  the  Lungs  and  Blad¬ 
der.  Jujebs  are  ufed  in  the  Lo- 
hoch  fan  an  s ,  and  in  the  Pedtoral 
Decodfion. 

Julap ;  fee  Julepus. 

Julapium ,  the  fame. 

Julep  &  Juleb ;  fee  Julepus. 

Julepus,  a  liquid  Medicine  ta¬ 
ken  inwardly,  of  a  grateful  tade, 
and  clear,  made  of  a  convenient 
Liquor  with  Syrup  or  Sugar,  with¬ 
out  any  boiling,  and  in  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  three  or  four  Dofes,  to  alter 
or  refrigerate.  A  Julep  confifls 
commonly  of  one  Pound  and  an 
half  of  Barley-water,  or  of  diftii’d 
Water,  rarely  of  Wine,  of  the 
cooling  Syrup  of  red  Goofeberries » 
Berberries^  Violets,  &c..  to  which 

they 
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they  commonly  add  feme  Drops 
of  Sulphur,  Vitriol ,  Salt,  £cc.  to 
give  it  a  good  Tafte.  Juleb, 
whence  the  Word  Julepus  comes, 
is  a  Tertian  Word,  and  flgnifies  a 
fweet  Potion. 

Julus ,  Juli ,  the  Leaves  that 
firft  come  out,  but  mod  properly 
the  long  Flowers  of  the  Walnut- 
tree,  call'd  by  fome  Catkins. 

Juncture,  the  fame  with  Diar- 
throjis. 

Juncus ,  a  Rufb. 

Juniper  us,  the  Juniper-tree,  the 
Wood  of  this  Tree  being  htirn’d:per- 
fumesthe  Air;  the  Berries  are  good 
for  a  cold  Stomach,  and  is  good  a- 
gainft  Wind  and  Gripes ;  they  pro¬ 
voke  Urine,  and  expel  Poifhn,  and 
are  good  in  Difeafes  of  the  Head 
and  Nerves.  The  Oil  of  Juniper  is 
much  in  Ufe,  it  helps  the  Tooth- 
aeh,  and  is  good  in  the  Cholick,  and 
a  gain  ft  Gra  vel. 

JmonisRoja ,  is  the  fame  as  Li- 
liitm. 

Jupiter,  iignifies  Tin  amongft 
the  Cbymijls.  Some  attribute  cer¬ 
tain  Influences  to  the  Vianet  of  that 
Name,  but  with  more  Vanity  than 
Certainty. 

Jufquiamus ,  is  Hyofcyamus. 

Juvans ,  Auxilium ,  feu  Reme¬ 
dium j  Help,  Remedy.  The  fame 
with  Indicatum. 

Juxt angina,  a  fort  of  an  Infla- 
mation  in  the  Throat ,  call’d  Cynan- 
che.  ,  See  Cynanche  and  Angina. 

Ixia ,  the  fame  with  Cirfos,  or 
Varix. 

Ixia,  and  Ixine,  Chamdion,  a 
fort  of  Carduus. 

Ixia,  Varix ,  a  Dilatation  or 
fwelling  of  the  Veins  in  any  part 
of  the  Body,  tut  particularly  in  the 
Legs. 

Ixos,  Vifcum ,  a  glewy  or  con¬ 
creted  Juice,  made  from  the  out¬ 


ward  Rind  or  Bark  of  certain  Treec, 
as  the  Oak, Hazel, Holly, and  by 
fteeping  long  in  Water,  tili  the  glu¬ 
tinous  or  vifeid  parts  are  obtain'd. 

Ixis,  the  Ilia  or  Loins,  being 
the  back  part  that  lies  betwixt  the 
Ifchium  and  Lumbus. 

lynx ,  a  certain  Bird  call’d  Tor - 
quilla,  which  only  turns  its  Neck 
about,  doing  nothing  with  the  o* 
ther  parts  of  its  Body.

TWAib,  curdled  Milk. 

^  Kd,  Sal,  or  Salt. 

Kali,  A  Sea-herb,  of  which  . 
when  burnt  or  calcin’d,  they  make 
Potafhes  for  the  Ufe  of  Soap-boilers 
and  Glafs-makers;  the  Afhes  are 
call’d  Cinis  Clavellatus. 

C'atimia,  or  Cadmia  Lapis  C  a  la¬ 
minar  is, 

Keiri,  or  Cbeiri&  Keirim,  Wall¬ 
flower  ;  the  Flowers  are  cordial, 
and  good  for  the  Nerves ;  they  eafe 
Pain,  provoke  the  Courfes,  expel 
the  Secundine  and  a  dead  Child.  The 
Conferve  of  the  Flowers,  thediftil'd 
Water,  and  the  Oil  made  of  the 
Flowers  by  Infufion,  are  in  Ufe  for 
Apoplexies  and  Palfles;  the  Oil  is  ve¬ 
ry  anodine  in  Wounds,  and  Infla- 
mations  of  the  Nervous  parts.  ’Tis 
the  fame  with  Leucoion. 

Kermes,  Chermes,  Coccus  Infe - 
doria,  Granum  &  Coccus  Baphica, 
Granum  Tinbiorium,  Scar  latum, 
Cbermes-berries,  the  Fruit  of  a  ve¬ 
ry  famous  Shrub,  known  alfo  by 
the  Name  of  Ilex.  They  come 
from  Candia,  Spain,  and  fome  parts 
of  Trance.  Kermes,  or  the  Scarlet 
Oak,  it  grows  on  ftony  Hills  about 
Montpellier,  and  in  other  parts  of 
France ,  and  Italy.  The  Grains  of 
Kermes  are  counted  by  Philofo- 
phers  and  Botanifts,  thefpurious  or 

excre- 
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excrementitious  Fruit  ot  the  Scar¬ 
let  Oak  only.  But  the  learned  and 
ingenious  Dr.  Martin  Lifter  found 
fuch  kind  of  Grains  growing  in 
England,  upon  the  tender  Branches 
of  Cherry-trees,  and  fuppofes  that 
they  are  not  Excrefcences,  but  the 
Work  of  fome  Infe£t,  for  receiving, 
as  in  a  Neft,  its  young  Ones.  A  he 
Grains  are  aftringent,  andufedfuc- 
ceFsfully  for  Wounds,  and  wound¬ 
ed  Nerves,  to  prevent  Mifcarriage, 
for  the  Apoplexy ,  Palfy,  Palpitation 
of  the  Heart,  for  Fainting  and  Me¬ 
lancholy. 

Kina  Kina,  See  CinaCma. 

Kiratb ,  feu  Siliqua,  a  Weight 
weighing  four  Grains. 

Kobaltum,  vide  Cobaltum . 


LAbella ,  Leporina.  See  Labia, 
Leporina.  • 

Labdanum,  idem  quod  Lauda¬ 
num. 

Labes,  aProminenceot  the  Lips, 
ora  Spot  or  Speckle. 

Labia  puderJi  Muliebris ,  are 
thofe  two  Protuberances,  or  the 
exterior  part  of  the  W omen’s  Pri  vi¬ 
ties,  hairy  without,  betwixt  which 
is  the  fir  ft  Entrance  of  the  Men’s 
Yards,  whence  they  are  alfo  call’d 
the  Hills  of  Venus ,  being  of  a  pecu- 
liar  Subftance,  fuch  a-one  as  is  not 
to  be  met  with  in  any  other  par¬ 
ticular  part  of  the  Body.  In  Vir¬ 
gins,  this  opening  betwixt  them 
is  inwardly,  almoft  clofed  up  by 
certain  frnall  Ligaments,  but  after 
Coition  becomes  wider,  and  en- 
creates  in  bignefs  after  Child-bear¬ 
ing.  The  Lips  of  a  Woman’s  ; 
Privities. 

Labia  Leporina ,  fuch  Lips  as, 
by  reafon  of  their  ill  fhape,  will 
not  meet  together,  which  fome 
call  Roftra  Leporina, 


Labis,  Volf dl a,  or  Forceps,  an  Ia- 
ftrument  to  extract  any  thing  out 
of  the  Body. 

Labium  &  Labrum ,  is  the  Ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  Bones  at  either  end; 
Ais  alfo  the  Extremity  of  the 
Mouth ;  or  the  outward  Edges  of 
a  Woman’s  Privities;  and  the  Lips 
of  Wounds.  The  Procefles  of  the 
Bones  are  alfo  call’d  Labia. 

Labor ,  the  fame  with  Exerci - 
tium,  hard  Labour  or  Exercife. 
The  Chym'fts  working  in  Labora¬ 
tories  are  alfo  call’d  Laborantes,  or 
Labouring  Men. 

Laboratorium,  a  Place  adapted  1 
by  Chym'fts  on  purpofe  for  their 
Operations.  It  belongs  alfo  to 
the  Apothecaries  Shops. 

Labrofulcium ;  fee  Cheilccace. 
Labrum  Veneris ,  is  the  fame  as 
Dipfacus. 

Labrufca ,  is  Bryonia ,  fee  Bryo¬ 
nia. 

Laburnum ,  a  fort  of  Anagyrii. 
Labrum ,  a  Veflel  for  bathing. 
It  fignifies?  alfo  the  fame  thing 
with  Labium. 

Labyrinthus ,  a  Body  full  of  wind¬ 
ings  and  turnings,  as  may  be  feen 
in  the  inner  part  of  the  Ear,  and 
in  the  outer  Surface  or  the  Brain. 

Lac,  Milk,  made  by  feparating 
of  Chyle  of  the  Arterious  Blood 
by  the  Glandules  of  the  Bread, 
Milk  begins  to  be  made  for  the 
mold  part  after  the  going  with 
Young ,  or  a  little  before  the  Birth  ; 
but  it  ceafes  in  old  Creatures,  thole 
that  are  with  Child,  and  in  men- 
ftruous  Perlons.  The  Chyle  it 
felf  is  alfo  call’d  Milk,  as  are  alfo 
fome  white  Juices  flowing  from 
divers  Herbs. 

Lacca,  Lakef  tis  made  by  wing’d 
Emmets ,  as  Honey  by  Bees.  ’Tis 
gather’d  in  Bcngaia ,  Malabar ,  Sid 
am.  feru  from  the  young  Sprouts 
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of  a  yery  large  Tree,  whofe  Leaves 
are  like  the  Plumb-tree,  and  in  fe- 
veral  other  Places.  ’Tis  red  and 
diaphanous  ;  and  being  caft  upon 
the  Fire,  it  emits  a  pleaiant  Fume. 

Lacertusj  fee  Bracbium. 

Lachanum,  is  the  fame  as  Qltis. 

Lachryma  Cbrifti,  or  Lachryma 
Jobi,  is  Lithofpermum  Majus. 

Lach'ry males  DuBus :  fee  DuBus 
Laehrymales. 

Lachrymals  VuBum ,  an  Hole 
made  in  the  Bone  of  the  fsoie,  by 
which  the  Matter  that  makes 
Tears  pafTes  to  the  Noftrils.  If 
the  Holes  grow  hard  and  brawny 
from  an  Ulcer  in  one  of  the  Glan¬ 
dules  at  the  Corners  of  the  Eyes, 
thence  arifes  a  Ftjlula  Lachrymalis. 

Lachryma,  a  moifture  which  is 
feparated  by  the  Glands  of  the 
Eye,  -to  moiflen  the  Eyes,  which 
it  it  be  too  much,  fo  that  it  can  t 
be  receiv’d  by  the  PuBum  Lachry - 
male,  they  fall  troni  the  Eyes,  and 
are  call’d  Tears  ;  as  alfo  certain 
Juices  flowing  from® Vegetables 
naturally  ;  as  the  Tears  of  Frank- 
incenfe ,  Opium,  Dragons -bloody  See. 

Laconicum,  or  Caldarium ,  and 
AJfa,  or  Balneum  Aereum ,  was  for¬ 
merly  a  Cellar  without  any  Water, 
made  to  provoke  Sweat,  which 
was  done  by  a  hot  Vapour,  or  a 
dry  Heat  included  therein.  Some 
call  it  Calida  Sudatio ,  and  Cicero 
Ajfa.  A  dry  Bath. 

Lachrymofus ;  fee  Dacryodes. 

LaBatio,  the  fucking  of  Milk 
from  the  Breads  for  the  nauri  fo¬ 
ment  of  the  Child. 

LaBea  Febris ,  the  Milk-Fever, 
that  which  comes  upon  Child-bed 
Women  on  the  firft  Days  afrer  de¬ 
livery  ;  fuppofed  to  proceed  from 
the  Milk  then  in  the  Breafts. 

LaBea  Vafa  ;  fee  Vafa  LaBea. 

LciB?s,  fome  take  it  to  fignify 


L  JE 


the  Pancreas,  or  the  Mefentery ,  o- 
tbers  the  Milky  Veflels  ;  and  for 
the  Guts.  LaBes  is  alfo  the  femi- 
nal  Matter  of  the  Fifties,  which 
impregnates  their  Eggs. 

LaBuca ,  Lettice  5  it  cools  the 
Stomach,  and  qualifies  Choler  and 
Heat,  and  difpofes  to  Reft,  and 
encreafes  Milk,  and  yields  good 
Naurifhment.  In  Frenzies,  Mad- 
nefs,  burning  Fevers,  aad  the  like, 
apply  to  the  Temples,  and  the  Co¬ 
ronal  Suture,  and  alfo  to  the  Wrifts, 
Rags  dipt  in  Lettice- Water,  where¬ 
in  SalBrunella  has  been  diffolv’d. 

LaBuca  Sylvatica,  the  fame  with 
Hieracium. 

LaBncella,  is  the  fame  as  Sonchus , 
or  LaBero ,  Sow-Thiftle. 

LaBucmma,  the  fame  with 

Aphtha. 

LaBumia ,  the  fame  with  A~ 
chores . 

Lacuna,  little  Pores  or  Pafla- 
ges.  in  the  Vagina  of  the  Womb, 
but  no  where  greater  than  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  Urinary  Paffage. 
There  flows  a  certain  Serous  or 
Pituitous  Matter  out  of  thefe 
DuBs  which  lubrici fates  the  Vagi* 
na,  and islook’d  upon  as  Seed.  It 
flows  out  in  a  great  quantity  in 
the  A£f  of  Coition. 

Ladanum,  or  Labdanum ,  is  2 
fat  Liquor  flowing  from  the  Leaves 
of  a  Tree  that  is  receiv’d  into  cer¬ 
tain  proper  Veffels  in  the  Dog-days 
in  Cyprus,  Candia ,  Libia,  and  A- 
rabia,  and  afterwards  harden’d  in 
the  Sun.  That  which  comes  to 
us  is  hard,  fryable,  of  a  blackifh  co¬ 
lour,  and  inflamable,  the  Fume 
whereof  is  pleafant,  and  therefore 
fit  for  Perfumes. 

Lavigatio ,  properly  is  when  Me¬ 
dicines  are  ground  and  reduced  to 
an  impalpable  Powder,  by  the  help 
of  fome  Liquids,  on  a  Marble- 

Stone, 
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Stone,  or  in  a  Marble  or  Stone- 
Mortar,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
Painters  grind  their  Colours.  The 
Chymifts  call  the  Powder  fo 
ground  Alcool: 

Lagochilus,  one  who  has  cloven 
Lips ;  fee  Labia  Leporina. 

Lagophthalmusy  or  Qcu'lus  Lepo- 
rinus, is  when  the  upper  Eye-lid  does 
not  quite  cover  the  Eye  it  felf,  fo 
that  the  Eye-lids  are  not  quite  clos¬ 
ed  when  they  are  afleep.  Of  this 
there  are  four  forts,  i.  When  they 
are  born  fo.  2.  By  Cuftom,  in 
looking  often  backwards.  3 .  By 
Convuifions;  and  4thly,  by  a  hard 
Scar  after  the  cure  of  a  Wound  or 
Ulcer  in  that  part.  Hares  Eyes* 

Lagopus ,  Hares- foot,  a  fort  of 
Trifolium ,  or  Trefoil » 

Lambdoides,  the  backward  Su¬ 
ture  of  the  Skull. 

Lamina,  commonly  attributed 
by  Anatomifls  to  various  Inftru- 
ments  accommodated  for  cutting 
of  Bodies,  as  Scalpella ,  Spathome- 
la,  AmphifmeU ,  Specilla,  8c c.  but 
more  largely  it  hath  relation  to 
the  extenlion  of  metallick  Bodies, 
as  Plates,  or  thin  Leaves,  fuch  as 
thofe  of  Gold,  Silver,  <&c. 

Lamtum^  Arch-angel,  one  hand¬ 
ful  of  the  Herb  beaten  up  with 
Hogs-Lard,  and  applied  to  the 
ICings-evil-fwellings  in  the  Neck 
or  Throat,  difcuifes  them  ;  a  Con- 
ferve  of  the  Flowers  is  much  com¬ 
mended  in  the  Whites. 

Lampfana ,  Nipple- wort  5*  it  is 
reckon’d  good  for  the  Nipples 
when  they  are  lore. 

Lanaria ,  is  the  fame  as  Sapona- 
ria  ;  fee  Struthium. 

Lancetta,  a  Chirurgeon’s  little 
Knife,  ftrait  pointed,  two-edged, 
ufed  in  opening  of  Veins,  cutting 
of  Fiftula’s,  opening  of  the  Fun- 
darhent.  Yard,  or  Womb,  that  is 
fhut,  A  Chirufgeon’s  Lancet. 


Languor ,  is  a  weaknefs,  diiTo- 
lution,  or  remilfion  of  the  Limbs 
or  Body. 

Lanugo ,  in  Phyliology  signifies 
tender  Filaments  growing  to  the 
Cuticle,  like  Hair  or  Wool,  as  in 
Mullein,  Cudweed,  and  the  like. 

Lanugo y  the  tender  Hairs  or 
Down  of  the  Face. 

Laonica,  a  Cure  of  tlllC  Gout, 
which  is  not  done  by  Purgatives,5 
or  univerfal  Evacuations,  but  per¬ 
form’d  by  Topical  Difcharges  from* 
the  Tart  affedted, 

Lapathurrij  or  Rumex ,  Dock,  of 
this  there  are  feverai  kinds  ;  the 
Root  of  fharp-pointed  Dock  is  of 
great  Ule  in  Phyfick,  for  Diet- 
drinks,  for  the  Scurvy  and  Itch, 
and  Jaundice  5  the  Powder  of  the 
Seeds  Arengthen  the  Liver,  and 
flops  all  Fluxes  of  the  Belly. 

Lapides,  Stones,  the  hard  Shells 
including  the  Kernels  among  Ve¬ 
getables,  and  Stones  are  found  in 
Men  and  Beafls.  Among  the  Mi¬ 
nerals  we  have  precious  Stones  y; 
and  fome  Medicines,  by  reafon  of 
their  hardnefs,  are  call’d  Stones  ? 
as  Lapis,  Prunella ,  Infermlis ,  &cc 

Lapidillum a  Chirurgical  In- 
flrument  to  extradl  a  Stone  from 
the  Bladder. 

Lapis  Forcinus ,  Lappa,  or  Bar- 
dan  a ,  Burdock. 

Lappago ;  fee  Aparine. 

Laqueus,  a  Band  fo  ty’d,  that 
if  it  be  attra&ed,  or  prefs’d  with 
weight,- it  flint's  up  clofe.  Its  Ufe 
is  to  extend  broken  or  disjointed' 
Bones,  to  keep  them  in  their  pla¬ 
ces  when  they  are  let,  to  bind  the 
Parts  clofe  together.  B  he  diffe¬ 
rence  of  theie  Lctcptiei,  or  Bands,,1 
are  federal,  having  their  Names 
either  from  the  Inventors,  or  from 
their  Ufe,  or  from  their  likeriefs 
•  to,5  or  fbape  of  tiny  thing,  or  from 
;  o'  the 
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the  manner  of  lying,  or  their  Ef¬ 
fect  ;  which,  unlefs  they  were 
here  delineated,  can  fcarce  be  un- 
derftood  by  a  bare  Defcription. 
Bands  or  Snares. 

Larix,  the  Larch- tree,  Turpen¬ 
tine  diflils  from  this  Tree.  ‘ 

Laryngotomia,  the  fame  with 
Bronchotomia. 

Larynx  or  Guttur ;  according  to 
Galen ,  Larynx  is  properly  the  Head 
or  top  of  the  Wind-pipe,  which  con- 
fifts  of  five  Cartilages .  The  firft 
pair  is  call’d  Scutiforme,  like  a 
Shield,  °which  conftitute  the  Pro¬ 
tuberance  in  the  Neck,  call’d  A - 
dam’s  Apple.  The  fecond  pair  is 
call’d  Annular ,  becaufe  it  is  round 
like  a  Ring.  The  third  and  fourth 
Cartilage  fome  reckon  but  one, 
but  if  the  Membrane  be  took  off, 
it  appears  to  be  two,  and  are  call¬ 
ed  Gut  tabs  and  Glottis.  The 
fifth  is  call’d  Epiglottis,  which  co¬ 
vers  the  opening  of  the  Wind-pipe 
at  the  top.  Its  Ufeis  in  the  Voice 
and  Refpiration. 

Laferpitium ;  the  fame  as  Sil- 
pbium,  a  Plant  of  the  ferulaceous 
kind. 

LaJJitudo ,  Wearinefs,  which  may 
proceed  from  feveral  Caufes. 

Lateralis  Morbus,  fee  Pleuritis. 

JLathyris,  a  fort  of  Tithymal. 

Latbyrus,  a  fort  of  Pulfe.  A 
Cicbeling . 

Latilfirnus  Dorfi  Mufculus  ;  fee 
Anifcalptor . 

Ldton ,  is  Aurichalcum,  or  Cop¬ 
per  ting’d  of  a  Gold  colour  with 
Lapis  Calaminarisy  which  by  fome 
ignorant  Artifls  is  call’d  EleBrum , 
and  is  compofed  of  one  Metal, 
when  the  EleBrum  is  made  of 
many.  Hence  Lapis  Calaminaris 
is  call’d  Lapis  Latoninus. 

Lav  amentum,  the  fame  with 
Fetus. 


Lavatio,  a  walking, in  Chymiftry 
’tis  meant  of  Refinous  and  Earthy 
Minerals  and  Metals,  cleanfed  from 
their  filth  by  wafhing  of  them  in 
Water,  or  fome  other  Liquor. 

Laudanum ,  meant  only  of  a 
Medicine  made  of  Opium ,  and 
that  they  call  Opiate  Laudanum , 
from  its  excellent  Qualities.  Au¬ 
thors  give  feveral  Defcriptions  of 
it.  It  allays  the  moft  unfupporta- 
ble  Pains,  and  flops  any  Flux. 

Laz/endula ,  or  Lavandula ,  or 
Pfeudonardus ,  Lavenders  ’tis  ce- 
phalick,  and  good  for  the  Nerves, 
and  is  much  of  the  fame  Vertue 
with  Stxchas ,  ’tis  chiefly  ufed  in 
Catarrhs,  for  the  Palfy,  Convul- 
fions,  Giddinefs,  Lethargy,  and 
the  like  ;  it  provokes  Urine,  and 
the  Courfes,  and  haftens  Delivery, 
and  is  ufed  for  flatulent  Gripes  ; 
’tis  ufed  outwardly  in  Fomentati¬ 
ons  ;  the  diftill’d  Water,  the  Con- 
ferve,  and  the  Oil,  are  in  ufe... 

Laver,  or  Sion,  Becabunga  Aqua • 
tica.  See  Becabunga. 

Laureola  or  Daphnoides ,  Spurge- 
Laurel,  being  chew’d,  it  inflames 
the  Jaws  $  taken  inwardly,  it  pro¬ 
vokes  Vomiting,  and  hurts  and 
burns  the  Stomach,  and  inward 
Parts ;  and  therefore, by  reafon  of  its 
great  Acrimony,  ’tis  feldom  pre® 
fcrib’d  by  Phyficians,-  the  Powder 
of  it  infufed  in  Vinegar,  and 
fprinkl’d  upon  Cancers,  does  good 
before  they  are  u'  derated. 

Laurocerafus,  is  a  Shrub  with 
Laurel  Leaves,  but  greater  and 
greener,  and  fmoother,  and  the 
Fruit  of  it  is  like  Cherries,  and 
therefore  ’tis  call’d  Laurel-Cherry. 

Laurusy  a  Bay-tree  a  Decodii- 
on  of  the  Bark,  Berries,  and  the 
Leaves,  make  a  good  Bath  for  the 
Womb  and  Bladder.  The  Berries 
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of  Venomous  Creatures,  and  the 
flinging  of  Wafps  and  Bess,  and 
alfo  in  the  Plague,  and  for  intedb- 
ous  Difeafes,  and  therefore  is  an 
Ingredient  in  the  London  Treacle  * 
’tis  faid  that  feven  of  the  Berries, 
taken  inwardly,  will  haften  Deli¬ 
very;  being  made  into  an  Electu¬ 
ary  with  Honey,  they  cure  old 
Coughs,  and  fhortnefs  of  Breath, 
and  flop  Rheums,  they  expel  Wind, 
and  provoke  Urine,  and  comfort 
the  Stomach.  The  Oil  which  is 
made  of  the  Berries  is  very  ufeful 
in  cold  Difeafes  of  the  Joints  and 
Nerves.  The  EleCtuary  of  it  is 
frequently  uled  in  Clyfters,  to  ex- 
pefwind,  andeafe  the  Pain  of  the 
Cholick  ;  fo  do  the  Berries  them- 
felves. 

Laurus  Alexandria,  has  got  its 
Name  becaufe  Alexander  wore  it 
after  having  obtain’d  a  great  Victo¬ 
ry  ;  in  imitation  of  which  the 
Conquerors  among  the  Ancients 
have  chofen  thefe  Leaves  as  an 
Emblem  of  their  Victories.  It  has 
alfo  got  the  Name  of  Viflorsola. 
See  HypogloJJum „ 

Lax  ant  ia,  Loofening  Medicines 
are  thofe  which  with  their  benign 
Particles  foftning  and  fcouring  the 
Inteftines,  cleanfe  ’em  of  their  Ex¬ 
crements. 

Lazuli  Lapis,  ’tis  of  a  deep 
Sky-colour,  not  pellucid,  adorned 
with  Veins ;  the  Ultramarine  Co* 
lour  is  made  c  .  it.  One  fort  is 
fix’d,  and  does  not  change  Colour 
in  the  Fire,  and  is  brought  from 
the  Eaft  ;  the  other  is  not  fix’d, 
and  iofech  its  Colour  in  the  Fire  ; 
this  fort  is  brought  from  Germa¬ 
ny.  "Tis  given  inwardly  to  Ioofen 
the  Belly.  The  Lazure  Stc^e. 

Lebes  -,  fee  Cacabns, 

Ledu?n,  Hill-Rofe. 

Lsgumeny  Pulfea 
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Leiopodes ,  an  ill  Conformation 
of  the  Feet,  or  thofe  whole  Feet 
are  not  hollow,  but  plain  in  the 
M’ddle  or  Inflep. 

Leipb&mos,  fuch  as  labour  un- 
per  a  defeCt  or  want  of  Blood* 
or  a  vicious  Difpolition  of  the 
Spleen,  which  prefuppofes  a  fla¬ 
tulency  or  impurity  of  Blood. 

L eipodermos,  in  general  fignf* 
fies  a  defeCt  of  the  Cutis  or  Cuticu- 
lay  but  more  ftriCtly  a  lofs  of  the 
Prepuce  from  a  Difeafe  or  Chirur- 
gical  Operation. 

Leipyrias ,  is  a  kind  of  Fever  of 
a  continued  Malignity,  with  an 
Inflamation  of  the  interior  Vifce- 
ra ,  join’d  to  an  Eryjipelas ,  where 
the  Internals  are  burnt  up,  and  the 
Externals  tremble  with  cold. 

Lelygifmenos,  Contortus,  twifted 
or  bent  in. 

Lemma,  a  kind  of  Medicinal 
Earth  which  is  gather’d  in  the  Hie 
of  Lemnos ,  otherwife  call’d  Ter¬ 
ra  Sigillata. 

Lenientia,  the  lame  with  Lax - 
antia. 

Leno,  and  Linen,  that  part  of 
the  Brain  call’d  Tercula  Herophili , 
that  place  where  the  third  Cavi¬ 
ty  of  the  Meninx  is  join’d  to  the 
ftr ft,  fecond,  and  fourth. 

Lens  Sc  Lemicula,  Ducks-meaC 
*Tis  cooling,  and  good  in  Infla- 
mations  ;  it  alfo  cures  Childrens 
Ruptures.  An  Infufion  of  it  in 
White- wine  cures  the  Jaundice,, 
fix  Ounces  of  it  being  taken  eve¬ 
ry  Morning  for  nine  Days.  It 
grows  in  Handing  Water. 

Lenta  Tebris ,  that  Fever  where¬ 
by  a  Man  confumes  leifurely,  oc- 
cafion’d  frequently  by  the  Obftru- 
dlions  of  certain  Vijcera.  A  Con- 
fumptive  Fever. 

Lenticular*  Inflrumenium ,  a 
O  ?,  Cks- 
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Chirurgical  Inftrument  to  make 
the  Bones  fmooth. 

Lentigines  or  Ephelides ,  Frec¬ 
kles,  are  little  Spots,  efpecially  in 
Women,  chiefly  in  their  Faces, 
but  fometimes  in  their  Hands, 
Arms,  and  the  ppper  part  of  the 
Cheft,  which  is  expos’d  to  the 
Air  j  the  Skin  is  fometimes  fpot- 
ted  thicker,  fometimes  thinner, 
with  them  as  with  fo  many  Specks, 
but  without  any  trouble  or  Pain. 
In  fome  they  appear  only  in  Sum¬ 
mer,  not  in  Winter;  in  others 
they  continue  the  Year  round. 

Lentifcus,  the  Maftick-tree,  or 
rather  Shrub,  which  produces  the 
Maffick.  All  the  Parts  of  it  are 
binding,  the  Bud,  Leaf,  Branch, 
Fruit,  and  the  Bark  of  the  Root. 
The  Juice  prefs’d  from  the  Bark 
of  the  Root,  and  the  Leaf  boil’d 
in  Water,  taken  inwardly,  is  good 
for  a  Loofenefs,  the  Bloody- flux, 
and  for  the  falling  of  the  Womb 
and  Fundament.  The  Oil  of  the 
Maffick- tree  is  mix’d  in  Medi¬ 
cines  for  curing  the  Leprofy,  and 
is  much  commended  for  the  fall¬ 
ing  of  the  Hair,  and  for  Inflama- 
tions  of  the  Gums,  the  Oil  being 
held  in  the  Mouth  moderately 
hot.  Maftick-trees  grow  only  in 
the  Ifland  of  Chios .  Maftick  is 
preferr’d  before  all  other  Medi¬ 
cines  in  thofe  Difeafes  where 
there  is  need  of  Binding  ;  and  the 
heft  is  of  a  light  colour,  clear  and 
tranfparent ,  fweet-fcented  and 
fry  able ;  *tis  fometimes  adulterated 
with  the  Refin  of  the  Pine-tree  and 
with  Frankincenfe,  but  the  Cheat 
may  be  eafily  difcover’d  by  the 
Smell. 

Leontiaps ,  the  fame  with  Ele- 
phantiaps. 

Leontopetalon,  Lions-blade. 

Leontcped'mm y  or  Fes  keonisy 
I/yons-foot. 


Lepidium,  vulgarly  called  Pipe- 
ritisy  Pepperwort ;  the  Leaf  is  a- 
crid  and  hot  ;  the  Herb  bruifed 
cures  the  Hip-gout ;  boil’d  in  Beer*, 
ithaftens  Delivery;  ’tis  commend¬ 
ed  againfb  the  Leprofy. 

Lepidoides,  the  fcaley  Suture  of 
the  Scull.  See  Mendofa . 

Lepidofarcoma,  a  flefhy  Scale¬ 
like  Tumor,  or  an  Abfcefs  in  the 
Mouth  that  at  firft  is  hard  and 
round,  but  upon  cutting  fhews 
the  Bones  like  Scales. 

Leporina  Labia,  the  fame  with 
Lagochilus . 

Leper  tnus  Oculus  ;  fee  Lagcph •» 
thalmus • 

Lepra ,  the  Leprofy,  a  dry  Scab, 
whereby  the  Skin  becomes  fcaley 
like  Fifh.  It  differs  from  Leucs 
and  Alphus,  in  that  a  Leprofy  is 
rough  to  the  Touch,  and  caufeth 
an  itching,  for  the  Skin  is  the  on¬ 
ly  part  affedfed,  and  therefore  it 
being  flea’d  off  the  Flefh,  under- 
neath8appears  found  and  well. 

Lepra  Arabum,  the  fame  with 
Elephant  taps  Gr&corum . 

Lepra  Gr&corum ,  or  Impetigo 
Celp,  is  the  higheft  degree  of  fcab- 
bednefs  ,*  but  it  muft  be  obferv’d 
('left  any  fhould  be  gravel’d  in  the 
reading  of  Authors)  that  we  hera 
fpeak  of  the  Leprofy  of  the  Greeks > 
not  the  Arabians-,  for  that  which 
the  Arabians  call  a  Leprofy  is  the 
Elephantiaps  of  the  Greeks,  and  is 
nothing  elfe  than  an  univerfal 
Canker  of  the  whole  Body.  A 
Leprofy  is  a  Difeafe  proceeding 
from  black  Bile  diffufed  thro’  the 
whole  Body,  whence  the  Tempe¬ 
rature,  the  Form  and  Figure,  and 
at  laft  the  very  Continuity  of  the 
Body  is  corrupted,  and  becomes 
a  Canker  thro’  the  whole  Body. 
The  Arabians  call  the  Leprofy  of 
the  Greeks  Albnras  Nigra,  which 
l  is 
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is  the  fame  with  a  kind  of  Ring¬ 
worm  or  Tetter  that  flea’s  the 
Flefh,  and  is  a  rough  violent  Scab 
in  the  Skin,  accompanied  with 
Scales  like  Fifh,  and  an  itching. 
There’s  a  greater  Corruption  of 
Humours  in  a  Leprofy  than  in  a 
Scabbednefs,  and  from  the  latter 
there  only  fall  little  Flakes  like 
DandrifF  from  the  Head,  but  from 
the  former  as  it  were  Fifh-Scales, 
fo  that  one  pafles  from  Itching  to 
a  Leprofy  by  the  Scab;  for  Pru¬ 
ritus,  or  Itching,  is  a  certain  fmall 
Afperity  of  the  Skin,  wherein 
(unlefs  you  fcratch  very  hard)  no¬ 
thing  falls  from  thence  ;  when  it 
is  grown  to  a  Scab  the  Humour 
is  more  apparent,  and  certain  lit¬ 
tle  Particles  like  Dandriff  fall  off, 
whether  it  be  fcratch’d  or  no,  for 
in  a  Scab  the  Matter  is  thinner, 
and  at  laft  preys  upon  the  fur  face 
of  the  Skin,  but  in  a  Leprofy  ’tis 
thicker,  and  not  only  feeds  upon 
the  furface,  but  the  inner  part  of 
the  Skin.  Celfus  doubtlefs  meant 
this  Leprofy  of  the  Greeks  by  the 
Word  Impetigo,  but  not  the  Lichen 
of  the  Greek*,  which  fome  ca\\  Im¬ 
petigo.  The  Leprofy  of  the  Greeks. 

Leptuntica ,  attenuating,  cut¬ 
ting  Medicines,  which  feparate 
the  grofs  and  vifcous  Humours 
with  their  Acute  Particles. 

Lethargus ,  a  Lethargy  ;  Ms  a 
Drowzinefs  caufing  a  heavy  Sleep 
call’d  Coma ,  accompanied  with  a 
Fever  and  Delirium  ;  and  ’tis  no¬ 
thing  elfebut  a  heap  of  too  much 
incongruous  moift  Matter  within 
the  Pores  of  the  barky  Subftance 
of  the  Brain.  This  Diftemper 
doth  not  feem  to  come  of  itfelf, 
but  racher  from  the  degeneration 
of  Fevers. 

Levator  Mufculus,  one  of  the 
Mufcles  of  the  Scapula, 


Leucacantha ,  is  the  Spina  Alba, 
Carlina,  Cham&leon .  Cotton  thiftle. 

Leucanthemum,  the  fame  with 
White- flower ;  ’tis  fometimes  ap¬ 
ply  5d  to  the  Cammotnile- flower. 

Leucanthort,  fignifies  in  general 
a  Plant  bearing  white  Flowers. 

Leuce,  or  Vitiligo  Alba ,  when 
the  Hairs,  Skin,  and  fometimes 
the  Flefh  underneath,  turn  white, 
the  Flefh  being  prick’d  with  a 
Needle  is  infenfible,  emitting  no 
Blood,  but  a  milky  Humour.  It 
differs  from  Alphus ,  in  that  it  pe¬ 
netrates  deeper,  and  changes  the 
Skin,  fo  that  the  Hairs  are  chang¬ 
ed  too.  ’Tis  call’d  by  fome  the 
White  Leprofy . 

Leuceleftrum,  White-amber. 

Leuc&nus,  White-wine. 

Leucifcosy  a  Fifh  of  the  Mullet- 
kind,  otherwife  called  Alburnus . 

Leucoion,  Wall- flower. 

Leucolachanum,  wild  Valerian; 

Leucoma,  a  white  Scar  in  the 
horny  Tunick  of  the  Eye. 

Leucophagum ,  a  white  Liquor 
made  of  Almonds  macerated  in 
Rofe- water,  and  of  Capon  or  Par¬ 
tridge  boil’d,  bruifed  and  flrain’d 
thro’  an  Hair-Sieve.  ’Tis  ufed  in 
a  Confumption. 

Leucophlegmatia,  or  Anafarca 
pituitofa ,  a  pituitous  Dropfy,  ora 
Dropfy  that  hath  feiz’d  the  whole 
Body. 

Leucophyllojiy  is  a  kind  of  dry 
Ointment,  the  particular  Ufe  of 
which  is  for  the  Neck  and  Arm- 
pits,  byreafon  of  its  grateful  Smell? 

Leuccpyren}  is  the  Name  of  a 
mix’d  Colour  of  White  and  Gold, 
much  like  ripe  Wheat. 

Leucorrh&a,  Fluor  Albas ,  or  a 
Ample  Gonorrhoea  in  Women. 

Leviathan  Penis,  the  Priaytts  of 
a  Whale,  commended  by  fome  in 
a  Fluor  Albas  and  a  Dyfentery.

Leviflicum ,  alfo  call’d  Smyrnion 
and  Ligufirium>  becaufe  it  grows 
in  Liguria,  Lovage.  ’Tis  alexi- 
pharmick,  diuretick,  and  vulne¬ 
rary  ;  it  ftrengthens  the  Stomach, 
and  doth  good  in  an  Afthma  ;  it 
opens  Obftrudtions  of  the  Liver 
and  Spleen,  and  cures  the  Jaun¬ 
dice;  ’tis  ufed  outwardly  in  Baths 
and  Cataplafms.  The  Vertues  of 
it  are  much  the  fame  with  Ange¬ 
lica  and  Mafterwort. 

Libanos  and  Libanotosi  See 
Thus. 

Libanotis ;  fee  Rofmarinus. 

Ltber ,  the  inner  part  of  the 
Bark  of  Vegetables  next  to  the 
Wood. 

Libra,  a  pound,  containing  rz 
Ounces  in  Phyfick,  but  16  among 
Traders. 

Liburnum,  the  fame  with  Vi¬ 
burnum. 

Lichen ,  a  kind  of  Mofs,  fo  call’d, 
becaufe  Tis  the  chief  Remedy  in  a 
Diftemper  that  is  call’d  Lichen. 

Lichen ,  barbaroufly  call’d  Ser¬ 
pigo  or  Zerna:  Holy  Abbas  calls  it 
Fetigo  and  Sarpego  ;  the  Vulgar, 
Volatica.  Lichens  are  certain  Al- 
perities  of  the  Skin,  and  as  ’twere 
Tumors,  which  itch  much  and 
fend  forth  Matter.  The  Greeks 
and  Arabians  have  made  two  forts 
of  Lichen ,  the  one  mild  and  gen¬ 
tle,  the  other  fierce  and  cruel ; 
and  according  to  Avicen,  feme 
are  moift,  which  being  rub’d  fend 
forth  a  kind  of  Dew  ;  others  are 
dry,  but  the  moift  are  fafeft ;  the 
dry  is  made  of  a  fait  pituitous 
Matter  turn’d  into  a  melancholy 
Blood.  And  again  he  writes, 
That  one  Manginels  (Impetigo) 
brings  off  the  Skin,  by  re-den  ot 
its  great  drynefs,  bur  t’other  doth 
nor  ;  and,  that  one  is  ambulatory 
and  malignant,  t’other  fix’d  and  j 
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(landing ;  as  alfo,  that  one  is  old, 
and  t’other  frefh.  Hence  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  Scabies  of  Cornelius 
Celfus  was  nothing  but  the  Lichen 
of  the  Greeks^  and  the  Impetigo  of 
the  Arabians .  It  comes  in  any 
part  of  the  Body,  but  efpecially 
in  the  Face  and  Chin,  as  Galen  has 
it  ;  fora  Lichen  f  fays  he;  is  a 
mo  ft  ungrateful  Diftemper  in  the 
Chin,  becaufe  it  makes  it  itch  ex¬ 
ceedingly,  and  ftretcheth  out  the 
Parts  affedted.  ’Tis  not  a  little 
dangerous,  it  fpreading  over  the 
whole  Face,  fometimes  reaching 
the  Eyes,  and  at  laft  rendring  the 
Party  affedted  extreme  filthy  and 
loathfom.  The  Licheti  of  the 
Greeks  is  Pliny's  Impetigo ,  or  an 
Inequality  of  the  Skin,  extending 
itfelf  to  the  neighbouring  Parts, 
and  accompanied  with  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  itching  and  dry  Pimples;  a 
Ringworm.  Lichen  is  alfo  the  cal¬ 
lous  part  in  a  Horfe’s  Foot,  like- 
wife  a  fort  of  green  Mofs. 

Lien  ;  fee  Splen. 

Lienteria,  a  Loofnefs,  when  the 
Meat  is  fent  out  before  it  be  al¬ 
ter’d,  not  flaying  in  the  Stomach, 
but  falling  immediately  into  the 
Intejiines  with  a  Noife,  Diften- 
tion  and  Pain. 

Ligament um,  a  Ligament,  is  a 
folid  and  very  fibrous  part,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  Matter  almoft  like  a 
Cartilage,  different  in  fize,  num¬ 
ber,  and  fituation,  broad  or  round 
as  it  comes  near  the  Conftitution 
of  a  Membrane  or  Cartilage,  dryer 
or  moifter,  harder  or  fofrer,  more 
or  lefs  tough  and  flexible,  and  de- 
fign'd  by  Nature  ior  the  connect¬ 
ing  of  Parts,  efpecially  Bones,  that 
they  may  better  perform  their 
Motions.  A  Ligament. 

Ligamentnm  Ctliare ,  the  Liga¬ 
ment  of  the  Eye-lid,  or  the  Citiar 
Ligament .  Liga- 
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Ligamenta  Uteri ,  the  Ligaments 
of  the  Womb. 

Ligulci>  the  fame  with  Clavi- 
cula. 

Liguflicum i  fee  Levijhcum. 

Ligufirum ,  Privet. 

Liliago,  a  Diminutive  of  Lili¬ 
um. 

Liliafpbodelus ,  is  the  fame  as  He - 
merocallis. 

Lilium ,  a  Lilly.  The  diftil’d 
Water  of  the  white  Lilly  is  given 
to  Women  that  have  hard  La¬ 
bours,  and  to  expel  the  After¬ 
birth  j  the  Root  is  commonly  u- 
fed  in  Cataplafms  to  aflwage  Vain, 
and  to  ripen  Tumors  ;  the  Oil  of 
it  ferves  for  the  fame  purpofe. 
*Tis  reported  that  many  People  in 
Dropfies  have  been  cur’d  with  the 
Juice,  mixt  with  Barley-flower, 
and  made  into  Bread,  which  Bread 
they  muft  ufe  only  for  the  fpace 
of  a  Month  or  fix  Weeks.  The 
Root,  the  Leaves,  the  Flowers,  and 
the  Seeds  of  the  yellow  and  white 
,  Water-lilly,  are  ufed  in  Fluxes,  e- 
fpecially  for  a  Gonorrhoea.  The 
Root  of  the  white  Water-lilly 
moderates  the  Flux  of  the  Courfes, 
and  cures  the  heat  of  Urine. 

Lilium  Convallium ,  Lilly  of  the 
Valley,  the  Flqwers  and  Leaves 
are  counted  good  in  Apoplexies, 
Pallies,  for  the  FallingHxpknefs,  and 
Giddinefs,  and  other  cold  Difeafes 
of  the  Head. 

Lilium  inter  Spinas ,  Capri  folium, 
or  Matrifylva,  Wood-bine. 

JLimatio ,  or  filing,  is  a  reducing 
to  Powder  hard  bodies  by  the  File} 
9tis  alfous’d  in  cafe  of  too  fharp  or 
rough  Teeth,  or  Corruption  orEx- 
crefcence  of  the  Bones. 

Limodorum ;  fee  Qrobanche. 

Ltmonia  Mains,  and  Limonium , 
Ximons }  they  are  more  acid  than 
Changes  or  Citrons,  and  therefore 


it  is  probable  the  Juice  is  colder. 
’Tis  proper  for  all  thofeUles  that 
Citrons  are,  but  ’tis  not  fo  effe¬ 
ctual  againft  Poifon,  yet  it  is  more 
powerful  in  hot  Difeafes ;  it  quen¬ 
ches  Thirft,  and  leflens  Feverifh 
Heats.  The  Juice  of  it  is  very  pro¬ 
per  for  the  Stone,  and  to  cleanfe 
the  Urinary  Paflage.  The  Syrup  of 
the  Juice  is  good  for  ObftruClions 
of  the  Kidneys,  it  quenches  Thirft, 
is  us’d  in  burning  Fevers,  and 
ftrengthens  the  Heart  and  Stomach, 
reftrains  the  EfFervefcence  of  Cho- 
ler,  and  is  ufed  with  goodfuccefs 
to  flop  Vomiting,  theHickup,  and 
to  take  off  a  burning  Fever  especial¬ 
ly  when  mix’d  with  Sal  Abfintbu, 
or  other  fix’d  Alkali.  The  Peel 
is  candied  with  Sugar  for  Sweet¬ 
meats.  The  diftillM  Water  of  Li- 
mons  is  reckon’d  an  excellent  Cof- 
metick. 

Limonada ,  Limonade,  a  kind  of 
Mixture  or  Julep,  made  with  the 
Juice  of  Limons,  Water,  and  Su¬ 
gar. 

Limonium,  Vyrola,  and  Tmtu 
nabulum ,  aretne  fame  thing;  fee 
them  in  their  proper  places. 

Linamentum >  the  fame  as  Motos. 

Binaries,  or  Urinalis ,  Toadflax, 
a  fmallGiafsof  thediftii’d  Water  of 
this  Herb,  with  a  Dram  of  the 
Powder  mix’d  with  it,  evacuates 
Urine  powerfully  in  the  Dropfy; 
the  Water  alfo  purges  by  Stool, 
and  cures  the  Jaundice,  but  efped- 
ally  the  DecoClion  of  the  Herb  in 
Wine,  which  alfo  opens  Obflruc- 
tions  of  the  Liver  ;  the  Water,  or 
the  Juice  drop’d  into  the  Eyes,  cures 
Inflamations,  and  the  rednefs  of 
of  them;  Rags  dipt  in  the  Water, 
cleanfes  Ulcers,  and  the  Juice  takes 
off  Spots  from  the  Face. 

Linttus,  the  fame  with  Eclegma .

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Line  a  Alba ,  a  Concourfeof  the 
Tendonsof  the  Mufcles  of  the^- 
domen,  excepting  the  Tendons  of 
the  {freight  ones,  for  the  Tendons 
of  the  oblique  Mufcles  unite,  and 
ineet  fo  on  both  fides,  that  they 
make  a  kindofTunick  that  covers 
the  Abdomen ,  as  if  they  were  all 
but  one  Tendon-  ’Tis  white,  and 
not  flefhy,  proceeding  from  the 
pointed  Cartilage  to  the  Os  Pubis  j 
and  is  narrower  below  the  Navel 
than  above. 

Linea  Fatales,  certain  Wrinkles 
in  the  Forehead,  whereby  many 
things  are  vainly  foretold. 

Lingua,  t hzTongue,  an  oblong, 
broad,  thick  Member,  andthickeft 
at  the  Root,  but  thinner  and  fhar- 
perat  the  end,  of  a  moderate  big- 
nefs,  thatit  may  move  more  quick¬ 
ly.  In  the  exterior  and  upper  part 
of  the  Tongue  there  are  a  great  ma¬ 
ny  little  bodies  which  break  out 
from  the  Surface  of  the  Tongue, 
and  bending  moderately,  incline 
backwards  towards  the  Root,  fo 
that  they  look  like  a  Comb  that  cards 
Wool.  Thefe  Cartilaginous  Bodies, 
InanOxefpecially,  feem  torefem- 
blethe  figure  of  a  Boar's  Tooth;  in 
the  lower  part  they  have  a  certain 
Cavity.  They  are  made  of  a  thick, 
.tenacious,  fibrous  matter,  which 
ieemslikea  heap  of  little  Rods :  A- 
boutthe  Tides  of  the  Tongue  they 
grow  fmaller  and  fmaller,  fo  that 
they  almoft  difappear,  and  certain 
membranous  Bodies  are  plac’d  at 
their  Bafis  which  referable  a  Cone, 
but  by  and  by  a  more  obtufe  and 
pappy  Subftance :  All  the  little  Pro¬ 
tuberances  are  cloa'h’d  with  the 
Membrane  of  the  Tongue,  being 
firmly  implanted  in  a  certain  tena¬ 
cious  Tunick  thereof,  and  having 
under  ’em  a  thick,  vifcous  and  ner- 
qjous  Subftance,  efpecially  in  thofe

places  where  there  are  remarkable 
Pits  in  the  Tongue  difpos’d  in  like 
order  and  manner,  fo  that  in  the  in¬ 
ner  part  of  the  Tongue  there  area 
great  many  of  ’em,  and  which  are 
implanted  in  a  certain  vifcous  fort 
of  Body.  When  the  Membrane  that 
covers  the  whole  Tongue  is  taken 
off  there  appears  a  certain  glutinous 
Subftance  with  a  nervous  pappy 
Body  fomething  yellow,  which 
fpreadeth  as  the  Membrane  doth, 
and  difcovers  remarkable  Nervous 
Protuberances ,  difpofed  in  a  wonder¬ 
ful  order.  The  next  thing  that 
appears  are  little  Nipples,  in  greater 
plenty  than  thofe  already  mention’d, 
and  ofa  different  fort,  for  as  many 
little  Protuberances  cover  the  out- 
fide  of  the  Tongue,  fo  as  many 
Nervous  Nipples  of  this  fort  are 
found  within  :  Thefe  proceed  from 
the  common  pappy  Subftance, 
grow  tolerably  high,  and  fhootout 
farther  into  Nervous  Sprouts  from 
the  top  of  ’em,  about  which  you 
difcover  innumerable  little  Protube-  ‘ 
ranees  proceeding  from  the  fame  1 
Stock,  and  of  an  equal  height,  on¬ 
ly  fienderer,  like  a  Cone,  and  which 
go  within  their  proper  Cavities, 
ready-made  in  the  crafs  vifcous 
Subftance  before  mention’d,  and  at 
laft  end  toward  the  outermoft  Mem¬ 
brane  j  befides,  the  fubftance  of  the 
Tongue  is  mufculous.  T he  Centre 
of  the  Tongue  confifts  of  feveral 
forts  of  Fibres,  long,  tranfverfe,  and 
oblique,  which  being  mutually  in¬ 
terwoven  with  one-another,  look 
like  a  Coverlid  or  net-work.  Its 
Motion  is  owing  to  peculiar  Mufcles 
of  its  own,  whereby  it  is  contrac¬ 
ted  or  abbreviated.  The  pairs  of 
Mufcles  ferving  for  this  office  are, 
the  StylogloJJum,  Bafioglofam,  Ge- 
nioghffum,  Ceratcgloffum ,  and  My- 
loglofjum.

Ltpodermusy  a  Difeafe  of  the 
Skin  covering  the  Glands  of  the 
Yard,  fo  that  it  cannot  be  drawn 
back. 

Lipopfychia,  a  fmall  Deliquium. 

Lipothymia,  DefeBus  Animi ,  De- 
fecfto  Anim>z,  Deliquium  Animi, 
Weaknefs,  when  People  are  inclin¬ 
ed  to  Swooning. 

Lippitudo ,  a  certain  rougnefs 
within  the  Eyes,  as  if  Sand  had  got 
in ’em,,  Blearednefs,  Blearey’d. 

Liquamen,  fignifies  Fat  which 
runs  by  the  heat  of  the  Fire,  as  by 
roafting,  broiling,  &c. 

Liquamumia,  i.  e.  Adepshuma- 
nus,  Mans-greafe. 

Liquatio,  may  be  taken  in  a* 
larger  or  more  confin’d  fenfe  j  in  the 
largefl  fignification  ’tis  the  difloluti- 
on  of  any  Matter  into  a  more  fluid 
confidence,  either  by  Fire  or  any  o- 
ther  Diffolvent,  and  is  afterwards 
underftood  of  Maceration  -,  but 
ftriCtly  ’tis  the  fame  with  Fufion 
which  only  Fire  or  the  Heat  of  the 
Sun  performs. 

Liquatio,  the  fame  with  — — 

LiquefaBio,  the  melting  of  Ro- 
flnorWax,  with  Oil  or  Fat,  over 
a  gentle  Fire  j  or  the  melting  of 
Salts  in  a  Cellar  ,•  alfo  the  melting  of 
Metals  and  Minerals  in  an  open  Fire. 

Liquid- Am  bra, or  Liquids  Ambra , 
fo  call’d  from  its  odoriferous  Scent, 
being  an  oily  refinous  Subftance 
thick  at  bottom  which  being  a  kind 
of  Sediment,  is  kept  by  itfelf,  the 
more  liquid  part  fwimmir.g  like  an 
Gil  on  the  top.  It  flows  from  the 
Tree  call’d  Ococol ,  growing  in  New 
Spain, 


Liquiritia ,  Liquorice  j  it  is  good 
for  the  Lungs  and  Reins ,  it  miti¬ 
gates  Acrimony,  helps  Expectora¬ 
tion,  and  gently  loofens  Childrens 
Bellies ;  ’tis  chiefly  uled  for  Coughs , 
Hoarfnefsy  Confumptions ,  Pleurifies , 
Frofions  of  the  Bladder,  and  Sharp- 
nejs  of  Urine.  See  Glycyrrhiza. 

Liquor %  Liquor.  Tho’  this  is 
made  ufe  of  for  all  Juices  or  liquid 
Subflances,  yet  it  more  properly 
belongs  to  thofe  made  by  Deliqui- 
um ,  fuch  as  are  commonly  called 
Oilsy  by  fome  Balfams ,  and  fre¬ 
quently  diftilfd  Waters . 

Lirion  j  fee  Lilium. 

Lithr  anthrax,  Car  bo  FoJJilis ;  ’tis 
a  kind  of  Jet  or  Pit-coa),  fiich  as 
we  ufe  for  Fuel.  It  is  a  Bitumi¬ 
nous  Earth  fed  with  Vitriolick 
Springs,  and  yieldeth  both  Pitch, 
Oil  and  Sulphur. 

Lithargyrium,  Litharge,  or  the 
frothy  Excrement  that  remains  af¬ 
ter  the  purification  of  Silver  by 
Lead.  There’s  two  forts  of  it,  gol¬ 
den  and  filver,  tho’  they  differ  only 
in  boiling. 

Lithiajis,  the  generation  of  the 
Stone  in  the  Kidneys  or  Bladder. 

Lithoides,  Os  Petrofum,  the  ftony 
Bone. 

Lithontriptica,  Medicines  that 
break  or  diifolye  the  Stone. 

Lithofpermnm ,  Milium  Solis , 
Gromwel. 

Lithotomia,  a  cutting  the  Stone 
out  of  the  Bladder,  and  is  thus  per- 

1  form’d, the  Operator  lays  the  Perfon 
affdCted  on  a  foft  Pillow  (after  he 
hath  leapt  from  on  high)  in  theBo- 
fomor  Lap  of  a  ftrong  Man,  then 
then  ties  the  Hands  on  each  fide  faff 
to  the  Sole  of  the  Foot,  and  two 
People  do  alfo  hold  the  Knees  as  far 

Iafur.der  as  poffiblej  after  this  the  O- 
perator  moiftning  one  Finger  on  his 
left  Hand  (or  if  neceffity  require  the 

two 
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two  foremoftj  with  Oil  of  white 
Rotes,  he  thruftsthem  up  in  the 
Fundament,  and  with  his  right  Hand 
prefles  the  upper  parts  of  the  Secrets 
lightly,  that  fo  the  Stone  may  be 
brought  to  the  perineum,  which 
when  he  has  forc’d  thither  with  his 
Finger,  he  cuts  with  a  two-edg’d 
Knife  proportionably  to  the  bignefs 
of  the  Stone,  in  the  left  tide,  be¬ 
twixt  the  Tefticles  and  the  Funda¬ 
ment,  near  the  Suture  of  the  Peri¬ 
neum ,  bringing  the  Stone  toward 
the  Knife  5  and  if  the  Stone  come 
notout,  either  of  its  own  accord  or 
by  thrufting  with  the  Fingers,  he 
draws  it  out  by  Pincers,  or  forme 
fuch  Internment  of  Art.  The  Stone 
being  drawn  out,  and  ail  the  Bands 
looted,  he  binds  up  the  Wound  du¬ 
ly,  applying  Remedies  to  flop  the 
Blood,  and  taketh  care  that  the 
Wound  be  dofed  up,  left  the  Urine 
fhould  continually  drain  through. 
This  way  is  call’d  Apparatus  muter, 
and  is  uted  efpecially  in  Boys,  tho’ 
it  be  frequently  p.acftic’d  too  in  adult 
Perfons  in  thefe  Countries,  But  in 
the  Apparatus  major,  or  the  greater 
Operation,  the  Patient  (bound  as 
before)  is  fet  upon  a  Table,  and  held 
there,  then  the  Chirurgeon  thrufts 
in  his  Xnftrument,  call’d  Itinerari- 
ums  by  the  Urinary  Paflage  into  the 
Bladder,  lb  far  as  the  very  Bladder, 
and  cutting  a  hole  as  before,  he  puts 
another  Inftrument  call’d  Conductor 
into  the  hollow  part  of  the  Itinera 
rium  thro’ the  Wound ;  then  theZ/7- 
nerarium  being  taken  out  of  the  Uri¬ 
nary  Paflage,  he  putteth  in  his  In¬ 
ftrument  call’d  Forceps ,  (a  fort  of 
Pincers)  or  any  other  fit  to  pull  out 
the  Stone  through  the  Wound  he 
made,  that  he  may  lay  hold  on’t, 
and  bring  it  out.  This  being  done, 
the  Wound  is  bound  up  and  confoli- 
dated,  as ’tis  in  Children  i  but  if  it 


be  large,  ’tisftitch’d,  and  an  Inftru¬ 
ment  of  Silver  apply’d  to  it  for  z  or 
5  Days,  which  is  uteful  to  let  out 
concreted  Blood,  Phlegm,  and  gra¬ 
velly  Urine.  There  is  yet  another 
way  of  taking  out  the  Stone,  viz,. 
by  making  a  hole  in  the  Abdomen , 
by  which  the  Stone  is  taken  out  of 
the  Bladder  5 and  in  this  way  no  drib¬ 
bling  of  Urine  need  to  be  fear’d. 
And  this  method  appears  to  have 
been  lately  introduced,  or  renew’d 
with  tolerable  fuccefs.

Lochia,  thofe  matters  which  are 
evacuated  by  Women  in  Childbed, 
after  the  Birth  of  the  Pectus,  a!fo  the 
Membranes  call’d  Secundine. 

LociChymici ,  Chymical  Veflels 
and  Furnaces.  Loci 
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Loci  Muliebres,  the  fame  with 
Uterus. 

Loculamenta,  the  Pod  of  Seeds. 

Locufla,  the  fame  as  Oculi  or 
Gemma ;  it  alfo  fignifies  a  certain 
Infed.  o 

Lohochy  the  fame  with  Fclegma . 

Loimographia,  a  defcription  of 
contagious  Difeafes. 

Loimos,  peftilent  Poifon  which 
proceedeth  from  the  Nitre  of  the 
Air,  too  highly  exalted  and  point¬ 
ed  with  heterogeneous  Particles, 
which  being  receiv’d  into  the 
LmgsaxFie.de  and  corrupt  the  Blood 
and  animal  Spirits. 

Lomentum,  Bean-flower.

Longanon,  the  la#  Gut.  See  In¬ 
to  fl  mum  Return.

Lordo/iSythe  bending  of  the  Back¬ 
bone  forward. 

Loricatio,  a  term  among  Chy- 
mi#s,  fignifying  the  covering  of  a 
Retort  with  Clay  or  fome  other 
Matter  when  ’tis  to  be  expofed  to  a 
naked  Fire,  in  order  to  defend  and 
preferve  it. 

Loripes,  crooked-leg’d  j  it  isalfo 
call’d  Varus. 

Lotto ,  a  particular  Bath,  wherein 
the  Head ,  Armpits,  Hands,  Feet , 
and  Natural  Parts  are  wafh’d,  and 
that  with  Phyfical  Decodions. 
Some  Medicines  are  alfo  frequent¬ 
ly  wafh’d  with  fair  Water,  by  reafon 
of rh  ir  Saltnefs  and  Acrimony,  as 
in  Calxes  and  the  heavier  Soil  of 
Brafs  that  flick  to  -he  higeft  part 
of  Furnaces  or  Meltlng-houfes. Thus 
Herbs  are  wafh’d  from  the  Sand  and 
other  impurities  adhering  to  ’em, 
and  Worms  with  Wine,  for  a  Medi¬ 
ci  na;  ufe.

Lubricitey  Medicines  or  Aliment 
of  an  oleaginous  or  lubricating  na¬ 
ture,  that  eafily  pafs  thro’  the  Body, 
and  having  a  relaxing  quality  arc  faid 
to  lubricate. 

Lucius ,  a  Pike. 

Lucomoriano ,  Dormitio,  is  faid 
to  be  a  preternatural  Sleep  lafting 
for  fome  days,  taken  from  a  fabu¬ 
lous  Story  of  a  People  fleeping  half 
the  Winter  in  Snow. 

Ludus ,  it  relateth  vdther  to  the 
Exercife  of  the  Body  join’d  with 
the  Recreation  of  the  Mind,  or 
more  ftridly  takendbr  a  Venerea! 
Ad.  The  Ludus  of  Faracelfus  and 
Helmont  is  a  peculiar  Stone,  redu- 
1  ced  by  Art  into  a  fluid  body,  which 
I  (when  cold)  turns  to  a  Stone  again, 
and  is  a  great  Arcanum  again#  the 
Stone. 

Lues ,  in  the  large#  fenie  is  taken 
for  all  manner  of  Difeafes  $  fome- 
times  ’tis  reftrain’d  to  contagious 
and  pe#ilential  Difeafesy  but  more 
firidly  fignifies  the  Venereal  or 
French  Pox. 

Lues  Moray  tea,  or  Vannonica ; 
fee  Febris  Ungarica. 

Lues  Venerea ,  Morbus  Gallicus , 
Italicus,  Neapolitanus ,  Hfpanicus 
and  Siphylis  according  to  Fracaflo - 
rius,  the  French  Pox,  is  a  malignant 
and  contagious  Diftemper  com- 
j  municat  ed  from  one  to  another  by 
|  Coition,  or  other  impure  Contact, 

I  proceeding  from  virulent  Matter, 
j  and  accompanied  with  the  falling  of 
the  Hair ,  Spots,  Swellings,  Ulcers , 
Pains,  and  many  other  direful  5ym~ 
toms.

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Lumbago,  a  Pain  in  the  Mufcles 
of  the  Loins,  clogg’d  with  Scorbu- 
tick  Matter,  fo  that  the  Patient  is 
forc’d  to  ftand  upright.

Lunatici,  Lunaticks,  or  thofe 
that  have  the  Falling-flcknefs. 

Lupari'a ;  fee  Lycoclonon. 

Lupia,  a  Tumor  or  Protube¬ 
rance  about  as  big  as  a  French  Bean. 
Some  take  it  for  a  Melicsris-,  others, 
fora  Ganglio. 

Lupinus ,  a  kind  of  P  ul  fe. 

Lupinus,  a  weight  equal  to  half 
a  Dram.  Yornelius  lays  it  is  only  fix 
Grains,  but  Agricola  md  Mercuria- 
lis  make  it  eight  Grains,  or  rather 
the  third  part  of  a  Scruple,  fo  that 
a  Dram  contains  nine  Lupines. 

Lupinus,  Lupines,  they  are  chief¬ 
ly  ufed  outwardly  for  Gangrenes , 
and  malignant  Ulcers,  and  the  like, 
in  Cataplafms. 

Lupulus,  Hops,  they  are  Diure- 
tick,  good  in  the  Jaundice,  and 
for  Hypochondriach  Difeafes,  and  ex¬ 
pel  the  Gravel ;  the  buds  of  Hops 
eaten  in  Spring-time,  being  firft 
butter’d,  purge  the  Blood,  loofen 
the  Belly,  and  open  Objlruclions  of 
the  Liver  and  Spleen.

tle  and  Sheep.  zdlyy  Lupus  is  the 
Name  of  aSea-fifh,  fo  call’d  from 
its  Rapacioufnefs.  idly.  It  is  a  kind 
of  Spider,  which  deftroys  Flies,  and 
fe^is  upon  them,  having  a  broad 
Body.  Lafily,  Lupus  lignifies  a  ma¬ 
lignant  cancerous  Ulcer,  feizing 
on  the  lower  parts,  efpecially  the 
Thighs,  and  eating  away  theFiefh 
around  it,  likea  Wolf,  thatpreyson 
all  it  meets  with.  Lupus  is  alfo 
meant  by  Antimony ,  becaufe  in  the 
purification  of  Gold  made  by  Anti¬ 
mony,  this  by  its  Sulphur  corrodes, 
abforbes,  and  imbibes  ail  the  Hete¬ 
rogeneous  parts,  as  well  Metallick 
as  otherwile,  which  the  Gold- 
fmiths  underftand  well.

Lutum,  a  Lute,  whereby  Veflels 
for  Diftiliation  are  cemented,  ’tis 
made  of  fome  glutinous  Matter 
mix’d  with  Water,  fuchas  Flower, 
Whites  of  Eggs  &c. 

Luxatio ,  or  Dijlocatio,  Sc  Lluxa- 
tio,  Disjointing,  is  when  a  Bone 
goes  out  of  its  own  Cavity  into 
another  place,  which  hinders  vo¬ 
luntary  Motion.

Lychnis,  or  Lucernula,  a  Plant 
of  which  there  are  various  kinds. 

Lycium,  a  Juice  extra&ed  from 
the  Boughs  or  Trunk  of  the  Treq 
fyxyacantha ,  It  grows  in  many

Places  ;  as  India,  Spain,  Cappado¬ 
cia,  Lycrn ,  and  the  like*  ’Tis  an 
aftringent  Medicine. 

Lycoftonum  Aconitum,  Aconi¬ 
tum  Ponticum ,  Luparia ,  Lupicida, 
vel  C&nicida,  Wolfs- bane. 

Lycoides,  a  Madnefs  like  that 
of  Wolves,  proceeding  from  the 
Retention  of  Seed. 

Lycopodium ,  Wolf’s- claw  ;  a 
kind  of  Mofs. 

Lycopfis,  feu  Anchufa,  a  Name 
fometimes  given  to  Buglofs. 

Lydius  Lapis,  Coticula ,  or  Lapis 
Heracleus ,  is  the  Stone  that  is  found 
in  the  River  Tmoius,  and  other 
Places  j  on  which  Gold  and  Sil¬ 
ver  being  rub’d,  the  Colour  is 
try’d.  ’Tis  call’d  the  Touck-Jlone, 

Lygifmos,  a  Contorfion,  Luxa¬ 
tion,  or  contra&ion  of  the  J  oints. 

Lygmos ,  the  Hickup,  a  convul- 
five  Motion  of  the  Nerves  which 
fpreads  up  and  down  the  Gullet, 
returning  after  fhort  Intermifli- 
ons.  It  proceeds  from  fome  trou- 
blefome  Matter  that  vellicates  the 
O  Efophagus. 

Lympha,  a  clear  limpid  Hu¬ 
mour,  confifting  of  the  Nervous 
Juice  and  Blood  ;  which,  being 
continually  feparated  by  the  Glan¬ 
dules,  is  at  lalt  difcharg’d  into  the 
Slood  again  by  Vefiels  peculiar  to 
it.  The  Lympha  comes  not  im¬ 
mediately  from  the  Blood  or  Ner¬ 
vous  Juice,  as  fome  think,  but  it 
is  the  Superfluity  of  each,  which 
was  more  than  enough  for  the 
Nourilhment  of  a  Part,  like  the 
Marrow  in  Bones.  ’Tis  taken 
fometimes  for  that  Water  which 
flows  from  the  pricking  of  Nerves , 
and  other  Wounds  ;  and  which 
does  not  really  flow  from  the 
Nerves  themfelves,  but  from  the 
Lymphatick  Vejfels  which  are  cut 
and  wounded.

Lynx,  is  a  wild  Bead  call’d  fo9 
betwixt  a  Wolf  and  a  Deer,  having 
delicate  Spots  on  the  Skin,  and  en¬ 
dow’d  with  an  exquifite  Sight. 

Lyjimachia ,  or  Lyfimachium,  Sc 
Salicaria',  the  Plant  Loofe-firife. 

Lyfis,  lignifies  Solution,  and  is 
taken  according  to  the  Variety 
of  the  fubjedt  for  every  Removal 
of  Difeafes,  whether  it  happens 
from  Art  or  Nature.  Or  it  is 
oppofite  to  the  Crijis,  and  fo  is 
the  flow  Ceflation  of  a  Difeale, 
or  it  lignifies  an  Evacuation  by 
Siege, 

Lyjfa,  Rabies  Canum,  the  Mad¬ 
nefs  of  Dogs,  or  that  Furor  to 
which  Dogs  are  moft  fubjedr,  of 
all  Animals,  to  fall  into  in  the 
Dogdays .  And  this  furious  Deli- 
ritim  is  eafily  communicated  to 
Mankind  when  they  are  bit  by 
mad  Dogs  ;  but  how  the  Miafina - 
ta  become  Venomous,  is  not  yet 
determin’d;  butitfeems  to  confill 
in  a  flow,  vifeous,  faline  Acidity 
that  is  very  heterogeneous  ;  and 
fome  think  there  is  a  little  Worm 
bred  under  the  Dog’s  Tongue, 
which  is  the  Caufe  of  this  Mad* 
nefs :  But  later  Authors  pretend  to 
account  for  it  much  more  mecha¬ 
nically  ;  by  fuppofing  the  Saliva 
of  the  Dog  at  this  time  to  abound 
with  faline  fpiculae,  or  fharp  Darts 

that 
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that  prick,  vellicate,  and  wound 
the  Nervous  Syffem. 

Lyjfodettos ,  the  Bite  of  a  mad 
Dog. 

Lyteria,  a  fign  of  the  folution 
or  going  off  of  a  great  Difeafe.

Min  prefcribing,  fignifies  an 
handful;  it  is  often  written 
with  the  addition  of  two  Letters, 
At  the  end  of  a  Recipe,  it 
fignifies  Mifce,  Mix,

when  fome  hard  Bodies  are  infufed 
with  Heat  in  Water,  or  fome  o- 
ther  Liquor. 

Machina ,  an  Engine,  fignifies  in 
Phyfick  fome  large  Inftrument  ; 
as  a  Bench,  Ladder,  Table,  orfuch 
like,  made  ufe  of  in  fetting  of 
Bones  after  Diflocation. 

Macis ;  fee  Mofcbata  Nux. 
Macey  is  the  covering  of  the 
Nutmeg,  and  is  very  aromatick, 
’tis  full  of  much  fpirituous  heat, 
and  is  therefore  good  for  cold  Dif- 
eafes.  ’Tis  much  of  the  fame  Ver- 
tue  with  the  Nutmeg  ,*  but  be- 
caufe  its  Parts  are  finer,  it  works 
more  powerfully,  and  is  more  pe¬ 
netrative.  Macer  Veterum ,  or  the 
Mace  of  the  Ancients ,  was  the 
woody  Bark  of  a  Tree,  thick,  and 
of  a  reddifh  Colour,  brought  out 
of  Barbary,  and  of  a  bitterifh  and 
an  aftringent  tafte.  There  is  alfo 
a  kind  of  a  Macer  in  fome  of  the 
Eaflern  IJlands,  which  feems  to 
referable  that  of  the  Ancients. 

Macrocepbalos,  or  Capito,  a  great 
Head. 

Macrocofmus,  the  whole  Uni- 
verfe,  as  Man  is  call’d  the  Micro- 
cofm  or  leffer  World,  in  compari-  | 
fon  of  the  Univerfe. 


Macropiper,  Long-pepper  ;  fee 
Piper. 

Macula  Epatica,  a  Spot  of  a 
brown,  or  of  a  fad  yellow  colour, 
about  a  Hand’s  breadth  broad, 
chiefly  feizing  upon  the  Groins, 
the  Bread:  and  Back ;  nay,  fome« 
times  it  covers  the  whole  Body, 
is  attended  with  a  certain  flight 
Afperity  of  the  Skin,  which  lets 
fall  Scales,  or  a  fort  of  Dandrifif 
from  it,  which  yet  do  not  flick 
altogether,  but  are  difleminated 
here  and  there,  and  fometimes 
difappear,  fometimes  break  out  a- 
gain.  Liver- [pots. 

Macula  Matricalis ,  or  Na,vusy 
a  Spot  with  which  a  Child  is  born, 
of  a  brownifh  colour. 

Macula  Volatica ,  a  red  or  pur¬ 
ple  Spot  here  and  there  in  the 
Skin,  which  if  it  touch  any  Ori¬ 
fice  in  the  Body,  as  the  Mouthy 
Nofirils,  Eyes ,  Bars,  6cc.  and  pierce 
fo  far,  it  becomes  mortal.  ’Tis 
fatal  to  Children. 

Madarofis ,  a  Baldnefs  of  the 
Head. 

Magdaletmes ,  pieces  of  Plaifler 
made  up  into  Rolls,  in  form  of  a 
Cylinder. 

Magifterium,  properly  fignifies 
a  Powder  prepar’d  by  Solution 
and  Precipitation,  improperly  a 
refinous  Matter  made  the  fame 
way,  which  is  more  truly  call’d 
an  Extradh  Magifteria ,  as  they 
are  various,  fo  are  they  varioufly 
prepar’d;  a  folvent  Liquor  is  al¬ 
ways  pour’d  upon  a  dry  Matter 
reduc’d  to  Duft,  if  it  can  be  had, 
or  ( if  neceffary  )  calcin’d,  which 
is  different  according  to  the  di- 
verfiry  of  the  Magtftery ,  plain  or 
diftill’d  Vinegar,  both  by  it  felf, 
and  fharpen’d  with  Spirit  of  Ni¬ 
tre,  Vitriol,  Salt,  <&c.  Thefe  are 
only  in  Minerals  ana  Animals  ;  a 
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Lixivium  prepar’d  of  Salt  of  Tar¬ 
tar  and  Water  in  Vegetables,  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Wine  in  things  Sulphureous, 
that  is,  endu’d  with  an  Oily  part ; 
yet  thefe  things  belong  rather  to 
Extradfs.  There  is  a  precipitating 
Liquor  pour’d  upon  diflblv’d  Bo¬ 
dies,  commonly  Oil  of  Tartar,  per 
deliquium ,  Urine,  fait  Water,  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Vitriol,  Nitre,  &c.  in  Mi¬ 
nerals  and  Animals,  common  Wa¬ 
ter,  or  Allom-  water  in  Vegetables , 
and  there  will  fubfide  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  Glafs  a  coagulated 
Subftance  which  muft  be  dry’d, 
and  ( if  neceflity  require)  firft 
waOi’d,  and  then  burn’d.  A  Ma- 
giflery.

Magma ,  is  a  thick  Ointment, 
as  alfo  the  Dregs  that  are  left  af¬ 
ter  the  {training  of  juices. 

Magna  Arteria,  the  fame  with 
Aorta. 

Magnate,  among  the  Paracelfi- 
ms  lignifies  the  great  Myftery,  or 
the  Divine  and  hidden  Secret. 

Magnes ,  a  Load-ftone,  highly 
ufeful  in  Navigation,  for  the  dii- 
covery  of  the  Poles  ;  it  attradfs 
Iron,  and  is  found  in  Germany , 
Norway,  Sweden ,  and  Italy.  The 
Load-ftone  reduc’d  into  Powder 
is  mix’d  with  fome  Plaifters,  to 
draw  ( as  they  pretend )  Iron  out 
of  a  Wound,  but  in  \'ainj  for  this 
Stone  powder’d,  loolens,  or  at 
leaft  not  exerts  its  Vertue.  It 
alfb  ftops  Blood,  and  is  by  fome 
call’d  Sideritis. 

Magnefia ,  is  commonly  taken  to 
fignify  the  fame  as  Mwcafite , 
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Major  ana,  Marjoram,  it  digefts 
and  attenuates }  ’tis  good  in  cold 
Difeafes  of  the  Head,  taken  any 
way  ;  the  Powder  of,  the  dry’d 
Herb  fnuffed  up  the  Ncfirils,  pro¬ 
vokes  freezing. 

Mala,  or  Gena,  that  part  of 
the  Face  which  is  betwixt  the 
Eyes ,  and  the  interior  or  lower 
Jaw-bone.  The  Cheek. 

Mahbqtrum,  according  to  the 
Defcripticin  given  thereof  by  A- 
cofta ,  is  a^Twig  or  Branch  of  the 
Cinnamon  Tree,  with  its  Leaves 
and  Berries,  it  being  exsiftly  the 
fame  with  a  Leaf  of  the  Cinnamon 
Tree  I  keep  by  me.  Biofcorides 
fays,  thefe  Leaves  grow  in  marfhy 
Places,  and  fwim  upon  the  Wa¬ 
ter.  Garcias  ab  Orta ,  with  fome 
others,  will  have  them  to  be  the 
Leaves  of  a  Tree  growing  plenti¬ 
fully  in  India ,  but  efpecially  in 
Cambaia ,  near  the  Water-fide. 
Whether  the  Malabatrum  of  the 
Ancients  be  the  fame  with  ours, 
is  much  to  be  doubted.  The  In¬ 
dian  Leaf. 

Mala  Infana,  or  Melanzana ,  as 
the  Neapolitans  call  them,  or  Po- 
ma  Amoris ,  Mad-Apple. 

Malaria,  a  deprav’d  Appetite, 
which  covets  thole  Things  which 
are  not  fit  to  be  eaten.  Alfo  a 
Tendernels  of  Body. 

Malaciica,  or  Emollientia,  thofe 
things  which  foften  Parts  with  a 
moderate  heat  and  moifture,  by 
difiblving  fome  ol  them,  and  dif- 
lipating  others.  Softening  Reme¬ 
dies. 

Malagma,  the  fame  with  the 
Ancients  as  Cataplafma . 

Malagma ,  the  fame  with  Ma¬ 
lawi  cum. 

Malandria,  the  Name  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Difeale  in  Horfes,  call’d  the 
Malanders ,  which  are  large  Chinks 9 

Cracks , 
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Cracks ,  or  Ulcerous  Chaps  under 
the  Hone’s  Knee,  or  behind,  be¬ 
twixt  the  Knee  and  the  Fetlock  j  it  is 
a  Species  of  the  Elephantiafis,  or  Le- 
profy ,  from  whence  thofe  who  have 
thefe  Ulcers  are  call’d  Malandrioji. 

Malaxatio ,  the  working  of  Pills, 
and  efpecially  Plaifters ,  into  a  Mafs 
with  other  things,  either  with  the 
Hand,  a  Peftil,  or  the  likelnftru- 
ment. 

Malazijfatus ,  one  whole  virile 
Member  is  not  Protuberant,  but 
lies  within  the  Belly. 

Malicorium,  the  Rind  of  the 
Pomegranate. 

Malignus  Morbus,  a  malignant 
Difeafe,  is  that  which  rages  more 
vehemently,  or  continues  longer 
than  its  Nature  feems  to  portend, 
as  a  Peftilent  Fever. 

Mol  math  alia,  the  fame  with  Cy- 
perus.  • 

Malleus,  one  of  the  four  little 
Bones  in  the  Ear. 

Malleus  Pedis $  lee  Malleolus. 

Malleolus ,  or  Malleus ,  is  two¬ 
fold  ;  External ,  which  is  the  low¬ 
er  Procefs  at  the  foot  of  the  Bone 
of  the  Leg,  call’d  Fibula .  Or  In¬ 
ternal,  which  is  the  lower  Procefs 
of  the  Bone  of  the  Leg,  call’d  Ti¬ 
bia,  thefe  make  the  Ancle. 

Malthacode,  a  Medicine  ren¬ 
der’d  foft  by  the  mixture  of  Wax . 

Malum  Mortuum ,  a  fort  of  black 
Itch,  with  crufty  Pujlules,  without 
any  Matter  or  Pain,  appearing  moft 
commonly  about  the  Hips  and  Legs. 

Malogranatum Malum  Puni- 
rum,  or  Granatum,  the  Cartilage 
call’d  Xiphoidesi  otherwife  it  fig- 
nifies  a  Plant. 

Malva, common  Mallow ;  it  mol¬ 
lifies,  eafes  Pain,  loofens  the  Belly, 
and  mitigates  fharpnefs  of  Urine ; 
*tis  ufed  outwardly  in  Cataplafms 
and  Fomentations ,  to  ripen  Hu¬ 


mours,  and  to  eafe  Pain,  and  in 
Clyfiersy  to  loofen  the  Belly  in  Ne- 
phritick  Pains.  Three  Ounces 
of  the  Decodfion  of  the  Leaves  of 
the  diftil’d  Water  of  them,  with 
one  Ounce  and  an  half  of  Syrup 
of  Violets ,  cure  heat  of  Urine  pre¬ 
sently. 

Malvafia ,  a  rich  generous  Wine 
made  in  Candia ,  from  Grapes 
dry’d  upon  the  Vine. 

Malvavifcum ;  fee  Althea . 

Malus ,  the  Apple-tree.  The 
Vertues  of  Apples  are  various,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  different  taftes  of 
them  thofe  that  are  fowre  and 
harfh  are  aftringent,  and  there¬ 
fore  are  good  in  Fluxes  of  the 
Belly  i  and  when  they  are  roaft- 
ed  they  are  proper  Food  for  thofe 
that  have  Fevers.  Such  as  are  a 
little  acid  are  agreeable  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  chear  the  Heart :  Sweet 
Apples  are  fomewhat  hot  and 
loofening  ;  rotten  Apples  take  off 
Inflamations  and  fwelling  of  the 
'  Eyes ;  the  Core  of  an  Apple  cut 
out,  and  a  Dram  of  Frankincenfe 
put  in,  and  roafted  with  the  Ap¬ 
ple,  and  eaten,  opens  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Lungs ,  and  is  good  for  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing  ;  the  fame  ap- 
ply’d  outwardly  to  the  Side,  eafes 
the  pain  of  it  ;  ’tis  beft  to  eat  Ap¬ 
ples  two  or  three  Hours  after 
Meals  j  the  altering  Syrup  of  Ap¬ 
ples  is  good  for  melancholy  Peo¬ 
ple  ;  the  purging  Syrup  of  Ap¬ 
ples  is  a  proper  Purge  for  melan¬ 
choly  People  5  the  Confe&ion  of 
Alkermes  is  made  with  the  Juice 
of  Apples,  as  is  alfo  the  Ointment 
call'd  Pomatum  The  EogliJlj  Ap¬ 
ples  are  counted  the  beft  in  Europe. 

Malus  Armeniacay  theApricock- 
tree.  The  Englifh  Apricocks  are 
better  than  the  French  or  Italian , 
and  more  wholfom  than  the  Peach* 

The 
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The  Oil  of  the  Kernels  is  excellent 
for  Inflamations  and  fwelling  of 
the  Hemorrhoides ,  and  for  pains  of 
the  Ears  j  the  Kernels  eaten  cure 
the  Heart-burning. 

Malus  Berjica,  the  Peach-tree  5 
the  Fruit  has  a  fweet  and  pleaiant 
fmell,  and  refreshes  the  Spirits  ;  the 
Leaves  boil’d  in  Beer  or  Milk,  kill 
Worms,  and  expel  them  j  the  Wa¬ 
ter  of  the  Flowers  takes  off  ipots 
from  the  Face;  the  Syrup  of  the 
Flowers  is  a  very  proper  Purge  for 
Children,  and  frequently  ufed  for 
that  end. 

Mamma ,  Mammilla,  Tiber,  the 
Breafts,  Dugs,  &c.  Grammarians 
call  the  inner  part  TJberay  and  the 
outward  Protuberances  Mamma. 
A  Breaft  or  Dug  is  a  globous,i  white, 
and  foft  body,  lying  upon  the  Pe¬ 
roral  Mufcle  on  both  tides,  made 
up  of  conglomerated  Glandules  in 
theinfide,  by  the  Mediation  where¬ 
of  the  Milk  is  feparated  from  the 
Arterial  Blood ,  and  is  convey’d  out 
by  very  little  Pipes,  which  pais 
thro’  the  Nipples. 

MammiformesBroceJfuSy  two  A- 
popbyfes  of  the  Bone  of  the  back  part 
of  the  Scull  ;  fee  Majloides. 

Mammilla ,  the  fame  as  Mamma. 

Mandtbula ,  Maxilla ,  the  Jaw, 
either  upper  or  lower.  The  upper 
is  made  of  twelve  Bones,  on  each 
fide  fix.  The  firft  is  at  the  external 
corner  of  the  Eye;  which  join’d 
with  the  fore-procefs  of  the  Bone  of 
the  Temples,  produces  the  Jugal 
Bone.  The  fecond  conftitutes  the 
inner  corner  of  the  Eye,  has  a  large 
Paffage  in  it,  by  which  the  fupera- 
bundant  moifture  of  the  Eye  def- 
cends  to  the  Noftrils.  The  third  is 
within  the  Circle  of  the  Eye,  in- 
terpofed  betwixt  the  other  two. 
The  fourtf(thegreateft  of  all )  makes 
thegreatett  part  of  the  Cheeks  and 


Palate,  and  is  elaborately  carv'd  for 
the  Reception  of  the  Teeth.  The 
fifth  helps  to  make  the  Nofe.  The 
fixth,  with  another  Bone  along 
with  if,  terminates  the  Extremi- 
ty  of  the  Palate:  And  ail  thefeare 
join’d  rather  by  a  plain  Line  than  by 
Sutures.  The  lower  Jaw  at  riper 
Years  grows  into  one  continued 
Bone,  extream  hard  and  thick,  and 
confequently  very  ffrong.  It  has 
two  Procefles,  one  acute,  call’d 
Coroner  the  other  in  the  form  of  a 
little  Head,  call’d  Condylus.  It  has 
two  Holes  within,  and  as  many 
without,  which  make  way  forth© 
Nerves;  the  under  Teeth  are  im¬ 
planted  in  it,  and  it  is  jointed  with 
the  inner  fide  of  the  Bone  of  the 
Temples ,  call’d  Os  Petrofum. 

Mandibular es  Mufculi,  the  fame 
with  Maffeteres. 

Mandr agora ,  Mandrake',  it  is 
either  male  or  female,  and  grows 
fpontaneoufly  in  hot  Countries  as 
Spain, Italy ,  and  the  like,  in  Woods 
and  fhady  places.  Mandrakes  are 
reckon’d  among  Narcorick  Medi« 
cines.  Some  have  queff  ion*d  whe¬ 
ther  the  Apple  of  it  be  wholfom,, 
but  Baber  Lynceus  fays,  that  both 
the  Pulp  and  Seed  may  be  eaten. 
The  Bark  of  the  Root,  which  is 
brought  to  us  from  abroad,  efpe- 
daily  from  Italy ,  is  narcotick,  but 
’tis  leldom  ufed  inwardly,  ’tis out¬ 
wardly  ufed  tor  rednefs  and  pain 
of  the  Eyes,  tor  an  Eryfipelas ,  hard 
Tumors,  and  the  Kings-evil. 

Manducatnrii  Mufcult ,  the  fame 
with  Majfeteres. 

Manraneft ,  a  mineral  fubftance  u« 
fed  to  colour  Glafs,  or  make  it  the 
dearer. 

Mania,  a  fort  of  Madnefs,  ade¬ 
pt!  vation  of  I  magination  and  Judg-. 

|  ment,  with  great  Rage  and  Anger., 
.?  *.  but 
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but  without  a  Fever  and  Fear.  It 
proceeds  from  fulphureous  feline 
Animal  Spirits,  like  Aqua  fiygiay 
which  caufe  ftrange  furious  Impul- 
fes  in  the  Body,  not  by  confentof 
Parts,  but  by  their  own  Strength. 

Manic  a  Hippocratis,  a  wollen 
bag  cut  in  the  form  of  a  Pyramid, 
wherewith  aromatick  Wines,  Me¬ 
dicines,  and  other  Liquids,  are 
ftrain’d. 

Mmoides ,  a  Phrenfie,  like  the 
Madnefs  meant  by  Mania . 

Manipulus ,  a  dry  Mesfure  ufed 
by  Phyiiciansin  their  Prefcriptions, 
for  *tis  a  determinate  quantity,  to 
wit,  as  much  as  can  be  held  in  one 
Hand,  meant  chiefly  of  Herbs.  Faf- 
cicnlus  is  a  different  quantity  from 
Mump  ulus,  a  handful,  for  it  pro¬ 
perly  flgnifies  an  armful. 

Mama,  is  faid  to  be  a  fat  Dew 
flicking  to  Trees.  Tho.  Bartho - 
line  travelling  thro*  Calabria ,  feys, 
he  gather’d  it  from  the  Afh-tree. 
Thebeft  Manna  comes  from  Cala¬ 
bria ;  itfweats  out  of  the  Branches 
(being  cut)  and  Leaves  of  the  Afh- 
tree,  and  grows  hard  by  the  heat  of 
the  Sun.  "Tisufed  to  loofen  the 
Belly  j  *tis  a  very  gentle  Medicine, 
and  may  befefely  given  to  old  Men, 
Children,  and  Women.  Some  fev, 
that  certain  fwarms  of  Infedfs 
[Bartholine fays  Grafhoppersy  Chri - 
jlian  a  Vega  feys  fmall  Bees )  fuck 
this  Juice  out  of  the  Trees,  which 
they  difcharge  upon  the  Twigs  and 
Leaves.  It  grows  alfo  in  the  Eaft- 
lndiesy  in  Syria,  Berjia,  Goa ,  Or- 
rnusy  and  Ceilon,  Whilft  liquid, 
3tis  calld  Tereniabim  but  when  hard 
Maflichtna  or  Granata:  ’Tis  alfo 
call’d  Mel  Aereum ,  AeromeliyTbe- 
remabin,  Trungibin,  Terengibil, 
Drofomelt ,  See.  Some  are  of  opinion 
that  the  Sugar  of  the  Ancients  was 
nothing  but  Manila^ 


Manna  Chymiccrum,  fomething 
diftil’d  from  white  Precipitate  whi¬ 
ter  than  Snow.  ’Tis  alfo  called 
Aqua  CceleJUs, 

Manna  tburis  •,  feeThus. 

Manjorii  Mu fails ,  the  fame  as 
MaJJeteres. 

Manticbora ,  is  3n  Indian  Animal 
that  hath  three  rows  of  Teeth. 

Manubrium,  belongs  to  Chirur- 
geons  Inftruments,  and  is  that  part 
which  is  held  in  the  Hand  call'd  the 
Halft,  or  Handle. 

Manucndiata,  the  name  of  a  Bird 
in  India  that  has  no  legs. 

Manutigiumy  therubbing  of  the 
Eyes  with  the  Hand. 

Manus  Chrijli,  or  Saccbarum 
perlatum,  a  fort  of  Sugar,  fo  call’d 
becaufe  ’tis  put  into  Cordials  for 
very  weak  People. 

Marafmodes,  a  Fever  which  at 
laft  ends  in  a  Conflimption; 

Marafmusy  the  higheft  degree 
of  an  Atrophia,  oralingring  Con- 
iumption  of  the  whole  Body,  at¬ 
tended  with  great  variety  of  Symp¬ 
toms.  A  confirming  Fever. 

Marathrum,  is  the  feme  as  Foeni- 
culum,  or  Fennel.  See  Foeniculum 

Mareajita,  or  Bifmuthum,  a  Me- 
tallick  Excrement  produc’d  in  the 
generation  of  a  Metal,  from  fome 
part  that  was  unfit  for  generating  it, 
and  chang’d  into  a  whitifh  Mineral 
Body  hard  and  brittle.  It  differs 
from  Cacbymia  becaufe  that  is  com- 
pofedof  more  volatile  parts,  which 
were  feparated  at  the  beginning  of 
the  generation  of  Metals,  whereas 
this  being  more  fix’d,  was  not  Ic- 
|  gregatedtill  at  laft.  Bifmutb,  Mar - 
cafite.  In  general  it  fignifiesa  kind 
of  Vitriolic-ftone,  from  whence 
Vitriol  is  made,  tho*  it  alio  ufually 
contains  much  Sulphur,  and  fome 
Metal. 

Marciaton,  the  Name  of  a  Ma- 

lagma* 
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lagma,  or  Liniment,  prepared  for 
taking  away  Pain  in  the  Joints. 

Mar  cor,  the  fame  with  Maraf- 
mus, 

Marga,  Marie,  a  certain  fat  mat¬ 
ter  contain'd  infome  Stones,  from 
whence  ’tis  {filed  the  Marrow  of 
Stones. 

Margarita,  Pearls,  call’d  alfo 
PerU,  andUaiones,  if  they  are  large: 
They  grow  in  certain  Shells ,  alfo  in 
the  Creatures  themfelves  living  in 
thofe  Shells ,  as  we  fee  in  Englifh 
and  other  Oyjlers.  They  are  Orien¬ 
tal  and  Occidental ;  the  Oriental  are 
the  bed:  and  mo  ft  refplendent,  ef- 
pecially  the  Per//!*??.  The  Occiden¬ 
tal  ones  are  found  in  fever  a  1  places  of 
Europe ,  in  Scotland ,  Silefia,  Frief 
land ,  Bohemia.  In  Phyfick,  they 
arefaid  to  {L  engthen  the  Heart,  but 
their  chief  Qualification  is,  to  cor- 
redt  Acidity. 

Margos ,  fignifies  the  fame  as 
Infanum,  or  Difeafed, 

Maris ,  83  Pound  4  Ounces  in 
Weight. 

Marifca,  the  fame  with  Ficus. 
Marmaryga,  the  gliftening  and 
corufcation  of  the  Eyes. 

Marmelata  &  Marmelada,  Mar- 
melade,  the  Juice  of  Quinces  con- 
denfated  into  a  Jelly  with  Sugar, 
and  is  either  plain  or  fpiced,  for  the 
life  of  Families. 

Marmor ,  Marble-ftone,  is  of  di¬ 
vers  forts,  fome  being  white,  as  the 
Alebafirites  fome  red,  fome  black, 
as  the  Lydius  Lapis ;  fome  of  mixt 
colour,  as  the  Porphyrites  or  Ophites. 
Marble-ftone. 

Marmor  aria,  is  Franca  XJrfina . 
Marmor  at  a  Aurium,  Ear-wax, 
a  certain  Excrement  of  the  Ears, 
laid  there  in  the  auditory  Pafiage 
from  the  Openings  of  the  Arteries , 
or  fweat  out  from  the  Cartilages. 
See  Cerumen , 


Marmor eus  Tartarus ,  a  Stone 
found  in  the  Body  of  Man  as  hard  as 
Marble. 

Marocoflinum ,  a  kind  of  Extract 
or  Mafs  of  Pills  compos’d  of  Marum 
and  Cofius,  recommended  in  Zewl - 
fer’s  Pharmacopoeia. 

Marogus ,  according  to  Paracel - 
fas  is  a  certain  ftrongfomniferous 
Narcotick,  fo  powerful  that  any 
one  may  by  its  means  undergo  the 
greateft  Torture,  without  injury. 

Marrubium ,  or  Pr affirm,  Hore- 
hound.  The  Juice  of  white  Hore- 
hound  mixt  with  Honey  is  good 
for  thofe  that  have  Coughs,  and  are  ‘ 
confumptive;  the  Powder  of  it 
kills  Worms ;  the  Topsofitinfufed 
in  Wine,  and  draink  three  morn¬ 
ings,  is  good  to  provoke  the  Cour- 
fesy  to  expel  the  Secundines,  to 
ftrengthen  the  Stomach,  and  to 
cure  an  ill  Habit  of  Body.  A  Con¬ 
fer  ve  of  the  Flowers  made  with  Ho¬ 
ney,  and  an  ounce  of  it  took  in  the 
morning  for  40  days,  cured  a  No¬ 
bleman  of  a  Scirrhus  in  his  Liver, 
when  Chalybeates  and  other  Me-* 
dicinr-s  would  do  no  good. 

Marrubium  Nigrum ;  fee  Ballot 

Mars ,  the  God  of  War,  but  a- 
mong  the  Chymifts  it  fignifies  Iron 
or  Steel. 

Marjupialis  Mufmlus,  or  Bur  fa* 
Us,  and  ObturMor  Interna s ,  the 
ninth  Mufcie  in  order,  according 
to  our  Anatomy,  whereby  the 
Thigh  is  mov’d. 

Mar f ppm,  Marfypion ,  or  Marfa- 
pium,  Sacculus,  a  Bag  or  Pouch 
in  which  any  thing  if  kept. 

Marfupiale  Americanism,  is  a 
certain  Exotick  Animal,  wh  ch 
Aldrovandus  calls  half  a  Fox  and 
half  an  Ape;  ’tis  brought  from  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  Dr.  Tyfon  hath,  given  us 
an  accurate’  deferiprion  of  it.

Martiatum  Unguentum ,  a  cer¬ 
tain  Ointment  confiding  of  cerain 
aromatick  Vegetables,  Oils,  Gums, 
Wax,  and  G reals,  good  for  wounds 

Martius  Tunis,  or  Pafia  Regia, 
a  Compoiition  of  iweet  Almonds 
beaten  with  Rofe- water  into  a 
Pulp,  and  being  mixt  with  Sugar, 
is  baked  in  an  Oven  like  our  Cheefe- 
cakes. 

Marum,  an  exotick  Plant,  like 
in  Figure  and  Vercue  to  Marjo¬ 
ram. 

Mas ,  Male,  alfo  an  oblong  and 
lharp  pointed  Inffrument,  which 
is  put  into  the  Trepan,  that  it  may 
fland  at  firft  more  firmly.  See  Mo¬ 
diolus. 

Mafacb ,  a  Compoiition,  pre¬ 
par’d  by  the  Turks  of  Opium ,  one 
Dram  whertof  is  a  Dole,  tho’ 
Jometimes  they  take  three  Drams 
without  any  prejudice,  efpecially 
when  they  are  about  to  fight  the 
Battles  of  Mars  or  Venus. 

Maffa ,  all  the  Blood  is  com¬ 
monly  call’d  the  Mafs  of  Blood  5 
and  every  Compoiition  of  Pow¬ 
der,  and  other  dry  things  work’d 
into  one  fubftance  with  a  Liauor, 
as  Pills,  and  the  like,  is  call’d  a 
Mafs. 

Maffeteres ,  Manforii ,  or  ManJu- 
ccttorii ,  8c  Mandibular es ,  Mu  icles 
•of  the  lower  Jaw,  produced  from 
the  upper  and  the  Jugal  Bone, 
they  are  connefted  to  the  lower 
Jaw,  and  can  move  it  right  fide, 
left  fide,  and  forward,  by  realon 
of  the  various  difpofition  of  Fibres. 

Maflicatio  8c  Manducatio ,  chew¬ 
ing,  an  Adion  whereby  we  mince 
the  Meat,  and  mix  it  with  the 
Spitfle  in  the  Mouth. 

Majlicatorium ,  a  Medicine  to 
provoke  Spitting.  See  Apopbleg- 
matifmus. 

Majlix ,  or  Majlicbe j  Mafiick, 


is  the  Gum,  Refin,  or  Tear  of  the 
Mafiick-tree,  growing  in  Chios , 
Syria,  Candia ,  Provence,  Spain, &c. 
the  belt  is  yellowifh,  tranfparent, 
well  lcented,  and  fry  able.  All  the 
Parts  of  it  are  binding,  viz.  the 
Buds ,  Leaves,  Branches,  Fruit,  8tc. 
And  the  Bark  of  the  Root,  with  the 
Leaves,  boil’d  in  Water,  and  ta¬ 
ken  inwardly,  are  good  for  a  Loof- 
nefs  and  Bloody- flux.  The  Oil  of 
Maftick  is  fuccefsfully  mix’d  in 
Medicines  for  the  Leprofy. 

Majloidei,  or  Mafioides ,  Pro- 
cefifes  like  Breafis  or  Dugs,  which 
from  a  broad  Balls  end  in  an  ob- 
tufe  Top,  and  are  fhaped  like 
Teats  in  a  Cow’s  Udder  ;  alfo 
Mufcles  which  bend  the  Neck, 
proceeding  from  the  Neck-bone 
and  the  Bread  bone,  terminating 
in  the  Procefs  Mamm  formis,  i.  e. 
like  a  Dug  or  Pap.  See  Mammi - 
formis  Proceffus. 

Maftos,  the'  fame WtthMamma. 

Mater ,  the  fame  with  Matrix, 
or  Uterus  j  it  fignifies  alio  a  Wo¬ 
man  who  hath  brought  forth  a 
Child. 

Mater  Dura,  a  Membrane  that 
(ticks  clofe  to  the  interior  part  of 
the  Scull  in  fome  Places,  and  me¬ 
diately  covers  both  the  Cerebrum 
and  Cerebellum.  It  hath  four  Ca¬ 
vities,  which  lupply  the  place  of 
Veins,  and  come  together  betwixt 

the  Brain  and  Cerebellum ;  which

Conjunction  Heropbilus  calls  Tor - 
cular. 

Mater  tenuis ,  a  Membrane  that 
immediately  covers  the  Brain  and 
Cerebellum,  extremely  full  of  blood 
VeiTels,  made  to  keep  in  the  Spi¬ 
rits  generated  in  the  Brain  andC?- 
rebellum ,  that  they  fly  not  away. 

Mater  Perlarum ,  Macra  Per  la- 
rum,  or  Mar gar i tar um  f  are  cer¬ 
tain 
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tain  Shells  refembiing  Pearl  in 
their  colour.  Mother  of  Pearl. 

Materfylva,  is  Capr  folium  $  fee 
Capri  folium. 

Mat  er  tali fla,  a  Druggift,  or  a 
Merchant  that  dealeth  in  Medi¬ 
cines, 

Mathedoram ,  Sal-Gem. 

Matonum,  Ammoniacum,  or 
Galbanum. 

Matractum ,  a  little  Bag  contain¬ 
ing  calcinated  Tartar,  or  the  like, 
prick'd  here  and  there  for  the  e- 
miflion  of  Lrquor,  in  a  Cellar,  or 
any  other  mo:ft  place.  ’Tis  alio 
apply ’d  to  an  Urinal  Glafs,  fuch 
as  is  ufed  to  be  brought  to  Phy¬ 
sicians  to  infpedf  and  judge  of  U- 
rine ;  call’d  alio  in  Latin  Mantula, 
In  Chymiftry  ’tis  ufed  for  a  Glafs, 
otherwife  called  a  Bolt-head,  em¬ 
ploy’d  ;o  diftil,  digeft,  or  fublime 
in  a  Sand  Furnace. 

Main  call  a,  fuch  things  as  are 
ufed  for  Difeafts  of  the  Matrix 
or  Womb. 

Matricaria ,  Feverfew  ;  it  is 
much  ufed  in  Difeafes  of  the  Ma¬ 
trix;  a  Decodtion  of  it  expels  the 
After-birth,  cures  Mother  fits  and 
Fevers,  and  doth  all  a  bitter  Herb 
can  do.  Bees  can’t  endure  it,  and 
if  any  one  carries  it  in  his  Hand 
where  they  are,  he  need  not  fear 
being  flung. 

Matrix ,  the  fame  with  TJtcrus  ; 
but  by  the  Cbymifh  the  Elements 
of  all  things  are  call’d  Matrices. 
Faracelfus  conftitutes  three,  one 
the  Water  on  which  the  Spirit  of 
God  relied  ;  the  other,  that  of 
the  World;  and  the  third.  Eve  the 
Mother  of  ail  Men  ;  therefore  the 
Matrix  is  that  in  which  natural 
Bodies  fir  ft  arofe. 

Matronalis  Flos,  or  Viola,  Dames 
Violet. 

Matnranua,  are  fuch  Medicines 


I  as  have  a  Quality  to  bring  Tu- 
|  mors  and  Abibefles  to  a  purulent 
Matter,  or  caufe  them  to  ripen  as 
’tis  called. 

Maturatio ,  the  ripenefs  of  Tu¬ 
mors  ;  ^  among  the  Chymifts  it  is 
taken  for  Digeftion,  Circulation, 
Fermentation,  and  Proje&ion. 

Maxilla  inferior ,  the  lower  Jaw¬ 
bone  ;  tis  that  which  contains 
the  under  Teeth,  and  has  a  Pro- 
cels  on  each  fide,  the  foremoft 
call’d  Corone,  and  the  hinder  Con - 
dylus. 

Maxilla fiuperior,  the  upper  Jaw¬ 
bone  ;  it  hath  eleven  Bones  belong- 
|  ipig  t°  it,  five  on  each  fide,  and 
one  without  a  fellow,  viz,,  The 
firfb  in  the  leffer  Corner  of  the 
Eye.  The  fecond  in  the  greater 
Corner  of  the  Eye.  The  third, 
which  is  the  grea'teft  of  all,  con¬ 
ftitutes  the  whole  Palate,  and  con¬ 
tains  the  uppermoft  Teeth.  The 
I  fourth  with  its  fellow  conftitutes 
the  ridge  of  the  Nofe.  The  fifth 
is  placed  at  the  extremity  of  the 
Palate,  where  the  holes  of  the 
Noftrils  tend  toward  the  upper 
part  of  the  Gullet.  See  Mandi- 
bula , 

Maza,  a  kind  of  Bread  made  in 
Hippocrates  and  Galen’s  time,  of 
roafted  Barley -dower,  with  Oil 
and  Honey  ;  but,  in  after-Ages, 
inftead  thereof,  was  made  a  kind 
of  Bread  of  Almonds  and  Sugar, 
ca’l’d  Maza  panes,  or  in  Fnglifih 
Macaroons. 

Meatus,  certain  Vejjels  in  our 
Body,  fuch  as  Veins,  Arteries ,  the 
Lymphattck  Veffels ,  &c.  are  thus 
call’d,  which  afford  a  Pafftge  to 
fome  fluid  or  other. 

Meatus  Auditorius,  the  Audito¬ 
ry  PafTage,  which  begins  from  the 
Cavity  of  the  inner  part  of  the  Ear, 

’  and  is  cloath’d  with  ^thm  Skin  as 
B  3  far 
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far  as  the  brim  of  the  Tympanum, 
or  Drum  of  the  Ear.  Its  Ufe  is 
to  receive  the  Air  and  audible  Spe¬ 
cies,  and  to  contain  the  Ear  wax. 

Meatus  TJrinarius ;  fee  Urethra. 

Mecbanopaotica ,  is  an  Invention 
of  Water-works,  to  raife  Spring1 
and  Fountains  by  the  help  of  Pipes, 
Wind-mills,  Bellows,  &c. 

Me  chili,  a  certain  monftrous 
kind  of  Men,  by  Paraceljus  un¬ 
derlined  to  be  fuch  as  were  rec¬ 
kon’d  Gyants,  Cyclops,  8ec. 

Mechoacanm .  a  white  purging 
Root  like  Briony  ;  it  is  brought 
from  rhe  JVefl  ladies,  efpecially 
from  New  Spain.  There  is  alio 
Peruvian  Mecboacan,ox  white  Rhu¬ 
barb,  for  there  are  two  forts  ; 
the  fir  ft  comes  from  the  I  fie  of 
Mecboacan,  whence  it  has  its 
Name  ;  and  the  other,  which  is 
much  better,  from  the  Centinent, 
about  Nicaragua.  Mechoacanpwc- 
ges  fiegmatick  and  watery  Hu¬ 
mours  from  all  parts  of  the  Body, 
efpecially  from  the  Head,  Nerves, 
and  Breaft  ;  ’tis  good  for  old 
Coughs,  the  Cholick  and  the 
French- Pox  5  ’tis  taken  moft  com¬ 
monly  in  iiibftance,  being  pow¬ 
der’d,  and  taken  in  a  proper  Li¬ 
quor,  efpecially  in  Wine;  ’tis  not 
given  in  a  Deco&ion,  becaufe  it 
has  been  found  by  Experience  that 
boiling  deftroys  the  Vertue  of  it  ; 
it  is  corrected  by  adding  a  third 
part  of  Cinnamon,  Annife,  or 
Maffick;  ’tis  beft  when  it  is  frefh, 
whitifh  within,  and  of  an  afh-co- 
Jour  without. 

Mecon,  is  the  fame  as  Fapaver, 
or  Poppy . 

Meconium ,  Opium,  or  the  con- 
denfed  Juice  of  Poppies.  Alfo  the 
Excrements  of  a  Foetus  which 
jftick  to  the  Inteftines  after  the 
Birth,  fo  call'd  from  :he  blacknefs 
Poppy  Juice, 


Meconologia,  a  Defer iption  of 
Opium. 

Medea,  a  Proper-Name  for  a 
Witch  or  Enchantrefs ;  alfo  the 
Name  of  a  Medicine  prepar’d  of 
Sulphur  and  a  moift  Bitumen.  This 
being  fpread  upon  another  Body, 
prefenfy  heals  it.  ’Tis  likewife 
the  Name  of  a  Gem,  fo  call’d,  be¬ 
caufe  ’tis  believ’d  to  be  fir  ft  found 
by  that  Sorcerefs  Medea ;  but  per¬ 
haps  more  truiy  called  Lapis  Me - 
dus,  as  relating  to  the  Country  of 
the  Medes.  It  is  black,  having  a 
Vein  of  a  Gold  colour,  yielding  a 
Saffron  juice  and  a  Vinous  Taite. 
’Tis  commended  by  the  Magici¬ 
ans  pardcularly  againft  Drunken- 
nefs,  and  to  reconcile  Love.  Ru - 
landus  thinks  it  a  Species  of  the 
black  H&mauties. 

Medela,  the'fame  with  Cura- 
tio. 

Mediana  Vena,  the  middle  Vein 
in  the  bending  of  the  Cubit  be¬ 
twixt  rhe  Cephalick  and  Bafilick. 
’Tis  fafely  open’d,  becaufe  there  is 
neither  Nerve  nor  Artery  under 
it;  but  you  muft  have  a  care  of 
hurting  the  Tendon  that  iies  un¬ 
derneath  it,  which  would  produce 
Convuifions,  a  Gangrene, 

The  Median  Vein . 

Mediaftinum ,  a  doubling  of  the 
Membrane  of  the  Pleura,  which 
divides  the  Lungs,  and  other  Vtf- 
cera  of  the  Breaft  into  two  parts. 
It  proceeds  from  the  Vertexes  of 
the  Back,  and  going  on  forward, 
reaches  the  Breaft-bone,  and  makes 
this  Partition.  The  Mediafiin. 

Mediajlinum  Cerebri,  the  fame 
with  Septum  Tranfverfum. 

Medica ,  a  fort  of  Trefoil ,  call’d 
by  fome  of  the  Hedge ■  hog  Trefoil. 

Medicamentum,  a  Medicine,  a 
convenient  Help,  whereby  Dif- 
cafes  are  repell’d  for  the  Recovery 

of 
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of  Health ;  and  it  is  either  Aftual, 
which  afire&s  the  Body  at  firft 
touch  with  that  Quality  it  is  en¬ 
dow'd  with,  as  hot  Iron,  cold 
Water  ;  or  Potential,  whole  Effi¬ 
cacy  is  not  perceiv'd  till  it  be  ftir’d 
up  after  fbme  /lay  in  the  Body, 
as  Pepper,  Radiffi,  fharp  Salts, 
Again,  a  Medicine  is  en¬ 
dow’d  with  firfi,  or  fecond,  or 
third  Qualities,  all  which  depend 
upon  the  Temperament  and  the 
various  Motions  of  Particles  in 
our  Bodies.  Medicine  is  three¬ 
fold  Ch  rurgery,  Phyfick  (firiCt- 
3y  fo  call’d)  and  Diet. 

Medicina ,  Phyfick,  it  has  met 
with  Variety  of  Definitions,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  various  Intentions 
and  Opinions  of  the  feveral  Au¬ 
thors  that  have  treated  of  it ;  but 
properly  it  is  an  Art  affiftant  to 
Nature,  and  preferving  Heakh  in 
Humane  Bodies  as  much  as  ispof- 
fible,  by  convenient  Remedies. 
Semertus,  and  others,  rightly  di¬ 
vide  it  into  five  parts.  1.  Phy- 
(iohgia,  which  ti eats  of  Humane 
Gonftitution,  as  it  is  found  and 
well,  to  which  belongs  Anatomy, 
z  Pathclogia,  which  treats  of  the 
preternatural  or  morbifick  Can- 
ftirution  of  our  Bodies.  3.  Se- 
nnotica ,  which  treats  of  the  iigns 
of  Health  and  Difeaies.  4.  Hy- 
gieinia,  which  delivers  Rules  of 
the  Regimen  to  be  obferv’d  in  the 
Prefervation  of  Hea:th.  5.  The. 
rapeutica,  which  teaches  Diet ,  Chi- 
rurgery ,  and  the  Medicinal  part, 
properly  fo  call’d.  The  general 
Divifion  of  Phyfick  is  only  into 
two  parts}  the  Theoretic and  the 
Frafflick.  The  fubjedt  of  Phyfick 
is  Humane  Body,  as  curable  3  and 
its  End  and  Deiign  is  Health.  Hip¬ 
pocrates  calls  it  a  longArt,  and  Pa- 
racelfus  a  ffiort  one  5  but  in  reali¬ 


ty  it  is  a  Long,  a  Great,  and  a  Noble 
Art.

t  Medicus,  a  Phyfician,  a  Man 
highly  skilful  in  the  Art  of  Phy¬ 
fick  }  mo  deft,  fibber 5  and  courte¬ 
ous.  Scaliger  defcribes  a  Phyfici¬ 
an  thus :  That  he  ought  to  be  a 
learned,  honell,  mild,  diligent,  for¬ 
tunate  Man,  and  of  ripe  Years, 
one  that  relies  upon  God,  not  ar¬ 
rogant  with  his  Knowledge,  La- 
oour,  or  Succefs  3  nor  Covetous. 

Medimnus ,  a  Meafure  contain¬ 
ing  One  Hundred  and  Eight 
1  ounds,  i  his  Meafure  relates 
only  to  dry  things. 

MeditulUum ,  that  Ipongy  fub- 
fiance  betwixt  the  two  Lamina 
of  the  Scull,  or  in  general,  it  fig- 
mfies  the  middle  part  of  any  thing. 

Medium ,  the  fiame  with  Viola 
Mariana. 

Medius  Verne-  3  fee  Thorax. 

Medulla  in  Mineralogist,  or  the 
Description  of  Minerals ,  is  that 
loftifh  pai  l  which  is  found  in  fome 
Stones.  In  Phytologia,  ortheDe- 
feription  of  Plants,  it  fignifies  the 
middle,  jfofter,  and  more  excel¬ 
lent  parr,  which  they  cal!  Cor  and 
Matrix,  in  Animals  it  is  the  fat 
and  loft  ft; b fiance  contain’d  with¬ 
in  the  Cavities  of  the  Bones,  calfd 
Marrow. 

Medulla  Cerebri ,  a  white,  foft 
fubfbnce,  cover’d  on  the  outfide 
with  the  barky  fubfiance,  which 
is  more  of  an  Afhy  colour  ;  it 
makes  that  which  is  call'd  the 
Corpus  ■  Callofum,  or  callous  Body 
within.  Imagination  and  the  Di« 
ftribution  of  Animal  Spirits  are 
perform’d  there.  Malpigi  aflerts, 
that  it  confifts  of  innumerable 
Threads  or  Filaments. 
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Medulla  Laffiis,  or  LaBis  Flos >  is 
Butter. 

Medulla  Oblongata*  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  Spinal  Marrow,  whence 
arife  the  Nerves  within  the  Scull, 
it  defcends  to  the  Os  Sacrum ,  thro* 
the  Hole  of  the  hinder  part  of  the 
Head  and  the  Vertebres.  It  fends 
our  ten  pair  of  Nerves  to  th eCheJl, 
the  Abdomen ,  and  the  Limbs .  It 
is  alfo  call’d  the  common  Senfory, 
foecaufe  that  where  the  Original  of 
the  Nerves  is,  there  is  the  com¬ 
mon  place  of  the  Reception  of 
Species  from  the  External  Senfes . 

Medulla  OJJium ,  Marrow  in  the 
Bones ,  is  a  fat  fubftance,  laid  up 
In  the  Cavities  or  Porofities  of  the 
Bones  by  the  Arteries;  *tis  kept  in 
a  Membrane,  and  is  quite  deftitute 
of  all  Senfe  ;  Jtis  red  in  the  great 
Cavities,  and  white  in  the  lefs, 
fbft  and  fucculent  in  fpongy  Bones. 
We  may  imagine  likewife,  that  it 
Is  but  a  fweating  of  the  Bones, 
In  that  they  receive  more  Sulphu¬ 
reous  fat  Matter  than  they  can 
convert  into  Nourifhment,  which 
afterward  flows  to  the  inner  part 
of  the  Bones  by  DuBs  and  little 
Cavities  for  that  purpofe,  after 
that  is  receiv’d  by  the  Veins,  and 
Communicated  to  the  Blood. 

Medulla  Spinalis,  live  Dorfalis  ; 
the  Spinal  Marrow,  or  the  Tail  of 
the  Brain,  is  that  part  which  goes 
down  the  middle  of  the  Back  by 
the  Vertebres,  and  is  terminated 
at  the  Os  Sacrum  ;  ’tis  alfo  of 
the  fame  Nature  and  Uie  as  the 
Brain.  *Tis  a  Coagmentation  of 
Serves,  and  has  the  Uie  of  them 
upwards  it  is  forked  :  Hence,  if 
either  Part  be  obflru&ed,  there  a- 
jrifes  a  Palfy  on  one  fide.  It  fends 
out  thirty  pair  of  Nerves  on  each 
iide  to  the  Limbs,  the  great  Cavi- 
pty»  and  other  Parts  of  the  Body. 


If  it  be  wafh’d  with  a  convenient 
Liquor,  it  will  fever  into  a  great 
many  little  Fibres. 

Megaloc&los,  Ventricofus  ,  one 
that  hath  got  a  great,  prominent, 
ftrutting  Belly. 

Megalopbonos,  he  that  hath  a 
large  founding  Voice,  a  Vocife - 
rator . 

Megalofplauchnos ,  one  whofe  F7- 
fcera  are  fwell’d  to  the  hardnefs 
a  Tumor,  and  which  exceed  Na¬ 
ture  by  reafon  of  fome  Tumor, 
as  a  Schirrbus,  Oedema ,  or  Inca¬ 
rnation. 

Mel ,  Honey. 

Mela,  a  Chirurgeon’s  Inftru- 
ment,  call’d  Specillum  the  Vulgar 
call  it  Tenta,  a  Tent,  f  om  trying. 
’Tis  made  for  the  moft  part  of 
Silver,  or  Ivory;  and  that  to  probe 
Ulcers,  or  to  draw  the  Stone  out 
of  the  Yard,  &c.  JTis  of  diffe¬ 
rent  fhapes,  according  as  it  is  dif¬ 
ferently  ufed. 

Melampodium ;  black  Hellebore. 

Melampyrum ,  Trtticum  Bovi- 
num  &  Vaccinum ,  Cow- wheat. 

Mel&nagoga ,  Medicines  which 
expel  black  Cnoler. 

Melanopiper  ;  fee  Piper. 

Melancholia ,  a  Sadnefs  without 
any  evident  Caufe,  whereby  Peo- 
ale  fancy  terrible,  and  fometimes 
ridiculous  things  to  themfelves. 
It  proceeds  from  the  Degeneracy 
of  the  Animal  Spirits  from  their 
own  Spirituous  ialine  Nature,  in¬ 
to  an  acid,  like  the  Spit  it  of  Vi¬ 
triol,  Box-tree,  Oak,  <&c  Alfo 
5tis  call’d  black  Choler,  or  black 
Blood,Aduft,andSalinofulpI  ureous. 

Melanofmega,  black  Soap. 

Melanthium,  is  the  lame  with 
Nigella, 

Melanteria ,  is  a  Juice  found  in 
Metals  of  a  black  colour  ;  altho* 
(’when  dry'dj  it  often  turns  to  an 
•  .  ,  Afh« 
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Afh-colour  5  ’tis  very  aftringent, 
but  hath  a  cauftick  quality,  as 
Mify.  Some  call  it  Metallick  Ink, 
and  ’tis  otherwife  call’d  Taylors- 
Chalk,  and  Taylors-Ink. 

Melanthel&on,  is  Oil  expreft 
from  black  Cummin. 

Melds  j  fee  in  Alphas. 

Mele  ;  fee  Mela. 

Meleagris ,  is  Fritillaria .  See 
Fritillaria . 

Melt  a,  is  Frdx'mus. 

Meliceris,  a  Tumor  Ihut  up 
within  a  Tuntck,  proceeding  from 
Matter  like  Honey,  without  Pain  ; 
round  yielding  if  preft,  but  quick¬ 
ly  returning  again.  It  fee  ms  to 
proceed  from  Lymphatick  Parti¬ 
cles,  which  do  not  circulate  right, 
and  which  (when  the  moifture  is 
evaporated,)  leave  a  Honeyifh  kind 
of  fubftance,  as  it  happens  like- 
wife  in  a  Steatoma ,  and  an  Athe¬ 
roma. 

Melicratum,  Hydromel ,  or  Mul- 
fum,  a  Drink  made  of  one  part 
Honey,  and  eight  parts  Rain-wa¬ 
ter  5  Mead,  Metheglin. 

Meligeion ,  an  almofl;  obfolete 
Word,  lignifying  a  Sulphureous 
fpreading  fweliing,  attended  with 
a  Putrefaction  of  the  Bones. 

Mdilotus,  a  kind  of  fweet-fcent- 
ed  Trefoil ,  call’d  alfo  Sertula  Cam- 
p>ana ,  Melilot ;  it  digefts,  molli¬ 
fies,  and  eafes  Pain  ;  for  which 
purpofe  ’tis  commonly  ufed  in 
Plaijlers  and  Cataplafms. 

Melipbyllum ,  is  Melijfa. 

Melijfa,  Baulm,  ’tis  reckon’d 
among  the  cordial  Herbs,  it  re¬ 
moves  Melancholy,  and  chears  the 
Heart  ;  'tis  much  commended  for 
fainting  and  beating  of  the  Heart, 
for  the  PaTy,  the  Falling-ficknefs, 
and  for  other  cold  Difeafes  of  the 
Brain. 

Mel'tjfophylhm,  or  Meliphyllunh 
li  the  fame  with  Melijfa . 
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Melitema ,  a  fort  of  Cake,  work'd 
up  with  Honey  and  Medicines. 

Melo,  a  Melon,  ’tis  cold  and 
moift,  and  apt  to  putrify  in  the 
Stomach,  and  to  occafion  Fevers 
and  Gripes  ;  the  Seed  is  one  of 
the  great  cold  Seeds. 

MelccachiSy  is  Melocurduus. 

Melocarduus ,  Melocattos,  Bo- 
mum  Spinofnm ,  Opontiatnm ,  Echi- 
nomelocaflos,  is  an  exotick  Plant, 
like  a  Melon. 

Melocarpus ,  is  the  Fruit  of  Birth- 
wort. 

Melopepon ,  a  fort  of  Gourd,  or 
middle  thing  betwixt  a  Melon  and 
a  Pompion. 

Melo/is,  is  fearching  with  a 
Probe. 

Melctis ,  the  fame  with  Mela* 
but  lefler. 

Membrana,  a  nervous,  fibrous, 
broad,  plain,  white,  dilatable  fiib- 
fhnce,  which  covers  the  Bowels, 
the  great  Cavities  of  the  Body, 
the  Mufcles,  <&e.  and  is  endow’d 
with  an  exquilite  Senfe. 

Membrana  Adipofa ,  the  fit  Mem¬ 
brane  that  comes  round  the  Kid¬ 
neys. 

Membrana  Carnofa,  the  fame 
with  Panniculus  Carnofus . 

Membrana  Urinaria ,  the  fame 
with  Allantoides. 

Membranofus  Mufculus,  or  Fa- 
fcialis  Latus,  and  Pafcia  Fata ;  it 
moves  the  Tibia. 

Membrum,  a  Member,  anorga- 
nical  body,  made  up  of  feveral  fimi- 
lar  parts,  defign’d  for  the  perfor¬ 
mance  of  voluntary  ACfions. 

Memoria ,  Memory,  the  Reten¬ 
tion  of  Marks  of  Footfteps  impreft 
in  feveral  places  in  the  barky  Sub- 
ftance  or  folding  Fibres  of  the  Brain, 
by  the  motion  of  Objects.  Memo¬ 
ry  refides  in  the  fubftance  of  the 
Brain  call’d  Corticalis,  like  Bark. 
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Mendoja  Sutura,  or  Scpuammea, 
afcaly  Connexion  of  Bones,  as  may 
be  feen  in  the  Bone  of  the  Temples, 
and  the  Bone  of  the  forepart  of  the 
Head ;  fee  Lepidoidos  Sutura. 

Meningopylax ,  that  which  pre- 
fervesthe  Metiinx  or  Membrane  of 
the  Head,  as  thin  Gold  or  Silver 
Plates,  which  areapply’d  when  the 
Scull  is  open’d.

Menfa,  the  broader  part  of  the 
T eeth,  call’d  Grinders ,  which  che  w 
or  mince  the  Meat. 

Menfes,  the  Courfes,  or  Excre¬ 
tions  of  Blood  every  Month  from 
the  Womb,  and  not  from  its  Neck 
or  Paflage  call’d  Vagina.  Thecaufe 
thereof  confifts  in  a  fermentative 
matter  generated  in  the  Subftance 
of  the  W  omb,  or  a  Seminal  matter 
infufed  into  the  Blood  from  the  Tef 
tides ,  or  Ovaria  in  a  Woman; 
which  being  mix’d  with  the  Map 
of  the  Blood ,  ferments  it  into  fuch 
a  motion,  that  *tis  forc’d  to  dif- 
chargeitfelf  every  Month-  They 
begin  ufually  when  Young  Maids 
grow  ripe,  at  Twelve  or  Fourteen, 
but  ceafe  naturally  in  Women  with 
Child,  pad  Children,  and  thofe  that 
give  fuck  They  are  mention’d 
under  divers  other  Names,  a sMen* 
fir  hum,  Vrojlavium  mulir,  u  n,  Lu- 
nare  virus ,  by  Ovid ;  Profiuvium 
gin’’ tale,  by  Pliny 

Mcnfis  Chymicus,  or  phjlo fo phi cusy 
confifts  of  forty  Days,  becaufe  chy- 
micaldigeftions  appear  to  be  moft 
kindlymadein  thatfpaceof  time. 

Menftrua  Alba ;  Pee  Fluor  Alb  us. 

Menjlruum  Mul.erum ;  fee  Men- 
fes. 

Menjlruum,  that  which  is  to  be 
diftii’d,  or  a  Liquor  that  corrodes 
Metals  and  diffolves  Stones,  as  Vi¬ 
negar,  Aquafortis,  Spirit  of  Wine, 
&c.  It  may  be  taken  alfo  for  the 


diftillation.  A  Menjlruum  or  dif- 
iolving  Liquor. 

Men  fur  a,  or  Meafure,  is  a  cer¬ 
tain  determinated  quantity,  relating 
both  to  dry  and  Liquid  Matters. 

Mentagra,  a  fort  of  w. Id  Tetter 
or  Ringworm,  which  was  not 
known  in  Claudius's  days. 

Mentalis ,  is  a  kind  of  Mufcle  that 
is  plainly  membranous,  and  inferted 
from  the  middle  of  the  Chin  to  the 
lower  Lip,  according  to  Bidloo. 

Mentha,  Mint  5  it  ftrengtbens 
the  Stomach,  taketh  off  Crudities 
and  the  Hickup,  flops  Vomiting, 
and  expels  Wind.  Two  ounces  of 
the  Water  drank,  flops  Vomiting  ; 
outwardfy  appiy’d,  it  takes  off  the 
hardnefs  of  the  Breails,  diffolves 
curdl’d  Milk,  and  prevents  the 
breeding  of  it ;  the  diftil’d  Water 
cures  the  Gripes  in  Children ;  the 
very  fmell  of  it  flrengthens  the 
Brain,  and  preferves  the  Memory. 

Menthajlrum,  a  fort  of  M  nt, 
wild-mint,  or  cat-mint. 

Mentula,  the  fame  with  Penis  or 
Clitoris. 

Mentulagra ,  is  a  Difeafe  of  the 
Virile  Member  of  generation,  when 
the  Mufcles  and  Nerves  erecting 
that  Member  are  either  convuls’d  or 
contradfed,  fo  that  the  Patients  are 
properly  call’d  Spadones ,  cramp’d. 

Mentum,  the  Chin. 

Mercurius,  call’d  alfo  Hermesy 
and  Quicklilver.  This  Name  is 
given  by  Chymifis  to  all  Liquids 
that  will  not  take  fire,  whether  fpi- 
rituous,  acid,  or  aqueous.  Some 
take  it  for  the  Spirit  drawn  from 
Plants  or  Animals,  or  for  any  a- 
cid  Liquor  prepar’d  by  Chymiftryj 
but  the  proper  ufe  of  the  word  is 
for  running  quick-filver. 

Mercurialia,  all  things  that  are 
prepar’d  withQuickfilver. 

Mer* 
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Merc urialis,  a  Herb  fo  call’d. 

Merobalineum,  a  fort  of  Semi- 
cupium,  adapted  for  the  bathing 
of  one  or  rnorePartsof  the  Body. 

Mefar&um,  the  fame  with  Me- 
fenterium ,  whence  its  Vejfels  are 
call’d  as  well  mefaraick  as  mefen- 
terick .  See  Mefenterium. 

Mefaraica  Vafa ;  fee  under  Mefa- 
rstum. 

Mefenteria  Vajhj  fee  Mefara- 
um. 

Mefenterium ,  the  Membrane  of 
the  Peritoneum  double,  enrich’d 
with  Glandules,  Arteries,  Nerves, 
Veins,  chyliferous  andlymphatick 
Veffels ;  ’tis  in  the  middle  of  the 
Abdomen,  and  contains  the  Inte- 
fiines  in  a  wonderful  manner  3  it 
hath  a  great  Glandule  in  the  middle, 
call'd  Pancreas  Afelhi,  about  which 
are  feveral  other  lefler  Glandules,  to 
which  the  milky  Veffels  of  the  hrft 
rank  tend  from  the  Inteftines  and 
lymphatick  Veffels,  the  Liver,  and 
other  Parts.  From  thefe  Glandu¬ 
les  again  the  milky  Veffels  of  thefe- 
cond  rank  afcend  to  the  Veffel  that 
carries  the  Mafs  of  Chyle,  and  dif- 
charge  themfelves  into  it.  The  Me* 
fentery. 

Meferaum ;  fee  Mefenterium. 

Mejocolon ,  that  part  of  the  Me- 
fentery  which  is  continued  to  the 
great  Guts. 

Mefogloffum,  the  fame  with  Ge- 
nioglojfum, 

Mefomphalton,  Umbilicus ,  the 
Navel. 

Mefonuclium,  the  middle  of  the 
Night. 

Mefoppleurii,  the  Intercoms!  Muf- 
cles,  twenty-two  on  each  fide;  ele¬ 
ven  external,  and  as  many  internal. 
See  Inter ccflttles  Mufculi. 

Mefopotamenon ,  is  a  kind  of  Oint- 
ment  call’d  Oenautharius,  prepar’d 
of  White- wine  and  white  Lilly- 
flowers. 


Mfpilus ,  the  Medlar- Tree,  Med¬ 
lars;  the  bed  are  the  biggeft,  which 
have  Pulp  enough,  and  little  Stones, 
let  ’em  be  well  ripen’d  or  mellow’d 
in  Hay,  or  elfe  hungup  in  the  Air. 
They  are  pleafant  to  theTsfte,  com¬ 
fort  the  Stomack  and  Belly,  miti¬ 
gate  the  heat  of  the  Stomach  ve¬ 
ry  much,  flop  Fluxes  and  Vomit¬ 
ing,  and  provoke  Urine.  The 
Stones  beat  to  powder,  and  drank 
in  White- wine  expel  the  Gravel. 
There  are  a  fort  of  Medlars  without 
Stones  which  being  grafted  on  2 
Quince-tree,  come  to  be  of  a  nota¬ 
ble  bignefs,  and  have  a  pleafant 
tafte. 

Metabafis,  the  paffingfrom  one 
Indication  to  3nother,and  from  one 
Remedy  to  another. 

Metabole,  a  change  of  Time,  Air, 
or  Difeafes. 

Metacarpus  Sc  Metacarpium9  the 
Back  of  the  Hand,  made  of  four 
oblong  little  Bones  which  expand 
the  Palm  of  the  Hand,  and  are  call’d 
Pojl-Bracbialia. 

Metachorefis ,  fignifies  a  Seceffi- 
on,  or  change  of  the  morbid  mat¬ 
ter  into  another  place,  and  is  the 
fame  with  Metaflafis . 

Metacondyli,  the  utmod  Bones 
of  the  Fingers  next  to  the  Nails ;  the 
middleman  and  firdare  called  Pro- 
condyli . 

Metalepticus ,  this  is  laid  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  motion,  otherwife  called 
tranflative,  of  the  mufcles. 

Metallum,  Metal,  a  folid  rigid 
Subftance  found  in  Mountains  and 
fubterraneous  Cavities.  Thefevera! 
forts  of  ’em  are  comprehended  in 
this  Verfe; 

Sol,  Mars ,  Luna,  Venus,  Saturws, 

Jupiter ,  Hermes. 

Gold  is  the  mod  folid  Metal,  the 
1  Tin&urs 
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Tindture  whereof  is  highly  extol’d 
by  the  chy  mills.  Hermes  or  Mer¬ 
cury  is  reckon’d  by  fome  among 
the  Metals,  but  all  Metals  being 
malleable,  it  can  at  the  bell  be  ac¬ 
counted  but  an  imperfect  Metal. 

M  tallurgus ,  or  Metallicus,  one 
who  fearcheih  after  Metals  as  the 
Chymifts, 

Metallurgist,  is  that  part  of  chy- 
miftry  whereby  Metals  are  fearcb’d 
afcer,  and  brought  out  of  the  Mines, 
and  purified  for  human  ufes. 

Metapedium,  the  fame  in  the 
Foot  that  Metacarpus  is  in  the 
Hand. 

Metaphrenum ,  the  part  of  the 
Back  which  comes  after  the  Dia¬ 
phragm. , 

Metaporopoeia  or  Metaporop&ejis , 
is  a  change  of  theminutelt  Palfages 
of  the  Body,  from  a  preternatural 
ffate  to  a  natural  one,  and  is  the 
fame  with  Mtafyacrifis\  from 
whence  that  Cure'  is  term’d  fo 
which  is  exhibited  in  inveterate  Ca¬ 
fes  when  no  other  means  will  do, 

Metaptojis,  the  degenerating  of 
one  Difeafe  into  another,  as  of  a 
Quartan  Ague  into  a  Tertian  ;  or 
on  the  contrary,  of  an  Apoplexy 
into  a  Palfy,  &c. 

Metaflafisy  when  a  Difeafe  goes 
from  one  Part  to  another,  which 
often  happens  to  Apopledtick  Peo¬ 
ple,  when  the  Matter  that  affedts 
the  Brain  is  tranflated  to  the  Nerves. 

M  tafyncrifis ,  the  Operation  of 
a  Medicine  externally  apply’d, 
which  fetcheth  out  the  Humours 
from  their  clofefl  Receffes. 

M  tatar/us,  the  five  little  Bones 
of  the  Foot,  connected  to  the  Bones  jj 
ofthe  firflpart  of  the  Foot,  which 
imme  lately  fucceeds  the  Le 

M  thed  ea  M  dicina,  that  which 
w:s  invented  by  Thcm'/cn  Laodi - 
seuf,  and  improv'd  by  Jheffa'.us 


Trallianus ,  whofaid,  that  the  Art 
might  be  learnt  in  fix  months  time. 

Methodiciy  were  thofe  that  en¬ 
deavour'd  to  reduce  Medicine  by  a 
certain  method  into  a  molt  com¬ 
pendious  Syftem. 

Methodus ,  a  part  of  Phy.fick, 
wherein  Remedies  are  found  out  by 
Indications,  for  reftoring  Health. 

Metopium  $  fee  Galbanum. 

Metopum,  the  Forehead. 

M.etrenchytes}  is  an  inftrument 
or  Syringe  wherewith  Liquors  are 
injedted  into  the  Womb.  The 
Syphon  is  call’d  a  Womb.  A  Sy¬ 
ringe \ 

Metretes,  a  Meafure  containing 
108  Pints  (fome  fay  no)  and  of 
Oil  105. 

Metroproptojis,  procidentia,  or 
Pr  lapfus  U:eri,  a  bearing-down  of 
the  Womb. 

Meum,  Spignel,  or  Fcenicu/um 
Vorcinum ;  ’tis  one  of  the  Ingredi¬ 
ents  of  Venice-Treacle  and  Mithri- 
date ,  and  blofloms  in  June  and 
July*  Wild  Dill.  It  expels  Wind, 
forceth  Urine  and  theCouries,  and 
is  ufed  for  Mother-fits,  for  the 
Gripes,  Catarrhs,  and  to  help  Ex- 
pedforation.  ’Tis  an  Ingredient  in 
feveral  Compofitions,  in  Treacle, 
and  many  others,  but  notwith- 
ftanding  that,  it  caufeth  the  Head- 
ach. 

Mezcraum,  or  Cham&l&a ,  a 
Shrub  of  the  Kind  of  the  Laureo - 
la  j  fome  call  it  Pepper  of  the 
Mount,  and  Mezenon.  ’Tis  very 
hot  and  acrid  j  being  chew’d  in 
the  Mouth',  it  burns  the  Jaws  and 
Throat,  but  it  purges  Choler 
flrongly,  being  corredted  by  infil¬ 
ling  it  24  Hours  in  Vinegar. 
Some  corredt  it  by  infilling  it  in 
Wine,  and  drying  it  again  ;  but 
the  Leaves,  Bark,  or  Berries,  how- 
foever  they  are  prepar’d  and  cor- 

redted. 
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reflect,  are  feldom  us’d,  by  reafon 
of  their  malignity  ;  nor  indeed 
ought  they  to  be  fo,  except  in 
del’perate  Cafes,  or  for  want  of 
fafer  Medicines. 

Miafma,  a  contagious  Infeftion 
in  the  Blood  and  Spirits,  as  in  the 
Plague  and  Scurvy. 

Micleta,  a  Medicine  to  flop 
Blood. 

Microcofmus,  Man  is  fo  call’d  as 
being  a  Little  World,  or  a  Com¬ 
pendium  of  the  greater. 

Micrcphthalmus,  one  who  hath 
little  Eyes  from  his  birth. 

MicrofpbyBos,  one  whofe  Pulfe 
is  fmall  or  weak. 

MiBio,  or  Miclus,  iignifies  an 
Excretion  of  Urine. 

Migma ,  a  mixture  of  divers 
Simples. 

Migratta,  the  fame  with  Hemi- 
cranta  ;  a  Pain  fometimes  on  the 
right,  fometimes  on  the  left  fide 
of  the  Head. 

Mdiaris  Herpes  $  fee  Herpes . 

Militarise  Stratiotes,  Aleopalu- 
flris ,  Sedum  aquatile ,  &  Ai&oon 
Paluftre ,  Water-Houfleek  ;  it 
ftanches  Blood. 

Milium,  Millet. 

Milium  Solis-,  fee  Lithcfpermon. 

Millefolium,  Milfoil  ;  it  flops 
Blood,  is  ufed  for  bleeding  at  the 
Nofe,  and  for  all  Fluxes ;  ’tis  out¬ 
wardly  apply’d  for  Haemorrhages, 
and  for  the  Head-ach,  as  alfo  to 
heal  Wounds  and  Ruptures. 

Millepedes ,  Flog-Lice. 

Mina ,  or  Mr/a,  fixteen  Ounces, 
according  to  the  Athenian  weight, 
but  the  Roman  was  only  twelve 
Ounces  and  an  half,  and  that  of 
Alexandria  twenty  Ounces. 

Miner# ,  an  Earth  or  Matter 
whereof  Minerals,  and  efpecially 
Metals  are  made  ;  as  Mines  of  Gold, 
Silver,  Copper  and  Tin, 


Mineralia ,  thole  things  which 
are  neither  Vegetables  nor  Ani¬ 
mals,  as  the  iix  perfefl  Metals* 
Gold,  Silver,  Tin,  Copper,  Iron, 
Lead  ;  and  the  imperfed:  Metals, 
call’d  more  efpecially  Minerals,  as 
Antimony,  native  Cinnabar,  Sul¬ 
phur,  Marcafite,  Lead,  Chalk,  Or¬ 
pine,  Quickfilver,  Bole,  and  forts 
of  Stones,  and  the  like.  To  thefe 
are  added  Salt-pefre,  Sal  Gemmae, 
Sea-falt,  Alum,  a  fort  of  Vitriol, 
Borax,  &c.  but  thefe  are  mix'd 
Salts,  compounded  of  an  Alcali 
and  an  Acid,  together  with  acute 
Particles  of  Minerals .  Some  will 
add  to  this  alfo  Amber ,  which 
however  feems  to  be  rather  the 
Gum  of  a  Tree,  and  the  Coral , 
which  is  a  Submarine  Vegetable. 

Minuta,  a  kind  of  an  acute 
fainting  Fever  that  hurries  on  the 
I  Pulfe,  takes  away  the  ftrength  in 
one  or  two  Paroxyfms,  fo  that 
they  fcarce  hold  it  to  the  fourth 
Day. 

Mirabilis  Peruviana ,  the  lame 
with  Solanum  Odoriferum. 

Mir  etch,  a  Difeafe  fo  call’d,  or 
a  Pain  of  the  Guts,  which  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  acute  pungent  Hu* 
mours,  or  from  an  Apofcem  of 
the  Mefentery. 

Mifadir,  the  volatile  Salt  of 
Sal-Armoniack. 

Mifatnar,  a  white  round  Node 
or  Corn  in  the  Foot,  proceeding 
from  a  Bruife  or  hard  Exercife  ; 
likewife  an  Eryfipelas,  Infiama- 
tion,  fype. 

Mijce,  is  in  Prefcriptions  ex- 
preft  by  an  M,  fignifying  a  mix- 
i  ture  of  two  or  more  Medicines  or 
Ingredients. 

Miferere  mei,  or  Chordapfus ,  a 
moft  vehement  Pain  in  the  Guts, 
proceeding  from  an  Inflamation 
of  ’em,  or  Involution,  and  the 

Peri- 
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Periftaltick  Motion  invers’d  5 
whence  the  Excrements  are  dif- 
charg’d  by  the  Mouth.  JTis  alio 
call’d  Volvulus ,  and  lliaca  PaJJio. 

M'tfiio ,  the  fame  with  Mix¬ 
ture. 

Mify,  a  Mineral,  or  rather  an 
E&lorefcence  of  the  Chalcites,  of  a 
golden  colour. 

j Mnella,  a  Swathe,  which  holds 
up  the  Arm  when  ’tis  either  hurt 
or  wounded. 

Mithridatium,  a  Medicine,  of 
the  confidence  of  an  EleCfuary, 
compounded  by  King  Mithri- 
dates,  and  formerly  efteem’d  a 
great  Antidote,  but  is  now  out  of 
date.  Mithridate. 

Morales  ValvuU  j  fee  Epifco- 

the  Flefh  or  Pulp  of  a 
Quince  boil’d  up  with  Sugar  to  a 
thick  confidence.  See  Mar  me- 
lata . 

Mixtura,  Mijlura,  Mixtio,  Mt- 
ft'o,  Crama ,  Croma,  and  Chrama , 
a  folid  or  liquid  Subdance  mix’d 
together  of  feveral  Medicines.  In¬ 
deed  mixtures  are  very  different, 
according  to  the  fcope  of  the 
Phyfician  5  they  are  taken  efpeci- 
ally  in  Drops  or  Spoonfuls,  and 
fometimes  in  Draughts,  and  are 
made  either  of  Liquors  only,  (fuch 
as  are  didill’d  Waters,  Sp  rit  and 
Oil  any  way  mingled  together,  as 
Waters  with  Waters,  Oil  with  Oil, 
Waters  with  Spirits,  &c.)  or  of 
Liquors  with  convenient  Syrups, 
Powders,  Confections,  Opiates,  all 
of  ’em  together,  or  oniy  fome. 
A  mixture. 

Mneme ,  a  fort  of  Cephalick 
Balfam,  defcrib’d  by  Schroder. 

Mnemecephalicus ,  a  kind  of  di- 
ftil’d  Balfam,  which,  for  the  won¬ 
derful  Vertue  attributed  to  it,  of 
prefer ving  the  Memory  always 


perfeCt,  Charles  Duke  of  Burgundy 
gave  ten  thoufand  Florins  for,  to 
an  Englifh  Phyfician.  'Tis  de¬ 
fcrib’d  by  Sennertus  and  Schroder , 
who  have  given  it  this  Name. 

Mia-,  fee  Mina. 

Mochlia ,  thereditution  of  Bones 
that  were  difiocated,  or  out  of 
joint. 

Modiolus ,  Trepanum ,  or  Ana- 
baptijlon ,  an  Indrument  which  is 
ufed  in  profound  Corruptions, 
Contufions,  Cuts,  and  FraCtures 
of  the  Bone,  not  to  be  apply’d, 
unlefs,  1 ft,  the  Chips  and  Pro¬ 
minences  of  the  Bones  do  prick  $ 
idly,  when  the  upper  Table  is  en¬ 
tire,  but  depred,  and  the  lower 
broken  j  ^dly,  when  the  extrava- 
fated  Blood  would  choak  a  Man 
with  Corruption.  The  manner 
of  perforating  is  thus:  When  the 
Hairs  are  {haven  off,  the  Skin  is 
to  le  cut  to  the  Pericranium,  a- 
. voiding  as  prudently  as  may  be 
the  Mu/cles  of  the  Temples  and  the 
Sutures  ;  and  for  this  time  the 
Wound  is  to  be  bound  up,  un’efs 
there  be  fo  little  Blood  fpilt  that 
the  Pericranium  may  at  the  fame 
time  be  pull’d  off  from  the  Scull  ; 
then  after  a  few  hours  you  may 
dop  the  Ears  of  the  Patient,  and 
take  one  of  thefe  Indruments  cali- 
1  ed  a  Male  Modiolus,  whole  Point 
is  to  be  fix’d  in  the  Scull,  but  fo 
far  off  theFraCfure  that  it  touch  it 
not  (much  lefs  the  Suture)  with 
its  Teeth  $  tho’  fome  never  avoid 
the  Sutures,  and  affure  us  that 
they  have  perforated  them  as  fuc- 
cefsfuliy  as  any  other  Part  then 
hold  the  Indrument  fad  witji 
your  left  Hand,  and  turn  it  round 
with  the  right,  til]  you  have  cut 
out  a  pretty  deep  Circle  j  after 
this,  take  a  female  Modiolus  (which 
has  no  point  in  the  middle) 
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and  turn  it  round  as  before.  In 
the  mean  time  take  away  the  Duft 
that  proceeds  from  the  Perforation, 
and  mofflen  the  Inftrument  in 
Oil  and  Water  to  make  it  cool  and 
flippery.  The  Blood  that  appears 
will  (hew  that  yon  are  now  gone 
as  deep  as  the  focond  Table,  i.  e. 
beyond  the  Scull,  to  the  Meninx, 
and  then  you  muft  prefs  very 
gently,  left  the  Membrane  of  the 
Brain  be  unadvifodly  hurt.  When 
the  Bone  begins  to  wag,  put  fome- 
thing  in  betwixt  the  tides  of  the 
Wound,  loofen  if,  and  take  it  out 
with  a  pair  of  Chirurgeon’s  Pin¬ 
cers.

Mo  la,  Patella  or  Rotula,  around 
and  broad  Bone  at  the  jointing  of  the 
Thigh  and  Leg,  where  the  Knee, 
excepting  this  Bone,  is  begirt  with 
a  membranous  Ligament 

MolaCarnea,  affofhy  and  fome- 
timesafpongy  Subftance,  without 
Bones  or  Bowels  ;  Ms  often  black 
like  concreted  Blood,  and  fome- 
times  extreamhard,  preternaturaliy 
brought  into  the  World  intlead  of  a 
Feet  us. 

Molar es,  or  Maxillares  Dentes :

Molhentia  ;  lee  EmoWentia . 

Mcllugo ,  a  fort  of  Aparine. 

Molopes ,  Vibices ,  Fnchymoma , 
Sugillat tones,  all  fignifie  the  fame 
thing,  i.  e .  red  Spots,  like  thofe 
which  remain  in  the  Skin  after 
beating,  in  malignant  and  peftilenti- 
al  Fevers.  Set  Enchymoma. 

Moly ,  a  fort  of  Garlickj  aname 
famous  among  the  Ancients;  the 
Root  being  held  as  lacred,  or  fatal 
to  dig  up  }  and  only  lawful  for  the 
Gods. 
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IMolybd&na,  Native  and  Facti¬ 
ous  j  the  Native  is  only  a  mixture 
of  the  Lead  and  Silver  Mine;  the 
Fadfitious  is  a  fort  of  Litharge. 
Moly  nf is,  the  fame  as  Miafma. 
Monoceros ,  the  lame  with  XJnU 
cornu,  and  fignihes  the  Rhinoceros, 
I  or  Unicorn 

Monocolum ,  the  Gut  C&cum.

Mans  Veneris,  the  upper  part  of 
a  Woman's  Secrets,  fomething 
higher  than  the  reil.  The  Moun¬ 
tain  of  Venus. 

Monfir um ,  a  Mon  Be r,  is  a  Foetus 
with  a  double  Head,  without  any 
Hands,  Feet,  ‘ 

Mora  Bacci ;  fee  Rubus. 
MoraBatij  fee  Rubus. 

Mora  Vac  ini  a ;  foe  Rubus . 

Mora  Vaccinia  $  fee  Rubus. 
Morbilli ,  the  Meafl.es,  red  Spots 
which  proceed  from  an  Aerial 
Contagion  in  the  Blood ;  they  nei¬ 
ther  fwell  nor  fuppurate,  and  differ 
only  in  Degree  from  the  Small¬ 
pox. 

Morbus,  a  Difoafe,  fuch  a  Bate 
of  Body  as  renders  one  unapt  for 
the  due  performance  of  our  AC- 
ons,-  or  Ms  an  ill  Conftitirtion  in  a 
Man  which  hurts  any  of  the  Facul¬ 
ties,  according  to  Sylvius  de  le  Eos. 
Difeafes  are  twofold,  either  from 
an  ill  Conformation  or  an  Indifpoji- 
tion:  Anil!  Conformation  is  fox  fold, 
for  it  confifts  in  Number,  Magni- 
tude,  Figure,  Cavity,  Surface,  and 
Situation,  indifpofotion  is  either 
occult  or  man  ffil  ihe  occult  is  poi- 
fonous,  contagious,  and  peftilenti- 
al;  the  mamfefi  is  either  Ample,  as 
hot,  cold,  moift,  dry,  ffic-  or 
compound,  when  more  Qualities 
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than  one  are  peccant  at  once,  as 
cold  and  moift,  hot  and  moift,and 
the  like.  There’s  a  Difeafe  by  Idio- 
pathia  peculiar  to  ones  felt,  by  Troto- 
patbia,  when  one  has  it  firfl  by 
Deuteropatbia >  at  fecondhand,  and 
by  Sympathy.  A Ifo  Difeafes  are 
Ample  or  compound,  gentle  or  ma¬ 
lignant,  fhort,  long,  acute,  conti¬ 
nued,  intermittent,  hereditary,  na¬ 
tive,  pituitous,  bilious,  melancho¬ 
ly,  Summer,  Winter.,  Autumnal, 
Epidemick,  &c. 

Morbus  Gallicus  ;  fee  Lues  Ve¬ 
nerea,

Morbus  Regius ,  the  fame  with 
Ifierus. 

Moretum ,  a  fort  of  Drink  that 
the  German  Women  ufe  much 
when  they  think  they  have  con¬ 
ceiv'd,  for  they  are  firmly  per- 
fwaded  that  it  fpoils  a  falfe  Concep¬ 
tion,  and  ftrengthens  a  true  one. 
3Tis  fo  call’d  from  the  Mulberries 
they  put  in  it. 

Moria ,  Dulnefs,  Folly,  or  Stu¬ 
pidity,  is  a  defedtof  Judgment  and 
Underftanding,  and  proceedeth 
chiefly  from  want  of  Imaginati¬ 
on  and  Memory. 

Morofis ,  <  the  fame  with  Moria. 

Morpb&a,  the  fame  as  Mpbus. 

Morfelli ,  the  f2 me  with - 

Morfuli ,  Morfelli ,  Tab  ell  a  ;  they 
are  Medicines  of  afquare  figure  for 
the  moft  part,  made  of  Powders, 
fac.  mix’d  with  Sugar  diflolv’d, 
and  poured  on  a  wooden,  ftone, 
or  brazen  Table,  to  be  confoli'dated. 
Morfels ,  Tablets ,  or  Lozenges* 

Morfus  Cants  rabidi ,  the  fame  as 
Cynanthropia. 

Morfus  Diaboliy  the  fame  with 
Qrnamentum  Foliatum ,  Devils-bit. 

Morfus  G  allin  A}  Chickweed,Hen- 
bit. 


Morfus  Ran Ay  a  leffer  fort  of 
Water-lilly. 

Mortariola ,  or  Caverna,  are  the 
Caverns  or  fockets  wherein  the 
Teeth  are  lodg'd. 

Mortarium-.  a  Mortar,  made  ei¬ 
ther  of  Marble,  Brafs,  Iron,  Wood, 
or  Glafs. 

Mortificatio,  or  Sphacelus,  a 
Mortification  j  being  the  extinction 
of  the  native  Heat,  and  privation 
of  Senfe,  not  only  in  the  Skin,  Fiefb, 
Nerves,and  Arteries,  but  even  in  the 
very  Bones.  ’Tis  diftinguifh'd  from 
a  Gangrene  by  the  total  Corrup¬ 
tion  and  Stink,  it  being  alfo  infen- 
fible  both  of  the  Knife  and  Fire. 
In  drefling  of  Mortifications  the 
Chirurgeon  ought  to  confider  well 
the  application  of  Medicines,  that 
he  does  not  in  the  extinguifhing  one 
Gangrene  raife  another,  by  the  too 
long  ufe  of  (harp  Medicaments* 
therefore  when  he  feels  the  Ulcer 
warm,  andfindeth  i  t  to  ceafe  gleet- 
ing,  he  ought  to  forbear  the  ufe  of 
them,  and  to  drefs  it  with  warm 
Dige fives ,  as  Bafilicon,  Oil  of  Tur¬ 
pentine  hot,  and  the  like. 

Morum ,  the  fame  with  Pladaro- 
fits  or  Thymus. 

Morusy  the  Mulberry-tree*  the 
Leaves  are  much  ufed  in  Italy ,  S  ci¬ 
ty,  Spain ,  and  France,  to  nourifh 
Silk-worms.  The  Fruit  of  the 
black  Mulberry,  before  *tis  ripe, 
cools,  drys,  is  very  aftringent,  and 
therefore  proper  for  a  Loofenefs, 
the  Bloody-flux,  the  Flux  of  the 
Courfes,  and  for  fpitting  of  Blood  * 
'tis  likewife  good  for  Ioflamations, 
and  ulcers  in  the  Mouth  or  Throat: 
When  it  is  ripe  itloofens  the  Bellys 
quericheth  Thirft,  and  excites  Ap¬ 
petite.  The  Syrup  of  it  is  much 
ufed  for  Gargarifms,  as  is  alfo  Ho¬ 
ney  of  it.  The  Fruit  are  windy, 
and  caufe  Pains  in  the  Stomach,  and 
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are  foon  corrupted  i  being  waft'd 
in  Wine,  they  become  lefs  hurtful. 
Thofe  that  eat  fowre  Mulberries 
mull  eat  with  ’em  a  little  Sugar, 
but  in  hot  Weather  they  agree 
with  young  Men,  efpecially  if  fan- 
guine  and  cholerick,  and  with  o- 
ther  People,  provided  their  Sto¬ 
machs  are  clean,  and  free  from  ill 
Humours. 

Mofchat*  Nux ,  a  Nutmeg,  ’tis 
alfo  call’d  Nux  aromatic* ,  Mofcho- 
caryon ,  Mofchocar/dion ,  Nux  myri- 
flic  a,  or  Unguent  art*  ;  the  Male  is 
oblong,  and  the  Female  round  ;  it 
comes  from  the  JEafl  Indies,  and 
Mace  grows  round  it  *.  The  Tree 
grows  in  the  I  (land  Banda,  lituate 
near  the  Equator  ;  ’tis  about  the 
bignefs  of  a  Pear-tree,  its  Leaves 
not  unlike  the  Peach-tree,  but 
fomewhat  fhortef,  rounder  and 
broader  j  The  Fruit  alfo  refem- 
bles  a  Peach,  whofe  exteriour 
Rhind,  when  come  to  full  matu¬ 
rity,  fplits  like  the  green  Shell  of 
our  Walnuts,  and  is  eaten  by  the 
Inhabitants ;  after  this  comes  the 
Mace,  confifting  of  many  reddift 
Leaves  ;  thefe  grow  over  another 
hard  Rhind,  in  which  is  enclofed 
the  Nutmeg.  I  keep  one  by.  me 
entire,  with  the  exterior  Rhind 
about  it :  ’Tis  fomewhat  aftrin- 
gent,  ftomachick*  cephalick,  and 
uterine ;  it  difculfes  Wind,  helps 
Conco&ion,  mendeth  a  {linking 
Breath,  prevents  Fainting,  doth 
good  in  the  Palpitation  of  the 
Heart,  lefiens  the  Spleen,  ftop- 
peth  a  Loofenefs  and  Vomiting^ 
provokes  Urine,  and  quickeneth 
the  Sight.  Nutmeg  is  of  great  ufe 
fin  the  Bloody  and  other  Fluxes, 
for  it  hath  all  the  Vertues  necef* 
fary  for  a  Remedy  fitted  to  thefe 
Difeafes  j  the  Oily  Subftance  of 
it  defends  the  Guts  from  ftarp 


Humours,  eafing  the  Pain  j  the 
Aromatick  Quality  confifling  in 
the  Airy  Spirit,  penetrates  the 
noble  Parts,  and  comforts  ’em  ; 
the  Eaithy  Part  binds,  drys  up 
Ulcer s>  and  cicatrizes  ’em.  Gan¬ 
dy ’d  Nutmegs  are  ufed  in  all  cold 
Difeafes  of  the  Head,  for  a  Palfy 
and  other  Difeafes  of  the  Nerves 
and  Womb  5  befides,  they  are  rec¬ 
kon’d  Cordial.  It  has  been  found 
by  Experience,  that  the  frequent 
and  exceffive  ufe  of  the  Nuts  oc- 
cafion  fleepinefs,  for  they  are  ve- 
ry  narcotick  i  indeed  they  are 
good  for  Wounds,  and  for  a  Palfy 
in  the  Parts  that  ferve  for  fwal* 
lowing.  The  beft  Nutmegs  are 
thofe  that  are  weighty.  The  Oil 
of  Nutmegs  is  very  ftomachick, 
being  ufed  either  inwardly  or  out¬ 
wardly. 

MofcheUum ,  is  a  Compofition 
of  Musk  and  Oil. 

Mofchus ,  Musk,  a  fort  of  Matter 
flowing  from  the  Navel  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Animal,  as  fome  will  haye  it, 
but  others  pofitively  affirm,  that 
it  cometh  out  of  the  TefticleS* 

Motos ,  a  piece  of  Linen  teaz’d 
like  Wool,  which  is  put  into  Ul¬ 
cers,  and  ftoppeth  a  Flux  of  the 
Blood. 

Mot  us  Convulfivus ,  a  Convu?« 
five  Motion,  or  Convulfions ,  and 
relates  chiefly  to  the  JEpilepfy. 

Motus  Periflalticus  i  fee  Peri* 
fialticus . 

Moxa,  a  certain  Down  grow¬ 
ing  on  the  lower  part  of  the 
Leaves  of  Mugwort  $  it  cometh 
from  Japan  and  China ,  and  hath 
been  much  in  requefl  for  curing 
the  Gout,  by  being  burnt  upon 
the  Partaffedled. 

Muccusy  the  fame  with  Mucus . 

MucagOy  Mucilago ,  and  Mucus , 
a  vifeous  Extradtion  made  of 
O  Seeds* 
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Seeds ,  Gums,  Roots ,  &c.  with  Wa¬ 
ter, 

Mucarum,  the  fame  With  Mu¬ 
ch  arum. 

Mucharum ,  a  barbarous  Word, 
fome  will  have  it  to  fignifie  I&fufi- 
on  of  Rofes  by  itielf ;  others,  the 
Infufion  boil’d  up  to  a  Syrup  with 
Sugar. 

MucllagOy  the  fame  as  Muatgo . 

Mucro  Cordis ,  or  Apex,  the 
lower  pointed  end  of  the  Heart. 

Mucromtum  Os ;  fee  Enfiformis 
Car  til  ago. 

Mucronata  Cartilago  ;  fee  Enfi¬ 
formis  Cartilago . 

Mucus ,  we  call  it  Snot,  a  li¬ 
quid,  thick,  and  vifeous  Excre¬ 
ment  that  flows  from  the  Vrocejfus 
Rapillares  by  the  Os  Cr.ibriforme  t® 
the  NoftriJs  and  Palate. 

Mucus  Inteftinorum»  the  Slime 
of  the  Guts;  ’tis  a  fort  of  vifeous 
Matter  that  flows  from  the  Glands, 
whereby  the  Guts  are  fufficiently 
defended  from  all  (harp  and  hard 
things  that  pafs  thro*  them. 

Muliebria ;  fee  Cunnus. 

Mulo  Medicina ,  the  fame  with 
Vt  ter  maria,  a  part  of  Medicine, 
that  anciently  regarded  the  Cure 
of  the  Difeafes  of  Cattle  ;  but  is 
now  fall’n  into  the  Hands  of  Far¬ 
riers  and  illiterate  Perfons. 

Mulfumy the  fame  with  Hydromel. 

Mumia ,  Mummy,  of  this  there 
are  four  forts.'  lfi.  The  Arabian , 
being  a  liquid  fubftance,  ifluing 
forth  out  of  the  Sepulchres,  from 
the  Carcafes  embalm’d  with  Aloe, 
Myrrh ,  and  Balfam .  idly ,  The  E- 
gyptian,  being  a  Liquor  ifluing  from 
the  dead  Bodies  embalm’d  with 
Viffafphaltus,  or  a  fort  of  Pitch  ga¬ 
ther’d  in  Rale  fine  ;  with  this  they 
ufed  to  embalm  the  dead  Carcafes 
of  thofe  of  lefs  note,  being  the 
fame  that  are  fometimes  fold  in 


Europe.  The  $d  fort  is  a  fa&itious 
Piffafpkaltus,  being  a  mixture  of 
Pitch  and  Rofin,  which  they  fell 
for  the  true  Mummy.  The  4 th 
fort  is  that  of  dead  Carcafes  dry’d 
under  the  Sands  by  the  Heat  of 
the  Sun,  efpecially  in  the  Coun¬ 
try  of  the  Hammonians,  betwixt 
Cyrenaica  and  Alexandria ,  where 
Travellers  are  bury’d  in  the  Sands 
by  the  Violence  of  the  Winds. 
The  firft  fort  is  the  beft. 

Mumifatio,  is  a  preferving  of 
dead  Bodies  from  Putrefa&ion, 
or  Corruption.  An  Embalming 
of  the  Dead. 

Mundatio ,  a  Purification. 

Mundificativumy  a  Medicine 
that  cleanfeth  Ulcers. 

Muralis  Herba,  is  the  fame  as 
Rarietaria. 

Maria,  Salfihgo ,  a  Liquor  or 
Pickle  of  Salt  and  Water,  as  Brime ; 
the  natural  Maria  is  a  Sea- water, 
or  that  from  which  our  Salt  is 
boil’d. 

Murrha *  the  Lapis  Calcedonis , 
the  Chalcedonian  Stone,  or  a  Gem 
particularly  found  in  Car  mania, 
concreted  from  a  Juice  in  the 
Earth  by  means  of  the  Sun’s  Heat. 

Mafia  Caput,  the  fame  with 
Myocephalum. 

Mufiari ,  a  fort  of  Hyacinth. 

Mufierda ,  Moufe-dung,  the  ufe 
whereof  is  noted  in  Phyfick  ;  be- 
ing  apply’d  to  the  Glands ,  it  fti- 
milates  or  provokes  to  Stool. 

Mufiofius ,  is  a  fort  of  conglo¬ 
bate  Glands ,  among  fome  modern 
Anatomifts  they  are  call’d  Vafiv- 
loft,  or  Vajculous ,  as  Nuck  men¬ 
tions  in  his  Adenographia. 

Mufculus ,  a  Mufcle,  an  orga- 
nicle  part  furnifh’d  with  two  Ten¬ 
dons,  and  a  fibrous  or  flefhy  Belly, 
or  middle  part.  Its  Office  is  to 
move  the  Members  that  are  con- 
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tiguous  to  it.  This  Motion  or 
Contraction  is  perform’d  by  the 
Animal  Spirits  from  the  Brain  to 
the  Tendons  by  the  Nerves,  and 
thence  to  the  middle  of  the  Muf- 
clesj  where  they  contradt  them, 
and  when  that  is  done  recede  to 
theMufcles  again.  The  Ancients 
divided  the  Body  of  a  Mufcle  into 
the  Head,  Bdly.and  Taii,  in  which 
Divifion  they  call’d  the  Extremity 
of  the  Mufcle,  connected  to  that 
part  towards  which  the  Contra¬ 
ction  was  made,  the  Head  ;  the 
end  or  part  of  the  Mufcle  infert- 
ed  into  that  part  which  was  to  be 
mov’d,  the  Tail  j  and  Iaftly,  the 
intermediate  part  of  the  Mufcle, 
which  is  more  fweli’d  with  Flefh, 
they  called  the  Belly  j  and  then,  in 
the  performance  of  motion,  they 
fuppofe  the  Mufcle  was  fwell’d 
about  the  Head  and  Belly,  and 
conlequently  fhorten’din  its  length, 
fo  that  it  drew  the  Member  to 
which  it  was  fatten’d  near  to  it  : 
But  how  this  was  done  they  fay 
not.  Mufcles  are  deftin’d  either 
to  the  Ufe  of  Cavities  or  Limbs, 
and  are  diverlly  denominated  from 
their  fhapes,  Places  where  they 
are,  and  Actions  they  perform. 

Mufculofa  Expanfio ;  fee  Myodes 
Platyfma. 

Mufcus,  or  Ufnea,  Mofs,  ’tis  an 
Excrement  like  Dorvne,  that  flicks 
to  Trees,  or  Bones  expos’d  to  the 
open  Air.  The  Powder  of  Cup- 
mofs  being  given  in  Poffet-drink, 
or  Small- beer,  cures  the  Hooping- 
cough,  by  a  Specifick  Quality,'  a 
Scruple  of  it  mutt  be  given  Night 
and  Morning  ;  or  an  Ounce  of 
the  Mofs  may  be  boil’d  in  a  quart 
of  fome  PeCtoral  Water,  tiii  half 
is  confum’d,  then  ftra  n  it,  and 
make  a  Syrup  with  Sugarcandy: 
This  Cup-mofs  is  of  an  Afh-co- 


lour,  and  like  a  Cup.  ,  Mofs  of  a 
dead  Man’s  Scull  being  put  up 
the  NoArils,  flops  bleeding;  this 
fort  of  Mofs  is  common  in  Ireland. 

Mufl,  is  the  Crude  or  Un  fer¬ 
mented  Juice  of  Grapes,  of  which 
there  are  two  kinds  ;  viz.,  that 
which  fpontaneoutty  runs  from 
the  Fruit,  before  ’tis  prefs’d  or 
trodden  ;  and  the  common  fort, 
which  is  forcibly  fqueez’d  out  by 
the  Prefs  or  otherwife.  The  Word 
Mufl  is  alfo  fometimcs  ufed  to 
fignify  a  fweet,  rich  Wine  that  is 
very  apt  to  fuddle  or  prove  head- 
dy ;  and  fweet  lufcious  Wines  are 
commonly  drank  under  this  Name 
in  Holland. 

Muflellanci ;  fee  Galiancones . 
Mutus  j  fee  Aphonia. 
Myacantha,  five  Rufats  aut  Bru  - 
feus,  in  Rufcus. 

My  ax,  Mytulus,  velMutulus,  is 
fpoke  of  the  Snails,  which  are  ei~ 
ther  River  or  Sea-Snails,  and  are 
commonly  us’d  both  for  Food  and 
Phyflck. 

Mycetst,  and  Mycetes,  are  Mu  A- 

rooms. 

Mycbtifmos ,  a  fighing  or  moan¬ 
ing,  which  is  a  forrowful  Noife 
made  with  the  Lips  Aiut. 

Myconoides,  an  Ulcer  that  emits 
a  Mucus  like  Snot  from  the  No- 
Arils. 

Mycleresy  the  NoArils,  or  the 
Receptacles  of  pituitous  Humours 
which  diftil  out  of  the  Brain  by 
the  Broceffes  Bapillares,  the  Extre¬ 
mities  of  the  Olfactory  Nerves. 

Mydefis ,  Corruption  or  Rotten- 
nefs  from  too  much  moitturc. 

Mydaafis,  a  too  great  Dilata¬ 
tion  of  the  Pupil  of  the  Eye,  which 
j  makes  the  Sight  dim. 

Myelos ,  the  Marrow  of  the 
j  Bones,  or  of  the  Brain,  or  the 
I  Spinal  Marrow. 

Of  2,  My  gale s 
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My  gale  Mas  Ar  metis ,  a  Shrew- 
mouie,  fo  call’d  becaufe  it  is  of  the 
Species  of  Mice,  but  of  a  Moufe- 
dung  colour,  the  biting  of  which 
is  reckon’d  Venomous. 

Mylites ,  Molaris,  a  fort  of  Stone, 
fuch  as  they  ufe  for  grinding  of 
Corn*  I  ts  ufe  is  in  Scirrhous  Tumors 
of  the  Ligaments  and  Tendons,  be¬ 
ing  heated  red-hot,  and  quench’d. 

Myle,  the  fame  with  Molagenu . 

Myloglojfum ,  a  pair  of  Mufcles 
which  arife  about  the  backfide  of 
the  Grinding  Teeth,  and  are  infer- 
ted  into  the  Ligament  of  the 
Tongue,  and  are  faid  to  turn  the 
Tongue  upwards. 

Mylph&j  the  falling  off  of  the 
Hairs  of  the  Eye-lids.  Alfo  Medi¬ 
cines  againft  the  falling  offofHafr. 

Myocephalum ,  the  falling  of  the 
Tunica  Uvea  juft  begun,  like  the 
Head  of  a  Fly,  whence  it  has  its 
Name. 

My po lies  Platyfma ,  a  broad  Mu- 
fculous  Expaniion  in  the  Neck, 
proceeding  therefrom  a  fort  of  a  fat 
Membrane. 

Myologia ,  a  Defcriptionof  Mu¬ 
fcles. 

Myopia,  a  certain  ditnnefs  of 
Sight  m  diftant  Obje&s,  and  yet 
a  Perspicacity,  in  things  near  at 
hand.  Purblindnefs. 

Myopiafis,  the  fame  with  Myopia. 

Mypops, one  that  is  Purlind;  which 
is  occafion’d  by  this,  that  the  Sun¬ 
beams  entering  in  to  a  great  quanti¬ 
fy,  reprefent  theObjetft  confufed- 
ly  in  the  Brain.  Set;  Myopia. 

Myofotis,  is  Mur  is  Auricula. 

Myotomia ,  an  Anatomical  Dif- 
fedfionof  the  Mufcles. 

Myrach,  an  Arabian  Word,  and 
ftgnihes  the  fame  with  Epiga/lrium. 

Myracopum,  an  Ointment  that 
takes  away  Wearineft. 

Myrica }  is  Tamarifctis. 


Myr'tophyllum ,  is  Millefolium. 

Myriftica  Nux>  the  fame  with 
Mofchata  Nux. 

Myrinx ,  the  fame  with  Tympa¬ 
num. 

Myrmecia,  a  fort  of  Warts  j  they 
are  harder  and  lower  than  thofe 
flefhy  Tumors  call’d  Thy  mi,  take 
deeper  Root,  and  occafion  greater 
Pain,  broad  below,  fmall  at  top, 
and  emit  lefs  Blood.  They  are 
fcarce  ever  any  bigger  that  a  fort  of 
Pulfe  call’d  Lupineu  They  breed 
in  the  Palm  of  the  Hand,  or  the  foie 
of the  Foot. 

Myrobolani,  the  feveral  forts  are 
Chebuli,  Citrini,  Beller'tci ,  Indi, 
and  'Emblici ,  all  of  them  purge  and 
bind  like  Rhubarb.  Doubtlefs  thefe 
are  not  the  fame  ufed  and  mention’d 
by  the  ancient  Phyficians  unlefs  they 
ufed  them  frefh  and  in  perfection, 
whereas  they  come  to  us  as  dry  and 
of  little  value. 

Myron ,  the  fame  with  Unguen - 
turn . 

Myropola ,  one  that  fells  Oint¬ 
ments. 

Myrrha,  Myrrh,  it  comes  from 
Arabia ,  Ethiopia ,  and  other  Places. 
’Tis  certainly  a  Reftnous  Gum,  con- 
den  fed  of  fome  foreign  Tree,  tho* 
we  don’t  know  what  fort  of  Tree. 
The  beft  Myrrh  is  the  cleaned:, 
which  is  rough,  light,  and  breaks 
eafily,  fmellsfweet,taftesbitter  and 
hot;  it  heats,  difpofes  to  Reft,  and 
is  good  in  cold  Difeafes  of  the  Head ; 
it  conglutinates  and  dries,  it  pro¬ 
vokes  the  Courfes,  and  haftens  De¬ 
livery;  ’tis  good  for  old  Coughs, 
and  difficulty  of  breathing,  and  for 
Pains  of  the  Breaft  and  Sides,  and 
for  a  Loofenefs  and  for  the  Bloody- 
fiux ;  it  cures  a  Hoarfenefs ,  being 
held  in  the  Mouth,  and  what  dif- 
folves  of  it  being  fwallow’d ;  it  heals 
Wounds  of  the  Head,  and  is  fre¬ 
quently 
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quently  ufed  to  Bones  when  they  lie 
naked  j  it  was  ufed  formerly  topre- 
ferve  dead  Bodies.  Some  fay  ’tis 
good  in  a  Dropfy ;  ’tis  excellent  in  a 
Gangrene,  and  for  Swellings  and 
Wounds,  efpecia’ly  in  the  Head* 
The  Troches  of  Myrrh  are  excellent 
to  move  the  Courfes  with  eafe,  in 
fuch  as  ufe  to  have  them  with 
Pain,  a  Dram  of  them  being  ta¬ 
ken  in  fome  proper  Liquor.  ’Tisan 
Ingredient  in  the  Elixir  Proprietatis ; 
and  a  Tin&ure  is  made  of  it  alfo, 
and  Oil  per  deliquium. 

Myrrhis  lee  Cir  cut  aria ,  or  Hem - 
hck. 

Myrtum ,  a  little  piece  of  Flelh 
in  a  Woman’s  Secrets  about  the 
Cleft,  proceeding  from  a  Corruga¬ 
tion  of  the  Vagina. 

Myrtust  &  Manus ,  the  Myr¬ 
tle-tree. 

My  ft  ax,  the  upper  Lip,  and  the 
Hairs  up  on  it. 

My  ft  rum  Magnum ,  is  a  Meafure 
of  the  Ancients,  containing  three 
Ounces  and  eight  Scruples  of  Wine, 
.and  three  Ounces  of  Oil. 

Myftrum  Parvum,  a  Meafure  of 
the  Ancients,  containing  twenty 
Scruples  of  Wine,  or  fix  Drams  of 
Oil. 

Myttcton ,  a  mixture  of  Garlick 
and  the  black  Olive,  which  in  Diet 
provokes  Urine,  opens  the  Orifices 
of  the  Veins.and  afliftsin  the  Drop¬ 
fy  j  tho’  others  add  Onions,  Leeks . 
&c. 

My  urns,  a  mutilated  Pulfe,  en- 
creafing  or  decreafing  gradually. 

Myxorrhcos,  is  applicable  to  fuch 
as  abound  with  Mucus ,  as  Infants 
that  void  a  great  deal  of  Saliva  and 
Mucus ,  and  confequently  are  not  fo 
liable  to  the  Epilepfy. 

Myxa ,  Snot,  a  pituitous  Hu¬ 
mour,  which  defeends  from  the 
Extremity  of  the  0 Ifattory  Nerves 
tctheNoftrils,  7. 
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’>  with  Phyficians  fignifies 
Number  i  forinftance,  take 
of  Jujubes  N  °vj.  that  is.  Six  in 
number. 

Navi,  Moles,  certain  native 
Spots  in  the  Skin}  they  are  two- 
fold,  either  plain  or  protuberant, 
differential  lhape  and  colour.  They 
happen  to  Childbearing  Women 
from  a  falfe  Imagination,  Drun- 
kennefs,Extafie,  &c.  and  in  others, 
from  Sun- burn,  &c. 

Nakir ,  a  flying  Wind,  or  run¬ 
ning  Pain,  from  one  Limb  to  ano¬ 
ther. 

Napellus ,  Wolf-bane. 

Naphtha,  is  a  kind  of  JBitumen^ 
of  a  white  colour,  fomething  finer 
than  common  Brimftcne,  which 
will  draw  the  Fire  to  it  from  afar. 
There  s  a  natural  and  a  factitious 
Naphtha ,  the  white  anfwers  to  Pe¬ 
troleum,  but  the  black  is  call’d  De¬ 
vil's  Dung,  or  AJfa  Faetida . 

Napta ,  the  fame  with  Natta. 

Napus ,  Turnepi  it  forces  U- 
rine,  the  Juice  and  Broth  wherein 
they  are  boil’d  cure  the  ftftuartan 
Ague:  Raw  Turneps  cure  the 
Scurvy.  Turneps  roafted  under 
A  flies  and  apply ’d  behind  the  Ears, 
cure  the  Head  ach  and  the  Pain  of 
the  Teeth.  They  are  apply’d  to 
Ulcers  of  the  Legs,  Swellings  of 
the  Breafl,  and  to  fcrophulousand 
fcorbutick  Tumors,  with  good 
fuccefs.  The  Broth  of  ’em  make 
a  good  Gargarifm  for  fore  Mouths. 
Half  a  dram  of  the  Seed  is  us’d  at  a 
time  in  malignant  Difeafes}  to  ex¬ 
pel  the  Venom. 

Napy- ;  fee  S inapt. 

Narcaphthon ,  is  reckon’d  among 
the  Aromaticks  which  was  formerly 
brought  from  India  5  ’tis  of  the  na- 
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ture  of  a  Bark  like  the  Mulberry- 
tree,  and  is  faid  to  be  the  Frankin- 
cenfe  Bark, 

Narcrjftts ,  Daffodil ;  the  Root 
is  vomitive,  and  the  Leaves  brui- 
ied  are  proper  for  an  EryJJpelas. 

Narcofis,  a  privation  of  Sen/e, 
as  in  a  Pally,  or  upon  taking  of  Opi¬ 
um. 

Narcotic*,  Medicines  that  ftupi- 
fle,  and  allay  Pain. 

Nftrdus  CAtica  ;  See  Spica  Cel¬ 
tics. 

Nardus  Indie*, Spica  Indie  a,  In¬ 
dian  Spikenard;  great  quantities  of 
it  grow  in  Java  ;  and  it  grows  like 
an  Onion.  ’Tis  Hepatick,  and 
good  for  the  Jaundice,  and  the 
Stone  in  the  Kidneys,  Nard  Oil 
Heats,  attenuates,  digefts,  and 
binds  moderately,  and  is  good  for 
cold  and  windy  Difeafes  of  the 
Brain,  Stomach,  Reins,  and  Li¬ 
ver,  Celtick  Ward  heals  and  cirys, 
provokes  Urine,  ftrengthens  the 
Stomach,  and  difeuffes  Wind;  His 
frequently  ufed  in  Lptions  for  the 
Head® 

JN Tares,  the  Noftrils. 

Nzfo,  the  fame  with  N*tt*. 

NafaJia,  the  fame  with  Erwin*. 

Nafcalia,  little  globular  Bodies 
that  are  put  into  the  Neck  of  the 
Matrix,  made  of  the  fame  fabftance 
as  Pejfjri a.  See Pejfaric* 

Najiurtium,  Creffes,  the  Garden 
Orel’s  flowers  in  May  or  June,  and 
when  the  Seed  is  ripe  it  withers 
quite  away ;  the  Seed  is  acrid  and 
H«t,  for  which  reafon  it  opens,  at¬ 
tenuates,  and  ckanfes  ;  His  chiefly 
ufed  for  the  Swellings  of  the 
Spleen,  for  Obftru&ions  of  the 
Couries,  and  to  expel  a  dead  Child ; 
it  cures  the  tartareous  mucilage  of 
the  Lungs,  and  is  good  in  the  Scur¬ 
vy;  His  out-wardly  ufed  (mix’d 
wuh  Lardj  to  cure  Scabs  in  the 


Head  and  other  parts  of  the  Body ; 
for  Lethargies  and  ffeepy  Difeafes 
there  is  nothing  better  that  Creffes, 
either  boil’d  or  eaten  in  Sallads; 
for  Childrens  Scabs,  or  feal’d  Heads, 
there’s  nothing  fo  effectual  as  Gar* 
den-creffes  beat  up  with  Hogs- lard, 
for  it  makes  the  Scales  fall  off  in  24 
hours,  and  perfectly  cures  ’em,  if 
they  continue  the  ufe  of  it.  Gar - 
den-crefs  is  ufed  every  where  in 
Sallads,  with  Lettice  and  other 
Herbs;  it  qualifies  the  coldnefs  of 
the  Lettice,  comforts  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  and  likewife  promotes  Con¬ 
coction  by  its  heat. 

Najiurtium  Aquaticum ,  Water- 
creffes;  they  are  much  ufed  in 
Spring-time  in  Broth,  to  purifie 
the  Blood ;  they  are  good  in  the 
Stone,for  they  provoke  Urine ;  they 
open  Womens  Obftru&ions,  and 
relieve  thofe  that  are  in  Dropfles. 
They  grow  frequently  in  Brooks 
and  watery  places,  and  flower  in 
July  and  Augujl,  fometimes  before. 

Najiurtium  Indicum,  Indian- 
crels;  the  Flowers  of  ltfmell,  and 
look  very  pleafantly  in  Sallads;  His 
good  for  a  weak  and  cold  Stomach, 
and  expels  Wind.  It  grows  in 
Fern. 

Nafus,  the  No/e. 

Nata,  the  fame  with  Natta. 

Nates,  are  the  lower  and  hin- 
dermoft  flefhy  part  of  the  lower 
Belly,  upon  which  we  lit.  The 
Buttocks. 

Nates  Cerebri ,  two  round  Pro¬ 
minences  behind  the  beds  of  the 
Optick  Nerves,  which  grow  to 
the  upper  part  of  the  marrowy  Sub- 
ffance.  They  are  fmall  in  Men, 
but  large  in  Brutes. 

Natta ,  a  great  foftTumor  with¬ 
out  pain  and  colour,  which  grows 
efpecially  in  the  Back,  yet  fome¬ 
times  in  the  Shoulders.  Its  Root 
.  '  >  * 
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is  {lender,  yet  it  increafeth  fo  pro- 
digioufly  that  it  will  grow  as  big  as 
a  Melon  or  a  Gourd.  It  is  made 
of  a  fat  Matter,  and  therefore  ought 
to  be  reckon’d  amongft  the  Steato- 
mat  a.  See  Steatome, 

Natura,  the  fame  with  Cunnus , 
or  the  Gential  Parts  of  both  Sexes. 
Some  alfo  call  the  Temperature 
and  Conffitution  of  any  living 
Creature,  Nature. 

Nat&r&lis  Facultas,  a  Natural 
Faculty,  is  an  Action  depending 
chiefly  on  the  Cerebellum ,  where¬ 
by  the  Body,  without  our  notice, 
is  nourifh’d,  encreas’d,  and  pre- 
ferv’d  by  the  Blood  and  Animal 
Spirits,  upon  which  likewife  all 
Excretions ,  Digejlions ,  and  Gene¬ 
rations  depend. 

Naviculare  Os,  call’d  alfo  Cym- 
b  if  or  me ,  is  the  third  Bone  in  each 
Foot,  in  that  part  of  it  which  im¬ 
mediately  fucceeds  the  Leg. 

Naufea,  a  loathing  of  Vi&uals, 
with  an  inclination  to  vomit,  as  it 
happens  in  many  Difeafes,  as  alfo 
to  tfaofe  that  are  Sea-flck. 

Necrefis,  a  black  and  blue  mark 
in  any  Part,  produced  by  fucking 
the  Skin. 

Neftar,  the  famed  Drink  of  the 
Gods,  as  Ambrofia  is  their  Food ; 
but  with  Phyiicians  it  fignifies  ra¬ 
ther  a  Medicinal  Drink j  it  hath  a 
moft  delicious  Colour,  Tafle,  and 
Smell. 

Nedys,  fignifies  the  lower  Ven¬ 
ter,  and  more  particularly  the  Ven¬ 
tricle  or  Stomach. 

Nedyjfa,  is  a  kind  of  Thirft,  or 
violent  Drought,  fix’d  deep  in  the 
bottom  of  the  Vifcera. 

Nefrens,  Toothlefs. 

Nemomena  ;  lee  Nomas . 

Nenemie ,  a  ceflation  of  Wind, 
a  ferenityor  calmnefsof  the  Air. 

Nenuphar,  or  Nenufar ,  is  Nym¬ 
ph  aa. 


Neogale ,  is  new  Milk. 

Nepenthes ,  Opiate  Laudanum ,  a 
Medicine  worthy  indeed  of  being 
had  in  great  efleem  j  it  fignifies 
without  Pain  and  Trouble ,  and  by 
reafon  of  the  incomparably  ad¬ 
mir’d  Effedb  it  produces,  highly 
deferves  the  Name  of  Laudanum, 
a  Word  importing  Praife.  Jfo- 
penthes  (Tome  fay  j  was  Helen's  Re¬ 
medy,  wherewith  Ihe  expel’d  all 
Sorrow  from  her  Heart,  and  made 
her  felf  merry  and  cheerful. 

Nepeta ,  is  Cattaria. 

Nepkeh,  fmall  white  Spots  on 
the  Eyes  j  alfo  little  Clouds  as  it 
were  that  fwim  in  the  middle  of 
Urine  s  likewife  fmall  white  Spots 
in  the  fur  face  of  the  Nails,  like 
little  Clouds. 

Nephritica,  Medicines  prevalent 
againft  Difeafes  of  the  Reins. 

Nephriticum  Lignum ,  call’d  alio 
Sant  alum  C&ruleum ,  groweth  in 
New  Spain ,  and  is  ufed  in  Nephri- 
tick  Cafes,  and  likewife  for  Di£> 
eafes  of  the  Reins,  and  difficulty 
of  Urine.  The  Water  of  it  is 
good  for  Obftruftions  of  the  Li-, 
ver  and  Spleen,  and  is  made  in 
the  following  manner*  viz.  Firft 
they  cut  the  Wood  fmall,  infufe 
it  in  clear  Fountain- water,  and 
keep  it  in  the  VefTel  till  all  the 
Water  be  drank  j  then  they  put 
on  frefh  Water,  and  repeat  it  till 
•  at  length  the  Wood  will  tin&ure 
the  Water ;  in  the  fpace  of  about 
half  an  hour  the  Wood  imparts  a 
light  Sky-colour  to  the  Water,  but 
.  it  grows  deeper  in  time.  It  is  al¬ 
fo  good  in  Fevers,  and  for  the 
‘  Cholick. 

Nephriticus  Lapis,  the  Nephri- 
tick-Stone,  which  comes  from 
Spain ,  and  is  ufed  in  Nephritick 
Pains. 
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Nephriticus,,  one  who  is  troubled 
with  a  Difeafe  in  the  Reins, 

Nephritis ,  or  Affedtio  Nephriti- 
ca}  6t  Nephriticus  Dolor ,  a  Pain  in 
the  Reins ,  proceeding  either  from 
an  ill  Difpofitton,  or  an  Inflama- 
tion^  or  from  the  Stone  and  Gra¬ 
vel,  accompanied  with  Vomiting, 
and  a  ftretching  of  the  Thigh. 

Nepbros,  a  Kidney,  on  each 
fide  of  the  Abdomen  one,  placed 
about  the  Loins,  under  the  Liver 
and  Spleen.  ’Tis  fhaped  like  a 
Kidney-Bean  ;  its  Subftance  is 
made  up  of  abundance  of  little 
Conduits.  On  both  fides  it  re¬ 
ceives  the  Serum  from  the  Glan¬ 
dules  which  border  upon  the  Ar¬ 
teries,  carrying  it  to  the  little  Bo¬ 
dies  in  the  Reins  call’d  Carunculz 
Raptilares  (which  fee)  thatfo  it 
may  be  difcharg’d  by  the  Pelvis , 
the  Bafin,  the  Ureters,  the  Blad¬ 
der,  <&c. 

Nephrotomia ,  the  cutting  of  the 
Kidneys  in  cafe  of  a  Stone  or  Ex- 
ulceration,  but  ’tis  feidom  put  in 
practice. 

Nerion,  Rhododendron ,  Rhodo- 
daphne,  Oleander,  Rofe  bay. 

Nervalia  OJfa,  the  Bones  of  the 
Sinciput. 

Nervina,  are  fuch  Medicines  as 
are  ufed  for  Diftempers  of  the 
Nerves. 

Nervus ,  a  Nerve;  ’tis  a  fibrous, 
round,  long,  white,  porous  Suh- 
ftahce,  like  an  Indian  Cane,  and  it 
conveys  the  Animal  Spirits,  to 
make  the  Parts  of  the  Body  move- 
able  and  fenfible.  Ten  pair  of 
Nerves  proceed  from  the  oblon- 
gated  Marrow  within  the  Scull, 
as  the  Odoratory  and  Opthalmic 
Nerve,  that  which  moves  the 
Eyes,  the  Pathetick,  the  Gufta- 
tory?  or  that  which  perceives 
Tafts  ;  the  Nerve  call’d  Tunidus 


or  Fearful ;  that  which  ferves  the 
Organ  of  Hearing  ;  the  Par  Va- 
gum  i  that  which  moves  the 
Tongue,  and  the  Mufcles  of  the 
Neck.  The  Ancients  acknow¬ 
ledge  only  feven  pair  within  the 
Scull ;  below  the  Scull  they  rec¬ 
kon  thirty  pair,  viz.  feven  from 
the  Spinal  Marrow  in  the  Neck, 
twelve  from  the  fame  in  the  Back, 
five  from  the  Loins,  and  fix  from 
the  Os  Sacrum .  All  the  Nerves 
below  the  Scull  proceed  from  the 
Spinal  Marrow ,  which  palling 
thro*  the  holes  in  the  fides  of  the 
Vertebres,  are  defign’d  for  the  ufe 
of  the  Limbs  and  great  Cavities. 
A  Nerve,  a  Tendon,  and  a  Liga¬ 
ment  are  impertinently  taken  for 
one  and  the  fame  thing  by  Chi- 
rurgeons. 

0  NeuriticXy  the  fame  with  Neu¬ 
rotica. 

Neurodes ,  a  fort  of  lingring  Fe¬ 
ver  fo  call’d,  by  the  moft  learned 
Willis ,  becaufe  the  Nervous  Juice 
departing  from  its  own  natural 
CrafiSy  becomes  the  occafion  of 
an  Atrophy. 

Neuroiogia,  an  elegant  Defcri- 
ption  of  the  Nerves,  which  Dr. 
Willis  and  Raymund  Vieuffens  have 
given  beyond  any  Perfon  what¬ 
soever. 

Neurometores ,  the  Mufcles  call¬ 
ed  Pfoas. 

Neuron ,  the  fame  with  Ner¬ 
vus. 

Neurotica ,  Remedies  againft 
Difeafes  of  the  Nerves. 

Neurotomia ,  an  Anatomical  Se¬ 
ction  of  the  Nerves,  alfo  a  prick¬ 
ing  of  Nerves. 

Neurotomus ,  one  who  is  troub¬ 
led  with  a  pricking  of  tfie  Nerves, 
or  one  that  diffe&s  ’em  Anatomi¬ 
cally. 

Nest- 
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Nmrotrotos,  he  that  hath  a 
Nerve  wounded. 

Neutha ,  is  a  Pellicle,  or  thin 
Skin  cleaving  to  the  Eyes  or  Ears 
of  Children,  or  flicking  to  the 
whole  Face  in  the  Birth-part  of 
the  Amnios. 

Nicotiana,  is  the  fame  as  Tab  a- 
cum . 

Nydorofa ,  Dijpepfia  ;  fee  Dy- 
fpepfia.  \ 

Nidus,  the  fame  with  Focus . 

Nigella,  Melanthiumt  or  Pop  fi¬ 
ver  Nigrum ,  Guiny-pepper.  The 
Seed  is  chiefly  in  ufej  it  expecto¬ 
rates,  encreafeth  Milk,  and  pro¬ 
vokes  Urine  and  the  Courfes }  ’tis 
good  for  the  biting  of  venomous 
Creatures,  and  is  reckon’d  a  Spe- 
cifick  for  Quotidian  and  Quartan 
Agues  j  ’tis  ufed  outwardly  in  E- 
pkhegms,  and  the  like,  or  the 
Headach,  and  likewifc  to  dry  Ca¬ 
tarrhs.  An  Oil  is  preft  out  of  it, 
the  which  many  ignorant  Apo. 
thecaries  do  ufe  inftead  of  Nard- 
Oil. 

Nihili  Album ,  the  fame  with 
Pompholyx. 

Nitrum,  or  Salpetra,  a  Salt  of 
a  bitterifh  tafte.  Saltpeter,  where¬ 
of  there  are  three  forts,  (  not  to 
mention  that  of  the  Ancients, 
which  is  fcarce  known  to  us)  the 
fir  ft  is  by  Lixivium,  from  the 
Earth  j  the  fecond  grows  upon 
Stone- walls ;  the  third  grows  up¬ 
on  Rocks.  ’Tis  a  Salt  impregna¬ 
ted  with  abundance  of  Spirits, 
'out  of  the  Air,  which  do  render 
it  volatile,  and  is  taken  from  a- 
rhong  the  Stones  and  Earth  of 
old  ruin’d  Buildings  5  fome  of  it 
is  likewife  to  be  fouud  in  Cellars 
and  feveral  other  moift  places, 
becaufe  the  Air  does  condenfe  it 
in  thofe  places.  Saltpetre  is  alfo 
fometimes  made  by  the  Urine  of 
Animals  falling  upon  Stones  and 


Earth.  The  native  Nitre  of  A* 
lexandria  is  inclining  to  a  Rofe- 
colour,  and  fo  is  the  Neapolitan s 
but  that  of  Pozzuolo  is  yellowiftu 
Tl^e  more  tranfparent  it  is,  the 
purer  ’tis  ;  that  is  reckon’d  the 
pureft  which  contains  the  leaft 
fhare  of  common  Salt,  which  you 
may  try  by  throwing  a  little  upon 
burning  Coals,  to  fee  whether  it 
is  confum’d  without  leaving  any 
thing  behind  it.  Of  Nitre  is 
made  Sal  Prunella,  and  Aqua* 
fortis . 

Noclambulo,  NoBambulus  or 
Somnambulus,  one  who  walketh 
in  his  fleep,  opens  Doors  and 
Windows,  and  goes  over  high  and 
moft  dangerous  places  without 
perceiving  it.  The  Caufe  of  it  is 
hardly  to  be  given,  unlefs  Sleep 
be  divided  into  total  and  partial $ 
the  total  is  common  ordinary 
Sleeps,  but  the  partial  takes  place 
in  this  cafe,  becaufe  Objects  are 
feen  indeed,  and  offer’d  to  the 
common  Senfory,  but  penetrate 
not  to  the  place  of  Imagination* 
fo  as  they  may  be  perceiv'd. 

Nodulus ,  Nodus ,  a  Bag  of  fiiita- 
ble  Ingredients,  what  the  Difeafe 
requires,  put  into  Beer  or  Wine, 
the  Tindture  whereof  the  Patient 
is  to  drink. 

Nodus ,  the  fame  with  Ganglion 
and  Nodulus. 

Noli  me  tangere,  a  fort  of  Can¬ 
cer  in  the  Face,  efpecially  above 
the  Chin.  There  arifes  a  Tumor 
or  Ulcer  about  the  Mouth  and 
Nole  like  an  exulcerated  Canker, 
which  grows  flowly  at  the  begin¬ 
ning,  like  a  little  Pimple  ;  it  re¬ 
mains  a  whole  Year,  elfe  ’tis  lefs 
troublefome  than  a  Canker,  which 
gnaws  and  eats  more  in  one  Day 
than  a  Noli  ms  tangere  doth  in  a 
Month. 
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Nomas,  and  Noma ,  a  putrid  Ul¬ 
cer  that  feeds  upon  the  glandulous 
parts  of  the  Mouth,  attended  fome- 
times  with  a  Corrofion  or  Cor¬ 
ruption  of  Bones. 

Nofocomium ,  an  Hofpital  for 
poor  lick  People,  wherein  they 
are  attended  and  cured,  if  poi- 
fible. 

Nofologia,  the  lame  with  Patho - 
login. 

Nofis,  the  fame  with  Morbus . 

Nota  Materna ,  the  fame  with 
N&vus,  or  rather  fuch  Marks  as 
the  longing  Mother  impreffes  up¬ 
on  the  Child  in  the  Womb,  on 
account  of  fomething  long’d  for. 

Not  ha  Cofia,  are  the  five  ioweft 
Ribs  on  each  fide,  call’d  Bafiard 
Ribs,  and  are  fo  nam’d  becaufe 
they  do  not  join  with  the  Breaft- 
bone  as  other  Ribs,  nor  are  they 
boney,  as  the  other  are,  but  car- 
tilagineous.

Nuenmentn,  Catkins,  or  Cats- 
tail,  growing  on  Nut-trees. 

Nucha ,  the  hinder  part  or  Nape 
of  the  Neck,  other  wife  call’d 
Cervix. 

Nuciofitas ,  the  fame  as  Myopia. 
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Nucleus,  the  Seed  included  in 
Nuts  or  .  Fruit. 

Numero ,  not  only  Fruits  and 
Seeds  are  meafur’d  by  number,  but 
likewife  the  parts  of  Animals,  as 
Yolks  of  Eggs.  In  Prefcriptions 
’tis  commonly  noted  thus,  N  0  or 
Num. 

Nummulanay  Money- wort  $  it 
is  dry,  aftringent,  and  vulnerary. 
The  Flowers  and  Leaves  beat, 
and  apply  *d  to  Wounds  and  Ulcers , 
efpecially  of  the  LungSy  cure  ’em. 
But  it  is  moft  of  all  commended 
for  Ruptures  in  Children,  the  Pow¬ 
der  of  it  being  taken  inwardly, 
or  the  Kerb  being  outwardly  ap~ 
ply’d.

Nutrimentumy  the  fame  with 
Alimentum. 

Nuiritio,  a  natural  Encreafe, 
whereby  that  which  continually 
decays  of  any  corporeal  Subftance 
is  repair’d  by  convenient  Nou-

Nux,  a  fort  of  Pain  in  the  Head 
which  affii&i  a  Place  about  as 
big  as  a  Nut  i  as  an  Ovum ,  a 
Clavus,  and  feveral  other  forts  of 
Pains  in  that  part.  It  likewife 
fignifies  a  Fruit,  the  Kernel 
whereof  is  enclofed  in  a  hard 
Shell. 

Nux  Unguent  aria,  the  fame  with 
Balanus  Myrepfica. 

Nychthemerumy  four  and  twenty 
Hours  fpace. 

Nyctalopia,  is  twofold  5  the  fir  ft 
is  a  dimnefs  of  Sight  in  the  Night 
or  in  dark  places,  without  any 
Impediment  in  the  light  ;  the  o- 
ther  is  a  dimnefs  in  the  Light, 
and  clear  Sight  in  the  Night,  or 
in  Shades. 

Nympha ,  little  pieces  of  FJefh 
in  a  Woman’s  Secrets  ;  fo  call’d 
becaufe  they  ftand  near  the  Wa¬ 
lter  that  cometh  out  of  the  Blad¬ 
der  s 
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der  >  alfo  the  cleft  or  void  fpace 
in  the  under  Lip. 

Nymphaa,  or  Nenuphar ,  Water  - 
Liliy. 

Nymphomania ,  the  fame  with 
Furor  Uterinus. 

Nymphotomia,  a  cutting  out  of 
the  Nymph&y  the  too  great  Pro¬ 
tuberance  whereof  (efpecially  in 
thofe  Virgins  that  are  marriagea¬ 
ble  )  fometimes  hinders  the  En¬ 
joyment,  or  at  leaft  renders  it 
difficult.  The  Egyptians  cut  ’em 
frequently,  and  efteem  it  a  kind 
of  Circumciflon  in  Females.

OBel&a ,  the  Sagittal  Suture  in 
in  the  Scull  (fee  Sagittalis) 
which  touches  the  Coronal  Suture 
forward,  and  the  Lambdoidal , 
backward  j  for  it  is  made  of  the 
mutual  Conjunction  of  the  Bones 
of  the  Forehead.

Oblivio,  Forgetfulnefs,  a  lofs  of 
the  Ideas  of  Things  once  perceived 
out  of  the  Brain,  which  happens 
when  things  make  but  a  light  Im- 
preffion  upon  the  Brain  ;  as  a  light 
Motion  is  fcarce  perceiv’d,  fo  alight 
Impreflioneafily  decays. 

Obolousthatfa  Scruple,  it  weighs 
ten  Grains:  Phyficiansmark  it  thus 
v€fs. 

Obfejfus,  one  pofTeft  by  the  De¬ 
vil.  If  this  is  to  be  underflood  of 
any  Diflemper,  it  muff  relate  to 
Madnefs,  and  the  Falling -Jicknefs,  j 
t'ho*  thefe  alfo  are  now  accounted  | 
far  without  fuch  fuppofitions.  I 


Obfietrix ,  an  experienc’d  Woman 
to  lay  Women  in  Child-bed  and  to 
aflift  the  Birth  of  the  Infant  by  ma¬ 
nual  Operation. 

Obflipitas ,  the  lame  with  Scolia- 
fis  i  ’tis  generally  meant  of  all  crook- 
ednefs,  obliquity,  orbending,  but 
’tis  particularly  applicable  to  thedi- 
ftortion  of  Bones  in  Rickets,  and 
the  like  cafes. 

O bjlruflio,  a  fhutting  up  of  the 
Paflages  of  the  Body,  either  by  Con¬ 
traction,  or  by  fome  foreign  body 
which  has  enter’d  within  them.

Objlruentia,  things  that  flop  or 
condenfe  the  Pores  of  our  Bodies, 
or  allay  the  too  fwift  Motion  of 
the  Blood.

Obulus ,  the  fame  with  O bolus. 

Occiput,  the  hinder  part  of  th«

Occulta  6)uaUtas,  a  hidden 
quality,  much  ipoken  of  by  the  An¬ 
cients,  but  nowalmoftout  of  Date. 

Occulti  Morbi ,  hidden  Difeafes, 
are  fuch  whereof  we  either  know 
not  the  caufe,  or  at  leaf!  lye  hidden 
within  our  Bodies;  as  Cankers , 
Inflamations  of  the  Brain,  &c. 

Ochema ,  a  Liquor  or  Vehicle 
wherewith  Medicines  are  mix’d. 

Ocbeteumata,  by  fome  call’d  the 
Foramina  Narium ,  or  Noflrils. 

Ochetos,  generally  flgnifies  a 
Paffage,  Way,  DuCt,  or  Canal,  by 
which  any  thing  flows  or  pafles. 
It  hath  relation  to  the  Urinary  Pa f- 
fages,  Veins,  Pores ,  &c. 

Ocheus,  by  fome  called  the  Scro¬ 
tum ,  or  Cod. 

Ochra ,  is  a  Species  of  Earth,  of 
a  yellowifn  Colour,  from  whence 
it  takes  its  Name,  and  is  either  Na¬ 
tive  or  Factitious }  the  Aril  is  found 
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in  Chalybeate  Springs,  C oal- Mines, 
&c,  the  other  is  made  of  burnt  Lead 
extinguifh’d  in  Vinegar,  and  is  fre¬ 
quently  ufed  by  Painters . 

Ochrus ,  Ochrum,  and  Qchra, 
Tifum  Minus ,  or  Ervilia,  a  fort  of 
Pulfe. 

Oehthodesy  Ulcers  whofe  fides 
jare  callous,  or  of  the  Nature  of 
Warts,  but  not  malignant, 

Ocimafirum,  a  diminutive  of 
Ocimum . 

Ocimum ,  prO cymum,  or  Bajili- 
cum,  Bafilj  it  comforts  the  Heart, 
and  expels  Melancholy  $  it  cleanfes 
the  Lungs,  and  moves  the  Courfes ; 
it  is  an  Ingredient  of  three  Com¬ 
pound  Waters  in  the  London  Dif- 
penfatory;  namely,  Gilbert’s  Water, 
Briony  Water,  and  the  Cceleftial 
Water. 

Odum ,  is  reckon’d  among  the 
Non- Naturals,  as  a  Species  of  Red, 
the  Procataritick  Cau4e  of  Health 
and  Sicknefs.

OBunx,  a  Weight  of  8  Ounces. 

Ocular es  Dentes,  the  Eye-teeth, 
the  fame  with  Cinodentes. 

Genius,  the  Eye,  the  external 
Organ  of  Sight  5  ’tis  compound- 
of  fix  Mufcles,  to  wit,  of  two 
Diredt,  and  as  many  Tranfverfe, 
>'^to  which  a  ieventh  is  added  in 
Brutes.  It  has  feven  Tuniks,  the 
Adnata,  Innominate,  Cornea,  li¬ 
ve  a,  Retiformis ,  Cryfiallina ,  and 
Vitrea,  It  hath  alfo  the  Optick 
Nerve,  the  Iris,  and  the  Pupilla. 
See  them  fingly  in  their  proper  pla¬ 
ces. 

Oculi ,  in  Botany,  the  Fore  run¬ 
ners  of  Flowers,  which  are  aifo 
call’d  Gemma,  Buds. 

Odaxifmus,  the  itching  of  the 
Gums  when  Children  breed  their 
Teeth  i  fee  Dentim- 
Odontagra,  m  Indrument  for 


the  drawing  out  of  Teeth  fee  For • 
fex. 

Odontalgia,  or  Dentium  Dolor , 
the  Tooth-ach,  which  is  caus’d  by 
black  rotten  Teeth,  or  an  Efferve- 
fcence  of  fixt  and  acid  Salt,  and 
therefore  ’tis  call’d  the  Gout  in  the 
Teeth.  Cold  alfo  will  occafion 
it. 

Qdontiajis,  the  fame  with  Den- 
titio ,  and  Odontophyia, 

Odontica ,  Medicinesagaind  Pains 
in  the  Teeth.  Remedies  againft 
the  Tooth-ach. 

O dontoides,  that  which  is  like  a 
Tooth,  as  the  Tooth  of  the  lecond 
Vertebre,  and  other  Bones. 

Odontolithos ,  that  kind  of  dony 
Tartar  that  grows  to  the  Teeth. 

Odontophyia,  the  breeding  of 
Teeth  ;  fee  Dentitio. 

Odontotrimma,  the  fame  with 
Denirificium. 

Qdoramentum,  a  Medicine  ap~ 
ply’d  to  the  Nofe  for  its  fmell. 
?Tis  compounded  of  Labdamm . 
Storax ,  Benzoin,  Musk,  Civet ,  8cc. 

Odoratus ,  or  Olfecius,  the  Smell, 
a  Sgpfe  whereby  odoriferous 
viums  are  offer’d  and  reprefented 
to  the  common  Senfory,  from  the 
Motion  and  irritation  of  Nerves 
implanted  in  the  Membranes  of  the 
Nofe. 

Odoriferum ,  the  fame  with  Odo - 

r  amentum. 

Oeconomia,  the  management  of 
Family  Concerns ;  as  alfo  the  or¬ 
dering  and  management  of  a  Pati¬ 
ent.  The  Diftribution  of  the  Jui¬ 
ces  of  cur  Bodies  is  alfo  call’d  Ani - 
malis  Oeconomia. 

Oedema,  or  Undimia ;  fome- 
times  taken  in  a  larger  fenfe  by  Hip¬ 
pocrates  for  any  T amor,  but  dridf- 
ly  for  a  white,  foft,  infenfible  Tu¬ 
mor,  proceeding  from  pituitous 
Matter  heap'd  up  together.  It  has 

no 
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no  Pulfc,  and  yields  eafily  to  the 
Fingers.  It  may  proceed  likewife 
in  fome  meafure  from  the  Lymph a, 
or  nutritious  Juice  extravafated  and 
turned  into  a  Jelly.  It  has  divers 
Names,  according  to  its  various 
kinds  j  as  Oedema,  Phlegmonodes, 
Eryfipelatodes ,  Scirr  bodes. 

Oedemafarca ,  the  Nature  of  a 
Sarcoma,  orflelhy  Tumor. 

Oenantberion,  a  fort  of  Oint¬ 
ment  which  yields  a  delicious  Fla¬ 
vour,  prepar'd  from  Wine  and 
Lilly-flowcrs. 

Oenantbe ,  Water  Drop-wort ; 
what  is  faid  of  the  Vertue  of  this 
Plant  (namely,  that  it  forces  Urine, 
and  expels  Gravel)  is  not  certain  > 
there  is  another  fort  of  Oenantbe, 
call’d  Hemlock  Dropwater,  the 
Roots  whereof  are  faid  to  be  veno¬ 
mous  j  and  therefore  Johnfon  fays, 
the  Ignorance  of  thofe  is  inexcula- 
ble,  who  ufe  the  Root  of  this  Herb 
for  the  Root  of  Peony  >  and  he  af¬ 
firms,  that  the  London  Herb-Wo- 
men  fell  this  Root  for  the  Root  of 
Water  Lovage. 

O enarea,  a  kind  of  Aihcs  made 
from  Vine-branches. 

OeneUon ,  a  mixture  of  Wine  and 
Oil. 

Oenos,  that  is,  Vinum,  or  Wine. 

Oenoides ,  diluted  Wine,  or  a  Li¬ 
quor  analogous  to  Wine, 

Oenogala ,  a  compofition  oflflilk 
and  Wine. 

Oenomel,  Wine  and  Honey. 

Oenothera ,  it  is  fuppofed  to  be 
hyfimachium,  or  Onagra. 

Oefopbag&us,  js  the  Mufcle  that 
ftraitens  the  Gullet,  other  wife  call’d 
Sphintter. 

Oefopbagus ,  the  Gullet,  a  mem¬ 
branaceous  Pipe,  reaching  from  the 
Palate  to  the  Stomach,  whereby 
the  Meat  chew’d  in  the  Mouth, 
and  mix'd  with  the  Juice  there. 


paffeth  to  the  Ventricle.  It  hath 
three  Tunicks;  the  outermofi  or 
membrane  ousTmick ,  which  comes 
from  the  Peritoneum,  or  inner 
Rind  of  the  Belly,  or  rather  from 
the  Pleura,  and  cloaths  the  Ventri¬ 
cle;  the  innermofi  is  Mufculom. 
The  whole  Oefopbagus  feems  to 
confift  of  two  Mufcules ,  which 
with  their  oppofite  Fibres  crolfing 
one  another,  make  four  Parallelo¬ 
grams.  T he  third  is  altogether  Ner¬ 
vous,  which  is  cover’d  on  the  inlide 
with  an  hairy  fort  of  Coat,  and 
which  may  pafs  for  the  fourth  Tu~ 
nick. 

Oeftrum  Veneris,  the  fame  with 
Clitoris. 

Oefypus,  the  filth  and  greafinefs 
of  Sheep,  proceeding  of  Sweat, 
and  cleaving  faft  to  their  Wool; 
therefore  they  are  miftaken  who 
take  it  to  fijgnify  the  little  Clodsof 
Dung  whipbftick  to  their  Wool. 

Officina,  the  Apothecaries,  the 
Chymifts,  or  the  Chirurgeons 
Shop. 

Olea,  the  Olive-tree ;  it  grows 
in  Italy  and  Prance,  and  in  other 
places.  The  Leaves  of  Olives  cool, 
dry,  and  bind  ;  they  are  chiefly  u- 
fed  outwardly  for  Fluxes  of  the  Belly, 
of  the  Courles,  for  an  Herpes ,  and 
the  like,  and  with  Medicines  for 
the  Eyes.  The  Olives,  when 
they  are  ripe,  are  black,  and  tafte 
acrid,  bitter  and  naufeous ;  yet  the 
Oil  that  is  prefs’d  from  them  is 
raoft  commonly  pellucid,  and  a 
little  yellowifh,  it  taftes  fweet  and 
pleafant ;  but  that  which  is  freeft 
from  Colour  and  Tafte  is  reckon’d 
the  beft ;  fo  great  is  the  Ufe  of 
the  Oil  for  Meat  and  Medicine, 
that  it  would  take  up  too  much 
Time  to  mention  all.  Galen ,  Di* 
ofcorides ,  Pliny,  and  others,  both 
ancient  and  modern,  hays  treated 


largely  of  it.V  The  Oil  beft  for 
the  Recovery  of  Health,  is  that 
which  is  made  of  Olives  before 
they  are  ripe,  and  then  ’tis  call’d 
Oleum  Omyhacinum,  Of  this 
Ointments  and  many  other  Com- 
pofitions  are  made.  Oil  of  ripe 
Olives  is  hot,  and  moiftens  mo¬ 
derately  ;  the  Old  is  better  than 
the  New,  it  mollifies,  digefts,  is 
vulnerary,  and  loofens  the  Belly ; 
an  Ounce  of  it  being  taken  hot  in 
Beer,  takes  off  the  drynefs  of  the 
Breajl ,  cures  the  Gripes,  opens  the 
Urinary  Pajfages,  cleanfes  and  heals 
’em  when  they  are  fore;  ’tis  out¬ 
wardly  ufed  for  Clyfters  and  hot 
Tumors,  and  the  like;  mix’d  with 
warm  Water,  and  taken  inward¬ 
ly,  it  vomits,  and  therefore  is  u- 
fed  again  ft  Poifons. 

Oleaginofus,  a  Fatnefs  in  any 
body  of  the  Nature  of  Oil,  and 
from  whence  that  may  be  preft. 

OleAndor ;  fee  Nerion. 

Oleafler ,  the  wild  Olive. 

Olecranum,  or  Ancon ,  the  great- 
'  er  Procefs  of  the  fir  ft  Bone  of  the 
Cubit  call’d  Ulna, ;  alfo  the  upper 
part  of  the  Shoulder. 

Ole cr anus ,  the  fame  with  An- 
conaus. 

Olene ,  Cubitus  or  the  greater 
Focile. 

Oleum,  Oil,  is  a  fat  liquid  fub- 
ftance  exprefs’d  out  of  Fruits  or 
Seeds  ;  as  the  Oil  of  Olives ,  Al¬ 
monds,  Rape- feed,  &c.  or  diftil’d 
from  fome  fattifh  fubftance,  as  of 
Cinnamon ,  Cloves,  Annifeed  ;  or 
compounded,  as  the  Oil  of  JcJfa- 
min,  Cammomile,  &c. 

Oleum  Retree,  ',  fee  Petrol  awn. 

Oleum  Terra,  is  of  a  ftrongfmdl 
like  RetroUum,  but  more  plcafant, 
and  of  a  bright-red  colour  ;  it  is 
brought  from  the  Eajl  -  Indies, 
where  they  fay  it  flews  out  of  a 


certain  Mountain.  ’Tis  found 
alfo  in  Bohemia. 

Oleum  Amygdolarum  Dulciumy 
Oil  of  Sweet  Almonds ;  ’tis  often 
ufed  for  Coughs  and  Hoarfenefs, 
for  the  Stone,  and  outwardly  for 
Rleurifies,  the  Side  being  anointed 
with  it;  ’tis  alfo  very  good  in  the 
Cholick,  and  Gripes  of  Children. 
Oil  of  Bitter  Almonds  is  chiefly 
ufed  for  Deafnefs,  and  Difeafes  of 
the  Ears.  Care  fhould  be  had  in 
the  ufe  of  both  that  they  be  not 
rancid,  but  frelh  drawn  ;  other- 
wife  they  may  caufc  dangerous 
Symptoms. 

Oleum  Abfyntkites, Oil  of  Worm¬ 
wood  ;  it  ftrengthens  the  Stomach, 
and  helps  Digeftion,  the  Stomach 
being  bath’d  with  it. 

Oleum  Anethinum,  Oil  of  Dill, 
it  difeufles,  and  ftrengthens  the 
Stomach,  and  is  good  for  Convul - 
fans,  and  eafrs  Pains  of  the  Head , 
Nerves,  and  Joints. 

Oleum  Cammomelinum,  Oil  of 
Cammomile  ;  ’tis  anedine,  gives 
eafe  in  the  Cholick  and  Pleurify, 
by  bathing  the  afledted  Part;  or 
in  Clyftej-s  for  the  fame 

de  Cafloreo,  Oil  of  Ca- 
ftor,  ’tis  good  in  cold  Difeafes  of 
the  Brain,  Back,  and  Nerves  ;  be¬ 
ing  drop’d  into  the  Ears,  it  cures 
Deafnels,  and  Noife;  ’tis  good  for 
the  Rickets,  Convulfions,  Palfy, 
and  for  the  Lethargy. 

Oleum  Cherinum,  Oil  of  Wall¬ 
flowers;  ’tis  good  for  the  Palfy, 
the  Cramp,  and  ftrengthens  the 
Nerves  and  Joints. 

Oleum  Cera,  Oil  of  Wax  ;  it  dif¬ 
eufles  Tutnors,  and  is  good  for 
cold  Pains. 

Oleum  Cinnamomi ,  Oil  of  Cin¬ 
namon  ;  ’tis  an  admirable  Corro- 
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borative,  and  ftrengthensthe  Sto¬ 
mach,  iteafes  Women’s  Delivery. 

Oleum  Euphorbii,  Oil  of  Euphor- 
kittm ,  is  much  of  the  fame  Vertue 
with  Oil  of  Caflor. 

Oleum  Guaiaci ,  Oil  of  Guaia- 
cum  j  ’tis  an  excellent  Remedy  for 
Rottennefs  of  the  Bones, the  Tooth- 
ach,  and  to  cleanfe  old  Ulcers. 

Oleum  Hirundinum,0\\  of  Swal¬ 
lows  ;  ’tis  good  for  Lamenefs,  and 
for  old  Aches,  and  for  Pains  and 
Weaknefs  of  the  Joints. 

Oleum HypericiyOilof  St.  John’s- 
wort }  ’tis  an  excellent  cleanfing 
and  healing  Oil,  and  comforts  the 
Limbs  and  Joints  ;  ’tis  good  for 
Bruiles  and  old  Aches. 

Oleum  Nucis  Mofchata  per  Ex- 
prejfionem,  Oil  of  Nutmeg  by  Ex- 
preflion  ;  *tis  very  Stomachick, 
being  taken  inwardly,  or  out¬ 
wardly  apply’d. 

Oleum  Lateritium  Thilofopho - 
rum ,  Oil  ofBricksj  it  foftens  hard 
fweilings,  eafes  pain  of  the  Spleen 
and  Reins,  and  is  excellent  for  a 
Sciatica ,  and  all  cold  Difeafes  of 
the  Nerves  and  Joints. 

Oleum  Sulpburis  per  Campanam , 
Oil  of  Sulphur  by  the  Bell  ;  ’tis 
ufed  in  Juleps,  to  give  them  an 
Acidity,  to  qualify  the  heat  of 
continued  Fevers  j  *tis  alfo  good 
to  force  Urine. 

Oleum  Terebinthia ,  Oil  of  Tur¬ 
pentine  ;  *tis  excellent  for  cold 
Pains,  to  cleanfe  Ulcers ,  and  to  re¬ 
cover  the  natural  heat  of  the  Parts 
when  decay’d  $  ’tis  alfo  good  in 
Gangreens  and  Mortifications  and 
9tis  excellent  for  flopping  of  Blood 
in  Wounds,  being  apply 'd  hot. 

Oleum  Lumbricorum,  Oil  of 
Worms ;  it  gives  eafe,  and  is  good 
in  all  cold  Difeafes  of  the  Joints 
and  Nerves,  is  good  for  Bruifes, 
Wounds,  and  Rickets.

and  taken  inwardly,  ’tis  good  for 
Hoarfeneis,  and  a  Cough. 

Oleum  Mentha,  Oil  of  Mint ;  it 
flops  Vomiting,  and  flrengthens 
the  Stomach,  it  being  anointed 
with  it. 

Oleum  Myrtinum ,  Oil  of  Myr¬ 
tles  5  ’tis  very  aftringent,  it  flops 
Vomiting  and  Fluxes,  hinders  the 
falling  off  of  the  Hair,  and  flreng¬ 
thens  the  Limbs. 

Oleum  Nenupharinum,  Oil  of 
Water-Lillies  ;  ’tis  very  cooling, 
and  cures  Inflamations,  and  pro¬ 
cures  Sleep,  the  Forehead  and 
Temples  being  anointed  with  it. 

Oleum  Nardinum,  Nard-Oii  5 
it  heats  and  flrengthens,  and  is 
good  for  Convuliions,  aiyj  fleepy 
Difeafes. 

Oleum  Rutaceum,  Oil  of  Rue.; 
it  warms  and  flrengthens  the 
Joints  and  Nerves. 

Oleum  Sabina,  Oil  of  Savin  ,*  it 
cures  and  cleanfes  Ulcers,  and 
Childrens  fcabby  Heads. 

Oleum  Sambucinum ,  Oil  of  El¬ 
der-flowers  i  it  difcufles,  mollifies 
and  refolves. 

Oleum  Violaceum ,  Oil  of  Vio¬ 
lets  it  moiflens,  cools,  and  mol¬ 
lifies. 

Oleum  Scorpionum ,  Oil  of  Scor¬ 
pions  ;  *tis  good  for  the  King’s- 
Evil,  Cancers,  old  Sores  ,  it  cures 
Inflamations,  and  Vices  of  the 
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Skin  ;  it  gives  eafe  in  the  Stone  of 
the  Kidneys,  the  Reins  being  a- 
iiointed  with  it  ;  and  cures  the 
biting  of  poifonous  Beafts. 

Oleum  ex  Vitellis  Ovorum,  Oil  of 
the  Yolks  of  Eggs ;  it  cures  chaps 
in  Womens  Nipples,  Tettars,  and 
Ring-Worms. 

Oleum  Rofarum  Omphacinum, 
Oil  of  Roles  Omphacine,  it  cools 
and  eafes  Pain. 

Oleum  Irinum,  Oil  of  Orris  ;  it 
digefts,  diflolves  hard  Swellings, 
mollifies,  difcuffes,  and  eafes  Pain. 

Oleum  Vulpinum ,  Oil  of  Foxes > 
sti$  good  for  Pains  of  the  Joints , 
Sciatica,  Aches f  Convuljions ,  anc 
Paljies. 

Oleum  Succini ,  Oil  of  Amber; 
’tis  ufed  inwardly  for  the  Falling- 
ficknefs,  Apoplexy,  Palfy,  and 
Hyfterick  Difeafes. 

Oleum  e  Baccis  Junipers ,  Oil  of 
Juniper-berries ;  atis  excellent  for 
the  Stone  in  the  Kidneys ,  the  Cho- 
lich  and  to  expel  Wind. 

Olfattus ,  the  fame  with  Odo- 
ratus, 

OUbanum :  lee  Thus. 

Oligophoros ,  fmall  Wine  with 
few  Spirits  in  it. 

Oligotrophia ,  a  Decreafe  of  Nu¬ 
trition. 

Oligotrophus ,  Meat  that  nou- 
rifhes  little,  to  which  is  oppofed 
Polytrophus,  that  which  affords 
much  Nourifhment, 

Oliva ,  an  Olive. 

Olofteum  -y  fee  Holojleum . 

Olus  j  fee  Lachanum. 

Olus  Atrum,  is  Hippocelinum. 

Olyra ,  a  fort  of  Bread*  corn. 

Omafus  ;  fee  Abomafus .  * 

Omentum ,  Reticulum,  the  Caul, 
a  double  Membrane  fpread  upon 
the  Imeflines ,  interwoven  with  Fat 
and  Vejjels ,  like  a  Fijher* s  Net,  en¬ 
rich’d  alfo  with  two  or  three  Gian - 


dales  annex’d  to  the  Stomach, 
the  Gut  Colon ,  and  the  Pancreas , 
and  ufeful  to  cherifh  the  Intejlines 
with  its  warmth.  It  hath  fome 
Milky  and  Lymphatick  Vejjels ,  as 
alfo  a  great  many  Dulls  and  lit¬ 
tle  Bags  of  Fat;  concerning  which, 
fee  our  Reform'd  Anatomy . 

Omocotyle  ;  fee  Acetabulum . 

Omogeron ,  a  green  or  youthful' 
Old-age. 

Omogra ,  the  Gout,  or  rather 
Rheumatifm  in  the  Shoulder. 

Omolinoriy  that  is  Linum  Cru- 
dum ,  Flax,  or  Tow,  fuch  as  the 
Chirurgeons  ufe  to  make  Lint  of, 
or  to  apply  in  Fijlula's  ;  or  fome- 
times  ’tis  ufed  for  a  Barber’s  Cloth, 
the  which  is  tuck’d  round  the 
Shoulders  while  the  Hair  is  cut¬ 
ting,  to  prevent  it  from  falling 
down  the  Neck. 

Omoplata ,  and  Homoplata ,  the 
fame  with  Scapula.  The  Shoulder- 
blade. 

Omphacium ,  the  J  uice  of  unripe 
Grapes,  as  alfo  of  unripe  Olives. 

Omphalocarpus ,  is  Aparine. 

Omphalocele ,  a  Rupture  about 
the  Navel,  to  wit,  when  the  Caul 
or  Intefiines  are  protuberant  in 
that  Part,  which  happens  from  a 
relaxation  or  burfting  of  the  Pe¬ 
ritoneum,  the  inner  Cover  of  the 
Belly. 

Omphalos ;  fee  Umbilicus. 

Onagrat  or  Onothera ,  fee  Oeno¬ 
thera. 

Onitis ,  a  fort  of  Origanum . 

Med  ick-vetchling,  or 
Cocks-bead.  This  Herb  breeds  a 
great  deal  of  Milk  in  Cows  and 
other  Animals. 

Onolofat ,  an  Arabick  Word  fig- 
nifying  half  a  Scruple. 

Ononis ;  fee  Anonis. 

Onyx ,  fee  Unguis . 

Oodcles , 
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Oocicles,  the  Aqueous  or  Albu¬ 
gineous  Humour  in  the  Eyes. 

Oon ,  Ovum,  this  is  both  Medi¬ 
cine  and  Food,  and  in  Anatomy 
it  fignifies  a  peculiar  Conception 
in  Animals,  efpccially  Birds  ■,  it 
confifts  of  five  Parts  when  ex¬ 
cluded,  viz.  the  Shell,  the  Mem¬ 
branes,  the  White,  the  Yolk,  and 
she  Treadle. 

Ope,  fignifies  a  Foramen  or 
Hole  i  as  the  Foramen  of  the  Cra¬ 
nium,  &c. 

Opcratio,  the  fame  with  Acl'to, 
an  affe&ive  Motion,  Procefs,  or 
Operation  in  Pharmacy,  Chirur- 
gery,  or  Chymiftry. 

Ophioglojfum,  or  Lingua  Serpen- 
tana,  Adders  Tongue ;  ’ci s  an  ex¬ 
cellent  Wound-herb,  either  taken 
inwardly,  or  outwardly  apply’d, 
for  Ruptures  or  burften  Bellies. 
An  Oil  is  made  of  it :  The  Leaves 
being  infufed  in  Oil  of  Odves,  is 
much  commended  for  all  Wounds 
and  Ulcers ,  and  is  not  inferior  to  Oil 
of  St.  Johns- wort. 

Ophifcorodon ,  Serpents  Garlick. 

Ophites ,  the  Serpentine-ftone,  is 
a  kind  of  Marble,  as  hard  as  a 
Porphyrite ,  of  a  deep  green  colour, 
but  fpeckl’d  with  Spots  of  a  light¬ 
er  green.  There  are  alfo  fome  of 
anAfhcolour.  They  are  found  in 
Italy  and  Germany,  and  efpecially 
in  Myfnia ,  but  this  Jaftis  fome  what 
lbfter  than  the  reft. 

Ophiafis,  when  the  Hairs  grow 
thin  and  fall  off  here  and  there,  in- 
fomuch  that  they  leave  the  Head 
fpotted  like  a  Serpent.  See  Alope¬ 
cia. 

Ophris,  or  Ophrys, is  Bifolium . 

Ophthalmia,  or  Lippi tudo,  is  an 
Inflamation  of  the  Tunicks  of  the 
Eyes,  caus’d  by  the  gathering  and 
extravafation  of  certain  Juices.  An 
Inflamation  of  the  Eyes. 
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Ophthalmica ,  are  medicines  u- 
ffd  in  Diftempers  of  the  Eya  s 
hence  the  Euphrafia,  "or  Eye-bright , 
is  call’d  Ophthalmica. 

Opiata ,  or  Elettuarium,  a  Medi¬ 
cine  taken  inwardly,  of  a  con£» 
ftence  like  to  thofe  Opiates  in  the 
Shops,  (Treacle or  Mirhridate)  and 
ismadeupintoffveral  Dofes  of  fe~ 
veral  Ingredients,  mixt  with  Ho¬ 
ney  or  Syrup. 

Opiatum,  a  Medicine  in  form  of 
an  Eledhiry,  with  Opium  mix’d  in 
it,  as  Venice  Treacle,  Michridate, 
Diafcordium,  &c.m 

Offer ,  (generally  fpeaking) 
means  any  Operator  or  Artificer, 
but  more  particularly  an  Apotheca¬ 
ry  or  Medicine-monger. 

Opiologia,  a  defer  ip  don  of  Opi¬ 
um. 

Opifthecyphojis,  the  fame  with 
Cyphofis,  or  Opiflhotonos. 

Opiflhotonos ,  or  Tetanus ,  a  kind 
of  Cramp,  or  ftretching  of  the 
Mufcle  of  the  Neck  backward^ 
which  proceeds  fometimes  from  a 
Palfie  of  the  Muffles  in  the  Neck, 
whereupon  the  Antagonifts  or  op- 
pofite  Muffles  move  the  intermedi¬ 
ate  Parts  too  much ;  or  from  a  fharp 
and  ferous  Matter  in  the  Tendons 5 
or  elfe  from  the  Animal  Spirits 
which  enter  the  fleftiy  Pipes  more 
thanis  ufual,  and  will  not  eafily  re¬ 
cede,  fb  that  the  Parts  are  indeed 
fwell’d  and  wrinkled  up. 

Opium 3  the  condens’d  Juice  of 
Poppies  Some  confound  Opium 
and  Meconium.  Opium  is  that 
which  ditfils  out  or  tHe  Poppy- 
heads  after  incifion  whilft  they  are 
growing,  but  Meconium  is  the  Juice 
extra&ed  out  of  'em  The  pureft: 
Opium  is  made  of  white  Drops, 
and  is  found  frequently  in  Greece,  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Cambia ,  and  the 
Territories  of  Grand  Cairo  in  Egypt, 
&  There 
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There  are  three  forts  of  it,  the  black, 
the  white,  and  the  yellow ;  The 
Inhabitants  of  thofe  Countries  keep 
the  beft  Opium  for  themfelves,  and 
fend  us  only  the  Meconium*  which  is 
nothing  but  the  Juice  of  Poppy- 
heads  drawn  by  Exprefficn,  and  is 
not  near  fo  good  as  the  True  Opium . 
The  beft  Opium  comes  from 
Thebes',  you  muft  chufe  it  black, 
inflamable,  bitter,  and  a  little  acri¬ 
monious  :  Its  Smell  is  very  difagree- 
able  and  ftupefying.  Tis  the  mod 
certain  Soporifiek  we  have  in  Phy- 
flck,  allaying  all  Pains  which  pro¬ 
ceed  from  too  great  an  activity  of 
the  Humours.  It  is  good  for  the 
Tooth-ach,  being  apply’d  to  the 
Tooth,  orelfetothe  Temple* Arte¬ 
ries  in  a  Plaiffcer ;  ’tis  ufed  likewife 
to  flop  {pitting  of  Blood, the  Bloody- 
fiux,  the  Flux  of  the  Courfes  and 
Hemorrhoides,  for  theChoiick,  for 
hot  Defluxions  of  the  Eyes,  and  to 
quiet  a  1  manner  of  griping  Pains. 

Opobalfamum,  the  true  natural 
Balfam  •,  it  hath  been  famous  in 
all  Ages  for  curing  Wounds,  and 
fo  effeftual  hath  it  been  account¬ 
ed,  that  other  vulnerary  Oils  and 
Ointments  have  taken  their  Names 
from  it  j  for  which  reafbn  jchmcks 
and  Mountebanks  do  grace  their 
Medicines  with  the  Name  of  Bal¬ 
fam,  to  make  ’em  more  accepta¬ 
ble  to  the  People.  There  are  ma¬ 
ny  Obfervations  of  dangerous 
Wounds  which  have  been  cured  in 
a  fhort  time  by  the  ufe  of  this 
Balfam  j  it  alfo  cleanfeth  fordid 
Ulcers ,  and  doth  much  good  in 
the  biting  of  Serpents  and  Scorpi¬ 
ons,  inwardly  taken  or  outwardly 
apply’d :  Half  a  Dram  of  it  taken 
every  Morning,  is  a  good  Prefer- 
vative  againft  the  Plague*  it  clears 
the  Sight,  and  is  good  in  Difeafes 
of  the  Ears  *  beftdes,  it  is  ufeful 


in  Convulfons  that  proceed  from 
Cold  and  Moifture,  alfo  for  Gid¬ 
diness,  Falling- ft  cknefs,  Palfes,  and 
the  like  *  for  Coughs  that  proceed 
from  a  cold  Humour,  for  difficul¬ 
ty  of  breathing,  and  Catarrhs ,  or 
Crudities  and  Wind  in  the  Sto¬ 
mach  j  for  a  moift  and  cold  In¬ 
temperature  of  the  Womb  5  alfo 
for  Barrennefs ,  the  Whites ,  and 
difficulty  of  Urine,  occafion’d  ei¬ 
ther  by  Wind  or  Gravel.  Women 
alfo  make  ufe  of  it  to  beautifie  the 
Face,  Lobelius  wrote  a  whole 
Book  of  the  Vertue  of  it.  It 
grows  only  in  the  Land  of  Ju¬ 
dea. 

Opochrifma ,  the  Weapon  Oint¬ 
ment,  wherewith  they  pretend  to 
cure  Wounds,  by  applying  it  to 
the  Inft'rument  that  gave  ’em  *  but 
this  of  late  hath  been  treated  with 
Ridicule, 

Opodeldoch ,  the  Name  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Plainer  that  cureth  Wounds 
and  Ulcers ,  the  Composition  of 
which  you  may  fee  in  Paracetfusy 
Wurtz,  Minder erus,  and  others. 
’Tis  a  fiftit'ious  Name,  without 
any  real  Signification. 

Opopamxy  a  Gummy  Juice  di- 
ftiliing  from  the  Roots  and  Leaves 
(after  incifion  made)  of  the  Herb 
call’d  Panax  Heraclei.  At  firft  it 
is  whitifb,  but  when  dry’d  it  turns 
yellow,  almoft  like  Saffron  with¬ 
out,  though  it  remaineth  white 
within. 

Opopyron ,  is  a  Remedy  of  Para- 
celfus  or  Laudanum,  whereby  Fe¬ 
vers  are  cured. 

Oporice,  the  Name  of  a  Medi¬ 
cine  compounded  of  Fruits,  and 
boil’d  to  the  confidence  of  Ho¬ 
ney. 

Opos ,  Succus,  the  Juice  of  Plants, 
Whether  exprefs’d  or  flowing  of 
their  own  accord. 

Oppi- 
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OppiUtio ,  the  fame  wich  Ob- 
ftructio. 

Optica,  Medicines  again#  Di- 
ftempers  of  the  Eyes. 

Opticus  Nervusy  or  Vifirius,  the 
Optick  Nerve,  that  which  carries 
the  vifible  Species  from  the  Eye 
to  the  common  Senfory.  The 
I>Ierves  of  both  Eyes  proceed  from 
the  Thai  ami  of  the  Optick  Nerves, 
afterwards  the#  Nerves  come  to¬ 
gether,  and  ieparate  again  as  they 
enter  the  SculJ. 

Opuntia,  a  fort  of  an  Indian 
F>gg- . 

Orbiculdres  of  Crepitus  Lupr,  a 
iortofaMofs  or  Mufhroom;  they 
are  either  round  or  half  round,  of 
an  uncertain  bignefs  ;  they  are 
ipongy  within,  and  when  they  afe 
dry  and  dufty  Chirurgeons  u#  'em 
to  flop  Blood. 

Orchis ,  a  Tefticle,  whofe  Sub- 
ftance  in  Men  is  nothing  elfe  bat 
a  contexture  of  very  little  Velfels 
which  make  the  Seed  ;  but  it  is 
ijuite  otherwife  in  Women,  where 
they  are  made  of  fevera!  Mem* 
branes  and  little  Fibres  loofdy 
united  to  one  another,  betwixt 
which  feveral  wh  te  Bodies  are 
found,  plac’d  there  either  natural¬ 
ly,  or  preternaturally.  The  Te- 
fticles  of  Women  breed  Eggs,  and 
therefore  they  are  rightly  call’d 
Ovaria  They  are  alfo  call’d 
Teftes ,  Colei. 

Orchis ,  Satyfion ,  and  Tejli cuius  ; 
there  are  various  forts  of  this 
Plant,  the  Roots  of  all  of  *em  fti- 
mulate  Venery  -,  they  aifo  take 
o£F  Inflamadons,  difeufs  Tumors, 
and  clean#  Ulcers.  J 

Orchotomia,  the  cutting  out  of  ; 
the  Tefticles. 

Orchotomus ,  a  Gelder,  one  who  ' 
gelds  Animals ,  that  they  cannot  1 
copulate* 


•  1  Ordeolum,  the  lame  with  Crsthe 
I  and  Hordeolum . 

Oreofelinum,  is  Petrofdinum. 

Orcxis,  a'  natural  Appetite  fd 
Meat,  proceeding  from  an  acid 
Ferment  in  the  Stomach,  which 
comes  from  the.  Caliac  Arteries , 
wherewith  the  Nervous  Tunick 
of  the  Stomach,  and  its  Nerves, 
are  extraordinarily  mov’d  to  co¬ 
vet  Nourifhment* 

Organica  pars ,  that  which  con- 
lifts  of  various  Parts  different 
from  one  another  ;  thus  a  Mufcle 
conli fts  of  Fikjb,  Membranes,  Ten - 
dons ,  and  divers  other  Vejfel^  5 
the  contrary  to  which  is  Similar 
ris  pars  j  but  of  this  in  its  propel 
Place. 

Organum ,  a  Part  which  requires 
a  right,  determinate,  and  fnfible 
conformation  to  its  Conftitution 
and  the  performance  of  its  A&N 
ons,  as  an  Arm,  a  Mufcle,  the 
Heart, 

Orgafmus ,  an  Impetus  and  quick 
motion  of  Blood  or  Spirits  ■,  as 
when  the  Animal  Spirits  do  rufh 
violently  upon  the  Nerves, 
Orificmm,  fignifies  the  Mouth 
or  Opening  of  any  Part.  There 
are  two  Orifices  in  the  Ventricle, 
one  call’d  Stomachus ,  (  from  the 
Greek  Word  to  poet  Os)  the  other 
Tylorus ;  fb  the  Apertures  of  the  o~ 
ther  Veffelsof  the  Body ,  as  Veins, 
Arteries,  &c.  are  call’d  Qrificia ,  or 
Orifices. 

Origanum ,  Englilh  wild  Mar¬ 
joram  :  It  cleanfes  and  binds,  it 
is  ufed  chiefly  in  ObftnuSions  of 
the  Lungs,  Liver,  and  Womb  5 
’tis  good  for  a  Cough,  an  Afthma 
and  the  jaundice  j  it  encreafeth 
Milk,  is  fudorifick,  and  is  out¬ 
wardly  ufed  in  Baths  for  the  Head, 
Womh,  and  Itch* 
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Orizeum,  the  fame  with  An- 
rum  ,  Gold  i  fo  Orizeum foliatum 
fignifies  Leaf-Gold. 

Ormlnum  ;  fee  Horminum. 

Ornamentum  Foleaceum,  the 
fringed  Extremity  of  the  Fallopian 
Tube. 

Ornitbogaltwiy  Star  of  Bethle¬ 
hem  ;  ’tis  a  fort  of  Afphodil. 

Ornithoglojjum ,  Afhen  Keys. 

Ornithopodium ,  Birds-foot. 

Ornus ,  wild  Afh. 

Orobancbe ,  or  RapumGeniJla  j 
the  Herb  candy’d,  or  a  Syrup 
made  of  the  Decodtion  of  it,  is  of 
great  ufe  in  Splenetick  and  Hy¬ 
pochondriac  Difeafes  ;  an  Oint¬ 
ment  made  of  it  with  Lard  is 
good  for  hard  Tumors,  and  a 
Scirrhus. 

Oroboidesy  a  Subfiding  in  the  U- 
xine,  like  to  a  kind  of  Pulfe  call’d 
Vetches . 

Orbus ,  a  fort  of  Pulfe. 

OrrhopiJla,  is  the  Serous  Excre¬ 
ment  of  liquid  Pitch. 

Orrhogygion ,  the  lad  part  of 
the  Spine,  where  the  Vertebra 
end. 

Orrhosy  Serum  ,  the  aqueous 
part  of  the  Milk  and  Blood.  It  al- 
fo  fignifies  the  Extremity  of  the 
Os  Sacrum. 

Orthocolony  a  preternatural  flrait- 
nefs  of  a  Joint. 

Orthopnea ,  an  ill  Refpiration, 
when  the  Perfon  affe&ed  cannot 
breathe,  but  only  with  his  Neck 
ere£t. 

Orvietanus,  the  Name  of  a  cer¬ 
tain  Mountebank,  who  was  fa* 
mous  for  the  invention  of  the  A- 
lexipharmick  Eledfuary  call’d  Or- 
vietan,  from  the  Town  of  Or- 
vieto  in  Italy ,  where  it  was  firft 
prepar’d  and  publi fil’d. 

Os9  a  P'one  ;  *tis  a  hard,  dry 
and  cold  Subftance,  confiding 
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efpecially  ot  earthy  and  faline  Par® 
tides,  defignkl  for  the  upholding  of 
the  Body,  to  render  its  Motion 
eafie,  and  for  a  Fence  for  feveral 
Parts  *.  Some  make  their  number 
249,  others  commonly  504,  and 
others  as  many  as  the  Days  of 
the  Year  ;  in  reality  the  number 
of  ’em  is  uncertain,  becaufe  the 
Bones  of  Infants  differ  from  thofe 
of  adult  Perfons $  alfo  becaufe  the 
Bones  call’d  Sefamoidea  (which  fee 
in  their  proper  place)and  the  Teeth 
are  not  determined  to  a  certain 
number  in  old  Men  and  adult  Per- 
fons.  They  are  of  different  fhapes, 
fome  are  round,  others  plain,  a- 
cute,  obtufe,  hollow,  fpongy,  foa 
lid,  triangular,  oblong,  &c.  A 
Nutfhell  is  alfo  call’d  OjJJculum  > 
and  the  Word  Os  belongs  alfo  in  a 
peculiar  manner  to  that  part  of  our 
Face  which  we  commonly  cad 
the  Mouth. 

Ofcbeon,  Scrotum ,  the  Purfe, 
Bag,  or  Cod  of  a  Man. 

Ofcitatio ,  yawning,  a  certain 
light  convulfive  motion  of  the 
Mufcles,  which  open  the  lower 
Jaw  of  the  Face*  fome  look  upon 
it  as  a  light  motion,  whereby  ex- 
crementitious  and  haiituous  mat¬ 
ter  which  irritates  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  Parts  is  expel’d. 

Ofcula9  the  openings  of  Vefiels 
at  the  end,  or  the  Inoculation  of 
the  Veins  and  Arteries. 

OJculum  Uteri ,  the  cavity  in  the 
Vulvdy  where  Conception  is  made, 
and  the  Man’s  Yard  enters  $  ’tis 
fo  fmall  in  Maids,  that  it  can  on¬ 
ly  receive  the  bignefs  of  a  fmall 
Quill,  and  will  not  admit  of  the 
fmalleft  Finger.  The  Courfesflow 
out  of  it ;  it  flicks  out  in  the  Va» 
gina ,  and  is  like  the  Mouth  of  a 
Tench,  or,  as  Galen  will  rather 
hafe  it,  like  the  Nut  of  a  Man’s

Ofieocolla,  a  white  or  Afh-co- 
Ipur’d  Stone,  fhap’d  like  a  Bone  j 
it  grows  in  Saxony ,  Sdefia ,  and  o- 
ther  places.  'Tis  fuppos'd  to  join 
broken  Bones  fuddeoly,  and  there¬ 
fore  mix'd  with  divers  Elaifters.

Otalgia,  a  Pain  in  the  Ears,  'tis 
fometimes  fo  excelTive  that  it 


times  it  turns  to  an  Abcefs,  when 
a  purulent  Matter  itfiies  out  of 
the  Ears. 

Otenchytes,  Sypho  Auricularis, 
an  Ear-Syringe,  or  Chirurgicalln- 
ftrument  or  Pipe,  whereby  any 
thing  is  convey’d  or  inje&ed  into 
the  Ears. 

Otica,  Medicines  againft  Di- 
ftempers  in  the  Ears. 

Ova,  the  firft  Rudiments  of 
living  Creatures,  as  well  as  of 
Vegetables.  Eggs. 

Ovarum ,  a  Woman’s  Tefticle* 

OviduHusy  the  fame  with  Tuba 
Fallopiana. 

Oviparum,  any  Animal  that, 
for  the  Propagation  of  its  Spe¬ 
cies,  lays  Eggs,  in  oppofition  to 
Viviparous  Animals  that  produce 
their  Young  alive. 

Ovum ,  a  fort  of  Pain  in  the 
Head,  aff-fting  a  place  about  the 
bignefs  of  an  Egg. 

Ovum  Ehilofophicitm,  or  Chymi- 
cum,  a  Giafs  round  below,  and 
having  a  long  Neck,  us’d  by  the 
Chyitiifts  in  circulating  and  volati¬ 
lizing  their  Spirits.  'Tis  alfo  call¬ 
ed  Hermes’s  Veffel,  t>r  the  Philo - 
fophical  Egg. 

Oxalis ,  Wood-forrel;  it  has  the 
fame  Vertues  as  common  Sorrel  i 
the  Syrup,  the  Conferve,  and  the 
diftil’d  Water  is  us’d  to  wafh  the 
Mouth  in  St.  Anthony's  Fire,  and 
to  clcanfe  fordid  Ulcers ;  'tis  ob- 
ferv'd  that  when  this  Plant  bears  a 
great  many  Flowers,  the  Year 
will  be  rainy,  but  dry  when  there 
is  few. 

Ozdaum,  a  mixture  of  Vine¬ 
gar  with  Oil. 

Oxycantha ;  fee  Berberis. 

Oxycantha,  or  Spina  Acuta,  or 
Vallaris  Sepiculares ,  is  the  Haw* 
Thorn .

Padotrophica ,  that  part  of  Phy- 
fick  that  treats  of  the  Method  of 
educating  and  nurfing  of  Boys. 

P&onia,  Peony ;  the  Roots  of 
Male  Peony  are  much  ufed  in 
Phyfick,  they  are  ufed  for  Difea- 
fes  of  the  Head,  and  for  Obftru- 
dions  of  the  Com fes,  and  Child¬ 
bed  Purgations,  and  to  eafe  the 
After-pains.  The  Roots  are 
hung  round  the  Neck  to  cure  the 
Falliag-iicknefs.  The  compound¬

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Paliurus,  Chrift  -  Thorn  j  the 
Roots  and  Leaves  are  aftringent, 
they  flop  the  Flux  of  the  Belly, 
digeft  and  cure  a  Phyma  j  the 
Fruit  is  fo  inciding,  that  it  is  faid 
to  lelfen  the  Stone  of  the  Blad¬ 
der  ;  the  Seeds  bruifed  are  com¬ 
mended  for  a  Cough,  for  the  Gra¬ 
vel  and  Stone.  Some  report  that 
thefe  Tyere  the  Thorns  our  Blelf- 
ed  Saviour  was  crown’d  with,  in 
Contempt,  by  the  unbelieving 
Jews,  juft  before  his  Crucifixion. 

Palliatio,  or  Cura  Palliative,  a 
Medicine,  or  Method  which  helps 
(as  much  as  Is  poflible)  incurable 
Dileafes,  at  leaft  for  a  Seafon,  or 
makes  the  Ill  more  tolerable. 

Palindromia ,  is  a  preternatural 
Regurgitation  or  Return  of  pec¬ 
cant  Humours  to  the  inward  or 
nobler  Parts. 

Palirrh&a,  a  retrograde  Flux  of 
Humours. 

Palma ,  the  infide  of  a  Man’s 
Hand,  which  we  call  the  Palm. 

Palma  Chrijli ,  is  Ricinus. 

Palmaria ,  a  Plant  that  refem- 
bles  the  Palm  of  the  Hand. 

Palmaris  Mufculus ,  is  the  Muf- 
cle  that  contrads  the  Palm  of  the 
Hand  ;  fee  Cofi&  &  Palma. 

Palmas,  a  fhivering  or  palpi¬ 
tation  of  the  Heart,  from  a  Con- 
vulfion,  or  Irritation  of  the  Nerves, 
the  caufe  whereof  confijfts  in  the 
Blood  or  nervous  Juice,  or  in  the 
Water  in  the  Membrane  that  co¬ 
vers  the  Heart. 

Palpebra,  the  Coverings  of  the 
Eyes,  made  up  of  a  Skin,  a  flefby 
Membrane,  Mufcles,  a  Tunick, 
and  another  little  Skin  call’d  Tar - 
fas,  with  Hair  upon  the  upper- 
moft  Skin.  They  are  either  the 
upper  or  the  under  Eye-lids. 

Palpitatio  Cordis  Naturalis,  the 
natural  Palpitation  of  the  Heart, 
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which  is  the  Syftole  thereof,  whilft: 
the  Cone  and  the  Sides  are  preft 
together,  the  Bafis  and  the  Roots  of 
the  Velfels  being  blown  up  with 
the  Blood  that  gathers  there, 
grows  and  fwejls.  It  often  pro¬ 
ceeds  from  an  extraordinary  con- 
tradion  of  the  Heart,  or  a  thick 
and  irritating  Matter  that  fticks 
in  the  Heart. 

Pampinifcrme  Corpus ,  or  Varico - 
[urn,  or  Pyramidale,  is  the  Veins 
and  Arteries  that  pafs  to  the  Tefti- 
cles,  which  are  included  in  a  com¬ 
mon  Coat,  and  make  a  body  re? 
{enabling  curled  Leaver  See  Va~ 
ricofam  Corpus. 

Panacea,  a  general  fort  of  Phy*> 
fick  for  all  Dileafes  indifferently  y 
but  I  queftionif  there  be  any  fuch 
thing.  Many  People  brag  much 
of  Tobacco,  Tindureof  the  Sun, 
the  Phiiofopher’s  Stone,  Vitrio-. 
la  ted  Tartar,  <&c.  A  Panacea,  or 
Univerfal  Medicine. 

Panaritium ,  the  lame  with  Pa¬ 
ronychia, 

Panata,  the  lame  with - - 

Panatella,  and  Panata,  Panide, 
is  a  mixture  made  of  Crumbs  of 
Bread  and  V/ater,  boil’d  to  the 
confiftence  of  a  Pap.  Sometimes 
they  add  a  little  Wine,  fometimes 
Eggs y  Ibmetimes  the  Seeds  of 
Melons,  when  it  is  to  be  more 
than  ordinary  cooling. 

Pancoenus ,  the  fame  with  Pan¬ 
demias. 

Panchrefios,  is  a  Medicine  that 
is  good  for  every  thing. 

Panchryfos,  all  Gold. 

Pmchymagoga,  Purgative  Me* 
diclfies  that  purge  or  difeharge  all 
forts  of  Noxious  Humours. 

Pancratiajia ,  a  Champion,  or 
Combatant  that  is  skill’d  in  all 
manner  of  Exercifes. 
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Pancration,  is  not  only  the  Name 
of  a  bulbous  Plant,  but  alfo  com¬ 
prehends  the  double  Exercife  of 
Wrettling  and  Boxing. 

Pancreas,  the  Sweet-bread,  Pan- 
eration ,  Pancreon ,  Callicreas,Calli - 
creon,  &  Lacies,  are  all  fynony- 
mous.  It  is  a  conglomerated 
Gland  in  the  Abdomen ,  plac’d 
behind  the  Stomach,  and  fatten’d 
to  the  Gut  Duodenum,  and  reaches 
as  far  as  the  Liver  and  Spleen. 
The  Ufe  and  Office  thereof  is  to 
convey  a  Volatile,  Infipid,  and 
Lymphatick  Juice;  or  as  others 
will  have  it  ( for  it  is  a  difputable 
Point)  a  fomething  acid  Juice,  by 
its  own  Duck  to  the  Gut  Duode¬ 
num,  in  order  to  a  farther  Fer¬ 
mentation  and  Volatilization  of  the 
Chyle,  and  to  attemperate  and  al¬ 
lay  the  hot,  acrid  Qualities  of  the 
Gall.  *Tis  the  biggeft  Gland  in 
the  whole  Body,  but  bigger  in  a 
Dog  than  a  Man.  See  Callicreas. 

Pan  dale  a,  as  the  modern  PhyXi- 
dans  call  it,  is  the  fame  with  a 
folid  Electuary,  but  it  remains  en¬ 
tire  ;  for  the  Sugar  being  rightly 
fopil’d,  is  let  to  grow  hard.  The 
Patient  rakes  a  piece  of  it  like  a 
Lambative*  It  only  differs  in 
fhape  from  Lozenges  and  Mor- 
fels. 

Pmdalitium,  the  fame  with  Pa¬ 
naritium. 

Pandemius,  a  Difeafe  which  is 
common  in  fome  place  or  other. 

Pandiculatio,  a  certain  Dilata¬ 
tion  and  convulfive  Diftention  of 
the  Mufcles,  by  which  the  Va¬ 
pours  that  annoy  them  are  catt 
off. 

Panicum,  a  kind  of  Milium  or 
Millet. 

Panicus ,  a  fudden  Fear  or  Con- 
ffernation. 

Panniculus  Adipofus,  the  fame 
with  Panniculus  Carnofm .  1 


Pawii cuius  Qarnojus ,  a  fat  fort 
of  Membrane,  in  fome  parts  thick 
and  Mufculous,  in  other  parts 
thin,  with  many  Duels  of  fat  in 
it  $  it  covers  the  whole  Body. 
The  Flefhy  Membrane. 

Panniculus  Nervcfus,  the  fame 
with  Panniculus  Carnofus, 

Pants  Cuculi;  fee  Oxus. 

Panis  Porcinus ;  fee  Cyclamen l 

P annus,  a  Difeafe  of  the  Eye, 
when  the  Blood  Vefiels  running  to 
Angles  of  the  Eyes,  fwell  with 
Blood,  by  reafon  of  an  Obftrudi- 
on  or  Inflamation  j  afterwards 
the  Difeafe  encreafing,  a  carnous 
Web  as  it  were,  covers  either  all, 
or  part  of  the  Eye.  It  alfo  fig- 
nifies  a  Spot  or  Breaking-out,  of 
the  bignefs  of  a  Man’s  Hand, 
fometimes  of  a  red,  fometimes  of 
a  yellowifh  or  blackifh  colour,  ow¬ 
ing  its  Caufe  to  the  Venereal,  or 
fome  other  malignant  Difeafe. 

Parous,  a  fort  of  Botch  or  Sore 
under  the  Arm-pits  or  Jaws,  Ears 
and  Groins,  that  is  in  theGlandu- 
lous  Parts.  *  Pis  alfo  taken  for 
Phygethlus. 

Papazer ,  Poppy;  the  Flowers  of 
the  red  Poppy  cool  and  affwage 
Pain,  and  difpofe  to  fleep ;  they 
are  chiefly  ufed  in  Fevers,  for 
Pleurilies,  Quinzays,  and  other 
Difeafes  (efpecially  of  the  Breaft) 
that  need  cooling  Medicines,  and 
for  immoderate  Fluxes  of  the 
Courfes;  the  Powder,  thediftil’d 
Water,  the  Syrup,  and  the  Con¬ 
fer  ve  of  them,  are  in  Ufe,  but 
the  Syrup  is  moftly  ufed. 

Papilla  htejlinorum,  little  Glan¬ 
dules  wherewith  the  inmoft  Tu- 
nick  of  the  Entrails  is  lined,  they 
foak  in  the  percolated  Chyle,  and 
difpenfe  it  to  the  Ladfeal  Veins. 

Papilla ,  a  red  Excrefcence  in 
the  midft  of  the  Breafts,  the  Pores 

whereof 
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whereof  receive  all  the  Milky 
Tubes  or  Pipes  proceeding  from 
the  Glandules  of  the  Breafts.  The 
Nipple  of  the  Bread. 

PapilUre  Os,  the  fame  with 
Sphenoides. 

Papillarum  Proceffus ,  the  Extre¬ 
mities  of  the  Olfa&ory  Nerves, 
which  convey  the  flimy  vifcous 
Humours  by  the  Fibres  which 
perforate  the  Os  Cribriforme,  to 
the  Noftrils  and  Palate. 

Papula,  fignifies  the  fame  as  Pu- 
fiuh,  as  alfo  a  kind  of  Small-pox 
fee  Exanthemata. 

Paracelfiflica  Medicina.  See 
Jiermetica. 

Paracentesis ,  or  Punftio,  a  Per¬ 
foration  of  the  Cheft  and  Abdo¬ 
men  thro*  a  cufpidate  Channel, 
It  happens  in  the  Bread  when  it 
is  duff’d  with  putrefied  Matter 
or  Water,  and  then  there’s  a  prick¬ 
ing  in  the  Side  between  the  the 
iifth  and  fixth  Vertebre.  It  hap¬ 
pens  in  the  Abdomen,  when  ’tis 
fwell’d  by  a  Dropfy,  near  the  white 
Seam  in  the  Abdomen,  in  the 
Mufcles  that  either  afcend  right 
or  oblique.  If  a  Man  be  drong, 
and  has  taken  a  Purge,  and  alfo 
his  Lungs  and  the  red  of  his  En¬ 
trails  be  uncorrupted,  when  the 
Nayel  doth  protuberate,  don’t  look 
another  way,  for  there  make  the 
Incifion  $  don’t  let  Purulency  and 
Water  come  out  both  together, 
for  that  were  to  kill  the  Patient, 
but  one  after  the  other,  as  in  fe- 
ven  Days  a  Pound,  or  a  Pound 
and  an  half,  as  the  Patient  can  en¬ 
dure  it.  After  the  Operation  is 
finifh’d,  draw  the  Wound  up  with 
an  adringent  Plaider.  If  the  in¬ 
ward  Veffels  and  Paflages  be  broke 
thro’  this  pricking,  ’tis  to  no  pur- 
poie  to  endeavour  the  Cure.  A 
Perforation  of  the  Abdomen  or 
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Belly,  otherwise  called  tapping  for 
the  DropJy. 

Parafheteufis.  See  Derivatio. 

Paracmafh'ca ,  a  daily  declining 
Fever,  alfo  declining  Age. 

Paracme *  See  Acme. 

Parachynanche ,  an  Inflamation, 
with  a  continual  Fever,  and  diffi¬ 
culty  of  Breathing,  excited  in  the 
outward  Mufcles  of  the  Larynx. 

Paradfi  Grana  j  fee  Cardamo - 
mum. 

Paralyfis,  or  Refolutio ,  an  A- 
bolition  of  voluntary  Motion  or 
Senfe,  or  both,  either  in  all  the 
Body,  or  only  fome  Part.  It 
comes  either  by  an  Obftrudion, 
Abfciffion,  Contufion,  or  preffing 
of  the  Nerves,  or  by  an  Indifpo- 
fition,  or  ill  Conformity  of  the 
Mufcles. 

Paralyfis  Herba,  or  Paralytica 9 
Primula  Verisi  or  Betonica  Alba , 
v/hich  fee* 

Paramefus,  the  next  Finger  to 
the  middle  one,  call’d  the  Ring- 
finger. 

Paraphimofis ,  &  Veriphamofis ,  is 
when  the  Praputiiim  is  too  fnort 
to  cover  rightly  the  Head  of  a 
Man’s  Yard  5  alfo  a  Narrownefs 
and  Contraction  of  the  Womb. 

Paraphora ,  fignifies  a  fmall  Dc- 
liriurn. 

Paraphrenitis,  Madnefs,  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  continual  Fever, 
thro*  the  Inflamation  of  the  Mid¬ 
riff,  with  difficulty  of  Breathing, 
as  the  Ancients  dream’d.  But 
Dr-  Willis  has  confuted  this  Opi¬ 
nion  of  if,  and  fays,  the  Matter ' 
of  it  lies  in  the  Cerebellum ,  where¬ 
by  the  Animal  Spirits  cannot  flow, 
and  thence  the  Lungs  are  troubled* 

Paraphrofyne,  or  Delrium ,  a 
flight  fort  of  doating  thro’  a  de¬ 
fault  in  the  Imagination  and  Judg¬ 
ment, 
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Paraplegia,  aPalfy  which  ftizes 
all  the  Parts  of  the  Body  below  the 
Head,  from  an  Obftruftion  of  the 
Spinal  Marrow 

Paraplexia ,  the  fame  with  Para¬ 
plegia. 

pararthrema >  a  ftnall  Luxation, 
by  which  the  Joint  lightly  bears  off 
from  its  natural fituaucn. 

pararythmus,  a  preternatural 
beating  of  the  Pulfe. 

Farafcene,  Apparatus ,  orarea- 
dinefsof  Inftruments,  or  the 
perforating  any  Cbirurgical  Ope¬ 
ration  i  or  Preparation ,  in  relation 
to  the  artificial  making  up  of  Medi¬ 
cines,  or  any  Preparation  in  the 
Materia  Medica . 

Parafcbides ,  the  Fragments  or 
Splinters  of  Bones  that  are  broke. 

Parafigma ,  a  Concuffion  of  the 
Body. 

Parafphagis ,  that  part  of  the 
Keck  call’d  the  Collar-Bone. 

Paraftata,  See  Epididymis. 

Parafynanche ,  an  Incarnation  of 
the  Mufcles  of  the  upper  part  of 
the  OEfophagus,  with  a  continued 
Fever. 

Paregorica,  anodyne  Medicines, 

Paremptofs,  a  falling,  as  when 
Blood  Hides  from  the  Heart  into  the 
great  Artery ,*  fee  Coincidentia. 

Parencephalos,  the  fame  as  Cere¬ 
bellum. 

Parenchymata ,  the  perforated  or 
Spungy  Vifcera  are  thus  call’d, 
thro’  which  the  Blood  pafies  for 
better  Fermentation  and  Perfecti¬ 
on  i  as  the  Lungs,  Heart,  and 
Spleen,  &c.  Sometimes  Parenchy¬ 
ma  is  taken  in  a  larger  fenfe,  for 
all  the  Entrails. 

Parejss,  a  fort  of  Palfy,  often 
fucceeding  the  Cholickj  fee  Para- 
by  pis.

Pentaphyllum,  Cinque-foil,  or 
Five-leav’d  Grafs.  ’Tis  vulnerary 
and  adringent,  it  doppeth  Fluxes  of 
the  Belly,  bleeding  at  the  Nofe,  and 
the  Hemorrhoides  ;  *tis  good  for 
fpitting  of  Blood,  and  a  Cough;  it  is 
alfo  commended  for  a  Palfie,  a  Con- 
fumption,  the  Gout  and  Jaundice ; 
*tis  like  wife  good  for  the  Stone, 
and  Erofions  of  the  Kidneys  5  ’tis 
us’d  outwardly  for  the  Eyes  when 
they  are  inflam’d,'  the  Juice  of  it 
being  dropt  into  ’em ;  aid) for  Loofe- 
nefs  of  the  Teeth,  and  for  putrid 
Gums;  it  cleanfes  alfo  malignant 
Ulcers:  the  adringent  Vertue  of  it 
is  mod  remarkable,  by  means 
whereof  it  does  what  it  does.  One 
dram  of  the  Powder  of  the  Root, 
taken  before  the  Fit,  cures  Agues.

(for  that  is  the  Englifh  Name  of  it) 
is  of  great  ufe  in  the  Stone  of  the 
Kidneys  or  Bladder,  a  draught  of  it 
being  taken  every  Morning  for  two 
or  three  months  together ;  a  certain 
Gentleman  in  the  Country  ufed  a 
whole  Load  of  this  Herb  in  a  Year, 
to  make  the  Water,  wherewith  he 
cured  abundance  of  the  Stone .

Tooth,  takes  off  the  Pain.  There’s 
hardly  any  thing  that  more  effe&u- 
ally  drives  away  Flies,  for  whatever 
Wounds  or  Ulcers  Gattel  have,,  if 
they  are  but  anointed  with  the  Juice 
of  this  Herb,  the  Flies  will  not  come 
near  ’em,  tho’  it  be  in  the  heat  of 
Summer.

Petrcfelimtm ,  Parfly;  the  Root 
and  Herb  expel  Wind,  provoke 
Urine  and  the  Courfes,  and  open 
Obftru&ions  of  the  Liver  and 
Spleen  ;  they  are  good  alfo  in  the 
Dropfy  and  Jaundice;  the  Seed  is 
good  for  the  fame  Difeafes,  for  an 
old  Cough,  and  again#  Poifon. 
The  whole  Herb  outwardly  apply’d 
difTolves  hard  Tumors,  and  drys 
away  Milk,  being  apply ’d  to  the 
Brcafts.  Take  of  Parfly- feeds  three 
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drams,  of  Winter  Cherry-berries 
N°d,  boil  ’em  in  a  pint  of  Milk, 
and  make  Poflet-drink ;  take  fix 
ounces  at  a  time  fweetned  with  an 
ounce  of  Syrup  of  Marfhmallows; 
you  #ill  fitfd  this  very  good  in  the 
Gravel.  Parfly-piert,  call’d  in 
French  Percepier,  forceth  Urine 
violently,  and  expels  Gravel,  a  drami 
of  the  dry’d  Herb  being  taken  in 
White- wine;  it  maybe  alfo  eaten 
raw  as  a  Sallad,  and  like  wife  pickled 
and  eaten  in  Winter  for  Sauce.  Ie 
grows  among  Rocks  And  Stones, 
and  therefore  is  called  Petrofelmum.

Phagedenick  Water  is  a  mixture  of 
Mercury  fublimate  and  Lime-wa¬ 
ter  :  Put  a  pound  of  Quick-lime 
into  a  large  earthen  Pan,  and  quench 
it  with  feven  or  eight  pints  of  Wa¬ 
ter;  after  the  Lime  hath  been  in¬ 
fus’d  five  or  fix  hours,  and  is  funk 
tothebottom,  pour  off  the  Water 
by  Inclination,  and  filtrate  it;  this 
is  call’d  Lime-water :  To  each  pint 
of  this  Water  are  added  fifteen  or 
twenty  grains  of  fublimate  Corro¬ 
sive  in  powder,  and  the  Water  pre- 
fently  turns  yellow.  They  are 
flirr’d  together  a  good  while  in  a 
Glafs,  or  Marble  Mortar,  and  this  ! 
Water  isufedfor  cleanfing  old  Ul¬ 
cers  ;  it  eats  proud  Flefh,  and  is 
ufed  likewife  in  a  Gangrene,  by 
adding  of  Wine  to  it,  and  forne- 
times  Spirit  of  Vitriol.  The  Preci¬ 
pitate  ofthe  Phagedenick  Water  be¬ 
ing  walh’d  and  dry’d,  is  efteem’d  by 
fome  to  be  a  good  Purgative  in  Ve¬ 
nereal  Cafes ;  ’tis  given  in  Pills,  for 
fear  of  blacking  the  Teeth.  The 
Dofe  is  from  one  grain  to  three,  and 
it  purges  both  upwards  and  down¬ 
wards.

iweat.  A  Woman  cur’d  many 
that  were  troubled  with  a  Pin  and 
Web  in  their  Eyes,  With  the  diftiPd 
Water  of  it.  In  a  Confumption,, 
and  for  purulent  Spitting,  let  the 
Sick  drink  every  Day,  Morning 
and  Evening,  twelve  ipoonful&. 
of  the  diflil’d  Water  mix’d  with  an 
equal  quantity  of  red  Cows  Milk 
iweeten’d  with  fine  Sugar;  his  fre¬ 
quently  us’d  for  the  Gripes  of  new¬ 
born  Children,  it  alfo  moves  the 
Courfes.  PVillis  commends  the 
Decodlion  of  it  as  a  Speeifick  for 
Madnefs.

Pinusy  the  Pine-tree;  the  Bark 
and  Leaves  cool  and  bind,  wherefore 
they  are  good  in  Dyfenteries,  and 
Fluxes  ofthe  Courfes;  aDecoddoa 
or  Inf  ufion  of  the  Tops  in  Beer,  or 
fome  other  proper  Liquor,  isreck- 
on’d  very  good  for  the  Stone  of  the 
Kidneys  and  Bladder,  and  for  the 
Scurvy,  and  Difeafes  of  the  Breads. 
The  Nuts  have  a  delicate  tafle,  and 
are  good  for  Confumptions  and. 
Coughs,  alfo  for  heat  of  Urine; 
and  they  en create  Milk,  -  .  , 
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Viper ,  Pepper  ;  there  are  three 
forts  of  Pepper  ;  the  common  black 
and  round,  call’d  Melanopiper ;  the 
white,  call’d  Leucopiper ;  and  the 
hng  Pepper,  call’d  Macropiper .  It 
grows  in  mod  of  the  Provinces  of 
India,  efpecially  Malacca ,  Java, 
and  Sumatra  ;  there  is  fo  .much  of 
it  in  thofe  Places,  that  it  fervesthe 
whole  World.  The  Plant  is  fo  weak 
that  it  cannot  dand  by  it  felf,  and 
if  it  has  no  Tree  to  climb  upon  it 
falls  upon  the  Ground  like  Hops. 
White  round  Pepper  grows  upon 
the  fame  Plant,  as  there  is  no  diffe¬ 
rence  betwixt  the  Vines  that  af¬ 
ford  white  and  red  Grapes.  All 
forts  of  Pepper  heat,  provoke  U- 
rine5  Conco&ion,  anddifcufs;  be¬ 
ingtaking  inwardly,  it  takes  off  the 
Gripes ;  it  draws  Flegm  from  the 
Head,  being  chew’d  with  Railins, 
and  excites  Appetite  ;  mixt  with 
Pitch,  it  difcuiTes  King’s-Evil- 
fwellings  and  is  good  for  cold  and 
crude  Stomachs;  there  is  great  dif¬ 
ference  betwixt  taking  it  Whole 
and  in  Powder,  for  the  Powder 
caufes  the  Hickup,  and  inflames 
the  Bowels  5  they  therefore  that 
take  it  to  help  their  Stomachs, 
fhould  fw allow  it  whole  ’Tis  ti¬ 
led  outwardly  in  Gargarifms ;  the 
Oil  of  Pepper  outwardly  us’d  is  an 
excellent  Remedy  for  the  Palfy. 
Pepper  affwages  the  fwelling  ofthe 
Uvula,  and  is  good  for  cold  Difea- 
fes ;  mix’d  with  Honey  *tis  good 
for  aQuinfy.  The  white  isflron- 
ger  than  the  black,  and  this  laft  is 
better  than  th dong  Pepper.

Placenta  Uterina, or  HeparUteri- 
num,  a  red  Subfhnce  like  the  Liver 
full  of  Glandulous  Kernels,  It  has 
an  Artery  and  a  Vein  from  the  Na- 
vel-ftring,  and  perhaps  Lympha- 
tick  Veflels  from  the  Neighbouring 
Parts;  it  outwardly  flicks  to  the 
Womb,  to  either  fide  indifferently;

Within  it  is  cover’d  with  th  eChori- 
um.

Poly  podium,  Polypody ;  the  Root 
is  reckon’d  among  purging  Medi¬ 
cines,  but  it  purges  very  gently  $ 
’tis  very  proper  in  Obftrudfions 
of  the  Mefentery,  Liver  and  Spleen* 
for  the  Scurvy,  and  Hypochon* 
driack  Difeafes ;  ’tis  generally  us'd 
in  Decoftions,  with  other  purging 
Medicines. 

Polypus ,  afwellingin  the  hollow 
oftheNofirils;  and ’tis  twofold,  ei¬ 
ther  like  a  Tent,  and  goes  by 
the  general  Name  of  Sarcoma  or

Their  Colour  is  white  oftentimes 
reddifb,  and  fometimes  black  and 
livid.

Pterygium,  the  Wing  or  round 
Riling  of  the  Nofe  or  Eye,  or  the 
Procefs  of  the  Bone  Sphenoides , 
which  is  very  like  a  Wing  $  alfo  a 
membranous  Excrefcenceabove  the 
horny  Tunic  of  the  Eye,  called  Un¬ 
guis  and  lingula ,  growing  for  the 
moll  part  from  the  inner  corner 
towards  the  Apple  of  the  Eye,  and 
and  often  obfcuring  it  j  alfo  the 
Nymph  a  of  a  Woman’s  lecret 
parts.

Ptyalifmus ,  a  great  fpitting  or 
Salivation.

Pubes,  the  Hair  on  the  privy 
Parts,  being  a  token  of  Puberty, 
and  appearing  in  Males  about  four¬ 
teen,  and  in  Women  about  twelve. 

Pubis  Os,  or  Peblinis  Os,  the 
Share- bone. 

Pudendagra,  the  fame  with  Lues 
Venerea. 

Puerpera ,  a  Woman  in  Child¬ 
bed.  1  ■ 

Pugillus ,  a  handful  of  any  Herbs. 
Others  interpret  it,  as  much  as  may 
be  taken  up  with  three  Fingers.  A 
Pugiiorfmall  handful. 

Pulegium ,  Penny-royal ;  it  is 
ufed  to  provoke  the  Courfes,  and 
to  help  Delivery;  ’tis  good  for 
Coughs,  for  the  Gripes,  the  Stone, 
Jaundice,  and  Dropfy.  A  fpoon- 
ful  of  the  Juice  given  to  Children, 
isan  excellent  Remedy  for  the  Chin- 
ccugh,  and  for  a  Hoarfnefs,  taking 
fix  ounces  of  the  Decodtion  of  it 
fweetned  at  bedtime.  The  frefh 
Herb  wrapt  in  a  Cloth,  and  laid  in 
a  Bed,  driveth  away  Fleas,  but  it 
muft  be  renew’d  once  a  week. 


Pulicaria,  and  Pulicaris,  the 
fame  as  Pfyllium. 

Vulmoms ,  the  Lungs,  are  Or¬ 
gans  of  Refpiration.  The  famous 
Malpighi  makes  the  Subibance  of 
the  Lungs  (excepting  the  Nerves, 
a  few  Veflels,  and  the  Branches  of 
the  Windpipe,)  to  be  nothing  but«a 
heap  of  little  Bladders,  the  contex¬ 
ture  whereof  is  fo  order’d  that  there 
is  a  paffage  into  them  from  the 
Windpipe,  and  into  one-another,  till 
they  all  open  into  the  Membrane 
which  cloaths  the  Lungs.  TheUfe 
of  the  Lungs  is  to  breathe  withal, 
and  to  mix  and  accend  the  Blood 
with  the  Nitre  they  fuck  in. 

Pulmonaria,  the  fame  with  pe¬ 
ripneumonia  It  alfo  fignifies  a 
Plant  that  cures  Diieafes  of  the 
Lungs. 

Pulpa ,  the  fieftiy  part  of  Fruit, 

!  Roots,  or  other  Bodies,  which  is 
!  extracted  by  infuiion  or  boiling, 
and  paffing  thro’  a  Sieve,  as  the 
|  Pulp  of  Tamarinds,  Caffia,  Airhtea, 
Dates,  &c.  or  by  beating  ’em,  as 
in  the  Seeds  of  Cucumbers,  Me¬ 
lons,  &c. 

Pulfatilla,  is  a  vulnerary  Herb, 
the  diftili’d  Water  whereof  is  excel¬ 
lent  for  cleanfing  and  curing 
Wounds;  the  Root  of  it  is-much 
commended  by  fome  for  a  preferva- 
tiv.e  from  the  Contagion  of  the 
Plague,  agaimd  Poilon,  and  for  bit¬ 
ing  of  venomous  Creatures.  Two 
drams  of  it  being  taken  in  Wine,  is 
alfo  mix’d  with  Antidotes.  Tragus 
fay s,  that  the  Root  dry’d  provokes 
Sneezing;  and,  that  it  being  chew’d 
in  the  Mouth  ra w,  evacuates 
Flegm.

Pulfus,  or  Pulfatio  Cordis  8c  Ar- 
teriarum ,  the  Pulfe,  is  the  imme¬ 
diate  Index  of  the  Heart,  by  the 
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mediation  whereof  the  Blood  is 
diffus’d  thro’  the  whole  Body,  and 
is  differently  affe&ed  thereby,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  different  influx  of  the 
Animal  Spirits,  the  motion  where¬ 
of  is  chiefly  to  be  attributed  to  the 
circular  and  dire&  Fibres.  Others 
affirm  it  to  be  the  dilatation  and 
contraction  of  the  Heart  and  Blood. 
A  Pulfe  is  either  natural  or  preterna¬ 
tural  ;  of  the  former  we  have  fpoke 
already,  the  latter  is  fuch  as  is  diffe¬ 
rent,  according  to  the  different  cir- 
cumftances  of  the  Fibres  and  animal 
Spirits,  to  wit,  ftrong,  weak, 
fwift,  flow,  equal,  unequal,  inter¬ 
mittent,  &c.

t,o  provoke  the  Courfes,  and  to  ex¬ 
pel  Malignity.  , 

Pulvis  e  Chili s  Carter or um  Com¬ 
pofitus,  Compound  powder  of 
Crabs-claws;  ’tis  good  to  expel 
Malignity,  and  to  revive  the  Spirits; 
’tis  commonly  call’d  Gafcoign’s 
powder  highly  efteem’d  by  the  ig¬ 
norant,  as  it  is  defpifed  by  the 
judicious. 

Pulvis  Cardiacus  Mag ifir alts, 
the  Cordial  Magifterial  powder; 
’tis  good  for  malignant  and  peftilen- 
tial  Difeafes,  flops  Fluxes,  is  cordi¬ 
al,  cures  Melancholy,  and  revives 
the  Spirits. 

Pulvis  Baby ,  it  is  good  for  heat 
of  Urine,  ^  aPleurifie,  Ulcers  of  the 
Lungs,  and  is  excellent  for  Coughs 
and  Catarrhs. 

Puhis  Thuralpes,  ’tis  good  to 
be  ufed  in  Wounds  to  flop  Blood. 

Puhis  Senna  Compofitus  major, 
Compound  powder  of  Senna  it 


is  a  gentle  Purge,  and  expels  Wind. 

Pulvis  Comitis  Varvicenfis,  the 
Earl  of  Warwick's  powdery  It  pur-' 
ges  watery  Humours,  and  is  good 
for  Rheumatifms,  Dropfies,  and 
the  Pox. 

Pumex,  the  Pumice-fton?. 

Punctum  Aureum,  or  gold-flicb9 
a  Term  us’d  by  Chirurgeons  who 
undertake  the  cure  of  a  Burfteneff, 
and  it  is  then  pradtifed  when  the 
Peritonaeum,  made  to  bulge  out  by 
thehermia,  is  tied  up  with  a  gold¬ 
thread,  after  the  gut  has  been  redu¬ 
ced  into  its  place,  to  prevent  the 
inieftines  from  again  falling  into 
the  lame  part.

Punttum  Saliens ,  in  the  growth 
of  an  Egg  you  fee  a  little  Speck  ( or 
Cloud  as  it  were)  in  theinnermoft 
Tunickofit,  cak’d  Ammos,  which 
growing  gradually  thicker,  acqui¬ 
res  a  kind  of  flimy  matter,  in  the 
middle  whereof  you  fee  firft  this 
Punttum  Saliens,  (a  little  Speck 
that  feems  to  leap)  afterward  the 
rude  Body  of  an  Embryo ,  juft  like 
a  fhapelefs  kind  of  Maggot,  which 
tends  every  day  more  and  more  to 
perfection.

Turgantes  Aqua,  purging  Wa¬ 
ters.  There  are  many  purging 
Waters  in  England,  but  the  moft 
celebrated  are  Barnet,  North- hall, 
Aclon ,  Ccbkam,  Dulwich, Epfom  and 
Stretbam.  The  Mineral  Waters 
near  Epfom  in  Surrey  were  the  fir  ft 
purging  Waters  that  were  found 
out  ;  they  were  difcover’d  by  a 
Countryman  about  the  Year  1620, 
For  the  fir  ft  ten  Years  they  were 
only  us’d  outwardly,  bytheNeigh- 
bouring  Country-people,  to  wafh 
Sores;  Afterwards  the  Lord  North 
drank  them,  and  foon  after  the 
Queen-mother,  and  others  of  great 
Quality.  As  to  the  Vertue  of  the 
Waters,  they  encreafe  Appetite, 
promote  Digeftion,  and  are  very 
agreeable  to  the  Stomach.  They 
take  off  Heart-burning,  prevent 
Vomiting,  and  cure  Pains  of  the 
Stomach;  they  are  alfo  good  for 
hot  Hypochondriack  Difeafes,  for 
the  Cholick,  Worms,  Gravel,  and 
Nephritick  Pains.  The  Waters 
are  alfo  good  for  a  Heat  or  Sup- 
prefil.cn  of  Urine,  and  for  Difea¬ 
fes  of  the  Head,  as  Head-ach,  Gid- 
dinefs,  and  the  like  ;  for  Hyfte- 
rick  Difeafes  and  the  wandring 
Gout,  and  alfo  for  the  Itch,  open 
Obftr unions  of  the  Liver,  Spleen, 
Meferaick  Veins,  Pancreas,  the 
Paflages  of  the  Choler,  Urine,  and 
Womb.  Dulwich  Waters  are  of 
the  fame  Vertue  with  thefe,  only 
they  are  thought  to  purge  more 
ftrongly  ;  and  the  Waters  are  faid 
to  cure  Barrennefs,  for  they  are 
furnifii’d  with  fuch  apt  Qualifica¬ 
tions  for  Fruitfulnefs,  that  they 
fecm  defign’d  by  Nature  as  an  u- 
isiverfal  Remedy  again  ft  Barren¬ 
nefs,  by  vertue  of  diverfs  Mineral 
Impregnations,  wherewith  Na- 
sure,  by  its  powerful  Ferments* 


hath  endu'd  it.  This  Water,  out* 
wardiy  us’d,  is  very  good  for  moift 
Difeafes  of  the  Skin;  as  Leprofy, 
Itch,  Scabs,  Pimples,  Ring- worms, 
and  the  like;  it  alfo  diflolves  Tu¬ 
mors,  and  cures  old  Ulcers,  if  the 
Parties  affected  be  walVd  or  bath’d 
therewith,  or  if  the  Curd  made  by 
boiling  Milk  therewith  be  apply’d. 
This  Water  extinguifhes  all  manner 
of  inward  Inflamations,  it  fwee* 
tens  fharp  Humours,  is  good  for 
fait  Diftillations,  it  helps  fealding 
Urine,  the  running  of  the  Reins* 
whether  fimple  or  virulent,  and 
for  other  Difeafes  which  have  Ana¬ 
logy  with  thefe.  The  time  for 
drinking  thefe  Waters  is  to  beun- 
derftood  either  in  reference  to  the 
Seafon  of  the  Year,  or  to  the  time 
of  the  Day;  as  to  the  time  of  the 
Year,  the  Summer  Months  are  un¬ 
doubtedly  moft  proper,  though 
they  may  be  drank  Summer  or 
Winter,  Spring  or  Fall,  as  there  is 
occafion ;  but  in  general,  the  clea¬ 
red:  Weather  ought  to  be  chofen ; 
the  fitted:  time  in  the  Day,  efpeci- 
aliy  in  Summer,  to  drink  thefe 
Waters,  is  any  time  betwixt  Sun- 
rifing,  and  till  it  be  an  Hour  high, 
or  thereabouts ;  and  fo  you  will  be 
fui e  to  receive  it  in  its  full  Strength, 
but  to  take  it  oftner  than  once  a 
Day  is  injurious  to  Nature,  and 
prejudicial  to  moft  Conftitutions; 
as  to  the  drinking  of  it  cold  or 
warm,  the  Patient  may  take  it  ei¬ 
ther  way,  according  to  his  own 
Mind.  As  to  the  Quantity  of  the 
Water  to  be  taken  at  one  time,  is 
a  thing  that  cannot  pcflibly  be  juftly 
appointed,  in  regard  of  feverai  dif¬ 
ferences  of  Age,  Sex,  Strength, 
and  other  manifold  Circumftances ; 
frfmemay  not  drink  above  a  Quart, 
and  others  may  fa  rely  drink  two  or 
three  Quarts;  but  in  general,  ’tis 
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beft  to  proceed  dairy  by  degrees,  en- 
creafing  the  quantity,  till  you  come 
to  that  Dofe  as  you  think,  or  you 
fhail  be  advis’d,  is  convenient  for 
you ;  take  care  you  do  not  over¬ 
charge  the  Stomach,  by  taking 
the  Water  too  haffojy  ;  after  every 
draught  or  two  of  Water,  it  may 
be  convenient  to  take  a  few  Ca¬ 
raway-comfits,  Angelica  candied, 
and  the  like,  but  above  all,  Tem¬ 
perance  in  relped  of  Diet  is  to 
be  oblerv’d,  all  the  time  of  drink¬ 
ing  the  Waters.  As  fcr  the  qua¬ 
lity  of  Meat,  let  fuch  be  us’d  as 
may  not  hinder  the  Effects  of 
the  Water  5  fuch  as  be  of  good 
Nourifhment,  of  eafy  Digeftibn, 
and  may  pafs  freely  through  the 
Veflels  which  ferve  for  its  diftribu- 
tion  j  good  fucculent  Beef,  Mut¬ 
ton,  Lamb,  Veal,  Chickens,  Pul¬ 
lets,  Partridges,  Pheafants,  young 
Rabbets,  and  the  like,  are  to  be 
us’d  j  as  for  Drinks,  Beer  or  Ale 
that  is  not  Bale,  nor  too  final],  may 
be  us’d}  and  fuch  as  are  accuftom’d 
to  Wines  may  drink  White- wine  or 
Rhenifhwine.  But  you  are  to  take 
notice,  that  Epfom,  Dulwich,  and 
fuch  like  Waters,are  not  io  beus’d 
in  fame  Cafes}  tor  inftance  they 
are  injurious  to  all  II  y  dr  epical  Peo¬ 
ple,  whole  native  Heat  is  languid } 
nor  are  they  proper  for  Fevers  or 
Agues,  for  fuch  as  fpit  Blood,  and 
for  the  Cholera  Morbus :  nor  fof 
the  Palfy,  if  it  proceed  from  a  De¬ 
fect  of  natural  Heat  and  Vigour} 
but  if  it  proceed  from  a  hot  Cauie, 
as  from  drinking  Wine,  or  other 
fpirituous  Liquors,  the  Watersmay 
be  fafely  and  fuccefsfully  us’d; 
Women  with  Child  ought  not  to 
drink  tneie  Waters  without  great 
Caution,  nor  fuch  as  are  afHidted 
With  a  fuppreffion  of  Urine.

Pyrotica,  or  Urentia ,  Medicines 
vertually  hot,  which,  being  apply ’d 
to  Humane  Bodies,  grow  extreamly 
hot,  becaufe  that  having  Particle's 
and  Pores  fo  order’d  that  Vapours 
and  Humours  inlinuatinginto  then! 
the  fubtile  Matter  finds  fuch  PafFa- 
ges,  that  it  being  mov’d  extreamly 
or  violently,  forces  certain  ear¬ 
thy,  hard,  and  acute  Particles, 
which  float  in  the  PafTages  upon 
the  neighbouring  parts  with  great 
impetuofity,  and  fo  excites  a  Heat, 
which  corrupts  or  changes  diffe¬ 
rently,  according  to  the  diverfity 
of  its  Motion  and  the  Particles 
Which  are  mov’d.

Tis  a  preternatural  Effervefcenfs 
of  the  Blood,  which  feizesaMan 
every  fourth  Day,  and  then  leaves 
him.  ’Tis  caus’d  by  an  acid  au- 
ftere  Blood  and  nutricious  Juice 
hinder'd  in  its  A fiirnilation. 

Quartarium,  the  fame  with 
Quadrant, 

Quartie,  Talus,  or  Afiragalus ; 
fee  in  its  proper  place. 

Quercera,  the  fame  with  Phri* 
codes ,  6c  Epiala, 

Querquera,  is  the  Name  of  a 
Fever  which  is  call’d  Horrified, 
fiom  the  Horror,  Trembling,  and 
Noife  it  occafionsj  fee  P  hr  it  odes. 
Querula  y  fee  Chamedrys. 
Quercus,  the  Oak-Tree \  th© 
whole  Oak  is  aflringent,  but  er 
fpecially  the  Bark;  a  Deco&ion 
of  it  is  given  for  the  Bloody-flux, 
and  for  fpitting  of  Blood.  The 
Acorns  are  diuretick.  The  Wa¬ 
ter  diftill'd  from  the  Leaves  of  a 
young  Oak  cures  the  Whites.

Ranunculus  Bulbofits,  this  is  cal¬ 
led  the  Devils  Crow.foot ;  the 
Water  of  the  Root,  or  the  Infii- 
fion  made  in  Spirit  of  Wine,  is 
prais’d  in  the  Plague  but  becaufe 
the  Root  of  it  burns  violently,  I

Tisof  excellentufd  in  eating  down 
and  drying  up  hard  Tumors.

Ranunculus  Repens ,  is  creeping 
crowfoot  ;  this  fort  is  not  at  all 
acrid,  and  therefore  may  be  ap- 
ply’d  to  the  Body  without  dan¬ 
ger  ;  and  fome  eat  them  in  April 
j  when  they  are  tender  with  other 
Herbs.

Rafpatorium,  or  Radula ,  alfo 
iignifies  a  Rafp,  wherewith  they 
rafp  Horn,  Wood,  Rots,  <&c. 

Rafura,  actively  ’tis  taken  in 
Patheology  for  a  gnawing  and  cor- 
rofion  of  the  membranous  part  oi 
the  Stomach,  fyc .  by  acrid  Hu¬ 
mours;  and  in  Pharmacy,  for  the 
rafping  of  Harts-horn  or  Ivory;

Res  Naturales ,  Res  Debit a  or 
O rdinata,  Natural  Things,  and 
they  are  three,  viz,.  Health,  the 
Caufes  of  Health,  and  its  EfFedis. 
Others  reckon  feven,  as  the  Ele¬ 
ments,  Temperaments,  Humours, 
Spirits,  Parts,  Faculties,  Actions ; 
but  Elements  and  Temperaments 
belong  to  natural  Philolophy?  Hu¬ 
mours,  Spirits,  and  Parts  are  reck¬ 
on’d  amongE  the  Caufes  of  Health, 
which  confiE  oi  a  good  Tempe¬ 
rature  and  a  due  Conformation  $ 
Faculties  and  Adlions  are  compre¬ 
hended  under  the  Effedls  of  Health. 

Res  non  Nat  ur  ales,  Things  not 
Natural  are  fix,  viz.  Air,  Meat 
and  Drink,  Motion  and  ReE, 
Sleep  and  Waking,  the  AEedlions 
of  the  Mind,  Things  that  are  let- 
out  of,  and  Things  retain’d  in  the 
Body.  They  are  fo  cal’d,  becaufe 
that  if  they  exceed  their  due 
Bounds,  they  often  occafion  Dif- 
eafes;  and  thus  they  ought  rather 
to  be  call’d  Res  Necrffaria ,  Necef 
fary  Things.  Air  is  the  firE  of  the 
fix,  and  good  Air  is  the  beE  thing 


to  preferye  Health  j  we  ought 
therefore  to  chufe  that  which  is 
moft  clear  and  ferene,  toward  the 
EaE,  ventilated  with  wholfom 
Winds,  and  free  from  naEy  Ex¬ 
halations,  from  Car  cafes  and 
Stinks,  and  the  like.  But  when 
any  Quality  exceeds  its  cqntrary, 
it  requires  an  Air  that  is  excefiive 
in  the  cqntrary  ,*  fo  a  hot  Air  is 
proper  for  a  Perfonof  a  cold  Con- 
Ekpticn,  and  a  cold  Air  for  thole 
that  are  of  a  hot  one  ;  and  for  di- 
verfity  of  Ages,  diverfity  of  Air 
is  proper,  for  with  them  the  Tem¬ 
perament  of  the  Air  is  chang’d’? 
and  therefore  with  the  virile  Age, 
which  is  moE  temperate  and 'per¬ 
fect,  a  temperate  Air  beft  agrees. 
To  the  Air  are  to  be  reduc’d  Wind, 
(for  Wind  is  Air)  together  with 
Exhalations  and  Vapours  agitated 
about  the  Earth ;  for  the  Wind  is 
ufeful  in  moving  the  Air  about, 
and  thereby  prefervingit  from  Pu- 
trefa&ion.  The  North  Wind  is 
cool  and  dry,  the  South  hot  and 
moiE  $  the  EaE  is  hot  and  dry, 
the  WeE  cool  and  moiE.  The 
South  Wind  is  the  moE  un whol¬ 
fom.  The  North  is  bad,  next  to 
that  the  WeE ;  the  beE  of  all  is 
the  EaE,  efpecialiy  breezing  in  a 
Morning,  for  then  ’tis  pureE,  be¬ 
caufe  it  breezes  from  a  place  where 
the  Sun  is,  WeE  is  alfo  good,  if 
it  b’ow  in  the  Evening.  The  fe- 
cond  of  the  Non-naturals  is  Meat 
and  Drink  ;  of  Bread ,  that  which 
is  made  of  Wheat  is  beE  ,*  of  the 
Flefh  of  Quadrupeds,  Veal  is  beE  ; 
of  Fowl,  Chickens,  Capons,  Pige¬ 
ons,  Partridges  $  of S?a-fifb,  Codd? 
of  River  fifh,  a  Perch,  a  Gudgeon, 
a  Pike  ;  of  thofe  things  that  come 
from  Animals ,  Eggs  and  Milk  are 
the  beE  ;  of  Fruit,  Raifins  and 
Figs.  But  thofe  that  are  fupposkl 
f  to 
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to  be  the  bell  and  moll  healthful 
are  not  good  for  all  Conftitutioiis, 
every  one  therefore  mull  endea¬ 
vour  to  find  out  what  befl:  agrees 
with  himfelf ;  for  thole  that  la¬ 
bour  much,  and  have  a  good  Sto¬ 
mach,  Beef  and  Pork  are  bed. 
Such  as  are  cholerick  may  eat 
thrice  a  Day  moderately,  fuch  as 
are  phi'egmatick  may  eat  once  a 
Day,  and  thofe  that  are  melan¬ 
choly  twice  a  day.  ’Tis  proper 
to  eat  fo  much  at  a  time  as  will 
take  off  Hunger,  without  burthen- 
ing  the  Stomach,  but  the  quanti¬ 
ty  is  according  to  the  Conftitu- 
tion,  and  the  quality  according  to 
the  diverfity  of  the  Temper,  Age, 
Time,  and  Cuftom.  Drink  muft  be 
order’d,  to  the  Conflitution  and  Age; 
for  Children  and  young  People,  Wa¬ 
ter  or  Wine,  but  Water  is  befl  ;  for 
old  Men, Wine. Sleepingand  Watch¬ 
ing  are  the  third  of  the  No»-natu- 
rals ;  Sleep  corroborates,  conco&s, 
encreafes  the  natural  heat,  fattens 
the  Body,  and  heals  the  Infirmi¬ 
ties  of  the  Mind  5  but  long  and  fu- 
perfluous  Sleep  weakens  the  natu¬ 
ral  heat,  breedeth  phelgmatick 
Humours,  and  is  indeed  very  per¬ 
nicious.  Morion  and  Rdl  are  the 
fourth  ;  fee  Exercitium.  Things 
to  be  evacuated  and  retain’d  are 
the  fifth  of  th zNon  naturals  ;  they 
are  the  Excrements  of  the  Belly, 
Urine,  infenfible  Tranfpiration, 
the  Courfes,  and  the  like;  thefe 
being  evacuated  in  due  time,  and 
in  due  quantity,  conduce  very 
much  to  the  prefervation  of 
Health.  The  laft  of  the  Non-na - 
turals  are  Paflions  of  the  Mind,  as 
Mirth,  Sadncfs,  Anger,  Love,  Ha¬ 
tred,  Shame,  Hope,  Defpair  ; 
thefe  Pafiions  have  great  Power, 
and  do  much  contribute  to  the 
Changes  of  the  Body. 

Res  pr&ter  Nat  warn,  things  be- 


fide  Nature,  as  Difeafes,  their 
Caufes,  their  Symptoms,  and 
their  Effe£ls. 

Reftlvent'ta,  diflblving  Reme¬ 
dies,  fuch  as  are  apt  to  difflpate  or 
fcatter  Particles  that  are  driven 
into  the  Body,  or  any  part  of  if, 
with  their  own  fpirituous  and 
fulphureous  Particles. 

Refolutio ,  the  fame  with  Paralyfis. 

Refpiratio^  Breathing,  an  alter¬ 
nate  dilatation  and  contraction  of 
the  Cheft,  whereby  the  Nitrous 
Air  is  taken  in  by  the  Wind-pipe 
for  the  accenfion  of  the  Blood, 
and  by  and  by  is  drove  out  again 
with  other  vaporous  Effluviums. 
The  Caufe  of  Refpiration  does 
not  feem  to  confift  in  the  dilata** 
tion  and  contraction  of  the  Tho¬ 
rax,  as  is  commonly  thought,  but 
in  the  eontra&ion  of  the  Tunick 
which  covers  the  upper  part  of 
the  Oefophagus  and  the  JVind-pipe9 
as  far  as  its  clofed  Receffes. 

Reftauratio,  Reiteration  or  Re¬ 
novation  of  Health  after  Sicknefs. 

Reft i tut io,  this  hath  relation 
more  particularly  to  a  Chirurgi- 
cal  Operation,  wherein  a  Mem¬ 
ber  or  Joint,  being  difplac’d,  is 
reflor’d  to  its  former  fituation. 

Refta  Bovis ,  is  Ononis. 

Refumptiva,  five  Reftaurant1a9 
things  that  rellore  Nature.  Re~ 
floratives. 

Refufeitatio,  is  a  Chymical  Term, 
and  iignifies  the  railing  of  a  Bo¬ 
dy  again,  as  giving  new  Life  and 
Fermentation  to  a  Body  that  is  fiat 
and  vapid,  and  hath  loll  it. 

Retentio,  the  Retentive  Facul¬ 
ty,  as  holding  Water  its  due  time. 

Rete  Mir  a  bile,  the  wonderful 
Net  in  the  Brain  ;  his  fo  call’d  be- 
caufe  of  its  admirable  ftrudlure.  It 
confills  of  feveral  fmall  Arteries, 
is  under  the  Bails  of  the  Brain,  and 
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comprehends  the  Pituitary  Glan¬ 
dule  by  the  fidesofthe  Bone  Sphe - 
noides.  The  Ufe  of  it  is,  that  the 
Blood  may  cad  off  its  ferous  Parts 
into  the  Pituitary  Glandule,  that 
fo  it  may  afford  finer  and  purer 
Spirits.  Secondly,  left  the  Blood, 
by  rufhing  too  fuddenly  upon  the 
Brain,  fhould  in  fome  meafure  fup- 
prels  it.  *Tis  not  fo  found  in  a 
Man  and  a  Horfe,  which  perform 
noble  things. 

Reticularis  Flexus,  the  fame 
with  Ch oroides. 

Reticulum,  the  fame  as  Omen¬ 
tum  &  Epiploon. 

Ret  (for  mis  Flexus  3  fee  Flex  us 
Retformis. 

Ret  if  or  mi  s'  Tunica ,  a  certain  ex - 
panfion  of  the  inner  Subftance  of 
the  Optick  Nerve  in  the  Eye, 
which  feems  to  the  Eye  like  a 
whited  Wall  in  a  dark  Room  3  it 
receives  and  reprefents  the  vifi- 
ble  Species  that  are  let  in  by  a 
hole  in  a  darkned  Room. 

Retina  Tunica  3  fee  Retformis 
and  Ampbiblejlroides . 

Retort  a ,  Cornuta ,  or  Matraci - 
um>  a  Retort,  a  chymical  Vef- 
fel  made  of  Glafs,  Stone,  or  Iron, 
of  a  round  figure,  to  the  fide  of 
which  there  is  faften’d  a  bent,  re¬ 
torted,  and  hollow  Beak  or  Nofe, 
whereby  the  things  that  are  to  be  j 
difbiPd  are  put  in  and  out. 

Reverberatio  C by  mica,  a  burn-  1 
ing,  whereby  Bodies  are  calcin’d 
by  an  aftual  Fire  in  a  Furnace, 
call’d  Reverberium.  See  Ignis 
Aclualis. 

Reverberium ,  a  chvmical  Oven 
or  Furnace,  wherein  Bodies  that 
are  to  be  burnt  or  diftii’d  are  cal¬ 
cin’d.  A  Reverberatory  Furnace. 

Revulfio,  the  fame  with  Anti- 

Revivificatio,  or  Revivification , 
is  when  (for  inflancej  Quickfilver 
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being  turn  d  into  Cinnabar,  is  ex- 
traded  thence  and  receiv’d  again  by 
the  addition  of  Salt. 

Re  vu  fori  a  venfeclio,  is  faid 
when  the  Blood  that  gullies  upon 
one  Part  is  diverted  a  contrary 
way,  by  the  opening  a  Vein  in  a 
remote  and  convenient  place  3  a 
thing  not  allow’d  of  in  that  fenfe 
by  any  of  the  moft  modern  Phyfl- 
cians. 

Rha,  Rheum,  Rhaponticum,  a 
purging  Root,  yellow,  and  lon¬ 
ger  than  Rhubarb. 

Rhabarbarum ,  Rhubarb  3  there 
is  two  forts  of  it,  that  which  comes 
from  the  Levant,  or  the  Eaflern 
Rhubarb  3  and  that  which  is 
brought  out  of  Mujcovy.  The  firft 
is  yellow,  and  the  beft,  the  other 
of  a  darker  colour.  It  grows  in 
China,  purges  gently  yellow  Cho- 
ler  and  Phlegm,  and  is  a  Speci- 
fick  for  the  Liver;  it  cures  the 
jaundice,  a  Loofenefs,  and  the 
Bloody  flux  3  'ris  reckon’d  to 
purge  firfl,  and  bind  afterwards  5 
his  commonly  order’d  to  be  ter¬ 
rified,  but  that  moft  certainly 
diminilhes  the  Vertue  of  it.  See 
Rbaponiicum.

Rhachita,  the  Mufcles  of  the

Rhachitis,  the  Spinal  Marrow, 
(  which  fee  in  its  proper  place ) 
alfo  a  Difeafe  common  amongft 
the  Englijh,  which  is  an  unequal 
nourifhing  of  Parts,  accompanied 
with  a  Loofenefs  of  the  fame,  foft- 
nefs,  weaknefs,  faintnefs,  drouii- 
nefs,  a  great  fweiling  Head,  with 
Leannefs  below  the  fame,  and 
Protuberances  about  the  Joints, 
crooked  ads  of  Bones,  ftraitnefs 
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of  theBieaft,  fwellingof  the  Ab¬ 
domen,  itr  etching  of  the  Hypo- 
condres,  a  Cough,  The  Eng - 
HJh  call  it  the  Rickets  ;  but  be- 
caufe  the  occafion  of  it  often  lies 
In  the  Spinal  Marrow,  the  famous 
Glijfon  calls  it  properly  enough 
Rhachitis. 

RhacoSy  and  Rbacojis,  Rags. 

Rbagades,  the  Latins  fay  Scif- 
fur&,  Fijfura,  Rim  Ay  Chinks,  Clefts, 
which  as  they  happen  in  other 
parts  of  the  Body,  Hands,  Feet, 
Lips,  the  entrance  of  the  Womb, 
fo  they  may  alfo  happen  in  the 
Fundament,  in  the  Extremity  of 
the  Gut  Return,  and  in  the  Sphin¬ 
cter  or  Mufcle  which  clofes  the 
Fundament.  Rhagades  in  the  Fun¬ 
dament  are  certain  oblong  little 
U  cers  without  a  Swelling,  like 
thofe  which  are  fometimes  occa- 
lioa'd  in  the  Hands  by  great  cold. 
Some  are  fuperficial  others  deep  ; 
fome  are  not  hard  nor  callous, 
others  are  ;  fame  are  moift,  and 
fend  forth  Matter,  others  dry  and 
cancrous.

Rbamnus  Cathariicus,  Buck¬ 
thorn  ;  the  Berries  are  a  ftrong 
Purge,  and  are  not  to  be  given  to 
weakly  People  ;  the  Syrup  of  it  is 
moft  inufe.

Rhaphanus,  the  fame  as  R apha- 

KHS. 

Rhaponticum,  Rhapontick;  fee 
Rh  a  barb  arum, 

Regma,  a  breaking  or  burning 
of  any  Part,  as  of  a  Bone;  alfo  the 
inner  Rhind  of  the  Belly,  the  Eye, 
&c. 

Rhtuma ,  Rheum,  a  defluxion 
of  Humours  from  the  Head  upon 


the  Parts  beneath,  as  upon  the  Eyes, 
Node,  &c. 

Rheumatifmus ,  a  wandring  Pain 
in  the  Body,  often  accompanied 
with  a  fmali  Fever,  fwelling  infla- 
mation,  <&c. 

Rbexis,  the  fame  with  Rbegma. 

Rhicnofis ,  a  wrinkling  of  the 
Skin  from  leannefs  of  the  Body, 
to  which  is  oppos'd  the  diftention 
of  the  Skin  from  fulnefs. 

Rbigosy  Rigor ,  a  thorow  cold- 
nefs  of  the  whole  Body,  efpecially 
the  carnous  Membranes,  with  a 
fpafmodick  or  convuifive  lhaking, 
the  caufe  whereof  the  Ancients 
aflign’d  to  a  glaffy  Phlegm,  or  a 
vicious  difpolition  of  that  part  of 
the  Serum  we  now  call  Lymph  a ; 
but  the  true  caufe  confifts  in  the 
corruption  of  the  nutritious  Ner¬ 
vous  Juice  by  fubtile  acid  Particles, 
or  at  leafl:  fome  acid,  vitriolick, 
nitrous  Effluvia,  vellicating  and 
irritating  the  Fibres  of  the  Cutis , 
the  Cuticula ,  and  the  Carnout 
Membranes. 

Rbinencbytes,  a  little  Syringe 
to  injedl  Medicines  into  the  No- 
ftrils. 

Rbi&otomum  Medicamentum,  a 
Medicine  that  eradicates  a  Dif- 
eafe. 

RhodeUon ,  Oil  of  Roles. 

Rhodia  Radix,  Role*  wort. 

Rhcdmum,  Rofe-Vinegar,  ora- 
ny  thing  made  of  Rofes. 

Rhodtum  Lignum ,  it  fmells  like 
Rofes ;  it  grows  in  the  I  (land  of 
Rhodes,  and  the  Fortunate  Ijlands , 
*Tis  alfo  call’d  by  lome  Agallochumy 
and  Olea  EEtbtupica.  Role- wood 
or  Rhodium. 

Rbododaphne ,  is  Oleander ;  fee 
Ntrion. 

Rbododendrum,  the  lame  with 
Rbododaphne . 

Rbte 
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Rhodon,  or  Rofa,  a  Rofe  ,•  there 
arefeveral  forts  ofRofes;  the  red 
Rofe  is  aftringent  and  bitter,  but 
it  comfortsthe  Heart,  and  ftrength- 
ens  the  Stomach,  it  cures  the 
'Whites  and  an  immoderate  flux  of 
the  Courfes,  it  flops  Eruptions  of 
Blood  8c  Fluxes  of  the  Belly.  A  De- 
coffion  of  it  is  us’d  for  the  Head- 
ach  and  Pains  in  the  Eyes,  Ears, 
Throat,  and  Spirits.  The  follow¬ 
ing  Medicines  are  made  of  red 
Rofes ;  firfl  Vinegar  ofRofes ,  which 
being  mixt  with  the  diftii’d  Water, 
is  good  for  Rednefs  or  Inflamations 
of  the  Eyes,  and  is  us’d  to  bathe  the 
Temples  in  the  Head-acb,  and  to 
procure  Sleep.  Secondly,  Aroma- 
ticumRofatUm,  which  is  Cordial. 
Thirdly,  Conferveof  Rofes ,  which 
is  much  in  ufe  for  flopping  Ca¬ 
tarrhs,  Running  of  the  Reins,  and 
Fluxes  of  the  Belly.  Fourthly, 
Tin  flare  of  Rofes,  which  is  us’d  for 
a  Rheumatifm.  Fifthly,  Honey 
of  Rofes ,  which  is  good  to  wafh  the 
Mouth  and  Throat  when  they  are 
fore,  or  any  other  part.  Sixthly, 
Sugar  of  Rofes,  which  is  good  for 
Coughs.  Seventhly,  Syrup  ef  dry 
Rofes,  which  is  much  in  ufe,  and 
is  indeed  an  excellent  Medicine;  it 
comforts  the  Heart,  refifts  Putre¬ 
faction,  and  flops  Fluxes  of  all  forts. 
Eightly,  Oil  of  Rofes.  Ninthly  elec¬ 
tuary  of  Rofes.  Tenthly,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Rofes .  Of  Damask  Rofes 
are  made  Syrup  ofRofes  folutive, 
a  diftil*d  Water,  Aloes  Rofarum , 
and  Honey  ofRofes  folutive. 

Rhoes,  Erratick,  or  red  Poppy, 
good  in  PleurifleSo 

Rhodomel,  Honey  of  Rofes. 

Rhodofaccharum ,  Sugar  of  Ro¬ 
fes.

Rhoe ;  fee  Rhus. 

BJboeas,  is  an  Indiipofition  of 


the  Eyes,  oppofite  to  an  Eucanthi - 
dis,  conflfling  in  too  great  a  dimi¬ 
nution  of  the  CarUncuU  Lachry¬ 
mals  s,  in  the  larger  Angle  of  the 
Eye. 

Rhceas,  red  Poppy. 

Rhomboid.es ,  a  pair  of  Mufdes 
proceeding  from  the  loweimofl: 
Vertebreof  the  Neck,  and  as  many 
Spinal  Procefles  of  the  Vertebres  of 
the  Back;  by  and  by  they  def- 
cend,  and  being  flefhy  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  and  end,  go  as  far  as  the  Ba¬ 
ils  of  the  Shoulderblade,  which 
they  move  backward  and  obliquely 
upward. 

Rhombus ,  a  Chirurgical  Bandage 
refembling  a  Rhombus. 

Rhonchus,  Stertor,  a  Snoring, 
or  Noife  about  the  Throat,  and 
efpecially  thro’  the  Noftrils,  the 
caufe  whereof  is  yet  unaccoun¬ 
table. 

Rhus, Sumach,  it  grows  in  Spain 
and  elfewhere,  and  is  ufed  by  Dyers 
and  Leather-dreflers. 

Rhyptka ,  fcowring  Medicines, 
which  cleanfe  away  Filth.  Some 
apply  it  alfo  to  Ruptories . 

Rhythmus,  a  certain  proportion 
ofPulfes,  Time,  Life,  Age,  &c. 

Rhytidofis,  a  wrinkling  of  any 
Part. 

Ribes,  Currant-bufli ;  Currants 
are  cold  and  moift,  and  provoke 
Appetite,  allay  the  heat  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  quench  Thirft,  and  there¬ 
fore  are  good  in  Fevers ;  they  tem¬ 
per  the  heat  of  the  Liver  and  Cha-* 
ler,  and  reflft  PutrefaCiion. 

Rsctms,  or  Cataputia  major, 
vel  PalmaChrifli,  as  alfo  alort  of 
InfeCt  under  our  Skin. 

Rigor ,  a  vibration  and  concuflion 
of  the  Skin  and  Mufcles  of  the 
whole  Body,  accompanied  with 
Chilnefs. 

Rillus , 
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Rillus ,  a  Chymicai  Inftrument, 
wherein  melted  Meta's  being  pour’d, 
receive  a  cylindrical  Figure. 

Rima,  the  Figure  of  a  Bone. 

Rim  a  Pudendi ,  or  Fijfara  magnet, 
fo  call’d  becaufe  it  reaches  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  Os  Pubis  aimed 
as  far  as  the  Fundament,  fo  that 
the  fpace  betwixt  one  and  t’other 
(which  is  call’d  Verin&um  or  Inter- 
foramineum)  is  hardly  a  Finger’s 
breadth,  but  by  frequent  Coition 
it  grows  larger.  The  Uie  of  it  is 
for  Generation,  excretion  of  Urine 
and  other  Excrements,  and  for  the 
bearing  of  Young.  The  Split  or 
Opening  of  the  Privities  in  Wo¬ 
men.

Rochetta ,  a  Powder,  or  rather 
a  hard  Stone,  the  Foundation  of  the 
Art  of  Glafs,  formerly  brought 
from  the  Haft  and  Syria;  his  the 
Afbes  of  a  Herb  abounding  with 
Saltr-called  Kali. 

Rochum  Alumeny  or  Rupeum , 
Rock- Alum. 

Rohob ;  fee  Apochylfma .

Roriferus  Duftus,  the  fame  with 
Duchis  C  by  lifer  us- 

Ros,  in  the  account  of  the  An» 
dents,  was  the  firft  Moifture  that 
falls  from  the  Extremities  of  Vef- 
fels,  and  is  difpers’dupon  the  fub- 
ftance  of  the  Members,  Ros,  fays 
Galen,  is  a  third  fort  of  Moifture 
whereby  the  Parts  of  our  Body  are 
nourifh’d,  aud  is  contain’d  in  all 
the  Parts  of  an  Animal,  like  a  cer¬ 
tain  Dew  fprinkl’d  upon  them. 
This  is  the  Opinion  of  the  Anci¬ 
ents. 

Rofalia,  the  Name  of  a  Difeafe 
frequent  among  Children,  and  as 
feldom  efcaped  as  the  fmall-pox ; 
fuppofed  by  fome  the  fame  as  the 
Mealies ;  but  by  others  a  different 
kind  of  articular  eruptions.  See 
RoJJalict. 

Rofa,  the  fame  with  Eryfipelas  f 
fee  Rbodon. 

Ro>  Solis,  Rorella,  Drofum  Sc 
Saljirora ,  Sun-dew. 

Rofmarinum  and  Refmarinus , 
Rofemary ;  the  Leaves,  the  Flow¬ 
ers,  and  the  Seeds  are  in  ufe;  they 
are  cephalick,  uterine,  and  proper 
for  the  Nerves ;  they  are  chiefly 
us’d  for  Difeafes  of  the  Head  and 
Nerves,  for  Apoplexies,  Palfies, 
Falling-ficknefs  and  Giddinefs, 
quicken  the  Sight,  help  the  Memo-* 
ry,  and  cure  a  finking  Breath; 
they  are  us’d  for  Whites  and  jaun¬ 
dice,  and  comfort  the  Heart,  and 
open  Obftrudlions  of  the  Liver, 
Spleen  and  Womb.  The  Herb 
burn’d  corrects  the  Air,  and  renders 
it  wholefome  in  the  time  of  the 
Plague.  A  Decoition  of  it  in  Wa¬ 
ter  taken  before  Exercile,  cures 
the  Jaundice;  the  Seed  taken  in 
Wine  does  the  fame.  The  tops  of 
it  infus’d  in  wine  or  Beer,  and  ta¬ 
ken  daily.  cures  the  Palfy,  and  other 
Difeafes  of  the  Nerves.  The 
$  Flowers 
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Flowers  dry’d,  and  taken  in  a  Pipe 
like  Tobacco,  are  good  fora  Cough 
and  Confumptiom  The  Queen  of 
Hungary' s  Water  is  made  of  the 
Flowers,  infus’d  in  Spirit  oF  wine 
and  then  diftill’d.  A  chymical  Oil 
is  likewife  made  of  it* 

Roffalia  and  Rojfania ,  or  Pur¬ 
pura  &  Rubores ,  red  fiery  Spots 
breaking  out  all  over  the  Body  at  the 
beginning  of  a  Difeafc,  or  in  the 
fourth  or  fifth  Day  of  it  and  after¬ 
wards  appear  red  and  fiery  like  one 
continued  Eryjspelas,  till  at  the  de¬ 
clination  of  the  Difeafe  they  by  de- 
greesfalloff  and  vanifh.

Motion  of  the  Stomach,  occafion’d 
by  an  Effervefcence  there,  where¬ 
by  Vapours  and  [flatulent  Matter 
is  fent  out  at  the  Mouth  3  and  ’tis 
cither  acid  or  ffinking,  or  favours 
like  fomething  burnt  or  roafted. 
Radius  y  fee  R embus  and  Rudla-

outwardly  for  the  biting  of  Ser¬ 
pents,  for  Carbuncles,  and  to  drive 
away  the  Fits  of  Fevers.  The  dif- 
tii’d  Water  of  it  is  much  in  Uie  for 
Hyfterick  Fits,  and  Uterine  Dil- 
fes. 

Rutabulum ,  or  Coal~rake,w here¬ 
with  to  ftir  up  or  rake  the  Fire. 

Ryas ,  a  too  plentiful  and  pre¬ 
ternatural  (bedding  of  Tears. 
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fordid,  and  ftop  thofe  that  are  ea¬ 
ting;  mixt  with  Cream,  they  cure. 
Childrens  (cabby  Heads.  Saving 
forces  the  Courfes,  and  caufes  Mif- 
carriage,  upon  which  account  they 
are  too  much  known,and  too  much 
us’d  by  Wenches.  The  Water  of 
it  takes  off fpots  from  the  Face ;  the 
Leaves  of  it  bruis’d  and  apply’d 
to  Childrens  Navels,  kills  Worms. 
The  Oil  of  it  us’d  to  their  Bellies  does 
the  like.  A  fpoonful  of  the  Juice 
of  it  mixM  with  Milk,  and  fweetn’d 
with'Sugar,  has  been  given  with 
great  fuccefs  to  Children  that  have 
had  Worms  5  and  *tis  an  extraor* 
dinary  Medicine,  and  no  ways  dan¬ 
gerous  ;  ’ds  frequently  given  to 
Horfes,  and  other  forts  of  Cattle, 
for  the  fame  purpofe.

Sugar  part¬ 
ly  diftils  from  the  Cane  (after  an- 
Incifion  is  madej  which  is  thebeft 
and  whiteft;  or  by  toafting  or 
boiling  the  Pith,  till  the  purer  fort 
of  the  Sugar  remains  at  the  bottom 
in  form  of  a  Salt.

More¬ 
over,  it  contains  in  it  a  very  cor- 
roiive  Salt,  which  appears  by  Di- 
filiation}  but  it  is  to  be  noted, 
that  Sugar  is  better  to  be  mix'd 
with  Medicines  peculiar  to  Wo¬ 
men's  Diieafes  than  Honey,  for 
Honey  is  injurious  to  the  Womb. 
There  isalfo  prepar’d  a  fort  of  Salt 
out  of  Lead,  with  Vinegar,  which 
is  call’d  Saccharum  Saturn /,  or 
Sugar?  of  Lead.

Salvatella ,  that  Vein  which, 
from  the  Vein  of  the  Arm,  is  ter¬ 
minated  in  the  little  Finger. 

Salvia ,  Sage ;  ’tis  counted  ve¬ 
ry  wholefome,  and  therefore  the 
Leaves  are  eaten  in  the  Spring  with 
Butter  topurifie  the  Blood,  and  to 
preferve  Health  ;  but  becaufe 
Toads  are  wont  to  harbour  under  it, 
it  ought  to  be  well  wafh’d  before 
eaten;  and  to  drive  them  away, 
and  other  Venomous  Animals,  the 
Italians  plant  Rue  among  it  ;  ’tis 
Diuretick,  and  provokes  rheCour- 
fes;  ’tis  excellent  for  Difeafes  of 
the  Head ;  being  given  with  Ho¬ 
ney,  it  flops  fpitting  of  Blood  : 
Sage,  Sarfaparilla,  and  Baloftians, 
each  one  dram,  taking  in  Broth  in 
the  Morning  for  fome  days,  cures 
the  W bites.  A  Palfy  in  the  Hands 
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has  been  cur’d  by  wafhing  them 
with  Wine  wherein  Sage  was  in¬ 
fus’d.  A  Palfy  of  the  Mufcles 
ferving  for  fwallowing,  is  cured 
by  wafhing  of  the  Mouth  and 
Throat  with  a  Decodfion  of  Sage 
made  in  Wine  ;  the  fame  cures 
Heart-burning  j  taken  inwardly, 
it  provokes  Urine,  and  the  Cour- 
fes,  and  is  us’d  in  the  French-pox; 
his  a  good  Wound-Herb,  either 
taken  inwardly,  or  outwardly  ap- 
piy’dj  ’tis  excellent  for  the  Scur¬ 
vy. 

Sambucusy  Elder.  Martin  Block- 
witZj  wrote  a  whole  Book  of  the 
Vertue  and  ufe  of  this  Plant;  the 
Title  of  it  is,  The  Anatomy  of  El¬ 
der.  The  inner  Bark  of  the  Eldep 
purges  watery  Humours,*  where¬ 
fore  ’tis  good  in  Dropfies;  the  ten¬ 
der  Leaves  boil’d  in  Wine  are  like- 
wife  very  good  for  the  famepur- 
pofe,and  moreconvenientfor  weak¬ 
ly  People;  the  inner  Bark  apply’d  to 
Burns,  takes  out  the  fire ;  the  Flow¬ 
ers  difcufs,  mollify,  and  diflolve, 
and  _are  fiidorifick  and  anodyne. 
Vinegar  wherein  the  Flowers  have 
been  infus’d,  is  very  agreeable  to 
the  Stomack,  and  excites  Appetite, 
and  cuts  and  attenuates  grofs  and 
crude  Humours.  The  Berries  are 
alexipharmick  and  fudorifick ,*  the 
Spirit  drawn  from  the  Berries  pro¬ 
voke  Sweat,  and  therefore  is  good 
in  Fevers  ;  the  Wine  made  of  the 
Juice  of  them,  or  the  juice  mix’d 
with  White  or  Rhenifh  Wine,  does 
much  good  in  Dropfies.  The 
Seeds  cleanfe  and  purge  vio*"' 
lently,  .  by  vomit  and  ficol.

Scapboules ,  the  third  of  the  Ojfa 
Tarfi in  the  Foot;  ’tis  join’d  to  the 
Ancle-bone,  and  the  three  hinder

has  of  a  Boat.

Scarificatio ,  Scarification  5  an 
Inciiion  of  the  Skin  with  a  Pen¬ 
knife  or  Lancet  ;  this  is  either 
with  or  without  Cupping-glades;

Scorbutus ,  the  Scurvy,  aDifeafe 
that  is  epidemical  to  the  Hollan¬ 
ders,  befides  fome  other  Nations 
living  near  the  Sea.  The  Sym¬ 
ptoms  of  it  are  generally  livid 
Spots  on  the  Hands  and  Feet, 
weaknefs  of  the  Legs,  a  (linking 
Breath,  loofenefs  of  the  Teeth, 
bleeding  of  the  Gums,  Convulfl- 
ons,  Pains,  running  Gout,  Cho. 
lick,  JJc.  It  is  of  two  kinds,  ei¬ 
ther  SalinoJulphureopiSj  when  the 
Sulphur  is  predominant  to  Salt- 
or  Sulphureo-faltne,  when  the  Salt 
is  predominant  to  the  Sulphur  :

Rags  being  dipt  in 
the  Juice,  or  in  the  diftii’d  Water  of 
it,  and  apply’d  to  any  InEamation, 
efpeciaily  in  the  Phrenzy,  are  very 
beneficial ;  the  Juice  likewife  cures 
Corns  and  Warts.  For  Ulcers  of 
the  Matrix  and  Urinary  Paflage, 
take  of  the  juice  four  ounces,  one 
ounce  of  Litharge,  and  the  Yolks 
of  two  Egg s ;  rub  ’em  a  long  time 
in  a  leaden  Mortar,  and  then  make 
application.

Stomach  and  Bowels.  ’Tis  corredl- 
ed  with  Galangal  and  Ginger,  and  is 
given  in  quantity  from  halfa  dram 
to  a  dram  and  half  $  alio  in  Infution 
from  two  drams  to  five.  Great  Ver- 
tues  are  attributed  to  it  by  both 
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Ancient  and  modern  Phylicians :  It 
cures  the  Head-ach,  and  is  good 
for  Madnefs,  the  Falling- ficknefs, 
aPalfie,  the  Itch,  and  the  like;  it 
cheers  the  Heart,  quickens  the 
Sight,  helps  the  Hearing,  and  opens 
Obftrudlions  of  the  Bowels.  ’Tis 
an  Ingredient  in  the  Famous  Elixir 
Salutis.  which  has  iong  gone  un¬ 
der  the  name  of  one  Daffy.  The 
following  Medicinesof  th e  London 
Difpenfatory  are  made  of,  and  take 
their  Names  from  it,  •viz.  the 
greater  Compound  Powder  of 
Senna,  the  Powder  call’d  Diafenna, 
and  the  Decorum  Senna  Gereo- 
nis . 

Senforium  Commuste,  or  the  Seat 
of  Senfation,  is  that  part  of  the 
Brain  wherein  the  Nerves  from  the 
Organs  of  all  the  Senfes  are  termi¬ 
nated,  which  is  in  the  beginning 
of  the  Medulla  Oblongata,  and 
not  of  the  Pineal  Gland ,  as  fome 
would  have  it.

Urine  and  the  Courfes,  and  is  an 
incentive  to  Venery  ;  it  cures  Ca¬ 
tarrhs,  and  removes  Hoarfeneft  5 
it  loofens  the  Belly,  and  difculles 
Tumors.  The  Seed  of  it  beat  in 
a  Mortar,  and  mix’d  with  White- 
wine,  prefer  v’d  the  Lives  of  ma¬ 
ny  hundreds  that  were  high'y  fcor- 
butical,  and  in  a  languilhing  con¬ 
dition,  in  a  certain  Town  rhat  was 
long  befieg’d  and  reduc'd  to  great 
Want,  infomucb  that  the  Inhabi¬ 
tants  were  forc’d  to  eat  mfty  and 
unwholfbm  things,  whereby  they 
became  difeas’d,  and  many  died  be¬ 
fore  they  thought  of  Muftard, 
which  then  grew  in  great  plenty 
in  the  Town-ditch  ,  the  which 
being  us’d  as  abovefaid,  recover’d 
’em  all.

Sifarum ,  Sifers,  or  Skirrets  $ 
they  are  Town  in  Gardens,  but  the 
ufual  way  of  propagating  ’em  is, 
to  fet  the  leffer  Roots  in  February 
or  March ,  before  they  fpring  up, 
the  greater  being  to  be  eaten  at 
that  time  boil’d,  and  difh’d  with 
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Butter,  Pepper,  and  Salt,  the  hard 
Pith  in  the  middle  being  firft  ta¬ 
ken  out.  Cordus  fays,  that  it  is 
the  moft  wholfom  Root  that  is 
eaten,  ’Tis  hot  and  moift,  con- 
cocfts  eafily,  and  nourifhes  pretty 
well,  but  is  windy.

Succotrine 
is  fo  call’d  from  the  Ifland  Socotra 
in  India  j  this  fort  is  the  beft  of 
all,  ’tis  clear  and  tranfparent,  and 
colour’d  fomewhat  like  the  Liver  > 
it  has  an  aromatick  Smell  like 
Myrrh,  upon  which  account  it 
was  formerly  mix’d  with  Per¬ 
fumes  ;  it  has  a  bitter,  an  aroma¬ 
tick,  and  an  aftringent  tafie  ;  ’tis 
light,  yet  the  fubftance  of  it  is 
compact  j  being  handled  in  the 
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Sun,  or  near  the  Fire,  it  grows 
foft,  and  when  'tis  cold  it  breaks 
eaiily,  which  are  the  iigns  of  the 
beft  Aloes.  The  Hepatick  is  fo 
call’d,  it  being  like  the  Liver  in 
colour  and  confidence  ;  'tis  not 
fo  pure  as  the  former,  nor  fo  tran- 
fparent  ;  it  fmells  ftronger,  and 
taftes  more  bitter,  and  is  more  a- 
ftringent.  The  Caballina  is  more 
impure,  fandy,  and  filthy,  and  fit 
only  dor  Horfes.  Aloes,  befides 
its  purgative  Vertue,  is  hot  and 
drying,  and  opens  ObftruCtions  ; 
purges  Choler  and  Flegm.  Aloes, 
contrary  to  all  other  purging  Me¬ 
dicines,  {Lengthens  the  Stomach  ; 
but  ’tis  to  be  noted,  that  the  fre¬ 
quent  Ufe  of  Aloes  opens  the  He¬ 
morrhoidal  Veins,  and  the  Orifices 
of  other  Veins  ;  wherefore,  thofe 
that  are  fubjeff  to  Piles,  and  to 
Hemorrhagies,  muft  not  ufe  A- 
loes;  but  outwardly  apply’d,  they 
are  very  aftringent.  Aloes  kill 
and  expel  Worms}  being  mix’d 
with  Vinegar,  and  the  Gall  of  an 
Ox,  and  apply’d  to  the  Navel,  it 
does  the  fame.  It  cures  the  Jaun¬ 
dice,  and  prevents  Putrefaction; 
and  mix’d  with  Myrrh,  it  preferves 
dead  Bodies  a  long  time  from  Cor¬ 
ruption  ;  fome  think  the  Vertue 
of  Mummy  proceeds  wholly  from 
the  Aloes,  wherewith  Bodies  were 
wont  to  be  embalm’d;  the  Powder 
ofitus’d  outwardly  flops  the  Flux¬ 
es  of  the  Hemorrhoidal  Veins  ; 
diflolv’d  in  Wine,  it  prevents  the 
falling  of  the  Hair;  mixt  with 
Medicines  for  the  Eyes  call’d  Colly - 
ria,  it  quickens  the  Sight ;  mixt 
with  Honey,  it  cures  Ulcers  of 
the  privy  Parts,  and  a  Fiftula,  and 
fore  Mouths,  and  a  ftinking  Breath; 
it  Shuts  the  Orifices  of  the  Veins, 
and  fo  flops  bleeding;  outwardly 
apply’d,  it  thickens  and  drys,  and 


the  Powder  of  it  conglutinates  all 
frefh  Wounds,  and  skins  them.  la 
prefcribing  of  Aloes,  the  follow¬ 
ing  Cautions  are  to  be  obferv’d.  i/, 
’Tis  not  to  be  given  to  thole  whefe 
Difeafes  proceed  only  from  a  Ample 
Intemperies  without  Matter;  but 
’tis  us’d  with  good  fiiccefl  in  thole 
that  are  of  a  cold  and  moift  Con* 
ftitution.  idly.  It  ought  not  to 
be  prefcrib’d  to  old  People.  3 dlj. 
It  ought  not  to  be  us’d  too  frequent¬ 
ly.  ^zhly,  an dlajlly,  Women  with 
Child  muft  not  take  it.  Thole 
things  which  are  added  for  the 
Correction  of  it,  are  Mace,  Nut¬ 
megs,  Cinnamon,  Spikenard,  fweet- 
fmeHing  Flag,  Saffron,  and  tbs 
like.  The  Operation  of  it  is  quick¬ 
en  d  by  wafting  it  in  a  DecoCtioii 
of  Rhubarb,  or  in  an  Infufion  of 
Rofes ;  ’tis  laid,  that  Maftidi* 
Tragacanth,  Bdellium,  and  the  like, 
mix’d  with  it,  prevent  its  open¬ 
ing  the  Orifices  of  the  Veins ;  or 
if  it  be  waft  d  in  Endi  ve  or  SuccotF 
Water,  the  fame  may  be  preven¬ 
ted  •  Many  excellent  Mecji  cines  are 
compounded  of  Aloes.

S omnium,  a  Dream,  when  we 
fancy  to  fee  Things  we  actually 
fee  not. 

Somnolentia  Continua ,  a  con- 
ftant  Browzinefs  and  Inclination 
to  Beep.  This  comes  to  pafs 
when  the  Pores  of  the  outward 
or  cortical  fubftance  of  the  Brain 
are  quite  doled  up  by  dome  vif- 
cous  Matter,  fo  thar  the  Animal 
Spirits  cannot  pafs  freely. 


Somnus,  Sleep  ;  a  ftreightning 
of  the  Pores  of  the  Brain,  caus'd 
by  the  Reft  of  the  Animal  Spirits, 
by  which  means  the  outward  Sen- 
fes  reft  from  their  Operations. 
’Tis  either  Natural  or  Preterna¬ 
tural. 

Son  chit  es ;  fee  Hier  actum. 

Senchus,  Sow-Thiftle,  call’d  alfo 
Cicerbita,  Latiuca  Leporina,  Latiu- 
cella  <&  Latiero . 

Sophia  Chirurgorum ,  Flix-weed, 
a  Dram  of  the  Seed  is  very  good 
for  a  Loofnefs ;  and  not  only  the 
Seed,  but  the  whole  Herb  is  com¬ 
mended  for  Fluxes  of  the  Belly, 
and  the  Bloody-flux;  ’tis  us’d  in 
Plaifters  for  Wounds  and  fordid 
Ulcers  ;  in  Torkjhire  they  ufe  the 
Seed  to  expel  Gravel  with  good 
fuccefs. 

Sophr  one  feres, '  the  Teeth  of 
Wifdom;  fee  Dentes . 

Soporaria  Arteria,  the  fame  as 
Ci.ro  tides. 

Soporifera ,  the  fame  with  Som¬ 
nifera. 

Sora,  fee  FJfere. 

Sorbet ,  ’tis  a  Potion  or  Drink 
common  among  the  Egyptians , 
prepar’d  of  Sugar,  Juice  of  Li- 
mons,  Musk,  Ambergrife,  and 
Rofe-water,  which  they  prefent 
to  their  Guefts  after  drinking  of 
Coffee.  Tis  among  us  called  Sher¬ 
bet,  or  Lcmmonade. 

Sorbus,  and  Sorbum  ;  the  Service, 
or  Quicken-Tree;  the  Berries  yield 
an  acid  Juice  which  purges  Wa¬ 
ter  excellently  well,  and  is  very 
good  for  the  Scurvy.  The  Li¬ 
quor  that  drops  from  the  woun¬ 
ded  Tree  in  the  Spring  cures  the 
Scurvy,  and  any  Diieafe  of  the 
Spleen.

Spa  Jo,  Caflratus  an  Eunuch, 
or  one  whole  Genital  Member, 
that  ought  to  be  erected,  is  fo 
convuls'd  or  contracted,  that  it 
cannot  perform  its  function.

Cardan  makes  two 
forts  of  con vuliive  AffcCtions,  viz 
Tetanus ,  and  Spafmus  \  by  the  for¬ 
mer  he  underftands  a  conftant  Con¬ 
traction,  whereby  the  Member 
becomes  rigid  and  indexible ;  by 
the  after  he  underftands  fudden 
Concufilons  and  Motions,  which 
ceafe  and  return  alternately}  the 
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firft,  being  very  painful,  is  call'd 
the  Cramp,  the  latter  properly  Con¬ 
vulsions.

Specillum  a  Prole,  wherewith 
they  fearch  Wounds,  Ulcers,  Cocs 
Speculum  Ani,  is  an  Inftrument 
of  Steel,  wherewith  the  Surgeons 
dilate  the  Fundament  in  order  to 
extradf  Bones,  <&c. 

Speculum  Ludaum  ■,  fee  Septum

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Speculum  Qculi,  the  Apple  or 
Pupil  of  theEye;  fee  Aranea  Tuni¬ 
ca  Oculi.

SpermaCeti,  his  commonly  rec¬ 
kon'd  among  Bitumens,  but  his 
certainly  taken  out  of  the  Heads 
of  Whales  in  Greenland .  ‘‘Tis  an 
excellent  Remedy  for  diffolving 
coagulated  Blood,*  his  us’d  in  Plea- 
rifles,  Peripneumonia  s,  Bruifes, 
and  the  like  ■,  his  alfo  excellent  for 
Inflamations,  and  the  like,  and  for 
fwellings  of  the  Paps,  and  for  the 
Gripes  in  Children,  and  for  the 
Cholick  in  grown  People,  being 
diflolv’d  in  fome  proper  Water; 
his  alfo  us’d  for  Difeafes  of  the  Breaft, 
and  for  a  fuffocative  Catarrh. 

Spermatic  &  Partes ,  thofe  Arte¬ 
ries  and  Veins  which  bring  the 
Blood  to,  and  convey  it  from  the 
Tetticies.  Alfo  thofe  Veffels 
through  which  the  Seed  paffes.

In  drefling  of  a  Mortification, 
you  ought  to  confider  well,  in  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  Medicament,  that 
you  do  not  in  the  extinguifning  of 
one  Gangrene  raife  another,  by  the 
toolong  Ufe  of  (harp  Medicaments.

Sph  antis ,  a  Piant  that  hath 
round  Heads. 

Sph&rocephalus ,  a  fort  of  Car- 
duus  that  has  round  Heads.

Spina  Dcrfi ,  the  hinder  Promi¬ 
nences  of  the  Vertebres;  fee  A- 
cantha. 

Spina  Ventofa ,  call’d  by  fome 
Flatus ,  or  Ventus  fpina,  and  Ven- 
tojitas  fpina,  an  Ulceration  in 
which  the  Bones  are  eaten  by  a 
malignant  Humour,  without  any 
pain  of  the  Periofleum  or  Mem¬ 
brane  j  that  Swelling  being  rifen 
without  any  pain,  the  Part  affec¬ 
ted  isquite  eaten  out  with  the  U- 
cer,  from  whence  frequently  fol- 
lows  a  necefiity  of  Amputation.

Spinalis  Medulla ,  fee  Medulla 
Spinalis. 

Spinat't  Mufculi ,  two  Mufcles 
of  the  Neck  ;  their  Ufe  is  to  ex¬ 
tend  and  bend  the  whole  Body 
backwards,  and  to  move  it  ob¬ 
liquely. 

Spiracula,  are  cutaneous  Duffs 
or  Paffages  thro’  which  infenlible 
Tranfpiration  is  made  and  Sweat  is 
excluded. 

Spirit  us.  Spirits,  are  reckon’d 
of  three  forts,  the  Animal  Spirits 
in  the  Brain,  the  Vita!  in  the 
Heart,  and  the  Natural  in  the  Li¬ 
ver  j  but  our  modern  Authors 
diftinguifli  ’em  into  two  kinds  on¬ 
ly,  the  Animal  in  the  Brain,  and 
the  Vital  and  Natural  ( which  are 
reckon’d  the  fame)  in  the  mafs  of 
!  Blood.  The  Animal  Spirits  area 
very  thin  Liquor,  which  diflilling 
from  the  Blood  in  &hc  outward  or 
cortical  fubffance  of  the  Brain, 
are  by  the  prop'er  ferment  there¬ 
of  exalted  into  Spirits,  and  thence 
thro’  the  medullar  fubffance  of  the 
Brain,  the  Corpus  Callofum ,  and 
the  Medulla  Oblongata,  are  deriv’d 
into  the  Nerves  and  Spina!  Mar¬ 
row  j  and  in  them  are  perform’d  all 
the  A.«ctions  of  fenfe  and  Motion. 
The  Vital  or  Natural  Spirits  are  the 
mofl  fubtile  parts  of  the  Blood, 
which  both  adluate  aud  ferment 
it,  and  make  it  fit  for  Nourifh- 
ment. 

Spiritus  Chymici,  are  Liquors 
which,  by  DiMlation,  are  render’d 
not  only  very  thin,  but  incorrup¬ 
tible,  and  moft  effectual.  They 
are  threefold,  fulphureous,  acid, 
and  fa  line  ^  the  Sulphureous  eahly 
burn,  and  Con  lid  of  Oily  Particles, 
as  Spirit  of  Wine,  and  the  like. 
Acid  Spirits  conlilt  of  acid  Parti¬ 
cles  and  Water,  as  Spirit  of  Vitriol, 

X  t  Sulphur-, 
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Sulphur,  Salt,  and  the  like,  and 
they  are  not  truly  Spirits.  Saline 
Spitits  coni  ft:  of  a  volatile  Saltand 
Spirit,  as  Spirit  of  Sal-Armoni- 
ack,  Spirit  ot  Urine,  Soot,  and  the 
like.  There  are  alfo  compound 
Spirits ;  Compound  fulphureous 
Spirits  are  fuch  as  Aquafortis,  Spi 
ritof  Nitre  dulcify’d,  Aqua  Regia, 
and  the  like;  Compound  faline 
Spirits  are  Sal-volatile,  Qleofum

and  the  like. 

Splanchnic  a.  Medicines  proper 
againft  Difeafesof  the  Inteftines. 

Splanchnon :  fee  lnteftina. 

Splen ,  other  wife  called  Lien,  the 
Spleen  ;  a  Receptacle  for  the  fait 
and  earthy  Excrements  ofthe  Blood, 
that  there  (by  the  affiftance  of  the 
Animal  Spirits)  it  maybe  volatiliz'd 
and  returning  into  the  Blood,  may 
concur  to  its  .farther  fermentation. 
The  Spleen  confifts  of  a  great 
number  of  little  Bladders,  betwixt 
which  the  Glandules  are  fcatter’d 
up  and  dawn,  and  iupply  the  place 
of  Veins.  The  Spleen  has  like  wife 
an  Artery,  Nerves,  and  Lympha- 
tick  Veffels,  firft  difeover’d  by 
Fred.  Ruifche.  *Tis  very  much 
like  the  Sole  of  the  Foot,  and  in 
Cows  is  exactly  like  a  Beeve’s 
Tongue. 

Splenetic a,  fuch  Medicines  as 
are  good  again  lb  the  Difeafe  called 
the  Spleen. 

Splenio,  Tlumaceoli ,  or  Plagu- 
h,  Bolfters  made  of  Linnen,  three, 
four,  or  five  times  doubled,  even 
to  the  thicknefs  of  the  Spleen ; 
they  are  us’d  upon  Wounds,  Ul¬ 
cers,  and  Fradfures.  The  figure 
is  threefold,  according  to  the  man¬ 
ner  of  application,  viz,,  at  length, 
obliquely,  or  tranfverfly. 

Splenica,  fplenical  Medicines, 
are  fuch  as,  by  attenuating  and 
volatilizing  the  grofifer  parts,  re¬

move  the  Diftempers  and  Obflru" 
dtionsof  the  Spleen;  tke  fame  with 
Splenetica. 

Splenii  Mu  [cub,  or  Triangu¬ 
lares,  thefetwo  Mufcles  arife  part¬ 
ly  from  the  Neck,  and  partly  from 
the  points  ot  five  of  the  upper  Ver¬ 
texes  of  the  Thorax ;  the  Fibres 
of  thefe  Mufcles  tend  obliquely, 
and  are  faften’d  to  the  hinder  part 
of  the  Head.  The  Ufe  of  them 
is  to  draw  the  Head  backward. 

Splenion ,  a  fort  of  S colop endria, 

Splenites,  a  little  Vein  in  the 
'eft  Hand;  otberwife  call’d.  Salva- 
rello :  This  term  is  alfo  apply ’d 
to  Difeafes  of  the  Spleen  and  Li¬ 
ver,  efpecially  aTumor  or  Obftruc- 
tion. 

Spondylcl'itbos,  a  fort  of  Stones 
in  Tyrol,  that  exadbly  repefent  the 
Vertebrae  of  the  Back  of  lefler  A- 
nimals. 

Spondylus ,  or  Vertebra ,  Verti- 
cilhts,  the  Back -bone,  confifting 
of  thirty  Bones,  whereof  they  ai- 
fign  feven  to  the  Neck,  twelve 
to  the  Back,  five  to  the  Loins,  and 
fix  to  the  Os  Sacrum. 

Spongia,  Sponge ;  *tis  much  of 
the  Nature  of  a  Mufhroom ;  it 
grows  upon  Rocks,  Shells,  and 
the  Sands;  it  has  feveral  Ufes; 
5tis  us'd  in  Fomentations,  for  it 
retains  the  Heat  much  longer  than 
Cloths.  Anatomifts  and  Chirur- 
geons  ufe  it  to  fuck  up  Blood,  and 
to  dilate  Ulcers,  alfo  to  keep 
them  open,  and  to  dry  them.  The 
ancient  Phyficians  us’d  the  Afhes 
of  it  in  Medicines  for  the  Eyes. 
Many  modern  Phyficians  preferibe 
the  Afhes  to  betaken  in  Wine,  for 
thefpaceof  a  Month,  for  the  cure 
of  a  Bronchocele. 

Spongia,  a  fort  of  Sea-Mofs, 
growing  upon  Rocks. 
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Spongiofum  Os,  the  fame  with 
Cribrifcrme  Os. 

Spongoeidea  Ojfa j  fee  Cribrifor - 
Ojfa. 

Spongoides,  that  is,  fpongy  or 
porous  Parts  of  the  Body,  I  ke  a 
Sponge,  as  the  Lungs,  the  Runs, 
the  G.andsefp, daily,  the  Pancreas, 
the  Bones  ofthe  Nofe,  &c. 

Sporadic i  Morbi ,  thofe  Difeafes 
which,  though  different  in  their 
Nature-  fe  z,e  ftveral  People  at  the  j 
fame  time,  and  in  the  fame  Coun¬ 
try, 

Spuma,  a  Froth,  which  is  caus’d 
by  an  agitation  or  working  of  the 
Fluids,  ’  Tis  the  Off  fpring  of  Heat 
and  Fermentation;  from  hence  a- 
rife  many  Dffeafes,  and  by  this  ma¬ 
ny  are  difcharg’d :  Spuma  Lupi  is 
alfo  the  Name  of  a  Stone.  sp li¬ 
ma,  in  the  Language  ofthe  Chy- 
mifls,  fignifies  Afhes:  Spuma  Ma¬ 
ris,  that  is  Halcyonium  ,  Spuma 
Vitri,  is  Aphronitum :  Spuma  of  the 
two  Dragon’s,  it  Butter  of  Anti¬ 
mony. 

Spurii  Morbi ,  are  thofe  Difeafes 
which  feem  incomplete,  are  un¬ 
attended  with  the  genuine  Symp¬ 
toms  that  are  allow’d  to  form  a 
a  Diftemper,  as  fpurious  Fevers,  a 
Pleurify,  a  baflard  Quinzay,  and 
the  like.  The  fhort  Ribs  are  alfo 
call’d  Spuria ;  fee  Noth  &  Cojla, 

Sputum ,  a  Liquor  thinner  than 
ordinary  Spittle. 

Squammofa  Sutura ;  fee  Lepi - 
doides. 

Squill  a,  Sc  Sc  ilia,  &  C£pa  Mari¬ 
na,  Squills,  or  Sea-Onions.  It 
grows  in  Spain,  and  elfewhere; 
it  incides,  opens,  and  difcuffes  5  g 
pfis  us’d  in  Obftrucffions  of  the-  Li-  I 
ver,  for  the  Spleen,  and  for  Ob-  I 
ftru&ions  ofthe  Courfes  and  Urine,  I 
for  Coughs,  and  Mucilage  of  the  I 
Lungs.  There  are  two  Oxymels  * 


ot  Squills  us*d  in  the  Shops,  limple 
or  compound  ;  they  are  chiefly 
us’d  for  D’feafes  of  the  Bread,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  grofs  Flegm.

I  quid  Storax  is  a  fat  Liquor  like  a 
I  Balfam,  it  has  a  ftrong  fmell,  and 
is  of  the  Confidence  of  Honey. 
The  Pil]  of  Storax  of  the  London 
Difpenfatory  is  very  much  us’d  for 
tickling  Coughs,  proceeding  from 
Rheums,  and  Defluxions  on  the 
Lungs.

all.  Amber  ferves  to  flop  fpitting 
of  Blood,  the  Blood y-fiux,  the  im¬ 
moderate  Flux  of  the  Hemorr¬ 
hoids,  Terms,  and  a  Gonorrhoea  ; 
the  Dofe  is  from  ten  Grains  to 
half  a  Dram  ;  kis  like  wife  us'd  to 
flop  the  Violence  of  Catarrhs, 
the  Fume  of  it  being  receiv'd  at 
the  Nofe.  Some  think  Petrole¬ 
um,  or  Oil  of  Petre,  is  a  Liquor 
drawn  from  Amber  by  the  means 
of  Subterranean  Fires,  which  make 
a  Diftillation  of  it,  and  that  Coals 
are  the  Remainder  of  this  Diflii- 
lation.  Tindlure  of  Amber  is  good 
for  an  Apoplexy,  Palfy,  Epilepfy, 
and  for  Plyfterjcal  Women  ;  the 
Dofe  is  from  ten  Drops  to  a  Scru¬ 
ple,  in  fome  proper  Liquor.  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Amber  is  an  excellent  Ape¬ 
ritive,  and  is  given  in  the  Jaun¬ 
dice,  floppage  of  Urine,  Ulcers  in 
the  neck  of  the  Bladder,  and  in 
the  Scurvy;  the  Dofe  is  from  io 
to  a  4  Diops,  in  fame  convenient 
Liquor.  The  Oil  is  given  inward¬ 
ly  in  Hyderical  Didempers,  in  the 
Palfy,  Apoplexy,  and  Epilepfy  j 
the  Dofe  is  from  one  Drop  to 
four,  in  fome  appropriate  Liquor. 
The  black  Oil  may  ferve  for  out¬ 
ward  Uies,  to  chafe  the  Nofe 
and  Wrifts  ot  Women  in  Hyde- 
rical  Difeafes.  Some  have  reck¬ 
on’d  it  among  the  Minerals,  but 
erroneoully,  it  being  the  Gum  of 
Trees  growing  near  the  Water- 
fide.

• vum .  The  artificial  is  nothing 
hut  the  natural  melted,  purify'd 
from  its  groftcr  Earth,  and  made 
into  Rolls,  which  we  do  common¬ 
ly  ufe  ;  fome  think  that  Sulphur 
is  a  Vitriol  fublim’d  in  the  Earth, 
becaufe  thefe  mixt  are  very  often 
found  near  one  another,  and  there 
is  a  great  deal  of  Sulphur  in  the 
Mafs  of  Mineral  Vitriol,  and  the 
Spirits  which  are  drawn  from 
both  wholly  alike.  The  Flower 
of  Sulphur  is  us’d  in  Difeafes  of 
the  Lungs  and  Breaft  $  the  Dofe 
is  from  ten  to  thirty  Grains,  in 
Lozenges,  or  in  an  Ele&uary  ; 
*tis  us’d  alfo  in  Ointments  for  the 
Itch  ;  ‘  the  Magiftery  or  Milk  of 
Sulphur  is  alfo  good  for  Difeafes 
of  the  Lungs  or  Breaft.  Balfam  of 
Sulphur  is  excellent  for  Ulcers  of 
the  Lungs  and  Breaft.  All  olea¬ 
ginous,  refinousj  and  faline  Sub- 
fiances,  whether  of  Vegetables  or 
Animals,  come  alfo  under  the  de¬ 
nomination  of  Sulphur  among  the 
Chymifts.  Thus  they  call  the  high 
re&ify’d  Spirit  of  Wine,  Sulphur 
Ccdejle.

A  Bath 
of  the  green  Leaves  being  apply ’d 
cures  a  Leprofy,  the  Itch  and 
kills  Lice,-  it  likewife  is  very  ufe- 
ful  in  the  healing  of  Wounds, 
cleanfing  old  Ulcers,  and  curing 
Burns.  The  fmoaking  of  it  won¬ 
derfully  ftrengtbens  the  Stomach, 
helps  Digeftion,  and  gently  moveth 
the  Belly  j  but  indeed  it  is  not 
good  for  thofe  that  are  of  a  hot 
Conftitution.  The  Pain  of  the 
Teethis  eas’d  (and  very  often  cu¬ 
red)  by  flopping  thofe  that  are  hol- 
|  low  with  calcin’d  Tobacco.  For 
the  Palfy,  take  the  Leaves  while 
they  are  green,  infufe  ’em  in  Ma¬ 
laga  Wine,  and  rub  the  Parts  weM 
with  it  after  fweating,  you’ll  find 
it  the  beft  external  Remedy  for 
that  Difiemper  in  the  World.  Al¬ 
fo  a  certain  Nobleman,  being  ex- 
treamly  fat,  was  reduced  to  an 
ordinary  fize  by  chewing  Tobac¬ 
co  ;  befides,  it  does  good  in  an 
Afthma.  ’Tis  likewife  of  very 
great  fervice  in  Camps  efpecially, 
where  there  is  oftentimes  fcarci- 
ty  of  Provifions,  theCholick,  and 
other  Difeafes.  The  Fume  of  To¬ 
bacco  being  blown  up  the  Fun¬ 
dament  into  the  Bowels,  is  a 
mod  effectual  Clyfter  in  the  Cho- 
lick.  It  likewife  cures  Mother- 
fits  and  Fainting,  if  dexteroufly 
blown  upon  the  Matrix 

Tubella,  a  folid  Medicine,  taken 
inwardly,  made  of  Powders,  and 
three  or  four  times  as  much  Sugar 
diffolv’d  in  a  convenient  Liquor, 
boil’d  to  the  confidence  of  a  Syrup# 
and  made  into  little  round  Cakes 
upon  a  Marble  donee  A  Morfel  or 
Lozenge.

Tabes  dorfalts >  a  Confumption 
in  the  Spinal  Marrow,  moft  inci¬ 
dent  to  Lechers  and  frefh  Bride¬ 
grooms  |  they  are  without  a  Fe¬ 
ver,  eat  well,  and  yet  melt  or  con- 
fume  by  a  gentle  Decay.  If  you 
ask  one  in  this  Difeafe  an  account 
of  himfelf,  he  will  tell  you  that 
it  feems  to  him  as  if  there  were  a 
numerous  quantity  of  Ants  or 
Pifmires  falling  down  from  his 
Head  upon  his  Spinal  Marrow. 
When  he  eafes  Nature,  either  by 
Urine  or  Stool,  there  flows  from 
him  liquid  Seed  in  great  plenty ; 
nor  can  he  generate  altho5  he  hath 
lafcivious  Dreams.  When  he  goes 
or  runs,  (efpecially  up  a  fteep  place) 
he  grows  weak  and  fhort-breath’d, 
his  Head  is  heavy,  and  his  Ears 
tingle  ;  fo,  in  procefs  of  time  be¬ 
ing  taken  with  a  violent  Fever,  he 
dies  of  that  Species  call’d  Lypiria , 
wherein  in  the  external  Parts  are 
cold,  the  internal  burning  at  the 
lame  time.

TaSlus,  the  Touch,  a  fenfe  by 
Which  the  ta&ile  Qualities  of  Bo¬ 
dies  are  offer’d  to  the  common 
Senfory  (and  there  perceiv’d  )  by 
the  different  motion  of  Nerves 
diffufed  thro’  the  whole  Body, 
the  Skin  being  intermediate.  Or 
Touch  is  the  Senfe  of  a  thing 
touch’d,  offer’d  to  the  common 
Senfory  by  the  Nerves,  the  Skin 
being  intermediate,  and  there  per¬ 
ceiv’d.

They  cor- 
red:  the  Acrimony  of  the  Humours, 
purge  Choler,  and  retrain  the  heat 
of  the  Blood ;  they  cute  Fevers 
and  Jaundice,  take  offthe  heat  of 
Stomach  and  Liver,  and  flop  Vo¬ 
miting.  The  Turks  and  Arabians , 
when  they  go  long  journeys  in  the 
Summer-time,  carry  'Tamarinds 
with  ’em,  to  quench  their  Thirfh 
In  pefbilential  and  putrid  Fevers* 
Water  wherein  Tamarinds  have 
been  infus’d,  fweetned  with  Su¬ 
gar,  is  a  proper  Liquor  to  drink, 
for  it  quenches  Thir ft,  and  CooU 
much.

Tamils,  or  Turns,  a  fort  of

Tmucetum ,  Tanfie;  Tis  vulne¬ 
rary,  uterine,  and  nephritick;  it 
is  us’d  for  the  Worms,  the  Gripes 
and  the  Stone  in  the  Kidneys  and 
Biadder,  for  Obflrudions  of  the 
Courfes,  Wind,  andDropfy;  the 
Juice  of  it  being  apply’d  to  the 
Hands  and  Feet,  cures  the  Chaps 
of  'em,  fcabby  Ulcers,  and  the 
Itch.  A  Conierve  of  the  Leaves 
and  Tops  refills  Putrefadion,  pu¬ 
rifies  the  Biocd,  and  opens  Ob- 
ftrudions.  A  certain  Perfon  was 
cured  of  an  obilinate  Dropfy  by 
the  Decodion  cf  it.

Tarantifmus,  is  the  Name  of  a 
particular  Difeafe,  caufed  by  the 
venomous  Bite  of  a  Tarantula,  the 
cure  wherecf  is  only  to  be  expec¬ 
ted  from  Mufick.

Taraxicurn,  is  Dens  Leonis,  or 
Wild  Succory.

is  what  is  produc’d  from  fand  is 
found  (licking  to  the  tides  of) 
Wine*  casks,  like  a  very  hard  Stone, 
fometimes  white,andat  other  times 
red  i  but  that  is  according  to  the 
Colour  of  the  Wine  they  contain’d  j 


laft.  That  which  comes  from  the 
white  Cask  is  to  be  prefer’d  before 
the  red.becaufe  his  purer,  and  con¬ 
tains  lefs  Earth.  Both  one  and 
t’other  are  to  be  had  in  greater  a* 
bundance  in  Languedoc  and  Tro - 
vence  than  in  many  other  Climates, 
but  the  beft  white  Tartar  of  all  is 
brought  from  Germany.  It  muff 
be  heavy,  white,  and  cryflaline. 
The  Lees  of  Wine  are  alfo  a  li¬ 
quified  Tartar ;  they  are  generally 
burnt,  and  the  Allies  that  they 
make  are  call’d  Cineres  C  lave  llat  t, 
in  Englifh  Tot-Aftjes*  The  Cryftal 
of  Tartar  is  purgative  and  ape¬ 
ritive,  and  is  good  for  Hydropical 
and  Afthmatical  Perfons.  Fixed 
Salt  of  Tartaris  aperitive;  his  chief¬ 
ly  us’d  to  draw  forth  theTindure 
of  Vegetables ,  and  is  given  for 
Obllrudions.  The  Oil  cf  Tartar 
per  deliquium  is  us’d  for  Tettars, 
and  to  difeufs  Tumors;  fcefides, 
the  Ladies  mix  it  with  Lilly-wa- 
ter,and  fo  ufe  it  to  clear  their  Com¬ 
plexions  and  whiten  their  Hands. 
Tindure  of  Salt  of  Tartar  is  an 
excellent  Aperitive;  it  purifies  the 
Blood,  and  refills  malignant  Hu¬ 
mours;  and  it  is  likewife  us’d  for 
the  Scurvy.  Tartar . vitriolated  is 
an  admirable  Aperitive,  and  is  alfo 
alittle  purgative;  *tis  given  in  Hy¬ 
pochondriacal  Cafes,  for  the  King’s 
Evil,  and  for  all  other  Difeafes 
wherein  ’tis  neceflary  to  open  Ob- 
llrudions,  and  to  work  by  Urine. 
Tartaris  alfo  taken  for  agrofs,  fa¬ 
bulous,  or  fandy  fubftance  in  Hu¬ 
mane  Bodies.

Taurocolla ,  the  bell  Glue  that 
is  made,  from  the  Ears  and  Geni¬ 
tals  of  the  Bull. 

Taxis,  or  ReduLlio,  is  a  Word  us’d 
frequently  by  thofe  who  reduce 
Ruptures  into  their  natural  places.

This  Diftemper  is  frequent 
in  the  Scurvy,  fo  th3t  the  Patient 
can  extend  neither  Joint  nor  Limb. 
The  Tendons  in  the  Back  are 
fometimes  contracted  into  a  round 
and  globular  form,  which,  by  rea- 
fonof  fuch  an  Afflux  of  Humours 
upon  them,  draw  the  Bones  out

3Tis  good  in  the  Dropfy,  for  it 
provokes  Urine  very  much ;  it 
drys  up  Rheums  or  watery  Hu¬ 
mours  in  the  Head,  and  corrects 
their  Acrimony:  It  like  wife  opens 
Obftrudfians  of  the  Bowels,  and 
wonderfully  flrengthens  and  clears 
the  Sight.  The  People  of  Japan 
Vfr  it  as  the  only  Remedy  ior  all 
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forts  of  Difeafes  of  the  Eyes,  where- 
unto  they  are  very  fubjedf;  Itcor- 
redfs  aduft  Humours,  cools  a  hot 
Liver,  and  foftens  a  hard  Spleen  ; 
it  keeps  People  wakeful,  efpecially 
thofe  that  are  not  us’d  to  drinking; 
it  renders  the  Body  brisk,  cheers 
the  Heart,  drives  away  Fear,  and 
takes  off  the  Gripes,  by  fuppreff- 
ingWind;  it  alio  ftrengthneth  the 
Bowels,  quickens  the  Memory, 
and  fharpens  the  Underflanding. 
A  certain  Pcrfon  travelling  in  Ja¬ 
pan,  made  it  his  bufinefs  to  enquire 
about  the  Di (temper  caiPd  the  Stone, 
but  cou’d  not  hear  of  any  that  e- 
ver  had  the  leaf!  Symptom  of  it, 
either  in  the  Bladder  or  Kidneys; 
it  may  therefore  be  reckon’d  an 
excellent  Fortification  againft  that 
moft  inveterate  and  wracking  DiA 
eafe,  confidering  at  the  fame  time 
what  great  Drinkers  of  it  the  Tn« 
habitants  of  thofe  parts  are.  ’Tis 
moreover  a  Provocative  to  Vene- 
ry  ;  it  ftrengthens  the  Stomach, 
and  is  very  good  for  thofe  that 
are  affli&ed  with  the  Gout.

Watery  and 
Vaporous  Baths  have  been  in  ufe 
f  cm  ad  Antiquity,  and  held  in 
great  efteem,  both  for  Pleafure  and 
the  prefer vation  of  Health.  There 
are  no  Baths  in  Europe  of  more  u- 
niverfai  efteem  for  curing  Difca- 
fer,  nor  none  mefft  ancient,  than 
our  Englifh  Baths  in  Somerset  (hire. 
We  have  Traditions,  That  King 
BlaJud,  who  is  reported  to  have 
liv’d  in  the  time  of  Elias.,  firft  dif- 
cover’d  the  Baths,  and  made  tryal 
of  Sm  upon  his  own  Son,  and  1 
thereupon  built  the  City  of  Bath. 
The  Baths  are  principally  us’d  out¬ 
wardly,  becaufe  they  are  moft  pro¬ 
per  for  fuch  Difeafes  as  are  in  the 
Habit  of  the  Body,  fuch  as  Palfits, 
Contractions  of  the  Nerves,  Rhe¬ 
ums,  cold  Tumors,  Dif.rsfe;  of  the 
Skin,  bid  Aches,  and  the  like ;  and 
inthefe  Diltempers  we  ufe  not  on¬ 
ly  the  Waters,  hut  kkewife  the 
hiudd,  a@d  infomc  places  the  Va¬ 


pour.  The  King’s  Bath  is  the  hot- 
tefl  of  all  the  Baths,  and  therefore 
fitted:  for  all  forts,  of  cold  Difeafes 
and  phlegmatick  Conftitutions  5 
betides,  we  experience  the  won¬ 
derful  Effects  it  daily  works  upon 
Paliies,  old  Aches,  Sciaticas  cold 
Tumors,  and  the  like,  both  by  E- 
vacuationby  Sweat,  and  iikewife 
by  warming  all  the  Parts  affebted, 
entirely  attenuating,  difeuffing,  and 
refolving  the  Humours  j  they  are 
good  alfo  in  Epilepfies,  in  Ute¬ 
rine  Efifebb,  in  the  Scurvy,  and  in 
that  fort  of  Dropfy  which  is  call’d 
an  mfarca .  The  Bath- waters 
are  Iikewife  us’d  to  particular  .parts 
by  pumping,  bucketing;  or  ap¬ 
plying  the  Mudd.  A  Morning 
Hour  is  the  fitted:  for  bathing,  af¬ 
ter  the  Sun  has  been  up  an 
Hour  or  two.  June,  July,  and 
Auguft  are  reckon’d  the  moft  pro¬ 
per  Months  to  bath  in,  as  being 
the  warmed.  The  Waters  being 
taken  inwardly,  do  heat,  dry,  3nd 
mollifiej  they  eafe  the  Cholick, 
comfort  the  Womb,  cure  Barren- 
nefs  proceeding  fiom  cold  Hu¬ 
mours,  and  difeharge  the  whole 
Body  of  all  Impurities  that  are  in¬ 
corrigible,  correcting  fuch  as  are 
capable  of  amendment  •,  they  alfo 
free  the  Body  from  innate  Heat, 
or  Ferments  of  any  particular  Parts, 
which  may  be  opprefs’d  thro’  a 
furchargc  or  peccancy  of  Humours, 
and  reftores  or  revives  thofe  that 
otherwife  languish,  qr  feem  fomc- 
what  decay’d.  And  all  this  is 
done,  not  by  any  one  manner  of 
Operation  in  them,  but  by  their 
complicated  working  of  fundry  E- 
vacuations  at  one  and  the  Erne 
time.

It  behoveth  thofe  Per- 
fons  that  drink  the  Waters,  efpeei- 
ally  during  the  courfe  of  ’em,  care¬ 
fully  to  avoid  all  fur  charge  of  Meat, 
and  likewife  all  excefs  of  Drink, 
and  to  take  care  that  they  neither 
indulge  themfelves  with  too  much 
Sleep,  nor  macerate  or  inflame 
their  Bodies  withexceflive  Watch¬ 
ing  j  that  they  neither  debilitate 
Nature  by  fuch  violent  Exercifeas 
may  introduce  a  Laflitude,  nor 
retard  the  diftribution,  digeftion, 
and  evacuation  of  the  Waters  by 
Sloth  and  Inactivity  5  that  fuch 
Excrementitious  Colled  ions  as  Na¬ 
ture  cuftomarily  produceth  in  hu¬ 
man  Bodies  be  duly  evacuated,  and 
neither  too  long  retain’d,  nor  too 
baddy  difcharg’d;  and  finally,  that 
the  Mind  be  compos’d  into  fuch  a 
Cheerfuinefs  and  good  Temper, 
as  may  prevent  all  diforderly  Paf- 
fions  and  Lufts.

Half 
a  Dram,  or  a  Dram  of  the  Extract 
of  Tormentil  is  much  commend¬ 
ed  for  the  curing  of  an  epidemick 
Dyfentery,  Rhubarb  being  us’d  be¬ 
fore,  if  there  be  occafton.

A  violent 
Pain  feizes  firft  the  Reg:on  of  the 
Ventricle,  and  fometimes  a  little 
betwixt  it,  which  is  follow’d  by 
violent  Vomiting  of  green,  and 
fometimes  yellow  Matter  ;  to 
which  is  added,  as  I  have  of¬

And  they  are  ap- 
ply’d  externally  to  the  Body,  either 
alone,  or  refolv’d  into  Smoak,  or 
they  are  put  into  a  Linnen  Bag, 
and  then  into  Wine,  or  other  Li¬ 
quor,  that  they  may  communi¬ 
cate  their  Strength  and  Qualities 
to  it.  Yet  fomctimes  they  are 
compounded  ot  fome  fort  of  An¬ 
tidotes,  Counterpoifbns,  or  odori¬ 
ferous  things,  and  of  Ample  Me¬ 
dicines  reduc’d  into  a  Powder, 
with  an  addition  of  Sugar.  In 
the  making  of  theff,  they  com¬ 
monly  take  an  Ounce  of  Sugar 
to  every  Dram  of  Ingredient,  ef- 
pecially  thofe  which  are  bitter  and 
unplealaat.

Trepanatio,  is  that  Operation 
when  a  living  Man’s  Scull  is  per¬ 
forated,  in  order  to  raife  the  fhatter’d 
bone  when  itpreffes  upon  the  du- 
i  ra  mater  or  the  like.

Triangulare  OJficulum ,  the  tri¬ 
angular  little  Bone,  is  that  which 
is  p  ac’d  betwixt  the  Suture  cal¬ 
led  Lambdcides ,  and  another  cal¬ 
led  Sag'ttahs,  which  they  fay  con¬ 
duces  to  the  Falling-ficknefs.

Troma ,  a  Wound  from  an  ex¬ 
ternal  Caufe.

Tuba  Fallopian*,  two  {lender 
Paffages  proceeding  from  the 
Womb  ;  which,  when  they  are  a 
little  remov’d  from  it,  grow  gra¬ 
dually  wider:  They  have  large 
Holes  or  Orifices,  which  almoft 
lie  fhut,  the  extreme  Edges  fal¬ 
ling  flat  5  yet  if  they  be  diligently 
open’d  and  dilated,  they  reprefent 
the  extreme  Orifice  of  a  brafs 
Pipe.  Their  ufe  is  to  receive  the 
Eggs  from  the  Telficles,  and  carry 
them  into  the  Womb,  accordingto 
the  excellent  Reg.  de  Graaf,  the 
Truth  of  which  is  evident  from 
the  InfpeCtion  of  Rabbets  difTec- 
ted. 

Tub  a  Uteri,  the  fame  wirhT’z* 
b&  Fallopian a,  or  the  Fallopian 
Tuber. 

TubercaU,  the  fame  with  Bhy- 
mat  a. 

Tuberofa ,  is  Indian  Hyacinth  or 
a  Tuberofe-

Tulus,  the  fame  with  Callus. 

Tumor ,  a  Swelling,  is  when  the 
Parts  of  Humane  Bodies  are  energ’d 
and  extended  beyond  their  Prepara¬ 
tion,  fo  that  they  cannot  perform 
their  Operations. 

Tunbrigenfes  Aqua,  Tunbridge 
Waters.  There  are  two  fmall 
Springs,  about  four  Miles  South¬ 
ward  from  the  Town  of  Tunbridge 
in  Kent,  from  which  they  have 
(tbeir  Name.  They  are  fe ated  in 
a  Valley,  and  are  compafs’d  about 
With  fieri y  Hills,  the  which  arefo 
barren,  that  there  grows  nothing 
but  heath  upon  ’em.  One  may 
with  lefs  than  half  a  Breath  run 
from  thefe  Springs  into  Sujfex. 
The  Tafte  of  this  Water  is  notun- 
pleafant  to  thofe  who  have  any  time 
been  us'd  to  it,  and  no  one  is  a- 
b!e  to  drink  half  fo  much  of  any 
other  Liquor,  tho’  never  fo  plea- 
fant,  as  may  be  drank  of  this. 
This  Water  does  effectually  open 
all  manner  of  ObflruCfcions  of  the 
Mezeraick  Veins,  likewife  of  the 
Spleen  and  Liver,  and  is  really  bet¬ 
ter  than  any  fort  of  Phyfick  what- 
foever  in  thefe  cafes;  for  thefe Ob- 
ftrudions  being  very  ftubborn,  and 
requiring  a  great  deal  of  [nduftry  to 
remove ’em,  the  taking  of  Phyfick 
being  irkfbme,  People  grow  wea- 
vy  of  it  before  a  Phyfician  can  have 
run  one  fourth  part  of  the  Courfe 
that  is  neceflary  for  the  removal 
of  thefe  Obftr unions,  and  that’s 
the  chief  reafon  fo  many  are  trou¬ 
bled  with  tedious  and  lingering 
Chronical  Diieafes  which  in  their 
own  nature  many  times  are  not 
altogether  incurable,  but  only  re¬ 
main  uncured  either  becaufe  the  Pa¬ 
tient  is  not  able,  orelfe  unwilling, 
to  undergo  the  Fatigue  of  fuch  a 
Courie  of  Phyfick  as  is  highly  ro 

quiiite

quifite  for  his  Recovery.  After 
the  Patient  has  made  ufe  of  thefe 
Waters  a  little  while,  the  taking 
of  ’em  is  not  at  all  troublefome  ; 
but  the  longer  any  Perfon  conti¬ 
nues  the  ufe  of  ’em,  the  more 
he  may  ;  and  being  taken  in  a 
large  quantity,  they  muft  needs 
open  the  Body  effectually,  for 
which  reafon  they  are  of  excellent 
ufe  in  all  Difeafes  that  proceed 
from  Obftrudtions  :  They  infalli¬ 
bly  cure  the  Dropfy,  the  black  and 
yellow  jaundice,  hard  Swellings 
of  the  Spleen,  which  the  com¬ 
mon  People  frequently  call  an  A- 
gue-Cake ,  the  Scurvy,  Green  lick- 
nefs,  the  Whites,  and  the  defect 
and  excefs  of  Womens  monthly 
Purgations.  This  laft  Affertion 
leems  to  have  fome  Repugnancy, 
in  that  we  afcribe  two  contrary 
Effects  to  one  and  the  fame  Agent ; 
yet  there  is  no  fuch  matter,  for 
the  one  is  done  by  opening  Ob- 
ftructions,  and  the  other  either  by 
cooling  the  Blood  when  ’tis  hot 
and  fharp.  and  fo  provokes  Nature 
to  expulliori,  or  by  corroborating 
and  (Lengthening  the  Retentive 
Faculty;  and  befides,  ’tis  the  Pro¬ 
perty  of  all  equivocal  Agents  to 
vary  their  Operations  according  to 
the  variety  of  their  Ohjedf,  or  the 
Matter  they  work  upon  :  So,  for 
inftance,  the  Sun  melts  Wax  and 
hardens  Clay.  This  Water  cuts 
and  attenuates  tough  clammy 
Phlegm,  and  upon  this  account  is 
good  for  thofe  Perfcns  that  are 
troubled  with  the  Cholick,  when 
fuch  a  Humour  is  contain’d  in  the 
Guts ;  it  fcowrs  and  cleanfes  all  the 
P ullages  of  the  Urine,  and  there¬ 
fore  muft  needs  be  very  good  a- 
gainft  the  Gravel  and  S'one,  pro¬ 
vided  the  Stone  be  not  too  big  to 
pals  thro’  the  Ureters ;  for  if  lo, 


’tis  fafeft  to  forbear  the  ufe  of  thefe 
Waters.  They  diftblve  and  walka¬ 
way  all  phlegmatick  and  clammy 
Excrements  bred  in  the  Bladder., 
and  which  fometimes  ftop  thepaL 
fage  ofthe  Water,  as  if  therewere 
a  Stone.  *  Pis  likewife  good,  in 
regard  of  the  aftringent  and  hea¬ 
ling  Faculty  it  hath,  for  all  inward 
Ulcers,  and  efpeciaily  for  thofe  of 
the  Kidneysand  Bladder;  and  ma¬ 
ny  have  been  cured  of  a  bloody  U- 
rine  by  the  Ufe  of  them.  They 
are  alfo  good  for  the  Bloody-ftux, 
and  for  all  other  Fluxesof  the  Bel¬ 
ly.  They  likewife  extinguifh  all 
inward  Inftamations  and  hot  Dif¬ 
eafes,  and  yet  the  Stomach  is  not 
hurt  by  the  a&ual  coldnefs  of  ’em, 
but  rather  confiderably  (Length- 
en’d,  and  the  Appetite  render’d  vo¬ 
racious  at  the  fame  time.  Like¬ 
wife  the  Nerves  and  Original  of 
them,  the  Brain,  are  mightily 
ftrengthen’d  by  the  ufe  of^thefe 
W aters,  and  ccnfequentiy  they  muft 
needs  be  good  againft  the  Paily,  Apo¬ 
plexy,  Lethargy,  and  the  like.  Con- 
vulfions,  Head-ach,  and  Giddinefs 
are  alio  driven  away  by  the  ufe  of 
’em,  if  the  Patient  drink  ’em  con- 
ftantly.  They  are  us’d  with  very 
good  fuccefs  for  Vomiting  and 
the  Hickups.  Hypochondriack 
Melancholy  is  remov’d  by  ’em  ; 
they  likewife  kill  Worms,  and  are 
counted  of  great-uie  in  Barrennels. 
Summer  is  the  fitted:  time  for 
drinking  thefe  Waters;  but  in  ge¬ 
neral  whenever  the  Weather  is  clear 
and  dry,  you  may  be  affur’d  they 
are  then  belt,  as  well  in  Winter 
as  in  Summer;  for  in  hard  frofty 
Weather  they  ate  commonly  rec¬ 
kon’d  ftrongeft.  As  to  the  time 
of  the  Day,  the  Morning,  when 
the  Sun  is  an  hour  high,  or  there¬ 
abouts,  is  the  fitted  time  to  drink 
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them.  You  are  to  drink  them  in 
as  final!  a  fpace  of  time  as  con¬ 
veniently  you  can  without  op- 
preffing  your  Stomach;  and  you 
mult  be  fure  to  take  care  not  to 
fweat  when  you  begin  to  drink, 
After  each  Glafs,  or  every  two 
Glades,  according  as  you  find  your 
Conftitution  able  to  cope  with  it, 
’twill  be  convenient  for  you  to 
chew  fome  Carra wav-Comfits, 
Coriander-feeds,  Galingal,  Zedoa- 
ry.  Elecampane,  Angelica  Root, 
or  the  like,  to  help  the  digeftion 
and  permeation  of  the  Waters;  to 
Forward  which  alfo  ’tis  requisite 
you  ule  Exercife,  and  endeavour 
to  be  as  merry  as  you  can.  As  to 
what  quantity  is  necefiary  to  be 
drank  in  one  Morning,  ’tis  a  matter 
which  cannot  juftly  be  defined,  in 
regard  of  the  difference  of  Bodies, 
Age,  Sex,  Strength,  and  other  cir- 
cumftances;  but,  generally  ipeak- 
ing,  thole  that  are  able  to  drink 
mod, receive  melt  benefit  thereby,e- 
fpeciaily  if  the  Waters  permeate  free¬ 
ly;  but  in  this  fas  in  all  other  cafes ) 
People  mult  obferve  what  beft  a- 
grees  with 'em  ;  however,  *tis  beft 
to  rife  by  degrees,  encreafing  the  j 
quantity  daily  till  you  drink  two  or 
three  Quarts  in  a  Day;  and  fo  you 
muff  decreafe  by  degrees,  ending 
with  the  fame  quantity  you  began 
with.  A  fet  time  for  drinking  (or 
continuing)  thefe  Waters  can’t  be 
limited,  becaufe  in  fome  Diteafes 
a  few  Weeks  fuffice,  in  others  di¬ 
vers  Months  are  required^  As 
to  Diet,  let  every  one  feed  on  that 
which  he  has  been  mod  accuftom’d 
to,  fo  it  be  good  Meat,  yields 
good  Nourifhment,  and  is  ealie  of 
digeftion;  but  Sauces  made  with 
Butter  muff  be  avoided.  In  a 
word,  a  fober  moderate  Diet  is  a!-  j 
ways  the  beft,  but  efpeciaily  du-  j 


ring  the  Courfe  of  thefe  Waters. 
The  diredfions  which  have  been 
given  for  drinking  Tunbridge  Wa¬ 
ters  may  ferve  for  all  other  Chaly¬ 
beate  Waters,  as  Ijliqgton ,  Hamp* 
fie  ad,  Wickham ,  S aiming- hill,  and 
the  like ;  but  it  is  to  be  obferv’d, 
that  tho5  thefe  Waters  are  an  Empi¬ 
rical  Remedy,  yet  they  mull  not  be 
us’d  altogether  empirically,  but 
withReafon,  Difcretion,  and  Cir- 
cumfpedfion,  otherwife  Damage 
rather  than  Benefit  may  realbnably 
be  expedled  from  ’em. 

Tuner  anus  Flos ,  is  the  fame  as 
Flos  Africanus.

Turiones ,  the  tender  Tops  of 
Trees  that  grow  yearly,. 

Turrit  is,  or  Turrit  a  a  fort  of  Na~ 
Jlurtium. 

Turunda ,  the  fame  with  Tur un¬ 
did  a. 

Turmdula ,  a  Tent  put  into 
Wounds  or  Ulcers. 

Tus,  the  fame  with  Thus. 

Tup  do,  the  fame  with  Tujji.\ 

Tufjilago or  Farfara,  Coils- foot* 
The  frefh  Leaves  are. apply ’d  out¬ 
wardly  to  hot  Ulcers  and  In  ft  a- 
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mations,  but  they  being  dry’d,  are 
pretty  acrid  and  hot ;  the  Fume 
of  ’em  receiv’d  into  the  Mouth 
thro’  a  Tunnel,  and  fwallow’d 
down  the  Throat,  or  elfe  fmoak’d 
in  a  Tobacco-pipe,  is  good  for  a 
Cough,  difficulty  of  breathing, 
and  an  Ulcer  of  the  Lungs.  A 
Syrup  prepar’d  of  the  Leaves  is 
good  for  the  fameufe.  Mr.  Boyle 
lays,  That  the  Leaves  mix’d  with 
Saffron  and  Amber,  andfmcak’din 
a  Tobacco-pipe,  has  cured  a  Con- 
fumption. 

TuJJis,  a  Cough  ;  ’tis  a  vehement 
Effiation  of  the  Breaft,  whereby 
that  which  is  offenfive  to  the  Or¬ 
gans  of  Breathing  is  expel’d,  pure¬ 
ly  by  the  Force  of  the  Air. 

Tutia,  or  Cadmia  Factitia,  is 
nothing  but  the  Soot  of  Brafs  flick¬ 
ing  to  the  Furnace  in  the  fufion 
ot  that  Meta!.  It  is  chiefly  ufed 
in  Chirurgery,  for  old  and  illcon- 
dition’d  Ulcers i  for  being  fprink- 
ied  upon  them,  it  drys  much,  de- 
flroying  the  corrupt  Ferment  of 
’em,  andfo  incarns  and  cicatrizes. 
Cadmia  being  prepar’d  by  Fire, 
and  then  extinguiib’d,  is  call’d  Pre - 
far'd  Putty ,  which  is  good  .for 
Dileafes  of  the  Eyes,  the  Powder 
thereof  being  blown  into  ’em  for 
I  ffiamations  and  Ulcers,  An  Oint¬ 
ment  is  commonly  madeof  it,  and 
us’d  for  the  Eyes,  but  it  is  very 
proper  to  mix  with  it  a  Grain  or 
two  of  Camphire,  Saffron,  or  the 
like. 

Tylcma ,  the  fame  as  Callus. 

Tympanias,  the  fame  with  Tym¬ 
panites  . 

Tympanites,  Tympanitis,  or  A- 
qua  intercus  Sicca,  r  ;  ympany, 
is  a  fix’d,  conffant,  equal,  hard,  re- 
fifting  Tumgr  ot  the  Abdomen ; 
which  being  beat,  founds.  It  pro¬ 


ceeds  from  a  flreuching  Inflation  of 
the  Parts,  and  of  the  Membrana¬ 
ceous  Bowels,  whole  Fibres  are 
too  much  fwoln  with  animal  Spi¬ 
rits,  and  hinder’d  from  receding  by 
the  Nervous  J  uice  which  obflrudls 
the  Paflagej  to  which  Diflemper 
there  is  confequently  added,  as  the 
Compliment  of  all,  an  abundance  of 
flatulent  Matter  in  the  places  that 
are  empty.

Typhodesy  a  fy mptomical,  con¬ 
tinued,  burning  Fever,  as  if  it  were 
from  the  lnflamation  of  the  Bow¬ 
els.  The  Patient  fweats  much 
from  the  firft  beginning,  but  with¬ 
out  much  Relief. 

Typhomania,  a  Delirium ,  with 
a  Phrenzy,  and  a  Lethargy  i  fee 
Coma  Vigil- 

Typhonia,  the  fanie. 
TypusyOrPenodus,  and  Circuit  us, 
an  Order  of  Fevers,  confiding;  ofln- 
tention  and  Remiiiion,  or  encreaf- 
ing  aid  decreafing  at  certain  times.

TyriafiSy  the  fame  with  Elephan- 
tiajis  and  Satyriasis.

Bilberries  j  the  Berries  are  cooling 
andaftringent,  they  are  very  agree¬ 
able  to  an  hot  Stomach,  and  quench 
Third:  j  they  cure  a  Loofeneis,  and 
the  Bloody-flux,  occasion'd  by  Cho- 
ier,  and  are  good  in  the  Difeafe 
call’d  Cholera  Morbus ;  they  flop 
Vomiting,  and  take  off  Feverifb 
Heats.  A  Syrup  made  of  the  Juice 
of  the  Berries  is  moft  agreeable, 
viz.  Take  of  the  Juice  ftrained 
one  Pint,  of  fine  Sugar  one  Pound 
and  an  half,  boil  it  to  a  Syrup  over 
a  gentle  Fire,  and  keep  it  for  ufe. 
You  may  take  one  fpoonful  at  a 
time,  either  alone  or  mix’d  with 
three  Ounces  of  fome  proper  Wa¬ 
ter.

’tis  plac'd  in  the  Hypogafirium ,  and 
is  of  an  oblong  Figure,  and  of  dif¬ 
ferent  Magnitude,  according  to  the 
Age  of  the  Woman,  and  her  Ufe 
of  Men  i  its  upper  part  is  as  thick  as 


the  breadth  of  a  Straw,  but  the 
lower  twice  or  thrice  as  thick  a  - 
gain.  ’Tis  about  as  broad  as  the 
Gut  Return,  nervous  and  wrink¬ 
led  within.  ’Tis  perforated  with  a 
great  many  little  Pores,  efpecially  in 
the  lower  part,  about  the  end  of 
the  Urinary  Paflage. 

Vagina  Porta ,  the  lame  with 
Capful  a  Gliffonii. 

Vagina  Hepatica ,  the  fame  with 
Capfula  Communis  Gliffonii.

Valeriana  Hortenfis,  Garden  Va* 
lerian ;  the  Root  and  Herb  are  very 
diuretick  ;  half  a  Spoonful  of  the 
Powder  of  the  Root  before  the 
Stalk  fprings,  taken  one  or  twice 
in  Wine,  Water  or  Milk,  relieves 
thole  that  are  feiz’d  with  the  Fa!« 

I  ling-ficknefs :  and  Sylvius  reckons 
is  more  effectual  in  this  cafe 
than  the  Roots  of  male  Peony  j  the 
Leaves  bruis’d  are  commonly

on  which  account  it  is  call’d  Cut- 
finger  ;  it  purges  upwards  and 
downwards. 

Valeriamlla ,  is  a  Diminutive  of 
Valeriana. 

Valetudinarians  are  fuch  people, 
as  labour  under  a  bad  ftate  of 
Health ;  or  to  whom  Diforders  are 
as  it  were  habitual  ;  fuch  as  fe~ 
dentary  fludeous  Men,  who  are 
commonly  Hypochondriacal,  &c. 

Valet udo,  either  a  good  or  ill 
Difpofition  of  the  Parrs  of  the 
Body. 

Valgus ,  hewhofe  Feet  and  Legs 
turn  outwards. 

ValvuUy  little  thin  Membranes 
in  Veflels  or  Fibres,  like  Folding- 
doers  as  it  were;  they  have  re¬ 
ceiv’d  different  Names,  according 
to  the  Diverfity  of  their  Figurati¬ 
on  j  as  Sigmoides ,  like  an  Half* 
Z  moon. 
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moon,  &c.  They  are  found  in 
Veins,  Arteries,  Lymphatick,  and 
Lacteal  Veflels,  and  in  mufculous 
Fibres,  which  were  fir ftdifcover’d 
by  our  Curioftty,  and  of  which 
we  have  diieours’d  in  a  particular 
Trafl.  The  Ufe  of  them  is  to 
hinder  the  Blood,  and  other  Li¬ 
quors,  from  returning  the  fame 
way  they  came. 

VaivuU ,  Valves,  alio  found  in 
the  Inteftine  in  the  fmall  and  great 
Guts,  efpecially  in  the  Jejunum, 
and  about  the  beginning  of  the 
Ileum ,  which  are  call'd  Semicircu¬ 
lar  from  their  figure.  ThefeVal  ves 
or  Folds  grow  more  and  more  ob¬ 
lique  by  little  and  little,  the  nearer 
you  come  to  the  Ileum ,  and  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Ileum  they  are 
lels  oblique  than  farther  on.  In 
like  manner,  near  the  end  of  the 
Jejunum,  they  are  gradually  more 
and  more  diftant  from  one  another, 
and  fo  in  the  Ileum  too.  At  the 


Vaporarium ,  or  JEftuarium ,  is 
a  kind  of  dry-bath  wherein  the  Pa¬ 
tient  does  not  fit  in  Liquor,  but 
receives  Vapours  thro5  an  hole,  un¬ 
der  w  hich  there  is  plac’d  a  Pot  full 
of  boiling  hot  Ingredients  adapted 
to  the  Cure,  to  which,  as  they 
bggoitie  cool,  frefh  Matter  is  ad¬ 
ded. 

Varidfcrmes  Parajlata,  fo  call’d 
becaufe  they  have  many  Turnings, 
that  they  may  work  the  Seed  the 
better  :  See  Parajlata. 

Varicofum  Corpus,  that  Contex¬ 
ture  of  fpermatick  Velfels  which 
enters  the  Tefticles.  5Tis  a!fo  call’d 
Corpus  Vampinforme ,  Sc  Corpus 
Pyramid  ale. 

Variola ,  the  Small-pox,  confifts 
in  a  contagious  Diforder  of  the 
Blood,  contracted  from  the  Air  or 
otherwife,  accompanv’d  with  a 
continued  wandering  Fever,  which 
fomctimes  encreafes,  and  fome- 
times  decreafes,  with  a  Pain  in  the 


beginning  and  in  the  middle  of  the  ^  Head  and  Loins,  Anxiety,  and  In- 
Jejunum ,  they  are  fcarce  diftant  |  quietude,  alfo  a  breaking  forth  of 


half  a  Thumb’s  breadth,  in  the 
Ileum  a  whole  Thumb’s  breadth 
and  more.  They  yield  a  little,  if 
thruft  with  your  Finger,  and  move 
here  and  there.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  Colon  there  is  a  flefhy  and 
circular  Valve,  befides  feveral  o- 
thers  in  that  Gut.  The  Ufe  of 
them  is  to  flop  the  Meat  a  little, 
that  it  may  be  the  better  fermen¬ 
ted,  the  Chyle  drftributed,  the  ad¬ 
jacent  Parts  becherifh’d  with  heat ; 
and  laftly,  that  it  afcend  not  again. 

Vapor,  is  properly  an  Humour 
diffolv’d  into  Air,  or  rather  an  ex¬ 
tenuated  or  rarefy ’d  Humour,  fuch 
as  is  daily  exhal’d  naturally  by  the 
pores  of  the  Skin.  A  Vapour  is 
fuppofed  to  be  thicker  Air  made 
diredtly  from  Water  refolv’d. 


Pimples  or  Wheals,  which  fwell 
and  fuppurate.  The  famous  Wil¬ 
lis  attributes  the  Cauie  of  this  Di- 
ftemper  to  fome  filthy  and  fermen¬ 
tative  Matter,  which  is  communi¬ 
cated  to  the  Foetus  together  with  the 
Nourifhment  from  the  Womb  j  but 
how  this  can  hold  in  adult  Perlons, 
whofe  Blood  has  undergone  fo  ma¬ 
ny  Alterations,  I  could  never  yet 
underfbnd  from  his  Writings.  It 
1  feems  rather  to  confift  in  a  deprav’# 
Temperature  of  Air,  with  a  pecu¬ 
liar  Difpofition  of  the  Blood  and 
Nervous  juice,  towards  this  Di- 
ftemper.  This  poifonous  Quality 
of  the  Air  firft  infers  the  nervous 
Juice  (whence  proceeds  the  Pain 
of  the  Head  and  Loins)  where¬ 
with  the  Blood  boils  and  ferments, 

and 
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and  partsinto  little  Pieces  or  Clods, 
which  in  the  courfeof  Circulation 
flick  to  the  outward  Parts,  and  to 
the  inner  Vifcera  too  3  and  after  a 
while  they  grow  ripe  and  fuppu- 
rate.

Vafa,  the  Veflels  5  Cavities  thro’ 
which  the  Liquors  of  the  Body 
pafs;  as  a  Vein,  an  Artery,  Lym- 
phatick  Veflels,  the  Duflkus  that 
conveys  the  Chyle,  and  thofe  of 
Spittle. 

Vafa  Capillaria  3  fee  Capillaria 
Vafa . 

Vafa  Defer entia,  thofe  Veflels 
which  carry  the  Seed  from  the 
Teflicles  to  the  Seminal  Bladders. 

Vafa  Pr  spar  ant  ia  j  fee  Prspa- 
rantia  Vafa. 

Vafa  Lattea,  the  Milky  Veflels 
in  the  Mefentery  y  they  that  reach 
from  the  Guts,  efpecially  the  final! 
Guts,  to  the  Glandules  in  the  Me¬ 
fentery ,  are  faid  to  be  of  the  fir  ft  fort  5 
and  they  that  reach  from  thofe 
Glandules  to  the  Bag  that  carries 
the  Chyle,  are  of  the  fecond  fort. 
Their  Ufe  is  to  convey  the  Chyle 
from  the  Guts  to  the  little  Bag 
that  holds  the  Chyle,  and  thence 
to  the  Duftus,  which  conveys  it 
along  the  Thorax.  Afellms  was 
the  firft  who  difcaver’d  them,  and 
the  dexterous  F.  Rwfcbezfccv  wards 
difcover’d  Valves  in  them.

Vege tabile,  a  Plant,  or  Tree. 
Vehiculum  3  fee  Ochema. 
Velamentum  Bombicinum,  the 
Velvet  Membrane  of  the  Guts. 

Vena ,  a  Vein  3  the  Species  of 
them  are  the  Vena  Cava ,  the  Vena 
Ports,  the  Lymphatick  and  milky 
Veins.  Arteries  are  focnetimes  ta¬ 
ken  for  Veins.  They  confift  of 
four  Tunicks,  aNervous,aGlandu- 
lous,  a  Mufcular,  and  a  Membra¬ 
naceous  one.  The  Branches  of  the 
of  the  Vena  Cava  above  the  Heart, 
are  call’d  J-ugular  Veins,  which  go 
towards  the  Head  3  they  which  go 
towards  the  Arms,  are  call’d  Axtl 
lary-y  that  about  the  Heart,  Coro¬ 
nary,  in  the  Lungs,  Pulmonary, 
in  the  Liver,  Hepatick ,  or  Liver- 
Vein  3  in  the  Diphragme,  Phreni - 
ca  3  in  the  Thighs,  Crural,  in  th$ 
Reins,  Emulgent  3  and  fo  from  its 
various  Ramification,  ’tis  varioufty 
denominated.  Vena,  or  Veins,  are 
alfb  call’d  the  Fibres  in  the  Leaves 
of  Vegetables. 

Vena  Azygos,  Sine  Pari \  or  Su- 
go-,  fee  Azygos. 

Vena  Ports ,  is  only  in  the  Ab¬ 
domen,  and  extends  its  Roots  to 
the  Liver,  Spleen,  Ventricle,  Me¬ 
fentery,  Inteftines,  Pancreas,  Cau/4 
&c.  The  Office  of  the  Versa  Cava 
and  Ports ,  is  to  convey  the  Blood, 
that  is  more  than  what  ferves  for 
Nourifhmcnt,  to  the  Liver,  Heart, 
or  Lungs. 

Vens  Lymphatics,  the  Lympha¬ 
tick  Veins  receive  the  Lympha  from 
the  conglobate#  Glandules,  and  dis¬ 
charge  them  (elves  either  into  the 
Sanguinary  Veins,  or  into  the  Re¬ 
ceptacle  of  the  Chyle. 

Vens  Lacies  ;  fee  Vafa  La&e'a, 
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Vena  Seflio,  the  opening  of  a 
Vein,  which  is  either  for  Evacua¬ 
tion,  Revulfion,  or  to  drive  the 
Blood  to  another  Part,  &c.  In 
Bleeding,  refpeft  muft  always  be 
had  to  the  Strength  of  the  Perfon. 
There  never  ought  to  be  taken  a- 
way  above  a  Pound  ;  but  the  better 
way  is,  to  take  away  firft  fix  or 
eight  Ounces,  and  if  occafion  re¬ 
quire,  to  repeat  the  Operation.  A 
Vein  is  to  be  cut  according  to  the 
length  of  the  Fibres,  and  not  acrofs, 
or  tranfverle.

Venter  Equinus,  Horfe-dung  is 
fo  call’d  by  the  Chymifts,  becaufe 
they  ufe  it,  by  reafon  of  its  mode¬ 
rate  Heat,  in  the  Digeftions  and 
Extractions  of  their  TinCtures. 

Venterlnfimus ;  fee  Hypogaflrium . 

Vent  of  a ;  fee  Ci  cur  bi  tula. 

Ventres ;  fee  Cavitates. 

Ventricului ,  the  Stomach,  is  a 
Membranous  Bowel  in  the  Ab¬ 
domen,  under  the  Diaphragm ,  be¬ 
twixt  the  Liver  and  Spleen,  con¬ 
fining  of  four  Tunicks,  a  Nervous, 
Fibrous,  Glandulous,  and  Mem. 
branous  one.  It  has  two  Orifi¬ 
ces,  one  on  the  Right-hand,  call’d 
JPylorus ,  or  Janitor ,  whereat  the 
Meat  is  fent  out  into  the  Guts;  a- 
nother  on  the  Left-  hand,  at  which 
the  Meat  enters.  Its  Office  is  to 
concoCl  or  ferment  the  Meat,-  ’tis  a] 
fo  call’d  Stomachus  and  Aqualiculus . 

Ventriculi  Cerebri ,  the  Ventri 
cles  of  the  Brain  are  four  ;  the  Ufe 
of  them  is  to  receive  the  ferous 
yumours,  and  to  bring  them  by

the  Telvis  to  the  pituitary  Glan¬ 
dule;  or  into  the  Proceffus  Mamil- 
lares ,  by  the  Os  Cribriforme,  to  the 
Noftrils.  They  are  nothing  but 
Complications  of  the  Brain,  which 
happen’d  there  as  it  were  by  acci¬ 
dent. 

Ventriculi  Cordis ,  the  Ventricles 
of  the  Heart  are  two  ;  the  firft  or 
right  Ventricle  receives  the  Blood 
from  the  Vena  Cava,  and  fends  it  to 
the  Lungs;  the  left  receives  the 
Blood  from  the  Lungs,  and  fends  it 
thro’  the  whole  Body  by  the  Arteria 
Aorta.  In  the  Syllole  or  Contracti¬ 
on  of  the  Ventricles, the  Blood  is  fent 
out.  In  the  Diaftole  or  Dilatation, 
’tis  let  into  the  Heart.  Yet  others 
explain  it  on  the  contrary,  becaufe 
they  do  not  underftand  Greek. 

Veratrum,  is  thefame  withHe/- 
lebore ;  fee  Elleborus. 

Verbafcum  Album  vulgar e, white 
Mullein  ;  ’tis  us’d  for  Difeafes  of 
the  Breaft,  for  a  Cough,  and  fpit- 
ting  of  Blood,  and  for  the  Gripes. 
Outwardly  the  Leaves  and  Flowers 
are  us’d  for  eafing  Pain,  efpecially  of 
the  Piles ;  the  Leaves  apply’d  to  the 
Soles  of  the  Feet,  a  few  Days  before 
the  ufual  time  of  Purgation,  gently 
provoke  the  Courfes.  *Tis  alfo  call’d 
Tapfus  Barbatus ,  Candela  Regis , 
Candelaria,  Lanaria. 

Verbena ,  Verbenaca,  Columbaris „ 
Columbina ,  Vervain ;  fo  many  Ver- 
tues  are  attributed  by  Authors  to 
this  Plant,  that  it  would  tire  one  to 
reckon  them  up.  It  is  Cephaliclc 
and  Vulnerary  ;  ’tis  us’d  for  Ob- 
ftru&ions  of  the  Liver  and  Spleent 
for  the  Stone,  for  Difeafes  of  the 
Eyes  and  Breaft,  for  the  Gripes,  the 
Bloody-flux,  a  Tertian  Ague,  ta 
heal  Wounds,  and  to  haften  Delive¬ 
ry; 'tis  us’d  outwaidly  fortheHead- 
ach,  Pain  of  the  Teeth,  recinefs 
and  weaknefs  of  the  Eyes,  ton 
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Quinzays  and  fwellings  of  the  Glan¬ 
dules  of  the  Jaws,  for  the  failing  of 
the  Fundament,  for  cleanfing  of 
Ulcers,  and  for  Pains  of  the  Spleen ; 
*cis  reckon’d  a  Specitick  for  Pains  of 
the  Head,  from  whatever  Caufe 
they  proceed ;  the  diftill’d  Water  is 
apply  *d  outwardly  to  the  Head,  and 
four  Ounces  are  taken  inwardly 
with  four  Drops  of  Spirit  of  Salt. 
Foreftus  fays,  he  knew  two  who 
were  cur’d  of  the  Head-ach,  only  by 
hanging  of  the  green  Herb  about 
their  Neck,  when  many  other  Me¬ 
dicines  were  us’d  to  no  purpofe; 
fee  Perifteon . 

Verms  sj  fee  Lumbrici. 

Vsrstum ,  the  lame  with  Penis , 
or  Membrum  -virile. 

Vermicularis  Cruft  a,  the  fame  as 
Velamentum  Bombyc'mum.

Vermiculatum, fpeaking  of  Plants, 
is  a  Colour  refembling  a  Blood-red 
Role. 

Vermifermis  ProceJJus,  is  the 
Prominence  of  the  Cerebellum  ; 
fo  call’d  from  its  figure  or  fhape. 

Vermifuga,  the  fame  with  An¬ 
thelmintic  a. 

Vermilion  is  Cinabar,  or  red 
Lead. 

Vermis  Cerebri  ;  fee  Febris  Han¬ 
gar  ica.  $ 

Vernaculus  Morbus ,  the  fame  as 
Endemius. 

Vernix,  Vernijium ,  S.mdara- 
che ,  live  Gummi  Juniperinum ,  is 
Varnifh. 

Veronica  Mas  Supina,  is  Male 
Speed-well ;  ’tis  Vulnerary  and  Su- 
dorifick;  ’tis  us’d  in  Obftrudtions 
of  the  Lungs  and  Spleen,  for  the 
Cholick,  Confumption,  Plague, 
Wounds,  and  the  Itch;  a  large 
Dofe  of  the  Deco&ion  taken  for 
feme  time,  expeli’d  a  Stone  from 


the  Kidney  of  a  Woman,  that  had 
been,  there  fixteen  Years.  A  Wo¬ 
man  that  had  been  barren  leven 
Years,  conceiv’d,  by  taking  the 
Powder  of  it  in  the  diftill’d  Water  of 
the  Herb  for  many  Days;  the  Syrup 
of  it  is  of  great  Ufe  in  Difeafes  of 
the  Lungs.  One  that  had  an  incu¬ 
rable  Ulcer  in  his  Leg,  found  pre- 
fent  eafe,  by  dipping  Rags  in  the 
Water,  and  applying  them  to  it;  it 
took  off  the  Inflamation  and  all  the 
Symptoms  that  accompany  it. 
One  that  had  a  Fiftula  in  the  Breaft, 
and  had  us’d  feveral  Medicines  in 
vain,  was  cur’d  by  the  inward  Ufe 
of  this  Water.  Scabby  Children 
have  been  cur’d  by  Rags  dip’d  in  this 
Water  and  prefs’d  out,  and  apply’d 
over  the  Scabs,  when  all  other  Me¬ 
dicines  would  do  no  good,  hut  ’tis 
convenient  for  the  Nurfe  to  take 
Fumatory  in  Whey  at  the  fame 
time.  i 

Verricularis  Tunica,  the  fame  as 
Amphibleftr  aides  Tunica. 

Verruca  or  Acrochordones,  Warts, 
a  particular  fort  of  Tuber  cules-,  they 
are  call’d  alio  Porri ,  becaufe  if  you 
look  into  the  tops  of  them,  they 
feem  torefemble  the  Capillaments, 
or  little  Threads  of  Onions.  They 
are  an  hard,  high,  callous,  little 
Tubercule ,  or  Swelling,  which 
breaks  out  of  the  Skin,  and  breeds 
in  any  part  of  the  Body. 

Vtrrucaria ,  Turnfole;  becaufe 
it  cures  and  clears  away  warts.

Vejica  JEneay  is  the  fame  with 
the  former. 

Vejica  Urinaria,  the  Bladder*  in 
Men  it  is  faften’d  to  the  latter  Inte- 
Jlmum  Reffum *  but  in  Women  it 
reaches  the  Womb:  Being  fatten'd 
to  the  Sheath,  it  receives  the  Urine 
from  the  Ureters,  and  immediate¬ 
ly  empties  it  through  the  Urinary 
Pa  Page  or  Chanel. 

Vejicaria ,  isAlkekengi ,  Winter- 
Cherry  *  the  Berries  are  diuretick, 
»ephritick,and  lithontriptick.  They 
are  reckon’d  of  admirable  ufeinthe 
jaundice,  both  black  and  yellow, 
and  may  be  either  infus’d  in  Wine, 
boil'd  in  Poffet-drink,  or  powder’d 
snd  taken  in  any  convenient  Li¬ 
quor.  A  certain  Perfon  happening 
to  take  eight  of  the  Cherries  every 
Change  of  the  Moon,  was  cured  of 
the  Gout  effectually,  tho’  before 
he  was  very  miferably  tormented 
with  if.  Take  of Chyos  Turpen¬ 
tine  two  drams,  of  the  Balfam  of 
Tolu  half  a  dram,  mix ’em  with  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  the  Troches 
of  Alkekengi,  and  thereof  make 
middling  Pills*  Doubtlefs  you’ll 
foon  experience  theiradmirable  Ver- 
tuesin  the  cure  of  the  Stone  in  the 
Kidneys,  by  taking  four  of ’em 
upon  going  to  Bed. 
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Vejicatoria ,  are  a  fort  of  adtual 
Cauteries,  or  Medicines  which  a£fc 
upon  and  rarifie  the  Spirits  and  fe- 
rous  Particles,  and  gather  them 
between  the  Skin  and  the  fcarf- 
skin  and  confequently  doth  feparate 
them,  railing  a  parcel  of  little  Blad¬ 
ders  full  of  ferous  Matter.  Velica- 
tories,  or  Bliflering  Plaifters.

Veterinaria  Medicina,  common¬ 
ly  call’d  Mulomedicina,  fignifies  that 
part  of  Medicine  which  regards  the 
cure  of  difeafes  in  Cattle  *  but.  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  Farriers,  Horfe- 
courfers  and  illiterate  People.

The  Leaves  and  Berries  are  drying 
and  aftringent*  they  are  frequently 
us’d  for  Inflamationsof  theThroat, 
for  raifmg  the  Almonds  of  the 
Ears,  for  relaxation  of  the  Uvula, 
and  likewife  to  fettle  the  Teeth 
when  they  are  loofe  *  they  are  al- 
!  fo  good  againft  Fluxes  of  the  Bel- 
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ly :  A  Decoction  of  the  Leaves 
makes  the  Hairs  black,  -and  pre¬ 


vents  their  falling.  The  Berries 
are  firft  green,  then  red,  and  Lilly 
black  j  fame  of  the  Country  Peo¬ 
ple  prefume  to  eat  'em.

Vigilia ,  Watching,  an  agitation 
and  expanlion  of  the  animal  Spi¬ 
rits  in  the  Pores  of  the  Brain, 
whereby  the  Motion  of  Objects 
are  ealily  reprefen  ted  to  the  com¬ 
mon  Senfory  by  the  external  Or¬ 
gans,  which  Spirits,  if  they  are  too 
much  expanded  and  agitated,  caufe 
a  continued  and  long  Watching.

ViW ,  the..  Word  is  reflraind  to 
thofe  little  Fibres  of  the  Mufcles 
that  enter  into  and  compole  the 
Tendon.

Vinacei ,  Grape-  kernels,  which 
after  prdfmg  are  thrown  away 
withthe  Husk.

Vincetoxicum ,  is  Hirundimria , 
or  AfcUpias.  See  Hir  undin  aria. 

Vmum ,  Wine.  There  are  ve¬ 
ry  great  quantities  of  excellent 
Wines  in  Spain,  Italy,  Sicily ,  and 
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fome  parts  ot  France,  as  Burgun » 
dy,  Campaigne,  dec.  but  the  Wine 
ca.i'd  Setmum  was  moll  efteem’d 
by  the  Ancients.  The  Wines  that 
are  now  moll  valuable  and  in  the 
greateft  efleem  with  us,  are  thefe, 
viz.  Claret,  Burgundy,  Frontigni- 
ac,  Hermitage,  and  Champain,  all 
which  come  from  France,  butC#- 
nary  Sack,  Malaga  Sack,  Sherry, 
Ah  cant  Wine,  a  ndQ-porto,  come 
from  the  Kingdom  of  Spain.  From 
the  Ifland  of  Crete  is  brought  red 
Mufcadine ;  from  Germany,  Rhe- 
nilh.  As  Wine  is  far  wholfomer 
than  Beer,  Mead,  orSyder,  and  in¬ 
deed  than  any  other  Englifh  Li¬ 
quor  now-a-days,  fo  rough  Wines, 
tho1  they  are  not  pleafing  to  the 
Palate,  are  counted  better  for  the 
Stomach,  and  alfo  to  help  Concoc¬ 
tion,  fuch  as  Claret  and  Florence 
Wine.  Omphacium  is  the  unripe 
Juice  of  the  Grape;  ’tis  generally 
dreind,  and  kept  in  a  Veffel  dole 
flopt.  It  cools  and  drys,  and  is 
not  only  usd  inPhyhck,  but  like- 
wife  with  Food  in  Sauces.  It 
takes  away  Naufeoufnefs,  excites 
Appetite,  flops  the  Flux  of  the 
Belly,  and  mightily  mitigates  the 
heat  of  the  Stomach  and  Bowels, 
being  taken  inwardly.  Outward¬ 
ly  apply’d,  it  clears  the  Sight.  In 
Short,  it  is  much  better  for  all  hot 
Difeafes  than  any  fort  of  Vinegar. 
Sapa  is  new  Wine  boil’d  to  the 
coniumption  of  a  third  part,  and 
Defrutum  is  new  Wine  bod’d 
ta  the  confumptionofhalf.  Wine 
moderately  drank,  rejoices  the 
Heart,  encreafes  the  Vigour  of  the 
Body,  produces  a  certain  Gaiety  of 
Mind,  and  is  undoubtedly  very 
profitable  for  all  the  Functions  of 
the  Body  ;  neverthelefs,  when’tis 
usd  to  excefs,  it  caufe s  many  Mif- 
chiefs,  as  Apoplexies,  Pdfies, 
Z  4  Gout* 
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Gout,  Dropfy,  and  a  long  train  of 
many  other  difmal  Diftempers, 
which  are  theufualConfequents  of 
Intemperance.  Spirit  of  Wine 
frequently  ferves  for  a  Menjlruum 
to  a  great  many  things  in  Chy- 
miftry .  Half  a  fpoonful  of  it  is  gi¬ 
ven  to  Apopledlical  and  Lethargi¬ 
cal  People,  to  bring  them  to  their 
Senfes;  in  like  manner  they  have 
their  Wrifis,  Bread,  and  Face  rubb’d 
therewith.  ’Tis  an  excellent  Re¬ 
medy  for  Burns,  if  apply’dfo  foon 
as  they  happen  ;  and  ’tis  likewife  ve¬ 
ry  good  in  all  cold  Pains,  for  the 
Palfy,  Contufion,  and  other  Ma¬ 
ladies  wherein  ’tis  requiiite  to  dif- 
cufs  and  open  the  Pores.  Vinegar 
is  alfo  made  by  fetting  Wine  in 
the  Sun,  or  fome  hot  place,  in  a- 
ny  Wooden  or  Earthen  Veflel,  or 
otherwife  by  keeping  it  a  long 
time.  Vinegar  is  frequently  us’d 
both  inPhyfick  and  Food;  belides, 
Pickles  and  Sauces  are  ufually  made 
of  it,  to  promote  Concodtion  and 
excite  an  Appetite.  ’Tis  mod  com¬ 
monly  us’d  in  Phyfick  to  allay  all 
Feverifh  Heats,  and  likewife  to 
prevent  Putrefaction,  as  alfo  to  cut 
the  Phlegm  and  glutinous  Hu¬ 
mours,  that  they  may  thereby  be 
render’d  fitter  to  be  expedtorated. 
Being  outwardly  us’d,  it  cures  the 
Itch,  the  Herpes,  and  the  like ; 
but ’tis  at  the  fame  time  very  inju¬ 
rious  to  the  Nerves  and  Nervous 
Parts;  it  alfo  makes  the  Body  lean. 

Vinum  Catharticum,  Purging 
Wine.  Take  of  Sena  two  oun¬ 
ces,  white  Tartar  eight  fcruples, 
of  White- wine  a  quart.  Spirit  of 
Wine  four  ounces  ;  infufe  it  cold 
for  three  days,  and  then  extradt  the 
Tindture,  of  which  take  four  oun¬ 
ces,  either  by  it  felf  or  with  Oil 
of  Anifeed  two  drops,  or  Syrup 
ofRofes  half  an  ounce. 


Vinum  Chalybeatum ,  or  Steel- 
Wine.  Take  Filings  of  Steel  or 
Iron  two  ounces,  and  the  Juice 
of  eight  Oranges,  infufe  them  to¬ 
gether  twenty-fours  hours,  then  ^ 
add  two  quarts  of  Whitewine,  Ci- 
namon  two  ounces,  Cloves  two 
drams,  Mace  four  fcruples ;  infufe 
warm  for  four  days.  The  Dofe  is 
fix  fpoonfuls  twice  a  day. 

Vinum  Diureticum ,  a  Diuretick 
Wine.  This  is  made  by  an  Infu- 
fion  of  any  Lixiviate  Salt  upon 
Whitewine,  as  Salt  of  Broom  or 
Wormwood,  two  drams  to  one 
quart  of  Wine,  which  is  good  in 
Dropfies,  Vomiting,  intermitting 
Fevers,  $>r.  6  or  8  fpoonfuls  twice 
a  day. 

Vinum  Cos ,  a  Wine  of  good  Co¬ 
lour,  Smell,  and  Tafte. 

Vinum  Hidropicum ,  Wine  againfl 
the  Dropfy.  Take  Florentine  Or- 
rice  Root  two  ounces,  Enula  Cam- 
pana  and  Squills,  of  each  two 
drams  ;  Elder  and  Dwarf-Elder- 
Bark,  of  each  one  ounce;  Winters 
Bark  two  drams,  Sena  two  oun¬ 
ces;  black  Hellebore,  Agarick,  and 
jalap,  of  each  two  drams;  of 
Whitewine  two  quarrs  ;  infufe 
cold.  This  is  a  moft  excellent  Re¬ 
medy  in  any  Obffrudfion  and  Stop¬ 
page  of  the  regular  Motion  of  the 
Blood,  as  alfo  to  procure  plenty  of 
Urine.  The  Dofe  is  eight  fpoon¬ 
fuls  in  the  Marning. 

Vinum  Hippocraticum ,  a  Wine 
wherein  Sugar  and  Spices  have  been 
infus’d,  and  is  afterwards  (train'd 
thro’  a  Bag  call’d  Manic  a  Hippocra - 
tis;  which  fee. 

Vinum  liter icum,  Jaundice- Wine. 
Take  Roots  of  Turmerick  two 
ounces,  of  Saffron  two  fcruples, 
Cocheneal  four  fcruples.  Millepe¬ 
des  n°  320,  Canary  one  quart ;  in¬ 
fufe  cold,  and  take  four  ounces  at  a 
time  twice  a  day.  Vinum 
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Vinum  Medicatum ,  a  Wine 
wherein  feverai  Medicines  have 
been  infus’d  for  the  ufe  of  lick  Peo¬ 
ple  ;  or  when  the  Ingredients  being 
put  into  new  Wine,  they  are  imme¬ 
diately  fermented  with  it. 

Vinum  Pe  Bor  ale,  a  Pe£lorsl 
Wine;  to  prepare  which,  take  of 
the  juice  of  Spanifh  Liquorice  one 
ounce,  Saffron  a  fcruple,  of  Cori¬ 
ander,  Carui,  Anifeed,  each  two 
drams,  Salt  of  Tartar  two  ounces, 
Peony-royal  and  Hyflbp  Waters  of 
each  four  ounces,  Canary  Wine  one 
quart ;  digeft  cold,  and  take  four 
fpoonfuls  at  a  time  frequently  in  a 
day. 

Vibum  Sccrbuticum ,  Scurvy- 
Wine.  Take  of  Garden  Scurvy- 
grafs  one  handful,  Horfe-radifh 
Roots  half  an  ounce,  Winters- Bark 
two  drams,  Whitewine  and  Water 
diftii’d  from  Arum,  of  each  one 
pint;  infufe  cold  twenty -four 
hours.  TheDofe  is  fix  fpoonfuls 
twice  a  day,  in  a  draught  of  Diet- 
drink. 

V'inum  Stomachicum ,  Stomach- 
Wine.  Take  Cloves,  Galangal, 
Cubebs,  Mace,  Nutmegs,  Saffron, 
of  each  one  dram,  Cocheneal  half 
a  dram,  Canaty  three  pints  ;  infufe 
cold  all  Night,  and  take  3  or  4 
fpoonfuls  at  a  time  for  Weaknefs, 
Ru&ations,  Wind,  Coldnefs,  and 
other  Complaints  of  the  Stomach. 

Vmum  Viper inum,  Viper-wine. 
Take  female  Vipers  in  Spring-time 
n°  vj9  the  beft  Spanifh-wine  fix 
pints;  infufe  in  a  clofe  Veflelwell 
ftopt  without  Fire  for  fix  months, 
and  then  (train  for  ufe.  This  is  a 
very  good  Medicine  in  the  Leprofy, 
Elephantiafis,  Barrennefs,  Plague, 
or  any  contagious  Difeafe.  The 
Dofe  is  three  or  four  ounces  taken 
twice  a  day, 

Viola,  Violet  ,♦  the  Leaves  are 
Ippoling,  the  Flowers  moiften,  cool. 


and  molhtie;  they  are  are  reckon’d 
among  the  Cordial  Flowers  ;  they 
are  chiefly  us’d  in  Fevers,  to  abate 
the  heat  and  to  eafe  the  pain  of  the 
Head  occafion’d  by  it.  They  are 
likewife  reckon’d  of  excellent  ufe 
for  ail  Coughs,  Pleurifies,  &c. 
The  Seed  is  lithontriptick,  but  the 
Syrup  is  moft  in  ufe.

The  Organs  contain’d 
in  the  three  great  Cavities  of  the 
Body;  they  are  call’d  a!fo  Ext  a 
and  Interranea.  The  Bowels  or 
Entrails. 

Fifcttm ,  or  Fifcus,  MifleJtoe: 
It  grows  on  Apple-trees,  Pear-trees 
and  Crabb-trees,  likewife  Afh-trees 

and 
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and  Oak-trees,  but  that  which 

grows  on  the  Oak-trees  is  general¬ 
ly  look  upon  to  be  the  befl  ;  be- 
lides,  it  grows  alfo  on  the  Barber¬ 
ry-tree  and  on  the  Hafel.  The 
Wood  is  chiefly  ufed  for  the  Faliing- 
Ikknefs,  and  is  counted  a  Sped- 
fick  for  it  ;  it  is  alfo  us3d  for  Apo¬ 
plexies  and  Giddinefs,  either  taken 
inwardly  in  powder,  or  hung  a- 
bout  the  Neck ;  in  all  which  Dif- 
eafes  it  is  reckon’d  very  prevalent 
by  both  ancient  and  modern  Phyii- 
tdans.  The  Powder  of  it  is  like- 
wife  of  great  ufe  in  the  Cure  of 
aPleurifie,  and  provokes  the  Cour¬ 
ses.  Some  think  that  Mifleltoe 
which  grows  on  the  Plafd-treeis 
much  better  than  any  other  for  the 
Falling- ficknefs  and  Difeafes  of 
the  Head,  efpecially  than  that  which 
grows  on  the  Oak :  For  inftance, 
A  young  Lady  having  been  troubled 
fome  confidenble  time  with  an 
hereditary  Falling- ficknefs,  and  af¬ 
ter  having  been  wearied  with  the 
fatigue  of  feveral  Courfes  of  Phy» 
£ck,  prefcrib’d  by  the  moll  emi¬ 
nent  Phyficians  that  could  be  pro¬ 
cur’d,  without  mending  at  all,  but 
rather  growing  worfe,  infomuch 
that  fome  times  fhe  would  have 
eight  or  ten  difmal  Fits  in  one  Day ; 
fhe  was  wonderfully  cured  by  ta¬ 
king  as  much  of  the  Powder  of 
Mifleltoe  as  would  lie  on  a  Six¬ 
pence,  it  being  given  early  in  the 
Morning  for  fome  Days,  near  the 
Full  of  the  Moon,  in  Blackcherry- 
water,  or  Beer. 

Vtfus,  Sight,  a  Senfe  whereby 
Light  and  Colours  are  perceiv’d 
from  the  motion  of  fubtile  Mat¬ 
ter  upon  the  Tunica  Retina  of  the 
Eye.

It  depends  chiefly  upon  the  Cere¬ 
bellum,  and  is  the  fame  with  Na¬ 
tural  Faculty,  tho’  the  Ancients 
diftinguifh’d  ’em,  by  placing  the 
Natural  in  the  Liver,  and  the  Vi¬ 
tal  in  the  Heart.

Vitiligo ,  a  fort  of  Leprofie,  of 
which  there  are  three  kinds,  viz. 
Alphas,  the  Colour  whereof  is 
white,  fomething  rough,  and  not 
continued,  like  fo  many  Drops 
here  and  there,  but  does  fometimes 
fpread  it  felf,  with  feveral  inter- 
millions.  Melss  differs  in  Colour, 
as  being  black,  and  like  a  Shade; 
in  the  reffc  they  agree.  Leuce  has 
fomething  like  the  Alpbus,  but  is 
whiter,  defcends  much  deeper, 
and  in  it  the  Hairs  are  white  refem- 
bling  Down.  All  thefe  fpread,  but 
in  fome  quick  in  others  flow. 

Vitis ,  the  Vine,  it  deferves  not  the 
Name  of  a  Tree,  becauie  it  can¬ 
not  (land  by  it  felf.  There’s  as 
great  variety  of ’em  as  of  Pears  and 
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Apples.  Currants  that  are  call’d 
Corinthian  do  not  actually  grow  a- 
bont  Corinth  ;  ,the  Turks  having 
fhutup  the  PafTage,  will  not  fuffer 
any  great  Ships  to  go  that  way,  and 
io  the  Inhabitants  are  not  encou¬ 
rag’d  to  plant  ’em  ;  they  come 
now  from  Zant ,  and  many  other 
Places.  The  Raifins  of  the  Sun  are 
very  large  Grapes,  and  in  form  like 
the  Spanifb  Olive.  They  dry  them 
by  cutting  crofTway  s  to  the  middle 
the  Branches  they  defign  for  this 
Uie,  and  fo  they  intercept  a  good 
part  of  the  Nutritious  Juice,  that 
fhould  come  to  the  Grapes ;  they 
let  the  Branches  hang  half  cut  up¬ 
on  the  Vine,  till  they  are  dry’d  by 
degrees,  partly  by  the  Heat  of  the 
Sun,  and  partly  for  want  of  Nou- 
rifhment.  Vines  grow  heft  in  a 
hot  Country,  and  the  hotter  the 
Country  is,  if  it  be  not  too  hot, 
the  iboner  the  Grapes  are  ripe  i 
Vines  ufually  climb  upon  Trees, 
as  upon  the  Elm,  and  the  Poplar. 
In  Lombardy  they  plant  them  in 
the  Corn-fields  fo  near  to  Trees, 
that  they  may  climb  upon  them, 
and  fo  they  have  Corn,  Wine,  and 
Wood  in  the  fame  Fields;  the 
Leaves  and  Tendrils  of  the  Vine 
bruis’d  and  apply’d,  eafe  the  Tain 
or  the  Head,  and  take  off  Infiama- 
tions  and  Heat  of  the  Stomach; 
the  Tear  of  the  Vine,  which  is 
like  a  Gum  (but  it  does  not  grow 
on  our  Vines)  taken  in  Wine,  is 
good  for  the  Stone;  the  Afhes  of 
the  Tendrils  mix’d  with  Vinegar, 
cure  a  Condyloma ,  and  is  good  for 
the  bitmgof Vipers,  and  forlnfla- 
mations  of  the  Spleen.

Vitnolum ,  Vitriol,  is  a  Mineral 
compounded  of  an  acid  Salt,  and 
lulphureous  Earth.  There  are  four 
forts  of  it ;  the  Blue,  the  White 
the  Green,  and  the  Red :  the  Blue 
is  found  near  the  Mines  of  Copper 
?n  Hungary,  and  the  Ifle  of  Cyprus^ 
from  whence  it  is  brought  to  us 
m  fair  Cryftals,  which  keep  the 
Name  of  the  Country,  and  is  call’d 
Vitriol  of  Hungary  or  Cyprus ;  it 
partakes  very  much  of  the  Nature 
of  Copper,  which  renders  it  a  little 
cauflick ;  tis  never  us’d  but  in  out¬ 
ward  Applications,  fuch  as  Coily- 
nurns,  or  Waters  for  the  Eyes, 
to.  confume  proud  Fiefh.  White 
Vitriol  is  found  near  Fountains,  ’tis 
the  moft  of  all  depurated  from  a 
Metallick  Mixture;  it  may  be  ta¬ 
ken  inwardly  to  give  a  Vomit; 
ns  iikewiie  us  d  for  Coliyriums, 
There  are  three  forts  of  Green  Vi¬ 
triol,  the  German ,  Englijh,  and 
Roman  ;  that  of  Germany,  draws 
near  unto  the  Blue,  and  contains 
a  littw.  Copper,  tis  better  than 
therefl  for  the  Preparations  of  A- 
qua  forth  ;  that  of  England  par¬ 
lies  of  iron,  and  is  proper  to 
make  the  Spirit  of  Vitriol;  thcRe- 
man  is  much  like  the  Englijh  Vi- 
triol,  excepting  that  it  is  not  to 
eafy  to  difiolve,  Red  Vitriol  was 
brought  among  us  a  few  Years 
ago,  out  of  Germany  ;  ’tis  call’d 
Natural  Colcothar,  and  is  dteem’d 
to  be  a  Green  Vitriol,  calcin’d  by 
fome  Subterranean  Heat;  ’tis  the 
leaft  common  of  them  all;  itftop3 
Blood,  being  apply’d  to  Hemorr¬ 
hages  ;  the  Gilla  Variola  is  a  Vomit; 
the  Spirit  of  Vitriol  is  good  for  m 
Adhma,  Palfy,  and  Diieafes  ofthe 
Lungs ;  the  Stypdck  Water  is 
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made  of  Vitriol  ,  ’tis  excellent  for 
the  Hemorrhages,  for  fpittirig  of 
Blood,  the  Bioody-flux,  and  the 
immoderate  Flux  of  the  Hemor- 
rhoides  *  the  Dofe  is  from  half  a 
Dram  to  two  Drams,  in  Knot- 
grafs  Water.  The  Lapis  Medicct- 
mentofus  is  made  of  Vitriol  ,•  ’tis  a 
good  Remedy  for  a  Gonorrhoea, 
a  Dram  of  it  being  difTolved  in 
eight  Ounces  of  Plantain  Water 
for  an  Inje&ion  ,•  ’tis  likewife  good 
to  cleanfe  the  Eyes  in  the  Small¬ 
pox,  feven  or  eight  Grains  of  it 
being  diflolv’d  in  four  Ounces  of 
Eye-bright  Water.  Salt  of  Vitri¬ 
ol  is  us’d  as  the  Gilla  Vitrioli,  to 
give  a  Vomit. 

Vitriolum  Camphor  at  um.  Take 
calcin’d  Vitriol  fix  Ounces,  Cam- 
phire  difiolv’d  in  Spirit  of  Wine, 
one  Ounce  ;  mix  and  draw  off  the 
Spirit  by  a  gentle  Fire. 

Vitriolum  Luna ,  is1  made  of  Sil¬ 
ver  diffolv’d  in  Sp  rit  of  Nitre,  by 
coagulating  and  cry  ftallizing  accord¬ 
ing  to  Art:  ’tis  call’d  the  Lunar 
Cry  flat ,  and  Magijlery  of  Silver. 
The  Dofe  is  from  two  Grains,  to 
fix,  intheDropfy,  Dileafes  of  the 
Head,  Epilepfy,  Hemicranias,  &c. 
it  purges  gently,  and  never  vomits. 
This  made  up  with  Crumbs  of 
Bread  is  called  the  Lunar  Tills. 

Vitriolum  Mar  tis.  Take  Spirit 
of  Wine  four  Ounces,  Oil  of  Vitri¬ 
ol  two  Ounces ;  put  them  in  an  I- 
ron  Veflel  for  fifteen  Days  till  it  is 
dry’d  up,  and  give  from  two 
Grains  to  fix,  and  upwards,  in  the 
Green-ficknefs. 

Vi tta,  that  part  of  the  Coat  call’d 
Amnion,  which  flicks  to  the  In¬ 
fant’s  Head  when  it  is  juft  born.  If 
this  happen  in  Male-Children,  ’tis 
call’d  Galea.  See  Galea. 

Ulceratio-,  fee  Exulcer atio . 

Ulcus,  and  Ulcer;  a  Solution  of 
the  Continuity  from  a  corroding 


Matter  in  the  loft  parts  of  the  Body, 
and  is  attended  with  a  diminution 
of  Magnitude, 

Ulmaria ,  or  Regina  Trati,  Mea¬ 
dowsweet  ;  it  grows  in  moift 
Meadows,  and  on  the  Banks  of 
Brooks  ;  ’tis  fudorifick  and  alexi- 
pharmick  ;  ’tis  good  in  Fluxes  of 
all  kinds,  for  a  Loofenefs,  the 
Bloody-  flux,  the  Flux  of  the  Cour- 
fes,  for  fpitting  of  Blood,  and  like¬ 
wife  for  the  Plague  ;  the  Leaves 
put  into  Wine  or  Beer  impart  a  plea- 
fant  Tafte  to  it*  an  Ingredient  in 
the  Aqua  Lattis  Alexiteria. 

Ulmus ,  the  Elm-Tree  ;  the 
Leaves,  the  Branches,  and  the  Bark, 
are  aftringent;  the  Leaves  cure 
Wounds,  andrubb’d  with  Vinegar, 
they  are  good  for  a  Leprofy  ;  the 
Bark  boil’d  in  Fountain-water,  al- 
moft  to  the  confidence  of  a  Syrup, 
and  the  third  part  of  Aqua  vita 
mix’d  with  it,  is  an  excellent  Re¬ 
medy  for  the  Hip-gout,  the  Part 
afledled  being  fomented  with  it 
before  the  Fire  5  the  Water  in  the 
Bladders  upon  the  Leaves  clears  the 
Skin,  it  being  wafh’d  with  it,  and 
it  betters  the  Complexion;  it  helps 
Burftennefsin  Children,  Cloths  be¬ 
ing  wet  in  Water  and  apply’d;  but 
aTrufs  muft  be  kept  on  like-wife. 

Ulna .  ox  To cde  Majus,  the  great¬ 
er  Bone  betwixt  the  Arm  and  the 
Wrift,  which  is  jointed  upward 
with  the  Shoulder  by  Ginglymus 
(which  fee)  and  therefore  it  has 
there  both  Procefles  and  Cavities : 
Two  oblong  Procefles  as  it  were 
triangular  and  rugged,  that  the  Li¬ 
gaments  may  knit  it  flrongly. 
The  foremoft  and  uppermoft  is 
lefs,  and  goes  into  the  Cavity  of 
the  Shoulder  :  The  backward  Pro- 
cefs  is  thicker  and  larger,  ends  in 
an  obtufe  Angle,  and  enters  the 
hinder  Cavity  of  the  Shoulder;  the 
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Latins  call  it  Gtbberus  :  In  the 
middle  of  thefe  there  is  a  great 
Cavity  like  a  Semicircle.  It  has 
yet  another  external  lateral  Cavity 
for  the  Head  of  the  Radius,  or 
letter  Bone  of  the  Cubit;  ’tis  joint¬ 
ed  at  the  lower  end  with  the  Wrift, 
both  by  a  Cartilage  in  the  middle, 
and  by  an  acute  Procefs,  and  there¬ 
fore  call’d  Styloides  ( or  like  a 
fharp-pointed  Pen  us’d  in  Writ¬ 
ing-tables  )  whence  there  arifes  a 
Ligament  which  fallens  the  Cu¬ 
bit  and  the  Joint  of  the  Wrilt  to¬ 
gether. 

Ulomelia ,  a  Soundnefs  of  the 
whole  Member. 

Ulva,  a  fort  of  Sea-grafs. 

Umbella,  the  Tops  of  Plants, 
they  are  like  a  Bird’s  Nell. 

Umbilicus,  the  Navel ;  a  Bofs 
in  the  middle  of  the  abdomen,  to 
which  the  Navel-ftring  in  a  Foetus 
is  join’d,  which  is  cut  after  Deli¬ 
very. 

Umbilicus  Marinus ;  fee  Navel- 
wort. 

Umbilicus  Terra  ;  fee  Cycla¬ 
men. 

Umbilicus  Veneris ,  Navel-wort ; 
it  is  cold  and  moill,  and  fome- 
what  aftringent ;  it  is  good  for 
Incarnations,  and  St.  Anthony' s 
Fire.  The  Leaves  and  Roots,  if 
eaten,  are  fuppos’d  to  be  good  in 
the  Stone,  and  to  force  Urine  ; 
’tis  alfo  good  for  the  King’s-Evil, 
Kibes,  and  Chilblains,  being  us’d 
in  an  Ointment. 

TJncia,  an  Ounce,  the  twelfth 
part  of  a  Phylician’s  Found,  con¬ 
taining  eight  Drams. 

Uncus,  an  fame  with  Hamus 
and  Hamulus. 

UrAemia,  the  fame  with  Oede¬ 
ma. 

Unedo ,  Sfis  fuppos’d  to  be  the 
fame  as  Mefpilus, 


Ungaricus  Morbus,  or  Hunguri - 
cus  Morbus,  a  forr  of  malignant, 
fpotted,  epidemick  Fever. 

Unguentum ,  an  Ointment  ;  a 
Medicine  outwardly  apply’d,  of 
a  conlillence  fomething  thicker 
than  a  Liniment  urn.  ’Tis  call’d 
alfo  Unguent. 

Unguentum  Album ,  the  White 
Ointment ;  ’tis  an  excellent  cool¬ 
ing  and  drying  Ointment,  and 
is  good  for  Bruifes  and  Inflama- 
tions,  and  dries  Ulcers,  cures 
Galls,  and  takes  off  Itching. 

Unguentum  de  Aurantiis ,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Oranges.  Take  frefh 
Orange-apples,  unripe  and  green, 
n#  vj,  beat  ’em  into  a  Pulp  with 
the  Rhind  ;  Bay-leaves  fix  hand¬ 
fuls  ;  Sage,  Sorrel,  and  Mari¬ 
golds,  of  each  two  handfuls  } 
Juice  of  Najlurtium  one  quart, 
frefh  Butter  two  pounds  ,•  boil 
to  the  confumption  of  the  Juice, 
and  then  drain  it ;  to  which  add 
afterwards  frefh  Bay-leaves  and 
Sage  flampt  with  Cinamon  one 
ounce,  and  of  Nutmegs  half  an 
ounce.  Boil  again,  then  make 
an  Expreflion,  and  you’ll  find  it  an 
excellent  thing  in  the  Scab,  Itch? 
and  other  cutaneous  Irruptions. 

Unguentum  Cephalalgicum ,  an 
Ointment  for  the  Head-ach:  Take 
the  Alabaftrine  Ointment,  and 
that  of  Rofes,  of  each  two  oun¬ 
ces  ;  of  Opium  one  dram.  Saffron 
half  a  dram  ;  Oil  of  Nutmegs 
one  dram  ,  of  thefe  make  an 
Ointment,  and  therewith  anoint 
the  Temples  and  forehead. 

Unguentum  Cyinificum  ;  or  an 
Ointment  for  the  Hair.  Take 
Gum  Labdanum  fix  drams,  Bears- 
greafe  two  ounces,  dr  y’d  Sou¬ 
thernwood  in  powder  rhe  quan¬ 
tity  of  three  drams,  Afhes  of  the 
Root  of  the  Reed  one  dram  and 
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a  half.  Oil  of  Nutmegs  one  dram, 
Balfam  of  Peru  three  drams  ;  ftir 
thefe  well  together,  and  anoint  the 
Hair  therewith. 

Unguentum  Deflator  turn,  an 
Ointment  to  make  the  Hair  fhed. 
Take  of  Quicklime  four  ounces, 
jiuripigmentum  one  ounce  and  a 
half,  Orrice-root  powder’d  one 
ounce  j  Nitre  and  Sulphur,  of  each 
half  an  ounce  $  ftrong  Lye  one 
quart ;  boil  ’em  to  a  due  confif- 
tence,  and  then  add  Oil  of  Cloves 
twenty  drops,  and  make  an  Oint¬ 
ment. 

Unguentum  JEgyptiacum,  ’ti  s  an 
excellent  Ointment  to  cleanfe  for¬ 
did  Ulcers,  and  to  eat  down  proud 
Flefh. 

Unguentum  TLlem'u  Ointment  of 
Gum-Elemy  ;  it  eafes  Pain  in* 
Sores,  it  heals  Ulcers  in  any  part 
of  the  Body  ;  but  is  chiefly  us’d 
for  Wounds  and  Ulcers  in  the 
Head. 

Unguentum  Bafili  con,’  tis  efteem- 
ed  a  good  Digeftive  ;  it  aflwages 
all  manner  of  Pains ;  it  incarnates 
and  heals ;  it  alfo  gives  eafe  in  the 
Gout. 

Unguentum  Diakh Ointment 
of  Marfh-mallows;  it  foftens,  dif- 
cufles,  digefts,  eafes  the  Pains  of 
the  Breaft  and  Sides,  and  of  a 
Pleurify,  the  Parts  affedfed  be-j 
ing  anointed  with  it. 

Unguentum  Diapompholygos ,  it 
cools,  drys,  and  gives  eaie,  and 
is  excellent  for  the  curing  of  U 1- 
cers 

Unguentum  Enulatum ,  Oint-  | 
ment  of  Elecampane  j  it  cures 
Scabs,  the  Itch,  Tetters,  and 
Ring- worms. 

Unguentum  Enulatum  cum  Mer- 
surioy  Ointment  of  Elecampane 
with  Mercury  j  ’tis  more  power¬ 
ful  than  the  former  $  ’tis  us’d  for 


Paines  and  Nodes  in  the  Skin, 
Pocky  Scabs  and  Ulcers. 

Unguentum  ad Fijfuras,  an  Oint¬ 
ment  for  Chaps.  Take  Myrrh, 
Litharge  of  Silver,  of  each  one 
ounce,  of  Honey  four  ounces,  of 
Wax  two  ounces,  and  of  Oil  of 
Rofes  four  ounces  ;  mix  them. 
For  the  richer  fort  of  People  you 
may  venture  to  add  twelve  drops 
of  Oil  of  Rhodium,  and  ten  leaves 
of  Leaf-gold.  Otherwife,  take 
Bole-Armoniack,  Myrrh,  white 
Lead,  of  each  two  drams,  make 
them  into  an  Ointment  with 
Goofe-greafe. 

Unguentum  ad  Foveas,  an  Oint¬ 
ment  for  the  Pittingsof  the  Small¬ 
pox.  Take  Oilof  Sweet- Almonds 
two  ounces,  Sperma  Ceti  three 
drams,  diftil’d  Oil  of  Rhodium  four 
drops  j  mix  them,  and  make  an 
Ointment.  It  is  a  mod  excellent 
Remedy  to  take  away  Pain,  and 
allay  the  Acrimony. 

Unguentum  M&morrhoidale  ;  or 
an  Ointment  for  the  Piles.  Take 
frefh  May- Butter  three  pound, 
Elder  and  Broom-flowers  flampt, 
let  them  digeft  together  for  a 
month,  then  work  'em,  and  bury 
’em  till  they  putrefie,  and  after¬ 
wards  boil  and  flrain  ’em.  Or, 
take  of  Powder  of  burnt  Cork 
one  dram,  Camphire  two  fcru- 
ples,  Opium  fix  grains.  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Poplar  one  ounce  and  a 
half  5  mix  ’em,  and  apply  to  the 
Part  afledted. 

Unguentum  Herpeticum ,  Oint¬ 
ment  for  the  Shingles  or  Wild¬ 
fire.  Take  Quicklime  and  Auri- 
pigmentum  of  each  one  dram, 
Tartar,  Nitre,  and  black  Soap, 
of  each  two  drams.  Oil  of  Elder 
enough  to  make  it  into  an  Oint¬ 
ment  ;  anoint  the  Part  affedled, 
and  let  it  remain  twenty  four  hours 
thereen.  Unguen - 
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Unguenium  Piperitim ,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Pepper.  Take  Powder 
of  Ellecampane  and  Powder  of 
Sulphur,  of  each  two  ounces  ; 
Black  Pepper  an  ounce  and  a 
half ;  Ointment  of  Rofes  fixteen 
ounces,  od  of  Rhodium  two  Peru- 
pies.  This  is  a  delicate  Oint¬ 
ment  for  Scabs,  or  the  Itch. 

Unguentum  Sympatheticum  ;  or 
the  Sympathetick  Ointment  : 
Take  Oil  of  Roles,  and  Bole-Ar- 
moniack  an  ounce ;  Linleed  Oil 
two  drams  ;  Human  Greafe,  and 
Mofs  of  the  Human  Scull,  of  each 
two  ounces  ;  Mummy  and  Man’s 
Blood,  of  each  half  an  ounce.  All 
Wounds  are  cur’d  by  this,  anoint¬ 
ing  the  Weapon  therewith  by 
Wnich  the  Wound  was  given  : 
Sometimes  it  will  cure  if  taken 
two  or  three  Daysafterthe  Wound 
is  given.  The  Weapon  muft  be 
kept  clean,  wrapt  up  in  a  Linnen 
Cloth,  and  in  a  Place  neither  too 
dry  nor  too  moift. 

Unguent  urn  Laurinum,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Bays  ;  ’tis  good  for  all 
cold  Diftempers  which  affedl  the 
Nerves  and  Joints,  and  given  in 
Clyfters,  it  expels  Wind. 

Unguentum  Nutritum,  ’tis  cool- 
ing  and  drying,  it  gives  ea fc,  and 
cures  Difeafes  of  the  Skin. 

Unguentum  e  Nicotian  a,  Oint¬ 
ment  of  Tobacco }  ’tis  an  excel¬ 
lent  Ointment  to  ea fe  Pain  5  ’tis 
good  for  Brailes  and  Wounds, 
and  for  the  Bitings  of  Venomous 
Beads  5  for  Scabs,  the  Itch,  Tet¬ 
ters  and  Ring-worms. 

Unguentum  ex  Oxylapatho ,  ’tis 
chiefly  us’d  for  the  Itch,  and  o- 
ther  cutaneous  Difeafes. 

Unguentum  Ophtbalmicum,  an 
Ointment  for  the  Eyes  5  ’tis  good 
for  Inflammations  of  the  Eyes,  to 
cafe  Pain,  and  to  dry  up  Rheums, 


Unguentum  Pomatum ,  ’tis  cool* 
ing,  and  eafes  Pain  j  it  takes  off 
the  Roughnefs  of  the  Skin,  and 
1  imples,  and  heals  Chaps  of  the 
Hands  and  Lips. 

Unguentum  Rubrum  Beficcati- 
yum,  the  red  drying  Ointment  $ 
it  drys,  heals,  and  skins  Sores,  and 
flops  Fluxes  of  Humours.

Nipples  lengthen’d,  the  lengthen’d 
parts  whereof  are  feen  as  far  as  the 
Nail  If  they  be  forcibly  torn  ofl, 
they  leave  divers  Holes;  fo  that  the 
horny  fubftance  of  the  Nail  look’s 
like  a  Net.  Under  the  Nails  there 
is  a  pappy  fort  of  Body,  which 
has  its  Veflels  of  Excretion.  The 
jtpices,  or  tops  of  the  Nails,  are

on  there  fucceeds  a  fiiiall  Fever,  ac-  j 
company’d  with  Inquietude  and  j 
Leanneis  ;  and  at  laft,  when 
it  is  full  grown  and  conceded  in¬ 
to  Matter,  it  makes  a  Neff  as  it 
were,  and  lodges  there.  An  Ab- 
cefs,  or  Impofihume  of  the  Lungs, 
Fomitorium ,  a  Medicine  taken 
inwardly,  made  of  Emeticks,  or 
Things  that  provoke  Vomiting,  I 
infufs’d,  diffolv’d,  or  decoded.

Ureter,  a  Fiftulous  Membrana¬ 
ceous  Vefle],  which  proceedsfrom 
both  Reins,  and  opens  between  the 
Membranes  of  the  Bladder,  bv 
which  the  Urine  palfes  from  the 
Reins  to  the  Bladder,  Celfus  often 
calls  it  the  white  Vein. 

Urethra ,  or  Fiftula,  the  Urina¬ 
ry  Paflage,  whereby  the  Urine  is 
difeharg’dat  the  Yard  in  Men,  and 
in  women  through  the  Pudenda-,  it 
ferves  alfo  for  the  Ejection  of  the 
Seed.  The  Seminal  little  Bladders 
empty  themfelves  into  it  by  two 
Holes  at  the  beginning  of  it,  when 
there  is  occafion,  which  Bladders 
or  Vefllls  are  furrounded  with 
Glandulous  Proftates,  perforated 
with  feveral  Holes;  to  which  there 
is  a  certain  little  piece  of  Flelh  af¬ 
fix’d.

Urim ,  Urine  ;  the  Infpe£tion 
of  the  Urine  is  heft  after  Chyli- 
hcation  is  perfectly  made;  and 
therefore  it  is  belt  to  fee  it  after 
Sleep  in  a  Morning.  You  muft 
put  it  into  a  clear  and  thin  Glafs 
that  is  round  at  the  bottom ;  it 
muff  not  be  view’d  after  Watch¬ 
ing,  Purging,  or  after  the  Ufe  of 
Medicines  that  afTe£t  the  Urine, 
and  it  muft  be  view’d  as  foon  as  it 
is  cold,  and  has  a  Sediment;  you 
ought  to  view  it  in  a  clear  Air.  If 
any  one  fhafl  bring  to  a  Phyfician, 
with  a  Deiign  to  deceive  him,  the 
Urine  of  a  Brute,  or  any  thing  elfe, 
inftead  of  Man’s  Water,  the  Cheat 
is  Deft  difcover’d  by  the  fmell.  E- 
very  DifeaE-  cannot  be  known  by 
the  Urine ;  for  the  Giddinefs  of  the 
Head,  a  Wound  of  a  certain  part, 
a  Pally,  Luxations,  and  many  other 
Difeafes,  cannot  be  known  by 
that;  but  the  Conftitution,  good 
or  ill,  of  thofe  Parts  wherein  the 
Urine  is  perfected,  generated,  or  j 
fomewhat  alter’d,  are  chiefly  | 
known  by  the  Urine,  as  that  of 
the  Vifcera,  ferving  for  a  Concoc¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood,  Heart,  Ureters, 
and  Reins;  and  therefore  I  fay, 
the  Urine  is  a  very  general  Diag- 
noftick  Sign,  and  more  general  than 
thePulfe,  becaule  it  often  difeovers 
the  Difeafe,  the  caufe  of  it,  and 
the  Part  affedfed,  but  the  Pulfe 
does  not  fo;  for  by  the  Urine  we 
know  Difeafes  ;  as  Ulcers,  Ob- 
ftru6tions,  and  the  Intemperies  of 
the  inner  Parts.  By  the  Urine  we 
know  the  Caufes,  as  Vifcidity, 
Crudity,  Choler,  Stones,  Sand, 
Clods  of  Blood,  and  the  like;  by 
the  Urine  we  know  the  Parc  af- 


fe£ted,  as  the  Bladder  affe&eri,  by- 
Scales,  or  faetid  Pus  mixt  with  the 
Urine.  We  know  the  Reins 
are  afte&ed  by  Caruncles,  Blood, 
and  PuSi  coming  away  with  the 
Urine  ;  and  we  alfo  know  that 
the  Bkdder  of  the  Gail  is  affetfted 
by  the  Urine’s  being  pale  for  a 
long  while.  Urine  alfo  oftentimes 
difeovers  the  approach  of  Death, 
as  an  Ifchuria  does  by  the  defeat 
of  it ;  as  doth  like  wile  a  Leucophleg - 
matia  by  theaquoftty  of  it;  and  an 
Ulcer  of  the  Bladder,  by  having 
Vus  mix’d  with  it.  *Tis  alfo  difeo- 
verable  in  the  Plague  by  the  black- 
nefs  of  it,  and  its  various  Colours, 
and  the  like.  We  ought  not  in¬ 
deed  to  prognofticate  any  thing 
rafhly  from  the  bare  Infpedtion 
of  the  Urine,  for  fometimes  in  the 
meft  dangerous  Difeafes,  and  when 
the  Pulfeis  ill  or  out  ofits  due  mo¬ 
tion,  the  Urine  neverthelefs  appears 
clear  and  good,  and  yet  for  ail  that 
the  Patient  dies.  We  find  there¬ 
fore  that  this  Notion  is  very  un¬ 
certain,  and  confequently  not  to  be 
depended  on.  Urina,  isalfoalarge 
|  kind  of  Meafure  us’d  amongft  the 
Ancients,  containing  forty  Pints 
|  of  Wine,  and  but  thirty-five  of 
Oil. 

Urincfa,  are  fuch  Medicines  as 
fmell  like  Urine,  fuch  as  that  which 
we  call  the  Spirit  of  Sal  Armoni- 
ack.

Judgment  concerning  Urine.  Be- 
cauie  the  ordinary  or  common  fort 
of  People  (and  likewife  fome  of 
the  better  or  finer  fori)  have  been 
along  while,  and  ftill  remain  very 
much  abus'd  by  Quacks,  Empi- 
ricks,  and  among  them  fome  Me¬ 
thodical  Phyficiansj  who  pretend 
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to  a  Knowledge  in  many  Difeafes, 
which  they  gather  chiefly  from 
the  Urine  of  any  Perfon  diftem- 
per’d  j  I  mu  ft  here  aflume  the  bold- 
nefs  to  tell  them,  that  there  is  no 
certain  Rule  for  the  finding  out  ma¬ 
ny  Diieafes,  to  be  gather’d  from  the 
Obfervation  of  the  Urine  alone; 
and  do  pofitively  affirm,  that  it  is 
much  better  for  them  to  fee  the 
Patient  once;  than  to  view  his  U- 
rine  twenty  times ;  befides,  feveral 
Learned  Phyficians  have  like  wife 
chimed  in  with  my  Sentiments, 
and  have  accordingly  wrote  feveral 
TraCts  which  plainly  difcover  the 
Danger  ef  taking  Phyfick  that  is 
prefcrib’d  only  upon  the  fight  of 
Urine,  to  the  end  that  they  may 
difpoflefs  Men  of  that  fond  Opi¬ 
nion,  of  a  Phyfician’s  difcerning 
Diieafes  purely  by  that  way,  and 
wherewi-th  they  have  lb  long  and 
oft  been  deluded.  Befides,  one  of 
thefe  bold  Practitioners,  in  fhew- 
ing  the  Falfhood  and  uncertain 
Judgment  of  Difeafes  by  the  U- 
rine,  hathfet  down  the  ingenuous 
Confeifion  a  dying  Phyficianmade 
to  him,  being  then  prefent  with 
him  a  little  before  his  departure, 
who  being  requefted  to  leave  to  Pol- 
terity  that  Skill  whereby  he  had 
been  fo  much  celebrated  for  his  great 
Judgment  in  Urine,  prefently  made 
this  Anfwer:  “  I  have  ('laid  he) 

€t  with  great  applaufe  exercis’d  it, 

“  and  have  found  hv  much  experi- 
t£  epee/  that  it  is  indeed  a  great 
“  Cheat,  and  therefore  not  worthy 
<c  to  be  mention’d  as  an  Art,  but 
iC  altogether  unfit  to  be  communi. 

<£  cated  toPofterity.  And  indeed, 
had  not  this  bafe  Cuftoin  (for  I 
can  term  it  no  other  wifi.-)  of  giving 
judgment  in  Difeafes  by  the  fight  j 
of  the  Urine,  been  under-  propt 
and  fupported  chiefly  by  Jugglings 


and  ill  Shifts,  it  had  io  g  a/a  been 
abrogated,  and  let  fall  to  the 
Ground  ;  for  there  is  no  Knowledge 
of  any  Difeafe  whatever  to  be  ga¬ 
ther’d  by  the  Urine,  which  may 
be  fufficient  to  guide  the  Phyfici- 
an  in  prefer ibing  Medicines  proper, 
to  cure  the  fame.

If  or  moft  of)  the  Provinces  of  India  1 
his  candy’d  when  green  in  IndiJ, 
and  is  counted  very  good  for  aged 
People,  who  are  too  often  infefted 
with  Cold  and  Phlegmatick  Hu¬ 
mours,  as  alfo  for  fuch  People 
whofe  Stomachs  do  not  digeft  or 
concodt  well,  more  elpecially  when 
it  is  frefh  candy’d  :  *Tis  likewife 
good  for  tough  and  vifeid  Phlegm 
of  the  Lungs.  The  native  Indians 
ufe  the  Leaves  of  Ginger  in  Broths^ 
and  for  the  ICitchm  they  alfo  ufe 
the  Roots  of  it  green,  with  other 
Herbs,  whereto  they  put  Oil  and 
Vinegar,  and  fo  eat  it  as  we  do  « 
Saliad.  Frefh  Ginger  is  reckon’d 
by  them  to  be  a  moft  excellent  Re¬ 
medy  for  ali  Cholical  Pains,  as  alfo 
for  the  Celiack  and  Lienterick  Faffs- 
ons:  ’Tis  likewife  counted  of  ad  mi- 
rable  ufe  in  tedious  and  troublefeme 
Diarrhoea's,  which  proceed  for  the 
moft  part  from  Cold,  and  likewife 
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for  all  Windincfs,  Griping  of  the 
Guts,  and  the  like.  But  here  efpe- 
cially  ’tis  to  be  obferv’d,  that  thofe 
who  are  of  a  very  hot  Conftitution 
ought  not  to  makeufe  of  it,  whe¬ 
ther  they  are  lick  or  well,  for  it 
naturally  very  much  inflames  the 
Blood,  and  likewife  opens  the  Ori¬ 
fices  of  the  Veins.  Indeed,  Ginger 
and  Pepper  are  more  us’d  in  the 
Kitchin  than  in  Phyfick,  and  are 
held  in  greater  efteem  with  the 
Cook  than  the  Apothecary.  But 
neverthelefs  Ginger  is  oftentimes 
mix’d  with  purging  Medicines, 
efpecially  thofe  that  are  ftrong,  to 
correct  ’em.  In  fhort,  Ginger 
cleanfes  the  Lungs  and  Stomach, 
ftrengthens  the  Brain,  and  wonder¬ 
fully  clears  the  Eye-fight  when 
’tis  dull’d  by  too  much  moifture. 
’Tisalfo  call’d  Zinzibert  and  Gingi- 
ber. 

Zink,  a  Metalline  marcafite ;  or 
a  certain  natural  mixture  of  four 
unripe  Metals,  but  principally  Cop¬ 
per.  Tis  a  very  volatile  and  falu- 
ble  Mineral ;  fo  as  to  be  readily  fub- 
limable  into  flowers  j  as  by  the 
addition  of  Pitch. 

Zirbus ,  with  the  Arabians,  is 
the  fame  as  Omentum ,  which  iig- 
nifies  the  Cawl. 

Zizania  or  Lolium,  Darnel ;  ’tis 
hot  and  dry,  it  attenuates,  refolves, 
and  cleanfes.  Being  mingled  with 
Malt,  it  makes  the  Beer  heady  $  and 
if  you  mix  it  with  Bread,  it  occasi¬ 
ons  great  dulnefs,  and  ftupidity ;  be- 
fides,it  offends  the  Eyes  by  fending 
ill  Vapours  into  the  Head.  The 
Flower  of  it  being  mix’d  with  o- 
iher  Me<  icines,  is  commended  by 
the  Ancients  for  putrid  Ulcers,  the 
Itch,  Leprofy,  ICings-Evil,  Gan¬ 
grenes,  and  the  Hip-Gout. 


Zi&ipha,  is  the  fame  as  Jujubes* 
it  is  convertible  into  Regulus.  See 
Zizjpha. 

Zizypha ,  Zizyphus ,  and  Zizi~ 
phus,  the  Tree  that  bears  Jujubes,  a 
fort  of  Piumb  tranfported  from 
the  Indies  to  Italy,  and  other  Parts. 

Zona ,  that  part  of  the  Body 
where  People  generally  begirt 
themfelves,  alfo  a  fort  of  Herpes 
call’d  Holy-fire. 

Zoogonia,  the  Generation  of  per¬ 
fect  Animals  born  alive. 

Zoologist ,  the  Pharmaceutick  part 
of  Medicine  taken  from  Animals. 

Zoomiceralia,  Medicines  taken 
from  Pearl,  Crabbs,  and  all  the  Tef- 
taceous  Kind  of  creatures  becaufe 
they  feem  to  partake  of  the  Nature 
both  of  Animals  and  Minerals. 

Zoophthalmos ,  whatever  hath 
the  Form  or  Figure  of  the  Eye  of 
a  Brute. 

Zoopbthyton ,  a  natural  exanguine- 
ous  Body,  which  is  neither  perfect 
Animal  nor  Vegetable,  but  par¬ 
takes  of  a  middle  Nature  betwixt 
both. 

Zoon ,  an  Animal  or  living  Crea¬ 
ture. 

Zootomia ,  an  artificial  Difledli- 
on  of  live  Animals. 

Zopijfa ;  fee  Fix. 

Zotica,  the  Vital  Faculty^ 

Zurumbeth ,  and  Zernbeth ,  a  fort 
of  Zedoary,  See  Zedoary. 

Zygoma ,  the  Jugal  Bone  about 
the  Temples.  ,
